T LENGTH begins to appear in public a work wich 
hath been expected at my hands with ſome impatience: 
A work of many years, and not without labour. To travel through 
public and private repoſitories at home and abroad, and per- 
uſe ſome thouſands of volumes and bundles of manuſcript pa- 
pers not eaſy to be read : to decipher, tranſcribe, and prepare 
for the preſs ſuch of them as ſeemed to be proper and neceſſary 
for my deſign; and to form from thence a clear view of the 
public tranſactions during a period of forty four years, full of 
negotiation and buſineſs, will be lookt upon, by all good judges, 
not only as a work of labour and time, but of great expenſe. 

Tux undertaking was too great, perhaps, for a perſon of my 
abilities and fortune. But at firſt my views were not fo exten- 
five as afterwards in the courſe of my labours they became. I 
meant no more than to publiſh a colle&ion of curious papers, 
which chance alone, without any trouble, had thrown in my 
way. Such an undertaking might have been executed with leſs 

uneaſineſs to myſelf and to the public: my ſituation would not 
have been ſo greatly embarraſſed, nor the public have had the 
leaſt occaſion to call upon me with ſo much impatience. But 


then agreat many valuable papers would either have periſhed, or 
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| lain in obſcurity. There are ſeveral pieces interſperſed in this vo- 


lume (and morewill appear in thoſe thatare to follow) communi- 
cated to me by private hands, which probably would never have 
ſcen the light, without my having formed a deſign of this na- 


ture. When one lays down a regular plan, and makes it his 


buſineſs to have it executed in the moſt perfect manner; he 
muſt look about every way for proper materials, and ſpure nei- 
ther pains, nor time, nor expenſe to procure from all hands 
what makes for his purpoſe. 

Hap our hiſtoriographers, whoſe buſineſs it was, been pleaſ- 
ed to attempt and purſue this method; a great many thouſands 
of important pieces might have been 1 which are now, 
to our grief, irrecoverably loft. I have had the good fortune to 


prevent a oonſiderable loſs of that kind, by being ingaged in 


this undertaking before the late fire in that noble repoſitory, the 
Cottonian library: a repoſitory which awes innumerable things 
of ineſtimable value to the extraordinary care you took in pre- 
ſerving what eſcaped the flames. To the ſame public ſpirit, your 
zeal for the good of the republic of letters, and to the particu- 


lar favour and countenance you have been pleaſed to ſhow me, 


it is chiefly owing, that this great work is brought to its pre- 
ſent ſtate of perfection, and begins to venture abroad in the 
world.

EN ELIZABETH is repreſented in ſo different a light by 
different authors, that the hiftory of her reign affords 
little elſe but doubts and conjectures Camden, with all his ex- 
cellent materials and boaſted integrity, is an author of no bet- 
ter credit than others. That noble and judicious hiſtorian de 
Thou, in bi account of her affairs, hath but little regard to 
him: and Rapin Thoyras hath, on all occafions, thought fit 
to call his veracity in queſtion; nay plainly tells us, that he has 
quite disfigured the hiſtory of thoſe and made it his bu- 
ſineſs to diſguiſe the facts by curtailing and altering them, by 
ſuppreſſing eſſential circumſtances, and foiſting in things that 
have not the leaſt appearance of truth. Both de Thou and Ra- 
pin prefer the authority of George Buchanan ; a celebrated wri- 
ter, but more eſteemed for the flile than the truth of his hiſs 
tory. Since therefore the only hiſtorical writer who had the 
advantage of proper materials is ſo greatly ſuſpected; we have 
no way left to come at any certainty in the affairs of that queen, 
but by having recourſe to the letters and other authentic papers 

of perſons concerned in the adminiſtration. But not many of 

theſe have been hitherto publiſhed. The inquiry ſhe made

ters (except thoſe of the church) whereof we have any authen- WIe. 

tic account. As to Rymer's collections; they are extremely de. 
ficient with regard to this period, and chiefly conſiſt of pieces 


that ſeem to be of little importance; ſuch as patents, pen- 
Hons, commiſſions, licences, pardons, protections, conge-<d'elires. 
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for biſhopricks, preſentations to benefices, aſſents of the queen 
to elections, reſtitutions of temporalities, and other things of 
this nature, which do not much illuſtrate the myſteries of ſtate 
in that politic reign. Thus we are left almoſt wholly in the dark, 


or loſt in doubts and contradictions. 


I 1Macins therefore, it will be no endend ſervice to 
the public to ſet this important period of hiſtory in its original 
light, by publiſhing the genuine and accurate accounts which 
thoſe who had the management of affairs in their hands com- 
mitted to writing at the very time of conſultation and action, 
and which have ſo many years lain buried in manuſcript. A de- 
tail of thoſe affairs, with all their entertaining and inſtructive 
circumſtances, by the queen herſelf and her principal miniſters, 
and by the foreign princes and miniſters with whom ſhe had 
negotiations, while things were alive and, as it were, breath- 
ing, will give, I preſumè, much more ſatisfaction, than the 
doubtful, imperfect, and ſecond-hand narratives of hiſtorical 
writers. Had the learned Camden thought fit to publiſh, in- 
ſtead of his annals, a ſeries of thoſe valuable, original pieces; 
he had done more honour to himſelf and his country, and more 
ſervice to the learned and curious world. No man could meet 
with a better opportunity for compleating fuch a work. The 
royal archives, and the mHhuſcript treaſures of the Lord Burgh- 
ley and sir Robert Cotton were open to him. But this new me- 
thod of publiſhing hiſtory had never been attempted, and, per- 
haps, never thought of ; and the taſk impoſed by his ſuperiors. 
upon him was a great deal eaſter. A {light peruſal of the ma- 


nuſcript papers, and the making ſome ſhort, imperfect extracts 
(without the trouble of deciphering, tranſcribing, collating, re- 
viſing, and preſerving them intire in their native dreſs) was ſuf- 
ficient for his purpoſe. And indeed he ſeems to have given him- 
{elf but very little trouble in peruſing theſe papers: tis certain, 


at 
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at leaſt, he has very often miſunderſtood them. As this is a: 
charge of a different nature from any that has hitherto been 
brought againſt him, his capacity or diligence having never, 
been doubted; it will not, perhaps, be readily agreed to, with- 
out good proof. I ſhall not treſpaſs ſo far upon your patience, 
as to run through all his miſtakes of this kind : it will be ſuf- 
ficient to point at thoſe which may be diſcovered in the account, | 
he gives of the very firſt tranſaction almoſt in Elizabeth' s reign, 

the negotiation of the treaty of peace at Cateau-Cambreſis. 
Arx having told us, againſt expreſs evidence, that the 
Lord Howard of Effingham was joined in commiſſion with the 
karl of Arundel, the ziſhop of Ely, and por Wotton; he goes 
on in the ſame manner and acquaints us, that Elizabeth's com- 
miſſioners, in conjunction with thoſe, of the xing of Spain, 
treated with the rrench commiſſioners at Cambray; where 
the reſtitution of Calais was warmly debated: That the span- 
iſh commiſſioners began to be impatient, having adjuſted in 
a manner all other things; and pretended, they would not con- 
tinue in war, unleſs the Engliſh would furniſh, for a war of fix 
years, a larger proportion of men and money than they had 
done before: That they very much preſſed to have a truce 
made between England and France, till things were agreed on; 
and, in the mean time, to have Calais put into the hands of 
their maſter, as honorary umpire or ſequeſter ; That Elizabeth, 
imagining the aſſiſtance of Spain not only unſerviceable, but 
unbecoming her dignity and the honourof England, thought fit 
to treat with the rrench king apart: That the rrench xing pro- 
poſing ſome obſcure village either in England or France, where 
their miniſters might be ſent unknown to the Spaniards, ſhe 
rejected his propoſal of ſecret doings with maſculine ſpirit; and 
gave to underſtand, that ſhe was a princeſs abſolutely free, and 
would have matters tranſacted, without regard to the Spaniard, 
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in no hidden place, but at Cateau-Cambrefis; which is but a 
little diftant from Cambray. Upon which, he ſays, the com- 
miſſioners of England and France went thither, and concluded 
4 peace. This is a ſummary of what Camden relates concerning 
that affair: every articleofwhich is contrary to fact, aswilleafily 
appear from the following fhort and curſory view of the fame 
tranſaction, as repreſented at large in ſome of the firſt ſheets 
of this volume. 

Tur rarl of Arundel, the ziſhopof Ely, and pr Wotton, hav- 
ing been appointed by the late queen commiſſioners for nego- 
tiating a peace with France; Elizabeth, at her firſt coming to 
the crown, thought fit, from political conſiderations, not to 

* See page 1 change them, nor to add any other; and ſent tothemnewcom- 
of dene miſſion and inſtructions by the Lord Cobham +, who carried 
t rage. to his catholic majeſtic in Flanders her letters notifying the death 
of her ſiſter. But before this commiſſion came to their hands, 

the xarl of Arundel had returned to England; and the treaty 
tPage36. was prorogued for about two months t. Upon this prorogation 
of the public treaty, two meſſages were ſent from France into 
England to propoſe a ſecret negotiation: one from the puke 
of Guiſe and Monſieur Monpeſſart to the queen herſelf, by the 
»Page 4. Lord Grey of Wilton“; who was priſoner of war, and releaſed, 
for that purpoſe, upon his parole : another from the vidame 
of Charters to ſome zngliſh noblemen of his acquaintance, by 
1Pageg. Guido Cavalcanti||, a gentleman of Florence. It ſeemed ne- 
ceſſary to allow theſe overtures ; but not ſo to like of them or 
entertain them, as thereby any jealouſy ſhould ariſe in the heart 
of the xing of Spain: and it was thought proper, that the 

meſſage brought by the Lord Grey ſhould, for the greater ſecrecy, 1 

be anſwered in a letter ſent from himſelf to the puke of Guiſe : 

by ſome truſty gentleman well inſtructed; and that the Lord = 1

Tu vidame's meſſage was fo well received, that, immedi- 


ately upon Cavalcanti's return, the xing diſpatched him back. in- 
to England with letters to the queen: full of expreſſions of af- - 
fection and eſteem, and with a charge to acquaint her, that 
he was very willing to entertain and promote her diſpoſition 

to peace: that if ſhe would be pleaſed to appoint her commiſ- 
ſioners, he would do the like; and ſhe might name the time, 
and chuſe any proper place in France (of which he named four) 


remote from all intelligence and neighbours, where, agreeably 
to their mutual deſire and intention, the matter might be tranſ- 


acted with the utmoſt ſecrecy*. Queen Elizabeth returned the · page g. 10. 
rrench king his compliments with equa]politeneſs. As to the — 


negotiation; ſince ſecrecy was the principal circumſtance re- 
quiſite, ſhe thought, his method could not be followed; be- 


cauſe the miniſters of Spain finding ſo many ä wine. 
pair to her court, perſons of ſigure ſent from thence would 
eaſily be miſſed: beſides, conſidering the conſtant intercourſe 
of the Engliſh and Flemings in all fea port towns, the very 
paſſing and repaſſing to and fro muſt needs be diſcovered. She 
therefore propoſed, either to ſend to her in writing, by the 
bearer Cavalcanti, ſuch particularities as might induce the like- 
lihood of making a perpetual and ſolid peace; whereby both 
ſpeed and ſecrecy would be uſed : or elſe that one or two of 
the commiſſioners appointed for the congreſs, or ſome new 
commiſſioners to be ſent in their places, might have ſecretly in 
charge, beſides the open treaty, to-paſs to the concluſion of this 
peace in ſuch ſecret points as might be thought proper. 

Tux vrench xing replying, thought fit to make choice of 
the firſt of thoſe methods, as moſt agreeable to their intention 
of ſecrecy; judging it impoſſible to preyent a diſcovery, if the 
affair was committed to the managagement of their miniſters 
at the public congreſs : and his detaining of Calais being the

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chief thing like to obſtruct their agreement, he ſets forth his rea- 1 
t Page 24. 25. ſons for it at larger. The queen in her anſwer having retorted his 

7-2% arguments with all the force and vehemence of an orator, and 
endeavoured to remove the ſcruples he advanced, concludes thus: 
That becauſe this treaty required a conference and talk, and 
that too with convenient ſecrecy, and of ſuch as had the inward 
minds of them both aſſuredly known; and becauſe the time 
would be far ſpent before any new aſſembly could be made, ſhe 
could wiſh, it would pleaſe him to like the ſecond method ſhe 
had propoſed : that, as to his doubt of a diſcovery, being a free 
princeſs, and meaning in this matter to impart no more of her 
mind to the Spaniards than ſhou'd be convenient, nothing could 
cover thoſe ſecret doings ſo well as the aſſembly already *

366. In this manner, during the prorogation of the public con- 
greſs, were the zrench xing's propoſals of a ſecret treaty, with- 
out the participation of Spain, entertained by queen Elizabeth. 
Peace, in what manner ſoever obtained, ſhe judged to be ne- 
ceflary; and was therefore unwilling to reject the French of- 
fers, but extremely careful at the ſame time not to give 


any occaſion of jealouſy to her allie the xing of Spain. She 
had reaſon to ſuſpect, that theſe offers made apart were chiefly 


with a view to break that alliance. She knew the cunning and 
dexterity of the French in ſowing of jealouſies and diviſions 

among princes. Several inſtances of it were given her; and many 
other reaſons induced her to believe, that no true peace was 
meant by the French. She therefore thought fit ſo to treat with 
them, as the king of Spain might not forſake her; for if an 
peace might be durable with France, one thus made ſhe thought 
moſt likely to continue; and in caſe they would needs break 
again, his catholic majeſty would then be the readier to aſſiſt 

f e and defend her. 
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Tuzss were the ſentiments of the queen and her miniſters 


when, after the prorogation at Cercamp, the spaniſh' as well 
as the zngliſh commiſſioners met with the rrench at Cateau- 


Cambreſis. The xarl of Arundel, one of her commiſſioners, 
having returned to England, as mentioned above; the Lord 


Howard of Effingham was ſubſtituted in his place, and ſent to 


join her other two commiſſioners with additional inſtructions. 

In theſe inſtructions they had ſpecially in charge, to impart from 

time to time to the miniſters of Spain ſuch part of their pro- 

ceedings as might ſeem convenient without hinderance of the 

treaty, and to conclude nothing that might diminiſh in any 

point the old amity between the nhouſes of England and Bur- 

gundy*, In the account they give of their negotiation they ao * — 

quaint the queen, that the French were ſo peremptory with re- 

gard to Calais, as they would ſcarcely hear any reaſoning about 

it, the matter having been ſufficiently debated already at Cer- 

camp, in the late queen's time; but propoſed a trucefor three + rige 47. 

or four years, and the mean ſeaſon the affair of Calais might 

be diſcuſſedt: that, endeavouring to perſuade them not to truſt : pg 48.51. 

to the xing of Spain's amity, they ſaid, he had required to have

that their principal aim was to disjoin her majeſty from the 

xing of Spain, or the xing of Spain from her; and that in that 

matter their fetches were fine, and artfully: ſet out“: as to the · page 53. 

miniſters of Spain; though they ſeemed to be very deſirous of 

peace, yet they had uſed themſelves friendly and faithfully to- 

wards her; and ſtill perſiſted in one tale, that they would con- 

clude nothing till ſhe were firſt ſatisfied ſ. In the queen's final + rige ;8. 

inſtructions to her commiſſioners, ſhe orders them to aſ the 

opinion, advice, and friendly aſſiſtance of the spaniſh-commil- 

ſioners in every point propoſed to the French: and prays them + 

to bend their whole induſtry to preſerve the amity between her

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and her good brother the xing of Spain; from whom no po- 
*Page 60. 61. licy or ſubtilty of the French ſhou'd ever disjoin her*, Things 
5-33 were ſo managed, that a peace was concluded in more honour- 
+Page65- able terms, than, for all the compliments of the yrench xing, 
tPage67. and the puke of Vendomet, could have been obtained by treat- 
ing apatt, and without the aſſiſtance of the xing of Spain. 

Facrs, they ſay, are ſtubborn things, and will not ſubmit 
to their being faſhioned into any other ſhape than that where- 
in they naturally appear. Thus the learned Camden by break- 

ing the chain and inverting the order in which things were 
mnie; by confounding of perſons, or not diſtinguiſhing the 
commiſſioners of Spain from thoſe of France ; by making dif- 
ferent places of the congreſs and different treaties, one jointly 
with, and one apart from the Spaniards; by ſuppreſſing that 
circumſtance of the queen's entertaining the propoſal of a ſe- 
cret negotiation; by giving the queen ridiculous ſentiments ; 
and, in order to magnify her greatneſs of ſpirit, making her 
expreſs herſelf againſt the rules of prudence and policy; in one 
word, by forming his narrative according to his own miſtaken 
conceptions (to ſay no worſe) that celebrated author has quite 
disfigured and miſrepreſented this whole affair. 

His ſtumbling thus in the entrance of his work does not 
much recommend what comes after, But it is not neceſſary to 
trace his miſtakes any farther at preſent. Tis no ſmall ſatiſ- 
faction, that we ſhall not, for want of better authority, be oblig- 
ed to apply to him. Elizabeth's ſucceſſor made no ſuch ha- 
vock among her papers, as Rapin Thoyras, from his finding 

oo" blo few of them in Rymer's collection, was induced to believe“. 
vel.lI-p.124. The royal archives can furniſh many thouſands which that vo- 
eto luminous editor has quite overlook'd. I have ſearched and ex- 
| _ amined them with curious exactneſs, and have found ſuch a 


ſeries of important pieces, as (with what I had copied from the 
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Cottonian library, before the late fire, and have met with in 


Scotland, and elſewhere) will give a full and clear view of al- 
moſt every tranſaction through the whole courſe of that me- 
morable reign. 

Taz volume I now preſent to the public is a proof, in ſome 
meaſure, of what I aſſert. From the beginning to the end of 
it, the ſeries of Elizabeth's affairs with France is pretty cloſely 
connected. The chain of dates would have appeared much 
cloſer, if all her affairs had been blended together. But to avoid 
the confuſion which ſo great a variety of different matters, all 
at one time, muſt needs have occaſioned, it was thought pro- 
per to ſeparate her affairs with one country from thoſe with 
another. Every thing here is intirely new: for though the treaty 
of peace at Cateau-Cambreſis was printed by Rymer ; yet, like 
many of his papers, it is ſo miſerably mangled, that I lookt 
upon it as a piece never publiſhed. Great care has been taken 
to make thoſe here printed agreeable, in every reſpect, to 
the manuſcripts : every word and letter is preſerved with the ut- 
moſt fidelity ; thoſe written in ciphers, or ſecret characters, 
are likewiſe here in a different character, but more eaſily read; 
and the names to all the original pieces are ſo curiouſly imi- 
tated, as not to be diſtinguiſhed a hand-

"2 can overture and treaty of peace; and for that purpoſe addreſſed 

over the ſaid Earle, the ziſhop, and v Wotton, with authoritie of commiſſi- 
10 on, inſtructions, and other writtings thereunto requiſite; the tenor and co- 

pies whereof have ben preſented unto us and our councell: having now for 

our part, in reſpect of the preſent eſtate of our affaires, the ſame diſpoſition 

which our ſiſter had towards the recovery of peace; we have therfore aſ- 

ſigned the ſaid Earle, Biſhop, and p Wotton, to be our commiſſioners in 

this behalfe; authorifing them, by virtue of Gr commiſſion and of theſe 

inſtructions, to treate and proceed with the commiſſioners for France i in 

forme following. 

Finxsr, in caſe ther fortune to be any talke of peace and overture to break 

off this warr, they ſhall declare, that our ſaid fiſter and our realme were not 
20 only not any cauſe therof, but were alſo forced to doe that was done; uſing 

ſuch proofes thereof as are conteined in the proclamation of the ſaid warre. 

In treating with the commiſlioners on the other part, they ſhall demand 

on the behalfe of this realme the reſtitution of Callice, the mirches and = 

peeces of the ſame; with all ſuch artilery, ordinance, munition, and pow- 

der, as did belong unto the faid peeces, and were found in any of them 
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at the taking thereof. And if, uppon debating of the caſe of Callice and 
thoſe territories, it ſhal be alleadged, that the ſame have of ancient time 
apperteined to the crown of France, and therefore ſhall make difficulty of 
reſtitution: it may in that point be well aunſwered by the faid commiſſio- 
ners, that in the right and title of the crowne of England there be divers 
ſeigneuries and places in France whereunto clayme may be as juſtly made, 
having bene in the poſſeſſion and right of the ſaid crowne of England ſithe 
Callice was engliſh; and that expreſſly for Callice and the members, it 
hath not only ben lawfully granted and aſſured from the crowne of France 
to the crowne of England, and therof poſſeſſion delivered accordingly, but 
alſo by articles of all treaties of peace, by the ſpace of two hundred yeres 
and more, ſpecially provided, that it ſhould remaine in the quiet poſſeſſion 
of England. And if the commiſſioners for France ſhall condiſcend to the 
reſtitution thereof, uppon ſuch matter as ſhal be propounded and allead- 
ged unto them: in that caſe they ſhall indeavour themſelves, that t by ech 
ment the boundes and limitts may be made certen, for th avoyding of 
contentions; and, if it may be obteyned, the ſame to be ſuch as haye b bene 

formerly demanded on the part of England; if not, at leſt to be ſuch as 
may make it an indifferent meane betwene the demands of either 

Tur ſaid commiſſioners ſhall demand arrerages and debts due unto this 

realme from the realme of France: and for the fortifying of the ſame de- 
mand, they ſhall alleadge, as well the confeſſion of the mother of king 
Frances, then being Regent of France, and the judgement gyven therup- 
pon, as alſo the treaty of Moore de data 152 5, thetreaty of perpetuall peace 
de data 15 27, and the late treaty between xing Henry the viii and king 
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Frances for delivery of Bollein, de data 5 46: by all which appeareth, that 


there was two millions of crownes due, and very little thereof yet paied: 
the coppies of which treaties and confeſſion the ſaid commiſſioners have 
with them. They ſhall demand alſo another debt of five hundred thouſand 
crownes, as appeareth by a bill of xing Francys hand. And where alſo ther 
is one perpetuall penſion of fifty nine thouſand crownes due, as appeareth 
by the treaty of perpetuall peace, and one other penſion of falt, as appear- 
ethby the ſame treaty ; they ſhall demande continuall payement ofthe ſaid 
penſions. And if the French will not preſently accord in playne words 


30 


to the payement of the ſaid penſions, they ſhall then with good words referr 


the matter untill a further treaty to be had : reſerving nevertheles, in this 
treaty, to us and our heires and ſucceſſors the right and title aforeſaid. 

Ap where, ſithence the beginning of theſe laſt warres, the French 
have gone about to diſturb the poſſeſſion of our iſle of Alderney; which was 


never before attempted : our ſaid commiſſioners ſhall travaill, that in this 40 
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treaty the ſaid iſle, as well as the reſt of the iſles, be compriſed ; and the 
poſſeſſion of the ſame quietly reſerved unto us, as it hath bene heretofore. 

AND if in this treaty the rrench commiſſioners ſhall agree to render 
Callice with the marches as before, and yet demande recompenſe for their 
charges in fortify ing; the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall then ſett forth the loſſe 
that was ſuſteined by the crowne of England, and the ſubjects of the fame, 
in the ſpoyle of that towne; alſo the charges borne in theſe warres juſtly 
taken; and by theſe and ſuch other good meanes, as they can deviſe, ſa- 
tisfy them if it may be: if they cannot, then they ſhall offer firſt the re- 
mitting of ſome part of the arrerages of the penſions and debts ; or the 
hole arrerages and debts, rather then the accord ſhould be lett: travail- 
lng nevertheleſſe, that the penſions may hereafter be continued, and duely 

ied. 

"4 the treaty between this realme and Scotland be mentioned, or in any 
wiſe brought in; or if the French ſhall ſeeke to comprehend the realme 
of Scotland in the ſaid peace; they ſhall firſt declare, how, contra fidem 
publicam, their owne promiſſe and proclamation, they beganne this warre; 
and thereof enforme themſelves by ſuch matter as was delivered to the ſaid 
commiſſioners for inſtruction. And becauſe they had, contrary to a for- 
mer treaty, begunne to fortefie Eymouth before the beginning of theſe 
warres; they ſhall not only demande, that the ſaid Eymouth be raſed, but 
alſo provide, that herafter they fortify nether at Eymouth norRoxbourgh, 
according to former treaties in that behalf. In the comprehenſion forScot- 
land, they ſhall doe there beſt to have ratifyed and confirmed the article 
ſent heretofore unto them, which in other treaties hath bene confirmed 
and agreed. 

Ax where th' inhabitants of the out iſles of Scotland have ſundry ways, 
as well in tyme of peace as warre, moleſted our realme of Ireland; they 
ſhall demand, that it be provided, that from hensforth they neither invade 
that realm, neither ſend help to the diſordered wildIriſh and ſubjects there- 
of: and if they have clayme or demande to any thing in that realme of Ire- 
land, to aſke and demande the ſame by order of law. Our ſaid commiſſio- 
ners ſhall have ſpeciall reſpect, in caſe of concluſion of the ſaid treaty, there 
be eſpecially comprehended within the fame te .. . the behalfe of 
England. v 

AND becauſe at this preſent, uppon the view of certen letters ſent from 
you, dated the 18" of this moneth, brought to our councell by r Coplye, 
we doo perceive ſome comfort towards the purpoſe of your treaty ; if the 
King our faid brother ſhall ſtand firme with yow on our behalf, to make 
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mete, if that, att the arrivall of the bearer hereof the Lord Cobham, con- 
trary cauſe be not miniſtred, that yow M" Wotton ſhould make your re- 
payre, together with the faid Lord Cobham, to our ſaid good brother;/and 


after your acceſſe, and commendations done as apperteineth, according to 


ſuch determination as to you three ſhall there appeare moſt meete, enter 
into communication with our ſaid good brother ; and uſe the beſt argu- 
ments you ſhall thinke to perſwade him to reſt firmly uppon that point, 
that no peace be made with the French, without the delivery to us of Cal- 
lice. In which behalfe we doubt not, but as the matter doth of itſelfe mi- 
niſter many and good reaſons to move him for his owne reſpect, fo ye will 
imprint the ſame into his conſideration ; and thereof with ſpeede adver- 
tiſe us, for that it behoveth us to ſee the ſucces hereof. 

Tur ſaid commiſſioners ſhall alſo have like reſpecte, that a ſpeciall ar- 
ticle do pals in this concluſion of treaty, whereby to reſerve all former trea- 
ties heretofore made and concluded betwen this realme and the nouſe of 
Burgundy. And if their ſhall happen to arriſe any other matters of doubt 
then be conteined in theſe inſtructions; our pleaſure is, that they ſhall ſig- 
nify the ſame hether from time to time with ſpeed ; ſo as they may be a- 
gaine reſolved therein from hence, as the particularity ofthe caſe occurring 
ſhall and maye require. And in caſe that delaye cannot be obteined, with- 
out breaking off; then our pleaſure is, that if they obtain Callice and the 
marches, with the ordinances that was taken in the ſame, to be delivered, 
and the bounds to be indifferently limitted, the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall in 
the reſt uſe their diſcretions, as they ſhallthink moſt agreable to our ſervice.

THE CONSIDERATION OF THE LORD GREY's MESSAGE, WITH A PUR- 


POSE FOR ANSWER THEROF. 


HE overture and deſyre that both Monpeſlart and the pukeof Guy 
hath declared to the Lord Grey tendeth herto, that it ſemeth they 


wold gladly have peace. The communication of the Vidame to the ſame 


10 


purpooſe, with more franknes of talke towchyng rendryng of Calliſe and 30 


ſuch lyke, conteneth the ſame diſpoſition to have peace; but of his ſpeche 

is not to be collected ſo much aſſurance as of the other. F 
For anſwer: it ſemeth neceſſary to allow this overture of peace by ſome 
anſwer to be made by the Lord Grey. It ſemeth as neceſſary, nether ſo to 
lyke of it nor ſo to follow it, as therby any jeluſye ſhall arriſe in the hart of 
the xing of Spayne; but that principally that amyty be preſerved, and this 
not refuſed. Wherfore, as to France, it ſemeth convenient, that the Lord 
Grey ſhall retorne his anſwer to the puke of Guiſe in this maner follow- 
ing, 
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ing, by wryting with ſome truſty man. Firſt he maye wryte, that at his 
arryvall in the cittè of London he made meanes by two or three of his beſt 
frends of the counſell, which had moſt creditt about the queene's majeſty, 
to have lycens to repayre to the court : wherin more difficultee appered, 
to his diſcomfort, than he looked for; and yet in the end it was 

And at his comming to the court he cold not be licenſed to be receaved to 
any acceſs to hir Majeſty, untill he was forced to declare, that, beſide his 
owne private cauſe, he had matter of great importance to be declared to hir 
Highneſs ſelf : and fo was he brought to hir nighneſs preſence. 

WHERE, after his ſubmiſſion made, he was charged by hir majeſty with 
the loſſe of the pece committed to his charge: and therin making ſuch rea- 
ſonable anſwer and defence as he had juſtly to make; hir majeſty fayd, ſhe 
wold therin ſuſpend hir judgment and be furder informed : for if it wer not 
that all hir counſell had at ſondry tymes anſwered much in his defence, and 
that hir Majeſty hitſelf had well knowne hym before tyme to have borne 
towards hir Majeſty eſpeciall goodwill; whatſoever defence he cold make in 


words, he ſhold never have retorned to hir ſight, without retorning alſo to 


20 
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hir the pece which he had when he laſt departed from hir. Then had he 
leave privately to make declaration of ſuch matter as he had to ſaye, both 
of the harty commendations made by the puke of Guiſe to hir Majeſty, and 
of the communication had not onely with his crace but alſo with Monpeſ- 
fart : wherof he made full declaration. And faving that hir Majeſty did ac- 
cept the commendations of the ſayd puke in very thankfull part, and did 
by hir words confeſs, ſhe remembred Monpeflart's being with hir Majeſty's 
father, hir nighneſs wold not make any maner anſwer; but willed the fayd 
Lord Grey to depart, untill he ſhuld knowe furder of hir pleaſure : wherat 
the ſayd Lord Grey departed in ſome dowrt. 

NEVERTHELESS, after two dayes paſt, the ſayd Lord Grey made meanes 
ageyne to hir Majeſty to knowe hir Highneſs pleſure towchyng the meſ- 
fage brought: and then hir Majeſty gave him leave to come to hir preſence, 
and made this maner of anſwer. Firſt, if the ſayd Lord Grey wold ether 
ſend anſwer or retorne hymſelf, ſhe was content: and for anſwer, he ſhuld 
recommend hir Majeſty to the puke of Guiſe, with thanks for his goodwill 
offred. For peace, hir Majeſty ſayd, that if hir fiſter had not left hir in 
warr, ſhe had not of hir owne mynd any diſpoſition to be in ennemyte with 
the french king; but rather for hirſelfe wold have wiſhed hir realme left 
to hir by hir ſiſter in peace with France, as hir father left it to hir brother, 
and hir brother to hir ſiſter. Nevertheleſs, ſence it is otherwiſe leſt, and 
that therby hir realme hath receaved a notoriuſe loſſe; and one noble mem- 


40 bre therof being now in the rrench kings poſſeſſion, hir Majeſty muſt 
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diſpoſe hirſelf as the caſe requireth, and as ſhe ſeeth the univerſall diſpoſi- 
tion of all the Eſtates of hir realme fully bent: that is, no otherwiſe to ac- 
cept peace, than that the ſame amytye maye be reſtored which was left at 
the dethe of the ing hir brother betwixt hym and the French xing; and 
that all thyngs doone in hir ſiſter's tyme ſince the war begon be as it wer re- 
voked and put owt of memory: wherby hir Majeſty ſhall not only diſpooſe 
hirſelf to kepe that maner of peace, but alſo, if any occaſion may be deviſ- 
ed, to increaſe it : and therof is ſene the onely meane to content hir realme 
and ſubjects ; to whoſe diſpoſitions, in ſo greate a cauſe as this is, hir Ma- 
jeſty muſt nedes referr hirſelt. 

AND this was hir Majeſtic's anſwer, which I conceaved in the very ſame 
termes as it was ſpoken : and therfore I thought it mete to wryte even the 
ſame, without any thyng to be added of my owne ; referryng the conſi- 
deration hereof to your Grace's wiſdome: to whom I acknoledge my ſelf 
much bounde, that through your crace's goodnes I had this occaſion to vi- 
ſit my contrey; from whence my onely greeff is to thynk my retorne ſhal 
be ſo ſhortly. 

Towen v furder proceding, it ſemeth neceſſary, that ir poctor Wot- 
ton ſhall doo this ſpeciall meſſadge tothe king of Spayne: that as hir Highneſs 
hath hertofore ſignifyed hir determynation to contynew the old amytye 
with hym, wherto hir Majeſty fyndeth by ſondry meanes his Majeſtie's lyke 
determination; ſo doth hir Majeſty meane to doo any thyng that ſhal be de- 
viſed, both for the confirmation and demonſtration therof to all the world: 
and thereof prayeth his Majeſty to remayn moſt aſſured. And although 
his Majeſty ſhall here of any maner proceding by the French towards hir 
Majeſty for motion of peace, ether privately or oppenly (as thereof hir Ma- 
jeſty hath ſome lykelyhoode by ſondry wayes) his majeſty ſhal be moſt 
aſſured, that nothyng ſhal be therin doone that maye in any reſpect, c- 
ther directly or indirectly, prejudice this amyte betwixt there two Majeſ- 
ties; nor any thyng doone otherwiſe therin procede, but that his majeſty 
ſhal be thereof made from tyme to tyme privee: and therof his majeſty ſhal 
be as well aſſured, as he was of his late wiffe's procedings here. 

ITem, for the ſecretye of the meſſage to the French, it is thought mete, 
it be doone by the Lord Grey's lettre to be ſent by ſome gentillman well in- 
ſtructed; and that the Lord Grey require anſwer by wryting: adding in an- 
other private lettre his owne private deſyre to have ſome peace made, truſt- 
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ing therby to be reſtored to his contrey; wherin, he may ſay, he is forccd 


to reſpect his owne cauſe. Item, that in any wiſe the ambaſſade be prepar- 
ed to the king of Spayne for confirmation of the old leages. Item, that it 
maye be divulged by ſome meanes, that in this parlement the whole Eſtates 
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meane to make petition, that in any wiſe the reſtitution be ſought for Cal- 
liſe; and that a ſubſidy may be granted, to contynew untill the ſame be re- 
covered or the vallur of it. This might be practiſed ſondry wayes ; and 
ſpecially uppon x11* daye, when the Mayre is preſented to the quene's Ma- 
jeſty, the Recorder maye in his oration ſeme to ſhewe ſuch a diſpoſition in 
hir citte of London.

BRE 1558. 


E Roy ayant entendu du ſieur Guido Cavalcante, preſent porteur, ce 
LL qu'il a rapporte du lieu d' ou il vient, Va voulu redepeſcher inconti- 
nent en Angleterre avec la charge qui s enſuit: 

Qui eſt, en premier lieu, d aller ſaluer et viſiter de fa part la Royne de la 
dicte Angleterre, ſa bonne ſeur; et apres luy avoir preſents les lettres que le 
dict ſeigneur luy eſcript, avec ſes tres affeftionnees recommandations, luy 
dira, que, le dict ſeigneur luy ayant toute ſa vie ports telle et fi parfaicte a- 
raitye et affection que ſes effectz et comportemens paſſez luy ont ſuffiſam- 
ment teſmoigne, et ayant perpetuellement defire de veoir la dicte dame 
parvenue au lieu et grandeur ou il la veoyt aujourd huy conſtituce, il avoit 
delibere, fans avoir aucun reſpect a la guerre qui eſt aujourd'huy entre leurs 
royaumes et pays, de luy depeſcher quelque notable perſonnage des ſiens, 
qui ne luy euſt eſte (comme il eſperoit) que bien fort agreable, pour ſe con- 
joyr avec elle de ſon advenement a la couronne de la dicte Angleterre, Vaſſeu- 
rer de la continuation et fermete de ſon amitye, et ſe condouloir de la pre- 
ſente guerre: de Vouverture de la quelle, qui fut faicte par la feue Royne ſa 
ſeur, le dict ſeigneur a regeu tout Vennuy et deſplaiſir qu'il eſt poſſible; 
comme auſſi les dommages que luy et ſes ſubjectz ont ſouffertz de la con- 
tinuation ſont incroyables et infiniz. 

Car Fon ſcait aſſez, que la perte qu'il a faicte d'aucunes de ſes places, et 
de tout ce qui sen eſt enſuivy, ne ſe doibt attribuer, que au grand ſecours 


de gens, de chevaulx, et d'infinies autres choſes que feit la dicte Royne de- 


functe au Roy d Eſpaigne en ſon entrepriſe des dictes places; laquelle fans 
cela il luy euſt eſte difficile de tenter, ou, le faiſant, impoſſible d'en rappor- 
ter autre choſe que honte et confuſion, A ce dommage, qui eſt tel que ung 
chacun ſcait, en a eſte adjouſts ung autre notable, qui eſt celuy que Var- 
mee d Angleterre feit Teſte paſſe en Bretaigne, par la ruyne, bruſlement, et 
faccagement d'un grand nombre de villages.

which ſuerly I doo more redely beleve to be trew, conſidering I fynd my 
ſelfe not voyde of the like diſpoſition towards yow: and therforeIdoo moſt 
hartely thank yow; and doo aſſure yow, thatIſhall on my parte correſpond 
to this your amytye. And where by your ſayd lettres alſo furder appereth, 
that ye ment to have ſent to me ſome notable perſonage of yours to have 
conjoyed with me, and to have made me underſtand the continuation of your 
affection, and by the ſame meane alſo to have condoled this preſent werr; 
had not Monſieur le Vidame ſent to yow this berer st Guido, by whom he

But now ſence I perceve, as 
well by the reſt of your lettres, as alſo by the creditt committed to this be- 
ror, the contynuance of this your erneſt affection, not onely towards the 
private amytẽ betwixt us two, but alſo towards thecommen and perfect pa- 
cification and unyon ofour realmes and ſubjects; for accompliſhment wher- 
of you offer not onely to me the choiſe of ſuch manner perſons as I ſhall 
thynk mete to treate uppon this matter, but alſo the choiſe of four ſeverall 
placees in your contry, wherin the fame treaty might be ſecretly had: I 
have grete cauſe to lyke & embrace this good purpoſe & ſcope of yours,

But as to the naming 
preſently of any ſuch perſons, and ſpecially for the ſending to the placees 
named; conſideryng this matter ought to be with no leſs ſecrety intreated 
than by your meſſage ſemeth very well conſidered, I have thought it me- 
ter, to produce this purpooſe ſo well begonne to ſome fructfull end, to of- 
fer the choiſe of one or twoo other manner meanes to yow : that is, to re- 
quyre of yow, that ether ye will retorn by this preſent berer in wryting 
ſome certen particularytees and ſpeciall poynts wheruppon this matter 
might be intreated ; and thoſe to be ſuch that maye tend not onely to ceſſe 


theispreſent warres, but alſo aboliſh and extinguiſh the occaſions, grownds, 


and rootes which might produce the lyke in tyme to come, and fo both our 
meanings for perpetuite of peace fruſtrate: or els to referr the treatye here- 
of to ſome of ſuch your truſtyeſt which be or ſhal be commiſſionars for the 
open treaty of peace allrady begon at Cercamp : for anſwer. wherof, we 
ſhall make choiſe, upon knoledg of your ſpeciall deputy, to depute in ſe- 
crety the lyke. And if this laſt ſhall beſt lyke yow; yet I alſo thynk, it 
ſhall much furder both our purpoſees, that I maye underſtand from yow 
ſome kynd of particularitees of your meaning, by the which lykelyhoode 
maye be gathered, that this amytye, ſo well ment on both ſydes, maye 
with ſo reaſonable conditions and pats be knytt, as it maye be perpetuall, 
and deſcend and remayn as hereditary to our ſucceſſion, and to our realmes 
and ſubjects ; and that alſo herby we maye the better determyn, what au- 
thorite and creditt I ſhall committ to ſuch perſon or perſonsas I ſhall ap- 
poynt to this ſecrett purpoſe; and yet not omitt the contynuation of the aſ- 
ſembly in lyke manner as it was before the protogation of armes; as I have 
gyven in chardge to this preſent beror to declare to yow at more length on 
my part: which is the cauſe that I remytt my furder meaning to hym, tak- 
ing hym to have an indifferent and right intention towards the perfecting 
and accompliſhyng of both our good meanings.

Qu EN ELIZABETH'S INSTRUCTIONS To & Guino CAVALCANTE. 


HE quene having underſtood of s* Guido Cavalcante that which he 

had in charge to report from the French king to her Majeſtie, hath 
willed, that he ſhuld be retorned incontinent into France with this charge 
enſuing. Firſt, he ſhall ſalute the french king in the name of the quene's 
Majeſtie moſt effectuouſſy; and declare, that he hath delivered to her the 
letters from the French xing, and at length ſhewed to her all that which 
he had in charge to ſaye: and thereuppon ſhall at good length declare the 
full correſpondency of her aſſured affection towards the French king, like 


to that ſhe perceiveth is born on his part towards her. 


Ir xx, where her majeſtie returneth him at this preſent, and doth not ap- 
point any other to treate hereof preſently, as was moved by the rrench 
king; he ſhall ſhew the cauſes to be theſe. Firſt of all, the principall cir- 
cumſtance requiſite to the treaty of this matter is ſecrecy ; which cannot 
be obſerved, if the manner deviſed by the rrench King be followed: for 
neither can any mete perſons, being of honor and truſt, be ſent hence, but 
the ſame ſhal be eaſily miſſed here; eſpecially the miniſters of the king of 
Spain and their dependants being ſo nigh this court, and having or finding 
ſo many occaſions to repaire to this court as, being in amity with the quene, 
they may conveniently doe. Item alſo the very paſſage and repaſſage to 
and fro cannot be kept ſecret as were mete; conſidering, in all haven- 
townes our owne people, which be mere Engliſh, have that entercourſe 
with the Flemmings, that it ſeemeth impoſſible to have any filence thereof. 

AND therefore two other waies be offred; either to have this matter bro- 
ken into partes and into particularities, whereupon the matter may have 
furder progreſs, and fo likelyhood appear how the peace ſhall be made aſ- 
ſured, perpetuall and hereditary ; and theſe points returned into writting 
with convenient ſpeed by this bearer, whereby both ſpeed and ſecrecy ſnal 
be uſed: or ells, where there hath bene an aſſembly before time had at Cer- 
camp, and the ſame not yet determined, betwixt the quene's commiſſio- 
ners and the yrench xing's ; that either one or two of theſe, or ſome new 
to be ſent in their places, may have ſecretly in charge, beſides the open 
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treaty, to paſſe to the concluſion of this peace in ſuch ſecrett points as may 
be offred mete for it. And if the rrench xinge ſhall like that better then 
the other; yet, for ſome preparation, it is thought neceſſarie, that this bea- 
rer ſhall procure ſome particularities of the rrench King's good meaning, to 
induce the likelyhood of the end which ſemeth deſired for the weal of 
both parties: and in that poynt this bearer hath to declare, that which is 
manifeſt to all the world, what things they be that do preſently impeach 
peace, and will be always nouriſhers of warrs, and letts to keep peace e- 
ther ſurely or any time laſtingly ; the taking of which out of the way is the 
very method and ordinary meane to make a perpetual and ſolid peace, ne- 
ver to be broken by any other wayes directly or indirectly. And if none 
of theſe two wayes ſhall like the French ; then this bearer ſhall require of 
the French ſome other, not unlike to theſe, wherein ſecrecy may be re- 
garded, and time not ſpent. 

ITEM, if the rrench king ſhall alleadge, that the warrs began by Eng- 
land; and that he and his have received the loſſes: he may well ſay and 
truly, that xing Philip began the warres, and by meanes of his wife onely 
drew this nation into the ſame warres, both againſt the diſpoſition of the 
people, and without any good aſſent of her councell ; and fo, at this day, 
is neither the quene's Majeſtie nor her realme willingly parties thereto; but 
that being left in warres, untill God ſhall otherwiſe order, both ſhe and her 


realme muſt follow the condition of the time. And for their loſſes; whatſo- 


ever they be, to playne it is, England hath no gaine: for neither hath it pri- 
ſoner, nor towne, ne ſpoyle; but contrary, it hath both priſoners, townes, 
& ſpoyles in the poſſeſſion of the French: ſo as, comparing theſe matters 
of England and France one with another, the complaynt ought and muſt 


only ariſe of the parte of England; for ſo compared, England hath all the 
lofle, and France none at all.

For anſwer wherunto, Cs 
wold Godde I wer able to wryte enye thing that might ſatisfye your n. 


expectacion yn the maters yow wryte of: but they are fo greate and ſo

weightye, that I aſſure yow, they paſſe to farre the reach and capacité of nn. 


my ſimple witte; never yndeede but ſimple, but ſpeciallye now, by eage 
and travayle fo decayedde, that not onelye I may trewlye calle it ſimple, 
but alſo moſte fimple. Nevertheleſſe, forbicauſe I take it to be lefle blame 
to ſhew lacke of witte, then lacke of goode wille to do my dewty towardes 
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the Queene's Highneſſe and my countrey; I wille ſaye ſumwhat to ſuch 
poyntes as yow have touchidde yn your letter. 

FIRST where yow ſaye, that hitherto no manne hath ben ſent ex- 
preſſelye from this King to the qQueene's nighneſſe; but that the conte Fe- 
ria onelye hath reſortid to her nighneſſe, and that withowte commiſſion, 
with goode wordes &c: truelye that ſeemith to me ſumwhat ſtraunge yn- 
deede ; for by this tyme it had ben meete, ſumme one had ben ſpecyallye 
ſent with commiſſion for that pourpoſe: and yndeede I thought, that a 
Biſſhop, I trow of Aquila, had ben ſent to her nighneſſe pourpoſely ther- 
fore. But ſeing by your letter it appeerith, he was not ; this poynte mak- 
ith me ſumwhat to muſe, what it ſhulde meane. And therfor, unleſſe the 
meaning therof be this, that the King of Spayne wrote a letter unto us, the 
Lordes of Arundel and of Ely and to me: (which letter my ſayde Lord of 
Arundel caryid over with him at his departure from Arras) to the which 
letter he lookith for an anſwer owt of England ; and tyll he have that an- 
ſwer, thinkith, that having declarid his mynd concerninge the contynu- 
ance of th'amitye to my Lorde Cobham, and otherwiſe beſides, that that 
ſhulde ſuffyſe. And yndeede it ſeemith, that the King dothe looke either 
for that anſwer, or for ſumme other mater to be openidde unto him from 
the Queene's nighneſſe. For when my Lorde Cobham had had his firſte 
audyence of the King heere; as we retournid homewarde, the ziſſnop of Ar- 
ras talking by the waye with the LordeCobham) aſkidde yn long commu- 
nication of him, whether he had no other mater to propone or to open to 
the king then he had done, as my Lord Cobham afterward declarid unto 
me: wherby it ſhulde ſeeme, that ſumme farther mater was lookid for to 
have ben openid by him. And ya cace this be not the cawſe, why no ſpe- 
cyall manne hath had no commiſſion to reſorte to the queene's nighneſſe 
from this King; ſurelye then can I not perceyve, what it meanith. 

As for the ſending hither of ſummegreateperſonaige forthe confirming 
or renewing of the olde treatyes betwixt the qQueene's Highneſſe and the 
King heere ; yn my mynde, that be verye requiſyte to be done : and wold 
Godde, it wer well done and paſt. And it ſeemith to me, it had not ben 
amiſſe, that the queene's Highneſſe yn ſumme communication with the 


conte F eria had taken ſumme occaſion to declare ſo much unto him, that 


yf the king his maiſter thought it goode for the more ſuretye to confirme or 


renew the ſayd treatyes, that her nHighneſſe wold not refuſe to do it: for yn 


this cace and betwixt freendes, I ſuppoſe ther is no courteſye to be made, 
who ſhal ſpeake firſt of the mater. 

As for the procedinges and humours of theſe menne heere ; what an- 
ſwer firſt my Lordes of Arundel and of Ely and I, and afterwards. my Lord 
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of Ely and I have had of the king and of his commiſſioners heere, we have 
from tyme to tyme written home: and what anſwer my Lord Cobham 
hath hadde, partelye hath ben written, and partelye he hath or wille de- 
Clare at his retourne home. Over and beſydes that, it is thought, that the 
King heere doth well conſyder, that yf he ſhulde agree withowte us, that 
then we wer not able long to reſiſte the French and the Scottes, and other 
whome the French wold ſette yn owr toppes ; wherof might enſew, that 
the French ſhuld be Lordes of England and Scotland to: and what wolde 
enſew therof, a blynde manne can ſee. Theſe reaſons ſeeme to perſuade, 
that the King will make no peace withowte owr ſatisfaction. 

Bor agayne on t other ſyde there ſeeme to be ſumme reaſons to induce 


menne to ſuſpect the contrary. For as farre as I can perceyve, it is com- 


menlye taken and thought yn this cowrte, that there will be a peace con- 
cludid ; ſeing that this king and the French ar as good as agreed on all 
poyntes. It is alſo taken and ſpoken heere, that all the noblemenne of 
Spayne that ar heere ar muche deſyrouſe to have peace, wherby they 
maye retourne home; partelye forth'exceding greate and intolerablechar- 
ges which they ar at heere, partelye to be with theyr wyfes and theyr 
freendes and to ſee to theyr owne buſyneſſes: and therfor the King, giving 
eare muche to theym, as reaſon is he ſhulde, it is thought will enclynethe 
more to a peace. As for the Lowe-countreys, though yndeede they ar 
wearye of the warres to, as they have juſte cawſe to be; yet generallye, as 


*farre as ever I cowde perceive, they rather wiſhe the warre to contynew, 


then to have a peace withowte reſtitucion of Callais. It is alſo thought 
heere, that the xing wold fayne be ridde ones of the puke of Savoye, who 
hath a long tyme ben the lette of the making of a goode peace. And for- 
bicauſe the French offer him now, as it ſeemith, ſumwhat largelye; 
though yn very deede not ſo much as at firſt ſighte it ſeemith: for though 
he ſhal have Savoye, Breſſe, and Piedmont reſtowrid unto him; yet ſhal 
the French retayne not onely certeineſtrong places in Piedmont, but alſo, 
asItake it, all the Marquiſate of Saluzes: wherby, whenſoever the French 
ſhall ſee enye occaſion, they maye eaſilye recover upon him all Piedmont 
agayne, er enye of his freendes or neighbours ſhal be able to ſuccour 
him; he being not of himſelf able to refiſt the Frenche. And beſides that, 

the ſayde puke, maryeng the Ladye Marguerite the xrench xing's ſiſter, 


is lyke never to have yſſue by her: wherfor after his death France eyther 


by lykelihode will make clayme to the hole agayne, or ells it ſhulde de- 
ſcend to the puke of Nemours, brought up all his lyfe in France and 
having his lyving there, who is couſyn-germayn to the puke of Savoye, 


40 So that. yndeede theſe offers for Savoye ar not ſo beneficiall to the puke, 
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nor ſo honorable to the King heere; who hereby muſt ſuffre the French 2 
to have ever an entrey into Italy at theyr pleaſur: yet, foraſmuch as theſe ? 
menne perceyve, it will not be eaſye to bring the French to grawnte eny f 
more, and for that they wold fayne be ridde of the puke of Savoye, they 9 
i ſeeme to be much deſirouſe to embrace this peace now offrid. Beſydes | 
& this, yf yow remembre the letter which the xing heere wrote to my 
Lordes of Arundel, of Ely, and to me; (which my Lorde of Arundel ca- 
ryid over with him) albeit that yn all his and his commiſſioners commu- 
nication they ever before ſayde, that the king wold never conclude no- 
thing with Francs, unleſſe they had firſt ſatisfyed us: yet yn that letter 10 
he ſeemith to reſtrayne that to a certeyn condicion; which is this, ſo that 
we wille make better warre againſt th'enemye from hence forth, then we 
did the laſte yere. Now yf by this clauſe he wold requyre to putte the 
Queene's Highneſſe to ſuch charges for the maintenance of this warre, as 
her Highneſſe wer not wel able to ſuſteyne; then wold all the other fayre 
wordes ſerve for little pourpoſe. Theſe conſiderations, and lacke of mo- 
ney (which is commune malum) to folow the warres maye make ſumme 
to thinke a t'other ſyde, that the xing might perchaunce upon theſe caw- 
ſes be movid toembrace this peace, allthough we wer not yn every poynte 5 
fatisfyed as fayne we wold be. 20 Eg 
AnD now for me to judge enye thinge yn theſe difficultes and ſo dark ? 
maters, ſurelye paſſith my capacite. Nevertheleſſe this ſeemith unto me, 
that, for thequeene's H ighneſſe to be reſolvid of ſumme certeynty yn this 
mater, the beſt waye is to ſee, whether the king will renew the olde 
leagues : yn debating wherof will alſo falle owte, what it is that the King ! 
wold looke that the Cueene ſhuld do for the contynuance of theſe warres, 4 
yf they ſhal contynew.

Highneſſe writith, that ſhe entendith to ſend hither for ratifyeng of the 
ſayde former treatyes: wherof, as farre as I can ſee, may come ſumme 
goode, and no hurte.

AND for the peace with France; no manne can be of other opinion, | 
) but that it wer to be wiſſhid for: mary, how to come by it, is more 
dowtefull; I meane a peace yndeede, and not the name onelye of a peace, - 
or a peece of paper onelye conteyning wordes of a treatye of peace. What ; 
my Lordes of Arundel, of Ely, and I thoughte therof, we have written f 
home allredye; and I ſumwhat pryvatelye to M* Boxhole. But ſeing yow 
requyre t underſtand ſumwhat my mynde theryn agayne ; I cannot be 
eaſilye perſuadidde, that we canne have a trew peace with France. The 
cawſes that move me ſo to thinke ar: the auncyent, immortall hatredde 


they beare unto us; the greate ſpyte and yndignation they have at the 40 4 
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greate, and the greate nomber of victoryes which we have had of theym 


yn theyr owne contrey; theyr inſaciable ambicion, herby they have 
partelye circumventid, partelye oppreſſid all theyr neighbours, and never 
ceaſſe ſo to do but when they ar not able, or lacke occaſion to do it ; the 


greate deſyer they have to be revengidde of us, for that we have ſo often 


lettidde theym of theyr entrepryſes, when they have gone abowt to op- 


preſſe theyr neighbours ; the pretence they make now by the scottiſhe 
queene's faynidde tytle to the crowne of England ; th'occafion and com- 
modytè they have now to invade us by lande, on Scotland ſyde; and the 
greate helpes they ſhal have therto of the Scotts, and paraventure of ſumme 
other nacions which they wil ſette yn owr tops too; the moſte dange- 
rouſe diviſions yn religion emong ourſelfes (which eyther muſt make 
Chriſte to be a lyer, or ells will go nighe to ſubverte the realme) wherby 
they ſhal thinke theyr entrepryſes the eaſyer to be brought to paſſe ; the 
poore ſtate the crowne of England is yn for lacke of money, which I feare 
they underſtand to well; the lacke of goode ſouldyours, capteyns, and of 
all kynde of munitions, that we have; the nakidneſſe of all our countrey, 
having almoſte never a place wel fortifyed to ſuſteyne a ſiege; the greate 
commodyte which they looke to have therby, yf they maye ſubdue Eng- 
land to theym : for, bringing ones that to paſſe, (which Godde forbidde) 
and having England, Scotland, and Yreland, no dowte, they wold looke 
ſhortlye after to be monarkes of almoſte all Europe; and ſo wet they lyke 
to be yndeede. Theſe conſyderations joynidde togyther make me feare, 
that they can meane no true peace unto us. Yor 7 

Axp allthough they requyre to talke of peace, and wil make gaye o- 
veftures to that yntent ; I cannot but remembre, that ſo did the wolfe to 
the ſhepparde to, when he wold have had his dogge from him, that made 
all the debate betwixt theym : and forbicauſe I have herde, redde, and 
ſumwhat experymentid the crafte and ſubtiltye of the Frenche, I cannot 
but ſuſpect, that theſe offers ar even lyke to the wolfe's offers; and, as 
yow wrote very well, timeo Danaos et dona ferentes. As long as we ſhal 
contynew goode amitye with the king of Spayne, it ſhall not be ſo eaſye 
for the French to obteyne theyr pourpoſe in England, as they wold it 
wer. Yf they maye by craftye meanes and vayne promeſſes diſſever us 
ones from Spayne; then ſhall they think, they have goode cawſe to ſinge 
Is PAN. One of the firſte leflons that ever I learnidde, when I went 
firſt tothe grammar-ſchoole, was this; Fiſtula dulce canit, volucrem dum 
decipit auceps. Will yow ſee ſumme experience of the truthe therof? 

YN king Henry the vith' tyme, the French had pipidde fo ſwete- 


40 lye yn puke Phelippe of Bourgundye's care, that he, for the greate offers 
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and promeſſes made unto him (by theym who have of long tyme learn- 
idde and practiſidde Ovide's ſayeng, Promittas facile; quid enim promit- 
tere lædit?) did forſake owr amytye, and agreede with the French, Wher- 
of enſewid firſt, that not very long after we loſt almoſt all that we hadde 
yn France: and then became promeſſes made to the puke Phelippe, pro- 
meſſes and nothing elis ; for afore he dyedde, he was fayne to reentre yn 
warreagainſt France;and his ſonne contynuid yn it the moſte parte of his 
lyfe, tyll he was ſlayne yn a battle (not agaynſt the French, but) procuridde 
ſecretlye and maintaynid by the French: and ſo recoverid the French the 
puchye of Bourgundye, and all the ryver of Some, and allmoſte all Ar- 
tois, even to Calais. Whereas yf puke Phelippe had uſid Ulixes's coun- 
ſell, and hadde ſtoppid his eares, and wold not have gyven eare to the 
dulce canenti fiſtulæ, and therby not diſſeverid himſelf from our amitye ; 
it is moſte likelye, that neither had we loſte yn France that we didde 
leeſe, nor he and his ſucceſſours that they loſte yo Bourgundye and upon 


the Some and yn Artois. 


THERE is yn freſhe remembraunce yet another enſample. When king 


Henry the v11rh was afore Bouleyn, the French (who ar the conningeſt 
yn caſting of bones betwixt freindes, and yn diſſevering theym that ar 
conjoynidde and allyed togyther, that I have redde of) ſent a rreere ſe- 
cretlye to th'Emperour, to make him gaye offers of a peace: and the 
meane ſeaſon they ſent the cardinal of Bellay (as craftye a childe as enye 
is ynall the colledge of cardinalles) to xing Henry; who tooke the ſayde 
cardinal for his very aſſurid freende. But the cardinal pypidde ſo ſweete- 
lye yn king Henrye's eare, that, as I have herd it crediblye rapportidde, 
king Henry thought himſelf as aſſuridde of the cardinalle's promeſſes, 
and of a goode peace, as ever he was aſſuridde of enye thinge : and upon 
that hope (as the Biſſhop of Arras, Monſieur de Courieres, and Chapuis have 


| teſtefyed; how truelye I cannot tell) the xing made anſwer to d'Arras, 


ſent to him from th' zmperour, that he was content th'emperour ſhuld 
make his peace as he cowde with the Frenche ; and that he, xing Hen- 
ry, wold do the lyke for his parte. Wherupon enſewidde, that as ſoone 
as d' Arras had made his rapporte to th Emperour, he went thourough 
with the French, and made his peace; and, for all the cardinalle's greate 
and fayre promeſſes to king Henry, we remaynid ſtille yn warre. This, 
I faye, is yet yn ſo freſhe remembrance, that ther ar many, yea ſumme of 
the counſel], that remembre it well. Theſe exempla domeſtica, as much 
as th'enſample of the wolfe, ought to teache us not to forgette Cato's 
ſayeng, Fiſtula dulce canit. 


AND paraventure the French do not offer this peace, onelye for to 
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fynde the meanes to diffever us from theſe menne, (thoughe I take that to 
be the chief entent) but alſo that, under the colour of a peace, they will 
ſende embaſſadours and other miniſters ynto England, who ſhal worke 
there muchdiſpleaſur ſecretlye tothe queene's nighneſſe and totherealme, 
by ſowing diviſions and corrupting the qQueene's ſubjects; as I have ben 
crediblye enformid they have done yn tymes paſte, even yn Queene Ma- 
ry's tyme, and before to : wherby they might much trouble the queene 
and the realme, whenſoever they ſaw occaſion to breake with us agayne. 
Wuo ſhal conſyder diligentlye theſe thinges, canne not, as I thinke, 
but ſumwhat ſuſpecte the Frenche offers; yea though they be at firſt heer- 
ing plaiſant and ſweete : and chieflye conſydering, that the nowſe of 
Guyſe's greateneſſe and authorite dependith chieflye upon the greate 
commuodite that France hat N, and lokith to have by this mariaige of 
Scotland. And therfor, whatſoever they ſhal ſaye, ſinge, or pype, theyr 
meaning and yntent canne be none other, but to ſeeke all the meanes poſ- 
ſible to encreaſſe the powre and honour of theyr neepce the Queene of 
Scotts, and of her poſteritye; which will be the ſecuryte and chief ſtaffe 
and piller that the nowſe of Guyſe ſhal have to leanne and to truſte to. 
And for th encreaſſe and advancement of theyr neepce's authorite what 
cowde they wiſſhe more, then that England mighte be broughte under 
France by the pretence of the qQueene of Scotts faynidde tytle to thecrowne 
of England? And therfor whoſoever canne be otherwyſe inducidde to 
beleeve of the nowſe of Guyſe, is, yn my mynde, very farre deceyvid ; 
yea although they wolde ſhew to be content, that that tytle ſhuld be re- 
nouncid : for I have ſeene menne that uſe to leape ; they go a goode waye 
backe to leape the further: and ſo I feare, that though they ſhuld uſe 
any ſuch renunciation (which yndeede can be of none effecte, for that 
the scottiſh Queene is under yeres) yet that ſhuld be done to leape further; 
that is to ſaye, not forbicauſe the renunciation ſhuld take place yndeede, 
but onelye therby to worke fo that they might the better come to theyr 
pourpoſe. Vf yow wolde inagyne a treatye to be made, wheryn ar me- 
ny and divers articles conteynid, and emonges other ſuch a renonciati- 
on; yow know, that yf one article of that treatye be broken, that all 
the reſte, renunciacion and all, is voyde and of none effecte. And the 
French, though they ever breake and gyve occaſion firſt to breake; yet 
they ever beare the other yn hande, that the other have broken firſt: and 
fo ar commenlye all treatyes deludidde and fruſtratidde that ar made with 
theym. And as for renunciations, we have had meete and goode expe- 
rience thereof ourſelfes: for we yn the treatye of Bretigny renoncidde the 


40 righte and tytle to the crowne of France; and ſo have we done to by other 
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treatyes ſendes, as by the treatye called Tractatus perpetuæ pacis made with 
France anno 1 527 * and yet forbicauſe the French have broken all ſuch 
treatyes, we have ever ben dryven to reſume agayn owr renoncidde tytle. 
Theſe conſyderations make me to ſuſpecte theſe offers of peace made thus

So that I am ſtille of this opinion, that the queene's Highneſſe ſhal do : 
well to ſeeke to havathe treatyes with this King ratifyed and made ſure as : 


ſoone as convenyentlye maye be; and fo, to treate of a peace with France 
after ſuche ſorte, as no jealowſye or ſuſpicion maye gyve cauſe to the king 
heere to forſake us: for, making a peace after ſuche forte, yf enye peace 10 
maye be durable with France, that wer moſt lyke ſumwhat to contynew: 
and yn cace they wold needes breake agayne, the King heere muſt then 
needes be the redyer to aſſiſte and defende us. ry ; 
Now, what kynde of peace might be honorable for the queene's nigh- 
neſſe : firſt, what my Lordes of Arundel, of Ely, and I thoughte for Calais, 
we have dyvers tymes written home heretofore, And aſſuridlye, yf the 
French obſtynatelye entend to retayne Calais, then cannot I perceyve nor 
beleeve, that they entend to keepe enye peace enye whyle. But yf they 
1 wold agree to redelyver Calais, I wolde thinke it well, that all debtes and | | 
| | arreraiges wer remittid and forgyven ; yea and ſum money gyven to be- 29 = £2 
| ſydes, rather then fayle. Mary, forbicauſe the penſions ar appoyntidde | 
yn place of the tytle to the crowne of France, ſum reſervation wer goode 
to be made therof ; leaſte by renoncing theym, expreſsè or tacite, it might | 
ſeeme, the queene's n ighneſſe had renoncidde alſo her clayme to the crowne = 
of France. Or yf by paſting the mater over yn ſilence, ſhe ſhuld not ſeeme 7 
therby to renonce her ſayd tytle ; then wer it no greate hurte to make no 
mention at all of the payment of the penfions, nor of the reſervacion of the 
ſame: for, owte of dowte, neither will they agree to the payment of the 
ſayd penſions; and though they didde promeſſe to do it, yet wold they not | 
keepe it. 39 30 
As for copyes of treatyes; foraſmuch as I was not ſent hither for this | | 
mater of the peace, I broughte no copyes at all of anye treatyes with me: 
Mary, r Boxhole ſent us ſumme, wherby we have drawne owte the moſte 
parte of the formes or mynutes of treatyes which we now ſend to the queene's 
Highnefle, But my Lord of Ely hath a booke of coyyes of treatyes; e- 
monge the which is the league betwixt King Henry the vin and th'sm- 
perour, with th'eſclercifſement of the ſame: and he himſelf was commiſ- 4 
ſioner, as wel at the making of the ſayde treatye, as alſo at the making of 5 
th eſclerciſſement; ſo that he beſte underſtandith all that mater of enye ö 
manne elis. And therfor, yn my thynde, when communicacion ſhal be 40 
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for ratificacion of the ſayde treatye, it wer verye requiſyte, he ſhuld be 


apoyntid to be one of the commiſſioners for it. And lykewyſe, yt we ſhal 
meete agayne with the rrench commiſſioners for the mater of peace by 
Cambray, it be as neceſſary, he be there; for that he hath beſte knowledge 
of all that hath paſſid yn that mater hitherto: ſo that, yn my mynde, it 
wer nothing meete to revoke him, tyll theſe maters be endidde one waye 
or other. What other treatyes ar requiſyte to be ſeene for the ratification 
of the treatye with the King heere, I know not well; unleſſe it be a treatye 
made at Cambray, wherunto relacion is made yn the ſayde eſclercifſement, 
and therfore muſt be ſeene. I aſſure yow, it doth trouble my Lord of Ely 
much, that he perceyvith, that I have had an errand to do unto the xing 
withowte him. And thus by this tyme, Itruſt, yow ar werye ynough of 
my long bablinge to litle purpoſe ; ſed tu impuliſti, et proinde tibi hoc fe- 
rendum eſt : wheryn thoughe I know very well, I have ben nothing able 
to ſatisfye your expectation; yet thoughte I it leſſe blame, as I ſayde be- 
fore, to ſhew my lacke of witte and knowledge, then to refuſe yow that 
thing which earneſtlye yow requyrid of me. 

Tr1s journeye hath much weakenid me. I aſſure yow, I am even 
donne, and not able to ſuſteyne labour eny more; ſpecyallye yn winter. 
And it is no wonder: for withyn theſe four monethes (yf I lyve fo longe) 
I ſhall entre ynto my greate climaterike yere; which the rhiſicians ſaye 
is the dangerouſeſte yere of all a manne's lyfe : but methinkith, that they 
ſhuld do well to adde therunto, excepte the yere that he dyeth yn, yf he 
dye not yn that climaterike yere. | 

Syr, it wer tyme ther wer cyphres heere emong us, and ſuch as ſhal be 
copiouſe ynough; that is to ſaye, that ſhal have for evry letter menye let- 
ters, and a goode nombre of nihils, with menye names, and menye wordes 
alſo: for the commen ſorte of cyphres wil be decyphridde. The voyce 
goith yn this courte, that the French beginne to make menne yn Germa- 
nye allredye; and that it is to ſend ynto Scotland: wherby it ſhuld ſeeme, 
that they who ſaye ſo do not rekon to have enye warres theymſelfes with 
France this yere. There is much talke yn this courte of an inſurrecti- 
on which they ſaye was made yn London theſe holidayes paſte : wherof 
they talke ſtraungelye. As for the newes of the Lord Graye's Wilton re- 


tourning home, and that he bringith overtures of peace; it was noyſid yn 


this courte before I receyvid your letters: for every bodye hath eſpyes a- 
brode, ſave we. I have muſidde ſumwhat at that the King heere, when 
I aikid him where this aſſemble for the peace ſhuld be, didde aſke me a- 
gayn, whither the queene's nighneſſe didde entend to ſend thither ; as 


40 thoughe he had not knowne, or at the leaſte didde not beleeve, that my 
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Lord of Ely and I remayne heere, and have new commiſſions ſent us ther- 
fore: which makith me ſummetymes to dowrte, leaſte he wer perſuadidde, 4 
that the queene's Highneſſe wold treate of her owne maters aparte, and 4 
not joyntlye with him. And who can telle, whether that ſuſpicion wer 5 
the cawſe why he ſent no manne with commiſſion to the queene's High- 
neſſe all this whyle ? And now I remembre me, there was heere a greate | 
bruyte, wherat they ſeemid to rejoyce, that my Lord Willyam Haward 
(now Lord chamberlayne, as we heere) was comming hither to the xing, 
and was redye and preparid for that pourpoſe; and after came newes, that 
he was ſtayid : which myght gyve the King heere (as princes A ſoone 
touchidde with ſuſpicion and jealowſye) ſumme occaſion and mater to 
muſe upon, and to ſuſpecte I cannot telle what, yf he knewe no cawſe of 
that ſtaye. 7

jectz: leſquelz, comme Von ſgait, ont endure infiniz dommages, tant par la 
denonciation de guerre, et defiance que la feue Royne d'Angleterre envoya 
faire a fa dicte Majeſte, et le ſecours qu elle donna par meſme moyen au 
Roy d'Eſpaigne, en la conqueſte des places patrimoniales qu'il occupe en- 
cores pour le preſent ſur ce royaume; et depuis par la deſcente que Varm&e 
d'Angleterre feit Pannee paſſce en Bretaigue, a la ruine, ſaccagement, et 
bruſlement d'un infiny pays; comme auſſi par la priſe qui a eſte faicte 
d'un grand nombre des vaiſſeaux rrangoys, et Vinterruption qui eſt advenue 
en ce dict royaume, depuis la dicte deffiance, du faict et entrecours de mar- 
chandiſe : qui ſont tous dommages incroyables ; et leſquelz, bien eſtimez, 
reviennent a plus de troys ou quatre millions d'or de perte, pour le regard 
de ſes dicts ſubjectz ſeulement; leſquelz au lieu de cela ont ſeulement regeu 
le contentement d'avoir veu ceſte couronne reſtablie, par la priſe du dict 
Calaiz, en ce qui eſtoit de ſon ancien domaine. II eſt bien vray, que le 
dict contentement a eſte tel, que Vannee paſſe ilz accorderent a fa Ma- 


jeſte, en faveur de ce, le ſecours d'argent que chacun a peu ſcayoir: et Silz 


ont de nouveau envoye ſupplyer de prendre pluſtoſt juſques a leurs che- 
miſes, que d'accorder la reſtitution de ce qui eſt fien, et que Dieu luy a 
donne grace de reconquerir avec fi juſte occaſion, Deſorte que, fi la dicte 
dame a voulu poiſer en cela ce qui eſt de ſon honneur et du contentement 
de fon dict peuple, le dict ſeigneur n'a pas moindre cauſe de faire le ſem- 
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blable de ſa part en choſe qui luy eſt de fi grande importance, et a quoy ii 
40 ne ſe peult laiſſer aller ſi promptement, ſans meſcontenter entierement tous 
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ſes Eſtats, et perdre tout a ung coup le cueur et Vaffetion de ſes dicts ſub- 
jectz, et tout ce qu'il en doibt jamais eſperer de ſecours en ſes aultres af- 
faires. 

Er, quand toutes les raiſons ſus dictes ne meriteroient d'eſtre miſes a la 
balance, le dict ſeigneur, a en parler franchement, et ne diſſimuler riens de 
ce qu'il en a fur le cueur, y faict deux autres difficultez: la premiere eſt, 
qu'il doubte, $'il ſe deſſaiſiſt du dict Calaiz avant que d'eſtre affeure du par- 
ty de mariage que la dicte dame vouldra prendre, que puis apres la dicte 
ville vienne facilement es mains du Roy d'Eſpaigne; qui en a une fi grande 
envye, qu'il a bien voulu faire offrir telle de ſes places que fa Majeſtè euſt 
voulu choiſir, pour avoir ſeulement la dicte ville en depoſt, et gen veoir 
maiſtre a quelque tiltre que ce feuſt. Et la deſſus conſiderant le dict ſeig- 
neur ce que ung mary peult envers ſa femme, et la femme faict ordinaire- 
ment en faveur d'un mary, quand elle ſe veoit aymee et eſtimèe de luy; et 
ne ſachant encores que ſe promectre du dict mariage, il n'eſt hors de pro- 


poz, fi la dicte difficultè le tient en ſuſpens. 


L'AULTRE difficultè eſt, que les Eſpagnolz font apparoir d'un traicté, 
par lequel ilz pretendent les Angloys tellement obligez a eulx, que, toutes 
et quantesfoys qu'ilz vouldront mouvoir guerre a Vencontre de la France, 


les dicts Angloys ſont tenuz d'y entrer, et de ſe declarer avec eulx : de fa- 


con que, fi (les traictez d'entre eulx demeurans en Veſtat qu'ilz ſont) les 
dicts Eſpagnolz viennent a continuer les preſentes guerres, ou bien, apres 
les avoir pacifices, a mouvoir quelque choſe de nouveau, ainſi que quelques 
foys l'on en prend ayſement une occaſion, le dict ſeigneur ſe verra des le 
lendemain les dicts Angloys pour declarez ennemys ; et au lieu d'avoir 
eſtably une ferme amitye avec eulx par la reſtitution du dict Calaiz, leur 
adra rebaille ung pie en ſon royaume pour plus facilement Joffenſer et en- 
dommager. Qui ſont toutes conſiderations de telle importance, que la 
dicte dame ne doibt poinct trouver eſtrange, fi le dict ſeigneur y deſire veoir 
une bonne ſeuretẽ. | 

TouTEsFoys, comme en tous traictez, quelques difficiles qu'ilz ſe mon- 
ſtrent du commencement, il s y trouve tousjours a la fin quelque moien 
et expedient ; principalement quand les voluntez des deux contrahans ſe 
preſentent ſi conformes que ſont celles de leurs deux majeſtez : fi la dicte 
dame veult prendre party de mariage avec perſonne de Vamitie du quel 
Von ſe puiſſe bien promectre et aſſeurer; elle ouvrira la porte a pluſicurs 


moiens de faire de fi ſeures et certaines alliances, pour ce qui ſortira et 


naiſtra de leurs dictes deux Majeſtez, a la perpetuelle union de ces troys 
royaumes, qu'il ſe pourra facilement trouver tel expedient ſur le faict du 


dict Calaiz, a T honneur de leurs dictes deux Majeſtez, que juſques au moin- 
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dre de leurs ſubjectz, chacun aura occaſion de demeurer ſatisfaict et con- 
tent. Qui ſont choſes que le dict ſeigneur prye la dicte dame mectre en 
la ſage et prudente conſideration qu'elle ſęaura bien faire: delibere toutes- 
foys, ſi la dicte dame juge quelques aultres moiens plus promptz et pro- 
pres, et qu elle vueille luy en faire faire Vouverture, de s a oder a 
tout ce qui ſera de raiſon et d honneſtetè. 

ET d' aultant qu'il ſemble au dict ſeigneur, que, pour plus ene 
conduire ceſte negociation a une bonne fin, il ſeroit bien neceſſaire de ve- 
nir a une ſuſpenſion d armes; de peur que les actes d'hoſtilite qui ſe peu- 
vent faire de jour a aultre, fur les ungs et ſur les aultres, n amenent quelque 
plus grande aigreur qu'il ne ſeroit neceſſaire pour la perfection d un fi bon 
et ſainct oeuvre : fi la dicte dame trouve bon d'entrer en la dicte ſuſpen- 
ſion, le dict ſeigneur ne Sy accommodera pas ſeulement, pour tel temps 
qu'elle vouldra, mais auſſi a toutes aultres chgſes honneſtes qui luy ſe- 
ront propoſees pour l' eſtabliſſement et perpetuation de leur mutuelle ami-:

Ou bien, fi elle eſtime meilleur de venir promptement a la concluſion 
d'une bonne paix, telle quelle fut faicte et accordee dernierement entre le 
dict fieur Roy et le feu Roy d'Angleterre Edouard, frere de la dicte dame; 
qui ſera avec la reſervation a chacune des parties de leurs droictz et pre- 
tenſions, et de leurs defenſes et exceptions au contraire : le dict ſeigneur, 
encores que ſon vray et fingulier defir feuſt de veoir, des le premier jour, 
toutes occaſions de querelles et riotes d'entre leur deux Majeſtez a jamais, 
et du tout en tout, abolies et aſſoupies, a la perpetuelle union de ces troys 
royaumes, comme il eſt dict cy- deſſus; toutesfoys il s accordera d'y en- 
tendre, et d en traicter promptement: eſperant et s aſſeurant, que, eſtant 
intention de leur dicts deux Majeſtez fi ſincere qu'elle ſe monſtre, et leurs 
mutuelles amitiez fi parfaictes et correſpondantes, il eſt impoſſible, que 
bien toſt apres elles ne S accordent de toutes les dictes pretenſions et que- 
relles, a leſtabliſſement de ce qu'elles deſirent pour le perpetuel bien, tran- 


quillite, et union d'elles et de leurs ſucceſſeurs, leurs dicts royaumes, pays, 
et ſubjectz.

ONSIEUR mon bon frere, Combien que Vaffaire, qui ſe manye a 
ceſte heure pour la perpetuation de noſtre mutuelle affection et ami- 
tis, n'eſt encores ſi advance, ny approche a cette bonne fin qui eſt de deux 
coſtez, au regard tant de nous meſmes comme du bien publique de noz 
pays et ſubjectz, bien deſiree : toutesfois voyante les progres, continuati- 
on, et aceroiſſement de voſtre tres bon vouloir devers moy manifeſtement 
declarez par voſtre lettre, et le beau preſent et meſſage que m'a portez ce

ET quant a Vaffaire; comme, premierement, il me ſembloit plus con- 
venable de faire offerte de deux moyens a proceder en iceluy, que de tenir 
les voyes que aviez au commencement propoſces: ainſi trouvant que pre- 
niez mon advis en ce en bonne part, fans avoir regard aucun au voſtre pro- 
pre; je ne ſgaurois que, premierement, vous remercier tres affectueuſement 
de voſtre courtoiſie et amicable inclination a ma diſpoſition ; et, ſeconde- 
ment, je me perſuade par ce, que voſtre entiere amitie devers moy, et le 
ſincere deſir qu avez aux choſes propoſces vous ont enduict au choix et e- 
lection qu'y avez faict. Et neantmoins, me fermant en ma dicte firme 
opinion icy en vous, enſemble la perſuaſion de certaines bonnes et neceſ-

Et ainſi, laiſſant la charge a ce dict 
porteur de vous faire declaration, tant de ma reſponſe aux choſes qu'il m'a 
propoſces en voſtre nom, que de mon opinion touchant le procedé en 
ceſte matiere, et la mener a quelque bonne fin; je prie Dieu, Monſieur mon 
bon frere, vous avoir en ſa tres ſaincte et digne garde. 
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LES teſmoignages de voſtre ardent defir de mon amiti< ſe monſtrent 
tant, mon tres bon frere, que je m'accuſerois comme ingrate fi, reciproque- 
ment ne vous recompenſerois; vous aſſeurant (de parole de prince) que nous 
deux cherchons un but et deſirons la meſme choſe; ſaulf mon honneur, 
que j eſtime plus que ceſte vie caduque. Et quant au beau preſent voſtre,

Queen ELIZABETH'S INSTRUCTIONS ro GUIDO CAVALCANTE. 


* As the Quene's Majeſty fyndeth, in the progreſs of the tyme ſpent 
in this treatye of peace, of one ſyde, nothyng more comfortable than 
the contynuation of ſo good apparance of good will in hir good brother 
the French king, notwithſtanding the termes and eſtate of warr wher- 
in both there two contrees doo ſtand : fo, on the other ſyde, ther ſemeth 
ſome ſtaye and retardation of hir comforte ; partly for that not onely the 
tyme is ſpent without ſo good an end yet ſeene as ought to be wiſhed on 
both partes; partly for that ſhe ſeeth hir good brother, notwithſtanding 
his moſt erneſt and harty letters of amytye ſent, yet by the meſſage 
brought at this tyme by this beror sir Guido Cavalcant, hir Majeſty per- 
ceveth that the matter which ſhuld be the chefeſt fundation and, as it wer, 
the liffe and ſoole of that frendſhipp and amytye that is ment to be perpe- 
tuall and hereditarye, is ſo many maner of wayes, with pretenſe of diffi- 
cultees, impugned by hir ſayd good brother, that, wer it not that hir Ma- 
jeſty layeth in the ballance, on the other ſyde, ageynſt thoſe difficultees, the 
weight of two other great and ponderooſe thyngs, that is to ſaye, the maſs 
and ſubſtance of the inward and unfayned good hart of hir ſayd good bro- 
ther towards hir, and the neceſſary and unfallyble reaſons to avoyde the 
ſayd difficultees, hir majeſty might thynk the proceding therin unlykly to 
come to ſo perfaict a deſyred end, as in the begynning was to be well 
hoped. And therfore hir majeſty, uppon conſideration of theſe two thyngs, 
hath thought mete ſpedely ta retorne this beror ; and prayeth hir ſayd 
good brother, that now, ſeing this cauſe hath bene thus frendly firſt bro- 
ken and entred into, herby ſuerly hir ſayd good brother hath made a 
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greter conqueſt of hir harte towards hym than with any worldly tre- 


ſure he cold have doone, he will towards the end gyve hir Majeſty no oc- 
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caſion ether to ſtaye or withdraw hir intyer affection and deſyre to this a- 
mytye. 

Anp towchyng the firſt poyſe that hir majeſty layeth in the ballance a- 
geynſt his alledged difficultees, which is, the grete quantytè and weigh- 
tenes of the affection of hir ſayd good brother's hart towards hir; hir Ma- 
jeſty referreth the conſideration of the ſame to hyr ſayd good brother's 
owne inward and moſt ſecrett judgment; to whom howſoever it be beſt 
knowen, yet can it not be gretor, or of more value, than it is thought to be 
by hir majeſty, meſurying the ſame with lyke ſyncerite and playnnes as 
ſhe meaſureth hir owne. 

For the other parte, which hir majeſty layeth in the fame ballance a- 
geynſt the ſayd difficultees; hir majeſty, therin not meaning to be hir owne 
judge, referreth it to that which ought to be the rule of all actions, and 
without which no maner of amytye and frendſhypp can long contynew 
or be permanent; and that is, reaſon grownded uppon juſtice : the ap- 
parance wherof hir Majeſty ſeeth uttered and ſet furth in the allegations of 
hir ſayd good brother, but the truthe and ſubſtance therof is to be ſene on 
hir parte: which breffly hir Majeſty meaneth to touche, rather for a re- 
membrance to hir ſayd good brother, than for an abſolute replication or 
defence. | | | | 

FirsT, where hir ſayd good brother requireth hir to propoſe to hirſelſe, 
that, in demanding the reſtitution of Calliſe, ſhe demandeth a thyng that 
is the veray domayn of the coron of France; and therby ſhuld follow to 
hym a perpetuall regret and miſcontentment of his nobleſs and ſubjects : 
hir majeſty is therby but prevented of her owne reaſons; for the ſame al- 
ledged of hir parte have ſuch ſtrength, as nothyng can be therto well re- 
plyed. All the world almoſt, both hethen and chriſtien, can and doo 
gyve teſtimony, that it hath bene parcel of the crowne of England be- 
yond memorye of all men; and that lawfully poſſeſſed without ſcruple 
or quarrell ; yelded and aſſured to the crown of England by France, not 
for words or thanks, but for regions and territoryes of the very inheritance 
of the Kings of England, therby poſſeſſed and quietly kept by the xings 
of France : which right and intereſt is not onely moſt clere and without 
all queſtion by moniments of autentique wrytings, but by all auncient 
ſtoryes; and furdermore ſo contynued from age to age, from king toking, 
in all tymes, both warr and peace, that, whatſoever was moved in any 
controverſye betwixt the kings of this realme and of France, it was never 
uttered by ſpeche or pretence, but that Calliſe was allweiſe knytt to the 
crowne of England, and as well and truely poſſeſſed of the kings of this 
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tation that followeth the lack thereof, the compariſon made of the right 
and contynuance will ſone argue where the ſame is. For how can it not 
be to England a miſcontentation, to lack that wherto it hathe ſo juſt title 
as to nothyng more? wherin it hath had ſo long, ſo quiett, ſo honorable 
a poſſeſſion and contynuance as the ſtoryees of many ages do manifeſtly 
teſtefye? wherin alſo the fame and honor of England fo much conſiſted ? 
wherin ſo many familyes of nobleſs, and others infinite people of Eng- 


land have bene procreated, brought upp, lyved, ſerved, and dyed ; whoſe 


poſteritees now preſently lyve in no ſmall regrett and hevyneſs to remem- 
ber the ſame to be in ſtrangers hands? Can any lyke greff chance to 
France, that hath not yet hadd it thirteen moneths ? and ſo newly come 
therto, ſo unexpected, ſo eaſely, (by miſhapp of thyngs here then in Eng- 
land) that as yet it is not well knowen to the holdors therof, how they 
have it, or how to kepe it ? 

IT is furder alledged in the meſſage of the ſayd prench king, that in 
this late warres his cantrey and ſubjects have ſuſtened grete loſſees; and 
that this which hath bene thus gotten from this realme is the onely con- 
tentation of his ſayd ſubjects, Wherin the Queen's majeſty deſyereth hir 
ſayd good brother, firſt to remember betwixt whom theis warres wer; and 
how, and by whom they began; how unwillingly thenation of thisrealme 
was therto brought ; how difficult it was to ſever and breake the amytye 
and peace which was ſo well roted and left by King Edward: and then 
conſider, how farr of from reaſon it is, that, becauſe the xing of Spayne 
was ennemy to France, and had done certen hoſtilitees theruppon, ther- 
fore to acquite the ſame, England (the greator parte wherof, both of no- 
bilite and the people, had no diſpoſition to be at ennemyte with France) 
muſt be bereved of one of hir deareſt membres, and France muſt therof 
make her onely comforte and conſolation. 

Bo T becauſe the quene's majeſty truſteth ſuerly, that if hir ſayd good 
brother will but review his owne allegations, and propownd to hymſelf 
how the ſame maye be beſt alledged on hir Majeſtie's parte, he ſhall cler- 
ly ſee what grete reaſons do move hir not to allow that which is alledged 
by hir ſayd good brother; hir Majeſty will not nerin furder travell with 
many words: for if the right to Calliſe maye make argument and be al- 
lowed ; then ſhall it not long remayn wher it is, in a ſtranger's hand, but 
reſorte to the old and trew owners: if it ſnuld remayn as a recompence 
to France for loſſees ; firſt, reaſon wold, that recompence ſhuld be made 
by them that have gayned, and not by them that have allo loſt : if both 
France and England have loſt, and the wynnor knowen it is more rea- 
ſon, the wynnor ſhuld allow a recompence to both, or at the leſt to one 
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of the loſers, than the one loſer to the other. 

AGEYN if the people of France be fo deſyerooſe to kepe that which 
they have not had much above one yere, and that alſo ageynſt any other 
right than by violence of warr; what maye the rrench king not thynk of 
the whole people of England, that have bene ownors juſtly and quietly 
many hundred yeres? what will they not yeld to a prince whom they in- 
tyerly and with one conſent do ſo fervently love, to recover the ſhame and 
the loſſe of ſuch a juell? yea, to be playne, hir Majeſty moſt aſſuredly ſe- 
eth and fyndeth no one thyng ſo lykely to be contynually proſequuted 
with the unyverſall inſtance of all kynd of hir people, nobilitè and men of 
warr, merchants, and hir commynalty, as to have this blott to this nati- 
on wiped and taken awey ; ſo depe is the ſame roted in the harts of all 
ſortes of age, and daylye increaſcth in the very harts of children andyowth. 
Wherfore hir majeſty moſt inſtantly requireth hir good brother to com- 
pare theis fundations of hir deſyre togither with his allegations, and ther- 


to to add the conſideration of the tymes to come; how bryckell, how un- 


certayne, how weake, and how ſhorte an amytye that may be, that ſhuld 
be ageynſt her honour, ageynſt juſtyce itſelf, ageynſt the expectation of 
all the worlde, ageynſt the particular will of all ſortes of hir people; and fy- 
nally ageynſt the proper nature of amytye, that never can endure but with 
contentation of myndes. 
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As for the reſt of the difficultees moved by the french king; although 


they have apparance to make ſtay, yet might the ſame in ſeaſonable tyme 
and place be ſoanſwered, as therof ſhuld arriſe no occaſion of ſtaye or lett : 
for as to the dowt of the quene's Majeſtic's marriadge, that it might fo 
be made as therby the ſayd Callais might eaſely come to the hands of the 
King of Spayne ; it is ſuch a dowt, as the french king maye well aſſure 
hymſelf, that, beſide the naturall diſpoſition of the quene's majeſty (being 
diſcended by father and mother of mere engliſh bloode, and not of Spayne, 
as hir late ſiſter was) the whole nation of England wold as dilligently ſee 
to that matter of Calliſe as they which now deteyne it. 

AND to the laſt difficultee, rayſed uppon reports made by Spaniards 
concerning a traicte wherby the realme of England reſteth bound to them; 
hir majeſty, thanked be God, remayneth fo free a prince, and ownor of 
hir crown and people, as ſhe is no otherwiſe bound to any (although ſhe 
be ini good amytye with them of Spayne) but preſently, as beſt occaſion 
ſhall be offred to hir to have amytye with any prynce or contrey, ſo ſhe 
maye very well; and fo ſhe truſteth to have, to hir comforte and weale of 
hir contrey and ſubjects, 


Fox the reſt of the meſſage; being the offer, in one parte, of a ſuſpen- 40 
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ſion of armes, in the other, of ſuch a peace as was accorded with king Ed- 


ward hir Majeſty's moſt deare brother; hir Majeſty cannot deny, but the 


ſayd offers be worth hir moſt harty thanks; and ſo ſhe doth yeld the lyke 
to hir good brother : but ſeing the commencement of this matter hath a 
ſcope to make a perpetuall and hereditary amytye, ſuch as ſhuld be indiſ- 
ſolubile; hir Majeſty hath thought moſt mete, after all theiſe thyngs con- 
ſidered, to pretermitt furder anſwer at this preſent; and, for the very cer- 
tayn and ſpedy acheving hereof, to requyre hir ſayd good brother, that 
this maner of proceding herin may be taken, as followeth. 

BECAUSE the treaty hereof requireth a colloquy and talk, and that 
with ſuch perſons of weight and truſt as have the inward mynds of both 
there two Majeſties well and aſſuredly knowen, and that alſo to be doone 
with ſuch convenient ſecretie as to the cauſe apperteneth ; hir majeſty of 
all other deviſees thynketh fuerly this to be the beſt : that both there in- 
tents and fynall meanings might be remitted to there moſt choiſe Mini- 
ſters now remayning on that ſyde the ſeas; that is to ſaye, to two or one 
of hir majeſty's, and to the lyke of hir good brother's. And that which 
ſemeth herein ſomewhat dowtfull to hir ſayd good brother, that the ſame 
treaty cannot be there but it wil be diſcovered, is indede now, as the tyme 
is changed, otherwiſe than in truth it was before : for where in the tyme 
of the late quene, the king of Spayne then being huſband to the ſayd 
qQuene, nothing was doone on the parte of England but with the privetee 
and direction of the miniſters of the ſayd King; now the quene's majeſty, 


being and profeſling hirſelf a free princeſs to direct all hir actions by hir 


owne Miniſters, and with th advice of hir counſell of England only, mean- 
eth in this matter to procede and direct without any — towards 
the Spaniards of any thyng, otherwiſe than ſhal be ſene for the nature of 
hir matters expedient : and for the covering this ſecret doings, hir majeſty 
thynketh, no thyng can ſo well ſhadow the ſame as this aſſembly alredy 
appoynted uppon former conſiderations; which in no other place cold be 
without apparant ſuſpection, and manifeſt intelligence to other partes. 
*And if Fir Majeſty culd deviſe any other better way for the furderance 
and ſpede of this cawſe, ſhe wold imparte the ſame to hir good brother ; 
in whome ſhe thinketh the lyke good will to the perfecting hereof. 
FINALLY becauſe ſhe much deſireth that hir good brother wold pleaſe 
to lyke this purpoſe, both becauſe the tyme wold be far ſpent before any 
new apointment and aſſembly cold be made, and that ther be alreddy there 
aſſembled commiſſioners on both there partes on that fide the ſeas; hir 
Majeſty culd wiſh, that, if it ſhall pleaſe hir faid good brother to ſend au- 
thority to his commiſſioners there, to procede to ſome good finall end 
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herin in ſuch ſecret manner as ſhuld be thought to them mete, then up- 
pon that his determination this bearor might with all expedition retorn; 
ſo as hir Majeſty might follow the ly ke order therin as ſhuld be ſignifyed 
from hir ſaid good brother, which ſhe will do without delaye. 

AND if the ſaid french king ſhall not, uppon the conſiderations here 
allcadged, nor uppon ſuch as be declared to this bearor, lyke to have this 
treaty where the ſaid commiſſioners be aſſembled ; rather then ſo good a 
work, and ſo well begun, ſhuld be fruſtrated for the cerimony of theplace, 
hir Majeſty will not refuſe ſome other convenient, honorable place. And 

if hir faid good brother ſhall pleaſe ſo to continew his abundant affection 
and amity, as to ſend any of his, fully authoriſed, hither to any conveni- 
ent place within this realme; the fame ſhal be moſt heartyly and affecti- 
onatly welcome : and in this point is to be remembred by this bearor, 
that by this manner of dealing the whole matter muſt be ſo ordered : as to 
be made oppen to the king of Spayne, 


The queen's INSTRUCTIONS GYVEN BY THE QUENE'S MAJESTY TO HER RIGHT 
— TRUSTY AND WELL BELOVED COUNSELLORS, THE LORD HOWARD 
6 60h or EFFINGHAM, AND TO THE REVEREND FATHER IN Gon, Tho- 
Cat. EV. MAS BISHOP OF ELV, AND To Dr WorTON DEANE OF CANTER- 

BURY AND YORK, BEING HIR MAJESTIE'S COMMISSIONERS FOR 


MATTERS ENSUING. 


NyR1M1s, where her Majeſty, at her firſt coming to the crowne of this 
realme, ſent commiſſion under her great ſeale of England to her right 
truſty and right well beloved couſin the earl of Arundel, and to the fore- 
ſaid Biſhop of Ely, and peane of Canterbury, to treate with the rrench 
King's ambaſſadours uppon matter of peace in the parts beiond the ſeas ; 
and ſent to them alſo certain articles and inſtructions, ſigned with her Ma- 
jeſty's hand, for their direction and proceeding in that behalfe : her Ma- 
jeſty now conſidering, that, before the ſame commiſſion came to the hands 
of the ſaid commiſſioners, the ſaid xarl of Arundell returned into this 
realme from the place of the afſembly, and then a prorogation was had 
of the ſaid treaty from the latter part of November untill the laſt of Janu- 
arie, and an appointment made for the commiſſioners to meete the vc of 
this moneth at Cercampe, or ſome other like place for further proceeding 
therein ; therefor doth, for the continuation of the faid treaty, ſend pre- 
ſently her ſaid chamberlayn to the other fide of the ſeas, with new com- 
miſſions under her great ſeale of England, to joyne with the ſaid siſhop 
and peane for the treaty of peace with the Ambaſſadours as well of Scot- 
land 
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land as of France. And for that purpoſe, her Majeſty's pleaſure is, that 
after her ſaid chamberlayn ſhal be come to the place where the ſaid Biſhop 
and peane be, and have ſhewed to them the ſaid commiſſions, he ſhall im- 
part theſe inſtructions with them ; and ſhall alſo require of them the un- 
derſtanding and knowledge of the former inſtructions heretofore ſent by 
her majeſty to the ſaid Earle, the Biſhop, and the peane. And, after the 
ſame well peruſed and conſidered, her Majeſty's pleaſure is, that her faid 
chamberlayn ſhall joyntly with them follow the tenor and effect, in all 

, points, of the ſaid former inſtructions, in ſuch manner and ſorte as if the 
> © 106 faid inſtructions had bene delivered to the hands and charge of the faid 

chamberlayn. 

ITeM the faid commiſſioners ſhall in all their doings have regard prin- 
cipally to proceede for ſome good concluſion of peace; and ſecondarily, 
that the ſame may be ſo procured, as the old amity betwixt the realme of 
England and the youſe of Burgundy be not thereby impaired or decayed : 
to which two poynts the quene's Majeſty requireth her faid commiſſio- 
ners to direct all their doings. 

ITEM the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall, as far forth as they may without 
prejudice or hindrance of the treaty, give the king of Spayne's commiſſio- 

20 ners to underſtand, that they have ſpecially in charge from the quene's Ma- 
jeſty to conclude nothing with the French that might diminiſh in any 
poynt the old amity between the Houſes of England and Burgundy, nei- 
ther let or hinder the good meanings and purpoſes of the qQuene's majeſty 
and the King their maſter towards the confirmation and eſtabliſhing of 
their two amities : and in that behalf, the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall require 
the king's Miniſters to ſhew the like favor tywards them on the king their 
maſter's behalfe. 

ITEM as touching the minutes of the treaties ſent over by the ſaid piſhop 
and Deane to the queen's Majeſty, about the ſixth of January laſt ; her Ma- 

30 jeſty hath in that behalfe, with the advice of her nighneſs's councell, cauſ- 
ed the ſame to be anſwered as followeth. 

0 : F1RsT of all, it ſeemeth, that in the ſecond and third article there i is no- 

| thing to be miſliked ; but that Aliquidve aliud in præjudicium, damnum, 
aut gravamen alterius principum are to be left out. 
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F ITEM, in the fift article; if they will much preſſe to have the article pro- 
i hibiting any new impoſt ad quinquaginta annos, to conclude with them as 
4 hath bene heretofore; whereby no great hurte can enſue, but for the cauſe 
0 of the wines: for as for the pondage; nothing is done therein, as the Biſ- 
f ſhop of Ely beſt knoweth, but as alwaies was uſed before time; that is to 
1 


40 ſay, 12 pence levied uppon the pound, and no more. 
Vo. I. K 
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ITEM, as to the ſixth article, touching ſhipps of warr; it is meete to re- 
quire the ſame to paſſe as it is: and if they like it not, then to paſle i it over, 
as cauſe ſhal be given ; for the advantage thereof ſhal be as much to Eng- 
land as to them. 

Ir, to the ſeventh, for the matter of Callice; it ſeemeth, this article, to 
be ſufficiently well penned; thelike whereof, or thevery ſame, is that was in 
the treaty of Bullein for the towne of Boullen on the parte of the French; 
wherewith they may be well preſſed to allow the like in this caſe, as was in

the other part towards them. And if the French ſhall yeeld to the terri- £ 
tories and peeces, but not to the munitions; then the commiſſioners ſhall 10 ; 
therein extend their wiſedomes to preſſe the French, and obteine as much ; 
as they may poſſible; and not in the end to leave the matter for any ſmall g 
quantity of munition: and in this point much muſt be referred to the con- 


ſideration and wiſedome of the ſaid commiſſioners. 

ITEM, to the eighth; the limits to be as they were poſſeſſed before the 
beginning of the warr : and for ſuch doubts as ſhall thereof ariſe, to have 
the ſame agreed by commiſſioners on both parts; ſo as it be firmly agreed = 
to have all that which was peaceably occupied before the warrs. 3 

ITEM for the ninth and tenth ; if you can ſatisfy the french commiſ- 
fioners, for Callice and the members, with the releaſe of part or all the ar- 20 f : 
rerages and debts; to conclude ſo with them: if they will deny the ſame ; 
to be done, and perſiſt therein; we think good, you do referr the conſidera- a 
tion thereof to arbiters; ſo as the ſame may be choſen of men indifferent, 
not ſubject to either of us: and for the penſions; if they will not agree to 
continuance thereof, you may in the end conclud all other matters, mak- 
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ing ſuch reſervation of our right and their exceptions as was done in the 
treaty of Bulleyn, and is conceived by you in the ſecond part of your x1 
article. | 4 
ITEM to the 14˙h; according to the condition of ſuch as ſhall come : 
thence, ſo ſhall the hoſtages of England be, if any be needfull : for as for 30 3 


any hoſtages for the releaſe to be made, it ſhall not neede; for the releaſes 
themſelves, being under the ſeale of England and delivered, maketh an 
end of the matter: and for hoſtages of France, the ſame maye be like to 
ſuch as were on the part of England delivered for Bullen. And touching 
the 1 5* and 16 article, if the French ſhall not content themſelves with 
ſuch perſwaſions and reaſons as are to be made in that behalfe, but that 
they will needs have hoſtages from hence ; then, uppon advertiſement 
had from you thence, they ſhall have the ſame fully ſatisfied. 
ITEM to the 19th, it ſeemeth beſt not to meddle with the nomination 7 
of Aldernay ; for it is provided for in the 24 article, as the faid commiſſio- 40 #4 
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ners have well conſidered : and if the French ſhall preſſe any ſpeech there- 
of; then, to have it left as it was before time, and to accord that no forti- 
fication ſhal be there further than is allready. 

ITEM to your opinion touching the 20® article: if the French ſhall 
needs preſſe to have the comprehenſion of the Scotts; then ſhall it be well 
to joyn the article mentioned by you, which you have already. And fur- 
der, where in the faid 20" article is a comprehenſion made of Philipp 
King of Spayne; we think it better to omitte the name of him in that ar- 
ticle, and to change the 21* article, which mentioneth him eſpecially, 
into this meane article following: Item comprehendatur, pro parte dictæ 
ſereniſſinæ Reginz Angliz &c, Philippus Hiſpaniarum &c, juxta vim et 
effectum tractatuum inter eoſdem Regem et Reginam, eorum regna, terras, 
patrias, et dominia. 

ITEM to the 21" article: if that cannot be granted; then the ſame 
comprehenſion to be uſed for King Philip, as was in the treaty of Bulleyn 
for the Emperor Charles. And as to the articles of Scotland; it ſeemeth, 
that for the 12 article, ifthe Scots do require it, then to accord to it, othet- 
wiſe not to move it: and to the intentyou may perceive the effect there- 
of, we have ſent to you the coppies of four articles taken out of the ſaid 
treaties ; for it ſeemeth, no better articles can be deviſed then fuch as hath 
bene heretofore uſed. 

ITEM to the 220; not to make mention of this article: andif the Scotts 
doe preſſe it; firſt, it is not proper, at any communication in making of 
peace, to have ſuch recompence required; 20% their invaſions were more 
hurtfull then ours; 3% their breach of the peace, incurſions and ſpoyles 
were made in England contrary to the agreement, and — 
made by the laſt commiſſioners. 

Fix ALL v, her majeſty requireth them to proceede with as much cele- 
rity as they may conveniently to underſtand the finall purpoſe of the 
French; conſidering the ſeaſon of the yeare requireth ſpeedy underſtand- 
ing what ſhal be the ende of this treaty: and therefor her nighneſs requir- 
eth the ſaid commiſſioners from time to time to advertiſe hether to her 
Majeſty ; and if any thing ſhall happen furder uppon the treaty with the 
French, wherein you ſhall thinke it needfull to be more amply or largely 
informed and inſtructed than hetherto you are; uppon knowledge had 
trom you, the ſame ſhal be expedited. 

ITEM for the 224 article; when mention is made of a treaty dated anno 
1533, it ſeemeth the ſame not to be needfull ; the rather becauſe the ſame 
hath not bene mentioned in other later treatyes with Scotland, 

ITEM the faid commiſſioners ſhall, as to their wiſedome ſhall ſeeme 
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mete, from time to time imparte to the king of Spayne's miniſters ſuch 
parte of their proceedings with the French as maye ſeem convenient with- 
out hindrance of the treaty with France, and in ſuch ſorte as the like good 
will may appear in the ſaid King Philip towards the Quene's Majeſtie's 
commiſſioners. 
ITEM if you ſhall perceive, that the French will ſo ſtand uppon the re- 
fuſal to render Callice, as, notwithſtanding all your travel to preſſe them 
to it, they will by no meanes be induced to agree thereunto: yet you ſhall 
not, for all that, breake off this treaty with them ; but entertain them with 
ſome other device, without concluſion in that behalfe, untill you may in 
the mean ſpace ſignify that matter hither, and receive anſwer from hence 
againe,

we the zuſſhoppe of Ely and the peane of Cantorbury being advertiſid, 
thinking it inough for us to prevent the Frenche heere, came hither the 
v1" of this preſent, two or three howres before the rrenche commiſſio- 
ners. The pucheſle of Lorrayne, the King of Spayne's and the rrenche 
commiſſioners ar lodgid without the gate of this towne, in a houſe of the 
zuſſhoppe of Cambray, who is Lorde of this towne ; but verie ſtraytely. 
And forbicauſe there is no lodging there within for your Highneſſe's com- 
miſſioners, there is an old houſe of the ſaid puſſhoppe within the towne 
appointid for theim. That ſelf daye we receyvid a lettre from the Lord 
Haward, Lord chamberlayne to your Majeſte ; wherby we perceyvid, that 
that night he intendid to lye at Arras, and the next daye (God willing) at 
Cambray, and from thence wold comme hither as ſoon as he might con- 
veniently. 

Tur v11" of this moneth, we the ſaid zuſſhoppe of Ely and the peane 
of Cantorbury ſent one to the puke d'Alva and other his colleagues, to de- 
clare unto theim, that we wer arryvid heere the daye before; and requyrid 
to underſtand of theim, whether they wer occupyed with the rrench com- 


miſſioners for their awne matters, or whether we ſhulde requyre to have

our matters debatid with the Frenche : but er we had anſwer from theim, 
the puke d'Alva and his colleagues ſent one to us, to requyre that they and 
we might meete together. Wherupon we the ſaid Buſſhoppe and peane 
rode to the puke d'Alva's lodging; where we found the ſaid puke, the 
Prince of Orange, the conte of Meliti, otherways callid Ruy Gomez, and 
the Buſſhoppe of Arras. Who declarid unto us, that the daye before, ſhort- 
lye after the rrenche commiſſioners arryvall, they the King of Spayne's 
commiſſioners mett with the ſaid french commiſſioners at the pucheſſe 
of Lorrayne's lodging: where they firſt entrid in communication for the 
prolonging of the ſuſpenſion of armes, which elles ſhulde have expyrid in 
three or fowre dayes after ; wherby might have enſewid ſome danger and 
diſpleaſur to the ſaid commiſſioners and their trayne : fo that they agreed 
there to prolonge the ſaid ſuſpenſion for all the tyme the ſaid commiſſio- 
ners ſhulde be aſſemblid heere together for that pourpoſe, and fix dayes 
after the diſſolution of the ſame: and that, beeing agreed heerupon, then 
they beganne to talke of their matters of the treatye of peace. And, as 
the commiſſioners of Spayne told us, the French faid; that, foraſmuch as 
they and the spaniſhe commiſſioners wer in a manner agreed for their 
awne matters, and had prorogid their aſſemblee till this tyme onely for the 
cauſes of Englande, they thought it beſt to begynne now firſt with theim, 
to ſee whether they cowde fall to anye agreement; and fo to conclude up- 
on all the matters together. Wherunto the puke d' Alva and his colleagues 
(as they told us) made anſwer, that they miſlykid not this mocion ; and 
that therfore they had requyrid to meete with us, to declare this unto us. 
HEERING this, we the ſaid Buſſhoppe and peane requyrid, that this 
prorogation of armes might be ſo pennid, that your nighneſle's commiſ- 
fioners and their trayne might be alſo namely compriſed therin ; ſpecially 
forbicauſe that this towne is not within the king of Spayne's dominion, as 


Cercamp was, but a place neuter, neither ſubject to Fraunce, nor to the 


King of Spayne: which they promiſid ſhulde be done; and fo was done. 
Furthermore we faid unto theim, that although we had a new commiſ- 
ſion from your xigheneſſe, wherby we had ſufficient aufthorite to entre 
communication with the rrenche commiſſioners for the contynuation of 
this communication begonne at Cercamp : yet foraſmuch as we wer acer- 
taynid, that your H ighneſſe had ſent hither the Lord Haward, Lord cham- 
berlayne of your nighneſſe's houſholde, ſpecially to be at this treatye, and 
that he was already ſo neere; we thought it beſt to tary for a daye or two 
till he wer comme ; knowing not, whether his Lordſhippe brought anye 
other inſtructions with him then we had before: and nevertheleſſe, yf the 


40 matter did requyre great haſt, we wold be ready at all tymes to meete and 
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to entrecommunication with the Frenche upon the matters we wer comme 
for. Which anſwer they ſaid they miſlykid not, and wold rapporte it unto 
the rrenche commiſſioners. And the guſſhoppe of Arras ſaid merilye, there 
ſhulde no greate tyme be loſt therby : for this daye, quoth he, being Shrove- 
tueſdaye, is a daye to make good cheere, and to-morow a daye to do pen- 
nance for the fame, and ſo will ſoone be paſt. And thus we departid from 
theim at that tyme. Yn this communication with us the ſaid commiſſio- 
ners faid unto us, that they wer commaundid by the king their maſter to 
uſe theimſelfes towardes us in your Majeſtie's affayres and of the realme of 
Englande, yn all points, as they had done in the late queene your nigh- 
neſie's ſuſter's dayes ; and wold not faile fo to do. 

AND albeit that I the Lord chamberlayne might have ben heere the 


VIII daye of this moneth : yet beinge certifyed by one of my mgnne 


whome I had ſent before, that in the lodginge appointid for me was Vo- 
thing yn the world but bare walles, nor no convenient proviſion to be 
made for me and my trayne at this place of Caſteau-en-Cambreſis, hav- 
inge ben deſtroyed by the warres ; I was therfore forcid to tarry one daye 
at Cambray, to provyde there dyvers things neceſſary for the furniture of 
my lodging; wherby it was Thurſdaye the ix of this preſent er I came 
hither. Vn that ſelf afternoone, not longe after myne arryvall heere, the 
puke d'Alva and all his colleagues came to viſite and welcome me the ſaid 
Lord chamberlayne. And having enquyrid of your Majeſty's healthe, and u- 
ſid certayne other communications commenly uſid at ſuch meetings, they 
requyrid to talke with us aparte. Wherupon we cawſing the chambre to 
be voydid, they faid, that the French had ſent unto theim that daye, to 
know whether I the Lord chamberlayne wer comme; and therfore they 
wolde be glad t underſtande, when we wold be content to meete with the 
Frenche, to th'intent they might gyve them knowledge of it; and alſo 
wold be gladde ſomwhat tunderſtande, after what forte we entendid to 


us the beſt they cowde. Wherunto we ſaid, that we wer content to meete 
with the Frenche the next daye, aboute two of the clocke in-th'afternoone, 
at the pucheſle of Lorrayne's lodging: for all the common meetings of 
commiſſioners have ben hetherto, as well at Cercamp as heere, at the ſaid 
pucheſle's lodging; for that this aſſemblee hath ben procurid by her la- 
bour and travaill; and that ſhee beinge a princeſſe not ſubject neither to the 
King of Spayne nor to Fraunce, the commiſſioners therfore ar content to 
uſe her as one that is indifferent betwixt all partyes ; and therfore ſhe is 
coritynually preſent at all ſuch common meetings and communications. 


And as for our proceedinge with the Frenche, I the Lord chamberlayne 40 
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faid, that as yet I had not commenid with my colleagues ; but that we 
wold talke of it, and the next daye, er we went to the Frenche, we wolde 
declare our myndes unto theim therin. 

TRE puke d'Alva and his colleagues wer atisfyed with this anſwer; 
and there againe declarid unto us all, that the King their maſter remaynid 
ſtill yn that ſelf good will and mynde towards th'affayresof England which 
he was yn when queene Mary his wife lived; and that we might be well 
aſſurid, he wolde make no peace with the Frenche, .but that your High- 
nefſe ſhulde be firſt ſatisfyed : and this matter they did ſette fourth with 
very earneſt wordes. Wherupon I the Lord chamberlayn faid unto theim, 
that your Highneſſe, conſyderinge that the King their maſter had hether- 
to ſhewid himſelf ſo ſtedfaſt in that mynd, code not but take it yn verie 
good parte; and thankid him for it: and that therfore lykewiſe, for your 
parte, yow wer determynid to make no ee nor conclude nothinge 
with the Frenche, that maye by anye meanes tende to the prejudice of 
th'amitye and the treatyes betwixt your ighneſſe and the king their maſ- 
ter, what offer ſoever the Frenche might chaunce to make unto yow; and 
that this your H ighneſſe had commaundid me to declare unto theim, and 
that therfore they might be right well aſſurid of it. This anſwer con- 
tentid theim well; and ſo they departid. | 

THe next daye, being Fridaye the x* of this moneth, we went to the 
puke d Alva and his colleagues: where we declarid unto theim, that your 
u ighneſſe having conſiderid the inſtructions delyverid by the late queene, 
your ſuſter, to the Earle of Arundell and to us the zuſſhoppe of Ely and 
the peane of Cantorbury, (the contents wherof they knew verie well) did 
not miſlike theim ; and therfore had gyven us very lyke inſtructions : fo 
that we entendid to proceede in this matter likeas we had begonne before 
at Cercampe; that is to ſaye, to redemaunde Callais, without the which 
it cowde not ſtande with your xighneſſe's honnour to agree to anye peace; 
and then to demaunde ſuch other things as we had demaundid before. 
This, we ſaid, was the waye that we entendid to proceede yn this matter: 
the which waye, they ſaid, they alſo likid well. And, while we wer thus 
talkinge with the puke d'Alya and his colleagues, came yn to theim Mon- 
fieur de Mombardon, ſteward to the pucheſſe of Lorraine; who declarid 
unto the puke and his colleagues, that the French had ſent to the pucheſle 
his maiſtres, to requyre her, that ſhe wolde ſende to the ſaid puke and his 
colleagues, to declare unto theim, that the faid French commiſſioners re- 
quyrid to ſpeke with theim before the ſaid Frenehe ſhulde meete with us. 

THE puke and his colleagues heeringe this errande, muſid much at it; 
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it was done, but onely for to make us thinke, that there wer ſome ſecrette 
intelligence betwixt the faid puke and his colleagues and the ſaid prenche 
commiſſioners; to make us therby to conceyve ſome ſuſpycion againſt 
theim. Wherfore ſome of the ſaid puke's colleagues wer of opynion, that 
they ſhulde playnely refuſe to ſpeke to theim at that tyme; but other wer 
of other opynion, and thought it meete to heere what they wold ſaye: 
and therupon they requyrid our advyſes, what wer beſt for theim to do. 
Wherunto we ſaid, that they knew beſt what was beſt to be donne in it: 
but that yf the French did it to make us conceyve any ſuſpycion of theim, 
that they ſhulde be deceyvid therin; for we did not miſtruſte, that they 
vwold go about anye thinge contrary to their former promeſſes made unto 
us. Wherunto they ſaid, we might be well aſſurid therof; and that they 
wold not faile to rapport faithfully unto us whatſoever the French ſhulde 
ſaye unto theim. 

WHERUPON they went to the pucheſle of Lorraine, and there mette 
with the French: and havinge ben there a long while, retournid unto us 
and tolde us, that the French had ſaid unto theim, that while they wer at 
Cercamp they had dyvers tymes ſaid unto theim, that by no meanes the 
King their maſter wold forgo Callais; and that therfore they lookid, that 
the ſaid puke d'Alva and his colleagues ſhulde have cauſid your H ighneſſe 
ſo to be enformid of the French xinge's their maſter's mynde therin, that 
| your Highneſle ſhulde now ſende commiſſion hither to agree with theim 

without the reſtitution of Callais : for yf they had thought we wold per- 
fiſt in thedemaundeof Callais, they wold not have retournid hither; know- 
inge they ſhulde but leeſe their labour, the King their maſter being deter- 
mynid not to redelyver it: and faid, that they did not entende to debate 
anye matters anye further with us, all things having ben ſufficientlye de- 
batid at Cercamp : mary, yf we wold not redemaunde Callais; that then 
they were content to talke with us, and wolde agree to ſuch conditions of 
peace as ſhulde be fownde reaſonable. 

Tus mater, thus rapportid by the ſaid d'Alva and his colleagues un- 
to us, ſeemid very ſtrange unto us; as though the Frenche wold preſcrybe 
unto us what we ſhulde demaunde, and what we ſhulde not demaunde. 
And having talkid a while with the ſaid d'Alva and his colleagues of this 
ſtrange faſhion which the French uſid, we determynid to go to the buch- 
eſſe to ſalute her; and in cace the Frenche wer yet there, to ſee whether 
they wold uſe any ſuch communication with us: wherunto we wolde 
have anſwerid the beſt we cowde. And fo we departid from the puke, 
and went to the Dbucheſſe of Lorraine; but the French wer gone er we 
came thither ; wherfore we did our dueties to the bucheſſe; and I the 
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Lorde chamberlayne thought, I cowde do no leſſe then to do your nigh- 
nefle's recommendations unto her: and having talkid a pratye whyle with 
her of your Highneſſe and other matters, at the laſt we tooke our leaves 
and departid. And forbicauſe the prince of Orange and Ruy Gomez had 
accompanyed us thither; at our departure from theim we ſaid unto theim, 
that we wold ſomwhat conſyder this matter emonge ourſelfes; and the 
next morninge we wolde ſende the puke and theim word, what we thought 
meete further to do heerin: and ſo we retournid home. 

WHeRE having conſiderid the mater emonge ourſelfes, we thought 
it meete to ſende the next daye to the pucheſſe, to requyre her that ſhe 
wold ſende word to the Frenche, that your Majeſte had ſent us hither with 
commiſſion to contynue the communication of peace begonne with theim 
at Cercamp; and that therfore, yf the Frenche entendid to do the lyke, 
we wer content to meete with theim that afternoone at the pucheſle's 
lodginge, to conferre therupon with theim. And according to this de- 
termination I the Buſſhoppe of Ely, the Saturdaye morninge, went to the 
puke d'Alva, to declare unto him what we had determynid further to do; 
which the puke and the zuſſhoppe of Arras lyked well. And from theim 
I went to the pucheſle of Lorraine; who verye gentely promiſid to ſende 
to the rrenche commiſſioners to know their myndes, and upon know- 
ledge therof to ſende us worde of it. And accordinge to her promiſe ſhe 
ſent Mombardon to declare unto us, that the Frenche wer content to 
meete with us at the pucheſle's lodginge about one of the clocke. And 
according to that anſwer we went to the puke d'Alva firſt ; who with his 
colleagues accompanyed us to the puchefle's, and wer preſent at all the 
communication had betwixt us and the Frenche at this tyme. 

THERE, after commen ſalutations made betwixt us and the Frenche, 
the pucheſle ſatte downe at the boarde's ende, and on th one ſyde the 
rrench commiſſioners, and we on th'other ; the puke d'Alva and his col- 
leagues ſittinge together beneathe. There I the Lord chamberlayne be- 
ganne to declare unto theim the greate deſyre your Highneſſe had to ſee 
Chriſtendome, ſo longe oppreſſid by warres, to be deliverid out of that 
greate miſerie and calamitie, and to be reſtawrid to quyetneſſe and a good 
peace agayne; without the which it wer lyke ſhortlye to fall into ſuch in- 
convenyences, as ſhulde not lye in princes powres to remeadye when they 
wolde: and that therfore your nighneſle had ſent me hither, with com- 
miſſion and powre dyrectid to us all three, to proceede, and contynue the 
communication begonne at Cercamp ; affuring theim, that your nigh- 
neſſe, for yowr parte, wolde condeſcende to anye reaſonable and honnou- 
rable conditions of peace. Mary, forbicauſe of the words which the rrench 
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commiſſioners had ſpoken the daye before to the puke d'Alva and his 
colleagues, I the Lord chamberlayne thought it meete to ſpeake as ſtowte- 
ly agayne yn that matter as they had donne. And therfore I ſaid, that 
wheras ſome controverſye had ben for the reſtitution of Callais, wherin 
they ſeemid to ſtande ſomwhat earneſtlye bent not to redelyver it : I ſaid, 
that, conſyderinge that it is the common uſe in all treatyes of peace to re- 
delyver the places taken yn the laſt warres, and that the Frenche had not 
ſhewed, (as I was enfourmid) nor cowde ſhew no reaſonable cauſe why 
Callais ſhulde not be reſtawrid, therfore it importeth to much to your 
nighneſſe's honnour to make a peace without reſtitution of it; ſpecially 
ſeeing it was not loſt by yow, nor that your nighnes had not begonne the 
ö warre agaynſt Fraunce: and therfore that your Highneſſe, having well 
| debatid and conſyderid the matter with your counſell, had reſolvid and 
determynid to agree to no peace without the reſtitution of Callais. And 
| forbicauſe it ſeemid to me, that they went about to caſt a bone betwixt 
us and the king of Spayne's commiſſioners ; I thought it meete to declare 
it plainely unto theim, that your nighneſle fynding the treatyes made by 
your n ighneſſe's aunceſtres and the mouſe of Bourgundy to be verie neceſ- 
farye for the ſegurits of both partyes, and to have hitherto ben well kept 
and obſervid, yow had lykewiſe determynid to keepe theim; and therfore 
to do nothing in this treatye that by anye meanes might prejudice the ſaid 
confederacy and league with the faid nouſe of Bourgundye, nor to con- 
_ clude anye thing unleſſe the King of Spayne wer likewiſe ſatisfyed. 
HEERUN To the French, having firſt conſultid together, made an- 
ſwer; that Callais beinge of the auncyent patrimonye of Fraunce, and by 
force taken awaye from theim, and by lyke force now recoverid to the 
crowne, there was no cauſe why it ſhulde be reſtawrid againe unto us: 
and that likeas your Highneſſe had cauſid the matter to be well examynid 
and debatid by your cownſell, fo the king their maſter had pourpoſely 
therfore donne that thinge which of longe tyme had not ben donne before 
in Fraunce ; that is to ſay, he had callid together the three Eſtates of the 
realme ; where the matter beinge at length examynid, they, fyndinge rea- 
ſon and law to be cleere ynough on their ſyde, decreed and determynid, 
that by no meanes Callais ought to be redelyverid : wherupon the king 


their maſter, underſtanding that by right and reaſon he ought not to re- '$ 
delyver Callais, had fully reſolvid and determynid not to agree to the re- 'Y 
ſtitution of it: and lykeas we had a greate conſyderation to your nigh- I 


nefle's honnour in this matter; ſo requyrid they, that we wold have lyke 
conſyderation to the king their maſter's honnour ; which cowde not be 
but greatly touchid, yf he ſhulde redelyver ſuch a portion of his realme 40 
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without anye lawfull cauſe. 

WHERUNTo, having conſultid together, we faid, that 8 - 
ſtume commonly obſervid in ſuch treatyes, Callais, having ben taken in 
theeſe laſte warres, ought to be redelyverid ; ſpeciallye conſydering the 


good right that the crowne of England had to Calais, wherunto the 


rrench Kings have had no right at all about the ſpace of two hundred yeres. 
And as for the debating and reaſoninge of that matter by their three x- 
ſtates, we knew not what reaſoninge had ben there; but yf they wald de- 
clare unto us what their reaſons wer, we ſaid, we did nat doubt but we 
wolde ſo anſwer theim, that it ſhulde well appeere, that they wer not ſuch 
as ought to move the king their maſter to determyne not to redelyver 
Callais. The Frenche faid, that they had commiſſion not to debate anye 
more that matter ; for that it had ben ſufficiently debatid betwixt us al- 
readye. There ar, quoth we, but two meanes to proceede in this matter; 


either by reaſon, or by will: yf the King your maſter will uſe onely wyll; 


then have we no more to ſay to it, but lette comme of it what ſhall : ma- 
ry, yf he wold be ordrid by reaſon in this matter; we doubtid not, but that 
we wer able to ſatisfye theim his commiſſioners therin. 

HEERUPON they conſultid againe together; and at the laſt aid unto 
us, that the xing their maſter was a prince of hannour, and knew verye 
well, that he had not ado in this matter with his ſubjects or inferyors, but 
with other king and Queene of like degree as he is; and therfore he never 
hath uſid, nor in this will uſe the waye of will onely, but firſt the waye 
of reaſon ; which he had alreadye uſid with us at Cercamp, where they 
had alledgid to all matters callid in queſtion good 'and ſufficient reaſons, 
and anſwerid to ſuch as wer made to the contrary : and there repetid ſome 
of theim that had ben made before: wherunto we made lyke anſwers as 
wer made before unto the ſame. And having ſpent ſome tyme therabout, 
the French faid, that their reaſons wer good, and not ours; we affirm- 
inge the contrary. Well, quoth the Frenche, yow thinke your reaſons to 
be better then ours, and we thinke the contrary : reſtith nowto know, quis 
crit judex. Mary, quoth we, the matter itſelf is fo evident for us, that be- 
fore all reaſonable men there needith none other judge. The Frenche 
faid, that rather it was fo on their ſyde; and that although they had en- 
trid fomwhat in ſome diſpute with us heerof, yet it was more then they 
ought or thought to have donne; and therfore, for their parte, they wold 
no more reaſon that matter ; but playnely declarid, that they had no com- 


miſſion to talke with us upon the reſtitution of Callais, foraſmuch as the 
King their maſter had fully determynid not to depart from it.. Wherunto 
40 we ſaid, that lykewiſe for our parts, we cowde not conclude nor agree 
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upon a peace with theim without they wolde redelyver Callais. Then, 
quoth the French, muſt things remayne in the ſtate they ar yn: Yf they 
do, the faulte ſhall not be in us, quoth we. Wherupon we att ſtill for a 
while, and no word was ſpoken on both ſydes. 

AT the laſt the conſtable faid; Yf we entende to comme to anye peace, 
lette us devyſe ſome good meanes Fw with the tyme we maye comme 
to it. As how? quoth we. Mary, quoth the conſtable, either lette us 
leave the matter of Callais, and agree for the reſt ; reſerving that matter 
to be diſcuſſid at better leaſure: or elles lette us make a truce for three or - 
four yeres, and the meane ſeaſon that matter maye be diſcuſſid. But yt 10 
was anſwerid, that we had no commiſſion to agree to either of theſe ways; = . 
which both made for their pourpoſe, and nothing for ours. Fynally we, | 


- perceyving theim to perſiſt ſo earneſtlye in this matter, ſaid, that for our 


parts, ſeeinge we had on both ſydes gone as far as yt ſeemid we cowde, 
we thought the beſt wer, that on both ſydes we did wryte home, they to 
the king their maſter, and we to your Highneſſe, of that was paſ; betwixt 


us. Wherupon they made ſome difficultye ; ſayenge, that it wer but la- 


bour loſt, ſeeing we perſiſtid in the demaunde of Callais. But fynally we 


fayenge, that this was our firſt meetinge, and that it wer not amiſſe, we / 1 

did on both ſydes at ſome better leaſure conſyder what had ben reaſonid 20 4 3 
and talkid of that daye; we all roſe up. And then menn began to talke 7 
aparte: ſome with the pucheſſe ; the cardinall of Lorraine with the zuſ- 1 
ſhoppe of Ely and the peane of Cantorbury ; but of no matters of impor- I 
taunce. But I the Lord chamberlayne drew aparte with the conſtable : q 

and having talkid a while of olde acquaintaunce, and of matters chauncid 


while I was in Fraunce, at the laſt we entrid into our matters of the treaty 
of peace. And forbicauſe we had no good tyme to talke therof there ; A 
we appointid to meete the next daye, being Sondaye, in the church, and 
there to talke at better leaſure of it : and as we had agreed, ſo we did. & 

FoR, meeting the next daye in the churche, firſt the conſtable and I 30 4 30 
the Lord chamberlaine talkid together aparte: where the conſtable firſt 4 
declarid the good will which, he ſaid, the king his maſter bare to your 
uighneſſe; and that yow knew, what offers he had made to yow in your 2 
trouble; and how deſyrouſe he was to be in peace with yow ; and what 1 
an aſſurid freind he wolde be to your Highneſſe, yf a good peace wer ones 1 
made: mary, as for Callais, ſeeing that was of the auncyent patrimonye of 
France, and now recoverid by the king his maſter, not in your Highneſſe's 
tyme, nor upon yow, nor by anye warre begon by him, but by the Queene 
your ſuſter, who ſent to defye him in his awne realme ; he cowde by no 
meanes condeſcende to the reſtitution of Callais, nor by no meanes wolde 40 

heere 
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heere therof: but looke what other reaſonable condycions code be de- 
vyſed, he wolde be gladde to agree therunto. 

WHERUNTOo I faid, that your nighneſſe was much deſyrouſe of the 
xinge his maſter's amytye; and to obteyne it, wolde be gladde to do all 
that yow might do with your honnour: mary, that to make a peace with- 
out reſtitution of Callais, contrarye to the uſe of all treatyes of peace made 
by princes of honnour, yow might by no meanes agree to it: and that I 
wondrid much why the king his maſter, who was content to make re- 

# ſtitucion of ſo many places to the king of Spayne and his allyes, made fo 

> 8 10 greate difficultie to redelyver to your xighnes onely that thinge which 

= . yow had fo good and reaſonable cauſe to demaunde of him, | 

TRE conſtable faid, that as for the reſtitucions made to the king of 

Spayne, there wer greate cauſes why they ſhulde be made, conſydering 

the maryaiges which wer made and agreed upon betwixt the rrench 

King's and the king of Spayne's children, and the maryaige agreed upon 

for the puke of Savoye ; which not onely did myniſter a good occaſion 

and coullour why to departe with theeſe places, but alſo it was likely, that 

by theeſe maryaiges ther wold contynue a'firme and trew amitye betwixt 

theim and their children: whereas no ſuch conſyderation cowde have 

20 place betwixt the King his maſter and your xighneſſe, having no chil- 

dren, nor other of your kynne meete to make anye ſuch maryaige withall; 

but rather to the contrarye, your xighneſſe, beinge unmaryed, might 

chaunce to mary either in Spayne or in Almayne, or in ſome other place 

where it ſhall pleaſe yow, to ſuch one as ſhulde be an ennemye to the king 

his maſter : and then to delyver Callais over to comme into his hands, he 

faid, was much lyke as though he, the conſtable, ſhulde delyver his awne 

ſworde to his ennemy to be killid therwith of him ; and therfore the ca- 

ſes wer nothing lyke. And then he layed his hande on his breſt, and 

ſware by the faith of a gentleman, he wold not diſſemble in that matter, 

30 but knew this to be very trew, that the xing his maſter wolde never gyve 

over Callais; and that he wold by no meanes, that that matter ſhulde be 
anye more talkid of. 

3 WHERvPoN I the Lord chamberleyn, thinking it meete, that the zuſ- 

A ſhoppe of Ely and the peane of Cantorbury ſhulde be made pryvy to this 

YN communication, callid theim to it; and ſo did the conſtable call to him 

the zuſſhoppes of Orleans and of Limoges. And there the conſtable uſid 

much like communication againe as is before ſaid: moſt earneſtly affirm- 

inge, that, in that they had the daye before ſomwhat entrid with us into 

ſome debating of the matter of the reſtitution of Callais, they had done 


40 therin contrary to their inſtruQions; for that the xing his maſter wold by

no meanes have theim talke therof, nor to gyve eare to anye treaty of — 
unleſſe Callais remaynid unto him. 

WIE RUN To ve ſaid, that what reaſons had ben made to bringe the 
king his maſter into that perſwaſion we knew not; but that, yf he had 
heard indifferentlye ſuch reaſons as ar to be made to induce him to the 
contrary perſwaſion, we thought aſſuridlye, he wolde not be of that mynde 
which hit appearid by the conſtable's tale that he was yn: and that ſee- 
inge the conſtable did ſo earneſtlye affirme this to be trew, we cowde not 
but beleeve it; although yndeede we had thought before, that he and his 
colleagues had comme to this aſſemblee agayne with farre other inſtruc- 
tions then it ſeemid by his tale they had: and that therfore we wold not 
diſſemble in thys matter with him, but tell him likewiſe the verie truth; 
which was, that we by our inſtructions by no meanes might conclude anye 
peace with theim, ynleſſe Callais wer redelyverid : mary, perceyving now 
by him in what cate the matter ſtoode, which was farre other then your 
nighneſſe lookid for, we wold with ſpeede certifye your Highneſſe of it; 
and the meane ſeaſon till we had anſwer againe, to th'intent we ſhulde 
not be idle, we might entre in communication of other matters which wer 


yet to be diſcuſſid betwixt us. 


Bo r the conſtable anſwerid plainely, that they wold entre into none 
other matter, till they wer firſt aſſurid, that Callais ſhulde not be rede- 
maundid ; for that was the chief thing which they wold firſt be certifyed 
of, afo”z they entrid into other matters: and then aſkid us, when we ſhulde 
have anſwer. Wherunto we ſaid, that we cowde not aſſure him how 
ſoone, forbicauſe of the paſſage of the ſea ; but that it ſhulde not be longe 
a comminge. The conſtable faid, that then they cowde not tarye for it; 
for the tyme of the yere paſſid awaye, and it was tyme for the king their 
maſter to be preparid and in a redineſſe for the warres, if he wer not aſſu- 
rid of the peace: and therfore, unleſſe we wold appointe a certayne tyme, 
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and that verie ſhortlye, they wold not promeſſe to tary for the retourne of 30 | 3c 


th'anſwer. Wherunto we ſaid, we wold appoint a certayne tyme; which 
was, that it ſhulde be donne with as much ſpeede as convenyently cowde 
be made: and this was as certeyne a tyme as we cowde appoint, whether 
they went awaye or taryed. Fynally the conſtable ſaid, that he wolde 
make no promeſſe that they wolde tarye for th anſwer; but that he wold 


talke with the cardinall of Lorrayne yn it, and wolde ſende us worde what 


they entendid to do theryn. 
YN this talke the conſtable went about to uſe certeyne coulours and rea- 


ſons to perſwadę us, that we ſhulde not truſt to the King of Spayne's amy- 


tie: ſayeng, that he had requyrid to have Callais putte in his awne hands 
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as to a ſequeſtre or a depoſitary ; and that yf he might ſo have it, then 
ſhulde we be affurid, that we ſhulde never have it againe. He faid alſo, 
that we ſhulde not truſt to much to his promeſſes, and league that we had 
with him; for we knew how th Emperour had uſid us, when he made his 
peace at Creſpy without us: and, Thinke yow, quoth the conſtable, that 
ſceinge we and they ar almoſt agreed upon all our matters, that they will 
ſpende fowre or five myllions in the warre for your pleaſure? No, no, 
ſaid he, they will ſurely forſake yow, and leave yow in the warre, as they 
have donne. Therfore, quoth the conſtable, lette us ſee to make ſome 
truce, and the meane tyme we will talke of a peace: or elles lette ſome o- 
ther place be appointid for a meetinge, where theeſe men ſhall not lette 
us of our pourpoſe; and there we maye make a good and a ſure peace be- 
twixt us. | 

WHERUNTo we ſaid, that we had hitherto fownde ſuch faith and 
conſtancye in the king of Spayne, that we cowde not miſtruſt his faith; 
and thought, that he wolde not faile to obſerve his treaty with us, as he 
was bownde to do, and as his commiſſioners proteſtid before theim yn 
our preſence he wold do, and as we wolde do to him lykewife. And as 
for a truce to be made, or anye other place of meetinge to be appointid; we 
faid, we had no commiſſion nor powre ſo to do; and that we thought, 
that ſeeinge we be now heereall together, that heere it might beſt be donne. 
This is th effect of the communication had betwixt the conſtable and us 
Sondaye the x11** of this moneth. 

By the premiſſes it ſeemith to appeere, that the French entende not to 
redelyver Callais. Wherfore enſewinge our inſtructions brought by me 
the Lord chamberlaine, we wolde fayne have kept theim ſome commu- 
nication of other matters, till we might have certifyed your nighnes of 
the premiſſes,* But they have made us a playne and dyre& anſwer ther- 
upon, that they will entre into no talke with us ; but that they be firſt re- 
ſolvid, that we ſhall not redemaunde Callais of theim. And whether they 
will tary heere till your nighneſle ſende hither againe, or not, as yet we 
know not ; but we looke for anſwer from theim. So that now we ar at 
a pointe; and can go no farther, till we heere farther your nighneſſeꝰs plea- 
ſure heerupon. : 

AND forbicauſe the King of Spayne's commiſſioners did ſee me the Lord 
chamberlaine talke at the pucheſſe of Lorraine's lodging with the conſta- 
ble, and that our talke in the churche with the conſtable was in the fight 
of the world; we thought we cowde do no lefle, to avoyde all ſuſpycions, 
then to imparte with the puke d'Alva and his colleagues as much of theeſe 


40 communications had with the conſtable, as we thought meete to open 
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unto theim, And for that pourpoſe, I the Buſſhoppe of Ely, by th'agree- 
ment of my colleagues, have ben with theim, and have made rapport un- 
to theim of it : which they tooke in verie good parte, and thankid us har- 
tily for it. Fd 
AnD to ſhew us like gratuity, they told me the ſaid Biſhop, that the 
conſtable, immediatly after we had done our talke in the church, called 
to him two of the puke of Savoye's gentlemen, (the one there preſent, 
called the conte de Strapiano) and willed them to tarry in the church; for 
that he would ſpeake with them : to whom, after our departure thence, 
he ſaid, You have ſcene, that we have talked with theſe Engliſhmen; but 
wie mervaile greatly, what the king of Spaine's commiſſioners meane to 
be ſo earneſt, that they will not go thorough with our matters without 
them. Minde they to lett, that your maſter the puke ſhall not be reſtor- 
ed to his country ; for whoſe reſtitution we have agreed ? Have they no 
regard to thewealle of Chriſtendome, which is ſo ſore troubled with the 
warrs of theſe two princes? Doe they not conſider, how chriſtian reli- 
geon is ſore troubled allmoſt every where, and like to endanger all Chri- 
ſtendome, and cannot be holpen without a peace be taken among theſe 
princes? What neede they alleadge to us the treatyes betwixt them and 
England, whereby they ſay that they cannot agree without their ſatisfac- 
tion? Did not the Emperor at Creſpy make his peace without them, 
and only comprehended them in a generality ? And why might they not 
ſo do now at this time, unleſs they deſire to continue in the warres? In 
caſe they will none otherwiſe doe; we ſhall proteſt, that the cauſe of the 
continuance of theſe warres is in them, and they the cauſe of all the hurts 
and evills that ſhall follow thereof. Hereby, ſaid the puke d' Alva and 
his collegues, you may perceive, as the French doe labour with you to 
diſſever yau from us, ſo do they labour with us to diſſever us from you: 
but aſſure yourſelfe, quoth they, the king will not leave you for any of 
their practiſes: and even now have they required the pucheſſe of Lorraine 
to ſende for us, that they may ſpeake with us aparte; and whatſoever they 
ſhall ay to us, we ſhall truly advertiſe you. 
Tr1s talke of the king of Spaine's commiſſioners was by their com- 
mon aſſent ſo readely told, after the declaration of ſuch parte of the con- 
ſtable's talke with us in the church as was thought meete to be opened 
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unto them, that it ſeemed not to me the ſaid Biſhop any fayned tale: and 
all we ſaw at the time of our communication with the conſtable were the 
ſaid ſerviteurs of the puke of Savoy; and when we ſhould have departed 
together out of the church, the conſtable bid us farrwell, and faid, he had 
to talke with certeine there. And to tell your nighnes plainly what we 40 
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thinke ; we beleeve verely, that the greateſt thing that the French ſeeke 
is to disjoyne your Majeſty from the king of Spaine; or the ing of Spaine 
from you : 2 and fot du with gays 
and ſweet wordes. 


T rx1s x11 daye, about eight ofthe * at nicht, the * of Alva 


ſent a gentleman unto me the Lord chamberlaine, to ſhew-me, that they 
had bene in conference with the French untill it was dark night ; and prai- 
ed me and the reſt of your Majeſtie's commiſſioners to remaine within to- 


morrow, for they would come to us and advertiſe us of their doings with 


the French ; before which time, they thought i it not good to eng away 
our meſſenger into England. 

Tux x111* of this preſent, in the afternoon, came to us the puke Alva, 
the prince of Orange, the count of Melyte, (Ruy Gomez) the Biſhop of Ar- 


ras, and the secretary Courteville ; and declared unto us, that in the long 


communication had the day before with the French at the pucheſle of Lor- 
rayne's lodging, the French commiſſioners declared unto them the effect of 
the communication which was had that morning in the church with the 
conneſtable and the Biſhop of Orleance and Limoges. . . . . . And forbe- 
cauſe we had ſaid, that we could by no meanes conclude any peace with 
them without reſtitution of Callice. .. . . which anſwer we looked not for, 
we would certifye your Highnes of it, and uppon anſwer from your High- 
nes would ſhew them your pleaſure therein; the conſtable ſaid, he had 
demanded us by what time we ſhould have anſwer againe thereuppon ; 
and that we would not appoint them any certeine time: that hereuppon 
the French tooke occaſion to make a great matter of the loſs of time ; and 
that, ſeeing we were not come ſufficiently inſtructed, and ſpecially uppon 
the principall point, it was not reaſon they ſhould leeſe their time here for 
our pleaſure ; and that the matters which they had to debate with us, as 
well of ſuch things as we claymed of them, as of thoſe which they pre- 
tended againſt us, were many and intricate, fo as they would occupy a 
long time: and therefor they would have perſuaded the king of Spaine's 
commiſſioners to goe thorough with their matters; and that either a peace; 
or truce ſhould be made with us; and during that truce or peace, the con 
troverſies betwixt France and us might be debated and ended friendly 
better leiſure: and further uſed ſuch communication as the conſtable had 
uſed that morning with the puke of Savoye's men in the church. 
WHEREUNTo the ſaid King of Spaine's commiſſioners faid that they 
anſwered; that in very deed it was not poſſible for us to appoint a certeine 
time when we ſhould have anſwer againe, forbecauſe of the ſea; which, 


40 going and coming, was fo uncertaine, that no man could be certeine of 
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his paſſage: and that it ſeemed, we were ſufficientiy inſtructed even up- 
pon the principall point; for our inſtructions were to conclude no peace 
without reſtitution of Callice : and although there were many matters to 
be debated betwixt them (the french) and us, yet were they nothing ſo. 
many as the matters which had bene in controverſy betwixt them (the 
xing of Spaine's commiſſioners) and the French ; and yet had they well 
ended and agreed uppon their matters; and that ſo might the French doe 
with us too, if they would : and therefore that it was but in vayne to ſpeake 
of any concluſion of their matters, unleſſe we were fatisfied and agreed 
withall likewiſe ; for they might nor would by no meanes oonclude any 
peace without us: and as for the faulte of the warres, it could not be laid 
to their charges; for the king their maiſter, pitying the miſerable ſtate of 
Chriſtendome, and to reſtore it to peace and quietnefle againe, had bene 
content to agree to divers things greatly to the advantage of the rrench 
King, and prejudicial unto himſelſe; whereby might well appeare, that 
there ſhould be no fault in them if the warre continued. 

WHEREV PPON the French, ſeeing they could not perſwade the xing 
of Spaine's commiſſioners to conclude but that your nighnes were firſt ſa- 
tified, ſaid, they would propone certeine overtures of peace unto them 
for us, which they thought ſhould be honorable for both fides : the which 
were theſe. That the polphin and the een of Scotts being allready mar- 
ried, and likewiſe your H ighnes by all liklchood not like to remaine long 
unmaried; and as well your xighnes as they being of that age, that it is ve- 
ry likely, that you and they ſhall have iſſue very ſhortly : that therefore 
even now agreement be made for the marriage between your Highnes's 
and their children, after this ſort. That the faid polphin's and Queen of 
Scotts eldeſt daughter ſhall marry with your nighnes eldeſt ſonne, who 
with her ſhall have Callice; and alſo, for that marriage's ſake, the faid pol- 
phin and the queen of Scotts ſhall renounce all their pretended right which 
they may clayme to have againſt England: and that your Highnes eldeſt 
daughter ſhall marry with the Daulphin's and the Queen of Scotts 
ſonne ; whereby, for the dowry, the French king ſhall be acquitted of all 
the debts and arrearages which he oweth to your xighnes, and the penſi- 
ons due to your nighnes extincted, and likewiſe all other rights andclayms 
which the kings of England pretend to have againſt the crown of France: 


and that by the meanes of theſe marriages all controverſies ſhal be ended. 


And in caſe it be not thought god d to uſe this way of marriages for paci- 
tying of all controverſies ; that then, for the ending of the controverſy for 
Callice, this way be taken. That a peace and amity be made betwixt 


your Highnes and France: and that, the peace being made, all things that 40 
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ar queſtion be freendly agreed uppon and ended, the French retaining 
the poſſeſſion of Callice for the ſpace of eight-yeres z/(likens; by the treaty 


| betwixt king Henry the v111 and king Frauncys, Boulloign ſhould have 


30 


remained to the ſaid king Henry for the ſpace of eight yeres) and that 
within that time the claymes and rights of both parties be diſcuſſed and 
determined by indifferent arbiters, to be appointed and choſen by the xing 
of Spaine ; ſo that the ſaid arbiters be ſuch as the rrench xing ſhall have 
no juſt cauſe to refuſe: and whether the faid cauſes of recuſation or re- 
fuſing of the arbiters alleadged by the French be reaſonable or not, ſhal 
be judged by the puke d'Alva and other his collegues of this aſſembly. 
THE sE are the overtures propounded by the French; which they re- 
quired the faid puke d Alva and his collegues to declare unto us. But the 
faid Duke and his collegues, having heard theſe overtures, declared unto 
the French, that they thought them not ſuch as wold be received by your 
majeſtie, for divers confiderations : nevertheleſſe, they were content to de- 
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clare them unto us, to ſee how we would like them. Mary, quoth they, 


put the caſe, that theſe were ſuch offers as were not to be miſliked; what 
aſſurance may there be of theſe things to be performed in time to come? 
Mary, quoth the French, there can be no ſtronger bonde then a prince's 
worde: and therefore the ſaid princes ſhal be bound, the one to the other, 
to e theſe things by their promiſſes in verbo regio: and they might 
allſo be bound in pecuniar penalties ; and that be none aſſurance likewiſe, 
but by their word and promiſſe; which is ſufficient. And the faid French, 
pretending to make great haſte to departe hence, required the Puke d Al- 
va, that if we thought it good to ſend theſe offres into England, that he 
would require us to uſe all diligence poſſible to have a ſpeedy anſwer of 
your Highnes pleaſure hereuppon ; for that the tarying here now is only 
for our matters. And to the intent the more haſte might be made, the 
French offred, that, if we would ſend our meſſenger by Calais, they would 
geve him ſufficient ſalfe conduct ſo td doe. The French alſo required the 
faid puke d'Alva and his collegues, that when they talked with us in theſe 
matters, that they would meete with them againe at the bucheſſe of Lor- 
rayne's: which alſo the puke promiſed to doe. This, they ſaid, was the 
effect of the long communication which the French had with them the 
daye before. 
WHEREUPPON we firſt gave thankes to the Duke and his collegues, 
both for the labour and paines they tooke in this matter, and alſo for that 
they ſhewed ſtill their ſtedfaſt good willes towards your Majeſtic and your 
affayres; aſſuring them, they ſhould not faile to find your nighnes as ſted- 


40 faſt and faithfull towardes the king their maſter and his affaires. And as 
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for thie overtures made by the French, we ſaidʒ that though there was much 

to be ſaid againſt them, yet would not we take uppon us to judge of them; 
but were content to ſend them unto your n ighnes, to be conſidered, way- 
ed, and anſwered as you ſhall thinke good; and that we would not faile 
8 to uſe all diligence in ſending away to your nighnes; and would humbly 
beſeech the ſame, that with like ſpeed we might receive anſwer againe : 
mary, as for the ſending by Callice, we ſaid; that for certeine conſidera- 
tions, we thought not meete ſo to doe. The ſaid puke d Alva and his col- 
legues told us alſo, that, after they were departed from the French, they 
did putt the ſaid, overtures in writing, for the more affurance, which the 
French had only declared by mouth ; and being written they ſent them 
to the French, to know whether they were written as the French had de- 
clared them; and the French, having redd the ſame, faid they were the 
ſame: the coppy whereof, written by the secretary Courteville, we ſend 

- your Highnes herewith, 

AFTER the Duke d' Alva and his colleagues had declared unto us what 
communication the French had had with them of our matters, they ſaid; 
that our parte was to conſider, that there appeared now three ways to re- 
cover Callice: the one by the overture of marriages, the other by arbitres; 
vrhich both the French did now offer; the third by the warre. As for the 
firſt; it could not take effect, till ſixteen or ſeventeen yeres hence; and the 
ſecond could not take effect, till eight yeres hence: as for the third, if we 
thought it meete to be uſed; then muſt we firſt conſider, how well we are 
prepared for to maintaine the warres; which cannot be maintained but 
by exceeding great ſommes of mony. They ſaid, we muſt conſider, what 
a great armie the king their maſter had the laſt yere; (which the puke 
of Alva ſaid was the greateſt that ever he ſaw) and at what charges the xing 
his maſter was for the maintainance of it ; and likewiſe what a great navy 


we had on the ſea, joyned with their navy ; and how great the charges 2 
thereof were; and yet how little all this great army and navy annoyed the 30 3 
ennemy: and albeit that two ſuch armies (which peradventure were not 1 

very eaſy to doe) were this yere ſet up againe; yet, the French being pro- 1 

vided for their defence as they were the laſt yere, our two great armies were 2 

not likely to doe much more then they did the laſt yeare: and to continue S 

in the warre for a yeare or two at ſuch exceeding great charges, to ſo little A 

effect and profit, they ſaid, were to be conſidered whether it were meete 

to be done: mary, if we be able to maintaine with them a common warr 4 

for the ſpace of ſix or ſeven yeares ; there were no doubt, but that thereby 3 | 
the common enemy ſhould be brought ſo low, that he muſt needes yeeld 6 ; 
to reaſon, Theſe things, they ſaid, are diligently to be conſidered : there 10 1 

* | 
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is alſo to be conſidered, whether it ſhal be meete for your nighnes, now at 
your firſt comming to the crowne, to continue in warre; or whether it 
ſhal be more neceſſary for you to ſeeke for peace, till your nighnes have 
eſtabliſhed all things in the realme in a good order: and in caſe your nigh- 
nes were rather enclined to peace; then were it to be conſidered, whether 
any of theſe offers made by the French be ſuch as may ſeem to fave your 
honor ſufficiently ; or ells whether any other way can be deviſed whereby 
your honor ſhall not be touched, although Callais be not now redelivered. 
Theſe things, faid they, would be diligently\confidered, and thereupon 
ſuch way taken as ſhal be moſt convenient. 

By the which communication it ſeemed to us, that either theſe men 
are much deſirous of peace, or ells that they doubt whether your n ighnes 
be able to ſuſteine the greate charges requiſite for the maintainance of the 
warre ; which they thinke muſt now be greater then they have ben, if the 
warre ſhall ſerve for any purpoſe. They alſo declared unto us, that the 
King their maſter hath kept all this winter, and yet keepeth in wages greate 
bandes of Allmaines footemen, Swartzreitters and other horſemen, and of 
Spanyards ; which have put him to very great charges: and in caſe the 
warre ſhould not continue, but that your nighnes were more inclined to 
a peace, they would be glad to know it with all ſpeed; to the intent they 
might the ſooner diſcharge the king their maſter of theſe great charges: 
and therefor they likewiſe, for their part, very earneſtly required us, that 
we would with all diligence certifye your nighnes of theſe matters; and 
to pray the ſame, that anſwer may be ſent back againe with like ſpeed : 
wherein we promiſed them to doe the beſt we could. This is the effect 
of the communication which they had with us af this time. 


*A T their departure from us they ſaid, they wold goe ſtreight to the · wa 


pucheſſe of Lorraynes, to meete with the Frenche as they had promiſed ; 
and whatſoever the Frenche ſhulde ſaye unto theim, they wold ſtreight 


ſende us worde of it: which they did yndeede. For within a while after, te » a»x» 
the secretary Courteville came to us; and told us, that they had mette with **"***" 


the Frenche; who aſkid of theim, whether they had declared unto us the 
conditions by theim offrid ; and that the puke anſwerid, that they came 
ſtraight from us. Then aſked the French, how we did lyke theim : where- 
unto anſwer was made, that though we did not lyke theim, forbicauſe 
they wer matters of no lykelihode at all, and alſo forbicauſe that we had 
no commandement to talke with theim, unleſſe Callais wer redelyverid 
out of hand; yet nevertheleſſe we wer content to ſende theim to your nigh- 
neſſe, to be acceptid or rejectid as it ſnulde ſeeme beſt unto yow. Wher- 


40 uppon the French agayne verie carneſtlye requyrid, that all ſpeede poſſi- 
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ble might be made for anſwer in this matter ; for that they had ſpent al- 
readye a longe tyme about this aſſembly; and that the king their maſter, 
yf the peace ſhulde take none effect, wold be preparid and yn a readineſs for 
the warre, as is meete for him to be. And as for us, quoth they, we comme 
ſo fully reſolved of the King our maſter's mynde, that we never neede to 
leeſe one howre yn ſendinge backe to him. Mary, quoth the puke d' Al- 
va, and ſo are we, for our parts, ſufficientlye enfourmed to; and yet, in 
caſe anye difficulty did ryſe of our parte, we maye in one daye advertiſe the 
King of it, and have anſwer from him agayne: and the commiſſioners of 


England have promyſed to uſe all diligence poſſible heerin for their parts; . 


and truſt to have ſhortlye ſuch full inſtructions upon this matter, that no 


farther delaye ſhal be requyrid. This was the errande done to us from the 
puke d Alva by the ſaid Courteville. 

So that it ſeemith by the greate haſt which on all ſydes is requyrid to 
be made in this matter, that unleſſe your H ighneſſe ſende now full and per- 
fict inſtructions in everye pointe that maye fall yn queſtion, that we ſhall 
after this haye no time to require farther inſtruction at your nighneſs's 
hande ; wherby the hole matter might chaunce to be broken off without 
anye good effect of this longe meeting. Wherfore it may pleaſe your nigh- 
neſſe to conſyder this matter, as the weight of it requyrith; and, your plea- 
ſur knowne, we ſhall endeavour ourſelfes the beſt we can to perfourme the 
ſame accordinglye. We cannot perceyve hitherto, but that the king of 
Spayne's commiſſioners uſe themſelfes freendlye and faithfullye towards 
your Highnefſs's matters yn all their conferences with the Frenche ; and 
{till perſiſt yn one tale, that they will conclude nothinge, but that your u igh- 
neſſe be firſt ſatisfyed. 

FYyNALLY, if it maye ſtande with your highneſs's pleaſure, we wolde 
be gladde t underſtande by the next, what we and every one of us ſhall do 
when this aſſemblee breaketh up heere ; which is lyke to be in few dayes 
after that anſwer ſhall comme from your nighneſſe. And thus we pray 
God longe to preſerve your Highneſſe yn health, all honnour and felicite.

F1RsTE,whereasyow have verie wyſely folowed the tenour of your for- 
mer inſtructions, touchinge the principall poynte of the reſtitution of Cal- 
layes, as farr as the ſame was geven yow in charge; and yet thereof nothing 
avaylable hathe enſued, by reaſon of the Frenchmen's peremptorines: we 
have therfore thowght mete to enlarge your authoretie therein, accordinge 
to the matter apparant to us upon tha longe and good diſcours 2 
in yours lettres of the x1v* of this inſtant, as folowethe. 

ALLTHOWGHE it ſemeth by the diſcours of the puke of Alva, that our 
good brother the xinge of Spayne meaneth not to conclude with the French 
any peace withowt our ſatisfaction: yet doth he, the ſame puke, ſo ſett 
foorthe th'exces of charges in the laſt yere's warres, paſt withowt any no- 
torious dammage to the. enemie, and the continuance of the lyke ; that, 

unles the warres myght be made by comen aſſent to continue fix or ſe- 
ven yeres, it wold doo little good to-bringe the enemie to cum to reaſon : 
whiche cawſeth us to take it for a lykelyhod of a great diſpoſition in them 
to peace, if the lacke of owre ſatisfaction ſhold not therein ſtay them. 
Fox deciphring whereof, ye ſhall at the firſte declare unto them, that ye 
did wryte unto us, accordinge to your appoyntment, all that had paſſed be- 
twene you and them and the Frenche; and eſpeciallie of the peremptorie 
refuſall of the Frenche to reſtore Callayes: and in that poynte, yow per- 
ceiveby our anſwere, we thinke it ſoſtrange, that the Frenche ſholde ſo per- 


ſiſte; and the matter of Callays ſo to touche not only us, butallſo wre whole 


realme in honour, that if we myght ſee the wayes how to recover the ſame, 


with one or two or ſomwhat more yeres continuance in comen warres, by 


the meanes of the power ofour good broother, we wold ratheradventure that 
difficultie, and thereto aſſay the good willes of all our realme, then to paſſe 


over the recovery of that our auncient poſſeſſion of Callayes, upon the ſtout- 
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nes and the bragge of the Frenche; being herto not a little provoked by the 
daylie, commun, and earneſt motions of all the states of our realme, ſeek- 


inge nor deſyringe anie thinge ſo much as the reſtitution thereof: and fo 
ye ſhall conclude; and ſtandinge and reſting well hereupon, as ye ſhall 


ſe occaſion, requyre theire oppinions and advyſes herein. 

By this meanes ſhall ye beſt perceive the verie diſpoſition of the ſaid puke 
and his collegues; for, if they ſhall not diſhorte yo herein, we wold, the 
Frenche ſhold be ones attemptedageine, and perceivethat ye arre as perem- 
ptorie to demande it as they to deny it. But if ye fynde the puke d'Alva and 
his collegues not ready to animate yow in the proſecution of the demand 
of Callayes; but that yow maye dowbt of theire remiſſnes herein, and that 
they might be tempted to conclude theyr peace withowt our ſatisfaction : 
then maye yow requyre them to conſider and earneſtlie to waye, how the 
remayninge of Callayes in the Frenche King's handes dothe and ſhall here- 
after more annoye and endaunger the countie of Flanders then our coun- 
tries; (which poynt yow may enlarge as ye ſee cawſe, as indead the truth 
dothe beare it) and therefore, in that reſpecte, our good brother and they 
his Miniſtres owght to perſiſte with us by all maner of meanes for the de- 
mand and recoverie thereof. To which end yow ſhall requyre them to y- 
magen the caſe to be theires, and geve yow lyke advyſe herin for your pro- 
cedinges as they would receive in the lyke caſe: faing unto them on our 
behalf, that we have ſuch truſt in them by their procedinges hetherto, and 
ſpecially in the Kinge's their maſter and our good brother, that herein we 
have willed yow to uſe their advyſes. 

IrEx, if they ſhall ſeme unable or unwilling to deviſe any waye mete to 
this ende; then ſhall you ſhew them, that, rather then all Chriſtendom 
ſhould remain in this miſerable eſtate of warres, and that our good brother 
for our only reſpect ſhould lacke the fruit of peax, we wil be content toyeld 
in ſum part of our juſt and reaſonable deſyer : adding this therto, that we 
would it ſhould not be forgotten, what diſcommodities may herafter com 
to that countrey of Flaundres by the lacke of Callays; which ſhall not be 
imputed to us. And therfore one of yowalone, or all together, may take oc- 
caſion to remembre to the puke or to one of his collegues, whom ye thinke 
meteſt, that in the ending of all controverſyes neither parties have their hole 
willes; and in ſum part get contented, and in ſum otherwayes: and ſo ifany

of them could deviſe any convenient mediation t appeaſe the inconvenience 


of this mattier of Callais betwene us and the French, they ſhould be th au- 
thours of a great good; and that rather more to themſelſs for the Lowe-coun- 
treys, then for us; being, as they know, well ſeperate from the French by ſeas. 

Ir nothing be invented by them herin; then may yo ſaie, that of many 


other 
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other evell conditions this may ſeme not the worſt: that it might be devi- 
ſed, for us to have the towne and porte of Callays, with ſuche grounds and 
territorys as be within the May river from Newneham-bridge eaſtward to- 
wards Flaunders, and the Frenche to retayn in their poſſeſſion the hole coun- 
tye of Güyſnes, being without that river, and all the high countrey from 
Newneham-bridge weſtward towards Fraunce; and that by the ſurunding 

or otherwys, all paſſages towards the countrey of Fraunce might be utterly. 

for ever taken awaye. Wheruppon might enſue good to usall three; tous 
firſte, the poſſeſſion of the haven; to our good brother the king catholick, a 

10 ſeperation from his auncient ennimie; to the rrenche xynge, by the inun- 
dation of the lowe countrie about Newneham-bridge that ſhall remayn in 
our poſſeſſion, and the ſtopping ofall paſſage, a forbearing ofall invaſions to 

be made herafter by us and our nation uppon him, andalſoacontinualltran- 
quillity of ſuche frequent controverſyes that were wont to aryſe for lymits, 
and were uſually occaſions and rowtes of warres betwene them and us: be- 
ſide the revenue and the grete commoditees of the ſayd high contreye com- 

1 ming therby to the Frenche, ſo alſo ſhould the rrenche nation remayn ſatis 
3 fied of all dowbts of Engliſhe invaſions that have ben cuſtumably made by 
the waye of Callays. This deviſe muſt be circumſpectly both opened and or- 
» = 20 dered; that it may ſeme to come of the king of Spayne's miniſters onlie, and 
1 to be moved indifferently both to yow and the rrenche commiſſioners, as a 

thing to be as much at the firſt miſliked of yow as of the Frenche. 

Irn, if this ſhall either not ſeme mete to yow to be furthered, (as indede 
it isbut an harde choiſe, and yet better then none) or if being moved ſhall not 
take place with the Frenche; then, of other evill conditions this that follow- 
eth, and hath ben offred by the Frenche, maye be mocyoned by the puke 
d Alva or his collegues: for ſuche is the nature of either of theis twoo moty- 
ons, that indede they be meter to be preſſed by ſome thirde; then by your- 

FD ſelves: and that is, that ye ſhall accord towards the ſecond motion of the 
oO 30 Frenche; that is, topermitt Callays to remayn in the hands ofthe Frenche 
"M | forv, v1, v11, or vill yeres, or for as few as may be; with ſpeciall proviſion 
for the reſtitution therof at the end of the ſaid yeres, uppon ſuche recom- 
pence as ſhal be appointed by the arbiters to be named and appointed by the 
King of Spayn: and ſo further the ſame to be allowed as the Frenche them- 
ſelfs have deviſed. And for example herof, ye may do well to conſider the 
like compact in the treatie of anno 1 546 for Boulloyn ; the copie of which, 
bicaus we doubt whether ye have or no, we do ſend you at this preſent. 
ITEM, ye ſhall alſo in this part referre all differences and claymes for the 
Ee titles to the penſions and arrerages to the jugement ofthe ſaid arbiters; con- 
40 40 dicionally, that if they ſhall not determine the fame, then to N in 
9 the ſtate wherein now they do.

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Irzu, ye mult neceſſarily forſee, and ſo declare at the firſt to the puke 
& Alva and his collegues, that all your labour ſhal be ſpent in vayn with the 
French, if ye do not alſo conclude a peax for us with Scotlande : for cer- 
tayn it is, as ye all three know, that the greateſt burthen of thies our warres 
reſteth uppon Scotlande, and be daily like, if they contynue, to be greater 
and greater. Thus we be occaſyoned to write, bycaus we do not perceive by 
any your writtings,cither at this tyme or heretofore, whether there be there 
any authorit6 in the French to conclude for Scotland, like as ye have ſpeci- 
all commiſſion for the ame. And yet, rather then the hole mater ſhuld 
break for lacke of preſent treatye therof in that place, ſo as ye may ſee the 
French well and plainly diſpoſed therto, ye may ſay to the ſayd puke d'Al- 
va and his collegues; that if it may be well and ſurely provided in their trea- 
tyesand ours alſo with the Frenche, that a peax ſhal be concluded betwene 
us and Scotland within one moneth or twoo, with ſuch termes as therby the 
fort of Aymouth, builded contrary to the laſt treatic with Scotland, may be 
razed, or els the ſayd treatyes to be voyde as well on the part of our ſaid good 
brother the king catholick as on ours; then we be contented, for the furthe- 
raunce of this commun tranquillite, to authorize you, and fo we do by this 
our inſtruction authorize you, to conclude with the French er to 
your former commiſſion and this our preſent charge. 

FINALLY; bicaus we ſee the French very peremptory, both for their ta- 
rying and their treatie; and that we cannot conveniently, by reaſon of your 
diſtance, impart any mo particularites of our mind ; we do referre the con- 
ſiderations of all other occurrents, and the utteraunce and order of thies our 
articles of charge, to your diſctetions and wiſedoms: who, being in this cace 
our moſt inward counſaillours, and not ignorant of the ſtate of our realme 
having ben moch weakened of late with ſicknes, death, and loſs by warres, 
can very well conſider, howuntnete it is for us to contynue in thies maner of 


wWuarres, if we may be other wayes provided of a peax like to contymque; and 


how fitt it is and neceſſary to have peax: wherof we do make you, and ſhall 
accompt you our principall miniſters; praing you to bende your hole indu- 
ſtrie therunto, and ſpecially to preſerve the good amitie betwen us and our 
ſaid good brother the xing of Spayn ; from whom, you may aſſure his vi- 
niſters, no police or ſuttiltè of the French ſhall diſſever us. 
Andalthowgh we do in thies our inſtructions by phraſe of writing pre- 


ſcribe this or that to be ſayd, either to the king of Spayne's commiſſioners 


or to the French, or in this order or in that: yet bicaus the tyme will not 
ſuffer any new or further inſtructions; and for that there may appere un- 
to youe in the'treatye herof ſome occaſions to ariſe that might move you, 
fot our purpos, to varye from the phraſe of our ſpeche, or to procede in this 
chardg with ſum other order then is here preſcribed ; we do, and be content- 
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ed, uppon th aſſured knowledg of your good wiſedoms, to authorize you 
to alter herin either the phraſe, or the order in utteraunce, or the forbear- 
ing of ſum part herof, as ſhall beſt ſeme to tende to the muterof peax; witts 
ſuch honour as the di of the tyme may beare. 

AND ifin the herof, after ye have done dhe beſt uid uniainace 
ye can in your wiſdoms to cornpas this peax, according to the premiſſes, botfi 
with Fraunce and with Scotlande, ye ſhall perceve, that either the French 
will not cum to the laſt offer in reaſonable ſorte of leaving of Callaysat cer- 
teyn yeres ende; or if in thetreatye of Scotlandethey will not aceord to have 
Aymouth raſed, but will atterly break of: we do gyveyou authorite, at the 
very laſt end, being as loth therto as may be deviſed, rather then to conty- 
nue thies warres, to make the peax as ye beſt and mooſt honorably maye, 
and as the difficulte of the tyme may ſerve; ſo that we may have certainly 
peax with Scotland, with reſervations of our claymes, as well to Callays as 
to all other our titles, penſions, and arrerages hertofore due by Fraunce ; 
which may be ordred by convenaunt, to be decided and treatid uppon her- 
after by ſar good meanes, betwene us and then. 

An y although we have in this laſt article deſcended, for reſpect fone 
and for avoydaunce of warres, to the very laſt oonſyderation that can beany , 
wiſe deviſed in this mater: yet conſydering that hereby the opinion may 
grow in our realme, upon the not recovery of Callays, that we have not fo 
well folowed th'obteyning therof, nor ben ſo well adviſed as we might have 
in this treatye recovered the ſame, although the truth is indede otherwiſe ; 
therfore if ye ſhal be forced to cum therto, and ſee no other deviſe to th ob- 
teyning of peax, yet we woold ye ſhuld by the meanes of the ſayd puked*Al- 
va or ſum of his collegues ſo deale with the French, as they might themſelfs 
be content to ſtaye the treatye, until ye might ſend a currour hither to have 
our laſt reſolution hereto : which, ye may ſaye, ſemeth neceſſary to be im- 
parted to the nobilite and th'other states aſſembled now in parliament; 
whoſe contentations is very requiſite herin, bicaus of the ſatisfaction of the 
hole realme, that lyveth in expectation of the recovery of the ſame towne. 
And if ye fynde it not poſſible to ſtaye the French by no maner of meanes 
in this behalf; then, rather then to make a full breach, and a continuance 
of thies warres, you may doas we have authorized you before: uſing as ma- 
ny good proviſions and reſervations of our rights and titles, namely to Cal- 
lays for opinion ſake, and alſo to all other things uſually provided and re- 
ſerved in ſuch like treatyes, as ye maye poſſible. 

AND touching the treatye for peax with Scotlande; if ye cannot have it 
there perfectly concluded at this preſent, which we mooſt deſyre, but ſhal 
40 be forced of neceſſitè tomakeproviſion for the ſame by convenaunt and pact, 
as well betwene the King of Spayn and the French, as betwene us and the 


o Bl 
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French, to be don ſhortly after: we think it yet neceſſary, if ye can any 
wayes bring the French therto, to have hoſtages delyvred for the perfor- 
maunce of the ſayd convenaunts and pacts; wherin,we think, ye may very 
reaſonably preſſe them, And for the nombre orqualites of the ſayd hoſtages, 
to be either French or Scotts; although we woold for aſſuraunce have the 
beſt choyſe, yet, rather then to preſcribe youe any ſuchcertayntye as ye ſhall 
not be able to obteyn, conſydering the tyme will ſuffer no new ſendyng hi- 
ther, we do gyve and leave full authorite to your wiſedoms to do the beſt ye 
can therin; either for th obteyning of any at all, or none at all, or of ſuch 1 
nombre, or ſuch qualified men, as beſt may ſeme to you there mete and poſ- 10 : ; 
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ſible to be obteyned: and in that behalf we ſhall accept your doings in good 
part, and with contentation ; knowyng your good willes to be ſuch as ye / 
will travell for the beſt, and your wiſedomes in this behalf not inferior to a- = " 
ny other our counſaillours that in ſuch cace can gyve us beſt counſaill. | 
AND touching thedeviſe of the ymagined mariages betwen Scotland and 6 
us; although we think the ſame wayed very light in your conſyderations, 4 
yet, for the confirmation of your opinions therin, we think the fame ſcant 4 


worth the utteraunce ofthe French or the hering ofus: and yet if the French | 4 
ſhall ſeme to require any aunſwer therto; ye may ſaye, that herafter uppon . 
Godd's goodnes ſhewed in gyving ſuch fruit of childern as the ſayd deviſes 20 
doc preſume, the ſame may then ſerve for good purpoſs of corroboration of 
amities.

Cane yn Normandy. 

I Have here lernyd off a Burgonion, that aboute the xx of thys preſent 
the puke off Savoye, accompeny'd with the pukes of Alva and d'Arcos, 
the erynce of Orenge, and Ru Gomas, dothe departe frome Bruxells to- 
wards the rrenche cowrte. He ſayethe alſo, that the cownte off Feria 
dothe verie ſhortly departe Englond, and ſhall have the conduQynge of 
the rrenche xyng's dowghter Madam Elyzabeth ynto Spayne.

R Secretary, it maie like youe tunderſtand, that this day about 


ten of the clocke mr Wotton and I toke ſhipping at Dover, and 
arrived here at this towne about four in the afternone : where, for that 
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at Dover we could not have convenient ſhipping for our horſes, wherof Oer. 


we left part behind us, I judge, we ſhal be faine to tary ſomwhat longer 
then we wold, till their arrivall. 

Wr met here with sir George Howard in his retorne; who, happening 
to miſſe My Lord chamberlaine by the way, declareth, that as farre as he 
can underſtand, it wil be ſixe daies before Monſieur de Montmorency 
and the reſt wil be here. Becauſe My Lord chamberlaine ſent word unto 
us to Dover from hens, that as yeſternight the french commiſſioners 
wold have bene at Bullene (wherof I ſumwhat mervalled, conſidering 
that we heard nothing of Mr Howard); I thought good to ſend wr Kil- 
ligrew over to Callice to Monſieur le viſdame de Chartres, ſuppoſing by 
that meanes to learne ſomme more certainty of theſe maters; who likewiſe 
met with us at our arrivall here. 

Mx Dive, this bearer, enformeth me of the caſſing of the rrenche 
King's ſouldiors; and that it is thought, that theFrenche meane peaxe in- 
dede, for as yet there is non other apparaunce. Mary, it is conjectured, that 
they have ſomme enterpriſe in hand towards Scotland ; which is rather 
gathered by diſcours and conjecture, then by any certainty of proviſion 
that waies or otherwiſe: the circumſtances of which intelligence, becauſe 
the ſaid bearer can further declare unto youe, I omit to write; remitting 
the conſideration therof to his declaration and your judgement. 
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IAM certainly enformid, that about the number of fifty thouſand per- 
ſones in Gaſcoigne, Guyen, Angieu, Poictiers Normandy, and Main, 
have ſubſcribed to a confeſſion in religiom conformable to that of Geneva; 
which they mind ſhortly to exhibit to the King. There be of them diverſe 


perſonages of good haviour : and it is ſaid amongſt the ſame, that after 


they have delivered their confeſſion to the king, that the spiritualty of 
Fraunce will do all they can to procure the king, to the utter ſubverſion 
of them: for which cauſe, they ſay, the spiritualty ſemeth to be ſo glad of 
peaxe, for that they may have that ſo good an occaſion to worke their 
feate. But on th'other ſide theſe men minde, in caſe any repreſſing and 
ſubverſion of their religion be ment and put in execution againſt them, 
to reſiſt to the deathe : and like as, ſay they, the spiritualty of Fraunce 
taketh this tyme as propice for the ſubverſion of religion; fo the qQuene's 
Majeſte hath the like for the ſetting forthe of the ſame, 

I UNDERSTAND likewiſe, that the Frenche king of late, having over- 
moche exerciſed himſelf at tenis and other paſtime, was driven into a diſ- 
eaſe wherwith he hathe heretofore bene uſed to be troubled, called by 
them vertigo; and at this tyme was in great daunger therby : but now 
heis well recovered againe, and remayneth at Paris. 

THe puke of Savoye repaireth into Fraunce to be maried : the puke of 
Alva, the puke of Argus (who hath maried the conte de Feria his ſuſter) 
and the prince of Orange, are in commiſſion for ratification of the treaty 
on King Philip's part. After which, it is thought, the conte de Feria ſhall 
follow for the ſpeciall conduction of the Frenche king's doughter, fianced 
to King Philip, into Spaine ; and that the ſaid puke with the commiſſio- 
ners are loked for in the court of Fraunce, about the laſt of this preſent. 

Kins Philip kepeth a good part of his men of warre ſtill. It is faid to 
be for the placing of the pucheſſe of Lorreine and her next heire in the 
kingdome of Denmark; for that ſhe is taken to be right heire therunto, 
after the dea the of th' old xing who is deceaſed in priſon. 

THe viſdame hath intelligence, that xing Philip, at his departure into 
Spaine, mindeth to leave the puke of Parma his Regent in the Lowe-coun- 
tres. The ſaid viſdame writeth unto me, that he departeth from his charge 
at Callice within theſe three or four daies; and that there dothe ſuccede 
him one Monſieur de Loches, who is covernor of Maryburg and leaveth 
the charge. 

BesIDEs Monſieur de Montmorency, there commeth over a yonger 
ſonne of the coneſtables: wherof I thought good to give youe knowledge; 


for that I could wiſhe, in myne opinion, that there were ſomme ſpeciall 
interteignment 1 towards him, and alſo ſomme convenient preſent pre- 40 
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pared for him, as well as for the reſt of the commiſſioners, at his depar- 
ture: which thoughe it be extraordinary, yet the conſtable muſt nedes 
take it very thankfully ; and it may ſerve the quene's Majeſte to ſomme 
other purpoſe, a great deale more then the value of the preſent given. 

IT may like youe further tunderſtande, that there came a Frenchman 
in cumpeny with sir George Howard, who is noted to be as great and 
as fine a practiſer as any is in Fraunce ; whoſe deſire is ſpecially to paſſe 
over with him into Englande. I thinke, he ſhall loſe his cumpeny. Ma- 
ry, Ijudge, he wil be ſhortly in Englande. And to avoid the worſt, sir 
George hathe bene warned of him by one of my traine. The colour of 
his coming over (as farre as I can learne) is a mater in the admiralty, 
and to buy ſomme Engliſhe geldings for th admirall : wherof I thought 
good to give youe knowledge, to th' intent, that bothe his haunt maie be 
noted, and alſo hede taken that he do as litle harm as may be. His name 
I cannot learne; but I thinke, that Brian Phitzwilliams can enforme youe 
therof. Neyther do I know, whether he hath bene in England fince the 


_ concluſion of the peaxe or not: as I thinke, he hathe: which may by

ſomme circumſtance be learned there at his lodging, or otherwiſe. And 
becauſe this thing may be the more certainly learned at Brian Phitzwil- 
liams handes, it may like youe to cauſe him to be aſked this queſtion: 
that is, What man it is, and of what ſorte, that he, before his comyng over 
out of Fraunce into Englande, underſtode ſhuld comme over thither to 
be a ſecret practiſer. 

Sim, for that this bearer, Mr Dive, hath bene, by meanes of his long 
impriſonement in. Fraunce, brought to great hinderaunce, and a great 
deale more charge then he is hable to beare; knowing him to be a man 
who hathe many good parts in him, wherby he is of habilite to do the 
quene's Majeſte ſome ſervice; I am bould, the rather in reſpect therof, 
(beſides my private good will towards him) to beſech youe, in ſuche 
things as he ſhal be a ſuter unto youe for, to ſtand his good maſter and 
frend as youe may, the rather for my fake ; and to uſe likewyſe ſomme 
good meanes to Monſieur Montmorency, and the reſt that comme over at

per with him: nevertheles we toke our ſelfes to our owne lodgings, and 
ſo departed from him. | 
Tuls evening we be arrived at Abbeville : where it was our chaunce 
to mete with two gentlemen, wr Florence (whome I judge youe do well 
know) who hathe heretofore ſerved xing Henry th' eight in his warres, 
and King Edward in an ambaſſade to the King of Denmarke. Beſides that 30 
he is recommended by the conſtable to Monſieur de Montmorency, to 
conduct him with others into Englande ; he hathe (he ſayethe) a ſute to 
make for certaine money dew unto him, both for his ſervice in the quene's 


_ Majeltie's father's tyme, and alſo for his ambaſſade into Denmarke; wher- 
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in it may like youe to beare him your favour, and to helpe him to kiſſe 
her Majeſtie's hand, and to becomme knowen unto her. Th' other gen- 
tleman, Mr Melvin, departeth from the court there into Scotland, and 
is in like maner well liked of the conſtable. His defire is, after he hath 
ſen the Quene's Majeſte, to have a paſport for his paſſage into Scotland; 
from whens (he hath told me) he dothe retorne backe into Fraunce in 
the cumpeny of the quene powaiger, who is ſuppoſed here ſhall paſſe 
throughe Englande. I beſeche youe, sir, for that they be bothe of them 
men by whome I may in ſomme things further her Majeſtie's ſervice 
during myne abode here, to give them good wordes, and to ſhew them 
your favour; and alſo to furniſhe the ſaid Melvin with a worde or to in a 
letter, for his better uſage and intreating by the way to Scotland warde ; 
which, in myne opinion, may ſtand the Quene's Majeſte in ſomme ſtede. 

I UNDERSTANDE, that the Marques de Boeuf his going into Scotland 
is ſtaied for a tyme, and nevertheles determined to take place upon the 
Quene Dpowaiger's arrivall in Fraunce. He taketh with him bothe men of 
conduct and alſo ſomme men of warre ; and it is thought, his ſtay ſhall 
not be long. 

We met, beſides Monſieur de Montmorency, at Monſtreul, Monſieur 
de Vielleville and Noailes, with the conſtable's yonger ſonne Monſieur 
de Thorey, and diverſe others; for the furniture of whoſe traine they de- 
maunded of us three hundred horſes. Becauſe the hoſtaiges came not in 
compeny with Monſieur de Montmorency, (wherof I ſumwhat mervail- 
led) I toke occaſion to preſſe de Noailes therewithall; who anſwered me, 
that they were in arredines, and wolde comme in poſt, and mete with 
the reſt of the traine at their embarquing : and this day, by the way we 
met with the Marques de Neille and his cariages going to Bolein ward; 
and are done t'underſtand, that the reſt wold be here this night; whoſe 
arrivall we do not yet knowe. And thus, with my dew commendations, 


clocke at night.

R Secretary, it may like youe tunderſtand, that mr Wotton and I 
arrived this x1x of May at Amyens, where we found My Lord 
chamberlaine and his traine. And after we had a while remained to ſhifte 
us at our lodgings, and were ready to goo to viſit My Lord chamberlaine; 
there came unto us the elder brother to Noailes who ſhal be reſident in 
England, who conducted us to My Lord chamberlain's lodging. Where 
when we met together, he declared unto us againſt his lodging, that Nan- 
toillet, who is appoincted one of the hoſtages in/the treaty (and indede, 
next to Monſieur de Candall, is the chefeſt and beſt of them) had lately a 
miſhap, whiche ſhold ſtay him here: and that was ; that foraſmoch as 
one Monſieur de Cleremont, Lieutenant to th' admirall, had maried his 
mother; the mater way ſo miſliked on his part, as his miſlyking (as they 
were in cumpeny) being declared with ſome extremite, the mater grew 
to that point, that the ſaid Cleremont gave Nantoillet a boxe on the eare. 
Wherupon, ſayethe Noailes, Nantoillet toke himſelf fo diſhonored, as he 
faid he could not, being ſo touched, take upon him in ſo great a mater 
as this was to go for an hoſtage, till ſuch tyme as he were revenged: for 
which purpoſe, and to fave his honor, he made ſute to the king to be diſ- 


miſſed of that charge; which is, for that reſpect, graunted him: and fo 


he remaynethe at home, and ſhall not comme over. 

AND now for that I cannot underſtand, that any other is appointed 
in his place; and becauſe I perceive the twoo Marqueſes not to be altoge- 
ther ſufficient, havyng both of them brought themſelfs almoſt to bank- 
rupt; and that Nantoillet, thoughe not of ſo great name and degree, is 
equivalent to them bothe; and therfore do ſumwhat doubt the ſupply- 
ing of the place with ſo good a one as Nantoillet : albeit bothe My Lord 
chamberlaine and mr Wotton herd Noailes tale, as well as I, and can 
better way the conſideration therof then I can; yet I thought it my part 
to give advertiſment herof ; and the rather, for that I have th' oportunite 
of this bearer r Guydo Cavalcant, who is this evenyng arrived here in 
poſt ; beſeching youe to enforme the qQuene's majeſte of this mater, and 
to helpe, that I may have ſuche inſtruction for my uſage in this mater, as 
ſhal be thought beſt for the quene's Majeſtie's ſervice in this behaulf. 

Ma Secretary, though I may perhaps ſeme to paſſe my commiſſion, 
in ſemyng to take upon me more then Ihave charge to do: yet waying 
with myſelf, that the ſaid mr Cavalcant (to th uttermoſt of my know- 
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led x) hathe in this at treaty ſo demeaned him, in ach fort as his 


eee to do that ſhuld ſerve for the quene's Majeſties 


honor; and youe yourſelf knowe, that he hathe therin taken great paines; 
wherupon it is to be judged, that he (following th example of others 
who heretofore have travailled in like caſes) will loke for fomme recom- 
pence, eyther in ſomme preſent rewarde, or elles a penſion ; I could no 
leſs do, then put youe in remembraunce herof; remitting the conſidera- 
tion therof to your wiſdome. And thus, with my dew commendations, 
I take my leave of youe. From Amyens this xix of May 1 559.

Cavalcant's arrivall at Amyens (where uur Wotton and I overtoke 41559 
My Lorde chamberlaine) I had thought to have diſpeched the letter her yaa 
incloſed unto youe. But foraſmoch as his ſpedines was ſuche, as he was 


20 departed before I could either ſpeake with him or ſend unto him for the * —_ 


carying of the ſame letter; I had, till now, no commodite to ſend unto 
youe: which happening by meanes of My Lord chamberlain's diſpeche of 
one thither, I could no lefle do but viſit youe herwithall; ſignyfying ther- 
by unto youe, That ſince our being at Amyens, after we were arrived at 
Clerimont to bed, My Lord chamberlaine had there word ſent him to 
take Chantelly (a houſe of the conneſtable's) in his way; which he did 
the day following: and there we dined at the conneſtable's charge. Before 
we arrived there, Monſieur de Boiſſy, le grand Eſcuyer, met with us, and 
conducted us thither; and after diner accompanied us to Luzars, where 
zo we reſted that night, and were by him invited to ſupper. This day, the 
XX 111 of this preſent, (ſtill accompanied with the faid de Boiſſy) we tooke 
in our waye an other houſe of the coneſtable's, named Equan ; where 


100 
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likewiſe we dined, and had great chere, all at the coneſtable's charges, 


From whens (in our waye towardes Paris) arriving at St Denis, two 
leagues of, we were deſired to alight; as we did, and ſawe ſuch things as 


were there to be ſeen. Which done, after we were comme within half a 


mile of Paris, there met with us the puke de Monpenſier of the blood 
royall, the puke de Longueville, and le comte Brian, with diverſe other 
gentlemen of noble houſes; in whoſe company, and the ſaid Boiſſis and 
Noyailes, we rode directly to the court; and furthwith, upon our alight- 
ing, we were brought into the xing's chamber: where we founde him, 
the xing polphin, the coneſtable, Monſieur de Guiſe, and certaine other 
of his privy counſaill. 

To whome after My Lord chamberlaine had done the quene's _ 8 
commendations as aperteigned, and had ſtaide a while theire; we were 
brought throughe the King's garderobe into a chamber, where were togi- 
ther the rrenche quene, her doughter hanced to King Philip, Madame 
Claude puches of Lorrein, and the King's. s yongeſt doughter named Ma- 
dam Marguerite: to whome, in like maner, were done the quenis Ma- 
jeſty's commendations accordingly. The scottiſhe quene and thei King's 
ſuſter were abſent ; whome we have not ſeen as yet, for that (as it is ſaid) 
they be ſumwhat ſickly. 

Mr Lord chamberlaine is lodged in a houſe of the carde des] ſeaux, 
nere unto the court, and Mr Wotton not farre from him ; who found, 
bothe of them, their lodgings handſomly trymmed and hanged, and are 
at the xing's charges furniſhed of their diet. Notwithſtanding, I, for my 
parte, do not as yet find any ſuche interteignment ; for I am lodged by 
myne owne herbinger, and do make myne owne proviſion for all things. 
Thus moch I have thought good to ſignify unto youe, to th' intent youe 
may the better conſider (in caſe they be not, befor the receipt of theſe let- 
ters, departed thens) what curtoiſy and interteignment is to be uſed to- 
wards the Frenche commiſſioners there; and alſo that ſuche regard may 
be had of them otherwiſe, as may ſeme to countervaile their curtoiſe in- 


terteignment uſed towardz My Lord chamberlaine and mr Wotton here. 


Ir is faid here, that wheras it was apoincted, that the puke of Savoy 
ſhuld do the ceremonies of fiancing the doughter of Fraunce to king Phi- 


lip, that now the puke of Alva ſhall do the fame: and it is not certainly 


knowne, whether that ſhe ſhal be brought to Cambray, to be there re- 
ceived by the king, and from thens carryed with him into Spaine; or ells 
conveyed throughe Fraunce, and not mete with him before her arrivall 
in Spaine. It is further reaported, that the rrenche king, after the conſum- 


mation of the matrimony betwene his ſuſter and the puke of Savoy, 
mindeghe 
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mindethe to bring her on her journey as farre as Moulins in Burbonnois. 


A , sir, foraſmoch as the quenis xajeſtie, at my departure, ſemed 


unto me graciouſly to conſider my non habilite and want, and therwith- 
all my charges in this journey appoincted unto me; and graunted me, that 
I ſhuld tary here but a ſmall while; in reſpect wherof I made my provi- 
ſion therafter : it may like youe to have in remembraunce to her Majeſte 
my revocation, as ſone as may be; wherby youe ſhall diſburden me of a 
great deale greater charge then I ſhal be hable to beare, and furniſhe the 
qQuenis Majeſte of one more hable to ſerve her in this place then I am; 
and therwithall make me moche bounden unto youe. 

| I am credibly enformed, that the frenche king, after the perfection 
of the ceremonies toching his doughter and king Philip, and his ſuſter 
to the puke of Savoy, myndeth himſelf to make a journey to the coun- 
treis of Poictou, Gaſcoigne, Guyon, and other places, for the repreſſing 
of religion ; and to uſe th'extremeſt perſecution he may againſt the pro- 
teſtants in his countreys, and the like in Scotlande ; and that with cele- 
rite, ymediatly after the finiſhing of the ſame ceremonies: wherupon youe 
maye take occaſion to uſe the mater in Scotland after ſuch fort as may 
ſeme beſt to ſerve the torne, and the like in th' other places, if it ſhal be 


29 thought convenient. And thus, with my humble commendations, I take 


my leave of youe. From Paris this xx111 of Maye 1559, at x1 of the 
clocke at night. * 

As YET there is non ambaſladour reſident ſent hither from king Phi- 
lip; but there is from hens gone, to be reſident there, Baſefountaine, Bi- 
ſhop of Limoges, brother to I Aubeſpine. 

Ir is faid in this court, that at this preſent the rope is verry ficke ; and 
that the Turque hathe made great preparation for th'invaſion of Auſtriche: 
notwithſtanding, he is ſo buſied with his two ſonnes; as it is ſuppoſed, 
he ſhal be conſtrained to give over his intended journey, and have y- 


zo noughe to do to fave his owne eſtat ; which by this meanes ſhal be in 


daunger. 


* Duxz William of Saxe is here, and is interteigned of the rrenche king 


with a great penſion : what it is, I do not certainly knowe ; but beſides 
the ſame, the king hath given him a houſe with revenue, called Chaſtil- 
lon ſur / Oyne, worthe unto him ten thouſand franks a yere. Tuere be 


of late new made of th'order here the prince of Mantua, puc de Longue- 


ville, vrince of Nevers (otherwiſe called comte d'Eu) Monſieur de Vada- 

mont, uncle to the puke of Loreine, and the comte Rochefokaw. Uron 

ſonday the 28 of this preſent, we are given t'underſtand, the rrenche 
Var. I. Cc 
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King mindethe to take the othe, and that with great ſolempnite, in the 
chief pariſhe churche of this towne, called Noſtredame; to th'intent the 


ſame may be openly knowne and publiſhed. Upon the tuiſday following 


My Lord chamberlaine myndeth to take his leave, and the day after to 
depart hens homewarde. As YET there is nothing done toching my Lord 
Gray. Tux rrenche king hathe caſſed fourſcore enſeignes of horſmen and 
fotemen, and dothe ſtill enterteigne in Piemont xxv enſeignes, and as 
many enſeignes in Fraunce. Wren I had writen thus farre, there was 
word ſent unto me, that I ſhulde be likewiſe allowed a meſſe of mete for 
my diet at the King's charges; but how long it ſhall contynew, I know 
not. As I was making up of this diſpatche, we were ſent for to the court; 
where My Lord chamberlaine delivered his letters to the king, and fur- 
ther did according to his inſtructions : the circumſtances wherof, foraſ- 
moch as you ſhall perceive the ſame by the letters ſent from My Lord 


chamberlaine, Mr Wotton, and me to the Quenis majeſte, I do omit to 


write unto youe. 'Tn1s day, being the xx1v of this preſent, we were con- 
ducted to the scottiſhe Quene, whome we found in a chamber with the 
King Dolphin; to whome My Lord chamberlaine preſented her Majeſtes 
commendations and letters. And thus, having non other occurrents to

To THE QUEENE'S MAJESTIE. 


IT maye pleaſe your xighneſle to be advertiſid, mondaye the xv of 

this preſent, ryding towards Abbeville, two myles out of the towne, 

mette me (the Lorde chamberleyn) Monſieur de Senarpont, couvernour 
of Pycardye under th'admyrall, and with him Monſieur de Noailles who 
was ſent from the xing from Paris to meete me as ſoone as he cowde, 


and ſo to conduct me to the courte; who preſentid unto me, the Lorde 


chamberlain, a verie gentle letter from the rrenche king: by the which

he wrote, that heeringe of our comminge towards him, he had ſent the 
ſaid Noailles to receyve, conduct, and bringe us with our companye to 
his preſence, where we ſhuld be well aſſurid to be hartelye welcomme, 
and alſo to declare further of his newes unto us. And within a flight 
ſhotte further, mette me all the learnid men and lawyers of the towne ; 
emonge whome one, yn the name of theim all, made unto me a ſhorte 
oration touchinge the concluſion of the good peace made betwixt theeſe 
princes: and for that they underſtoode, that I was one of theim that tra- 
vailid in that matter; they wer mervelouſe gladde of my comminge into 
10 this contrey. And at the towne'sende, as it wer an arrowe's ſhotte of, mette 
me the mayour of the towne, with dyvers of his brethern ; and there one 
made unto me an other ſhorte oration, to the lyke effect as th other was: 
and ſo we rode ynto the towne of Abbeville. And that night I and all the 
gentlemen with me wer bidden to ſupper to Monſieur de Senarpont; 
where we all ſuppid that night: and ſo I remaynid in Abbeville all the 
next daye, where I was preſented with a good preſent of wyne. 
ON Weniſdaye the xv11 I rode towards Amyens; where, at my a- 
lightinge yn my lodginge, the Mayour of the towne with all his brethern 
wer readye to receyve me, and there preſentid me with a greate preſent ' 
20 of fiſſhe, that is to ſaye, a marvelouſe greate ſalmon, greate carpes, greate 
pykes, greate breames, and greate pearches; and alſo with thurtye greate 
potts of wyne, wherof fix were of ypocras. And there I remaynid thurſ- 
daye and fridaye, abydinge the cominge of wr poctor Wotton and sir Ni- 
— = cholas Throgmorton; who on frydaye night arryvid at Amyens: where 
the ſaid Noailles lykewyſe preſented me, the peane of Cantorbury, a like 
= gentle letter from the French king, of lyke effect. | 
THe next daye, beinge ſaterdaye the xx, we all rode to Breteul; where 
1 we lodgid that night. On ſondaye the xx1 we rode to Clermont to bedde. 
13 Mondaye the xx11 Monſieur de Noailles wold we ſhuld ſee Chantilly, 
** 230 one of the conſtable's howſes: but er we came thither, about a league, 
1 mette us Monſieur de Boiſy, Maſter of the horſes to the rtenche king; 
* who with a verie gentle meſſaige from the king his maſter welcomid us, 
"MW and from thence accompanyed us to the court. At Chantilly the conſta- 
4 ble had cawſid a good dynit to be preparid for us: and having ſeene the 
commodityes of that houſe, we rode to bedde to Luſarches; where Mon- 
f ſieur de Boiſy had preparid a good ſupper for us; albeit that the Lord 
30 chamberleyn, beinge paynid with the toothe ache, cowde not be at it. The ' 
4 tieuſdaye we wer brought to an other houſe of the conſtable's callid Eſ- 
couan, a princely howſe and worth the ſeeinge; where alſo the conſtable 
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had cawſid a greate dyner to be preparid for us; where we were verye 
gentelye entreteynid by ſuch of his gentlemen as he had ſent thither 
for that pourpoſe. Emonge other things to be notid there was, that as 


well upon the gate, as in dyvers places within the houſe, wer ſette up FP 


three ſcutchions; the middlemoſt conteyninge th'armes of Englande, that 
on the right hande conteyninge a roſe half whyte and half redde, and 
the thurde conteyninge a greate E, as it ſeemid to be made for your High- 
neſſis name: and the lyke we fownde at our lodgings at Paris. After we 
had ſeene that was to be ſeene there, we rode towards Paris; and paſſing 
throughe 8 Denys, we lightid at the churche, to ſee the ſepultures of the 10 
French kings; who commonlye ar uſid to be buryed there: and then 
wer ſhewid us the ryche jewelles of that churche; which ar notable. And 
taking our horſes agayne, betwixt that and Paris came furthe to meete 
us the pukes of Montpenſier and Longueville, with the conte de Brienne, 
and dyvers other good gentlemen : who brought us ſtreight, not to our 
lodgings (as it was uſid to be done) but ſtreight to the courte ; for that 
the king, as they ſaid, deſyrid to ſee us ſtreight, and wold forbeare the 
ſight of us no lenger ; ſo welcome, they ſaid, we wer unto him. 

AND ſo we went bootid and ſpurrid, and well waſhid with the rayne, 
ſtreight to the xing's preſence, and to the King polphyn; where the king 20 
with words and countennance as gentle and lovinge as cowde be devyſid 
receyvid us, and with verie hartye and lovinge words enquyrid of your 
Highneſſe's healthe. Wherunto anſwere beinge made by me the Lord 
chamberleyn, and your hartie recommendations declarid unto him; I 
faid further, that I had both letters from your nighneſle, and credence 
to be declarid unto him ; but for bicauſe I lookid not to have ben thus 
ſodainlye brought unto his Majeſte, I had not my letters about me; but 
wold wayte upon him agayne, when it ſhulde pleaſe him, for that pour- 
poſe. The king ſaid, he wold be gladde to receyve the letters, and un- 
derſtand our credence, when we thought good. And thus havinge talkid 30 
a good while verye famyliarlye with me the Lorde chamberlayn, and alſo 
uſid verie good and gentle wordes unto us the peane of Cantorburye and 
Sir Nicholas Throgmorton, we tooke our leave of him for that tyme ; 
having lykewyſe done your nHighneſſe's recommendations to the king 
Dolfin ; and having falutid the conſtable, the puke of Guyſe, and other 
greate princes and cardinalles there preſent. And from thence we wer 
brought to the french quene: and havinge done reverence unto her, I the 
Lorde chamberlayn did your Highneſlſe's recommendations lykewyſe unto 


her; who alſo ſhewid her ſelf verye gladde to heere from your nighneſſe. 
And, 
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And, having talkid a whyle with her, taking our leave of her, we did 
lykewyſe reverence to her three daughters beinge there preſent; the 
queene of Scotts beinge not there, for that ſhe is ſikelye. And finallye 
havinge ſalutid the pucheſſes of Montpenſier, of Guyſe, and of Valenti- 
nois, and other greate ladyes ; the ſaid Dukes of Montpenſier and Longue- 
ville, the maſter of horſe, the conte de Brienne, and Monſieur de Noailles, 
brought us to myne the Lord chamberleyn's lodginge; which is verie neere 
to the courte: for it was once appointid, that we ſhulde have ben lodgid 
on th'other ſyde the water, by the Auguſtyne Fryers; but the king (to 
ſhew us the more favour) thinkinge that to be to farre of from the 
courte, cawſid theeſe lodgings by the courte to be preparid for us. 

Ar our comminge to myne the Lord chamberleyne's lodginge, there 
we fownde two of the King's Maiſtres d'hoſtelz ; who declarid, that they 
wer appointid to wayte upon us, and to fee we ſhulde lacke nothinge: 
and there wer not onely the chambres preparid with the xing's hang- 
ings and ſtuffe, but alſo meate and drinke preparid for us in the faid lodg- 
inge, and lykewyſe in myne the peane of Cantorburye's lodginge. And 
this morninge, being the xx1111, the conſtable ſent to me sir Nycholas 
Throgmorton, to declare unto me, that the king's pleaſure was, there 
ſhvlde be a meſſe of meate ſent to my lodginge for me at his charges: 


wherby it ſhulde ſeeme, that the king will defraye us for our one ta- 


bles, as longe as we ſhall contynue heere in the courte. Fynallye we can- 
not ſee, how more honnour nor gentle entretaynement cowde have ben 
ſhewid us, then hitherto hath ben ; wherof we thought moſt meete to 
certifye your Highneſle with as much diligence as we cowde, to th intent 
your nighneſſe maye the better conſyder how to uſe Monſieur de Mont- 
morency and his company. | 

Havinc written thus farre, forbicauſe we had tolde the french king 
the daye before, that we had letters and credence to be declarid unto him; 
he ſent us worde, that we ſhulde have audyence of him at two of the 
clocke yn the afternoone this daye. But afterward word was brought us 
agayn, that the king entendid that afternoone to playe at tenys; and that 
therfbre he requyrid, that yf we might convenyentlye, we wold be with 


him about xi of the clocke ; which is the tyme that he ryſith from dy- 
ner. We did fo, and delyverid your Highneſſe's letter unto him: and 


when he had redde it; I the Lorde chamberleyn declarid th'effe of our 
inſtructions, appointid unto us to be at that tyme declarid unto him. 
Wheruppon the king anſwerid in effect, that yf there had ben good ami- 


tye betwixt your Majeſt6s fathers, as the world knew well there had ben; 


Vor, I. Dd 
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yet he truſtid, there ſhulde be as good and better betwixt your Majeſtes; 
and that for his parte, he wolde omitte nothinge that might ſerve for 
the conſervation of it. And as for the delyverye of the ratifications; he 
ſaid, that he had ſent his to your nighneſle, for the better declaration of 
his good will to the conſervation of the treaty; and yet nevertheleſſe was

R Secretary, it maie like youe t underſtand, that I have receivid by 
my ſervaunt Middelmore your letter of the 15 of this preſent ; and 
alſo an other of the 26, receivid the 28 of the ſame about 11 of the clocke: 
for the which I hartely thanke youe. And wheras in your laſt, amongs 
other things, youe write unto me of the ſending of a copy of an othe to 
be required, and alſo a forme of a teſtimony to be ſigned by one or two 
of the secretaries: theſe may be to ſignify unto youe, that I have with the 


letters neither received th one nor th other. Notwithſtanding, according 


to my former advertiſment unto youe, we have bene at the churche of 


Noſtre-dame, and there receivid the rrenche king's othe; the circum- 30 
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ſtances wherof, with the forme of the ſame, youe may perceive more at 
large by My Lord chamberlain's and i Wotton's letters. The ſame after- 
none alſo, according to our inſtructions, after the King had bene ſpoken 
withall for that purpoſe, we toke th othes of the xing and quene pol- 
phins in a chappell nere the court; the French king and quene being pre- 
ſent. And toching the interteignment of the Frenche there (wherof Iam 
glad) the king himſelf hath tolde me, that Monſieur de Montmorency 
hath advertiſed, that he hathe received ſuche interteignment in England, 
and been uſed ſo curteouſly there as he was never in any place. 

Tu' admyrall is arrived at the court here: who hath uſed us very cur- 
teouſlye; and hath taken order, he ſayethe, that ſuche ſhippes as comme 
out of England to tranſport the rrenche traine thens, ſhall ſtaye and re- 
maine at Bulleine, till My Lord chamberlain's and r Wotton's arrivall 
there for their paſſing over. The faid admyrall, in conducting of a Wot- 
ton and me to the churche of Noſtre-dame, toke occaſion to queſtion 
with me toching the ſtate of religion in England; and, ſuppoſing he wold 
have remayned ſtill in our compeny, after I was entered in the quire, and 
maſſe ones begonne, I loked for him; but I could by no meanes under- 
ſtand him to be there, but that he was ſlipped away from maſſe: notwith- 
ſtanding, he was ready after to bring us home againe. He gave king Ed- 
ward a mervailous great praiſe ; ſaying, he was the moſt vertuous and 
godlieſt prince, and of the greateſt hope to do good in chriſtendome, that 
was of many yeres. 

I wiLL make inquiſition, aſſone as may be, for a man for your vyne- 
yard; and when I ſhall have learned of one that is mete for your pur- 
poſe, I will do all that ſhall lye in me to gett him for youe, and to ſend 
him over. 

THe conneſtable called My Lord chamberlaine, . Wotton, and me to- 
gither; and tolde us, that he did underſtande, there was an impoſt of new 
ſet upon wines, and other commodites comyng thither from theſe parts: 
which (he ſaid) being trewe, the like muſt nedes be done on this fide, for 
ſuch commodites as ſhall comme thens, which wold breade unkindnes 
amongs the ſubjects of both the realmes; which he wold not wiſhe to 
be, he ſaid, ſeing the amity is thus agreed upon as it is. Mary, he faid, 
he wold not, the quenis Majeſtic ſhuld be troubled with this mater, but 
we ſhuld be aſſured to be buſied withall; which it may like youe to con- 
ſider, s 

Ir is faid, that th' Emperor and the states of Germany have aſſembled 
together a power of xx thouſand men; and that the cauſe therof is for the 


reuniting of Metz againe to th empire. Whether it be trew or no, I know 
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not; but ſuch be the newes here: and indede, the xx1x of this preſent, 


the counſaill here hath aſſembled, and ſemeth to be ſumwhat perplexed. 


King Philip being informed of the mater (as it is reaported) ſaiethe, that 
though it be left out the treaty, he hath not to do withall, nor it is no 


mater of his; and therforeleaveth the ſame to be ordered, as it ſhall hap- 


pen to fall out on either ſide. 

Tux xxx of this preſent the King goeth from hens to Equan, the con- 
{table's houſe; and from thens to certaine other places of Madam de Va- 
lentinois; and myndeth to tary abrode viii or 1x dayes; and hath not ap- 
pointed any ambaſſador to followe, for conſideration (as it is ſaid) there 
is no lodging any thing nere any of the places he repayreth to: notwith- 
ſtanding, I minde to have one to followe the court, and t'underſtand as 


moch as may be how things do goo there. 


Tux puke of Loreine is this afternone arrivid at the court, and the Mar- 
ques de Boeuf in his cumpeny. Youe ſhall receive herwithall a procla- 
mation for juſts and torneis to be made at the French court, at the ſolemp- 
nization of the puke of Savoy his marriage. 

My Lord chamberlaine hath received a very large and honorable pre- 
ſent of plate; which I have not my ſelf ſeen, but it is of very faire and 
ſtately plate gilt, amountyng (as he ſayethe) to four thouſand one hun- 
dred and forty ounces; which he eſtemed to be worthe in value 2066 
pounds 13 ſhillings and 4 pence. And t Wotton hath alſo received as 
moch gilt plate as amounteth to 1 500 ounces, and more; which my Lord 
chamberlaine eſtemeth to be worth two thouſand crownes of the ſonne. 
I, for my ſelf, have received no preſent; but it is declared unto me, that 
foraſmoche as I do remaine as Legier here, I ſhal be conſidered for all to- 
gither at my departure: whiche, I truſt, by your good meanes, ſhall not 
be long to. 

| You ſhall underſtand, that the *ambaſſador of Venys * did yeſterdaye 


ter many good wordes ſpoken on the behaulf of * the ſignorie * of the 
Queen's Majeſty, * and ſomme diſcours had of + her mariage, and of 
the conveniency therof; “ he wiſhed it might be to the ſatisfaction of 
5 her Majeſty, * and to the honor and ſuerty of * her realme ; * for now 


| ſhe had nede of it: and thereupon toke his leave of My Lorde, whome I 


accompanied ſumwhat of his waye ; who aſked me, what I herd of the 
quenis Ambaſſador at Rome, r Kerne. I told him, he was on his way 
homeward, as I underſtoode. Wherat he ſmiled; and faid, I ſpake not as I 
thought: and I affirmed the contrary. Wherupon he ſaid, I was moche 


deceived; for 7 the Pope & hathe ſtaid him there with his will, and given 40

repaire to My Lord chamberlaine's lodging, to do him reverence: wher af- ö 30 
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him the hoſpitall which the cardinall Pole had in Rome; whiche the 
ſaid c Kerne hathe thankfully received: here is che begynnyng of acquaine 
tance betwixe the ſaid party and me. 

As JI wrote unto youe of late, that the Earl of Arran was ſent for to the 
French King and the Queen Dolphin : ſo I perceive, the ſaid Earl of Ar- 
ran hath made his excuſe, that he cannot conveniently comme. Never- 
theles, there is another expreſſe meſſinger this day ſent unto him, with 


great offres, both of the French King's order, and other profits and com- 


moditẽs to be beſtowed upon him, in caſe he wold comme to honor theſe 
triumphes. Howbeit, one, that taketh upon him to know ſumwhat of 
his minde, hath declared unto me, that aſſuredly he will not comme:

therfore there is ſomme great conſequence to be loked for. Thus, having 


non other occurrences at this tyme worthy writing, with my dew com- 
mendations, I take my leave of youe. From Paris, xxx of May 1 5 59.

R Secretary, It maie like youe t Cunderſtande, that the v of this pre- 
ſent Monſieur de Montmorency arrived at the court, being then 
at 8 Germains ; who hath there made verey honorable reaport of his in- 
terteignment in Englande, and fo hathe the reſt of his traine. 

Tu is day, the vil of this preſent, the king is loked for to retorne to 
Paris from his progreſſe, wherof I wrote before unto youe. There re- 


30 mained here at Paris till bebynd the Cardinal of Lorrayne, the King Dol- 


Ihn, the Quene Dolphyn, and the Duke of Guyſe, for preparation, as it is 

faid, of all things to be put in arredines, for the receiving of the puke of 

Savoye, and other great perſonages which are to comme hither from xing 
Vo, I. G g 
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Philip's court. Mary, under color thereof, they have had greate conſultacion 
of Scotland ; wherin, as yet, they are fallen tono determination : for they 
ar in doubt, what to do, and whom they ſhall fend thither ; being greatly 

rplexed with the newes of Scotland, whiche was brought to the court the 
22 of the laſt moneth. Thoſe whom they deliberat upon are the Vidam of Char- 
tres, the Ringrave, Dandelot, and the Marques de Boeuf (who is thought 
fiteſt) to be ſent into Scotland. In the meane time one Antony the curror is 


Jent hence with letters by England into Scotland, toching order for the ap- 
Jaiſing of the garboil there; with adviſe to the Quene Dowager of Scotland, 


to tolerate thoſe for a time, till they here may overcomme theſe great 
matters here, and /6 take order accordingly. Mary, it is thought, that the 
ſaid Marques ſhall, er long to, be ſent into Scotland with great furniture 


for war ; and that he ſhal be diſpached, before the Quene Dowager comme 


thens. And it is ſaide, that they will begynne 20 /et up five hundred men 
of armes in that countrey; which he ſhall 7ake with him. 


IN the tyme of the French King's abſence, the Cardinall of Larrein, the 


Dube of Guiſe, the King Dolphin, and Queen Dolphin have by theyr mi- 


nifters, here uſed certaine practiſes for the interteignment of Engliſhmen 
here, and begynne to make offers againe of new penſions ; which ſomme of 


them were diſcharged of before by their owne offer, as the two Tremaines. 20 


Wherby whatſoever be ment ; I cannot (by all that I can learne) con- 


ceive, that they here mind to breake with us, at the leeſt this twelve moneths : 


for ſuche as can good {kill of the Con/table's diſpoſitzon (who dothe nm as 
noch as ever he did, and rulcth all here) da. diſcourſe, that the Conſtable 
by no meanes myndethe 7 gyve adviſe to war, but that he will do what 
he can for the interteignment of the peace as long as he may. But fora/- 
moch as all that is like to be done for breaking with us if it ſo happen, 
is to be judged to begin towardes Scotland; and therfore thought to be 
grounded pon the King Dolphin, who is counted to be head of all thoſe 


doings in Scotland: it is diſcourſed, that in caſe the Conſtable be brought to 30 4 : 


graunte to war with us, that it is for feare of diſpleaſing the King Dolphin. 

THERE is lately comme a rumour hither of the Rene Dowager of Scot- 
land's death, but they of this court ſeme not to give any credit therunto, 
I douht not but youe do conſider} how moch it ſtandethe the Queen's 
Majeftie upon, to nouriſhe and interteigne the garboile in Scotland as moch 


as may be. It is ſaid here, that ſuche as were appoincted to bring the ma- 


trimonial crowne to the King Dolphin which be the Bisſboplof Glaſſo, and 
the Prior of Saint Androwes, th Erle of Argile, and th Erle of Morton, 
have refuſed to accompliſhe that journey. 


HARRY Dudley doth begynne to practiſe againe for new credit, af 40 6 
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cially with the Cardinall of Lorrain and Duke of Gwyſe ; anchhetk won 
good countenaunce ſhewed, and hope of hit deſire. w 

Uro the breaking up of theſe laſt warres, there was dew by the 
French King to diverſe compenies of Scotti/bmen two hundred thouſande 


frankis, wherof they are paid but twelve thouſande; wherwith theye be 


moch offended, and a great many of them are 3 
mervailouſly evill ſatisfied. 

THE Cardinal of Lorrain hathe bene inquiſitive to know of Giche Ray 
liſhmen as he hathe offered to intertaigne, how many ſhips. the Queen's 
Majeſtie hath in à redines, and whither the fame be /ayd'up in dock at 
Gillingam; how many of them be upon the narrow ſeas, and whither 01 
new great ſhips be already made and furniſhed with takling and ordenan: 

Ir ſhal be well done to give warning to the Miniſters in the 0 to 
beware, amongs others, of the Lord Seton. And, s, thoughe that Knokes 
the preacher did hertofore unadviſedly and foundly put his hand to the 
boke: yet, foraſmoch as he is now in Scotland in as great credit as ever 
man was there, with ſuch as may be hable to ſerve the Queen s Majeſty's 
turn; it were well done not to uſe him otherwiſe, in myne opinion, then 
may be for th advauncement of the Queen's Majeſtie's ſervis. 

- I BESECHE youe, in caſe I ſhall have occaſion to ſend any letters to 
Andwerp, to let me knowe, to whome I ſhall direct the fame for the ſafe 
conveying therof into England; and whether I ſhall ſend them thither 
to Thomas Greſſam, or to ſorame other, KEN 

THE Ringrave is comme homme, and hath paid fifteen thouſand 
crownes for his ranſomme. The Buſhop of Nevers (as I am credibly en- 
formed) who had a buſhopricke of a great revenue in Fraunce, and is of 
a good houſe, hath given up his buſhoprike, and is departed to Geneva. 
The like is done by an Abbeſſe of a nonry not farre from thens; who is 
likewiſe gone to Geneva, and hath taken with her all her nonnes. Th'ad- 
myrall is ſent to mete with them which comme hither from king Philip. 
And wheras I wrote unto youe heretofore, that the puke d'Arcus ald 
comme hither with the puke of Alva; it is ſaid, that he now ſtayethe, 
and that the conte de Feria cometh in his place. Their traine is mervai- 
lous great, for their herbingers do 1 rowme for fifteen hundred 
horſe. 

SR, I received from Abbeville, by your ſonne, a lettre from M* Wot- 
ton; wherby he ſignifyeth unto me, that in his way homeward being 

there he received letters from youe to retorne him back againe to Paris, 
to remaine with me, And the v of this preſent he arrived here, in the 


40 company of a ſervaunt of A, Wottons. And as his commyng was well- 
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comme unto me; ſo ſhall he be ſure, bothe for your ſake and his owne, 
to finde all the pleaſure and frendſhip at my handes that I am hable to 
ſhew him : truſting, that after theſe great 3 youe will helpe to 
bring your ſonne and me home very ſhortely. \ 

THERE have bene diverſe overtures made unto me by certaine Skotti/h- 
men, toching the Earl of Arran; whom I have hitherto holden in ſuſ- 
pence, and have onely gyven them the hearing. Mary, for that I ſuſpe&, 
they be ſet upon theſe maters by appoinctement of the King Dolphin, 

* the Queen Dolphin, and the Cardinall of Lorrain, to th end to fele me; I 
have the rather kept my ſelf from harkening to them; mynding ſo to do 10 
Rill, till that J have, by ſuche meanes as I poſſibly may, ſumwhat diſci- 
phred them further, and knowne whether it be an onely practiſe or not. 

Tux king is this day about x1 of the clocke arrived at this towne. And 
thus, having non other occurrences at this preſent to write unto youe, 
with my due commendations, I take my leave. From Paris, the vii of

Tr maie like your good Lordſhips t'underſtand, that I have omitted, ſince 20 | þ 


my arrivall at this court, to write unto the fame, bothe for that I had 

no mater of importaunce worthy your knowledge, and alſo becauſe I 

thought it not convenient to moleſt your Lordſhips with vaine mater, be- 
ing buſied in weighty affaires. And now foraſmoch as there is occaſion of- 
fered, by meanes of the ſupplying of the fourth hoſtage compriſed in the 
treaty; theſe maie be to ſignify unto your Lordſhips, that having th' opor- 
tunite to ſollicite a merchaunt of London his ſute, named Wotton, for 
the reſtitution of a ſhip of his taken the thirde of Aprill laſt paſt by a 
merchaunt of St Malos, lying npon the rode of Jerſay, contrary to the 

priviledge of the ilande, the ſame being alſo done after the date of the 30 
treaty ; I ſent likewiſe word to the conſtable, that foraſmoch as I under- 
ſtode from Englande, that there were there but three hoſtages, and that 
Monſieur de Neille, who was named the fourth in the treaty, was not in 
caſe to goe over; that the Quene's Majeſte had referred th appoincting of 
another 
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another mete perſone in his place to the King his maſter's honor: and 
becauſe I thought it not mete in ſuche a mater to trouble the xing my- 
ſelf; to beſeche him to move him therin, and to do me tunderſtand the 
name and qualite of the perſone whome he ment to ſende. Wherunto 
he made anſwer, that I ſhuld not nede to ſpeake with the xing myſelf 
therin ; and that he himſelf wold the ſame night, which was the yin 
of this preſent, know his pleaſure; giving therupon commaundement to 
Davenel, his secretary, to take note therof, and to the meſſenger, to re- 
paire to his secretary in the morning to know the Kings reſolution: which 
albeit were done accordingly; yet it is this day, the x of this preſent, 
er that I could have knowledge therof.

My good Lordes, foraſmuch as the Quene's majeſte, at my departure 
thens, gave me good hope of my ſhort abode here; the rather in reſpect 
of myne inhabilite to beare out the great and exceſſive charges wherunto 
I am put, thinges being fo deare as they be, like as your good Lordſhip, 
My Lord chamberlaine, can beare witnes : I ſhall moſt humbly beſeche 
your good Lordſhips to have conſideration of me, and to be meanes to her 
Majeſte for my —_— nothing doubting your Lordſhips goodnes in 
this behaulf; waying, that the charge I have in ſervice is of ſomme 
weight, and requirethe a man of more judgement and experience a great 
deale then I am of to exerciſe the ſame, and alſo of more habilite to ſup- 
ply other wantes; which it may pleaſe your Lordſhips likewis to conſider 
accordingly : and I ſhall beſech God long to contynew your good Lord-

of the fourthe hoſtaige, whome I named De Nele inſtead of Nantouil- => 
let: albeit I doubt not, but that yow in peruſinge the lettre will conſy- 

der the faulte therof, and take the ſame in good part; yet foraſmuche as 

the lettre I wrote to My Lordes was tHe I ent theim ſins my com- 

minge over, wherby they maye havg cauſe to judge ſome overſight in 

me; I ſhall beſeeche yow to excuſe the matter 3 can, (being but 

one name written for another, th' effect indeede beinge ſatisfyed and 

perfourmed) and to healpe, in cage anye thinge be ſaide therin, to make 

the beſt of it. 

As for ſuch matter as occurre heere, I referre yow to the lettre which 

I wryte preſentlye to the queene's Majeſte; and alſo recommende unto 

yow this bearar for ſuch credict as he hathe to declare unto yow: whoſe 

paynes and diligence ſuſteynid and uſid in her nighnefs's affaires, as they 

deſerve both thanks and recompence; ſo have I thought good to requyre 

yow, that the ſame maye be conſyderid to his encouraigement, as yow 

ſhall perceyve he hath unfaynidlye deſervid. — 

Mons zun de Noailles, who conducted My Lord chamberlain and 

A Wotton to Boullougne home warde, ſent me worde this daye, that 

his brother that ys Embaſſadour in Englande hath advertiſid the king his 

maſter of their ſaulf arryvall at the courte, with ſuche demonſtration of 

their contentation of their entretaynement heere, as the ſame ſowndith 

muche to the rrench King's honnour. And thus I pray God long to pre- 

ſerve yow in healthe, in proſperité. From Paris the x11 of June 1 559.

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To THE QUENE's MosT ROE MAJESTE, 


T may pleaſe your Majeſte t'underſtand, that, after J had the x of this 
monethe depeched my lettres unto your majeſte, ſuppoſing I ſhuld 
have had no other mater to write for that preſent, I underſtood, that the 
King here, accompagnied with the conſtable, the cardinall of Lorreine, 
and the cardinalles of Sans and Guiſe, with others of his counſaill, repair- 
ed to the court of Parliament, kept nowe at the auguſtyn preres, for that 
the palais is appoincted for theſe mariages and feaſtes. Whereas the xinge's 
preſence is very rare, and hathe ſeldome happened but upon ſomme great 
occaſion ; ſo I endevored myſelf (as much as I could) to learne the cauſe 
of their aſſemble: and have underſtand, that, the king being there, and 
counfaillors and preſidentes of the ſame courte, to the number of ſixe 
ſcore, the cardinall of Lorreine, after a propoſition made to the hooll aſ-

ſembly, argued diverſe caſes toching the trouble and diſagrement hap- 


pened in this realme for maters of religion; earneſtly invehing againſt 
the proteſtantis, and requeſting execution to be made of them, and con- 
fiſcation of their goodes. Wherupon th opinion of the counſaillors of that 
court being required, ſix of them, named Bourg, La Porte, Du Fort, Fu- 
mee, and De Foix (who is coſin to the king of Navarre) with another, 
ſtode up and ſpake in order, by way of argument, againſt the cardinall's 
diſcourſe in diverſe thinges. And amongs others Bourg declared, that the 
cardinalles of this realme were endowed with ſo great revenue, and ther- 
withall were ſo negligent in their charge, as thoſe whome they appointed 
to ſerve under them were inſufficient to inſtru the flocks committed to 
their cures ; wherunto they had ſmall regarde, he ſaid. Wherwith the 
cardinall was fo daſhed, as he ſtode ſtill and replied not: the King like- 
wiſe was offended ; and the conſtable (with theſe termes, Vous faictez 
la bravade) aſked, how they durſt fay ſo to the King. Wherunto they an- 
ſwered, that being (as they were) admitted counſaillors of that court, they 


20 


thought good to diſcharge their conſcience, the rather for that the king 30 


was preſent; alledging, that this was not the way to bring that to paſſe 


they loked for: for, ſaid they, if ye deſire to follow and reforme theſe 


maters, as ye pretend, ye muſt not begynne with the comon ſorte; but 
ye muſt firſt toche the greateſt perſones in the realme, and not th' infe- 
riors who are led as they ſee their ſuperiors give them example. Wher- 
upon the king being offended, the gard was appoincted to apprehend 
two of them forthwith in his preſence: and fowor others were afterwardes 
by the ſaid garde appoincted to be taken; wherof one, not being ſent 
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for till nighte, fled and eſcaped away: all the reſt were committed to the 
Baſtillon. 

Waicu thing, happening this ſodenly, hathe given many men occa- 
fion of diſcourſe diverſly therupon, and the cauſe therof ; the rather at 
this tyme of preparacion of ſo great feaſtinges and triumphes, as are to- 
wardes. Some faie, it is done to pleaſe King Philip withall, the puke of 


Savoy, and ſuche as accompany him to this court, taken to be altogether 


bent againſt the vroteſtants. Somme others judge, that the cardinalls, con- 
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ſidering the evill handeling of their miniſters, in diverſe places of this 


realme going about their inquiſitions, thought all tyme to be loſte that 
they did let paſſe without doing ſumwhat for the remedying therof ; 
and to give the greater terrour to others (who be, in diverſe corners of 
this realme, a great multitude, and many great perſonages) gave adviſe 
to the king to procede with this expedition and in this forte, and, for 
example, to begynne with the highe court of parliament. And amongs 
others, and ſum who ſeme to know how things paſſe here, it is ſaid, that 
the xing minding reformation in theſe maters of religion, and therwith- 
all being in neceſſitè of money, was counſailled (by reaſon of a great 
number of heretiques, as they call them, in this realme) to erect a new 
court of confiſcations (hoping therby to repreſſe them, and to levee a 
great ſomme of money) and to paſſe there tion of that court in his par- 
liament, wherupon juſtice ſhuld have bene put in execution, and the 
goodes of ſuche as ſhuld have bene condempned wold have amounted to 
a greate treaſure; whiche hathe bene proponed and impugned hitherto, 
as herby your Majeſte may pleaſe to perceive. 

IA alſo informed, by ſecrete meanes, that another cauſe of theſe do- 
inges is, that one of the preſidentes of the court of varliament, named Sig- 
gier, a verey wiſe man, and one whome the conſtable for his judgement 
dothe muche ſtay upon, is noted to be a proteſtant, and of the chiefeſt ſet- 
ters forward and favorers of the reſt of that courte againſt the cardinalles. 
For wheras there were in th' aſſembly before the king ſix ſcore preſi- 
dentes and counſaillors, one of the preſidentes called Magiſtri and four- 
teen others were of the King and the cardinalles fide, and did agree with 
them and condeſcend to the puniſhment of ſuche as ſhuld ſeme to reſiſt 
to the cardinalles orders deviſed for reformation toching religion : the 
ſaid Siggier, Rancongnet, and another preſident, with the reſt of the 
counſaillors, were all againſt the cardinalles. Wherupon it is judged, that 
the Houſe of Guiſe hathe taken this occaſion to weaken the conſtable : 
and becauſe they wold not directly begynne with Siggier, for feare of 


40 manifeſting their practiſe, they have founde the meanes to cauſe theſe 
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counſaillors to be taken; ſuppoſing, that in th' examination of them 
ſomme mater may be gathered to toche Siggier withall, and therby to 
overthrow him. | 

IT may pleaſe your Majeſtie further to be advertiſed, that there is an- 
other conſideration of the proceadings of theſe maters ; whiche, (ſavyng 
your Majeſtie's correction) in myne opinion, is as great as the reſt; thoughe 
indede I take them all to be of importaunce and effect: that foraſmuch 
as the multitude of eroteſtantes, being ſpred abrode in ſundry partes of 
this realme in diverſe congregations, ment now amiddes of all theſe tri- 
umphes to uſe the meane of ſomme nobleman to exhibit to the king 
their confeſſion, (wherof your Majeſte ſhall receive a copie herwithal) to 
th'intent the ſame mighte have bene openly notified to the world ; the 
King being lothe, that at the arrivall here of the puke of Savoy, the puke 
of Alva, and others, theſe maters ſhuld have appeared fo farre forward, 
hathe thought good before hande, for the daunting of ſuche as might 
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have ſemed to be doers therin, to prevent their purpoſe by handeling of 


theſe counſaillors in this ſorte. Wherof what the ſucceſſe wil be, God 
knoweth ; but the likelyhood therof your majeſte by your wiſdome can 
conſider : and in this court the proceading herin after this ſorte hathe of- 
fended many, and goten the king ſomme evill willers, and all ſuche as 


| procured him herunto. 


AND to th'intent that the brute of theſe maters treated in the court of 
rarliament might not ſeme to be of ſuche efficacy as it is indede, they 
have haſtened the puke of Bouillon his mariage to the puke of Mont- 
penſier's daughter, which was appoincted to have bene the x111" of this 
preſent, and the xi day of the fame folempnized the mariage at the 
Louver ; the king leading the bride to and from the churche, accompa- 
nied with the rrenche quene, the king and qQuene polphins, and the 
greateſt states of this court, who were verey brave and ſumptuous, There 
were non Ambaſſadors there, fave onely the rope's Legat: whome they 
do well pleaſe, as it apearethe, in the uſing of theſe counſaillors fo ex- 
tremely as they do ; for he hathe bene every day, fince the committing 
of theſe men, at the court; and the x11 of this preſent hathe, all the 
fornone, been in ſecret counſaill (as it is judged) to conſult with the king 
and his counſaill, what is to be done in theſe maters of religion. 

Tux king and counſaill here (as I am credibly enformed) have bene 
in hande with the puke of Saxe, as well to perſuade him, as moche as 
may be, that this which is done for maters of religion to theſe counſail- 
lors is not ſo indede; but that the king, underſtanding, that in his court 
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formation therof, to aſſemble the counſaillors together, and, finding

ſomme of them faulty, to commit them for example; and therfore re- 
quired the faid puke, that if any other reaport then this came to his 
knowledge, he wold not give credit therunto : as alſo, for that there is 
advertiſment comme, that the puke of Wirtemberg and the cardinall of 
Auguſta ſhall comme hither, to know of him (for his opinion) what were 
to be treated with them, and to be anſwered toching ſuche thinges as 
they ſhuld declare at their coming; and in caſe the King here could not 
condeſcend to their requeſts which they perhaps wold make, but wold 
ſtand with them, what frendſhip might be loked for at his hand, and 


what he coulde procure of the houſe of Saxe, or other his allies and 


frendes in Germany, conſidering that th'emperour and the Electors to- 
gether were like to be a party againſt him, toching the mater of Metz &c. 
Ir is ſaid in this court, that the king of Navarre is offended, as well 
for that in the laſte concluſion of peaxe no mention was made of him, 
toching the kingdome of Navarre, as alſo for the ſtrangling of De Bee, 
his ſervaunt, at Boys de Vincent, and for theſe maters of religion: for the 
rrenche k ing hathe ſent preſently to cauſe the King of Navarre his chief 
preacher to be taken, whoſe name is Sherwick, a Frenchman ; who is 
by the ſaid King of Navarre withdrawne, and kept out of the waye. 
 Tx'erle of Arraine is not yet comme to this court; and it is thought, 
he will rather at this tyme, notwithſtanding often ſending for, be abſent 
then preſent. | 

THe x1" of this preſent came to my lodging to viſit me, as I was at 
ſapper, La Brule, a gentleman of the xing's chamber who was in Eng- 
land with Mons de Montmorency, ſent unto me (he ſaid) with com- 
mendations from Mons le coneſtable and the ſaid de Montmorency: 
whiche being th' onely end of his errand, and for that I, being newly ſet 
to ſupper, could not perſuade him to tary with me, makethe me to judge 


> his chief purpoſe of viſitation of me, to ſee how I was occupied and ac- 


companied: and at his departing, ſetting furthe with great good wordes 
th' enterteignment whiche mons' de Montmorency and his traine had in 
England at your Majeſtie's handes, for a greater ſhew of your majeſtie's 
good will towardes them, told me, that paſſing by Dover, and bearing in 
their toppe a white croſſe, certaine of your Majeſtie's ſubjects ſhot canon 
ſhot at them: for which offence, he ſaid, your Majeſts wold have had 
them executed; whiche in th' end your majeſte, at the faid Monſieur de 


Montmorency his ſute, did remit unto them. | 


THERE be here at Paris the wief of Knokes the preacher, and her mo- 


40 ther; who do ſhortly depart into Englande, ſo farre as I can underſtand, 
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They have made meanes unto me, by diverſe Scottiſhmen, to have my 


letteres in their favour ; whiche I have promiſed to ſend by them to r 


secretary. It maye therfore pleaſe your Majeſte to be enformed, that (in 
my poor opinion, ſaving your Highnes grave judgement) conſidering 
what Knokes is hable to do in Scotland ; whiche is very muche, all this 


turmoile there being by him ſtirred as it is; it ſhuld ſtand your majeſte 
in ſtede, his former faultes were forgoten, and that no meanes be uſed 


to annoy him for the ſame; but that his wief, before ſhe depart into 
Scotland, may perceive, that there is no ſtomacke borne to her huſbande 
therfore, but that he may have good hope rather to loke for favour and 
frendſhip at your Majeſtie's handes, then otherwiſe : which may worke 
ſumwhat of good purpoſe; likeas, I doubt not, your Majeſte can conſider 


better then I. 
Tux xi of this preſent there arrived here in poſt out of Scotlande 


one Butomcourt a Frenchman, aiſter d'hoſtel to the Quene powagier 


there, who paſſed (as I am enformed) throughe Englande; and he kepethe 
his intelligences and occurrences fo ſecret, as it is a certaine token, that 
all things do not goo well there: and yet have I learned, that he dothe 
reaport, that th Erle of Argile and certaine other noblemen and gentle- 
men are riſen up in the defence of the preachers, and are aſſembled at 
s Johnſtowne, to the number of twenty thouſand men; and the quene 
powagier and the puke of Chatellerew have levied againſt them five 
thouſand men, and as yet have not encreaſed their number; and there- 
withall that the quene powagier is in ſomme doubt, whether ſhe may 
truſt the ſaid puke or not, 

Mons1eur de Montmorency is gone to mete with the puke of Alva, 
the erince of Orange, and the conte d'Egmont at Chantily : and I do 
underſtand, that there comme in their compeny neither the puke d'Ar- 
cus, nor the conte Feria. And thus I beſeche God long to preſerve your 
Majeſts in healthe, honour, and all felicite. From Paris the x111 of June 
15 59.

For the advertiſement of ſuch oc- Saas 
currents as therin be contened J hartely thank yow : and for anſwer to 

ſuch partes as requyre the ſame; ye ſhall underſtand, that the Quene's Ma- 

jeſty is not unmyndfull of your ſuyte for your retorne hither; wherin alſo 

I will not fayle to performe my promiſe of remembrance. Ye wrote of 

10 late to hir Majeſty of the xarl of Arran: his comming this weye, nether 
can be denyed hym, nor ſhall, in this time of peace ; but how ſecretly, 
and circumſpectly that ought to be, ye can judge: wherin it ſhal be well 
done that ye gyve ſome goad adviſe. 

SENCE your departure hence nothing is chaunced of any creat im- 
portance mete for your intelligence, but theis which followe. The matter 
of Scotland hath hitherto thus paſſed. The firſt begynning of the inno- 
vation was at Donfreſe, where Knoxe and others began to preche: and 
the relligioſe perſons left there habites, both there and at & Jhonſtowne. 
The qQuene bowager uſed none of any name to the diſſolution of the aſ- 

20 ſemblye, but the puke, and the Erle of Huntleye. The other parte had 
the aſſiſtence of the Erles of Argile, Marſhall, Glencarne, and Arrell, 
with the Lord Ryven and of Dunne. It is now accorded, that every man 
ſhal be free for any thing done herin ; and that the cauſe of relligion 
ſhal be ended by earlement, Our commiſſionars have mett uppon the fron- 

| tyers with the Scottes; but hitherto they have not concluded there trea- 
tye, nor be not lyke theis x1111 or xv1 dayes. The Scottes wold have it 
made permiſſible, that the ſubjects of eche nation might trafficque one 
with other, without any ſalve conduRts as hath bene uſed : but the in- 
novation thereof is not convenient. 

39 THE eſtate of relligion here, which by force of lawe muſt alter the 
xxIIII of this moneth, reſteth in the poynts as ye leſt it; ſaving that the 
quene's Majeſty is determyned, by adviſe of her cownſell, to have a gene- 
rall viſitation through the realme: whereuppon both the injunctions and 
articles of inquiſition be redy formed ; and when theye be prented, ye 
ſhall have copyes thereof. 

THERE is come to my hands a ſcutchyn ſett forthe there, on the be- 
half of the polphyn : wherin, pryncipally, the quene's majeſty is much 
prejudyced, for that tli armes of England be therin quartered with Scot-

FyRsT yow ſhall underſtande, that there have byn of auncient tyme 

two ſorts of poſitions of the wares comming into the realme : the one 30 


called tonnage? which is uppon wynes and ſuche other wares of that ſorte 
as cumme in caſke, and ar ſolde by meaſure; and th' other called pond- 30 
age; which is rayſed uppon drie wares, and ſuche as ar uttered by weight. | 
Uppon the fyrſt ſorte of merchaundiſes, as wynes of the growth of 
Fraunce, it was in quene Marye's dayes in the tyme of the late warres, = 
for ſuche conſiderations as your ſellf may by your wyſdome eaſely geſſe, 4 
thought mete to ſett an impoſition of four marks uppon every tonne, to | 
be payed by ſuche, either Englyſhemen or ſtraunger, as ſholde bring the - 
ſame into the realme: and of the ſeconde forte of wares that pay pondage, 4 
there was ſix pence uppon the pounde encreaſyd of impoſition. , And in = 4 
this | 
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this ſtate founde the quene's majeſtie the ſayd impoſitions at hir comming 


to the crowne. Sence which tyme, nevertheleſſe, the warres being nowe 
brought to an ende, bycauſe it was foreſene, that the Frenche, Flem- 
ings, and other forreyne nations wolde peradventure take occaſion here- 
by to think themſellfs greved ; it hath byn decreed, for the avoyding of 
this ſcruple, that no ſtraunger ſholde any more pay the ſayd impoſition 
of four marks uppon the tonne. Mary, hir aighnes for good conſiderations 
hath, notwithſtanding, thought good to take the ſayd four marks of ſuche 
of hir owne ſubjects as ſhall bye the ſayd wynes, untill hir Majeſtie ſhall 
be pleaſyd otherwyſe to determine; for which purpoſe officers ar appoint- 
ed to vieu and take the accompt of ſuche wynes as ſhall be brought in 
and uttered here: wherein none injurie is intendyd, nor any hinderance 


directly offred to the Frenche, or any other ſtraunger; but that they 


maye without any empechment bryng, ſell, and ley on land any there 
wynes, as in ancient tymes they were accuſtomed. As for the ſix pence 
uppon the pounde, rayſed uppon the other wares; the ſame is clerely taken 
awaye from the tyme of the concluſion of the peax forwards. And albeit 
it may peradventure be ſayd, that the cuſtome of the ſayd pondage wares 
contynuyth till in ſume ſorte increaſyd: yet is the very truthe indede, 
that there is no mote payed for the cuſtome of a pownd nowe, then was 
from the begynning; that is to ſaye, twelve pence uppon every pounde. 
True it is, that the rates of the prices of wares is ſumewhat augmentyd 
(having at the fyrſt, the tyme ſo ſerving then, byn ſet at a very ſmale 
valu): and yet ar they not pryſed ſkarce to half the price, that in very 
dede they be preſently ſold. Which matter, nevertheleſſe, touching this 


laſt valuation of wares, you may kepe to your ſellf; oneleſſe yo ſhall ſee 


good cauſe, or be preſſed, by occaſion of talke, to utter the ſame to ſume 


good purpoſe. This is as muche as hath paſſed in this matter hitherto.

AND nowe ſhall yow underſtande, that th Ambaſſadour having at his 
being with us made earneſt requeſt to have the impoſition of four marks 
uppon the tonne allogether releaſyd; alleadging, that allthough the Eng- 
lyſhemen pay the fame, yet his maſter's ſubjects the Frenchemen that 
bring the wynes hither ar they indede that have the burden thereof, be- 
ing fayne to {ell as the Englyſhemen will bye; who it is not lyke wyll 
gyve more for the wynes, then they may be ſure, paying the impoſition, 
to rayſe of the ſame an honneſt gaynes to themſellfs beſyds: albeit it was 
by good arguments proved unto hym, that herein was no manner hin- 
deraunce directly offred unto his maſter's ſubjects; and that it was as law- 
full for the Quene's Majeſtie, for hir eaſe and relief, to take impoſitions 
of hir ſubjects of ſuche wares as lyked hir, as it was for other princes to 
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ſet impoſitions of theyrs; and that preſently, ſence the peace concluded, 
the French have ſold there wynes at ſuch gret priſees (as for 1x, x, and 
x1 pounds) as well thereof maye they paye the impoſt, and be great 
gayners for ſo much as they have alredy ſold: yet ſemed he not to be all- 
together ſatisfyed with this aunſwer. And bycauſe it is lyke, he will ad- 
vertiſe thither, what hath paſſed betwene us here touching this matter, 
we have thought mete to gyve yow knowledge thereof; to th'ende that 
waying the caaſe by your good diſcretion, yow may, if any thing ſhall 
happen to be ſpoken to yow thereof, aunſwer in ſuche forte, as yow ſhall 
think may beſt ſtande with the qQuene's Majeſty's ſervice.

and in th' other the ſaid King polphyn's with an inner half ſcuchion of + 


th'armes of Englande in the mydle of the ſame ; wherein not onely his 
wyfe, but hymſellf alſo, if this matter ſholde goo forwards, dooth the 
Quene's Majeſtie and this realme of England manifeſt wrong. 

AND likeas this matter cannot but ſeme ſumewhat ſtraunge unto us; 
ſo doo we pray you, that as of your ſellf, withowt taking knowledge to 
have herde any thing thereof from hence, ye doo by ſuche wayes as yow 
can beſt deviſe fynde the meanes, that, either by your ſelf or by ſume 
ſuche other as yow ſhall think mete, this matter may be opened unto the 
conſtable or ſome other of authorite : alleadging, that as yow intende by 
all the beſt meanes yow can to doo the parte of a good Miniſtre, and to 
help to contynue that good amitie that is betwene the quene's Majeſtie 
and hir good brother: ſo, hering of any thing that may ſounde to the 
contrary, yow cannot but for your dutie's ſake both open the ſame and 
travayle alſo to have it redreſſed; not doubting but ſuche conſideration 
will be had to th'amitie, as whatſoever the herauldes or paynters ſhall

vaynely deviſe, yet no ſuch thyng ſhall be ſet forth or publesſhed to the 


worlde, in ſuch fort as may any wayes prejudice hir xighnes, or tende to 
the hinderance of th'amitie. In this matter we wolde ye ſo travayled, and 
handled your ſellf in ſuche forte, as withowt gyving any cauſe of ſuſpi- 
tion to have herde thereof from hence, yow may by your good diſcretion 
bring to paſſe, that either the King or the conſtable, underſtanding the 
wrong that ſholde hereby be doon to the Quene's Majeſtie, and th' incon- 
venience that might growe thereof, may gyve ordre, that no ſuche thing 


be ſuffred to be ſet forth, either nowe or at any other tyme : and of that 40 
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yow ſhall have doon herein, we pray yow, we may be advertiſed as ons 


as conveniently yow may. 
AnD whereas it maye happ, that the king of Spayne's zmbaſſader and 
yow ſhall mete in ſome aſſemblye, where prioryte in place might come 
in queſtion : we think it mete, that pryncipally ye ſhuld, as ye conve- 
niently maye, forbere to come to the meting with hym; and if that can- 
not be avoyded, then to ſeme rather negligent of miſling the preferment, 
than to receave any derogation by accord or conſent: wherin we referr 
1 the reſt to your conſideration of the ſtate of the tyme of this world.

3 R secretary, it maie like youe underſtand, that the xv1 of this pre- n pine 
« = ſent I received your lettre by Frauncis: in the begynnyng wherof, 2:Juz1559 
'" as youe make mgntion of the want of date in my lettre ſent youe by 1 . 
Hinde; fo in the ende of yours youe have committed the fame error:: 
which ſhal be excuſed by me, as my lettre was by youe, with th occa- — 
ſion of haſt. 
Tux xix of this preſent the Lord Creky came unto me, to deſire my 
20 lettres for William Lord Hey of Efter (who ſhall mary his doughter) to 
the portes, and to youe for his better paſſage through England into Scot- 
land: which I graunted him, as youe may perceive by my lettre which 
he will bring unto youe from me. And allthough heretofore I ſignifyed 
unto youe, how daungerous a man the Lord of Creky was for me to medle 
withall: yet foraſmuch as I have learned ſithens of him, that he is coin 
germain removed to th' Earl of Arran, who eſtemeth him and taketh 
him for his frend and iH ban; and that he hathe alſo a doughter of the 
Quene Dolphins privy chamber, in great favour and credit with her; I 
thought good, in reſpecte hereof, to do him the frendſhip to graunt him 
30 his ſaid requeſt ; not doubting but that yowe will beware and cauſe regard 
to be had to the /ayd Lord Efter, who is to be miſtruſted, and is indede 
for his tyme a great papi/t : and the ſaid Lord Crety is alſo nephew to the 
Cardinal that was ſlaine. 
; Wur Ras I ſignified hertofore to the Queen's Majeſty, that there was 
F an overture made unto me for an offer of mariage betwene her Highneſs 
4 and the Duke of Namures, and that by perſonagys of good haveor and re- 
putacion; to whom ( ſeming defirous to underſtand my mind therin) I made 
40 anfwer at that time, that onleſſe the French King or his Council did move 
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me therin, I will not tale upon me any knowledge therof, nor ſignify the 
ſame into England: I do eft fones by the report of the ſame parties under- 


fand, that this ſaid Duke of Namurs hath moved the mater to the conſta- 


ble ; whoſe anſwer to him was deſirous of his advancement, yet was be in 
kke maner carefull for the French King's commodite ; and withall declared 
unto him, that he wold wiſh him to content himſellf, and not to goo abowt 
this matter; ſaying, it was not mete for him; adding further theſe wordes : 
What ? do yow not know, that the Queen Dolphin hath right and title to 
England? Which perſonages declared further unto me, that they here loked 
but for occaſion ; and when they ſee time, ſayed they, Have at you. 

I pray youe s, in caſe Thomas Randal be not diſpetched before the re- 
ceipt herof, to warne him, that after his arrivall in France he take upon 
him to be a merchant ; yet, notwithſtanding, he may for his better / 
pech come in poſt hither; and that his paſſage may be as ſecretly as may be, 

TH' Erle of Glincarn's brother was a ſuter for a paſport for Robert 
Conningham, Scottiſhman ; who, he told me, was bani/hed Sextland and 
France ; and that therfore he was ſent over as one recommended by the 
Erle of Lynowx brother, Monſieur D'Aulbeny, to the ſaid Earle, to whome 
he carried lettres for that purpoſe ; deſiring my lettre for his better paſſ- 
ing throughe Englande: wherof I thought good to give youe knowledge, 
to be by youe conſidered. 

THE Queen Dolphin founded this day again. 

THe x111 of this preſent, Idiſpetched m* Randall unto youe; of whome 
becauſe I have not ſithens his departure herd any thing, I thought good 
to ſignify this moch unto youe; and that he went hens by the way of 
Deepe, where I ſuppoſe he toke ſhipping. 

IAM done tunderſtand, that the French Quene and the Quene Dol- 
pbin, upon talk had of the Earl of Arran, have ſayd, that before this Am- 
baſſadour of England came over, being ſent for he aluays anſwered he wold 
cum, if he were made hable; whereupon he defired to have liberty to cut his 
wood in Poiftu, to make money of : now, fins the Ambaſſadour of England's 


cumming, he fyrſt, upon his ſending for, refuſed to cum, and not had con- 


veyd his ſelſf out of the way. Thus yow may perceive, as well by this adver- 
tiſment, as by other heretofore (wherto I think yow have byn privy) that I 
doo allredy beginne to be greatly ſuſpected to theſe men here; and therfore 
not like ing to remayne in credit with them. For which reſpe&, and in 
conſideration that it ſhal be for him that ſhall remayne in her Majeſtie's 
ſervis here neceſſary to be as moche liłed as may be, it may pleaſe youe in 
time to confider the ſame ; and to think upon ſome mete man to be ſent hither, 


upon my revocacien, before I doo receive any diſgrace; which happening unto 40 


me ill greatly binder other ſervice to be done by me. Sb, 
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Six, youe know, how eaſy a mater it is for a man to enter into ſuſpi- 
cion, and how hard it is for him to rid himſelf therof being ones ſuſ- 
pected ; and yet it often chaunceth, that the ſame arriſethe without cauſe 
or any good ground at all: nevertheles, in caſe of ſervice, it is good to 
ſuſpect; wherin not the ſuſpicion, but the thing ſuſpected may do hurte. 

M Y Lady Stafford bathe three tymes, one after another, in talking 
with me, declared out of the mowthes of three great perſonages, viz. the 
Queen Dolphin, Mareſchall Saint Andre, and De L' aubeſpine, that Sr Fames 
Crofts his Secretary at Barwick is interteigned by the Quene Dowagier 

10 in Scotland, and dothe advertiſe as moche thither as he can by any meanes 
get knowledge of. The credit of the reaporter is of no great weight with 
me: I am lothe to hurt any perſone: I beleve moſt aſſuredly, that & 
Crofts himſelf is utterly voide of all ſuſpicion; and what his Secretary may 
be, God knowethe: and yet waying the repetition of the mater unto me, 
and the naming of the reaports of ſuch perſonages, have moved me to 
fignify unto youe apart the ſame reaport; whiche it may like youe to way 
accordingly. Whether the thing be uttered bona fide or not, or whether 
it be a meane of them here to diſcredit M* Crofts, being taken amongs 
them to be a good ſervaunt for the Qyene's Majeſtie, and therfore do caſt 

20 this bone in his waye, I leave 90 your conſideration. And ſhe further told 
me, that the ſaid Saint Andre, as ſhe was a ſuter to him in her owne 
cauſe, aſked her, whether the Ambaſſadour wold not ſpeake and do for 
ber: ſhe anſwered, No: Why then (quoth he) he hath promiſed to do

all that he can for Dudley: and will the Ambaſſadour not do as moch for 


youe? And the talke I had with Dudley was fo late in the night and fo 
ſecretly, that, oneles he did but practiſe with me to heir what I wold 
faye, I mervaill how it ſhuld comme to the Mareſchall's knowledge. 
One Sander Whith, a Scottis/h man who was heretofore penſioner in 
England in xing Edward's tyme, (whome, I thinke, youe do knowe, for 
30 that he gave his attendaunce moſt commonly upon the puke of Somer- 
ſet during the tyme of his lief, and afterward upon the puke of North- 
umberlande, being till the King's penſioner) whome the Erle of Huntley 
cauſed to forfeit all his lands in Scotland, being a very honeſt, ſober, and 
godly man, and the moſt truely affectionat to England of any Scottis/hman 
I know here, hath bene with me, and given me diverſe advertiſments of 
things which be trew ; wherof it may like youe to have conſideration. I 
ſuppoſe he wil be contented with that which he hath hertofore had in 
England. And thus, referring youe for the reſt of the occurrencis here ta 
my commune lettres which I write to my Lordes at this tyme, I omit

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to trouble youe with any longer lettre, and fo take my leave of youe.

Corr las, I this moneth I receyved your letters, dated the 13" of the ſame, by 

cal.E. v. Francis the currour. Wheruppon I ſent one the fame night to the con- | 

er s table, to knowe tyme and place when I might ſpeake with him. He re- (10 


— turned me anſwere, that I ſhuld be at the corte the next daye, at dyner 
at his chambre. Whither the 175 of this moneth I went, according to 
his appointement: and after I had ſtayd for him, in the companye of La- 

E: merque ; at his comeng to his chambre I faid to him, that the things 
which gave me occaſion preſently to viſit him was to do him underſtand, 
that like as I defired to uſe all the parts of a good miniſter, and to travaill 
to do all things that might conduce to the contynuance and increaſe of 
th' atnitye and intelligence which was betwene our maſters ; ſo, hear- 
ing of any thing which might ſound to the contrary, I thought it con- 

venient and my part to enforme him therof; being one, to whome (next 20 
to the King) the knowledge of the ſame did aperteigne ; to th'end that 
ſuch redreſſe and ordre might be made and taken, as to the faid good a- 
mitye aperteined : which was, that within theſe fewe dayes certaine of 
my gentlemen, deſireing to ſee the preparations which were made againſt 
theſe triumphes, have happened to ſee, amongs other things, certain ſcut- 
cheons, wherin were'conteyned the king and quene polphin's armes and 
th'armes of England quartered together; and certain others ſet forthe for 
them, having th' armes of England conteined in the middes by them- 
ſelfs, unquartered and hooll. And therwithall (having them bothe ready 
drawne and ſet forthe in colors) I ſhewed him the ſaid armes, and deli- 30 
vered them into his handes. Wherof foraſmoch as (I faid) I had know- 
ledge, and knowing howe ſtraunge the Quenis majeſts my miſtres will 
thinke the ſame, when ſhe ſhal be advertiſed ; I could not but (to ſatisſy , 
my duety) enforme him therof, and, by the ſame meanes, travaill to ſee ; 
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the mater amendid ; truſting, that in reſpect of the good amity betwene 


their Majeſties, the King's pleaſure was not, that his heraults and painters 
ſhuld uſe theſe vaine inventions, and ſet them furth abrode; being ſo no- 


toriouſlie prejudiciall to the Quenis Majeſte my miſtris, and contrary to 


the ſaid amyty. Wherurito he furthwith anſwerid, that (as the world 


did knowe) at ſuche tyme as the mariage was made he was in priſon ; 
and what they have done, (quoth he, naming nether one nor other) he 
knew not: and further, that he had not to do in thoſe maters. Sir, (quoth 
I I truſt ſo moche in your good diſpoſytion to the contynyaunce of th 
amity, as youe will not ſuffer, now that all the world cometh together 
to ſee all theſe great triumphes, that the Quenis Majeſts my miſtres ſhall, 
by any meanes, be toched in her honor: and therfore I ſhall pray youe 
to have conſideration herunto, as to th'.amitie aperteinethe. He beheld 
well th' armes, and ſemed to take upon him not to know them to be the 
King and quenis polphin's armes: for (quoth he) there be no crownes 
upon them. Sir, (quoth I) that was but the overſight of the painter: and 
thoughe he have not fat furthe the crownes, yet hathe he ſet out th'armes 
as they be drawne and purtraicted; and the crowne is ſet over them bothe 
in the palais, and in many other placis of Paris, where they age to be 


ſeen. Well, (quoth he) I know, what they will fay to this; which is, that 


like as the Quene of England dothe beare th'armes of Fraunce; ſo js it 
lawfull for the Quene of Scotland, being of the xouſe of Englande, ſo nere 
the crowne as ſhe is, to give th'armes of England. Sir, (quoth I) not fo: 
and what is to be ſaid therin, youe know better then I do: and youe have 
(I doubt not) knowne er this, what buſines there hathe bene toching that 
mater, and to what extremytes it hathe growne. And further, (quoth I) 
if the meaning herof be to breade unquietnes and diſhonor to the quenis

Majeſte my miſtres, and to the realme ; like as it muſt nedis be contrary 


to the expectacion, ſo ſhall ſhe have cauſe to thinke herſelf herin moche 


toched : wherin I as a private perſone (deſirous, th amity begonne be- 


twene the King and the quene my miſtres ſhuld contynue and increaſe, 
and knowing youe to have bene bothe the begynner and perſecter of this 
amity betwixe them, and to be one whome her Majeſte eſtemethe and 
regardethe above all other in Fraunce) thought good to ſay this moche 
unto youe; praying youe, that order may be herin taken. In faithe (quoth 
he) it is a mater I have not to do withall, and beſides my knowledge : 
but I will breake the fame to the counſaill, and do all I can to the ſtay- 
ing of that which I ſhall underſtand may toche the Quenis honor; aſ- 
ſuring youe, that next to the xing my maſter, ſhe is the prince to whome, 
above all other, I deſire to do ſervice, and whome I do even ſo honor and 
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eſteme. And ſo willing me not to trouble my ſelf with this mater; ſaying, 
that all ſhuld be well; we broke communication, and fate down to di- 
ner; wherat were alſo the puke of Guiſe, the cardinall Chaſtillon, Mon- 
ſieur de Montmorency, the prince of Roſſillon, Monfieur de Vadamont, 
and certain others of reputation. 

AFTER diner I toke occaſion eftſones to put him in remembrance of 
that I had moved unto him before diner, I will not (quoth he) forget it; 
but will, bothe therein and in all other things, do the Quenis majeſte all 
the ſervice I can : and My Lord chamberlaine, he faid, at his being heer, 
told him of ſuche a mater. Sir,(quoth I) I cannot tell what My Lord cham- 


berlaine did, but I never knew of it till now. And then he told me, that 


the ratification of the treaty betwene the king and the king catholique 
wold be the next day; and aſked me, whether I wold be there preſent. I 
anſwered, that to do the king's Majeſte honor, I wold be ready to do as 
apperteyned. And fo he bade me farewell. 

Tocn 1NG the mater of the impoſts, as yet neither the coneſtable nor 
any other hathe ſaid any thing to me; and when they ſhall happen ſo to 
do, I ſhall follow your Lordſhips inſtruction DG as near as my 
poor wit will ſerve me. 

IT may like your good Lordſhips in like maner t 'underſtande, that upon 
the conſideration with my ſelf of that part of your laſt lettre, purporting 
the rrenche ambaſſador his being with your Lordſhips, toching th' im- 
poſts, I have called to my remembraunce, that our Engliſhe merchaunts 
have of auncient tyme had and enjoyed certaine privileges in Normandy, 
and other places upon the ſea coaſts of Fraunce, whiche be now clean 
altered; and the cuſtumes and other taxes greatly inhaunſed. And though 
(as I am enformed by certaine Engliſhe merchaunts) there hathe of a good 


tyme ſute bene made for their reſtitution to their accuſtomed privileges 


in thoſe parts; yet I could never underſtand, that any redreſſe was graunt-

ed: wherof, like as (I doubt not) your Lordſhips by your wiſdomes have 30 


conſideration, ſo I thought it nevertheles my part to put youe in remem- 
braunce herof; to th intent that if the ſaid rrenche ambaſſador do renew 
the mater of the ſaid impoſts to your Lordſhips, he may be remembred 
therof, as your Lordſhips Il, by your good diſcretions, thinke conve- 
venient: ſo as, in caſe it ſhal be thought mete to remit any part of th' 
impoſt on that fide, or ells to recontinue the ſame to be paid by th'eng- 
liſhe merchaunts, the rrenche being diſcharged of th' increaſe of the 
ſame, they may alſo on this fide cauſe th Engliſhe merchaunts to be re- 


ſtored to as large priviledges, as they have heretofore had: wherin (in myne 


opinion) M Wotton and . Maſone can further make declaracion to your 40 


good Lordſhips. | THE 
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Tue 15" of this preſent La Marque came unto me to my lodging in 
th'afternone, and brought with him (to ſhew me) the paſport given by 
the Quenis Majeſte to Betoncourt, the scotiſhe Quenis aſter d'hoſtel ; and 
faid, that the King and the coneſtable found it ſtraunge, that the ſaid Be- 
toncourt, being a Frenchman, ſhuld nede any ſuche paſport ; ſaying, it 
was againſt all the auncient cuſtumes, and treaties made betwene theſe 
twoo contreis; finding great fault, that the paſport was ſo condicionall, 
as firſt therby to appoin& him what money he ſhuld cary over with him; 
which (he ſaid) was 200 crownes ; and alſo what ſervaunts he ſhuld 
have; but ſpecially of his ſtay at the court foure daies, wherat the king 
his maſter (he ſaid) conceived ſome grief. Wherunto I madeanſwer; firſt, 
that I thought, there was no ſuche cauſe wherfore he might juſtly com- 
plaine; and that he knew well ynoughe, what the lawe in England was 
toching that poinct: and ſaid, that the conſideration therof was not in 


reſpect of his perſone; but that, I thought, the Quenis majeſte, becauſe her | 


officers be often tymes (according to their duety ) ſcrupulous in letting 
things paſſe againſt the lawe, and therfore might perhaps have ſtaid the 
faid Betoncourt longer then he wold, her nighnes of ſpeciall favour graunt- 
ed him the paſport, for his more ſpedy diſpetche ; with further declara- 
tion of the uſage both of Engliſhemen and ſtraungers in that behaulf, to 
whome (I ſaid) it was not permitted without paſport to convey any mo- 
ney or any thing ells out of the realme, in any other ſort then the lawe 
dothe appoinct ; and of ſome examples of the ſtay of our men at their 
ports on this ſide, in M* Wotton's tyme and others, notwithſtanding they 
have had paſports: in which caſe, he might perceive they had no cauſe 
to complaine. / | 
AT the ſame tyme the ſaid La Marque alſo declared unto me, that he 
was willed to ſay further unto me from the king and the coneſtable; that 
wheras I had, about 7 or 8 dayes before, ſent the requeſts of certaine mer- 
chaunts of London, toching reſtitution of a ſhip taken at Jerſay the third 
of Aprill laſt paſt ; (which was the next day after the date of the treaty ) 
that there was no mention made in the ſaid treaty of the redelivery of any 
ſhip fo taken after the ſaid date: and therfore (he faid) they deſired to 
knowe, after what ſort I required the fame to be reſtored ; whether 
vertue of the treaty, or by the auncient privilegis of the yle of — 5 
ells by ſpeciall grace and favour, to be ſhewed to the Quenis Majeſtè by 
the King in ſo doing. Wherunto I anſwered, that firſt it was apparant by 
a certificat which the merchaunts brought with them out of Normandy, 
that the ſame ſhip was taken the third day of Aprill, which was after the 


40 date of the treaty; and alſo that the yle of Jerſay was ſo privileged, both 
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both in tyme of warre and peaxe, as nether any ſuche fact committed 
there could be available, nor the thing, fo taken there, be good prize. 
And further I faid, that conſidering the good amity and peace betwixe 
the Quenis Majeſte and the King his maſter, I truſted, that according to 
the ſame, the ſhip ſhuld be reſtored. Wherunto the faid La Marque an- 
ſwered, that the xing would make anſwer therin ſhortly. 

Tux ſame daye, in the afternone, arrived at Paris the puke of Alva, 
the erince of Orenge, and the conte d'Egmont, accompanied with the 
conte Swartzemburg, and a great cumpeny of gentlemen, well beſeen 
bothe in their apparaill and horſes: and there were firit ſent from the 
court here, to mete them, the cardinall of Lorreine, Monſieur de Mont- 
morency, the Marques d'Albeuf, and certaine gentlemen ; who went as 
farre as Saint Denys: and within half a mile of Paris, the puke of Lor- 
reine, the erince of Ferrare, and the erince of Mantua, with Danvile, 
Meru, two of the coneſtable his ſonnes, with the x ingrave, and diverſe 
other noblemen and gentlemen; and laſte of all, nerer the towne, the puke 
of Nemures, accompanied with diverſe gentlemen of the privy chamber, 
met them. And fo they were conducted ſtreight to the court; where they 
were cauſed to alight, and brought to the kingis preſence, with whome 
was the King polphyn: whome after they had ſeen, they viſited the prenche

quene polphin, and the reſt of the prenche Kkingis children: whiche done, 


they were conducted to their lodgings. 
Tue 17" of this preſent, after I had bene at the corte and had a litle 


repoſed, I rode without traine to the Turnelles; where I ſawe the Frenche 
King, the Duke of Guiſe, and to the number of fortye in armure on horſe- 
back; who, to do the puke of Alba and the reſt of his compeny pleaſir, 
made many courſes : whoſe doingis were not other, bnt as they comonly 
be in any thing where many have to do. Somme ranne well, ſomme evill, 
and other betwene bothe; but in my judgment, none exceded moche the 
reſt, 

ACCORDING to the coneſtable's deſire, the 18 of this preſent I was at 
Noſtre dame, and ſawe the ceremonies of the faid ratificacion diſpetched: 
wherat there were, beſides the ſtraungers, the frenche qQuene, the king 


and the quene polphin, and the rrenche kingis children, with a great 


many of th'order, and the cardinalles of Lorreine, Sans, Chaſtillon and 
Strozzi: and of ambaſſadors, there were the pope's nuncio, the zuſhop of 
Fermo, th Ambaſſadours of Venize, Ferrare, and Mantua. The king and 
the noblemen and gentlemen of his court were as brave, as ever I ſawe 
any ſo many together; and the Burgognois were not farre inferior to them. 


After that the folemnites in the churche were paſſed, tke king dined in

the Buſhop's palais, accompanied at his owne table, on his right hande, 
with the puke of Alva, the prince d'Orange, and the conte d' Egmont; 
and on his left hand, the king polphin, the puke of Lorreine, the car- 
dinall of Lorreine, and the prince of Ferrare. The coneſtable had, in an 
other houſe by, an other table; where Monſieur de Guile, the reſt of the 
cardinallis, and diverſe of the chief of the puke of Alva his compeny 
dined. Monſieur de Montmorency had, in an other place nere to that 
houſe, a table; wherat dined the yong noblemen and gentlemen: in 
which houſe (thoughe not at one table) dined alſo together all th Ambaſ- 
ſadors. Th ambaſſador of Portugall was this day abſent from all _ ce- 
remonies. 

I am enformed, that the cardinal Trivultio, the pope's Legat here, de- 
parted hens the 1 9 of this preſent; and that the Buſhop of Fermo, the 
rope's Nuncio, departeth within 8 dayes after him: in whoſe place an 
other ſhall cum to be Reſident at this court. 

IT is faid here, that the puke of Alva and the prince of Orenge do re- 
maine here, till ſuche tyme as the townes, agreed upon to be delivered 
by the treaty, be reſtored. Which puke is ſuppoſed to ſtay here longer, 
for that it is reaported, he carrieth with him into Spaine king Philip's 
wief; who ſhall be fianced to the ſaid king the 21 of this preſent, and 
the 22 of the ſame maried unto him by a procurer, —_— ſhal be the faid 


puke. 


Tut puke of Savoy it not yet arrived: but as the 17 of this moneth 
at night he was at Cambray, and is loked for here the 22 or 23 of 
the ſame ; and ſumtyme the next weke (it is faid) he ſhal be maried. 

WHERAS, a while agoo, it was thought and ſpoken here, that the King 
of Spayn wold goo into Spayne about Auguſt : foraſmoch as, for certaine 
great maters of importaunce (as it is ſaid) he dothe minde to call the fate 
of his Lowe countreys together, and with them to conferre theruppon ; 
and alſo dothe purpoſe, before his departure thens, to kepe the feaſt of the 
toyſon ( wherof, amongis diverſe others whome he mindethe to honour 
withall, the puke of Urbyn is named to be one) which is thought will not 
be done without layſer; it is now ſuppoſed, that the King of Spayne doth 
not departe ſo ſone as was juged. 

Tux cauſe of the ſtay of the rrenche Ambaſſadour with the Turcq 
(werof, I judge, your Lordſhips have knowledge) is faid here to be, for 
that the faid ambaſſadour had told the Turcq, that the rrenche king 
wold not conclude peace, without the ſaid Turcq's knowledge: which 
being cum to paſſe, contrary to his expectacion, hath cauſed him to ſtay 
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him as he dothe: not ithſtanding, it is thought by ſomme, that he i- 
aine ſet at liberty. | 7

ther with the principall partys wiche attempt the broyle in Scotland for 
matters of religion.

IR, by this beror I have thought mete to ſend a recapitulation of ,. 


ſondry thyngs. Your advertiſements doo come hyther very ſeaſon- 
ably. I have at good length conferred with Sandy Whytloo, by whom 
I have ſent divers adviſees into Scotland. I truſt they will conſider, nihil 
eſt tertium: aut erunt victores, aut victi. The powager Quene and French 
be come to Donbarr. The proteſtants be at Edynborogh ; where the 
Lord Arſkyn, one of them, hath the charge of the caſtell. They offer 
no violence, but diſſolve relligioſe howſees ; directyng the lands therof to 
the crowne, and to miniſtery in the chirch. The pariſh chirchees they 
delyver of altars and imagees, and have receved the ſervice of the chirch 
of England accordyng to King Edward's booke. They ar now comming 
to Kelſhoo-abbey. There nomber is ordenary five thowſhund, and uppon 
any nede ten. I ſend yow her included the names of the principall partyes. 
Knoxe deſyreth to come hyther : if he might come ſecretly, I wold al- 
low it ; otherwiſe not. God ſend grace, that th'erle of Arren do well 
eſcape : if he wer in Scotland, it wer beſt for all purpoſees. Of the 
rrench ſhippes we here as yow wrytt: I wold it might be knowen, 
what tyme they ſhall ſet furth: I thynk ſome intelligence might be 
had by Jhon Rybawt, if he be well uſed. The rrench Embaſſador made 
great complaynt here, that of late the Erle of Northumberland ſtayed 
one Monſieur de Frommett, which yeſterdaye deperted hence towards 
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France; wherof ye maye alſo perdaſe here: but in theſe caſees they ſeeke 
haſt, according to there owne deſyres, and not according to the commo- 


ditee of horſees and paſsports. They come ſometymes hither erly in the 


morning for paſsport ; and thynk long to tarry, untill the Quene's Ma- 


jeſty be made reddy : nevertheleſs they be as gently uſed as we maye. As 
for comen occurrants, I nede not trooble my wryting: r Howard 
will therof acerteyn yow. Here hath bene great ſlacknes in appoynt- 
ing of giſhopps, and as yet contynueth: it will do much hurt for regy- 
ment. All partes be quiett, but the cathedrall. Chirchees be voyde of 
chirch ſervice: uppon viſitation, it ſhall amende, I truſt. Th' emperor's 

ador contynueth yet ſtill here in his ſuyte : but for ought I ſee, 
the tyde ronneth no wey certenly. There ſhall an other comme very 
ſhortly to be reſident here. : Challoner departeth to morrow towards 
the King catholique. The Biſhop of Aquila is here fick of the goute. 
There is now required and retorned the coller and robes of the Toyzon 
which king Henry the viii had: the demand ſemeth ſtrange. The king of 
Sweden's Embaxadors ar looked for daylye from Antwerpe. Your retorne, 
I ſee, will not be before Michelmas : for yow I am the ſorryar, but for 
ſervice the gladder and more ſecure. 

In the end I muſt thank yow for my ſonne; who hath, I know, bene 
troobleſom to yow : but, if he can, hereafter with ſervice he ſhall ac- 
quite it. I have directed mr Sommar to defraye his chargees, ans to ſend 
hym home as he ſhall thynk mete.

T RUSTY and welbeloved, we grete yow well. Your ſervice is very 
acceptable to us: wherin we dowt not but ye will contynew, and 
ſo ſhall ye fynd in us the contynuance of our ſyngular favor towards 
yow. Although your deſyre be to retorne : yet muſt ye content your 
ſelf with that which we now, as the tyme is, doo rather covett; that is,

To THE QUENE'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTIE. 
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1 T may pleaſe your Majeſte to be advertiſed, that ſince the ſending of Sr Nichols 
my lettre by a" Cecill, I do underſtand, the ſtate of things here, and tn te 


the rrench xing's remayn in thies termes. At this preſent the nowſe of 


10 Gwyſe ruleth and doth all abowt the French king: and what will ſuc- 


cede further is unknowne, tyll the King of Navarr's coming; which is 
very uncertayne, for he is as yet in Gwyenne, and yeſterday a PRINT 
of his owne was diſpached towardes hym. 

THe 11 of this preſent, the puke of Guyſe, thecardinall of Laan; 
and the coneſtable were with the puke of Alva and Ruy Gomez; and 
amongs other things (as I am enformed) required of them, on the French 
King's behalf, to confirm the treaty of peace of late concluded betwene 
the king of Spaine and the French king that deade is. The puke of Alva 


made them anſwer, that his commiſſion was expired; and that, if he 


20 might do what he thought good, he wold make them a dire& anſwer. 


He was, he ſayd, but a ſervaunt; and therefore wylled them, in caſe they 
had any thing wherein they wold be ſatisfied, to write to the king of 
Spaine themſelfs, or to theyr ambaſſadour reſident with hym. Whereup- 
pon (as farre as I can learne) they have deſpached ſpecially for the con- 
firmacion of the treaty: whereby it is thought, that the treatie already 
made is voyde by the deth of the French king; and judged, that when 
the French ſhall of newe deſire the confirmacion of the ſame, that it ſhall 
be anſweryd them, that the amitie betwene the rrench king that deade 
is and the King of Spaine cauſed the treatie to be in forte as it was: Ma- 


zo ry, nowe that he is deade, the ſame is voyde. Whereuppon it is diſ- 
courſed, that the King of Spaine finding himſelf with the advantage he 
hathe, and knowing the rrenche ſtate better then he dyd at the tyme the 


peace was made, will either make newe demaundes, or ellis conſtrayne 
the Frenche to dooas he will have them, with breaking with them agayne; 
whiche is thought, they for their partis wil be lothe to do. And for the 
more credit of the ſame, it hathe bene reaported by the puke of Alva's se- 
cretary, that albeit the King of Spaine takethe it unkindly, that your Ma- 


ſte, notwithſtanding all his offers made at the treatie, and that he wold 
vol L _ R r 
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not make any peace without England, hath not of all this tyme ſent any 
perſonage to hym, to congratulate the peax ; yet he thought, that in caſe 
your Majeſte wold ſend to the king of Spaine, things being in ſuche 
termes as they be, that he wold nevertheleſſe be contented to take his ad- 
vauntage. Whiche, I take it, hathe bene by meanes reported, to th'in- 
tent I ſholde thereby take occaſion to write therein to your Majeſte ; 
which I have thought-good to doo, remitting the conſideration thereof 
to your wiſdome. The circumſtance of whiche mater, and the opinion 
of ſuche as ſeme to be affectionat to your majeſte, and to your Majeſtie's 
affayres, who ſay, that now is a propice tyme for recovering of Calice, 
emboldenethe me to put your Majeſte in remembraunce of the advaun- 
tage your Majeſte hath nowe for the getting thereof into your Majeſtie's 
handes, and of the commodite offered to ſende now to the King of Spayne, 
as well to entre in amitie and ſtraight league with hym, as alſo to be in 
hand with hym for the recovery of Calleys; which ſtandith hym in 
hande, as muche as it doth your Majeſte. And if he may be brought to

I do alſo underſtand, that the cardinall of Sans, the late Garde [des] 


ſeaux, is diſplaced ; and that Monſieur Oliver, who was chauncellour here- * 


tofore, is like to enter into that office againe; for that the 12 of this 
preſent he came to the courte, accompanied with above 100 horſe. 
And ſome ſay, that the Buſhop of Orleauns ſhall be carde [des] ſeaux, 
and Monſieur Oliver remaine {till chancellour. The coneſtable is retired 
to his houſe of Meigret here in Paris, secretary Burden put furthe of his 
office; and the zuſhop of Meaux, who was almoner, is diſplaced. Mon- 
ſieur de Lorges, the yong Lord of Mongomery, is diſcharged of his cap- 
teinſhip of the garde, and baniſhed the courte. And the pucheſſe of Va- 


lentinoys and puches of Buillon are commaunded, that neither they nor 
any of theirs ſhall reſort to the courte. The puke of Guiſe kepeth the 


table the coneſtable was wont to kepe. I am alſo enformed, that the

I UNDERSTAND, tha t the 12" of this preſent at night, all the gentle-

and in what places they lye, and what furniture 1s prepared for them, it is 
very hard for me to /earne, ſo farre from the ſee coaſt, Mary I ſuppoſe, that 
for the aſſurance of knowledge therein, it were welldone, that my Lord Admi- 
rall did by ſuch good meanes as he knowethe, and can well ynoughe uſe by 
the men of Rye and others upon the ſea cagftes, (who can conſider the places

of credence unto the ſayd rrenche King, whereby we ſignify unto hym, 
that we have appointed yow to reſide there, and be our Ambaſſadour 
towards hym as ye were towards his late father; yet is our pleaſure, in 
caaſe ye ſhall by any good meanes underſtand, that he dooth in deede 
| publiſhe or put in execution the former delyberations, and thereby any 
| wayes touche or prejudice our juſt right and tytle to the crowne of this 
| / our realme, by uſurping the ſtile thereof or otherwyſe, that then ye doo 
forbeare to make delyvery of our ſayd lettre addreſſed to the ſayd French 20

King, but remayne there as a private gentleman and our ſervaunt, with- 20 
owt making any ſhew to ſeeke farther uppon them, then yo ſhall re | 

may ſtande with our honnour and your reputation, untill you ſhall un- 

derſtand further of our pleaſure.

in this matter, for that it is gyven us to underſtande, the rrenche Am- 


baſſadour here hath-ſecret commaundement from thence to forbeare to 
cume unto us for any reſpe& or cauſe, onelefle we doo expreſſly ſende 
for hym : which thing concurring with the intelligences yo have learn- 
ed there maketh us the rather to ſuſpe& theyre meaning towards us; 
whereof we wolde gladly be owt of doubt. Dyvers other things we have 


committed to the declaration of the beror, Henry Killigrew ; whereof 
10 he hath a memoryall in the new ciphre. We wold, that ye ſhuld recom-

CERTEN thyngs be thought of here to be obſerved and eſchowed. That 
the ſayd Erle comme not into the poſſeſſions of th Emperor, the king of 
Spayne, the Biſhopps papiſts, nor others confederat with the French. 
That he in nowiſe appeare who he is, in all his journaye, not to his 
moſt aſſured; but ether pas as a merchant, or ſcoller. Becauſe Flaun- 
ders and the Bas-contrees be dangerooſe for hym ; it is thought, that 
Emden is the beſt paſſage: and ſo if he ſhall arryve in England, to con- 
tynew unknowen, as he did before, untill the Quene's pleaſure be under- 
ſtand. He muſt be informed, that this the qQuene's Majeſty's inclinations

N ſent, a Killegrew arrived at Paris: by whome I received your Ma- 
Queen, jeſtie's lettres of the 165 of the ſame, mencioning the coming hither of 

From bars, Richard Tremayne to be employed in your Majeſtie's ſervice, and toch- 20 
Jays ing your opinion for th' Erle of Arrayne his helping from Geneva into 
Se.. v. England or Scotland. I received by him alſo your Majeſtie's other lettres 
6686. of the 19® of this preſent, toching the conſultation had for the french 
From the King's ſtyle, to be publiſhed to your Majeſtie's prejudice: and that, not- 
Sen.. withſtanding your Majeſtie's lettres of credence unto the rrench king, if 

I perceyvid, they here minded to put in execution theyr firſt delyberation, 

wherof I heretofore advertiſed your Majeſtic; I ſhuld then remaine as a 
gi gentilman, without making demonſtration to ſeke further uppon 
them withowt knowledg of your Majeſtie's pleaſure. Tam in the ſame let- 

tres alſo advertiſed, that there is commaundement given to the rrenche 30 

Ambaſladour on that ſyde, not to repayre to the courte, oneles your Ma- 

jeſte ſhall ſende for hym : and youe deſire to be enformed ſumwhat ther- 

of from hence. He delivered me in like maner lettres from your majeſte 

to the king of Navar and quene, the puke of Guyſe and the coneſtable. 

For anſwer to the firſt ; it may like your majeſte underſtand, that as yet 

Rychard Tremayne is not cum unto me: of whoſe coming I wold be 

glad, for ſuch cauſes as I fignified by my laſt lettres unto your Majeſte. 


And I do mynde, uppon his coming, to ſende hym with ſume expedi- 
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tion to Geneva and Tygure, to underſtand what he may of th'rle of At- 
rayne; and, in caſe he can mete with him, to procede according to your 
Majeſtie's letters: of whiche Earle of Arrayne I have not learned any 
thing certainly, ſince the diſpetching of M* Randall from hence to Chaſ- 
telereu, in the compeny of th Erle of Arrayn's Maſter of his horſſe; o- 
ther then ſuche advertiſements as I ſent your Majeſtie with my late let- 
ters, which I received from the fayd M Randall. And whether th'erle 
of Arrayne be at Geneva or Tygure, where order was by me taken for his 
= arryvall, I do not yet knowe. Mary, it is ſaid, he is gone eſtwarde from 
io 10 Chaſtelereu. And the 23* of this preſent the zaron of Corton, who is not 
lodged farr from me, told myne hoſt where I lye, that the Earle of Ar- 
rayne, in hiy way to Geneva, hath indured great penury, and was con- 
ſtrained for 1 5 dayes together to hyde hymſellf in a wood of his, and 
2 there to repaſt himſellf, having no other help, by frute whiche men ca- 
ried throughe the fame deſert. And other newes have I not of th Erle of 
Arraine preſently. 
AND toching the contents of the other lettre of the 19" of this preſent; 
I have bene enformed, that after the matter touching the ſtyle had bene 
in deliberation at the fyrſt, and agreed uppon ſecretly, that ordre was 
20 then gyven for the making of a newe ſeale, with the armes of England,

FRANciscus DEI GRACIA FRANCORUM REX. Which ſeale being perfect- 
ed was lately brought in emongſt them here, as they were in the coun- 
ſell, and there ſhewed by the puke of Guyſe and cardinall of Lorraine to 
the reſt; amongs whome the coneſtable was one. And after they had a 
litle vewed the ſeale, and ſumwhat conſidered the mater of the uſing of 
the ſame; the coneſtable, as I am informed by one who ſemeth to knowe 
muche, ſtode upp and ſaid unto Meſſieurs de Guyſe, (for ſo he termed 
them) that in his opinion, he thought it not honorable, that there ſhuld 
zo be uſed in the ſeale of France any other armes then the onely armes of 
France: alledging, that no rrenche king heretofore hathe done the like; 
and therfore judged it meter, that they ſhold be uſed alone. For he ſaid, 
6 that the french king hertofore hath, had title to Naples, Millaine, and 
1 diverſe other places of great importance; and yet he never uſed but his 
1 ownt armes of France, and notwithſtanding proſecutyd theyr juſt titles, 
as they ſaw cauſe: and fo, he ſaid, they might do, though they did not 
in this ſort ſet forth the ſame. Wherupon ſome ſtay was made of the 
uſing of the ſayd ſeale; and as yet they uſe the late French King's 
ſeale; and the French king (as I am advertiſed) did wryte hymſellf 
40 lately, in a commiſſion, as French Kings hath uſed to doo: whiche is all

the knowledge I can learne as yet toching theſe maters. And hard it will 
be for me to underſtand further, till that the late french king be inter- 
red: and it is thought, the ſame ſhal be about the 20" of Auguſte ; for 
untill then, it is ſayd, the ſtyle will not be publiſshed: and at the buriall 

of the king here, it is accuſtomed, as he is put into the tombe, to be 
publiſshed, LE Roy EST Mok T; and then the newe king is proclaymed 
with his hole ſtile in ordre. The conſideration wherof, together with 
th'incertainty how I ſhall behave my {elf to the king, till the truthe of 
theſe maters maie be knowne; and for that your majeſtie's inſtructions 
do not appoinct me to delyver the letter to the rrench king for my cre- 10 
dence, before I can certaynely learne their meaning in theſe maters ; and 
alſo for that this poinct of the ſame inſtructions, © byuſurping of the ſtile, 

or other wyſe”, ſemethe, for this word © otherwyſe” not plaine inoughe 
for the direction of my proceadings with the French king; I have 
thought it moſt convenient to ſtay the rrench xing's letter, and the letter 

to the puke of Guyſe in my hands, till that I may either perceyve more 
of theyr proceadinges, or be more fully inſtructed of your majeſtie's plea- 
ſure, how to behave myſelf in all eventys: wherof it may ,pleaſe your 
Highnes I may be furthwith advertiſed. 

Fox the furtheraunce of your Najeſtie's ſervice, I have thought mete, 20 
that M Kyllygrewe do goo to mete the king of Navarr by the way in 
his coming hither, and to deliver your Majeſtie's letter unto hym: which 
(I take it) wil be the better welcom, foraſmuche as he ſhall have cauſe 
to thinke the meſſinger expreſly ſent to hym. I thinke good alſo to de- 
liver the coneſtable's letter furthwith ; to th'intent that, if any queſtion 


be put further in counſayll, where he ſhal be preſent, toching the Frenche 


proceding with your Majeſte, he may be the better affected to your nigk- 
nes behaulf. 

THE 19" of this preſent, the puke of Savoye rode in poſte towardes 
Flaundres, and the prince of Orenge in his cumpeny ; whiche prince, it 30 
is ſaid, hathe promiſed upon his honor to returne by a daye. The cauſe 
of the puke's going (as I am enformed) is to procure, that the late treaty 
betwene King Philip and the king that dead is, maie be renewed and 
confirmed betwene the ſaid king Philip and the Frenche king that now 
is, and to know his reſolution for certaine other maters of importaunce 
to be agreed upon betwene theſe two princes. The 2 15 of the ſame, the 
puke d' Arcus with the conte Carravallier arrived in poſt at this court. 
He hath (as I am credibly informed) commiſſion both to condole, and 
to ſay further to this king, that like as king Philip was entered into 
league with his late father, and for the perfection of amity betwene them 49 
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had maried with his doughter; ſo he was now minded to coutynew the 


fame league, to performe all the articles agreed upon betwene him and 
the late King his father, and to do more, if more may be; to ſtand them 


here in ſtede either with money or any other thing, yea with the tra- 


vaill of his owne perſone, if the caſe ſo required. 

I UNDERSTAND, that there is a commiſſion ſent into Gaſcoigne, for 
men to be levyed for Scotland. There is alſo news comme to this 
court, that the yong king of Denmarke ſhuld be dead. This court re- 
moveth the 2 5 of this preſent to & Germins ; where the ſame ſhall re- 
maine, till nere the tyme of the xing's enterrement. The puke of Alva 
and the coneſtable do (as I am enformed) remaine behinde here at Paris. 
I do not underſtand, that Monſieur de Noailes ſhal be ſhortly revoqued: 
but it 1s thought, that aſſone as the king is interred, and that they here 
have put ordre in their things, that they mind to chaunge all theyr mi- 
niſters abrode, and, amongs the reſt, to chaunge theyr Ambaſſadour 
there with your wajeſte ; the rather, for that he was ſent into England 
by the coneſtable's appoinctment. The 2 5. of this preſent, the puke of 
Arcus is departed towards Flaundres : ſegnor Ringomes the next day 
taketh his journey towards Spaine; whether, it is ſaid, King Philip mak- 
eth all th'expedition he can to followe. Th advertiſement I lately ſent 


© your Majeſte, tocking the uſher's calling for place for the French quene,

was, as I underſtand ſithens, ſpoken rather of pleaſour by him, then of 
any ſet purpoſe, becauſe the Lady Stafforde was hard by hir. I ſend your 
Majeſte her incloſed a note of ſuche newes as th Ambaſſadour of Venize 
ſent unto me, toching the rope, and the great conflict amongs the 
Turques, 

WaERas there was commiſſion praunted to an officer of the xing's 
here, for the letting of the lands at Calleys, within the pale, for terme 
of ſeven yeres; the ſaid officer having made offer to diverſe for their 
dwelling there, and to take leaſes in that fort, can find none that will take 
the ſame, without longer terme of yeres ; ſaing, that within eight yeres 
it ſhuld be reſtored to your Majeſte. Whereuppon he repaired to the 
cardinal of Lorrayne, to enforme him therof: who, queſtioning with 
the officer, aſked him, whether he was ſo mad to believe, that it ſhuld 
be reſtored : and told him, that which was done was done of purpoſe 
to make the Englyſhemen beleve ſo; becauſe the tyme of the making of 
the peaxe conſtrained that convenant to be put in, though indede there 
was never any ſuche mater ment: and therfore willed him to cauſe 
their leaſys to be made during ſuche tyme as the French xing ſhuld injoy 


the ſame, and to tell the tenants ſecretly, that there is no reſtitution 
ment.

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Cors1ca is not yet reſtored to the Genoes. The cauſe is (as I am en- 
formed) that where commiſſioners were arrived to make reſtitution ther- 
of; Il ſegnor Urſino, who hathe the charge for the French king there, 
withſtode the mater, and cauſed by practiſe the people of the yle to 
withſtand the rendition therof to the Genoes ; which is noted to be 
don by the ſecret ſollicitation and meanes of the great prior: wherof it 
may pleaſe your Majeſte, if it ſhall ſo be thought good, to enforme the 


xing of Spayne's ambaſſadour with your Majeſtie, Pierre Corſica, is ar- 


rived at this court, and is moche made of, and well received of the king 
that now is. | 
HERETOFORE I wrote to your Majeſte of the ſending of the puke of 
Wirtemberg, and the cardinall of Auggſta to this court from th'empire. 
The faid puke refuſed at that time to be joigned with the ſaid cardinall 
in commiſſion ; alledging certaine ſmall excuſes, which wold not be 
taken: and in th'end he was fo preſſed by th Emperor, and charged with 
his duety, that he declared the faid cardinall to be his enemy, and that 
he had fought meanes to kill him; and therfore cold by no meanes, 
with his ſafety, goo in his company. Wherof the cardinall being adver- 
tiſed, he repaired to a houſe where the puke was; and there told him 
what he underſtode of his reaport of him ; and defired to know, whe- 
ther the ſame were trew or not. The puke affirmed, that he had faid fo, 
and wold ſtand to it. The cardinall preſſed him by all meanes to tell him, 
who gave that information. The puke refuſed a good tyme ſo to do; 
ſaying, he underſtood by lettres from Rome, that the ſaid cardinall in the 
Pope's preſence, had proponed mater, that the pope ſhuld uſe meanes to 
diſpetche him ; and if he could not do it, that he the ſame cardinall wold 
find meanes to put the mater in execution ; adding, that if the puke of 
Wirtemberg were not put out of the way, religion cold never be ſtaid in 
Almaine. The cardinall ſtode to the utter deniall of any ſuche mater; in 


ſuch ſort, as in th'ende the puke declared unto him, that he received let- 30 


tres from the cardinall Bellay to that effect; whiche he ſhewed to the car- 
dinall of Auguſta. And fo he, being fatisfied at the puke's handes, re- 
tired to his lodging; and furthwith wrote, and ſent away to the Pope a 
diſpetche of the circumſtances of the mater. Wherupon the pope hathe 
committed the ſaid cardinall Bellay to priſon : and it is judged to be for 
the cardinall of Auguſta his cauſe ; for ſo one who came by the way of this 
towne from Italy, the 246 of this preſent, to paſſe into Flaundres, hath 
reaported. 

I UNDERSTAND, that the Princes of Conde and Ferrare ſhal be furth- 


withe diſpetched into Flaundres, for the renewing and confirmation of 40

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the late treaty made betwene the late king and king Philip, to be con- 
tynued betwene the ſaid King Philip and the rrenche xing that now is. 
I am alſo informed, that after long and diverſe debatings, to and from, 
| emongſt theſe men, for the matter of Scotland, at lenght they have de- 
; termined furthwith to diſpetche De Labroſe and the zuſshop of Amiens; 
a who ſhall have in theyr company a thowſand fotemen, and a hundred 
+ men at armes; with purpoſe that, upon theyr arryvall, the ſayd Buſshop- 
* and Labroſe ſhall furthwith yiſit the fortifications, and uppon conſidera- 
'» tion of the ſame adviſe taken by them, which is to be kept, and which 
5 10 to be abandoned, to place the ſayd ſoldiors into the ſame; and then to 
: ſce, what they can doo with the ſpiritualtie, and others there, for the 
| appeaſing of the garboyle emongſt them. Wherin if they find difficulty; 
then they have in commaundment, nowe in the tyme of harveſt, to em- 
ploy the ſayd men of warre in ſuche forte, as they ſhall take ſo muche 
proviſion as they can gather, and lay up in ſtore for theyr furniture : 
which being fully ſupplyed, they ſhall doo all theyr indevor, to the ut- 
termoſt of theyr force, to ſpoyle and deſtroy all the countrey about them. 
And in caſe they here ſhall perceyve, that the men which they take with 
Ti them will not ſerve to bring theyr purpoſes to paſſe ; they mind to ſend 
10 after them the Marques d' Alboef with greater force: for the putting 
wherof in a readines, the Frenche ceaſe not daily to travayll and give or- 
der. The ſhipping of the men of warr to be ſent at this preſent into 
Scotland is appointed to be (as I am enformed) about the eight of the 
next moneth, and the fame to be tranſported onely in ſhippes of bur- 
then. 
I CANNoT but (uppon great cauſe, which I fee dayly) put your Majeſtie 
in remembrance to have an eye to your hoſtages, notwithſtanding any 


feaſtings or good countenaunce they ſhall make. The 2 5 of this preſent, 


in the evening, was with me the viſdame of Chartres; who delivered 

30 * 30 unto me two ſupplications, the copies wherof I ſend your majeſte her- 
> withall. The ſuppliant doth him muche diſhonor. Wherfore he deſireth 

1 to have in wher he may be uſed according to reaſon and his 


honor. His doings otherwiſe ſeme unto me worthy your Majeſtie's in- 
dignation. Wherefore, foraſmuche as the ſayd viſdame beareth your Ma- 
jeſtie good affection, it may lyke your majeſtie, on his behaulf, to cauſe the 
party to be ſecretly apprehended, and ſo kept; and uppon his apprehen- 
ſion, to ſignify the ſame unto me: wherby your Majeſtie may be further 
advertiſed, what to doo with hym. And for the more ready comyng by 
o hym, it may pleaſe your majeſte t'underſtand, that the ſuppliant nam- 

* 40 eth himſelf my Lord of Norfolk's ſervaunt; and hath two names, that is 
1 d ©. 
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to ſay, Thomas Gery and Munceaulx; and is ſonne to Philbert, late phy- 


ſician in Calice, He hatha ſuſter, maried in London to a ſurgeon, who 


may give alſo knowledge where he is. The matter had ned to be ſecret- 
ly handeled. 

THe 26" of this monethe James Hambleton, the Lorde of Orme- 
ſtone, lieutenant to th Erle of Arraine came unto my lodging, and gave 
me t'underſtand, that there is no certaine knowledge as yet, where the 
fayd Earle of Arraine was. And where I advertiſed heretofore, that the 
puke of Chaſtilheralt's landes were ſeaſed into the French King's hands; 
the faid Hamolton ſayd unto me, that the 2 5" of this preſent they 
weare releaſyd, and that he had commiſſion to receyve the ſame agayne 
to the puke of Chaſtilheralt's uſe. Nevertheleſſe he ſayd, he did know 
it but a deviſe to amuſe the puke; and that they ment hereby to re- 


taine the puke's devotion towardes the Frenche, And becauſe the ſayd 


puke of Chaſtilherald ſhuld be fully informed of this practiſe, and theyr

uſing of his ſunne Davy, and of other their purpoſes and meanings for 


Scotland; the ſaid Hamolton doth ſhortly deſpache a gentilman, nam- 
ed Henry Neſbet, ſecretly to the ſayd puke into Scotland: for whiche 
purpoſe he deſired a paſport from me; which I gave hym. Wherfore 
aſſone as he ſhall be arryved at the court, it may pleaſe your Majeſtè to 
graunt hym paſport for his ſpedy paſſing into Scotland from thence. My 
paſport bearith date, 26 Julii. 

A CAPTEN of the ſea, called John Roſſe, hath the conducting of the 
men of warre into Scotland. There is arrived at this court an ambaſſa- 
dor from the king of Sweden; who hathe not yet had audience. He 
ſemethe to be a man of ſome haveour.

Wherof I thought 
to give youe knowledge, as well for the more certaine underſtanding of 
the ſame, as for further conſideration to be had what the Qyene's Majeſty 
hath to do in this caſe. And &, as the State here preſently is governed by the 
Cardinal of Lorreyn and the Duke of Guiſe ; the Duke haveing the charge 
onely of the war and the dependances therupon, and the Cardinal of Lor- 
reyn the ordering of all other affaires, as of fynances and mater of Eſtate, 
and the ſpeciall doing with all embaſſadors: for which cauſe it ſhall be 
neceſſary for him that ſhal be the Qyene of England's miniſter here to have 
fome favour with him, if he will do any good ſervice in ſuch matters as 
the Embaſſador ſhall have to do with the French King. Albeit I ſuppoſe 
the Quene of England hath as ſmall devocton unto the Cardinal, as he hath

I did her 
Majeſtic alſo t underſtande of the ſurprins by night which, it is faid, the 
puke of Florence hath madeupon the Senoes and Frenchemen in Mount 
Alcino, and the taking of the ſame by force ; which is but a bruict ; and 
ſoI pray youe to take it, till youe heare further therof: and that the prince 
of Conde ſtaid his going into Flaundres, in whoſe ſtede ſhall goo Monſieur 
d' Aumale: that I alſo underſtood (after ſuche inquiſition as I could 
make) that neither Monſieur de Noailles there in England, nor Baſefon- 
tayne in Flanders, have as het any new commiſſion : and that the mater 
toching the puke of Wirtemberg, and the cardinal of Auguſta was con- 
firmed, ſaving in one poinct for the Cardinall of Bellay's inpriſonment; 
whiche he eſcaped by good handeling of the mater, as apeared by a let- 
tre from his secretary to the zuſhop of Paris; the copy whereof I ſent to 
her majeſtie : item, that Bourg hath appealed to the Buſhop of Paris, and 
after to the cardinall of Sans, who both of them have condemned him ; 
and of his appellation the third tyme to Lyons, (which is the laſte time 
of aſking) where there is no hope of any favour; and ſo he draweth till 
towards his ende. I alſo enformed her majeſtie of the landing of two 
prigſtes from Saintlowe in Cornwall diſguiſed, 26 Julij, who repaired to- 
wardes this courte ; of my poor opinion for commaundement to be ſent 
into Cornwall for inquiry to be made, what prieſtes were there miſſing, to 
prevent th effect of praiſe, if any were ment by them or others there ; 
of the landing of an Englyſbe gentilman at Newhaven, who came to this 
court in poſt; and alſo of a ſhip prepared in Normandy at Grandville 
(which I, for haſte, omitted to name in my lettres to her Majeſtic) which 
is appoincted to go upon adventure 20 robbe and ſpoile. I declared therin 
further the deſire the Duke of Alva had to be rid hens, his offer to lay 
pawne for two hundred thowſand crownes which wold not be accept- 
ed: that it was anſwered, he muſt be contented for a while: what great 
perplexite the French are in, by meanes of the Quene's Majeſtie's prepara- 
cion ; notwithſtanding all the brave ſetting furthe of things : and laſtely, 
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knowledge, and their opinion of his ores into myo 3 which thing doth. 


not a litle perplex them. 

In my lettre to youe I mad mencion fa 1 ſent youe by the 

Earl of Glincarne's jon, of the going of diverſe Frenchmen to Garneſy and 
Ferſey, under colour of religion: and that albeit I wiſhed ſuche as came 
for religion to be received for their zeal; yet conſidering the doubtfullnes 
of the time, I thought good to put youe in remembraunce to give warning. 
to the captains of the iles, to be ware and cireumſpect, for feare of the 
worſt : and that, notwithſtanding, ſuche as be ee might find 


; ſuch favour, as our men here founde in like caſe. I did therin alſo ſhew 


youe of the being with me of 1 Mouſe, heretofore a readeb in Cambridge; 
his declaration unto me of his going into Flaundres, to proſecute his 
frende's cauſe; his coming hither to renew his Frenche tongue; and his 
declaration unto me, that he had no licence, for the whiche (he faid) he 
ſpake to My Lord oreat- ſeale and youe; and that My Lorde faid unto him, 
that, becauſe it wold aſke a tyme to obteine the licence, and that he wold 
tary but a while, he might (he thought) goo over well ynoughe without: 
that there were arrived here M Phitzwilliamsand Mm” Hay wood out of Ita- 
ly, who remaine here ſtudents, and ſeme to be honeſt men: and laſtely, 
that v1 Paget, by my adviſe partly, was retired, for feare of the worſte, to- 


wardes Lyons, upon the ſuſpicions lately riſen. Thus have I ſignified unto 


youe th effect of my diſpetche by the Marques of Trans ſtewarde; which 
I thought good to do, for feare of an evil bearer : praying youe to let me 
know by your next diſpetche, in what fort youe received the ſaid lettres. 
SINCE the writing herof I do underſtand, that Monſieur d' Aubeny 
ſhall have the ſame charge that monfieur de Lorges had. I have had alſo 
an inkling, that the French, ſeing they have nowe loſte th Earl of Ar- 
ran, whois gone from them, do mynd by all the meanes they can to wynne 
th Earl of Lenoux ; to have therby ſtill a party in Scotland againſte th 
Earl of Arran, and to ſerve their torne. And albeit I am lothe to bring 
any into ſuſpicion, without certaine cauſe : yet having this matter broken 
unto me, I cold not but give youe knowledge therof in time; not doubting 
but you will uſe the mater conſiderately, and have an eye to the ſayd Earle 
and others that be about him. In ſeking t underſtand of the two prieftes of 
Cornwal whom I wrate of, I have knowledge, that they be here in Paris: 
th'one is called (as . Mouſe hathe informed me) Endall rerſon in Corn- 
wall, of a benekee ſumtyme poor Moreman's; th'other named Smart, 
a prebendary in Exetour, and otherwiſe beneficed, who was conveyed by. 
a Briton into Bretaign : he is, as . Mouſe tellethe me, (fo farre as he 


40 can perceive by his talke) a ſuttell man. They inquire here af Paris for 
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the Biſhop of London, and have before this tyme bene here, in King Ed- 
warde's days. I pray youe when M* Mouſe retorneth home, to give him 
thanks for his travaill in this mater. I ſendpreſently to youe and * Doctor 
Wotton two bokes, to either of youe one, conteyning certaine works of 
an old author called Macarius; whiche is lately taken out of the xing's 
library, being in creke and tranſlated into Laten, and ſo put in printe. I 
am ſory for the abbott of Weſtmunſter, myn old frend, and for hys... 
that thys olde auther camme to lyght no ſoner; for he wrytythe favora- 
blie for theyre profefiyon. And thus I take my leave of youe, From Pa- 
ris, the ſecond of Auguſte 1 559.

ess ed that night towards Englande. And albeit I thought he wold ſo have 
Orten, done: yet being uncertaine, what occaſion of taryance he might have by 20 
From the the waye; I thought good by a ſervaunt of myne owne (whome I diſ- 
Original. petched from hens, going but in journey) to write unto youe th'effect of ; 
both the ſame lettres, 79 provide for all eventis. It hath happened ſo, as I E> 4 
thinke the lettre I ſent youe by my ſervaunt ſhall comme to your handes | 
aſſone as the firſt: for this day in th'afternone the ſaid Marques's man came 
to me, and brought me lettres from my wief, which he received from his 
maſter; ſaying, that he ſtaid longer then he thought to have done a day 
or two by that occaſion : notwithſtanding, the next morning, the fourth 
of this preſent, he ſaid, he wold not faile to departe very early; wherupon | < 
I thought good alſo to commit this letter to his carying, incloſed in a letter 30 
to my wief. 
SINCE the wryting of my laſt lettres, I here, that the king of Navarre 
is comme as farre as Vendoſme hitherwarde, and is loked for here ſhort- 41 
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ly : he cometh, as I heare, with a very honorable compeny The prince 
of Conde, and the conte d' Eu, eldeſt ſonne to the puke of Nevers, are 
departed in poſt towards king Philip: whether went before them the 
rrince of Ferrara; and Monſieur d' Aumale ſtayed at home, throughe ſomme 
_ diſpleaſure riſen between him and bis bretherne, about the Duches Valen- 
tynoys matter, whoſe doughter he hath married: which being a mater of 
importance to her; it is thought, to contervaile the ſame; that ſhe ſhal be 
in danger to loſe the faireſt houſe ſhe hath, yea or that is in Burope by @ © 
reaporte, in ſuch order and furniture as it ftandethe, called Auer;  wher- 
10 upon /he hath beſtowed all that ſhe could make, as well in building, at in 
other furniture for pleaſure. This ſending away of the princes of Conde 
and Ferrara with the conte d' Eu to King Philip is partly thought to be, as 
well a deviſe to have the prince of Conde and the conte d' Eu abſent from 
the court when the King of Navare comith, (for that they wold not have 
to great a ſhew of that Houſe abort him, at his firſt coming) as alſo to be a 
practice with the prince of Ferrare, to ſeke to winne the King of Spain for 
the making of the Pope, if th other dye; for it is thought, he cannot eſcape 
and faine wold the French compas it, to make the Cardinal of Ferrara 
Pope; which were according to their harts deſires. Mary, though there 
20 be no Cardinal the Quene's Majeſtie ſhall have nede of, or that may ſtand 
her in any ſtede ; yet he being Pope, it is the worſt of all for hir: and 
therfore, in myne opinion, it were well done to travaill by . Ambaſſador 
with the King of Spain, and with tb Emperour's Ambaſſador (if there be 
any with you) by all poſſible meanes to let that ; as I will not faile to do 
what I can here with V Ambaſſador of Venice, for the ſame purpoſe: for 
it importeth to that State as moche as to any other. 
Tux Duke of Saxe that hath bene abrode is now retorned hither a- 
gaine; who was thought to have bene, eyther with the king of Navarre, 
or ells at his owne howſe to diſpoſe of things there, and fo to convey him- 
30 ſelf cleane out of this countrey aſſone as he can. I underſtand, that zbey be 
advertiſed here from their Ambaſſador in England, that th' Earl of Arran 
is arrived there. I have ſought to learne what I can of the ſeales that

Monſieur Baſefountaine, 
Buſhop of Limoges, ambaſladour for this king in Flaundres, is retired 
thens to this court, as well for a new commiſſion for his legation with the 30 
King of Spayne (whome he ſhall follow by lande, as I am enformed) as 
alſo for the ſetting of order in his owne private things before his going. 
It is diſcourſed here, that the Houſe of Guiſe dothe uſe all the pollicye they | 
can to inſinuate themſelfs to the King of Navarre ; and, for the better £0

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manying of that affaire, do mind, at his comming (which Is daily loked for) 
to do him all the hanor they may; and before his arrivall, to ſeme the 
more affectionate to him, the Cardinal of Lorrain, and the Duke of Guiſe 
do appoint to ride to mete him by the way. How this doing of theirs will 
fall out, or how other thinges will ſuccede toching the government of this 
State, it is uncertaine till bis arrivall; which by all mens judgmentis — 
will make a perfeci ſhew of the ſame. 

THE matter of Scotland doth cauſe the French to be much bufied and per- 
plexid: for the ordering wherof they employall their travaill anddiligence, 


10 and minde to aſſay all poſſible meanes to contynue Scotland to be at their 


devotion. To which end (to beginne their practice therewithall) as I am 
enformed, they ſent by Botuncourt,at his laſt diſpetche, diverſe blankes to the 
Queen Dewager, figned bythe French King and Queen; together with order, 
that ſhe ſhall, as ſhe ſeethe cauſe, not onely make donations and giftes of the 
lands and goodes of ſache as have at thys time offended, to others who have 
ſerved and abide by her, but alſo to diſpoſe ſuche other land and goodes as by 
any meanes have this twelmonethe fallen within her diſpoſition, uponthem 
who have or may deſerve the ſame; and the ſaid blankes tobe filled up after 
ber appoinctement. They intend alſo to uſe great practice emong the bor- 


20 derers, and to do what they can to winne them ; by beſtowing upon ſum of 
them penſions, and other ſome preſent rewards, as they ſhall underſtande 


men to be of ſervice, and hable to deſerve them: and for the inland men of 
Scotland; they think, they ſhall find the meanes to bring them to their order 
by one way or other. The men of war which the French ſend preſently into 
Scotland are appointed to go under the conduct of one Adrian, agentleman 
of the King's chamber, late Governor to the French King's pages that dead 
is. The number he taketh with him is but four enſgns; who ſhall aſſay to 


land at Dunbar, and by that meanes to take foting ; ſuppoſing therby to 
have occaſion to prattiſe with ſuche as be already the Queen's friends, to 


30 make them the better diſpoſed, and alſo to uſe meanes to allure others 70 


ſerve their turne. Upon knowledge to be ſent by the ſaid Adrian of his 
ſucceſſe, and how he findeth things there; Labroſs ſhall go into Scotland, 
withe a ſmaller or greater number according to th'advertiſment that ſhall 
comme from thens, and ſhall carry money with htm thither : with whome, 
or ymediatly after, tbe Marques d Albeuf ſhall goo to refide there as 
viceroy of Scotland.

RUSTY E and welbeloved, we grete yow well. We doo ſend pre- 
ſently this berar, &PeterMewtas, unto yow,to reſorte by your meanes 
to condole with the french king, our good brother, the dethe of his father. 
Which meſſage as it was mete to have bene doone ſoner, ſo was there oc- 
caſion of differring it unto this preſent ; for that the French Embaſſador 
here, ever ſence the dethe of his maſter, until the vi of this moneth, for- 
beare ether to come to us, or to ſignifye it in ſuch order as was requiſite. 
And therfore although we otherwiſe might underſtand, yet directly by 
order from the king there we had it not ſignifyed untill thus late; and 
yet not otherwiſe but by the mouth of the Imbaſſador, without any let- 
tre from the king to us to gyve any creditt to hym : the lack wherof maye 
be imputed to ſome manner there, that untill the late King's body be bu- 
ryed, theye uſe not to gyve new commiſſion to the Embaſlador. 

AT this preſent we ſend unto yow a commiſſion to require the con- 
firmation of the laſt treaty concluded betwext the scotteſh commiſſion- 
ars and ours, as both by the copye of the treaty (which our secretarye ſend- 
eth yow) and by the commiſſion ſhall appere : which as it muſt be re- 
quired before the laſt [of] Auguſt, ſo maye ye uſe therin the beſt oppor- 
tunite. Other things we have not preſently to wryte, than that & Peter 
Mewrtas ſhall informe yow of: prayeng yow to indure the travell and care 
that ye have hitherto taken for our ſervice; and therof, we truſt, ye ſhall 
not lack comforte.

old maſter his ſake, whome I knew loved her Majeſtie even from the bo- 
tome of his harte, and who hath diverſe tymes ſaid theſe wordes unto me: 
Mon compere, when ſhall I have occaſion to ſee that woman,whome the 
world fpeakethe ſo moch of? and that he thought, he ſhuld one daye 
have occaſion to ſee her Majeſtie; who, I know, (ſaid he) eſtemed her Ma- 
jeſtie; as, if God had ſparid him lief, ſhe ſnuld have perceived. 1 
Ax ſo, offering todo me any pleaſure that laye in him, hebegannetoen-! 
ter communication with me toching my ſervaunt (of whome I wrote here 
Vol. I. D d d | 
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tofore to my Lordes of the counſaill) who played upon the virginales; and 


aſked me, whether Thad him againe or not. I anſwered, No; but that Iwas 


in ſum hope to recover him againe. Monſieur I Ambaſſadeur (quoth he) 


will youe that I ſhall do any thing therin? aſſure your ſelf, I will do what 


Fcan: and why have youe not all this while uſed me in this mater? And 
fo, leaving that talke, he ſaid, that forasmoch as he thought he had ſomme 
frendes in England, he deſired me, I wold both myſelf helpe him, and 
that amongs ſum of them he might be furniſhed of greyhoundes for the 
hart, and for the wolfe. I told him, that there were no wolfes in Englande. 
It forceth not for that, quoth he; for thoſe which begood for the hart will 
ſerve alſo for the wolfe. I promiſed him to do therin what I cold, and to 
fend to ſomme of my frendis and his; and that I doubted not, but he ſhuld 
be ſatisfied according to his defire: wherin the Maſter of your nighnes 
leaſe may be hable to finde the meanes to furniſhe the conneſtable of two 
or three braſe of greyhoundes(if it pleaſe your Majeſtie tocommaund him) 
and to ſend the ſame over hither unto him; for that now, after the cere- 
monies of th'interment, he dothe withdraw himſelfſhortly into the coun- 
trey. The conneſtable at that tyme told me, that the ſacre of this king 


ſhuld be the x of Septembre, and that he wolde depart from s: Germins 


towardes Reins the xx11 of this preſent. 

Tres ſame day the conneſtable ſent Monſieur de Lanke unto me, as 
well to declare unto me, that the next daye I ſhuld be at the Turneilles to 
conduct the body of the king to Noſtre-Dame churche, as alſo to en- 
forme me what order was taken for my placing ; and that for the main- 
tennance of th'amity betwene the princes and the honor of the king, it 


| was thought good, that the x11 daye, which was the day of carying the 


corps from Noſtre-Dame to s Denys, th'ambaſſadour of Portugall ſhuld 
be preſent and I abſent ; and that, notwithſtanding, upon ſonday, which 
was the day of th'interrement, I ſhuld be at & Denys with the reſt of th' 


for this reſpect I were abſent, when th Ambaſſadour of Portugall ſhuld be 
there; which Lanſack eftſones put mein remembraunceof thegreihoundes, 
wherof the conneſtable ſpake unto me. 

Tux xt of this preſent, the corps of the late King was caryed from 
the Turneilles to Noſtre-Dame, with very great magnificence. There 
were of ambaſſadors there, the vope's nuncio, accompanied with Mar- 
rillac, archbuſhop of Vienna, I myſelf with the zuſhop of Challon, th 
Ambaſſadour of Venize with the Buſhop d' Evereux, and th Am- 
baſſadour of Florence with the Buſhop of Orleans: th' Ambaſſadour

ambaſſadours: and therfore prayed me, not to thinke it ſtraunge, thoughe 30 3 


of Portugall was abſent, in reſpect of me; and th Ambaſſadors of Ferrare 42 | 4c 


49 
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and Mantua were likewiſe abſent, in reſpect of th'ambaſſadous of Flo- 
rence, who is comme to congratulate. By the way the zuthop of Chal- 
lon, my companion, beganne to queſtion with me, how it chaunced, that 
of all this while there was non ſent from your wajeſtie to candole or cons 
gratulate ; ſeing that xing Philip and his allyes, and almoſt all the princes 
of chriſtiendome had ſent ; and that the State of Venize had diſpetched 
two perſonages, who were in their way coming to condole and congra- 
tulate : ſaying, that it was thought ſumwhat ſtraunge, that there came 
non from your Majeſtie. I anſwered him, that I thought it was, for that 
their Ambaſſadour on that fide had not bene with your majeſtie fince the 
King's deathe, nor had given your Majeſtie any knowledge therof: and 
that albeit your Majeſtic was enformed therof by me; yet in ſuche caſey it 
had not bene accuſtomed, that any ſhuld be ſent to condole, without know - 
ledge given by their ambaſſadour on that fide; which as yet was not done. 

Tux x111 of this preſent, the corps was at & Denys interred. The 
cardinall of Lorreine ſaid maſſe, and was the miniſter of the chief cere- 
monies. The puke of Lorreine, the puke of Guiſe's ſonne, the prince of 
Janvyle, and the puke of Montpenſier his ſonne repreſented the ſame 
day the king's children, the puke of Orleans, d Angoleſine, and Angieu; 


who with the puke of Montpenſier, and the prince of Rochſurion were 


the chief mourners. There was an oration made : but becauſe my place 
was ſo farre of, as I could not heare the ſame; and alſo far that both the 
fame oration,and other things and circumſtances of th'interrement ſhal be 
ſhortly (as I am enformed) in print, I omit to trouble your Majeſtie ther- 
withall. When the ceremonies and offerings were ended, Vallois, the King 
of armes, ſtode up; and after he had ſaid thriſe, LE Roy EST Mokr, he 
turned him about, and proclaimed the king on live, andthethird tyme ſaid, 
VIVE LE ROY TRESCHRISTIEN, FRANCOIS LE DEUXIEME DECE NOM, PAR 
LA GRACE DE DIEU ROY DE FRANCE, without any more; wherupon the 
trumpets ſounded : and thus was th'interrement perfected. Which done, 
all the ſtats went to diner in the abbots hall prepared for that purpoſe, 
hanged with blacke ; and th Ambaſſadors went with them. At a table on 
the right hand were ſet the puke of Lorreine, the conneſtable, the puke 
of Guiſe, the prince of Janville, and the puke of Montpenſier his ſonne, 
the cardinall of Lorreine and certaine other cardinalles, with a few of 
th order; and at the ſame were the ambaſſadors ſet according to their 
places. 

AFTER diner, as I was entered into communication with other th' 
Ambaſſadors, the puke of Guiſe came unto me; and calling me apart by; 


49 my name, with verey curtoiſe uſage, and no leſſe good countenaunce (as 
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me ſemed) ſaid unto me: M* Throkmorton, albeit I L * 


ther is ſomme quarrel betwene my brother the prior and youe, for a man 
of yours, wherin youe have not bene hitherto ſatisfied: yet let not the ſame 


breade any unkindries betwene us ; and I will take upon me, that for the. 


Quenis Majeſtie's ſake your miſtres, aud your owne, youe ſhall have your 
man reſtored againe unto youe. And here he beganne to ſet out your Ma- 
jeſtie and his goodwill to the ſame, and how muche he did eſteme your 
Highnes ; with the ſetting furthe of your vertues, offering to do your Ma- 
jeſtie, and to me being your ambaſſadour here, for your Majeſtie's ſake 
and myne owne, all kind of ſervice : and faid, he mervailled, I did not all 
this while uſe him in this my man's caſe. He ſaid further, that beſides 
myne ambaſſade, he did beare me particuler goodwill : and ſaid, that he 
knew me heretofore, in the tyme of my trouble; at which tyme he made 
diverſe demonſtrations therof, thoughe I knew not of it; like as the xing 
his maſter that dead is knew well inoughe, and thoſe of his counſaill at 


that tyme, whome he toke to witnes; and that if I had ſought to them, 


I ſhuld have found, that they wold have uſed me frendly : Mary, he faid, 


they ſtode then upon their reputation, and, without offering of my ſelf, 


wold not ſhew their good opinion of me; which, he ſaid, was as moche 
as could be of a man of my calling and eſtate; which I ſhuld have founde, 
if I wolde have proved the ſame. And therfore ſeing, he ſaid, that I was 
now in place; he truſted, according to the good opinion he had con- 
ceived of me, that I wold do myne indevour for the contynuance of the 
peaxe and amyty betwene your Majeſtic and the King his maſter ; like as 
he wolde, for his part, aſſiſte the ſame, and helpe, that on this fide no- 
thing-be done to the contrary. To whiche his talke miniſtred unto me I 
replied with as good wordes as he gave: and amongs other things faid, 

that there ſhuld be no fault in me; and that I doubtid not, your Majeſtie 
wold have ſuch coſideration herunto, as he ſhuld perceive, that the opi- 
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nion which they had of your Majeſtie ſhuld not be fruſtrate; nothing 30 30 


doubting, but your Majeſtie ſhuld find them as ready to contynue th'ami- 


ty, as your Majeſtie was unwilling to do that which might ſounde to the 


contrary. 
AND herwithall he toke me by the hande, and brought me to th' Am- 


baſſadors againe: and then aſked me before them, what I herd of Stran- 
guiſhe, and whether I knew he was taken or not. I anſwered, that I was 


a daye or two paſte enformed, that the ſhippes your Majeſtie ſet forthe to 


the ſea had taken him, and caried him into Englande ; wherby he might 
perceive, that the doubt which (as I had herd) they had of this your 


uighnes ſetting forthe of ſhippes to the ſea was without cauſe: and that 40 40 


your 
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your Majeſtie's meaning was non other but, for the taking of all occaſions 
of not breaking of th'amity betwene the two realmes, to uſe all the 


meanes youe coulde to chaſtiſe and puniſheſuche as mighte by any meanes 
infringe the ſame: and that your care was not ſo moche, nor your charges 
beſtowed herupon ſo great, for Engliſhmen and your owne ſubjects, as 
for theirs and other ſtraungers; for he had not medled with any Eng- 
liſhemen, nor done any ſpoile upon them. Wherupon, before th Ambaſ- 
ſadors, he ſet out with good wordes, how muche this your good diſpoſi- 
tion was to be liked; and wiſhed, that all princes wold do the like, wher- 

10 10 by many occaſions of breache of frendſhip and amytye betwene them 

might be taken away. And then he told me, that he herd alſo, that a pi- 
rate of theirs was taken; and that there were found in Stranguiſhe ſhippe 
certaine Frenchmen: to whome (he ſaid) he thought, your majeſtie wold 
ſhew favour, becauſe they be this countrey men ; and therfore prayed 
me, when I did write to your Majeſtie, to ſignify unto the ſame his de- 
fire, that if any ſuche be taken, that it will like your Majeſtie to ſend 
them over hither, to have according to their deſerts, and to be executed 
in example of others : which I promiſed him, I wold do; wherof it * 
like your Majeſtie to have conſideration accordingly. 

20 20 I x may pleaſe your majeſtie further to be advertiſed, that upon the 
diverſe reaports of the King of Navarre's coming hither, and the incer- 
tainty of his arrivall, I thought good (becauſe I wold not let the mater 
paſſe to long; not knowing the contentes of your Majeftie's letters ſent 
lately to him, nor of what importaunce the ſame might be for your Ma- 
jeſtie's ſervice) to ſende M Killigrew, the vii of this preſent, unto the 
King of Navarre to Vandeſme ; with meſſage from me, that foraſmuche 
as I had not long agoo received lettres from the Quene's Majeſtie my mi 
tres, directed unto him; and had ſtaid the fame ſtill in my hands, expett- 
ing dayly his coming to Paris; and nowe ſeing the ſame was incertaine, 

zo and that therfore I could not ſo ſone do your majeſtie's harty commenda- 
tions unto him, as I wold wiſh; with them and to deliver him your Ma- 
jeſtie's letters: Thad ſent the bearer unto him, to deſire him to ſignify his 
pleaſur unto me, where and when it ſhuld like him to appoinct me to at- 
tend upon him, for the delivery of my letters. He received W Killigrew 
very gentelly : and talking with him apart, faid, he thanked your Ma- 
jeſtie for your remembraunce of him; and that he was glad t underſtande 
your Majeſtie's wiſe, politique, godly, and diſcrete procedings in religion; 
which was, he faid, in ſuch fort as founded to Godd's glory; and that he 
for his part, both in reſpect of your proceadings, and for your ajeltie's ver- 

40 40 tues ſake (wherof he was well enformed) was deſirous to enter into frend- 
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ſhip with your ajeſtie : ſaying, that he thought, God bad bitherto pre- 
ſerved your Majeſtie from ſo many dangers, for the ſetting furthe of his 
word ; and (he truſted) had done the like by him, in having preſerved him 
from many perils; and how deſirous he was to ſet furthe religion as much 
as was in him; which he wiſhed might be for the quiet, and ſetting furthe 
of Godd's glory throughe chriſtiendome (which he mynded, for his part) 
and to the diſcouraging of ſuch as ſhuld ſtand in contrary. 

HE demanded of W Killigrew, whether there were any league paſt be- 
tween your Majeſtie and the Princes proteſtants of Germany. He anſiver- 
ed, that he did not know what was paſſed betwene your Majrſtie and them: 
Mary (he faid) he thought, that there was great towardnes of amity and 

ſhew of friendſhip between you ; but how the ſame was paſſed hitherto, he 
knew not. The King of Navarre aſked him alſo of th'Earl of Arran, and 
what was becum of him: wherunto M Killigrew anſwered, that he knew 
nothing certaine; and told what he had herd of his being at Geneva, and 
in Germany. And ſo in th'end declared unto him, that I ſhuld, at his cum- 
ming either to Paris or to the court, if I ſent unto him, know what tyme 
T ſhuld cum unto him to delyver my letters; and willed him to tell me, that 
he mynded to be here upon wedneſday the XVI of this preſent. And 
therwithall queſtioning further of the newes of his court, and among o- 
ther things of the coronacion of the French King (which M, Killigrew an- 

fwered him as he had herd reaported) the King of Navarre ſaid, he mer- 
vailid what they ment to haſt ſo much the coronacion of the French King : 
and ſo, after a fewe good wordes, licenced him to departe. 

Tuis is all which hath, to my knowledge, paſſed here ſince the ſend- 
ing of my laſt lettres to your Majeſtie; which was the v111 of this pre- 
ſent. In the conſideration wherof like as your Majeſtie may perceive, how 
their diſpoſition here ſemeth to be, and what is thought that your majeſtie 
bath ſtaid all this tyme in not ſending of one tocondole orcongratulate, and 
alſo of the proclamacion of the French King's ſtile at this interment (where- 
upon, as I wrote before unto your Majeſtic, depended the certaine know- 
ledge of the ſame) which was judged ſhuld have bene done to your Ma- 

Jeſtie's prejudice : it may pleaſe your Highnes, for further proceading with 
theſe men andwith the King of Navarre, becauſe there is not hitherto any cer- 
taine direction for any Ambaſſadour from your Majeſtie; and that the let- 
tres which I received laſt from your nighnes for my preſenting to this King 
(which with other lettres, for certaine conſiderations, I ſtaid in my handes, 
as I ſignifyed heretofore to your Mzjeſtie) be now paſt date, and unmete 
to be delivered; which may hinder your nighnes affaires, if that others 
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have thought it my duety to put your Majeſtie in remembraunce therof, 
and of ſuch things as (in my ſimple judgement) upon conſideration of 
things here, are to be remembred. 


AND firſt, becauſe that now th'interment is paſte, wherby thioceafion 
of ſending of one to condole is taken awaye ; to th'intent that they here 
may have the Ieſi cauſe to judge any miſliking of them, it may pleaſe your 
Majeſtie to conſider, whether it be not mete for your ſervice, that ſomme 
great man may be ſent hither to congratulate, therby to gualifie the not 


ſending of one to condole : which had nede to be before the ſacre, which 


ſhal be the x of September. Then becauſe that the State here being al- 
tered, the rulers are alſo chaunged ; wherupon they which heretofore 
might have ſtand your majeſtic in ſtede are now exempt, and others in 
their places; it ſhal be well done (ſaving your Majeſtie's correction) that 
they may be by your Majeſtie's letters done to underſtande of your affeftion 
and good opinion of them ; thereby to cauſe them think, your Majeſty hath 
no leſs eſtimation of them, than you had of others heretofore. 


For the better doing wherof, and wynnyng of their inclination to- 
wards your Majeſtie's miniſter here; it may like your nighnes to have in 
remembraunce to appoinct ſomme ſuche man for the ſame, as may be ac- 


20 ceptable to them; and alſo to ſend lettres, aſſone as may be, for the pre- 


30 


ſentation of your Majeſtie's Ambaſſadour to this king; with other lettres 
to the Quene called la Royne mere and the yong qQuene, the cardinall of 
Lorreine and the puke of Guiſe, who be the chief manegiers of th'af- 
faires; and the rather, for that the lettres which I heretofore received are 
ſo farre paſt date, as I thinke it in no caſe mete to uſe the ſame now at 
this tyme: wherof it may pleaſe your Majeſtie to have ſuch conſidera- 
tion, as to your wiſdome ſhal be thought moſt convenient; wherin, in 
myne opinion, the ſoner your Majeſtie do determine your pleaſure, the 
more it ſhal be for th'advauncement of your ſervice on this fide. 

Ao albeit that I am enformed, that the French King, for th affaires 
of his realm, mindeth not to uſe any /tile or ſcale other then hathe bene 
accuſtomed ; yet I am done t'underſtande, that the young French Queen 
bathe a ſeale in making with the armes of England and Scotland quartered, 
which ſhe mindeth to 2% ſor the affaires of Scotland and other her private 
affaires: the tile about which ſeale is, MARIA, DEI GRACTA, RE- 
GINA FRANCIA, SCOTIA, ANGLIA, ET HIBERNITA.Which 
mater albeit it be not ſo certaine as to worke therupon : yet foraſmoch 
as I am credibly ynoughe enformed therof ; it may like your Majeſtie, 
upon conſideration of the ſame, to give ſuche inſtructions to him whome 


tit ſhall pleaſe your Majeſtic to ſend to congratulate, and to your Majeſue's 
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Ambaſſadour refident, as in caſe be the mater ſhall fall plainly out for the 
uſe of that ſeale, they may do therin as ſhall ſtand beſt with your ajeſ- 
tie's honor. | | 

I am enformed (and yet theſe men ſay nothing unto me therof ) that 

Monſieur de Noailes ſhall ſhortly be revoqued from your Majeſtie ; and 
that in his place there ſhall cum to reſide there one Monſieur s Pierre, bro- 
ther to Monſieur Laleigre; and that alſo a great perſonage ſhall comme 
thither, for the confirmation of the peax. It may like your Majeſtic alſo 
to have in remembraunce to require your fourth hoſtage, the Viſdame 
of Amiens ; whoſe ſervaunt a few dayes agoo came unto me to know, 
whether his going thither into Englande required any ſpede. I anſwered 
him, that it was not a litle mervailled at, that the faid Viſdame ſtaid fo 
long : and therfore told him, he ſhuld do well to haſten his going ; for 
otherwiſe it might be thought, they minded not here to have ſuche reſpect 
to their honor as was loked for. 

I AM enformed, that the Frenche have a ſecret practice in hand for the 
ſudden ſurpriſe of Barwick, and that is by the way of the clif” there at the 

low water mark ; whither they mind upon a ſudden to bring their men, 
and ſo (doing the gard of that place out of the way) to be poſſeſſed therof, 
and to keep the ſame per force. For the better bringing wherof to paſle, 
they will have diverſe ambuſhes about that place, if one of them ſhall not be 
hable to ſerve the torne, to give the attempt diverſe ways : wherof it may 
like your Majeſtie to cauſe the captain of Barwik to be enformed, that he 
may be the better provided and appointed againſt all ſudden attemptes that 
may be made. 

IAM given tunderſtand, that the Cardinal of Lorraine hat hopenly re- 
ported, and that the counſaillors here have done the like to many of their 
friends, and the ſaid Cardinal hath cauſed ſome men of eſtimation purpoſly 
to declare unto me, that the Queen Dowager of Scotland hath overthrowne 


and ſlain a thouſand two hundred Scots of her ennemies, and hath almoſt 


diſcomſited all the reſt of the Lutherians (as they call them) which were a- 
gainſt her in Scotland; and that ſhe is by force entered the caſtle of Edin- 
burgh, and kepethe the ſame in her handes. T am alſo enformed, that La- 
broſs and the Buſhop of Amiens are embarqued towards Scotland; which Bu- 
ſhop is gone thither as well commiſſary for the French King, as to remain 
there Legate for the Pope; and that there ſhall be ſent, as ſoon as may be, 
a power of men thether to do their enterpriſes withall ; of whom they mind 
to leave contynually there a thouſand men of armes, beſides footmen. Which 
coming ſo to paſſe, it may pleaſe your Majeſtie to waye, that they are not 
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may do upon your Majeſtie's borders; and to provide for them i in time, to 
prevent their malice, they pretende any. | 

I HEARE, that the puke of Savoy is not well pleaſed, for that the forts, 
which were appoincted by the late King to be reſtored unto him unraſed, 
are, notwithſtanding, by Monſieur de Briſac (who ſtill kepeth his men of 
warre there) raſed to the puke's handes : which (if it be fo) will cauſe the 
puke to be the leſſe pleaſed with their doings here, and breade ſomme 
miſlik ing, as it is thought. All the Frenchemen, as I am'enformed, are re- 
tired from Corſica : nevertheles, the Genoes are not entered there; and 
the Corſois, altogether unwilling to comme under their rule, have made 
requeſt to have a French gentleman to be their Lord, and they offer them- 


ſelfs to becomme his ſubjects. How they ſhal be anſwered, I cannot tell;

but they ſay, that rather then the Genoes ſhall have the rule over them, 
they will ſubmit themſelfs under the Turque's dominion, and becomme 
his tributaries. 

Mx TOR D Gray is by the conte Rochefokault daily more and more 
crewelly handeled. He is preſently kept at a caſtell of the ſaid conte, be- 
ſides Bloys; where he is clerely exempt from liberty, and ſhortly is threat- 
ened to be removed (if.the conte in the meane tyme be not ſatisfied) from 
thens further of, as farre as Gaſcoigne. What grief this is to the poor gen- 
tleman to be conſtrained to pay more then he is worthe, what impor- 
taunce he is of for your Majeſtie's ſervice, and what ſmall habilitie he is. 
of to ſet himſelf at liberty, your Majeſtie (I ſuppoſe) be by this tyme, both 
by his ſonne (who is there, to ſe what may be done for his father) and 


otherwiſe ſufficiently advertiſed. He heareth nothing from thens; and, 


without your Majeſtie's helping and gracious hande, is never like to be 
rid of the conte his tiranny : moſt humbly beſeching your Majeſtie to. 
have ſuche regard of him, as both may be to the ſervice of your realme, 
keping the poor gentleman's nouſe from utter decay, and to your Majeſ- 
tie's honour; which ſpecially moveth me, for duetye's ſake, to be thus ear- 
neſtly a ſuter for My Lord Gray, as knowethe God : who long preſerve 
your Majeſtie in healthe, wealthe, and all proſperite. From Paris, the xv

T may pleaſe your Majeſtic to be advertiſed, that the x1x of this pre- 
ſent & Peter Mewtas arrived here at Paris ; by whome I received your 
majcſtie's lettres to my (elf, together with a commiſſion for confirmation 
of the treaty betwene your Majeſtic and Scotland, and a copy of the fame 
treaty mentioned in the ſaid lettres I received alſo your majeſtie's lettres 
for my credence to this King; with others to the xing and quene joinct- 
ly, to the old quene, to the puke of Guile, and to the cardinall of Lor- 
reine. 

By my laſte lettres of the xv of this preſent I ſignified unto your Ma- 
jeſtie, howe curteouſly the puke of Guiſe uſed me at s* Denis, the day of 
the xing's interrement: and that, amongs other things, he promiſed me 
the reſtitution of my virginall player ; whiche gave me hope, that with- 
in a day or two after I ſhuld have had him ſent home unto me. Whiche 
hope failing, I fent one to St Germins to put him in remembraunce of 
his promis: and, in ſtede of my man's expreſſe delivery, was brought 
me a lettre from the grant prior to his capitaine at Marſeilles; with fur- 
ther meſſage, that if I wold fend for him thither, he ſhuld be ſent unto 
me, for upon his apprehenfion he was furthwith ſent to the gallees. And 
albeit this uſing of me gave me cauſe to thinke, they but dalied furthe 
the mater; not meaning to reſtore him: yet have I ſent one with the pri- 
or's lettres to Marſeilles, to ſee th event of the mater, being the place di- 
ſtant from hence 3 20 Engliſhe miles. 

IAM enformed, that the Duke of Guiſe hath cauſed one buke Francis 


F ander Loughenburg to be interteigned, and that there is a preſent in mo- 


ney prepared for him; (his countrey liethe ird above Hamborow, a- 
long the ſea coaſt, between Ham and Megleburg. He hath married Duke Mau- 
rice his ſuſter, and hathe a havon or two thereabout at commaundement; 
by the whiche it is judged, in caſe it be for the lying of men of war, he 
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that alſo there is ſent from hens into Almaine, to be preſented to ſomme 
noblemen and gentlemen, one and other, 2 5000 crownes ; wherof as 
yet cannot learne any particularites. Th' Ambaſſador of Sepeden rs ſecretly 
diſpetched hens ; who, being one night before his departure at ſupper if 
a place where he had good chere, declared to the Duke of Luneburg, that 
he had commiſſion for the taking up of ten thouſand footmen and four 
thouſand horſemen : and one called Conte Galborn remaineth behind ; and, 
it is thought, ſtayethe for the mater of Sweden, and to bring with him 
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the full reſolution for the difpetche therof. For your Majeſtie's better in 
formation wherof from tyme to tyme; and alſo for the underſtanding, 
upon whom this money ſent into Ger many is employed, and of other the cit- 
cumſtances therof and maters which I write preſently to your majefts 
toching Germany : it may pleaſe your nighnes to ſend commiſſion to 
Chriflofer Mownt, to th intent he may fignify ſuche knowledge as he thall 
have of the ſame to your Majeſtie. It is judged, that a good portion ther- 
of ſhal be beſtowed eyther upon the Lanſgrave, the Palſgrave, or the Duke 
of Wirtenberg : and, in my poot opinion, your Majeſtis hathe not nede 
10 ſo moche to regarde th interteignment of the high Almam, as thoſe which 
be upon the ſea coaft ; who may onely upon the ſudden annoy your Majeftie. 
10 T #2 xv1t of this preſent Monſieur de Vielleville and de Noailes dined 
with me: which Vielleville ſpake oftentimes unto me in the commenda- 
tion of your Majeſtic, with ample declaration of his goed affection to the 
fame. He declared unto me, that the young French Queen doth daily inereaſe 
in ficknes and wekenes, and that the ſame was of uo long continuance ; and 
therupon w1/bed,that it migbt comme /o to paſſe; whiche, hethought,a great 
many wold be glad of: but (quoth he) Iwiiſb but in vain, for the Queen's Ma. 
jeſtie is too wiſe for a child, Hedechredalſounto me, that upon the ſuſpicion 
20 of th Emperour s Ambaſſadour's arri vall, which was but twoodayes before, 
be was appointed to repair to Metz ; not having liberty, before his going, ſo 
moche as to ſee his one houſe in the countrey. Th Emperour his Ambaſſa- 
dor's name is le Baron Guilaume de Trucches, the cardinall of Auguſta his 
brother ; who came hither to condole and congratulate with this ing, and 
the xx ii of this preſent he departed hens. Before whoſe departure, I thought 
good, in the compeny of a. Mewtas, to goo and viſet him, the xx of this 
preſent, on your Majeſtic's behaulf ; faying, that for the good amity and 
alliaunce betwene your Majeſte and th Emperour his maſter, alſo for th 
old league and frendſhip betwene the nouſe of Auſtriche and the Houſe 
39 of Englande, your Majeſtic was pleaſed, that I ſhald viſit him on your be- 
| haulf, and do him the honour I could. Wherunto he gave me thankes ; 
30 and faid, he doubted not of that I told him, neither of the Hke good diſ- 
poſition in th æmperour towardes your majeſtic: and faide, that he wold 
ſignify this moche unto him. He told us, that he judged, that > Ambo/- 
fadourswhich were named to cum fromth' Emperony to this court, to require 
Metz and certaine other townes, ſhall not cum ar all. He inquired of me, 
in what ter mes the matters of Scotland were; wheranto I anſwered as I 
thought moſt mete. 
OLD Monficur de Lorges is diſplaeed from the capteinſhip of the Scotts 
40 gard; and in his place is entered one Monſisur d' On, a mere Frenchman, 
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whicheliketh not the Scottiſhmenall the beſte. The king is departed from 
s Germins the xx11 of this preſent, and by ſmall journeis repaireth towardes 
Reins; where, as I underſtande, the ſacre ſhal be the v ofthe next monethe : 
wherat (becauſe that all th'accuſtomed ſolemnitẽs uſed heretofore wold be 
chargeable, and that the king will not as yet leave of the dueil) there is 
order taken, that for that preſent day no noblemen nor ladyes ſhal be ap- 


parailled with any goldſmith's worke, or embrodery; but ſhall onely weare 


velvet or other ſilke, without any great ſhew ; and that the next daye they 
ſhall enter into the ducil againe, and fo contynew for this twelmonethe, 
Monſieur de Chantoney, brother to the Buſhop of Arras, is (according 
to that I ſignified heretofore unto your Majeſtie) arrived here to reſide Am- 
baſſadour in this courte from the king of Spaine; who was by the puke 
of Alva, the xv of this preſent, preſented at s' Germins to the king here; 
which puke, the xvi1 of the ſame, is departed towardes Spayne. The 
Marquis of Trans, as I am informed, hathe writen hither to the Cardi- 
nal of Sans, and the French Ambaſſadour hath written to the French 
King again, that th'Earl of Arran is in England; and that your Majeſtie 
giveth aide to the rebells in Scotland, as they call them. Since the King of 
Spain's Ambaſſadour arryved here, we have uſed one to another ſuch cur- 
toiſy of viſitation, as in ſuch caſes is accuſtomed. And by all that I can 
underſtand by himſelf, and by others of him, he ſemethe to be well inclined 
to your Majeſtie's ſervice ; and hathe offered me great curtoiſy toching the 
ſame, with ſomme declaration of his maſter's contentacion and propenſion 
therunto. He ſemethe to be @ w/e man, in my judgement, and is of the or- 
der of Calatrava. 

Tux xx of this preſent, the ſaid King of Spain's Ambaſſadour was at 
the courte; and the xx1 of the ſame he ſent a gentelman unto me, aad 
alſo advertiſed me by one whome I ſent unto him, that, at his being at 
the court, amongs other things the Cardinal of Lorraine ſaid to him : 
that like as he toke the King of Spain, his maſter, ment to interteigne the 
amity between him and the King, his maſter ; ſo he ſhuld do well, being his 
miniſter, to do all that he could for the contynuance of the ſame, and taking 
awaye of all occaſions to the contrary. And therfore, conſidering now, 
quoth he Cardinal, how the treaty ſtandethe betwene them; wheras 7// 
Earl of Arran was, under color ofs religion, departed France, and had 
been at _ ; and it was thought, wolde ſeke occaſion to cum through 
the Low cuntrey, to embarque towardes England or Scotland: he required 
th' Ambaſſadour to write unto the Duches of Parma, or to ſuche as the King 
of Spain had left in chief authorite there, that if th Earl of Arran arrive

order were taken by the French King; and (the Cardinal ſaid) the King, his 
maſter, will write into England to his Ambaſſadour, torequire the like of the 
Queen's Majeſtie, according to the auncient cuſtumes of England and 
France; and in caſe ſhe do refuſe ſo to do, or otherwiſe wink at the matter; 
being a ſubject to the Queen as Queen of Scotland, and alſo vaſſal to the French 
King, for his fees which he hathe of this King ; ſhe ſhall therein do contra- 
ry to the treaty, and ſet the French King free for the reſtitution of Calleys, 
and for the bond of the payment of five hundred thouſand crownes, and alto- 
gether at liberty to take his advauntage, and do after as he ſhall ſee cauſe: 

which was ſpoken with ſuch contenance by the Cardinal, as though he wold 
wiſhe your Majeſtie to deteineth Earl of Arran in England; or that he paſſed 
not moche, what your Majeſtie did, eyther to graunt or denye his ſend- 
ing hither. 1 thinke, it ſhuld be for the furtheraunce of your Majeſtie's ſer- 
vice to write to the Buſſhop of Arras; and to ſignify unto him, what frend- 
ſhip your Majeſtie underſtandeth he and his brother the Ambaſſadour here 
beare towardes your Majeſtie. 

THERE 1s arrived here from Venize, to condole and to congratulate, 
on signior Giovanni Capello, who about five yeris paſte reſided Ambaſſa- 
dour here with the late king; by whome he was made knight, at his 
departure from hens, at that tyme. I underſtand, that there are already 


ſhipping at Calleys four erjigns of footmen ; and that there do go furthwith, 


to be there /ikewi/e embarqued, three bands of men at armes, being the m 
of the Marques d Alboeuf, De Labros and De Beauvois. 

Tae xx of this preſent, I ſent to the court at st Germins to the 4 
nall of Lorreine, to know what tyme . Mewtas and I ſhuld repaire thi- 
ther to have audience : and he ſent me anſwer, that there ſhuld be the 
next day one ſent unto us, to give us knowledge therof. Which not be- 
ing done accordingly; I ſent efſones, thexx111 of this moneth in the morn- 
inge, Somer to Gonaſſe, whither the king was removed from s Germin's, 
to declare from me unto the cardinall, that, becauſe I thought he was 
muche empeched with affaires, I had ſent him to put him in remem- 
braunce of the tyme to be appointed for audience at the xing's handes. 
The cardinall gave him anſwer, that he had ſent Monſieur de Noailes to 
us. I was the more earneſt to preſſe the cardinall in this mater; for that 
I thought it moſt convenient, that the confirmation of the treaty were re- 
quired at their handes before the laſte of Auguſt ; for which cauſe; I 
uſed the more expedition for the diſpetching therof. According to the. 
anſwer, the ſaid De Noailes, afid La Marque with him, came the xx111 
of this preſent to me to diner; and, toching Mewtas and my going 


40 to the court, told us, that the ing had appoincted us to be with him at 
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Villecowtrey the xxv11 of this preſent ; where the ſame day we ſhuld 


have audience. 
THe xx111 of this preſent, the King of Spain's Ambaſſadour ſent a gen- 


tleman of his unto me, to declare, that he had ſum mater to communi- 


cate unto me; for whiche cauſe he deſired to ſpeake with me. Wher- 
upon in the afternone I repaired to his lodging, taking . Mewtas with 
me. After we were ſet, and had talked, to and from, of diverſe things 
of no great moment; he beganne to declare the circumſtances of that 


which the Cardinal of Lorraine had told him, as I have before writen to 


your Majeſtie, and after what ſort he handled the mater with him: and 10 Ea 


faid, that at his being at the court, after diner he was in the cumpeny of 
the French King and the French Queen: which Queen, he ſaid, Ioked very 
evil; and was ſo weake, as, even before all the preſence that was there, 
ſhe fell on ſounding ; and was in very dangerous caſe, as ſhe is always after 
meale. When ſhe was with aqua compoſita and other things revived, and re- 
tired; the Cardinal of Lorraine entered communication with him toch- 
ing diverſe maters: which having paſſed to and from betwene them, at 
the lenght the Cardinal brake with him as I have before writen. Wher- 
unto he for his part replied, and faid : that like as the French King was 
earneſt againſt thoſe which were of th' Earl of Arran's religion, and did uſe 
great execution upon them ; fo was the King of Spain, his maſter ; ſo as, 
he thought, Earl of Arran did know it well ynoughe, and therfore 
wold never adventure to comme into the Lowe countreys to committ him- 
ſelf to ymmynent daunger : in which caſe (if he happened to cum that 
wayes) the King of Spain wold have reſpect to the amity, as apperteined: 
wherwithall he thought he Cardinal of Lorraine had ben ſatisfied. 

_ THE King of Spain's Ambaſſador was like wiſe in hand with him, for the 
delivery and liberty of certaine gentlemen of Spain which the French had 
fut into the galleys, and of other things on the behaulf of the King his ma- 
feer.: for the direction wherof, and what anſwer he ſhuld write to his 
maſter, he Cardinal promiſed to ſend him a billet : wherapon he ſaid, he 
wold ſtay the writing of his lettre to the Duches of Parma. Herupon the 
Ambaſſador defired to goo in to ſee the Queen his miſtres. Whether the 
Cardinal conducting him; he was no ſooner in, but that the French King 
and Queen followed: and ſtreightwayes came in the old Queen. After the 
French Queen had defired him to hold her excuſed, that throughe wekenes 
ſhe cold kepe him no longer cumpeny before; the Cardinal ſaid unto th 
Ambaſſador before them all: &, the King, my maſter, dothe pray youe to 

do him a pleaſure. I wold it laye in me to do his Majeſtie ſervice, quoth 
th Ambaſſadour : there ſhal be no default in me. Well, quoth the Card:- 
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nal, you mult do ſo muche as write him a lettre to the Ducbes Parma, 

for the taking of th Earl of Arran. Whereunto the Ambaſſadour graunted. 
And it ſemed (as he told me) that it was ſpoken colerickly : for albeit 
tb Ambaſſador was moved in the mater before in private talke, who thought 
that he Cardinal had ben ſatisfied with his anſwer, and wold no more have 
moved the mater; yet he repeted the ſame, unloked for, before the King 
and the Queens. 

SINCE his retorne from the court, De Laubeſpine the Secretary was 
with him, the xx11 of thispreſent, to require he letter to ſend to the Duches. 
He anſwered (he faid) that the Cardinal promiſed him a billet, without 
the which he could not directly tell what to write. The next day after, 
the /ame Secretary, the Buſhop of Limoges, who ſhall be ambaſſadour in 
Spaine, and another of the courte robe, whome (he faid) ſhuld goo to re- 
fide in Flaundres as ambaſſadour from hens, whoſe name he knew not, 
came unto him, and entered into communication with him: wherwith they 
paſſed the tyme a good ſpace ; and at the lenght they aſked of him, whe- 
ther the /etter were written or not, and preſſed him for the fame. By my 
troth (quoth he) youe have all this while letted me: and ſo told us, that 
he graunted their earneſt requeſt : and for their ſatisfaction (quoth he) I 
have ſent à letter to the Duches by one poſt, and by another have written to 
her and unto my brother my poor opinion, what I thinke TH) to be done 
therin, contrary to their expectacions here. 

I THEN toke occaſion to ſay unto him: &, (quoth I) here is a TRY 
man comme from the quene my miſtres (and fo converted my ſpeche to 
. Mewtas) who, upon his retorne home, ſhortly ſhal be hable to make 
reaport to her nighnes of this frendſhip youe uſe towards us for the Queen's 


| Majeſtie's ervice. Well (quoth he) I like it well: and ſurely I wold wiſſhe,

ſhe ſhuld be enformed of theſe things by word of mouth, and not other- 
wiſe, For (quoth he) theſe matters are not to be committed to the decipher- 
ing of every Secretary: for oft times I know, for your ſervice, that whiche 
you do not, and youe do the like that I know not. Wherefore ſeeing things 
be as they be, and that one of us muſt be zealous of another; and for that the 


ſtate of the one dependeth upon the ſtate of the other; I uod not wiſh jo 


much as my name knowne in theſe matters: for if we be once ſuſpected to 
have intelligence together, we ſhall not be hable to do that wewold one for 


another. Which albeit I promiſed him to do; yet I thought it my duety, ; 
in the meane tyme, to ſignify this moche unto your n toching this 


my proceading with the ſaid Ambaſſadour. | 
TAE xxl of this preſent a man and a woman, being carried towards 


40 Meaulx to be executed for religion, were by the way reſcowed and cat 
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ried away, There is in this towne more, to the number of x1x, which 
are condemned for the like, and ſhal be executed ; ſomme in one place, 
and ſomme in another. The Duke of Saxe (as I am informed) the xv111 
of this preſent toke his leave to depart into Italy : and from thens he re- 
torneth into Germany; where he hath offered, for the ſervice of the French 
King, whenſoever he ſhall have commiſſion, to levy five thouſand footmen 
and two thouſand horſemen : whiche order (it is ſaid) he hathe already; 
and that he ſhall have /icence to conduct the ſame into Zeland, and there to 
embarque the ſame in the King of Spain's ſhips. Thus moche I was en- 
formed of him: and yet Iam advertiſed, upon further inquiry, that it is 
but ſpoken of purpoſe by ſomme who beare him no good will. Howſo- 
ever it be, it may pleaſe your majeſtic, by your miniſters, not onely to uſe 
meanes to know the certainty herof, but alſo what is done upon the ſea 
coaſt eftward ; whereunto the greater regard is to be had. One hath offer- 
ed himſelf unto me for your Majeſtte's ſecret ſervice; and ſaiethe, that he 
hath good meanes ſo to do, being well acquainted with the officers of the ſea 
here, with the Maſters of the requeſtis, Secretaries of this court, and the Go- 
vernours of the frontiers ; who, he ſaiethe, wyll kepe nothing from him. If 
your Highnes thinke /#ch one mete to be intertained ; I wold be glad t un- 
derſtand your majeſtie's pleaſure herin, and how farre I ſhall proceade with 
him for his intertainement. He preſſethe me for anſwer ; whiche I dif- 
ferre, till I heare from your Majeſtè: whome I beſeche God long to pre- 
ſerve in healthe, wealthe, and all proſperite.

To THE QUENE's MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTYE. 


T may pleaſe your Majeſtye, Iſpake wythe the King of Navarre at Sainte 
Dennis, thre leagues from Pariſe, the xx11 of this preſent, abowte x1 

of the clocke in the night, by his owne appoyntment : unto whom I de- 
lyveryd youre Majeſty's letters; and ſayd unto him, that your Majeſtie com- 
mandyd me to preſent unto hime your moſte hartye commendations, 


together wythe youre letters gevinge me further credytt to ſaye unto him, 


as 
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as he ſhude perceve when he had red youre ſaid letters: and the very words 
wyche I uſyd unto him I have ſent your Majeſtic here incloſyd. 

Ex pour aultant, Sire, que nul reſpect puiſt tant aſſeurer Vamitye en- 
etre les princes, que quand ilz ſe allyent enſemble pour advancer Ihon- 
* neur et gloyre de Dieu; veu qu'en luy ſeul conſiſtent le bien et mal 
des faictz et actes de tous princes: la Royne ma maiſtreſſe, poſant ceſte 
e fondation, eſt bien contente de ſe joindre en telle alliance et amitye 
e avec vouz, que tout le meilleur moyen de la vraye religion ſoit deue- 
ment advance, au bon plaiſir de Dieu; et par cela que vouz deux ſoyes 
c en telle aſſeurance, que les ennemys ne puiſſent en riens profiter, ne con- 
« tre Dieu, ne contre ſa cauſe, ne contre vouz deux comme ſes miniſtres.

Fo x anſwer whereunto he ſayd, he thankyd your Majeſtie, that yt 
wolde pleaſe youe to ſhewe hime ſo greate amitie, having never deſervyd 
any ſuche thinge at youre hand: and further he thankyd God for youe, 
that he had preſervyd ſuche 2 Pr:nceſs from fo great peryls and dayn- 
gers as youe had bene in, to advance God's true religion and cauſe. He 
ſayd, there was no dowte, but God dyd meane to ſerve himſelffe by youe 
to his glorye and the benefytt of chriſtendome: and for his parte, he 
wolde not fayle to doo the beft he coulde ; rejoyſinge, that he had fo good 
a colleague in ſo good à cauſe; ſayinge, he wolde not fayle to doo the beſte 
he coulde in that good enterpriſe, and wolde be redye to gratiſy his good 
ſuſter tothe uttermoſte of his power. He ſayd, tyme wolde not ſerve nowe 
to make any longer talke ; for he had many eyes upon hime, and fo had 
I. Then he demandyd of me, yf I wolde reſte there that nyght. I ſayde, 


unleſſe he willid me, I wolde not; for feare of ſpial. He ſayd, I had re- 


ſon ; but he was ſorye for my late and dayngerous journeye, the waye 
beinge ſo peryllous as it was; and ſo offeryd me ſome conducte of his folks. 
I yd; thowgh yt were good for my ſaftye to have compenye, yet yt 
was not good to kepe oure metinge ſo ſecret as it was mete, and as he was 
defierous it ſhulde be ; for his folks wolde marveile to conducte on unknowen 
fo late: and fo I toke my leave of him. This talke was in his garderobe, 
where no body was preſent but his Secretary ; who harde nothinge that 
was fhoken. 

THe xx1111 of thzs preſent, the ſaid King of Navarre ſent a gentyl- 
manne unto mein the morninge betyme, and deſyeryd mein cape to mete 


4 him wythe a lacquay and a page, at the Auguſtine Friers, at vni of the 
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clocke, in the chiſter; whether he wolde comme after the /ame maner. 


Where when we were mett ; the ſaid King of Navarre, after a longe de- 
claration of his good affection towards your Majeſty, tolde me, that he 
wold write unto your Majefly with his owne bande; for he wolde truſte 
no bodye but h:mſe/fe; and wyſſhyd, youe wolde doo the liłe always to him 
(he caryd not, wether it were in Frenche or in Italien:) for, ſayd he, all 
princes have corrupte miniſters abowte them; and yf ether the Frenche 
or Spaniſhe miniſters ſhulde naue of the amity and intelligence betwexte 
the Quene your miſtres and me, it ſhulde be dayngerous for us bothe, and 
hynder the good enterpriſe that we are abowte. J aſſuer you, Monſieur 
Vambaſſadeur, the King of Spain and the French King hathe great intelli- 
gence of your doings in England, and ſuche as yowe wold lyttell beleave: 
therfore I praye youe, as yowe are a gentylmane, deſyer the Quene to truſt 
n body in the matters betwexte her and me but herſelfe. I determyne, ſayd 
be, or it be longue, to ſend on that I truſt well to the Quene, wythe my 
mynde in ſondrye things: and therfore, ſayde he, I praye youe ſend on 
of your moſte truſtieſt 207th him, that maye ſecretlye brynge him to the 
Dyene's ſpeache; but in ſuche forte as no body maye knowe from whence 
he commethe, neyther wherfore. 

I eERCEAVE by his diſcourſes to me, he wolde have youe marry none 
of the Howſe of Auſtria, neyther the Earl of Arran, neyther any that 1 
have hard namyd. Methinkethe, he meanethe to make an offer unto youe 
of ſome of his frynds; for he deſyerethe, that youe wyl be advyſed by 
him in youre mariage. He ſayethe, that the hoole famuly of Auftriche be 
greate Papi/ts, whatſoever any body fayethe. He ſayethe, your marriage 
is the makynge and marrynge of all. He ſayd at lengthe, monſieur, dictez 
fur voſtre honneur franchement, ys the Quene youre miſtres at ly bertye? 
Wherunto I uſyd as good words as I coulde to perſwade hime, that your 
were at lybertye, and not yet refolvyd what youe wold doo. And fo, wythe 
many good words of his affection and meanynge towards youe, he bade 
me fare well; and wyllyd me to reſorte unto him, after I had my nexte 
audience of the French King. He tolde me, that the Emperor's Ambaſſa- 
aur, the Barron Truccus, brother to the Cardinal of Auguſt, had here made 
great inſtance to have the Lutheriens ponyſſhid, and allowyd this theyr 
procedynge here againſte them nowe in the begynninge of the King's 
raine : ſo as youe maye perceave, ſayethe he, the good devotion of the Em- 
perore, and all his. And, ſayeth he, to make an ende for this tyme (for 
thowghe we be diſguiſed 20e maze be knowne)T praye youe, as youe eſteame 
your honnor, let no body knowe of theſe matters and oure talke, but the 
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Nene your miſtris and ber Counceller that ſbe beſt truſtethe : and I ſaye 40 40 
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unto youe ſur la parolle du prince, I wyll truſt no body herewythe but 
my ſelfe. So, after I had aſſueryd him of your Majeſty's honor, ſecre- 
cyc, and wyſedome, and ſayd ſomwhat of myne owne fidelytye, we 
d. 

* E XX111 of this monethe the coneſtable ſent his ſecrettorye to me, 
withe a letter to your Majeſtic and another to my ſelffe; bothe wyche 
yowe ſhall receave herewythe. As in my other letter I have advertyſyd 
your Majeſtie at lengthe, emongſte other occurrants, that Monſieur de 
Shanteny, the King of Spain's Ambaſſador, dyd ſhewe a good affetion to- 
wards your Majeſtie, and the ſaſtie of your contreys: ſo yt maye pleaſe 
youe to ſignifye your good acceptation therof to Monfieur d Arras, his 
brother ; but in ſuche ſorte, as yt comme not to the eares of the Frenche. 
And as I wolde wyſhe, your Majeſtie ſnuld honorablye and very graci- 
ouſly receave the Earl of Arran in your courte ; gevynge hime as good 
bope as any other (for yt he be the fame that they here report of him, he is 
as well worthy as any other :) ſo yt maye pleaſe youe to gyve ſuche or- 
der, that his beinge in England be moſt ſecret ; and that he be not knowen 
nor diſcoverid to any, but ſuche as be ſtaunche and youe doo well truſte: 
for ſo yt importethe, that the Frenche catche no apparant occaſion 70 
ſay, that your Majeſty dothe not keape your treatye. It is to be taken hede 
of, that the Frenche Ambaſſador have no knowledge where be is: for 
then he wyll preſſe youe to apprebende him. And yf there ſhulde be ſuche 
ſpial, as the Ambaſſador myght have intelligence; yf the Earl of Arran 
were not of / great importance as he ts, in no wyſe he is to be deliverid; 
as, I am ſuer, your Majeſtie dothe well conſyder. 

By my nexte letters I wyll advertyſe your Majeſtic, what is the dif- 
courſe of wyſe menne, and well affectyd to youe and to th'advauncement 
of religion, concerninge the Earl of Arran and the King of Navarre. 
Monſieur de Momorancy hathe ſent your majeſtic a dozen galyards for 
a preſent ; wyche, togethers wythe his letter to me, youe ſhall herewythe 
receave. Yf I durſt be ſo bolde to enforme your majeſtie, wythowte your 
offence, howe youe maye be well ſervyd in this charge that I occupye ; 
I wolde recommend unto youe Sur Peter Mewtas as a fytt manne, whoſe 
credytt and good grace ys here convenient wythe thoſe that rule: and 

he hathe, beſydes the good partes that belongethe to a good miniſter, a 
faythſull zeale to promote your work of religion; wytche, beſydes devine 
ſucceſſe, is now a great peace of your policye. 80 as yf it myght lyke your 
Majeſtie, at the expiration of my fix monethes ſervyce, (wyche ſhal be 
at Myhelmas nexte) to revoke me; I thinke, youe ſhulde be fufficient- 
ly ſervyd here: and then youe myght ſerve your ſelffe by me there, of, 
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at your good pleaſure, els where. Thus almyghtye God preſerve youre 
Majcſtie, to his honnor and your owne felicitye. From Parys, the xxv of

ton to Sec, vin, upon the deſire he had to ſerve the Quenis Majeſtie, and to be 20 
Seu employed upon the borders: I do fithens underſtand by his lettres ſent 
3 unto me, that he remaineth at London unemployed notwithſtanding. He 
3%. 1559 ſaieth, that youe have made an overture of ſervice unto him to be done in 
—.— the inland: wherunto albeit he have (as in any other ſervice he can do) 20 
a good will and affection; yet, waying his elder brother's caſe, he may 
— not ſafely repaire thither. Mary, for that he is a Scottiſbman, and may 
with leſſe ſuſpicion enter upon the border to lerne intelligence and to pra- 
ctiſe, then an Engliſhman may; and alſo for that he doubteth not, (be- 
ing acquainted bothe with Mr Knoks and others, by whome things may 
be learned and wrought to good purpoſe) to do moche better ſervice, then 
otherwiſe he ſhal be hable to do: it may like youe therfore, his deſire 
conſidered, to do that may ſerve moſt for th'advauncement of the Quenis 30 


Majeſtie's ſervice by him. 
Ap albeit I know, that there is nothing omitted by youe, that may 30 
be requiſite for the prattiſe now in hand northward; I cannot but, when 
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things comme to my remembraunce which in myne opinion ſeme neoeſ- 
ſary to be done, intimate the ſame unto youe. The maſter of Maxfeld, 
who brake out of the priſon of Edinborow, is a great enemy (as I am cre- 
dibly informed) to Monſieur d Oſell, for ſomme particuler and private 
cauſe, beſides his hatred generally to the Frenchmen. Foraſmoch as he is 
in ſoch termes with them, and is of himſelf hable to make a great party 
againſt them, and hath a great many at his devotion ready to follow him; 
it were well done, ſomme meanes of practyſe were deviſed, to be mini- 
ſtred unto him in ſuch fort as ſhal be thought moſt convenient: the maner 
10 wherof (becauſe youe have greater commodite, upon daily advertiſments 
from Scotland then I have) I remit to your judgement and deviſe. Youe 
ſhall receive herwithall a lettre, which I pray youe to cauſe to be ſent 
with expedition, and delivered according to the direction. And fo I take 
my leave of youe.

To THE QUEIN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTE, 


I. may pleaſe your Majeſtẽ to be advertiſed, that ſince the diſpetching 
away of Barnabe my ſervaunte, the xxv of the laſt monethe, with 
lettres unto your Majeſtie, r Mewtas and I the xxv11 of the fame (ac- 
cording to th appoinctment of the cardinall of Lorreine, ſignified unto 
us by Monſieur de Noailes) repaired to the court, being at Villier-Coſte- 
30 rez. Upon our arrivall we were conducted to the cardinall his chamber; 
who, accompanied with the grand Prior, attended for us to diner, Dur- 
ing the tyme wherof, there paſſed nothing of moment in our communi- 


cation; ſaving that the cardinall declared unto us, that the cardinall of 
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Trent had ſent one in poſt to this court, who arrived the xxv of Auguſte 
with newes that the pope was ded; and that therupon his brother the car- 
dinall, and diverſe other cardinalles of Fraunce were gone to Rome in 
poſt. After diner the cardinall went a litle aſide. Wherupon I drew nere 
unto him, and beganne to declare the cauſe of the coming of , Mew- 
tas and me thither. And then, delivering unto him your Majeſtie's lettres 
and commendations, I ſaid : that, becauſe he was now in place of autho- 
rite about the king his maſter, (as he well deſerved) like as he had bene a 
ſpecial doer in the conducing of the peace betwene the late King, your good 
brother, and your majeſtic ; ſo youe truſted, that the rather by his meanes 
the ſame ſhuld be contynued and confirmed betwene your majeſte and 
the King his maſter that now is. For whiche purpoſe(I told him) I had re- 
ceived your Majeſte's lettres of commiſſion under your great ſeale, to re- 
quire the ratification and confirmation of thetreaty for Scotlande: whiche 
I ſhewed unto him, and he toke and red the ſame. 

Wäicn done, after thankes for your Majeſtie's lettre, and declaration 
of his good affection unto your Highnes, he ſaid unto me: that as your 
Majeſte loſte (he knew perfectly well, and ſo ſhuld your majeſte have found 
him, if God had ſpared him lief) a perfect frend and allye of the late 
king; ſo ſhuld your majeſte find the King, his maſter that now is, redy to 
contynue the ſame amity, and to increaſe it; wherin his furtherance ſhuld 
not want. Mary (faieth he) ſeing the King hathe ones ſworne; methinkes, 
it nedeth not, that he ſhuld ſweare againe. Sr (quoth I) youe ſee, what com- 
miſſion I have; and I can goo no further. Well (quoth he) if youe preſſe the 


_ ſame othe; youe ſhall have it done, aſſone as there ſhal be any tyme conve- 


nient; whiche, becauſe this place is unmete for ſuchea ceremony, muſt nedes 
be differred. S*(quoth I) at ſuche tyme as the king did ſweare laſte for the 
confirmation of the treaty, he did it in the perſone of the king polphin : 
whiche now being altered, and ſum things paſſed ſithens of further mater 
then was then concluded; methinks, the quene, my miſtres, hathe rea- 
ſon to demaunde the confirmation therof in this forte : and loke, what 
the king here dothe, the quene my miſtres will be content to do the like. 
Three dayes agoo (faicthe the cardinall) we ſent to our Ambaſſadour in 
England a like commiſſion to demaund the confirmation and ratification 
of the late treaty for Scotland, and to deliver the like to the Quenis Ma- 
jeſtie from hens ; the copies wherof (if youe will ſende your secretary 
unto me to the court for the ſame) I will ſende youe: and fo he called se- 


cretary Burden unto him, and before me gave him commaundement, that 
when I ſent for the ſame he ſhuld deliver them. He then aſked me, how 
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your Majeſtie did; and ſaid, he herd that youe were ſicke. Wherunto I 40 


anſwered 
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anſwered, your Majeſtic had bene a litle troubled, but now (God be praiſed) 
youe were in better caſe againe. And then he demaunded further of me 
(as me thought, with a troubled countenaunce) what I herd of xing Phi- 
lip his embarquing ; and ſaid, he mervailed he ſtayed ſo long. Wherunto 
I anſwered, that I knew nothing. 

HavixG thus farre proceaded with the cardinall, he conducted us into 
the hall; where the puke of Guiſe met us, with whome he left us devi- 
ſing about a quarter of an howre. Wherupon I delivered your Majeſtie's 
lettres, with commendations unto him; ſetting furthe your Majeſtie's 
good opinion of him, and truſt youe had, that he wold helpe to the con- 
tynuance of the amity betwene your Majeſtie and the king his maſter; 
whiche he ſemed to receive very thankfully, with ſum declaration of his 
good will towardes your Majeſtie. And therupon came out of the King's 
chamber diverſe gentlemen to conduct us to the king, being accompa- 
nied with the king of Navarre, the cardinals of Lorreine, Burbon, and 
Guiſe, the puke of Lorreine, the Prince of Mantua, and diverſe others 
noblemen and gentlemen. | 

Uro our coming to the xing's preſence, firſt I declared unto the king, 
that aſſone as your Majeſtie was by his Ambaſſadour in England adver- 
tiſed of the deathe of the late xing, his father, your good brother and 


allye, moche to your regret; ſo ſone (I faid) your Majeſtic had ſent a gen- 


tleman unto him, to condole with him: and fo preſented . Mewtas un- 
to him, who declared unto him the cauſe of his coming. After he had 
ended, and received anſwer of the King; I delivered unto the king your 
Majeſtie's lettres for my reſidence with him as your Majeſtie's Ambaſſa- 
dour : whiche after he had red; he ſaid, I ſhuld be welcomme. 

AND ſo after he had accepted me as your Highnes ambaſladour, and 
thanked your Majeſtie in a few good wordes, and declared the ſemblable 
affection on his part in all things towardes your Majeſtie; becauſe that the 
other lettre for the ratification of the treaty was joinctly to the king and 
quene, I ſpake to the puke of Guile, that I might ſo deliver the ſame: who 
ſaid unto me, that the quene was in another chamber, and alſo that what- 
ſoever the xing dothe ſhe did the ſame. Wherupon ] delivered the faid lettre 
to the King. Which red, he referred me for the mater therin conteined to 
his uncles, the cardinall and the puke; to whome he ſpake to bring us in to 
the queen: to whome we were furthwith conducted, finding her ſitting with 
her ladyes and gentlewomen about her. The cardinall delivered the lettre, 
ſent to the King and her joinctly, unto her. Whiche when ſhe had red; ſhe 
anſwered, that for the mater therin conteined, ſhe wold do as Monſigneur 


40 (meaning the king) and her couſins the cardinall and puke ſhuld adviſe her: 
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and that likeasMonſigneur (ſhe ſaid) minded toconfirme the amity, and to 
obſerve the treaties; ſo ſhe wold alſo contynewth'obſervation of the ſame; 
and for her owne particuler wold not onely obſerve the treaties betwene 
your Majeſtie and her, as her good allye, but alſo as her good ſuſter and 
coſin: and fo after ſhe had inquired of your majeſtie, we toke our leave. 

Tux cardinall conducted us to the ſtayer hed : where he told us, that 
within a day or two he departed thens towardes Reins, where (he ſaid) 
the king ſhuld be ſacred the x of this preſent ; and that I ſhuld do well, 
becauſe of his abſence, to ſend to secretary Burden for the copies of the 
ratification of the treaties, which they had ſent into Englande: and ſo 
he left us. From thens we were brought into a chamber appoincted for 
us. Where after we had a while repoſed ourſelvis ; we returned to Ferte 
Melun, where we lay the nighte before, which is foure Engliſhe miles 
from the court. The king's mother was this day abſent from the court, 
by meanes that the Quene catholick was ſicke at Nantoillet ; who is now 
well recovered againe, and at Villier Coſte-rez. 

ACCoRDING to the cardinall his appoinctement, the xxvi11 of Auguſte 
I ſent Somers to the court ; who there ſpake with the secretary : who 
told him, that after I was departed from the court, that the cardinall had 
ſaid, that ſeing the ſame were already ſent into England, he ſhuld not nede 
to deliver them againe to th'ambaſſadour ; and therfore told Somers, that 
he had them not ready ; and that if he retorned the next daye, he ſhuld 
know what wold be done. And the next day I ſent againe unto the se- 
cretary; and his anſwer was moch what all one, as the other was before. 
Wherupon Somers told him, that the wordes of the treaty purported, 
that the ſaid ratification ſhuld be delivered to th'ambaſſadours of the 
princes, reſident with either other. Wherunto quoth Burden, if Monſieur 
rambaſſadeur do preſſe to have the ſame; I will ſend to Monſieur de 
Aubeſpine for them, who is gone home to his houſe, being licenced to 
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be abſent for theſe two monethes, in whoſe handes bothe the treaties and 30 


the copies of the ratifications do remaine. And this is all J have done 
herin, notwithſtanding the cardinall's promiſſe unto me at my being with 
Him. I appoincted him alſo to ſpeake with the puke of Guiſe for me, and 
co ſay unto him, that foraſmuch as it was (as he knew) agreed upon in 
the treaty, that there ſhuld have bene four hoſtages ſent into England, 
who were named in the fame; and that amongs others, in ſtede of Mon- 
fieur de Nuntoillet, the viſdame d'Amiens was appoincted one by the 
King that ded is, of whoſe going I had herde nothing ſithens: I defired, I 
might be therin ſatisfied, to th intent I might advertiſe your Majeſtie toch- 


ing the ſame, He ſent me anſwer, that he wold move the King therin; and 40 
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that there ſhuld be ſuch order taken, as your Majeſtic ſhuld be contented 
and ſatisfied, 
Tas firſt of September 4 Mewtas and I, according to ſuch word as 
was ſent us from the cardinall, repaired to the court; he to take his leave, 
and I to accompany him, and to deliver your Majeſtie's lettres to the King's 
mother. At our coming thither, we neither found the King nor the car- 
dinall, nor any other appoincted to receive us: wherupon we ſtaid till af- 
ter diner, whiche was in a chamber whether we repaired at our laſt being 
at the court. The cauſe of this our diſapoincting was by NMonſieur de 
to Noailes declared to be the ſicknes of the quene catholique; whiche, be- 
ing daungerous of a fluxe de ventre, cauſed the king ſodenly to remove; 
wherby we were forgoten. And when we had ſtaide a good part of the 
afternone, to ſee if the King wold arrive in any dew ſeaſon ; Monſieur d 
Aumale (who with the yong Frenche quene was left behind) ſent us 
word by the faid De Noailes, that becauſe the King's coming was uncer- 
taine, and that it wold be tedious for us to attende all the day, he wold 
adviſe us not to ſtay, but to depart to our lodgings, and to retorne to mor- 
rowe; at which tyme we ſhuld find the king, the old qQuene, and the 
cardinall arrived. Wherupon after I had declared unto Monſieur de No- 
20 ailes, that we thought this maner of uſing of us very ſtraunge, we de- 
parted, 

Tux ſecond of this monethe, upon a ſuddein indiſpoſition of my body, 
having all the night before felt myſelf very evill at caſe, and fearing an 
ague, I ſtaid at my lodging; and s Peter Mewtas, acompanied with my 
folks, repaired to the court. To whame I committed the delivery of your 
Majeſtie's lettre ſent to the King's mother, as well for that I was not cer- 
taine how I ſhuld fele my ſelf herafter, and alſo becauſe that at his retorne 
your Majeſtic might underſtand ſo much as was to be done during M 

. Mewtas abode here, At his coming thither he founde, that the xing was 

30 15 riden on hunting. He dined with the cardinall; and after diner deliver- 
ed your Majeſtie's lettres to the old quene, and toke his leave of her and 
of the reſt. The maner wherof, with other circumſtances, it may pleaſe 
your Majeſtie t underſtand by his one declaration: to the which I alſo 
referre your Majeſtie, for the circumſtances af the reſt of my doings here 
at the court ſince his arrivall ; who, having bene preſent therat, is better 
hable by word of mowthe, then I in writing, to intimate the ſame unto 
your Majeſtic. | 
Ir is judged, notwithſtanding the great party of the cardinall of Fer- 
rare, ſpecially amongs the French cardinalles, the cardinal} Carpi ſhall at 

40 40 this tyme be elected pope. It is ſaid, that the erince of Mantua ſhall 
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mary Madame de Tutteville. The laſt of Auguſte the puke of Savoy 
arrived at this courte, and the firſt of September fell ſicke two leagues of 
from the court; and it is judged, he hathe a fever. It was ſaid, he ſhuld 
have departed towardes Savoy within ten dayes, leaving behind him the 
pucheſſe in this courte : whether his ſicknes do alter his determination 
therin, I know not. | 

| I am enformed, that one Monſieur de Carrowge, brother to the Bu- 
ſhop of Evereux, a gentleman of this king's chamber, and of the faction 
of Guiſe, ſhall furthwith be ſent into England to your Majeſtie. It 
is ſaid alſo, that Monſieur de Montpeſat, Lieutenant to the puke of Guiſe, 10 
ſhal be ſhortly ſent into Almaine to th Emperor: who, it is judged by 
ſomme here, hathe given couraige to theſe men to contynew their perſe- 
cution for religion. It is reaported, that of late there hathe ſomme 
contention riſen for places about this King. The King of Navarre, becauſe 
he is a King, ſemethe to aſcribe the pre-eminence to himſelf. The puke 
of Savoy claimethe the ſame by the mariage of the King's awnte, and for 
Savoye ; and the puke of Lorreine by the mariage of the King's ſuſter. 
This being thus, maters are like to goo well; and occaſion (if it wil be) 
ſhal be given of amendement. 

Dr LaBRos with one or two ſhips is retorned ; upon occaſion (as 20 
it is ſaid) either of a contrary winde, or a leke happened in his voyage 
towards Scotlande : who landed at Diepe. The reſt of the ſhippes which 
departed from Calice, and other places, with the four enſeignes of fote- 
men, went forward and have taken landing in Scotlande. But howſo- 
ever the maters goo with them; I underſtand, that upon Labros his 
coming to the court, Monſieur d'Aumale and Monluc (who is a prote- 
ſtant) in diſcourſing of the maters of Scotland, were fo earneſt in reaſon- 
ing, as D'Aumale ſware, they muſt apply their hool force towardes Scot- 
land. Monluc replied to the contrary ; and aſked, whether he wolde 
make warre in this tyme: for if youe have warre (faid he) with Scot- 30 
land, youe are like to enter the fame with England; and how we may 
beare that, it is to be feared: for th Engliſhmen cannot abide to have the 
Scotts ſuppreſſed. Well (faieth D'Aumale) now is the tyme, for ellis they 
wil be to ſtrong; and if all men kepe promis we ſhal be hable to do it 
well ynoughe. | 
. IT may like your Majeſtic t'underſtand, that becauſe the court is now 
almoſte in the middes gf the realme, and therfore farre from the ſea 
coaſte, wherby occaſion is partly taken awaye of learning the certainty 
of ſea maters ; I have, for the better underſtanding of Labros his ar- 
rivall, given inſtructions to Cornwall and Croket (to whome it may 40 
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pleaſe your Majeſtie to extend your marcy) to paſſe by Diepe and there 


to learne what they can, and to enforme My Lordes of your Majeſtie's 
counſaill therof. And alſo for that your nighnes may herafter be the 
better enformed of the marine cauſes on this fide ; it may pleaſe the fame 
to give commiſſion to My Lorde admirall, for order to be geven to ſuche 
Engliſhe merchaunts as paſſe to and from the coaſts and others, for the 
learning of ſuch things as may ſerve for your Majeſtie's ſervice. 
THe ſacre of this king is (as I am enformed) now differred till the 
xv11 of this preſent. And thus I beſeche God long to preſerve your 
10 Majeſtic in healthe, wealthe, and all profperite. From Ferte Melun in 
Vallois, the 1111 of September 15 59.

T may pleaſe your Majeſtè to be advertiſed, that wheras in my laſt let- Sir Nichols 
tres, ſent by s Peter Mewtas, I ſignified Labros his arrivall with two —— 
ſhips from Scotland warde to Dieppe, together with the diſcours of that V, 
whiche was ſpoken of toching Scotland by the Duke q Aumale and o- , 
thers : I am ſithens done tunderſtand, that the ſaid Labros is retorned . 1553 
20 againe rowardes Scotland, without any increaſe of men of war or ſhips. A Pars 
gentleman of his cumpeny, named De Brian, came from him to this court EE 
from Dieppe ; who is yet here, but (as I underſtand) ſhall ſhortly be dif- — 
petched into Scotland through England: his elder brother hathe married 
the Lord Seton's widow. There is alſo one of the ſaid Lord his ſervants, 
named Robert Bog, the v1 of this preſent arrived from Scotland; and one 
Proteſtant, the curror, the v11 of the fame is likewiſe arrived out of Eng- 
and. Which Bog hath brought advertiſmentis from the Queen Regent of 
Scotland, of the forward ſtate of things there toching religion, and of the 
ſtrenght of her adverſe partye; and from others there, that the ſaid Queen 
30 7s not like to live long, and alſo of Sir Rafe Sadler his being at Barwike. 
Uron the conſideration of all whiche thinges, hey have, after conſul- 
tation upon the mater, for that whiche is to be done for their owne ad- 
vauntage (as I am enformed) determined, ſezng religion in Scotland in 
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ſuche towardnes as it is, and the greater part on that fide, wherby they 
cannot with force be hable to bring to paſle things as they wold alltogether : 
it is agreed amongs them, for qualifying of the matter, and the continu- 
ance of the Scots at ther devocion, to give them liberty to uſe ſuch religion 
as they ſhall agree upon among themſelvis, and to continue the fame; {6 
as they will ſtill interteine their league with France, and refuſe to enter 
any other league with England; whiche is the thing they ſeeme to feare, 
and therfore goo about to rale away all the occaſions and oportunites there- 
of. For the better ſetting furthe and perſuaſion of whiche practice, they 
have ſent for one named La Roche, who is noted to be a great preacher a- 
mongs the ſecret congregation here, upon hope that, at his cummyng to 
the court, the King's mother ſhuld have herd him preache. He was ent 
to the court by Madam de Roy, ſufter to th' Admiral of France and mother 
to the Prince of Conde his wief; and yet, notwithſtanding, he is diſmiſ- 
ſed backe againe to Paris, without any preaching at all: whiche it may 
pleaſe your Majeſtie in time to conſider, and what is to be done for the let- 
ting of this practice. For the better conducing wherof 70 the French com- 
modite, ſuche as be of the French faction in Scotland do deviſe to ſend their 
inſtrumentis, being Scots men, into France through England, therby to abuſe 
their favour to ſerve their purpoſe. The Prior of Saint Andrews by 
the ſaid Bog hath written a letter to the French Queen his ſuſter, the con- 
tentis wherof I can as yet by no meanes underſtand. 

Tre fifth of this preſent there arrived at this court one pon Frederigo 
de Portugall, of th'order of Calatrava, ſent from the king and qQuene of 
Boheme in poſte, to condole with this xing. The puke of Savoy up- 
on his falling ſicke is growne to have a tertian fever. I underſtand, that 
after the ſacre is diſpetchid (for th order wherof the cardinall of Lorrein 
is already gone from Villiers Coſte-rez to Reins) the King here doth mind 
firſt to accumpany the puke of Loreine and the puches his ſuſter into 
Loreine, and after to take his journey for the conducting of the qQuene ca- 
tholicke towards Spaine. Monſieur de Noailes, ſince the departure 
hens of M' Mewtas, hathe fent me word, that order was given, that the 
faid . Mewtas his preſent ſhuld be 800 crownes. There is arrived at 
this court an Ambaſſadour from the pucheſle of Parma; who was pre- 
ſented by the King of Spaine his ambaſſadour at Villiers Coſte-rez, the 
vil of this preſent. I am enformed, that they here begin to perſecute 
againe for religion more then ever they did; and that at Paris there are 
three or four executed for the ſame, and diverſe greate perſonages threaten- 
ed ſhortly to be called to anſwer for their religion. Wherin the Cardinal 
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that it is not his faulte ; and that there is no man that more hateth ex- 
tremitès, then he dothe: and yet it is knowne, that it is, not withſtanding, 
alltogither by his occaſion. 

Tur Frenche cardinalles whiche are diſpetchid to Rome have (as I 
am informed) in commiſſion to give their voices to the cardinall of Fer- 
rare, in caſe they ſhall perceive any likelyhood of their voices to take 
place for his election: if that point faile, then they are appointed to 
give their voices to ſuche as the ſaid cardinal of Ferrare ſhall nominate 
unto them to be at his devotion. The cardinall Morone, who during the 
tyme of the late yope was for the moſt part priſoner, is ſet at liberty; 
and was brought out of priſone with great folempnite by all the cardi- 
nalls there preſent, and by them conducted to the conclave: wherupon 
ſum fay, he is like to be choſen rope; for as for Carpi, who was judged 
as like as any other (and yet it is like ynoughe) to be elected; [he] hathe 
ſuche an ennemy of Ferrare, as it is thought he will do all he can to let 
Carpy his being Pope at this tyme: and it is ſuppoſed now, that th 
election will fall upon one of theſe foure; Morone, Carpy, Puteo and 
Ceſſy. 

MonTALc1nois rendered into the puke of Florence his handes; who (it 
is ſaide) hathe honorably ſatisfied and contented not onely Bentivoglio, but 
alſo diverſe others who were not the beſt pleaſed with the mater. King 
Philip his fame and honour is ſo increaſed, bothe by the doing for his 
frendis as he hathe done, and his great liberalité, as he is throughe the 
world favored and eſtemed: and the reaport of all ſtraungers for the uſing 
of them is ſuche, as, if ever he happen to have warres againe, it is judged, 
he ſhall eaſely have as many men of warre to followe him from all partes 
as he can deſire ; he is generally for his liberalite ſo beloved. 

WuarR as I wrote lately unto My Lordes of your Majeſtie's counſaill, 
that the Bu/ſhop of Argile, brother to the Duke of Chaſtelherault, wold 
ſhortly repaire into England: it may pleaſe your Majeſtie to underſtand, 
that the vil of this preſent he ſent unto me for a paſport, for his more 
quiet paſſing from the ſea coaſt to the courte ; whiche I have ſent unto 
him. And for that your Majeſtie may be the better informed of him; 
he is a plaine, honeſt man, and ſimple, and of very ſmall practiſe; fo 
farre as I could, eyther by my ſelf or otherwiſe, underſtand of him. I 
ſend unto your Majeſte herwithall ſuche articles as are brought hither from 
Scotland, and agreed upon betwene the Scottes and the quene powagier. 
The king here the x1 of this preſent dothe remove (as I am certainly in- 
formed) from Villiers Coſte-rez towardes Reins. 


IT may pleaſe your Majeſtic to have in remembraunce the greyhoundes,

wherof I wrote heretofore unto the ſame for the coneſtable. I declared 
unto Monſieur Lanſack, that I had writen unto your wajeſtie and others 
for the ſame; and, in my poor opinion, they ſhal be well beſtowed: wher- 
of it may like your Majeſtie to have conſideration, During the tyme 
of the King's abode at Villier Coſte-rez, the Conſtable hath never been at 
the court: and albeit the King of Navarre be there, and followe the court; 
yet the Houſe of Guiſe doth all, and the King of Navarre medleth nut. 
BARON de la Gard, being ſent for out of Province from Marſe:lies, 
is arrived at the court here: where he is not onely very well received and 
moche made of, but allo is like to have ſum preſent charge ; which (as I 10 q 
underſtand) is for the ſetting in order of galleys to be emploted the next 
ſpring towardes Scotland, and otherw:ſe as they on this fide ſhall ſee cauſe. 
Tu puke d'Aumale his ſonne and heire, and the Baron of Curton 
knight of th'order (who was called the quenis knight) are deceſſed. Alſo 
the puke of Venize, being one of the Houſe of Prinly is lately departed. 
AND thus, having non other occurrencis to write unto your Majeſ- 
tie at this preſent, I beſeche God long to preſerve the fame in healthe, 
wealthe, and all proſperite. From Ferte Melun and Valoys, the x of Sep- 
tember 1 5 59.

Sir Nicholas = may pleaſe your Majeſte to be advertiſed, that the 1x of this preſent - 30 
me 1 I received by a ſervaunt of s Thomas Cotton's your majeſtie's lettres, 
Queen. hearing date the xxv111 of Auguſte, toching the ſollicitation of the puke 
FromReims, of Guiſe, for M" Cotton his fon his delivery out of Madame de Crezecque's 
'9%?*'559 handes. According to the which I had repaired to the court myſelf to 
Orr ten. have ſpoken with the puke herin ; ſaving that, by meanes of the king's 
em removing, I had no tyme convenient therunto. Nevertheles I firſt ſent 
Original. to the court, and after wrote to the faid puke; and proceaded in ſuch 30 
1 ſorte as by the puke his lettres ſent unto me, and by the copies of myne 
= ſent unto him, which I ſend your Majeſtie herwithall, it may pleaſe the 
40 


| ſame tunderſtande. Upon the ſequele wherof, albeit it be not my part to 
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take upon me t'adviſe your Majeſtie ; yet I thought it my duety (ſaving 
your Majeltie's correction) to put youe in remembraunce of my poor opi- 
nion, that I thinke your Majeſtie's lettres writen hither in the favour of 
any of your ſubjects in like caſes doth rather hinder then further the ſu- 
ters: which, an other tyme, it maye pleaſe ybur Majeſtic to conſider. 

I Ax enformed, that there is lately à great ſeale ſent into Scotland, with 
the armes of England, France, and Scotland quartered, having this ſtile : 
FRANCISCUS ET MARIA, DEI GRATIA, FRANCTA, SCO- 
TIE, ANGLIA, ET HIBERNIZ REX ET REGINA. The ſame 
armes are alſo graven upon the French Queen's plate. And for the more 
certainty therof, * Peter Mewtas and I, at our being together at the 
court were one day ſerved with the like at diner : wherof I thought good 
t'advertiſe your Majeſte. 

THE King of Spain his Ambaſſadour is very much made of here, and 
bath libertie at all times to have acceſle to the French King, though he be 
in bed: whiche hathe made me to thinke, that if we /huld mete together 
in any aſſemble, the place were like to be offered him. Wherfore waying with 
myſelf the honor of your Majeſtie, as one lothe to begynne a preſident to 
prejudice the ſame, and alſo the friendſhip begun between the ſaid Ambaſ- 


20 ſadour and me, which is and may be for your Majeſtie's ſervice, as I have 


30 


writen heretofore (which, in my poor opinion, is not to be broken) and 
therwithall the doubt I have how the Frenchmen will order the matter, 
in caſe we ſhuld be appointed to be together at the ſacre: upon the ſup- 
poſall of their ſmall devotion to your Majeſtie, in reſpect of the King of 
Spain, I have thought it better (under your Majeſtie's correction) in fain- 
ing myſelf ſick to be abſent from the ſacre, and to leave the mater for my 
place as it was, than with my preſence there to hazard the diſbonor of the 
thing, and breaking of the frendſhip betwene the ſame Ambaſſadour and 
me, which may ſo well ſerve for your Majeſtie's ſervice. 

For the more apparaunce wherof on my part, and that, if the ſame 
Ambaſſadour be at the ſacre, he ſhall not think any thing of my abſence ; 
I was the xxv of this preſent to viſit him at his lodging. Where, emongs 
diverſe things talked to and from betwene us, I declared unto him what 
I herd of the French King his going into Lorrein, and myne opinion alſo 
therof, to ſee what he wold ſay therunto. He told me, that he did un- 
derſtand, it was a practiſe of the Duke of Guzſe and the Cardinal of Lor- 
raine, for the conducing of a marriage between the Duke of Guiſe his 

fonne and the Duches of Lorrein's doughter ; which I wrote to your Ma- 
jeſtie heretofore was procured for the Conte d Eu, eldeft fon to the Duke . 


40 of Nevers, and who, in caſe the Duke of Lorrein dye without 1ſſue, is next 
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heire to the duchy : for which cauſe the French do praiſe all they can to 
make the Duches of Lorrein French, which the Ambaſſadour ſuppoſed 
wold be hard for them to do. And it is judged, that ſbe /hall cum to this 
court: wherupon if ſhe bring her doughter with her, the mater is liker to 
take place; if not, ſhe wilt not herken therunto. 

To whiche I replied, that I had herd of another mater: and that was, 
that the Duke of Guiſe did practiſe to marry his ſon with a doughter of the 
Duke of Cleves ; which made him a litle to ſtartle: and therfore I told 
him, that they had nede to loke about them. And ſo have youe to, quoth 
he: and faid, that though the Duke of Saxe (of whoſe going hens we had 10 1c 
11 ſum communication) was ſaid to depart in ſome diſgrace ; that in deed it 
| was not ſo, but that th'end therof was to annoy your Majeſtie. And ther- 

fore I wold adviſe youe (quoth he) to have an eye that way ; and as for 
us, warrant you, we will watche them: and I have already writen her- 
of to the Emperor at good lenght, with adviſe to loke well to his doings. 
And becauſe he ſemed to be thus plaine with me, upon mocion made of 
the French King his going to Lorrein; I declared alſo unto him, what 
haſte the French made for the bringing of his miſtris into Spain, and what 
I had herd therof. I wys (quoth he) they nede not to make ſo moche 
haſte, for it will not worke them ſo good a torne as they loke for: and 20 
they may take there leiſure therin, for ells it may hinder them more then 
they are aware of. 
Wr had alſo ſome talke toching he Earl of Arran; and he aſked me 
news of Scotland, and what 1 had heard of the Earl of Arran. I told him, 
I had heard, that he hath been at Andwerp, and there did take ſhipping, 
and was landed at Leith in Scotland. Wherupon he told me, that the Car- 
dinal of Lorraine had the laſt day ſaid unto him, that he had herd aſſured- 
ly, that % Earl of Arran was gone into Denmark (which the Ambaſſa- 
dour thought he did, to hear what he wold faye:) and that like as he had 
defired him to write into Flanders for the lay and apprehenſion of the $0 
Earlof Arran; ſo had they written to their Ambaſſadour in England, to 
move the lite matter to your Majeſtie : who, the Cardinal of Lorraine ſaid, 
bad allredy aunſwered their Ambaſſadour, that if the ſaid Earl happened 
to arrive in England, eyther ſecretly or apertly, in whatſoever ſort it were, 
that if your Majeſtie may lay bandes of him, you wold upon your honnour 
cauſe him to be bound hand and fote, and ſent unto them; ſuche was your 
inclination (the Cardinal of Lorraine ſaid) to the obſervaunce of the 
treaty, and contynuance of th'amity, Wherunto (quoth the Ambaſſa- 
dour) I replied litle ; but thought, that he tould the Queen's Majeſtie's tale 
to his owne advauntage. . 49 49 
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AnD therwithall told me, that (unloked for) worde was brought him, 
that the Marques d Alboeuf was in all ſecrecy diſpetchid towatdes Scot- 
land, and gone hence allready ; without carrying with him any number of 
men, but onely his owne band and the Duke d Aumale his band : aud thut 
the French do daily ſend by two or three hundred at a time, without any 
bruicte: declaring withall, that when they had, under color of religion 
and ſuppreſling of Lutherians in Scotland, brought as many men thither 
as they wold, with ſuch enſigus of Almains as they ment to have into 
Scotland, that they wold make Engliſhmen the only Lutherians : and ther- 
fore adviſed your Majeſtie to take hede 5 for the end of their doings (quoth 
he) if youe provide not for it in time, will turne 10 your undoing. And 
ſo to yours (quoth I) if you take not hede: and then begunne to diſcourſe 
unto him, what hazard their Low Countrey flode in by meanes of Calais: 
whiche he confeſſed unto me to be trewe; and ſaid, that it was already 
conſidered, and alſo the greate charges the ſame cauſed them to be at. For 
if the French keepe it ſtill in their hands (quoth he) we muſt be forced to 
make fortifications at Gravelins and Burborough, and to make the ſame ſerve 
us in lieu of Calais: declaring unto me, that one had made an offer 0 
make at Gravelins a haven for threeſcore thouſand crownes. Thus your Ma- 
jeſtie ſeeth th'effect and principall poincts of the talke paſſed betwene the 
King of Spain's Ambaſſadour and me: wherof I thought good to informe 
your Majeſtie, remitting the conſideration therof to your grave wiſdome. 

THE xl of this preſent the King removed from Villiers Coſte-rez to an 
abbaye two leagues of, called Longpont; the next day to La Fere in Tar- 
tenois, a houſe of the conneſtables; from thens, the daye following, to 
Fymes; and the x1111 of this preſent toan abbay three leagues from Reins: 
where the xv of this monethe he made his entry, and was firſt received at 
the gate by a maide repreſenting the towne of Reins; who (after a few 
wordes ſpoken of ſubmiſſion) delivered the keys therof to the xing, who 
gave the ſame to his Lieutenant the puke of Neverstoopen the gates which 
he found ſhutte. There was in that place very litle or no ſhew at all; /av- 
ing that the armes of England, France, and Scotland quartered were very 
brimly ſet out to the ſhew over the gate. From thens he was ſtreighte con- 
ducted to the churche of Noſtre-Dame, and there received by the cardi- 
nall of Lorreine and the cardinalls Givry, Burbon, and Chaſtillion in their 
pontificalibus, accumpanied with ſum croſſes, and a number of prieſts in 
copes. When the king was ones entered into the churche, the cardinall of 
Lorreine made an oration unto him: which ended, the King proceaded 
towardes the chore, being lad on his right ſide with the cardinall of Givry, 


40 and on his left ſide by the cardinall Chaſtillion; by whome he was brought 
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to the highe altar: where after he had kneled a while and made his pray- 
ers, he offered to the altar a golden ymage of s Frauncis, and kiſſed the 
croſſe; and ſo went to his palais, without any other ceremony or ſhew at 


all. The king himſelf and about xv1 of his order who came with him 


were apparailled onely in blacke velvet cotes; having therupon their col- 
lers, withowt any other ſhewe. Sone after, the ſame day, the yong frenche 
Quene made her entry, and was received at the gate with a litle oration, 
without any other ceremony, and ſo with a ſmall traine conducted to the 
palais. 

Tae ſacre and coronation, which was appoincted to have bene the xv11 
of this monethe, for that the puke of Savoy was the ſame daye troubled 
with his ague, was differred till the xv111 of the ſame: which day the faid 
ſacre and coronation were executed; wherat there were the fix peris of the 
churche, and the ſix pairs of the temporalty, in their habit accuſtomed for 
the like ceremonye. The peris of ſpiritualty were placed with the Buſhops 
on the right fide of the chore; and the temporall peris, viz. the King of Na- 
varre repreſenting the puke of Burgundy, the puke of Guile the puke of 
Normandy, the puke of Nevers the puke of Guyon, the puke of Mont- 
penſier the conte of Flaundres, the puke d'Aumale the conte of Cham- 
paigne, and the conneſtable the conte of Tholouſe, on the left fide ; on 
which were alſo the knightes of th order, and th A mbaſſadours of the rope, 
the king of Spaine, of Portugall, of Mantua, and two gentlemen ſent from 
the ſtate of Siena. For the reſt of the ceremonies, the ſame were executed 
in ſuche ſorte as hathe bene heretofore accuſtomed. Th' old quene, her 
doughters, and all the ladyes of the court (except the yong Frenche quene) 
were all apparailled in the dueill. The knights of th'order, and all others 
who had no robes, ware onely velvet, or ſome other filke blacke, with- 
out eyther gold{mithes worke or embrodery. The puke of Savoy was pre- 
ſent at theſe ceremonies. | 

I wROTE lately toching a lettre ſent hither from the Prior of Saint An- 
drowes and the Earl of Argile, of the contents wherof at that preſent I 
knew nothing. Since which tyme Iam enformed, that th'occaſion of the 
ſending therof roſe upon aſharpe lettre written from the French Queen unto 
them : th'efte&t wherof was, not onely to charge them with rebellion, un- 
naturalnes, and unkinanes, naming them both rebels and traitors; but alſo 
to put them in remembraunce of the great benefites they had received out of 
this countrey,which were therin dilated unto them, with forgetfullnes of 
their duetyes. Wherunto they in their lettre anſwered, that they were nei- 
ther rebels nor traitors, but were as ready to ſpend their blood in the mainte- 
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lands, and goodes,which they wold employ in her ſervice: but foraſmoch as 
they underſtoode, that there were men of war prepared to be ſent into Scotland 
for their ſuppreſſing, toching the mater of their conſciences and God's cauſe; 
| they faid, that for the defence therof they feared no power nor puiſſans of 
W any prince or potentate; not doubting, but, with the Lord's aide, they ſnuld 
| be hable to d-fend God's cauſe, who was onely hable to defend them: and as 
ſhe had power to commaunde their bodies, fo ſhuld their ſoules and conſci- 
ences be free. And this was th effect of that wherunto their anſwer tend- 
ed, as I am informed. 

0 10 THE cardinal f Lorraine hath of late ſet out ſtraict and very extreme 
injunctions; and hathe taken the patron, as I do underſtande, of the car- 
dinall Pole, and the Buſhop of London his injunctions, ſet out by them in 
qQuene Marie's tyme. The ſame were given unto the cardinal by one Eldar, 
who hathe bene heretofore in England, and is as great a practiſer, and as 
daungerous for the matters of England, as any that T know.. Wherfore it 
were well done, that good regard were had to ſuche as with whome he 


was acquainted in England ; for he letteth not to incenſe the Cardinal of 


Lorraine with all ſuch matter as he thinketh wil be acceptable unto him:

I AM enformed, that hitherto the anſwer which hath bene made to 
the Duke of Chaſtelberault's Gentilman, toching ſuche requeſts as I ſigni- 
fied unto your Majeſtic heretofore, is; that the king ſayeth, he will take 
adviſe in the mater, and upon his coming to Blees (whiche will not be 

10 theſe ſixe wekes, at the ſoneſt) give a reſolute anſwer of his determination 
in the lame, The 1x tenthes, which heretofore, before the wynnyng of 
Calice, were by the clergy here graunted to the king that ded is, do {till 
contynue ; which amounteth to a great maſſe of treaſure. The xxvIII 
of this preſent there is one who ſemeth to be of good eſtimation arrived 
at this court, with lettres from the conte Palantine to this king, the Quene 
his mother, and to the puke of Guiſe. Whiche day arrived alſo out of 
Scotland one Fobn Leveſton, who came through England; where, be hathe 
reaported, he was ſtayed four daies before be could be difpetchid. He bring- 
eth newes, that the Congregacion in Scotland was about to aſſemble af Ster- 

20 ling; where they were met in ſomme cumpenies alredy : that the Earl 
of Morton was gone to the Queen Dowager : that the Earl of Arran was 
arrived in Scotland through England; where, he ſaid, he was well receiu- 
ed and much made of : and allo, that, at his coming from Scotland, he left 
the Earl of Arran with the Duke of Cbaſtelberault, his father, at Ha- 
multon caſtle ; which Earl as very wellcum into his cuntrey. 

Tas xxv11 of this preſent I received a lettre from s Frauncis Engle- 
feld, dated at Paris the x1x of the ſame : wherby he did ſignify unto me, 
that he was there arrived out of the Lowe-countrey in his way towardes 
Italy, and that he ſuppoſed to have founde me at Paris; where (he faid) 

30 he wold attende v111 dayes, tunderſtand, if I wold any thing. I retorn- 
ed him anſwer, that I was here at Bar le Duc; ſo farre of, as I could not 
conveniently ſpeake with him, ſeing the tyme of his appointment to 
tary there was already paſſed : notwithſtanding, if he thought, he might 
with his commodite ſtay there till the x111 of the next monethe, I ſhuld 
then have occaſion of buſines there, and fo ſpeake with him upon myne 
arrivall: wherof I thought it my part to advertiſe your Majeſtie. 

Tux cardinal of Guile arrived at Rome the xv of this preſent ; from 
whens newes is comme, that the cardinall Carpy is like to be elected pope. 
BARON de la Gard is here at the court ſtill; who, it is certainly judg- 

0 40 ed, ſhall ſhortly receive his commiſſion for the preparation and ſetting in 
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order of galleys againſt the next ſpring. I am enformed, that the French 
Queen, (who fince her being at Villiers Coſte-rez, contrary to her wont, hathe 
found herſelf well) is now, upon occaſion of ſuche news as Leveſton brought 


from Scotland, fallen fick again; in ſuch ſort, as the xxv111 of this preſent 
ſhe, being at even ſong to ſee the ceremony of the order, was for faintnes 


conſtrained to be lad to her chamber, where ſhe ſowned twiſe or thriſe. There 
is no Ambaſſadour preſently at the court but I: the reſt do remaine at 
Reins, or therabouts. And albeit Iwere not appoincted to follow; yet con- 
ſidering the importaunce of your Majeſtie's ſervice at this preſent, I thought 
it not good to ſtay with them, and to leave the courte, 

THE xxv111 of this preſent, upon which day, at even ſong, the cere- 
mony of the feaſte of this King's order beganne after th'accuſtomed ma- 
ner, I was not invited. The next day in the morning I was appoincted to 
be there, and was preſent all the ſervice tyme ; where nothing of extra- 
ordinary was added. Th'order of the places of the knights there preſent 
in their robes, with th'armes which were ſet up on the ſides, ſhall appere 
unto your Majeſtic by the ſcedule which is her incloſed. Nether the king's 
mother, nor the Frenche Quene were at theſe ceremonies. After ſervice I 
was conducted to diner, accumpanied with the zuſhop of Ruez, a maſter 
hoſtel, Montpeſat, and Carrowge. Which ended, I was brought into a 
hall, where the xing with the knights of the order were newly riſen from 
diner. I was at the King's handes courteouſly interteigned : who inquir- 
ed of me, how your Majeſte did ; and whether youe were rid of the fe- 
vour, whiche he underſtood youe had. I told him ; thankes be to God, 
your Majeſte was clerely rid therof ; and that youe were of ſo good diet, 
as a fevour could take no hold of your Majeſtie. The puke of Guile, a- 
mong other ceremonies of interteignment, ſaid to the King: &, youe may 
ſee, that Monſieur I ambaſſadeur here is a good hunter, and will not leave 
your cumpeny ; wheras all the reſt do leave youe in the plaine felde. 


10 
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The puke then told me, that the king had ſpoken for the reſtitution of 30 


my virginall player: of whome I had a few dayes before writen unto 
him, charging him with his promis ; wherunto he made me anſwer, as 
may appere unto your Majeſtie by the minutes whiche I ſend unto the ſame 
herwithall. When the puke had ended, pon Franciſco d'Eſte drew nere 
unto me; and declared the good affection he hathe alwayes borne to the 
Houſe of England, th'eſtimation he had of your majeſtie's father, king 
Henry th'eighte, at whoſe handes he received great honour, the honour he 
had herd of your majeſte, whiche (he ſaid) moved him to beare the like 
towardes youe ; ſaying, that he is as ready to do your Majeſte ſervice, as

to any other prince living; and fo he prayed me to advertiſe your majeſte: 40 


which 
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which I thought good to do. He arrived at this court out of Italy in poſt, 
the xxv11 of this preſent. 
Mosi Run de Sanſac, knight of the order, (as I heare) dothe goo from 
this king to th'emperour, to make ſomme alliaunce, and to conduce to 
a good end the controverſies for the imperiall townes in the Frenchmens 
hands. The Mareſchall Briſac, as I am enformed, ſhal be revoqued from 
his charge in Piemont: who maketh ſute for his brother Gonorre to be 
placed therin; whiche is refuſed. Don Franciſco d'Eſte, who hathe a 
band of 50 men of armes given him, deſirethe to ſuccede the ſaid Briſac; 
10 but the puke of Guiſe liketh not the offer: ſo as in th'end, it is thought, 
that by the ſaid puke his appoinctement the mareſchall Termes ſhal be 
ſent thither. 

THE xxix of this preſent there arrived from Genoa a gentelman at 
this court withe lettres from the Genoes, declaring, that Corfica was ren- 
dered unto them; and of their ſatisfaccion for the ſame. Wherupon one 
Monſieur de Magny is appoincted to repaire to s: Quintins; which, with 
the reſt of the pecis there, ſhal be rendered furthwith unto the Frenche. 

THE ſame day one Sigismundo Gonſaga, a kinſman of the prince of 
Mantua, who was arrived two dayes before in poſt from Italy, delivered 

20 lettres to the king, (it is ſuppoſed) in his favour for interteignment here. 
ITT may pleaſe your Majeſtie to underſtand, that the Frenchmen mind to 
 fartify at Calais: and there is already order given for the ſame. And thus 

I beſeche God long to preſerve your Majeſté in healthe, wealthe, and all 
proſperite. From Bar le Duc, the laſte of September 15 59. |

] T may pleaſe your Majeſtè to be advertiſed, that, as I ignified unto the 
ame by my lettres of the laſte of September by Layton, the rrenche 
King departed from Bar le puc the firſt of this preſent. And for that he 
rode to diverſe ſmall houſes of the puke of Guile for hunting fake, mind- 
ing to contynue eighte or ten daies hereabouts ; I thought it not amiſſe for 


me in the meane tyme to ſee Lorreine, and the townes therin ſo muche 


ſpoken of, being (as I was) in the edge of the ſame. And fo (leaving Jones, 
your Majeſtie's ſervaunt, behinde me to followe the court) the firſt of this 
preſent, taking Killigrew, Somers, and one other with me, I rode in poſt 
ſtreighte to Metz, eight poſts from Bar; paſſing by Toll (where the 
Frenche king kepethe garriſon) and by Pont a Moſſon, bothe townes of 
Lorreine. 

Ar Metz I found Monſieur de Vielleville, 6overnour there and of the 
countrey therabouts ; who was ready to depart thens home to his houſe 


for ſix or ſeven monethes, leaving Monſieur de Seneterre his Lieutenant to 


loke to his charge there. He received me very courteouſly, and for your 
Majeſtie's ſake uſed me with muche honor: and when he underſtood the 
cauſe of my coming; he firſt ſhewed me the towne, and then the furni- 
ture therof; as artillary, munition, graniers of corhe, fortifications, as well 


perfected and made, as in making, bothe within and without; and ge- 


nerally as muche as I deſired to ſee, 

HaviNG vieud theſe things (which are, I aſſure your Majeſté, in very 
good order)the 111 of this monethe I rode to Thionville, five leagues from 
Metz, to ſee that wherof I had heard ſo great bruict, as well for the turi- 
ous battery and ſtoute aſſaults made by the Frenche, as alſo for the well 
defending therof by the Burgoignons. I found there Governour for the 


King of Spayne a gentleman of that countrey, named monficur de Grange, 


at whoſe handes I received moche curtoiſy ; who ſemeth to beare a very 


good affection towardes your nHighnes. He ſhewed me as muche as was 30 


to be ſeen, with the hooll diſcourſe of the rrenche doings at that ſiege. 
The tone is but litle: nevertheles, it is by nature very ſtronge, by art 
well fortified, and during the ſiege was ſufficiently manned. And thoughe 
it have all theſe things: yet by ſuche furious battery as the French can ſe 
(wherof others have experience, as well as they of this tum) and that fo far 
off, as Twoldnot have beleved having not jeen it; partly therwith, and:clrefly 
With the continuall travaill and often appro-bes, whereunto they art as 


ready as any other nation, the trwn was forced to be at their commaunde-

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ment. And therefore, conſidiring what this Kyng can do when be is bent 
to an enterpriſe, I do wiſh, that all ſuch as may have to do with him wold 
provide well for it, before they have occaſion to fele it. De Grange told me, 
that there was ſomme buſineſs at Trieves, whiche is not farre from him, 
about maters of religion ; and that th'inhabitaunts had put out of the 
towne their zuſhop, who is one of th Electors, and the chanons there: in 
revenge wherof the zuſhop went about to levy men of warre. And he 
ſaid alſo, that the puke of Saxe, the Lantz-Grave, and certaine princes 


- - proteſtants had promiſed to take the men of the towne into their protec-

tion: ſo as there is like to grow ſum mater herof, if the zuſſhop be ſtub- 
burne. * 

. FrRoM Thionville I came backe againe to Metz to bed, from whens 
Monſieur de Vielleville was then departed : nevertheles, I was that night 
very well uſed by Monſieur de Seneterre, Lieutenant there. The next 
day, being the 1y of this preſent, I rode to Nancy, the puke of Lorreine 
his chief towne and houſe, eight leagues from Metz; and by the way 
paſſed by Nomeny, a litle towne where laye Monſieur de Vauldemont, 
uncle to the puke, and his Governour in Lorreine : whome I wold have 


ſeen and ſaluted, but he was very ficke, and not in caſe to be ſpoken with- 
20 all: who, to ſhew me ſomme curtoiſy, preſented me with his wine, and 


gave me a lettre to Monſieur de Hanſomville, Governour of Nancy, for 
my better uſaige there. By whome I was alſo very well uſed, and ſawe all 
the towne without and within, and the fortifications made by the puke 
there; whiche are greate: and I was alſo made t'underſtande, howe bey 
minded to procede to the better fortification thereof. I ſawe likewiſe the ar- 
tillary, and other munitions : which were worthe the ſight. 

Tux fifth of this preſent, returning backe againe, I rode to ſee & Ni- 
cholas, two leagues from Nancy ; which is a faire villaige, as great and 
commodiaus as I remember to have ſeen any: and having dined there, I 


zo came to Tooll. Iunderſtood at s Nicholas, that there paſſed, the fifth of 


this monethe in the morning, in poſt Monpeſat and three captains in his 
compeny, ſent from hence to the Emperour. And the day before paſſed alſo 
in poſt a Secretary of the Cardinal of Lorraine, appointed to tary for Mon- 
peſat and his compeny at Strasbourg. In the ynne alſo where] lodged was 
a Truche man of the French King for the Dotch toungue; who, as J heard, 
followed i be other in jurney. The vr of this preſent I rode to s: Deſite, 
where I found my trayne, four leagues from Bar; the rrenche xing being 


the fame night arrived at Ancerville, one league from the ſame towne. 


I UNDERSTAND, that Ofavian, who had the leading of four enjigns of 
40 Frenchmen lately ſent into Scotland, upon the landing of whom he returned 
r 
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hither again, as I advertiſed your Majeſtie from Reins, is nowe diſpetched 


to go thither again, rewarded here with a thouſand crownes. Vincent, 4 
gentleman of Monfieur d'Oſel's arrived here in poſt the fifth of this preſent; 
who bringeth news, that the Frenchmen in Scotland are retired to their 


forts, not meaning to aſſayl the Scots. Wherupon it is ſuppoſed, that, the 


time of the year being ſo farre towardes winter, the Scots, bringing their 
victuals with them but for fyvetene days, are unhable to beare the matter 
out, and ſhal be weryed : in ſuche fort as the French, finding themſelfs re- 
lieved with new ſuccours ſhall atchieve their enterpriſes; who ſeme not 
much to regarde the doings of the Scots againſt them hitherto. Upon the 
faid Vincent his arrivall, there is order given for the Jevying of twelve en- 


ns more, to be ſent furthwith into Scotland: for the tranſporting where- 


of, it is faid, one Monſieur Martigues is appointed chief condufteur ; who 
7s a gentleman of the King's chamber, of the ſtate of a conte, in good eſti- 


-macion, and heretier to the Duke de Temps: and there be ſhips already in 


order at Calais, and other parts upon this fide. For your Majeſtie's better 
information wherof, it may like the ſame fo cauſe My Lord Admirall, and 
My Lord Warden of the ports, to uſe meanes to know what is done at Ca- 
lais, Bolleyne, Dieppe, and Newhaven for the proviſions and rigging furth 
of ſhips, for the conducting into Scotland of the ſaid men of war. 

ONE Suſels, a lerned man of . Mewtas his acquaintaunce, who here- 
tofore hathe bene in England, and in quene Marie's tyme fled thens, is 
taken for religion, and committed to Bois de Vincent. And thus I beſeche 
God long to preſerve your Majeſtè in healthe, wealth, and all proſperite.

THE twelve enſigns of foot preſently to be conveyed into Scotland ſhall be 
conducted thither by Martigues ; who is not onely appointed Coronel of the 30 
fame, but alſo of all the foot in Scotland upon his arrival tbere. He is in 
good eſtimation, and noted as luſty a man of war, of a young man, as any in 
France. Jobn Ribaud is alſo (as J underſtande) diſpetched from this 
court, with charge to repair to the Admiral, and from him to receive fur- 
ther direction for his going into Scotland: where the French mind for this 
winter to take them to their forts. And Ofavian, fince bis arrivall, hathe 
given adviſe to have the French remain about Dunbar, and to make fortifi- 
cations of two bukeerkes at the gates of the caſtle, where it is thought to be 
weakeſt : wherof youe may advertiſe the Congregacion.

IR, I have received one lettre from youe, of the xxv11 of September:

I cannot learne therof otherwiſe then I have wri- 
ten heretofore ; which I have had confirmed by as good meanes as I can 
have at the handes of /e engraver.

I have received alſo your 
laſte lettre, of the firſt of this preſent, by Barnabe : whome I could have 
wiſhed to have ſtaid ſumwhat longer; as well to have brought me ſomme 
certainty for procedings in Scotland, being driven fo nere the point, as alſo 
knowledge of the Quenis Majeſtie's pleaſure for my coming to her in poſt, 
for maters moche concerning her ſervice: which were the two chefeſt 
things I defired to knowe, and were moſt neceſſary for the preſent. 
I wroTE unto youe from st Dezires three lettres, one of the vil, ano- 
ther of the 1x, and the third of the x of this preſent. In the firſt, whiche 
was ſent by one Nicholas England, I did write toching myne own buſi- 


nes. In the next I advertiſed the diſpetching of Proteſtant the curror, the 


v111 of this preſent, towardes Scotland; and how he brake promis with me 
for the carying of thoſe of the vii, and paſſed by me; wherby I was diſ- 
apointed, In regard wherof, albeit I wiſhed nothing to be done with open 
note; yet I deſired, he ſhuld be taught to knowe how he uſed me another 
tyme. Therin alſo I wrote of the diſpetching of Martigues with twelve 
enſigns of foot into Scotland, who is noted a great warior: that John Ri- 
baud was diſpetched with charge to goo to the Admiral, to receive orders 
from him for his direction to go into Scotland: that Octavian gave adviſe 


to make fortifications at the gates of Dunbar caſtle, which was thought to 
be 
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be the weakeſt part; wherof I prayde youe t advertiſe the Congregacion : 
that the rrenche king did lye about the ſkirtes of Lorreine, tattend th old 
puches arrivall; and of the deſire the nouſe of Guiſe had of her coming, for 
further alliaunce to be made: that the cardinall of Mantua for three dayes 
together had the voice to be pope; notwithſtanding, that he failed: withmy 
poor adviſe in th'end to conſider, in the maneging of the practice of Scot- 
land, the diviſon in religion; and that there were many Papiſtes, whiche, 
if they favoured the French, ſhuld greately further their doings in Scotland. 
In my lettre of the x, ſent by Thomas de Liſle, a goldſmithe in Saint 
Martins, I fent youe ther incloſed a lettre to be /ent northward. And for 
the confirmation of ſuche advertiſments as I have writen to the Quenis 
Majeſtie and youe toching the French's meaning towardes us, I ſignified, 
that I was the ſame day enformed by one who of late had ſpoken with the 
Marques d Alhoeuf, that the ſaid Marques, upon talke of maters of Scot- 
land, made an overture unto him of the commoditè and advauntage they 
had nowe for the /anding of their men of war in Scotland, under colour of 
chaſti/ing the Scots for their willfulnes in religion; and how they ſhuld be 
hable therby to proſecute the French Queen's right here when tyme was 


for the purpoſe, and to ſet hn land by that meanes as many as they wold: 


ſaying, the Scots ſhuld be chaſtiſed, and taught to know themſelfs; and when 
they had ſmarted well ynough for their folly, that then the Scots, at the 
leaſt ſuch as were wiſe, knowing their purpoſe and their rightfull quar- 
rell, wold followe them, and do as they did. The Marques enquired of 
England, and of the ſituation therof; and, upon the ſaid gentleman's de- 
claration, confeſled, the /andings were not altogether commodious. Not- 


withſtanding, he faid, they wold begynne by land: and whereas England 


thought to ſet all on a day; they wold kepe us well ynoughe from that, and 
begin petit a petit, as they did in Piemont, and enlarge their frontiers, and 
withall find the meanes to trouble us otherwiſe : and fo willed him to 
herken towards the ſpring ; for then he went into Scotland, and then alſo 
he wold help to awake us. He aſked likewiſe, what frontters were upon 
the borders, at Berwick and Carliſle: anſwer was made, that they were 
ſtrong in his opinion, and that Berwick was netoly fortified. Yea, quoth 
the Marques, youe thinke ſo: we know well ynoughe, what their fort:- 
fications be ; and in ſix days T will not doubt to winne any pece they have : 
we have had profe, bothe at Calais, and in other parts, what Engliſhmen 
can do in a defence ; and youe know (quoth he) that we knowe how to 22 
ſail for our advauntage. 

Tuus have I writen unto youe th'effe& of my late lettres, wherof I 


40 thought good to make repetition; referring youe for the reſte of the pre- 
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ſent occurrencis to my lettres preſently ſent to the Quenis majeſtie and my 
Lordes of the counſaill. And fol take my leave of youe, From Paris, the 
xxy of October 15 59.

— = » IR, Our duetyes remembred, it may like youe tunderſtande, that fo- 
Jones toSee. KF lowing th'order My Lord àmbaſſadour left with us at his going hens, 
Ge we departed from Paris the iv of this preſent, and the viii of the fame in 
From Blas, the fornone arrived at Bleays; where we founde the court, and ſince our 
1559 arrivall have learned as followethe. The bruict of the French great pre- 
parts paration towards Scotland continuethe ſtill, as well for the ſending of ſuche 
or riert. noblemen and men of war as My Lord Ambaſſadour knoweth, as alſo for 
— their diſpoſition to proſecute the mater earneſtly. They have (as it is ſaide) 
diverſe ſhips at Calais for the tranſporting of Martigues and his enfigns 
furthwith : and at Newhaven there are four great ſhips rigging furthe. 
The v111 of this preſent there arrived here Proteſtant the curror : upon 
whoſe coming it is here reaported, that the Frenchmen in Leith are brought 
to a great extremite, ſpecially for want of victuals. For their better fur- 
niture wherof in dew ſeaſon ; it is thought, that ſuch of the men of war 
as are ready ſhall about the laſt of this monethe be diſpetched in the ſhips 
remaining at Calais; and alſo that the Marques d. Alboeuf and Martigues 
ſhall goo to conducte the ſame towards Scotland. 

IT is ſaid, that the King departeth from this towne towards Chaſtele- 
fault the xv of this preſent: whither, according to the firſt appoinctement, 
he bringeth the Quene, his ſuſter ; and there he taketh his leave of her. 
The quene mother goeth now no further then Poictiers: from whens ſhe 
retorneth backe, and ſo, taking the King in her way, cometh hither againe 
with him to this towne. The cardinalles Caraffa and Farneſe are agreed; 
whoſe diſcord hath all this while ſtayed the pope's election, and cauſed 
moche contention amongs the reſt of the cardinalles: who in the end 
have reſted upon the choiſe of the cardinall of Mantua, fo as the ſame do 
like xing Philip; to whome they have diſpetched a poſt ; upon whoſe 
returne they ſtaye. And it is diſcourſed, that in caſe his anſwer be not a- 
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greable to the Frenche; they are like to contynew till Eaſter, befor they 
can agree upon th election. The Romains will have neither Frenchman, 
Spaniard, nor any other ſtraunger, but onely determine upon an Italien; 
to whome they will alſo preſcribe, what authorite and juriſdiction he ſhall 
have: fo as there is like to be moche ado about th election. Since the 
departure of the puke of Ferrare, il signor conte Hercole Taſſan, a ſub- 
ject of the puke's, who was heretofore ſent from th old puke to condole 
and congratulate, is diſpetched by this puke's order towards Spaine in 
poſt. He departed from this court the fifth of this preſent, and is loked 
10 for to returne ſhortly. 

Tux 1x of this monethe there came unto us a poor man, borne (as he 
ſaid) in Artois ; and declared, that he came directly from St Malos in Bri- 
taine, to do th Ambaſſadour of England to underſtand, that certaine Eng- 
liſhe merchaunts with two ſhips were taken by a Frenchman, according 
to th'enformation (which we have required to have of him, for our bet- 
ter information) which we ſend unto youe her incloſed. Which mater as 
it ſemeth to us very ſtraunge; and yet the reaporter avouched to ſtand to 
it; ſo it may like your maſterſhip, for your better information, to inquire 
for the two merchaunts whome he namethe, and to knowe the Quenis Ma- 

20 jeſtie's pleaſure (in caſemy Lord ambaſſadour repaire not hither the ſoner) 
what ſhal be fit for us to do in the ſame, in caſe the mater prove trewe. 
The merchaunts, being impriſouned, could not diſpetche any ſpeciall man 
unto us. In the meane tyme we have thought it our parts to write to the 
ſaid merchaunts a lettre; the copy wherof it may like youe to receive her- 
withall. This man in reaſoning with him told us, that the Frenchmen up- 
on the ſea coaſt were adviſed (for that it was thought amongs them, that 
the wars wwold breake out ſhortly) to be before band, and to take where they 
ſawe their commodite. 

PORTON ARY'is comme to this court to make ſute for his licence to 

30 goo into Italy to ſe his frends there, from whome he hath bene long ab- 
ſent ; deſiring to receive that which is dew unto him. He declared alſo 
unto th'old Quene and to the puke of Guile, that his w:ef being an Eng- 
liſh woman ſhuld goo into England to vit her friends, and afterwards re- 
torne to Paris. He hathe received a good anſwer, with promis to be diſ- 

30 petched according to his deſire. The bruit is here, that Charles of Au- 

friche ſhall aſſuredly marry the Queen's Majeſtie : which doth not the beſt 
pleaſe the French; who hoped, that the Prince of Sweden's great offers 
ſhuld have bene preferred. There is newes therof alſo comme out of Italy. 

J. Jones, the ninth of this preſent, went to viſit the King of Spain's 

40 Embaſſadour : and amongs diverſe things, wherof he queſtioned with 
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me, he aſked me, what newes I had herd from Scotland. I excuſed my 
ſelf by my late arrivall at this court, Wherupon he ſhewed me, that the 
French uſed all the meanes they could for ſending of men of «var thither; 
and that they ment t'employe their force of Almains in ſorame out place 
of Scotland to divert the Scots, to give the Frenchmen greater commodite 
of landing. And he deſired (as me ſemed, earneſtly) to be advertiſed of 
thoſe maters by me; the rather, he ſaid, to procure by degrees, if nede be, 
his maſter to kepe the mater from extremites. Wherin he ſaid his adviſe 
was, that the Queen's Majeſtie ſhuld not openty breake for the preſent with 
the French, but ſuffer them to beate themyelfs with the Scots for a time, and 
after to take her commodite. His reaſon was; becauſe he wold not, the 
French ſhuld have juſt cauſe to move the King of Spain to beare with them; 


who, he ſaid, aſſuredly wold not ſupport them (preferring th'auncient 


friendſhip between England and him to the French friendſhip) nor have to 
do with the mater of be Scots: whiche I toke upon me, as well as my 
ſimple wit wold ſerve me, to perſuade to toche them, as well as the Queens 
Majeſtie. He ſaid, it was trewe, the mater toched them; and they wold 
loke to it: and prayed againe to be enformed, how thoſe maters ſuccead- 
ed; the better to be hable to loke unto them in tyme. 

- AFTER he was {et to diner (for all the reſt he told me before) he ſaid, 
he heard, that there was a rebellion in Ireland for religion ; and that the 
men of the countrey wold not conforme themſelfs. He was inquiſitive both 
of the ports, tillage, fertilite and maners of the countrey and thoſe coun- 
treymen. Wherunto I anſwered partly as I had heard, and partly as (in 
my poor judgement) I thought mete to be anſwered in that behaulf; ſet- 
ting furth She Queen's Majeſtiès authorite and force there. One Don Her- 
nando, a spaniſhe gentleman who kepeth he ſaid Embaſſadour cumpeny, 
aſked me, what I called the Queen's Majeſtie's Ambaſſadour's name who was 
reſident with the King of Spain. I anſwered, I knew of non: Mary, I 


judged, her Majeſtic eſtemed his frendſhip and alliaunce ſo moche, as ſhe 30 


wold interteigne the ſame by all good meanes; and that I thought, one 
ſhuld be ſent thither ſhortly. And this was th effect of any mater of mo- 
ment paſſed during the tyme of my being with the ſaid Embaſſadour. 

AND thus beſeching youe to pardon this our rudediſpetche,cauſed upon 
the ſouddeine knowledge we had of this bearer's going into England ; we 
beſeche the Lord to preſerve the ſame in health, with moch increaſe of 
honour, From Bleays, the x of November 15 59.

I. maie pleaſe your Majeſts to be advertiſed, that your nighnes Ambaſ- 

ſadour, & Nicholas Throkmorton knight, at his departure hence, left 
order with us to ſignefy unto your Majeſte ſuche occurrences, as we might 
happen t'underſtande, during the tyme of his abſence, mete for your nigh- 
nes knowledge. According to the which, and alſo for ſatisfaction of our 
mooſt bounden dueties, we have thought convenient to write preſently 
unto your Majeſte ſuche things as are comme to our knowledge ſince 
your ſayd Amb aſſadour's departure. And firſt touching the French do- 
ings for Scotlande ; their greate preparation thither ward, and greate diſ- 
poſition to proſecute the matter earneſtly, continuethe ſtill, The vi11 of 
this preſent Proteſtant the currour arrived here: ſince whoſe coming the 
reaport goethe, that the Frenchemen in Lethe being brought to extre- 
mite, ſpecially for want of victualles, have ſent worde therof ; deſiring to 
be furniſhed of the fame, and of more men of warre. For the which 
cauſe the Marques d'Albeuf and Martigues are appointed to take ſhipping 
at Calice, the laſt of this monethe, with eight enſeignes of fotemen. There 
be eight ſhippes prepared for the conduct of the ſame, and two more to 
be freight with victualles. It is judged, they minde to fortefy the towne 
of Dunbarre and Inſkif. 

Tux xv of this preſent, it is ſayed, that the king departethe hence, and 
conductethe the Quene his ſuſter towardesSpaine as farre as Chaſtellerault. 
The Quene mother bringethe her no further then Poictiers: from whens 
ſhe retornethe; and, taking the xing in her way, they comme bothe backe 


*againe to Bloys about th'ende of this monethe. The cardinalles Caraffa 


and Farneſe are agreed; whoſe diſcord hathe all this while ſtaied the rope's 
election, and cauſed moche contention amongs the reſte of the cardi- 
nalles: who in th'end have reſted upon the choiſe of the cardinal of Man- 
tua, ſo as the ſame do like xing Philip; to whome the Marques of Peſcare, 
who is allied with the Houſe of Mantua, is diſpetched in poſt; and it is 
thought, that xing Philip will do moche in his favour. All they do ſtay 
uppon his retorne : which in caſe it happen not to bring with it full re- 
ſolution to the ſatisfaction of the Frenche; it is judged, that it wil be 
Eaſter before they have accorded. The Romains will not conſent, that 
any other then an Italien ſhal be elected; to whome they will alſo pre- 
ſcribe, what aucthorite and jurisdiction he ſhall have. Since the departure 
of the prince of Ferrare, il signor conte Hercole Taſſon, the puke's vaſ- 
fall, heretofore ſent to this xing from th'old puke to condole and congra- 
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tulate, is diſpetched the fifth of this preſent in poſt towards Spaine, to 
maneige certaine affaires of the puke's that now is with King Philip. 

THe 1x of this preſent in the fornone, I Jones went to viſite the Am- 
baſſadour of Spain on your nighnes Ambaſſadour's behaulfe. And after 
ſuche uſage towards him as apperteigned, with the declaration of the ear- 
neſt cauſe of My Lady his wief's ſickenes for his going home in poſt, and 
deſire he had to have ſpoken with him before his departure; he inquired 
for newes: wherof, I ſayd, I was not greatly furniſhed, arriving here but 
the night before. He aſked, what I hard of Scotlande. I ſayd, nothing 
fince the laſt poſt which came thens to this court, xx dayes agoo. Wher- 19 ; 
upon he tolde me, that the French uſed greate meanes for ſending of men 
thether ; and that they ment t'employ their forces of Almains in ſomme 
out place of Scotland, therby to divert the Scotts, to give the French more 
commodite of landing. He deſired (as me ſemed, earneſtly) to be adver- 
tiſed of the maters of Scotland by me ; the rather, to procure by degrees, 
(he fayd) if nede be, his maſter to kepe the matter from extremites. He 
fayd, his adviſe was, that your Majeſtie ſhoulde not openly breake for the 
preſent with the French, but ſuffer them to beate themſelfs with the Scotts 
for a tyme; and after, your Majeſte ſhould have the better occaſion, when 
Callice ſhould be demaunded, to have reaſon at their handes, and to take 20 
your commodite, His reaſon was; becauſe he woulde not, the French 

| ſhould have juſte cauſe to move the King of Spain to beare with their do- 
ings: who, he ſayd, aſſuredly wold not ſupport them (preferring th'aun- 
cient frendſhip of Englande to the French frendſhip) nor have to do with 
the mater of the Scotts. Which I toke uppon me, as well as my ſimple 
wytte would ſerve me, to perſwade to toche the Lowe-countreys as well 
as Englande; alledging the ſtay of th'entercourſe betwene Scotland and 
the Lowe-countreys, and the hinderaunce of the King of Spain's com- 
modite by the hinderaunce of your Majeſtic's merchants trafficque. He 
fayd, it was trew, the matter toched them partely ; and they wold loke to 30 
it, as they might without doing injury ; and that there ſhoulde nothing 
be donne to hinder the Scotts: and therfore ſayd, he deſyred t'underſtande 
howe thoſe matters ſucceaded, the better to loke unto them; ſaying, that, 
in his judgement, your Majeſtie ſhould do well to loke to the mater in 
tyme. 

Tavs farre he ſayd before dyner: and being ſet downe he declared, 
that he herd, that there was rebellion in Ireland for religion ; and that 
the Iriſhemen wold not conforme themſelfs to your Majeſtie's religion. I 
fayd, I mervailed therat ; knowing, that allwayes the ſubjects of that 
realme under your Majeſtie's governement had bene found conformable : 40 40 
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and therfore I ſuppoſed, the mater was not as it was reported. Trew it 
was, I fayd, that the wild Iriſhe might, according to their maner, contend 
amongs themſelfs; which might geve occaſion to your Majeſtie's ennemies 
to judge and ſay the worſt, He was inquiſitive both of the ports, tillage, 
fertilite, and maners of the Iriſhe: wherunto I aun{wered as I had herd, 
and as I thought was mete to be aunſwered (doubting wherfore he in- 
quired ſo moche in that behaulf) ſetting furth your Majeſtic's authoritꝭ 
and force there. Don Hernando, a Spaniſhe gentleman who kepeths tbe 
Ambaſſadour curapeny, aſked me, what I called th Ambaſſador's name 
which was reſident with the King in Spain. T aunſwered, that knew of 
none: Mary Ijudged, that your Majeſtic eſtemed his frendſhip and alli- 
ance ſo moche, as your nighnes wold interteigne the ſame by all good 
meanes ; and that I thought one ſhoulde be ſent ſhortly. This was th'eb- a7 
fect of all the mater of moment paſſed betwene us, ſet out in the termes 
the ſame was ſpoken, as nere as I could cary it away: wherof I thought 
it my mooſt bounden duety to advertiſe your Majeſtic ; mooſt humbly 
beſeaching the ſame, upon my knees, of pardon, in caſe I have not in 
myne aunſwersto the ſayd Ambaſſadour uſed my elf fo diſcretely and ad- 
viſedly as a wiſer then I might have donne, and to counterpoiſe myne im- 
20 perfections with your Majeſtie's gracious acceptation of my goodwill to 
ſerve the ſame to the uttermoſte of my ſimple knowledge. 
AND wheras heretofore your Majeſte was advertiſed, that the puches of 
Savoy had taken her leave at Vallery to depart towards Savoy: the ſayd 
- Duches is as yet here at Bloys (from whens, it is ſayed, ſhe departethe ſhort- 
ly towardes Lyons) to procure as well aſſurance of the marriage money 
dew: to her huſband, as alſo of landes given unto them; which hitherto 
was not made nor perfourmed. Monſieur de Candalle's brother hathe 
bene earneſtly in hand with us, to know when your Majeſte will appoin& 
to receave the new hoſtages ; for he ſayethe, they ſtay for none other oc- 
zo caſion. He is earneſt in the matter; bycauſe he wold have his brother 
home, to followe a proceſſe which he hathe. I Killegrgw willed him to 
perſwade with the cardinal, that the hoſtages might be in arredines againſt 
your Majeſtie's ambafſadour his retorne; who (I ſayd) I was aſſured, 
wold bring your nighnes reſolution. We underſtande, that Carowge, 
fince his retorne, hathe not only reaported, that your majeſte hathe ſworne 
not to ayde the Earl of Arran, nor to affift the Scots; but alſo that your 
Majeſte hathe offered, that in caſe the yrenche quene will ſurceaſſe to bear 
th'armes of England, that your nighnes well forbeare to give th'armes 
of Fraunce. We are alſo enfourmed, that the cardinal of Loreyne hath 
40 40 declared unto the quene mother, that your ajeſtè dothe allready repent. 
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your W of religion; and that your xighnes hathe bothe cauſed a 
new crucefix of ſilver to be made, and hearethe maſſe ſecretly i in your 


chamber, 
Tux merchants who heretofore lent money to the late king for the in- 


tereſt of xv1 in the hundrethe, they are defalked of t half of th'entereſt; and 
nevertheleſſe not fully aſſured of the payment of the reſt ; wherwithall 


bothe diverſe of their owne marchants, and all ſtrangers are maryailouſly 


diſcontented. One Craig, a Scotiſhe marchant, brought hither lately to 


this French quene lettres of ſay conduict for his trafficquing with Fraunce 
from the quene powagier and Monſieur d'Ozell, with lettres for th'obtein- 


ing of the like here. Wherupon this Quene hathe geven aunſwer, that al- 
beit there be diverſe who do rebell, and forget their dueties towardes her; 


that yet ſhe thought, all the merchants were her good ſubjects ; and that 


ſeing there was no warre betwene Fraunce and Scotland, that they might 
trafficque frely, and that they neded no paſport nor ſauf conduit. 

THERE be diverſe Scotiſhe merchants, gone to Bourdeaulx for wine, 
warned not to lande where the ſame may comme to th'ands of the Con- 
gregation in Scotlande. | 

IT maie pleaſe your Majeſte alſo to be advertiſed, that one Pary, an J 
riſbe gentleman, whome your Highnes ambaſſadour dothe know, the xi 
of this preſent of himſelfe came to ſpeake with us; and declared, after 
ſomme diſcourſe made of his lief paſſed, that he was comme to this court 
to ſue for his penſion dew unto him ; which at the lenght he hathe obtein- 
ed: wherupon, he ſayd, the Quene and the puke of Guyſe moved him to 
go with the Marques d'Albeuf into Scotland. Wherunto (he ſayd) he was 
not willing : and therfore thought good to come unto us, to require us to 
ſignefy unto your Majeſte, that if it may like the ſame to grauut him his 
pardon, and to be gracious lady unto him, that he mindethe to ſerve your 
Majeſtie, in ſuche ſorte as he doubtethe not his ſervice ſhal be acceptable 
ſundry wayes: wherin if he ſhall perceive, that your majeſte like to ſatis- 
fy his requeſt, hg will fynde the meanes to paſſe hens directly into Ing- 


and; and in the meane tyme he will remaine at Paris, till he underſtands 


your Majeſtie's pleaſure: wherof we have promiſed him to advertiſe your 
Majeſte, and as ſone as may be conveniently to cauſe him to have aun- 
ſwer. 

ALBEIT that at the King's entry into Bloys there was no greate ſhew, 
beſides the meane painting of a gate or two; yet was there not omitted 
to be ſet up th'armes of England and Scotlande, in ſuch forte as your Ma- 
jeſte hathe bene advertiſed they were ſet furth at Reyns. Baron de la 


Gard is here at the court, retorned (as it is ſayd) from Breſt ; where he 
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hathe bene to give order for the preparation of certaine 3 the 
bruict is alſo, that the grand prior is ſtill at Marſeilles, for the putting in 
order of gallees to be uſed the next ſomer. 

PORTON ARY came from Parys to this court in our cumpeny. He 
hathe ſince his arrivall made ſute to the Quene mother, the puke of Guyſe, 
and the cardinal together; and to them declared his deſyre to go into [- 
faly to ſee his parents, from whome he hathe bene long abſent; with re- 
queſt for th having of ſo moche of his penſion as is dew unto him, toge- 
ther with his intention to ſend his wrfe into Ingland to ſee her frendes 
there. They made moch difficultie in the graunting of his ſute: and the 
Quene told him, that albeit his ſute was reaſonable; yet the tyme was 
not now for the ſame, and the kinge had neade of his ſervice; and the ra- 
ther, for that he had the Scotiſhe language. Wherupon the cardinal and 
the puke moved him to go intoScotlande, and offered todoubble his pen- 
ſion. He excuſed himſelf by his age, and longe abſence from his frendes; 
and prayed them, in reſpect that the King that dead is granted him leave, 
that it wolde pleaſe them to move the king that now is to confirme the 
fame. The quene was then ſomwhat perſwaded ; and fayd, it was reaſon 
that he demaunded : and ſo he hathe thus farre proceaded, with promys 
by the quene to be ſatisfied in his ſute ; wherof we thought good t'adver- 
tiſe your Majeſtie. 

SINCE our arrivall to this towne there were xv11 perſones taken for the 
worde's fake, and committed to the ſergeaunts to be conveyed to Orleauns, 
and other places therabouts, to be proſecuted. Notwithſtanding, it hathe 
ſo happened, as the priſoners in the way betwene this towne and Orleans 
were reſcued, and taken from the ſergeaunts who had charge of them, by 
ſixty men on horſbacke, and fo were conveyed away. The bruit is, 
that the puches of Ferrare, this King's aunt, ſhall come into Fraunce, and 
ſhall make her reſidence in Brytaine; out of which Houſe ſhe is deſcend- 
ed. It is certainly reported in this court, that the Archduke of Auſtria 
ſhall marry with your Majeſty; and that the matter 1s alredy concluded : 
which dothe not, by the comon opinion of all ſtraungers, the beſt pleaſe 
the French. For the confirmation wherof, the Ambaſſador of Venice hathe 
tolde us, that he hathe received advertiſements therof out of Italy. 

Tur French Queen, the x1 of this preſent, felt her ef verey evill diſpoſ- 
ed, and loked very pale; and the x11 of the ſame kept her chamber all the 
day longe. It is reaported, that there are in arredines eighty ſayles to con- 
vey victualles into Scotland, Monfieur de Montmorency and his wief 
are comme to this court to take their leave of the quene of Spaine. Mr 
Florence, minding to make his ſute preſently, is adviſed by the ſaid Mon- 
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morency to ſtay the ſame for thre or foure dayes, till the coming of the Car- 
dinal of Chaſtilon : which he mindethe to followe. Monpejat, who was 
ſent to the Emperour about the laſt of September, is not yet retorned. 

THe quene mother hath made ſomme declaration of unkindenes to- 
wards your Majeſtie, for that of late the Ambaſſadour of France there 
could not have licence to convey over more than half a doſen horſes : ſa- 
ing, that ſhe ſuppoſed there ſhould have bene no ſtay made of any which 
ſhe ſhould deſyer to have had; and that the ſame were for the furniture 
of the..... 

. Wer are enfourmed, that the Frenche mynde, if they may ones get fot- 10 
ing ynoughe in Scotlande, to fortefy ſix places from Letheward towardes 
Barwicke ; wherof Lethe, Dunbarre, Inſkif, Dundy, Aymouthe, and a 
place called by the French I Iſle des chevaulx, are named to be the places 
meteſt for their purpoſe, for the injoyning of the ſea coſt all along. It is 
fayd alſo, that they here mynde to make ten galleaſſes to ſerve them uppon 
the narrowe ſeas, eche of them to cary 600 men; which, they think, will 

better broke the ſeas then the gallees, and ſerve alſo for landing of a good 
number of men at ones with ſmall difficulty. The Lord of Seton, as it is 
here reported, ſhall have the cumpeny of the men of armes which the Earl 
of Arran had; and, beſides, ſhall be made knight of th'order, and Duke of 20

Mr Kili- I T may pleaſe your Majeſtic tobe advertiſed, that, after we had diſpetch- 
RES u 4 ed the lettres of the xiv of this preſent, we thought good to ſtay them 
Queer, in our handes till the next morning, to make the ſame from hens as full 
1;Nov.1559 ag we could; becauſe, after the King's departure from this towne, we 
Pa»zzz ſhall neither have the commoadite to learne, nor to ſend as we have: which 
®*#1**- hath moved us to diſpetch preſently over this expreſſe meſſinger. Mar- 
tigues, in queſtioning with a gentleman who is appo incted to goo with 30 
him into Scotlande, aſked, how this begynning was liked ; meaning for 
their doings there. He was anſwered, Well: fo it was, he faid, and that 
of this begynnyng in Scotland there wold other things follow, It is very 
ſecretly reaported, that the French King is become a lepre : and for feare 
of his coming to Chaſtellerault, the people have, as it is ſaid, removed 
their children: and of late there be certaine of them wanting about Tow- 


ers, which cannot be herd of; and there is commaundement given, that 
there 
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there ſhall not be any purſuit made for the ſeking of the ſame. The 
Frencb King, the laſt day being on hunting, was (for what cauſe, or upon 
what occaſion, we know not) in ſuch feare, as he was forced to leave his 
paſtime, and to leave the houndes uncoupled, and retorne to the court. 
Wherupon there was commaundement given to the Scotiſh gard toweare 
jackis of male, and piſtolets: and it is thought, the French King ſhall not 
goo abrode againe on hunting, onles he be better accompanied. 

Tux doubt of victualles being put into the Marques d'Elbeuf his head; 
he ſaid, that they ſhuld cary victualles with them; and after that they 


10 were arrived in Scotlande, the ſhips ſhuld do nothing this winter but paſſe 


to and from with victualles, for the furniture of the great army to be ſent 
thither in the ſpring. The gentlemen which are appoincted to go have, 
every one of them, an hundred franks given them towards their journey, 

ONE of the Earl of Arran his compeny of men at armes is lately ſlaine: 
and there be prinſes des corpz for twelve more who be fled out of their 
garriſons. And fo &c. 15 Novembris 1559.

To THE RIGHT HONORABLE SIR WILLIAM CECILL KNIGHT, 
THE QUEIN'S MAJESTIE'S PRINCIPALL SECRETARY, 


IR, It may like youe t'underſtande, that the xv of this preſent we 
diſpetched by a lacquey of My Lord ambaſladour's a pacquet, direct- 
ed unto youe, with two lettres to the Quenis Majeſtie, a lettre unto your 
ſelf, and a pacquet to the ſaid Ambaſſadour; which, we truſt, be er this 
come to your handes. And albeit we have preſently not moch to write 
more then we ſignified by our laſte to her Majeſtie : yet having the com- 
modite of this bearer, we thought it our parts, upon the King's removing 
hens the xv111 of this preſent, to ſignify the ſame unto youe; and ther- 
withall, that, for the furtheraunce of the Quenis Majeſtie's ſervice as moch 


as lyethe in us, we have thought it convenient to followe the court to 
30 Chaſtellerault. 


In our laſt to her Majeſtie we ſignified the Frenchmens great preparation 
towardes Scotland; and that, upon the arrivall of Proteſtant, the Mar- 
ques d' Alboeuf (who it was thought ſhuld not have departed before the 
ſpring) was appointed to goo furthwith, accompanied with Martigues 
and his eight enſigus of foot, to be conveyed in eight ſhips ready for them 
at Calais, togyther with two other freighted with victuali. According to 


the whiche appoinctement, this day the ſaid Marques and Martigues have 
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taken their leave. We advertiſed alſo, that Carouge hath reaported, that 
the Queen's Majeſtie had ſivorn not to aſſiſte the Earl of Arran ; and that 
the ſame was contented, if the French Queen wold leave to give the armes 
of England, that her Highnes wold ſurceaſe to beare the armes of France : 
And that wheras one Craig, a Scotiſh man, had brought hither lettres of 
ſauf conduict and of recommendation from the Queen Dowager of Scot- 
land and D'Ofel ; that the ſaid French Queen refuſed to graunt any ſuche: 
ſaying, that becauſe there was no war between Scotland and France, that 
there neded neither paſſport nor ſauf conduict for the merchants trafficque. 
Wr did her Highnes alſo tunderſtand, that the armes of England and 
Scotland were ſet up at the King's entry into Bleais: that Baron de la 
Gard had lately bene at Breſt, to ſet ſhips in ordre : that the French had 
fourſcore ſail in arredines, to ſerve for the conveying of vifuals into Scot- 
land: that Portonary had made his ſute, and with moche ado had pro- 
mis to be ſatisfied according to his deſire: that the reaport was; that Charles 
of Auſtria, moche to the French's regret, ſhuld marry the Queen's Majeſtie; 
and that there was advertiſement therof out of Italy: that Mont peſat was 
not yet retorned from Germany: that the French King's mother toke in 
very evil part, that the French Ambaſſadour could have licence but for {x 
geldings to be conveyed hither : that the French minded to make ten galeaſ- 
/es, to ſerve for landing of their men of war : that they minde to make for- 
tifications at ſix places in Scotland between Leith and Barwick ; and that 
the Lord Seton ſbuld be made Duke of Chaſtelberault, and have the com- 
peny of a hundred men at armes which the Earl of Arran had. And theſe 
were the maters of mooſt importaunce conteined in our ſaid lettres. 
SINCE which tyme we are enformed, that theſe maters of Scotland, 
joyned with the diſpetche of the King of Spain's wtief, hath fo perplexed 
the conſazlours here, as neither any ſuters can have diſpetche, nor they tell 
where to begynne. And (as we are informed) the Duke of Guiſe and the 
Cardinal of Lorraine, in their doing, and ſpending of the French King's 
treaſor in this war of Scotland, doth not pleaſe a great number here: and, 
amongs others, the Chancelor within theſe three dayes hath refuſed to 
feale a determination deviſed for proſecution of the wars there; alledging 
not onely the daunger in atcheiving their purpoſes there, and hazard- 
ing the friendſbip of the Scots, but alſo of diſpending of the French King's 
money in ſo incommodious a tyme as this is. It is ſaid here amongs the 
French, that the Queen's Majeſtte doth put in arredines certaine ſhips; wher- 
of diverſe of them have bene inquiſitive. We take upon us (as we do not 
indeede) to know nothing : and yet upon their affirmation therof have 


told ſomme, that her Majeſtie mindeth not to do but as ſhe is provoked, 40 


and 
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and hath occaſion; and that, for her part, ſne mindethe not to breake 
Warre. 

THE King of Spaine (as it is reaported) ſhal be maried at a towne five 
or fix dayes journey on this ſide Toledo, called Guadalajara, where he at- 
tendethe to receive the quene his wief; who, it is thought, ſhall not be 
hable to arrive there till after Chriſtenmaſs. The marriage of the Queen's 
Majeſtie to the Duke of Auſtria is judged by all ſtraungers here to be a 
bridle to bothe the great princes. And albeit we have both of us bene with 

| the Ambaſſadour of Spain; yet he ſemeth to neither of ustotakeany know- 

8 10 ledge therof. The cardinall of Burbon is appoincted to conduct the 

quene catholique into Spaine, together with the prince de Roche-ſur- Ion. 

We heare nothing of any other great perſonage as yet appoincted to that 
journey. 

THE Duhke d Aumale contynuethe his journey into Scotland in the 
ſpring, and ſhall have the number appointed to his charge increaſed to 
th'one half. For the better v:#ualing wherof, it is appointed, that ſhips 
ſhall paſſe to and from all this winter: and alſo provided, that no Scotiſh- 
man arriving here ſhall convey any merchandize hens into Scotland; one- 
ks he promis to land the ſame, either at Leith, or in ſomme place ſo nere 

20 therto, as the French there may be furniſhed of their proviſion from tyme 
to tyme. The Duke of Longuevil and the Prince of Mantua are appoinct- 
ed to prepare themſelfs to be in arredines to goo with the Duke q Aumale; 
who lately had given unto them fiftie men of armes apece. 

SINCE My Lord Ambaſſadour's departure hens, the Cardinal of Lor- 
raine and the Duke of Guiſe have reaported, that his going hens was not 
altogether ſo as he ſemed to make the cauſe therof : and that albeit it was 
trew, that his wief was ſicke; that yet there was no ſuche cauſe, why he 
ſhuld (contrary to the cuſtome of all ambaſſadours)ſeke to goo home: for 
they knew and underſtode well ynoughe, that there was no ſuche daun- 

zo ger in My Lady, his wief, as he ſemed to take upon him; and that his go- 
ing was for ſomme purpoſe beſides, which was ſmally (as they faid) pour 
leur advantage: and added further, that albeit they could not directly 
ſaye it was ſo ; that yet he thought, that, if he had not cum into France, 
the Earl of Arran had ſtill remained here. And thus having preſently 
non other occurrences, we beſeche God to preſerve youe in healthe, with 
moche increaſe of honor. From Blois, the xvi11 of November 15 59.

E may pleaſe your Majeſtie to be advertiſed, that the french king, de- 

parting from this towne the xv111 of this preſent, arrived at Chaſtel- 

lerault the xx111 of the ſame ; where he and the Quene made their entry. 

The qQuene, who came firſte, was received by the burgeois, and convoyde 

to the palaice(a houſe whiche was th Erle of Arrain's ;) having a canapy of 

crimoſin damaſke, th'armes of England, Fraunce, and Scotland quartered 

therupon embrodered, caryed over her by foure of the townes men. The = 6 
King, coming after, was in like ſort received; and had caryed over him 

acanapy of purple damaſke, with th'armes of Fraunce onely. There were 10 

two gates of the towne paincted, throughe whiche they paſſed : on the 

right ſides wherof were ſet forthe th'armes of Fraunce, with the king's 

name ; and on the lifte ſides th'armes of England, Fraunce, and Scot- 

land quartered, with the Quenis name. Upon whiche gates, undernethe 

the king and the qQuenis pictures, were ſet furthe the verſes, in golden let- 

tres, whiche we ſend your Majeſtic her incloſed. Whiche was all the ſhew 

made at their entry, ſaving that th'inhabitants preſented the King and | 
quene with ſundry ſortes of fruicte. 1 - an 


Ingreſſus prime portæ.

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THE xxv1I of this preſent the quene catholike departed from Chaſtele- 
rault towardes Spaine, accumpanied with the xing and Quene of Na- 
varre and the cardinall of Burbon ; who do conduct her to the frontiers, 
and fo retorne; and alſo with the prince of Roche- ſur- Ion, who goethe 
throughe with her to Guadalajara, and carieth to king Philip th'order of 
8 Michaell. And wheras it was judged, that the quene mother ſhuld have 
conducted her as farre as Lufignain : partly becauſe of the evill weather 
by meanes of a great ſnowe fallen, and partly for that ſhe ſeamed to take 
very heavily her doughter's departure; ſhe went no further then Chaſ- 
tellerault : from whens (after the departing of the Quene catholique) the 
fame day, the court removed backe againe towardes Bleais. 

Ir is faid, that diverſe gentlemen and others, upon the King's coming 
into the quarters of Chaſtellerault and Poictiers, fearing to be apprebend- 
ed, retyrid themſelfs thens. Diverſe Juſtices and officers there, who were a- 
fraide to be charged with the Earl of Arran's eſcape, and for matter of reli= 
gion, preſented themſelſs to the cardinall and the counſaill, and there ſem- 
ed to excuſe themſelfs as well as they could; laing all the faulte upon he 
Earl of Arran for all their misdeamenors, with promis of amendement. 
Anſwer was made unto the ſaid officers, that as the King had forgoten the 
faultes paſſed ; ſo they ſhuld aſſure themſelfs to have juſtice, if they did 
not herafter put remedy to ſuche like diforders. During the King's abode 
at Chaſtellerault, ſundry of the Earl of Arran's cumpeny of men at arms 
came thither, bothe to complaine for the &://ing of ſundry of their fellowes, 
and alſo todefire to be paid ſuche wages as was behind and dew unto them. 
In whiche their ſutes as they had very ſmall comfort; fo they ſemed to be 
contented (if they were paid) to forgo their placts, and to go home: whiche 
ſommeof them (making requeſt for licence to depart for their owne private 
affaires) had graunted them; conditionatly, that if they did bring from 
the Queen Dowager of Scotland certificat of their good behaveor, they ſhuld 
be ſatisfied of the money dew unto them at their returne. And wheras 
we ſignified unto your Majeſtie th'abſenting of chz/dren, by meanes of the 
King's coming to Chaſtellerault ; we have herd the ſame confirmed: ne- 
vertheles, it is thought, that there was no ſuche cauſe ; and that the rea- 
port was grounded only upon the practiſe of ſuche as do miſliłe the go- 
vernement of the Houſe of Guiſe. And notwithſtanding the feare whiche 
(as we wrote heretofore) the French King was in on hunting, being here 
at Bleais ; yet he was abrode at Chaſtellerault, and &:/led the hart of force. 

HaeeeNING to mete with the King of Spain's Ambaſſadour, he hathe 
inquired (as he had done before) what the name of your Majeſtie's Am- 


40 baſſadour with the King his maſter was. He hathe eftſones confirmed 
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the ſending of the Duke 4 Aumale with a great army into Scotland in the 


ſpring: adding, that it was highe tyme for your Majeſtie's realm to loke 


about it; but in no wiſe to breake, without the conſent of his maſter. 4 
great man of this court hathe wiſhed your majeſtic to be advertiſed, that if 
youe aided the Scots openly, the King of Spain had promiſed to aid them 
here. Upon ſuche reaport as Carouge hath made, ſince his retorne thens, 
of your Majeſtie's ſaying for forbering to give the armes of France, ſo as the 
French Queen will do the like for the armes of England, and of your Ma- 
jeſtie's oth made not to ayde the Scots, there is moch deſcanting ; and be 
Cardinal of Lorraine hath ſaid the ſame in the heering of the Scottiſh men: 
ſo as therby, together with reſtraincte of the Scots free paſſing through 
England, the honeſteſt and wiſeſt of them here ſay, that there is ſmall hope 
of any ſuccour for them from your Majeſtte ; and ſeme to feare, that at the 
lenght it wil be the worſe for both the realms. We are informed, that the 
Frenche king hathe ſent by the Marques d Albeuf letters putentis into Scot- 
land, conteining pardon for that which is paſte; ſo as they will ſubmit 
themſelfs to the Quenis lawes and obedience: otherwiſe to confiſcate their 
landes and goodes, to be given to the takers of them, and the ſeaſors of their 
landes; together with diſpenſation to all tennants, for their othes to their 
lordes; and that they ſhall hold their copihold and ſuche like tenures 
rent free, / they depart the feld, and lay downe their arms. 

THE xxv111 of this preſent the King arrived at thecaſtle of Loches, here- 
tofore ngliſhe, and built by Engliſhmen: and by the waye he met a poſte 
whiche came from Diepe, who reaported, that the Frenchemen at Liethe 


had iſſued furthupon the ſuddeine, aſſailed and defaited 8000 Scottiſhmen, 


wherof 2000 were ſlaine: wherupon they alſo toke the towne of Edenbo- 
roughe. He ſaid, he ſawe the fight, and therupon toke ſhipping; and the 
weather ſo ſerved, as he arrived in five daies at Diepe: but he brought no 
lettres from any party there. The ſame day at night, il principe de Sol- 
mona, a Neopolitan, at the faid caſtell arrived out of Flaundres in his way 
towardes Spaine, very well accumpanid ; by whoſe uſage and interteign- 
ment, it well apearid, how great accompt theſe men ſeeme to make of the 

King of Spain's friendſhip. | 
Tur fame night, upon occaſion of talke miniſtred at the wo Queens 
table of hunting and of ſure galoping horſes, a gentleman praiſed moche 
to the French Queen Engliſhe geldings. She demaunded, whether they 
were good to ronne up hill and downe hill, declaring her determination 
to ronne the harte; and therfore ſaid, /he was deſirous to be furniſhed of 
ſuche. Wherupon one of her Maſters of houſhold ſaid, that non could be 
had out of England without your Majeſtie's licence; declaring the cuſ- 
tumes 
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tumes of your realme in ſuche caſes. She herkened not moche therto; 
but faid, that ſhe wold have others to buye them, yea and wold haveſomme 
brought out of Scotland; and ſemed, ſbe wold be very nere driven, befor 
ſe wold uſe your Highnes frendſhip for her furniture in this cafe. For 
whiche purpoſe, a gentleman ſtanding by ſaid, that if e write unto your 
Majeſtie, ſhe might be well provided, and obteine licence for geldings. 
Wherupon, after deviſes had to be furniſhed therof as many wayes as 
might be, making ſomme pauſe, the Quene ſaid, ſhe wold write to her Am- 
baſſadour in England to ſpeake to your majeſtic. The Queen mother ſaid no- 
thing all the while, ſo long as this purpoſe was in hande. 

THE Marques d. Albeuf hath,as a captaine who came from Calais hath 
informed us, ready to take ſhipping there twelve enjjgns of men of war. 

We do alſo underſtand, that S* Quintins and the pecis therabouts were 
rendered for this King's uſe to th'andes of Monſieur de Senarpont the xy 
of this preſent. 

Wr have bene informed by a right credible perſone, that the Queen 
Dowager of Scotland ſhal be revoqued home into Fraunce; and that the 
Marques ſhall in her place be Regent there. The commiſſion goith in the 
King and Queen's name, with this ſtile: FRANCISCUS ET MARIA, 
DEI GRATIA, REX ET REGINA FRANCTA, SCOTIA, AN. 
GLIA, ET HIBERNIEA. And the conſideration of the Queen Dow- 
ager”'s revocation is, ker want of healthe, growne by meanes of great care 
and travaill taken in the government of Scotland. There are named and 
joined in the Marquess commiſſion, as his aſſiſtants, Martigues, De Labros, 
and the Buſhop of Amiens: Monſieur de Beauvois is not ſpoken of. 

The reaport is here, that the Scots have no ordenance to make battry ; 
and therupon diſcourſed, that they cannot be hable to put the French from 
their foting in Scotland; and therfore judged, that onles they convert a 
great part of theire force to the ſea, to flay the victaling of the French and 


zo hinder their landing, the Scots ſhall not be hable to refiſt long. The French 


Queen's wweaknes is a great cauſe (as we are informed) which movethe the 
French to convert a greate deale the more force into Scotland, to have al- 
wayes a foting there, and the more occaſion to annoy your Majeſtie's realm, 
whenſoever they ſhall thinke good to breake with your Highnes hereaf- 
ter; and therfore thinke beſt to provide for the mater, whether the French 
Queen live or die. Amongs other fortifications which the French mind 
to make upon the ſea coſt in Scotland, as it is ſaide, they meane to get Dun- 
briton into their hands; as well to ſerve for the harboring of their ſhips of 
Bretaigne in caſe of neceſſité, as alſo for the eaſier practi/ing in Ireland for 


40 their purpoſes, and ſuccour of ſuche as ſhall by their meanes be made to 
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| ſerve their tornes. How Holy-iland ſtandeth we know not: but one iland 


there is upon the north ſea coaſt of England, whiche is here noted to be a 
good harborow for ſhips, a good ſituation to be fortified, and alſo paſſable 
to and from at lowe water. 

Tux puke of Ferrare (as we are informed) paſſed from hens to Li- 
ons, ſo to Marſeilles, from thens by ſea to Ligorne ; where the puke of 
Florence met him, to do him honour; from whence he conducted him to 
Florence. Where after he ſhall have ſtaid a ſevenight, or thereabouts, he 
departeth towardes Ferrare; and there ſhal be maried to the doughter of 
Florence, to whome he was heretofore fianced. Il Signor Giordano Ur- 
ſino, who was lately vice-roy for this king at Corſica, is arrived at this 
court ; who, after he ſhall have received his diſcharge, and payment of 
money dew unto him, ſhall (as it is faid) retorne home into his countrey. 

ALL the rumour that is here preſently toching the pope's election ron- 
neth now againe upon Carpy and Ceci. Bourg (as we are informed) is 
condemned to dye, degraded and executed the xxv11 of this preſent at 
Paris; where there is ſtill great perſecution. There be alſo at Caen i in Nor- 
mandy about ſixty perſones in priſon for the worde. 

THE newes of the overthrowe of the Scottes, before we came thus farre 
in our lettre, is ſumwhat abated; but moche more to the Frenche advaun- 
tage then it was. For the Cardinal of Lorraine hath ſaid, that the firſt 
newes for the number was not trew ; but indede there iſſued out of Liethe 


1000 Frenchmen, who upon the ſuddeine affailing the Scottes, overthrew

them (as he wold perſuade, by a miracle) and flew 300 Scotts, and toke 


Edinboroughe: and ſo hathe he writen to the Chancelor remayning here 
at Bleais. The ſaid Cardinal of Lorraine uſethe greate threatening to- 
wardes the noblemen of Scotlande, and mindethe to uſe clemency towardes 
the reſte. 

THERE be four great ſhips of war, very well appointed, at Newhaven ; 
whiche are named to be ſent furthe to a Guinea voyage, under the con- 
duct of Captain Souris. Whereupon th Embaſſadours of Spain and of Por- 
tugal, taking the mater to toche them, have by all meanes to them poſ- 
ſible ſought to ſifte out the mater; having ſundry tymes, upon diverſe 
ſuſpicions, bene earneſtly in hand with the Cardinal of Lorraine, and 
charged him withall: and they are bothe perſuaded, that the mater toch- 
ethe them not. And upon further inquiry therof we are moved to ſuſpect, 
that the ſame ſhall remaine ſtill in arredines; of purpoſe, that whenſoever 
the Prench ſhall breake with your Majeſtie, they may upon the ſuddeine ſet 
the ſame furthe to ſpoile your merchantes, and to be before hand: wherof 


we thought good tadvertiſe your Majeſtie, remitting the conſideration 49 
therof to your grave wiſdome.

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THE remayning of the Chancelor Ruby of Scotland (as it is ſaid here) 
at London ſemethe to ſomme perſonages of reputation here to be very ſuſ- 
picious for your Majeſtie's affaires. Notwithſtanding the news of the 
Frenchmens great vittory againſt the Scots; yet the Marques and others ap- 
pointed to the journey of Scotland do go on ſtill, and ſtay not. And thus 
having non other occurrences preſently to write unto your majeſtie, we 
beſeche God long to preſerve the ſame in healthe, wealthe, and all pro- 
ſperite.

IR, My duety in humble wiſe remembred, albeit I knowe, I may be wr Jones to 
thought preſumptuous in taking upon me to adviſe youe, or to make . 

diſcours of ſuche things as wherin I have not to do, and that youe can bet- * — — 
ter judge of and put in execution, then my ſimple wit will ſerve me to „ 
conceive : yet, in reſpect of my duety, and that a great part of the ſtay of orie. 
the comon wealthe dependeth upon youe, I cannot but put youe in re- im the 
membraunceof ſome things, wherof ſome wiſe men, favoring the Quene's Oi 
Majeſtie's affaires, have bene pleaſed to make diſcours unto me; leaving 

20 the conſideration therof to your wiſdome. Which is: that like as the 
good and happy mariage of the Queen's Majeftie muſt nedes torne to a 
great benefit to the comonwealthe : ſo the ſame is thought very neceſſary 
to be had, before that the French enter too far into Scotland ; as well to 
ſtay, that they put not their meaning towardes her Majeſtie that tay in 
execution, as alſo to have /7iend/hip otherwiſe, bothe to bridle them and 
others. For which purpoſe there is non, by the comon judgement of men 
here, thought / mete in all reſpects as Charles of Auſtria: by whom the 
French, by Germany, and the King of Spain, by reaſon of his Low-con-

THesE men here, by meanes of My Lord Ambaſſadour's tariaunce, be-

the Duke of Guiſe at his table hath ſaid, that it hathe not bene ſene, that, 
in reſpect of private affaires, an ambaſſadour leave th'executinge of his 
place: fo as it is judged, that at his retorne, he ſhall not be very acceptable 
unto them. 

SIR, it may like youe to receive herwithall ſuche chathologues as I 
could get of bokes lately imprinted.

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AND this was all the advertiſement we ſent in our lettres of the xxix 
of the laſt moneth. Since whiche tyme the king is arrived here, the ſe- 
cond of this preſent, retorned from Chaſtellerault. Our laſt advertiſ- 
ments toching the reaport of the French proceadings in Scotland, with 
their determination to be revenged upon the chief of the Congregacion, 
dothe ſeme hitherto confirmed; with ſecret diſcours of their evil mean- 
ing towardes your Majeſtie, whenſoever they ſhall find themſelfs in order 
for that purpoſe. Wheras we ſignified, that 8 Quintins was rendered 
the xy of the laſt to Monſieur de Senarpont : upon further inquiry made 


the King of Spain, who is like to know the ſame; we underſtande, that 
they are nether reſtored, nor any tyme appointed for the rendition therof. 

THe third of this preſent, the King of Spain's Ambaſſadour was by the 
Cardinal of Lorraine and the Duke of Guiſe ſent for to the court ; where 
he remained twoo houres and more in the Cardinals chamber. Wherupon 
ſome do diſcours, that now they have (as the reaport is there made) brought 


to an end their matter in Scotland, that they will practiſe all they can to 
move the King of Spain, either to aid them in their cauſes againſt your Ma- 
jeſtie, or els not to do any thing againſt the French to hinder their purpoſe, 
Wherof albeit there is no certainty : yet ſeming to us to be a ſparcle com- 
ing from the botome of a great fire, as yet covered, and to toche your Ma- 
jeſtie; we could not but advertiſe this moehe.

1* may pleaſe your Majeſte to be advertiſed, that the v1 of this preſent 

we diſpetchid lettres unto your Highnes by the French ambaſladour's 
ſervaunt. Since whiche time we have travailled, as moche as liethe in us, 
to lerne ſumthing for the confirmation of that we wrote before toching 
the commiſſions ſent lately towardes Scotland by the Marques d' Elbeuf: 
ſo as we have obteined the minutes, which we ſend your Majeſtie her in- 
cloſed, writen verbatim according to the copie of th'originall whiche we 
ſawe. Martigues is at Callice, to embarque ; whether we underſtand the 
Marques is gone from Paris in poſt : bothe which do forward into Scot- 
land, notwithſtanding their ſucceſſe there. 

WuHrRas we ſignified heretofore, that the Lord Seton ſhuld have Chaſ- 
tellerault : we are now informed, that the ſame is given to the puke d'An- 
goleſme ; whoſe duchy was bound to the puke of Chaſtellerault, for th' 
enjoying of his dukedome. The two Quenis have daily a ſermon made 
before them in the chapell at the court, or in their dyning chamber, by 
a Frere who can good ſkill : which ſome thinke is done by the Cardinal 
of Lorraine's meanes, to kepe in the Queen mother, who is noted rather to 
be @ proteſhant then otherwiſe. We are informed by one il ſignor Piero 
Goſman, a yong gentleman of Spaine who is arrived here from th Em- 
perour's court in poſt, that the Emperour is preſently at Vienna : from 
whome Montpeſat is retorned, who was very honorably interteined there. 
Which Goſman told us, that it was faid, that Charles of Auſtria ſhuld goo 
into England in'poſt; and that Maximilian's wief was brought to bed of 
a ſonne. The ſaid gentleman is riden poſt from hens into Spaine. 

THERE is newes cum out of Flaundres, that all things tobe rendered by

the French in Italy and Piemont is reſtored ; and that therupon & Quin- 
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tins, Ham, and Chaſtelet are demaunded by the Frenche. There is ſome 
ſtay made for reſtitution ; for that there be diverſe things in Luxemburg, 
accorded to be reſtored by the treaty, not yet rendered. Notwithſtanding, 
it is aid, that the xv111 of this preſent S* Quintins and Ham ſhal be ren- 
dered ; and that Chaſtelet ſhal be kept by the Spaniardes, till all things in 
Luxembourg be rendered to king Philip his commiſlaries. 

IT is reaported here plainly, that your Majeſtie mindeth to aid the Scots. 
Monſieur Ruby arrived here the v111 of this preſent : who ſemeth to con- 
firme th'overthrow of the Scotts twiſe, and the wynnyng of Edinborow 


10 per force; and that there be 200 Scotts taken, and as many, or more,

ſlaine; and that in entering the towne of Edinborow the Lord of Graunge 
eſcaped verey narrowly over the walles. They ſay alſo here, that there 
was lately a thouſand and five hundred pound ſterling taken, whiche was 


ſent to the Congregacion in Scotland out of England. The Duke d. Aumale 


is abſent from the court (as it is thought) to provide for his journey into 
Scotland im the ſpring. 

THE King of Spain's Ambaſſadour is here interteined with as good 
wordes as is poſſible ; and ſo hathe he told us. We are informed, that 
il cavalliero de la Cieva ſhall ſhortly be diſpechid hens into England; but 
for what purpoſe, we cannot underſtande, The x1 of this preſent the 
King and the court removed hens to Chamburg, three leaguee of; where, 
it is faid, he mindethe to remaine till Chriſſenmaſs evon; and then return- 
eth hither, where he kepeth his Chrifſenmaſs. Upon occaſion of talke 
miniſtred to ſomme of this courte, that the Lorde Paget was lately twa 
or three houres with your Majeſtie, and in your Highnes favour; the ſame 
is comme to the cares of Secretary Laubeſpine : who hearing the reaport, 
as we are informed, ſaid, he was ſory for it; and that he knew, he was a 
very wiſe man, and therwithall an enemy to the French nacion: wherof 
we thought good t'advertiſe your Majeſtie. 

AND albeit our late lettres (as we underſtande) have not arrived in tyme 
with your Majeſtie: yet we beſeche your Highnes, of your goodnes, to be 
pleaſed to thinke of us, that we have done our dueties ; having writen as 
often as we could underſtand of any meſſingets, and have had any occa- 
fion of advertiſment. Wherin if we have not fully ſatisfied your Majel- 
tie's expectation ; we mooſt humbly beſeche the ſame upon our knees, 


to impute the fault rather to the negligence of the bearers, and to the evill

1 T may like your Lordſhips to be advertiſed, that the xi of this preſent 
preſent we received from the Quenis Majeſtie's Ambaſſadour, S' Nicho- 
las Throkmorton knight, a lettre of the xxv11 of the laſt monethe: wher- 
by he gave us tunderſtande, that fince his arrivall in Englande, neither 
the Quenis Majeſtie, nor your Lordſhips have received any advertiſments 
from us; ſeming to mervaill therat, and to impute ſomme negligence unto 
us. For the whiche as we cannot but be ſory; ſo do we mervaill, that 
our lettres whiche we have ſent have had no better paſſage and ſucceſſe in 


coming. 
For your Lordſhips better fatisfa&tion wherin, and declaration of our

ſelfes in that poinct: it may like the ſame to underſtande, that the 10 of 20 


the laſte we ſent a lettre to M* Secretary by a ſervaunt of the Marques de 
Neilles, called Monſieur d' Effend; and the x1111 of the ſame two others, 
one to the quenis Majeſtie, th other to M Secretary; the xv, another to the 
Quenis Majeſtie, by a ſervaunt of my Lord ambaſſadour's ; the xv111, a 
lettre to A Secretary by Proteſtant the curror, whiche he promiſed aſſu- 
redly to deliver; the xx1x of the ſame monethe, a lettre to the Quenis Ma- 
jeſtie, and two lettres to Mi Secretary, by one whome we ſent with a lettre 
to paſſe withall to Rye, to be thens conveyed to the court: and we ſent 
alſo, the v of this preſent, lettres by a lacquey to Paris, to be conveyed 
thens into Englande; one to the quenis Majeſtie, and another to M* Secre- 
tary: and laſtely, the v1 of the fame, we diſpetched by the rrenche Am- 
baſſador's ſervaunt a paquet, with a lettre to the qQuenis Majefte, and an 
other to M Secretary: ſo as in all we have made fixe ſundry diſpetches, 


beſides this. Wherin we have not omitted to write to your Lordſhips, for 
forget-

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forgetfullnes of our dueties; but for that we thought it not neceſſary (hav- 
ing no other mater to write, then we ſignified to the Quenis majeſtic) to 
clog your Lordſhips with our lettres, being buſied about weighty affaires: 
beſeching your Lordſhips humbly, if we have therin forgoten our ſelfs, to 
be pleaſed to impute the fault rather to our want of judgement and expe- 
rience, then to any want of goodwill in us to have ſatisfied our dueties in

this behaulf to th uttermoſt of our power, 


AnD becauſe your Lordſhips may the better underſtand, what we have 
done in oure charge, fithens my Lord ambaſſadour his departure: we 
10 thought good to drawe out minutes of all ſuche lettres as we have writen 
to the Quenis Majeſtic, and of ſuche other mater as we have ſignified to M* 
Secretary not conteined in her Highnes lettres, writen out word for worde, 
and every lettre apart in diſcours and order as they were ſent; to th'in- 
tent your Lordſhips by your grave judgements may the better be hable to 
conſider, as well the reaſon of our doings, as alſo how things goo here, ſo 
farre as our ſimple knowledges will extend to learne and underſtand the 
ſame. Upon the contents wherof albeit your Lordſhips by your wiſdome 
can way, what is to be done and loked for therupon ; yet for the ſatisfac- 
tion of our dueties, it may like the ſame t'underſtande (faving your Lord- 
20 ſhips grave corrections) th'opinion whiche is had here, in conferring of 
the doings and ſtates of England, France, and Scotland one to another. 

AnD firſt, it is generally judged here, that theſe maters of Scotland be 
of great importaunce for England: and that if the French ſhal be hable to 
conduce to ſuche effect as they meane their affaires there; and, having 
ones that realm in ſiibjection, ſhall traine the men of that countrey in the 
diſcipline of warre (whiche is a ſpeciall poinct of the Marques q Elbeuf*s 
commiſſion) and therwithall reforme them, as they call it, in religion; mak- 
ing their pretence (as it is generally reaported they do) to the crowne of 
England, having no war any where ells to employ their Fete; and all 

zo this joigned with the diſpoſition of the Houſe of Guiſe, whiche now ru- 
kthe ; indoubtedly, when their finances and pretences ſhall agree together, 
they will have 7o do with the Queen's Majeſtie and her realm. 

WHERIN albeit preſently, for want of treaſure, they are not hable to 
do any great mater; being indebted above eightene millions, their coun- 
trey poor, their noblemen and gentlemen not recovered ſithens the laſt 
warres, having moche to do for ordering of religion : yet within tuo or 
three years they ſhal be hable (after they have reduced themſelfs to ſomme 
certaine poinct for their debts, and ſhall have recovered treaſure) to do 
what they liſt in Scotland, and have more eaſy meanes then ever they had 

40 to annoy England; whiche, for the comon quiet of chriſtendome, diverſe 
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wiſemen here wiſhe to be prevented: whiche can by no meanes be done 
by protracting of tyme; whiche will make them riche, and hable to do 
greater things then ſuppreſſing of Scotland. 

Tur preſent poverty giveth men (who wiſhe them to be kept in an 
equalits) cauſe to deſire, that th'occafion offered were taken by ſuche as 
have to do with them, to aſke reaſon at their handes. If the tyme and op- 
portunite be ſuffered to paſſe, and they to worke their willes with Scotland, 
and fill their purſes ; the ſame will not ſo eaſily be done afterwardes. For 
having that foting which they have already in Scotland; they think, that 
they ſhal be hable to kepe the ſame, and with the charge of five millions 
of frankes at the moſt : whiche (defalked of the revenue of twenty five mil. 
lions) is a ſmall charge in apparaunce, and ſemethe to give them couraige 
to be hable, in diſpending of five millions more, with their experience in 
the war, to do as they verily beleve towardes England. So as the comon 
opinion concludeth, that if there be not meanes founde to kepe them occu- 


pied (to walſt themſelfs the more) and alſo to bring them out of Scotland, 


that England ſhall have unquiet neighbours of them and comberſom. And 
now is the 71me of advantage over them, 

AnD for the more confirmation of their meanings towards the Queen's 
Majeſtie: it is a thing ſo unlikely and incredible to all men of judgement 
here, that they ever mind to reſtore Calais, as it is ſaid, that onles the fame 
be Holen from them, her Majeſtic ſhall never recover the fame ; and that if 
England order their affaires upon that grounde, that the fame is like to 
quaile, when the mater ſhal be put in profe; ſaying, that it is unlikely, that 
thoſe men who pretend title to another State (under colour of right) will 
take themſelfs to be bounde to reſtore any thing within the limites of their 
owne contrey, ſtanding them fo on hand as it dothe. And therfore ſeing 
that the thing whiche heretofore did bridle them cannot be had; and that, 
without the ſame, they will aſſuredly, er long be to, declare their conrages:

it is judged moſt reaſonable, that all other waies were devifed whiche 30 1 


might conduce therto, and that with expedition. And therfore, ſeing th' 
occaſion by Scotland is offered, the beſt meanes is to be had there; being 
a thing whiche, with the /heding of blood, hathe bene long ſought for, and 
till now never any occaſion given of the uniting in — friendſhip of 
the tao realms. 

Fas is th effect of the A whiche is made here upon theſe doings 
in Scotland, and conferring of the French towardes the Queen's Majeſtie and 
ber realm: wherof we thought it our partes to make ſomme declaration, re- 
mitting the conſideration therof andof the reſt to your Lordſhips grave wiſ- 


dome; moſt humbly beſeching the ſame to interprete this our doing to the 
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beſt. It may pleaſe your Lordſhips further tunderſtande, that for the 
confirmation of part of our advertiſments writen heretofore to the quenis 
Majeſtie, toching the uſe of he French King and Queen's ſtile for their do- 
ings in Scotland, we have goten out copies of two commiſſions ſent lately 
into Scotland by the Marques; whiche we ſend preſently unto the Quenis 
majeſtie, and for the more ſpedy and ſure conveyaunce therof have thought 
it neceſſary to diſpetche away this expreſſe meſſinger in poſte. 

WorTon, the merchaunt, who is a ſuter at this courte for the reſtitu- 
tion of a ſhip with goodes, taken in the roade at Jarſaye by certaine men 
of S: Malos the third of Aprill laſte paſte, after the concluſion of the peaxe, 
obteined in the late french king his tyme lettres to the counſaill and par- 
liament of Nantes for reſtitution to be made, if the cauſe apered juſte. 
Wherupon albeit they gave ſentence with him, and that he might take the 
ſhip and goodes where he founde the ſame, and arreſt the parties which 
had them in their handes; yet could he have no order given for th ap- 
prehenſion of the principall (who was hable to anſwer the hool, and did 
avowe the taking of the ſhip, as it apearethe by his owne hand writing, 
whiche Wotton hathe to ſhewe) nor howe to ſeke and come by the goodes 
at th'andes of any other of the participants. So as, being without remedy 
at Nantes, he was conſtrained to retorne to this court to followe his ſute, 
and todeſire a remedy. Wherupon we moved the cardinall in his behaulf, 
and preſented the ſaid merchaunt unto him with his ſupplicat ion. The 
cardinall taking the bill, delivered the ſame to a gentleman, to be given 
to Secretary Burden ; who furthwith came in; to whome alſo we ſpake 
in favour of the mater. The cardinall gave us very good wordes; and pro- 
miſed, he ſhuld have juſtice : willing the Secretary at the next counſaill 
to remember the mater. Wherupon he repaired to his counſaillour; who 


drew his lettres of new to his ſatisfaction, and gote the ſame paſſed in the 


counſaill: and then there reſted nothing to be done, but the paſſing of the 


great ſeale. But when his bill came to the chauncelour; it was firſte re- 


mitted to be conſidered, and afterwardes rejected; by all likelyhood, be- 
cauſe the ſame was well couched. Wherupon the poor man, being driven 


from poſt to piller, was conſtrained to make a new ſupplication ; and 
therwithall repaired to the cardinall: for whome he attended at his cham- 
ber dore, and in his coming furthe ſpake unto him, and beſought him to 


have in remembraunce le pauvre Anglois; and ſo delivered his ſupplica- 
tion. At that word, Anglois, the cardinall in a great chafe faid, Donne le 
moy; and ſnapping the bill out of his hande, goeth into the counſaill: 
which broken up, Wotton was told by his counſaillour, that his mater 


was daſhed ; and that he could do no more for him then was done. And 
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this is all that hath followed upon the cardinall's promis to do juſtice, and 
the very maner of his anſwer. Wherupon he is retorned to Nantes, in a 
maner, without hope to recover any thing. 

THE 1x of November there came a poor man unto us, borne (as he 
faid)in Artois; and declared, that he came directly from St Malos in Bri- 
taine, to do th ambaſſadour of England t'underſtande, that certaine Eng- 
liſne merchaunts with two ſhips were taken by a Frenchman, according 
to th'information whiche we required to have of him; the copy wherof 
we ſend your Lordſhips her incloſed. Which mater as it ſemeth tous very 
ſtraunge (and yet the reaporter avouched to ſtand to it) ſo it may like your 10 
Lordſhips for your better information, to cauſe inquiry to be made for the 
two merchaunts whome he namethe, and to ſignify your pleaſure unto 
us, what ſhal be fit for us to do in the ſame, in caſe the mater prove trewe. 
The merchants being impriſoned could not diſpetche any ſpeciall man 
unto us. In the meane tyme we thought good to write to the {aid mer- 
chaunts a lettre to let us heare from them (whiche we have not yet done) 
to th'intent we might the more certainly procede; wherin we wrote ther- 
upon to M. Secretary and My Lord ambaſſadour. This man in reaſoning 
with him told us, that the Frenchmen upon the ſea coaſt were adviſed (for 
that it was thought amongs them, the warres wold breake out ſhortly) to 29 
be before hand, and to luke where they ſawe their commodite : wherof 
we thought not good to write to the quenis Majeſtie, without more cer- 
tainty. And thus for the reſt of th'occurrences we referre your Lordſhips 
to our lettres preſently ſent to the Quenis Majeſtie, and beſeche God to 
rule the ſame with his holly ſpirite. From Bleais, the x1111 of December

— OS diſpetched hence expreſly in poſte Barnabe, your Highnes ambaſ- 30 
pi; fadour his ſervaunt, with lettres from us to your Majeſtie and my Lordes 
Orricz. of your counſaill; whiche, we truſt, be in tyme arrived. And albeit we 


fromthe do not underſtande of any that goethe directly hens into England: yet * 
becauſe 
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becauſe your Majeſtie may be advertiſed the ſoner of ſuch occurrences 
as we have learned ſithens; we thought good to write to your H ighnes 
ambaſſadour in Flaundres a lettre with theſe lettres incloſed, and to ſend 
the ſame by the King of Spain's Ambaſſadour's ſervant diſpetchid pro- 
ſently thither, to be from your ſaid ambaſſadour conveyed to your Ma- 
jeſtie. 
AND firſt, to followe our advertiſments for the French proceadings to- 
wardes Scotland, we underſtand, that the navy in arredines at Calais, for 
the tranſporting of their twelve enſigns of men of war (whiche, by their 
10 accompt here, ſhuld by this tyme be departed) be xv in all : whiche are 
appointed, after they ſhall have landed the men of war, to retorne to con- 
duct thence the Queen Dowager, if ſhe be in caſe to be conducted; for there 
is ſame doubtfull talke of her deathe, or of her grevous ſicknes: whiche 
ſhips be taken to be the beſt of the French King's navy. 

IT is reaported, that the Scotts, fince the great overthrow they received 
at the Frenchmens handes, have met with the French and given them an 
overthrowe. The xv11 of this preſent in the morning there was a curror 
diſpetchid from this court into Scotlande, to paſſe throughe England; 
wherof the day before there was no ſpeaking. Whiche day the French 

20 Queen in the preſence of certaine Scottiſbmen, in talking with one named 
Steward, ſaid, ſhe mervailled, what ailed the Lords of Scotland with her; 
and that, ſeing they had put downe churches, and ſhuld be ſuffered to live in 
their religion, they could not be contented. Wherupon it is judged, that 
the curror was diſpetchid with mater agreable to that talke, and alſo with 
warning for the Frenchmen in Scotland to be in arredines at the /anding of 
the Marques and bis enſgus. 

THE xv1 of this preſent proclamation was made at Bleais, that all the 
ſouldiors of garriſons ſhuld repaire to their charge, and be in arredines the 
x of January to muſter without armure, and within a moneth after to 

zo muſter with armure; being by the ſame promiſed to receive money at 
bothe the tymes of muſters. There is alſo order given for the muſtering 
and being in arredines of their men at armes, and /wo captains ſent into 
Gaſcoin for the levying of men of war. Wherupon, and for that (it is ſaid) 
vour Majeſtie hath twenty ſhips well appointed in arredines, there is great 
rumour here of war towards. And for that the Scottiſhemen may not 
paſſe (as they have done) hens, without ſpeciall leave; their paſſaige at 
Diepe is ſtaide. 

We are informed, that, the ſame day that Bourg was degraded at Pa- 
ris, a preſident of the parliament, called Mineur (a great perſecutor) was 
Vo. I, h Bbbb 
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by two perſones (who fained to have ſutes unto him, th'one on th'one fide, 
and th other on the other ſide) ſlaine with ſhot of two piſtolets; whiche they 
diſcharged at him, as he was going to the palais to ſit in judgement: bothe 
whiche eſcaped. And the fame time another fayning himſelf to be of the 
congregation at Paris, and perſuading one of the ſame to diſcloſe the reſt to 
the cardinall of Lorreine (alledging the gaine they ſhuld have in fo doing) 
was alſo flaine ; and the doers therof are likewiſe eſcaped. There be fix 
ſcore commiſſions ſent forthe for perſecution to be uſed for religion : and 
for that the ſame may be the more ſpedely executed; all appellations, whiche 
in ſuche caſes were wont to be made to Paris, are reſtrained for a yere. 

THERE is a bruit, without any fundation, that the Earl of Arran ſhall 
marry with your Majeſtie; and that the ſolemnite therof ſhuld be the firſte 
of January. II cavalier de la Cieva, of whome we wrote to your Maj̃eſtie 
in our laſte, is (ſo farre as we can underſtande) named to reſide Ambaſſa- 
dor with your Majeſtie. He is noted a man of good experience, wiſe, and 
well eſtemed here. He hath bene a good tyme Ambaſſador in Portugall. 
His going ſemeth to us to be partly confirmed, by that he maketh inquiry 
for an argentier and a cooke, with others mete for ſuche a purpoſe : and it 
is ſaid, it wil be after Chriſtenmaſs before he repaire thither. 

NOATLES, who is there with your Majeſtic, is not acceptable to the 
Houſe of Guiſe; the rather, for that he was placed by the Conſtable : who 
hathe loſt his office of governement in Languedoc, the ſame being given 
to the puke of Guile. 

DUDLEY is comme from Paris to this court, to give information of 
a coiner who offered to let him have, in conterfaict gold, of pecis of old angels, 
roiali, and doble ryals to be conveyed over into Englande, with a great offer 


ol gaine, ſo as he wold take the money offered: wherupon he maketh jute for 


the confiſcation of the party. Whiche ſute ended, he fayethe, he will pro- 
cede to the ſervice of your Majeſtie accordingly : wherof we thought good 
tadvertiſe your Majeſtie, bothe for the knowledge of his doings, and alſo 
(under your Majeſtie's grave correction) for putting of the fame in remem- 
braunce, that the money conterfaiffed be loked unto, and letted to have 
courſe in your Majeſtie's realm. 

AmMoNGs other bruicts whiche have bene made toching th election of 
the pope, there is now a voice begonne of the cardinall of Ferrare; which 
is judged the more like, becauſe of th'agrement made lately betwene him 
and the cardinall Caraffa: who if he happen to be elected, is taken aſſur- 
edly to be of the French party. And thus having non other occurrences to 
write preſently unto your majeſtic, we beſeche God long to preſerve the 
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ſame in healthe, wealthe, and all proſperite. From Bleais, the xv111 of 
December 1559.

10 de toutes ſortes; et entre aultres, qu il avoit eſte defaict une compaignye 
Frangoyſe, que vous aviez envoyee pour prendre ung fire James Hauton 
en ſa maiſon, a quelques miles du Petit-Lict: auſſi, que vous eſſayates d 
avoir par ſurprinſe le chaſteau de Liſlebourg; ou il y avoit eu une rude re- 
poulſe par ceulx de dedans: et d advantage, qu'il s eſtoĩt perdu la plus part 
des navires qui auroyent eſte chargees en France de ſoldatz et munitions 
pour paſſer dela. D'aultres ont voulu naguaires aſſeurer, que la Royne re- 
gente $'eſtoit ſaiſye d'ung chaſteau appelle Horleſton, qui eſt a ung des 
principaux Proteſtans : et, qui plus eſt, que celuy du dict Liſlebourg avoit 
eſte mis entre ſes mains: et quant aux navires; que la plus part eſtojent 
20 deſcenduz au Petit-Lict, a Dumbar, ou a Eymouth ; dont ceulx de Bar- 
vick avoyent eu quelque alarme, penſans que Ion eut expreſſement aborde 
la, pour y remectre ſus le fort naguaires demoly. Mais bien auſſy s affir- 
moit, que le maulvais temps avoit conſtraint quelques vaiſſeaux d'aller re- 
laſcher en Flandres. 

Er voyla, Monſieur, comme diverſement il ſe parle en ce lieu de voz 
occurrences.

ceulx du dict Liſlebourg ne puiſſent avoir ſecours ny vivres d' eulx: car 
quant a Dunbar, ilz cuyderoyent facilement en venir a bout; ou, pour le 
moins, le tenir ſi conſtraint, que Von nen pourroit tyrer faveur ny ſervice. 
Et diſoit d'advantage, que quand ilz ne pourroyent avoir la dicte Ile aux 
chevaulx, qu' ilz en fortifieroyent ung aultre qui eſt plus bas; de laquelle 
ilz tiendroient en ſubjection tout ce que ſeroit au deſſus: et ores qu'ilz n' 10 
euſſent ny Vune ny Taultre, il leur ſuffiroit eſtre aſſeurez des deſcentes en 
terre ferme. 

Suk quoy, Monſieur, vouz entendrez ſi ces deſſeins et diſcours ſont fon- 
dez. Quant a moy, j eſtyme, qu'ilz ſont pour conter deux fois, puiſqu'ilz 
ſomment ſans hoſte. Toutesfois en tout evenement, je m'aſſeure, que vous 
ſerez ſi ſage et prevoyant, que vous ne mepriſerez aucun deſſein de Venne- 
my: vous auſant bien dire, qu'ily a grandes apparances, qu'on penſe de ten- 
ter ceulx- cy ou aultres ſemblables; tant par ce que j'en eſcrips a la Royne 
regente, que pour autant qu'il n'y a rien plus certain, qu'il a eſte charge 
aux navires qui ſont preſtz a partir bon nombre de groflez pieces pour bat- 20 
terye, et grande quantite de corſeletz, picques, harquebuſes, et aultres 
armes; et, qui plus eſt, des harnois a chevaulx, de coliers, pour plus de trois 
ou quatre cens. 

IL eſt vray, que ceſte Royne dict tousjours, que elle ne commencera de 
rompre, mais, qui en aura envye, jette la premiere pierre. Et encores, di- 
menche dernier, en une audyence que Meſſieurs les hoſtages et moy euſ- 
mes de la dicte dame, elle dict, eſtans entrez en propos de paix, que maul- 
dict fut celuy ou celle qui la romperoit, ou en donneroit occaſion. Aufſi 
veullent ſes conſeilliers affirmer le plus qu'ilz peuvent, que tout leur ap- 
preſt de mer et de terre n'eſt que pour la deffence et conſervation du roy- 30 
aulme; ſe deffiantz ſi juſtement des grandes et ſi extrgordinaires forces que 
que le Roy faict paſſer en Eſcoſſe, et lever encore de nouveau a ceſt effect, 
tant en France qu'en Allemaigne, qu'il n'eſt croyable, que ce ſoit ſeule- 
ment pour la reduction du dict pays, ains pour la conqueſte de ceſtuy; at- 
tendu meſmement, que la Royne pretend fi ouvertement ceſte couronne 
luy appartenir, qu'elle en porte desja par tout les armes et le tiltre. 

LESQUELLESs raiſons, a la verite, ne ſont ſans beaucoup de couleur: et 
donc pourroit eſtre, qu'il n'y a rien de pis en leur intention, que ce qu' ilz di- 
ſent; voire que Vartillerye, armes, et munitions qu ilz chargent et envoy- 
ent maintenant par ces quatorze ou quinze navires, ne ſont que pour en 40 
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munir et pourveoir les fortz, qui furent degarniz du temps de la Royne 
Marye, au long de ceſte riviere, et de toute la coſte, de Douvre juſques a 
Barwick. Mais a mon opinion, ce n'eſt qu'ung tas que de tout ce lan- 
gage; veu que ces, plus que apparentz, remuementz monſtrent aſſez, 
qu'ilz machinent quelque choſe davantage: et de ſorte qu'il ſemble, 
que leur propres contenances les accuſent, deſcouvrant par leurs contenan- 
ces et viſage la malice du cueur. La Royne premierement ſe retyre des bons 
chere et faveur qu'elle avoit accouſtume, ne parlant que en ceremonye, et 
a motz contez ; et le reſte des grans et petitz s eſtrangent de meſme : et, 
qui plus eſt, ne pouvons avoir raiſon d'aftaire qu'on pourſuyve; non pas 
dung oultrage qui depuis ung mois a eſte fait a Monſieur le Marquis de 
Trans, auſſi indigne et villain que gentilhomme eſtrangier ſgauroit regep- 
voir en pays du monde. Oultre, il y en a des plus grans qui ne ſe ſont peu 
contenir de dire, qu'ilz ne penſent jamais tant vivre, que de veoir Eſcoſſe 
entierement jubjecte a la couronne de France; et d'aultres, que cela ſeroit 
la totale ruyne de ce royaulme. 

Or, toutes ces choſes cumulcees, ce ſont, comme je cuyde, trop de cer- 
tains indices pour ne debvoir plus attendre de ces gens- cy, que du pis 
qu'ilz pourront. De quoy, Monſieur, Jay plus de ſoucy, que je ne vous 
{caurois dire; voyant, qu'ilz allument ung feu que, je crains, ne s eſtein- 
dra facilement.

Mr Kylly- IT may pleaſe your Majeſtic to be advertiſed, that the xv111 of this pre- 
la co J ſent we ſent lettres to your Majeſtie by the way of Flaundres, and have 
Urn, thought good to do the like with theſe whiche we diſpetch unto the ſame 
From Bloi, preſently, for the great difficulty (as we here ſaye) which is for any Eng- 
0 liſiman or Scottiſhman to pas without paſport from hence into England. 
Orrics, The xvi1t of this preſent in the morning, one Thomas Steward, a Scot- 
ron the tiſhe gentleman, in coming out of the Frenche Quene's chamber at Cham- 
dn burg, was apprehended and caried priſoner to Bleais ; whiche cauſed di- 
verſe Scottiſhmen to depart from the court. The cauſe of his taking is ſaid 
to be thus. He was a ſuter to the puke of Guile and the cardinall of Lor- 
reine for a paſport to goo into Scotland, tintreate with the Congregation, 
that his landes whiche held of the churche might not be confiſcat: wher- 
upon there was ſuſpicion had of him in aſcribing thus moche toth'autho- 


rite of the Congregation. And it is ſaid further, that he 2viſhed the French 30 


Queen in heaven, for that by her meanes there was ſo great inquietnes in 
Scotland. 
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THE Aaqdmirall of France is at this court; who is uſed in the conſulta- 
tion for the war: and being appointed to diſpetche certaine captains for 
levying of men; ſome of the ſame have declared unto him, that without mo- 
ney no men wold be had; and have, in a maner, refuſed to go forward: 
wherupon he ſaid to one of them, that it was u mervail, that men dere 
not willing to ſerve, being no better paid. Monſieur de Montpeſat is ar- 
rived at this courte the xx of this preſent, retorned from th amperour; 
where he was well interteigned, and preſented at his departure with a 
chaine worthe 1000 crownes: who bringethe newes, that there do comme 

10 after him two ꝝmbaſſadours from th Emperour, to demaunde Meta, Toul, 
and Verdun ; which doth not altogether like the French. 

AFTER that the Marques d'Elbeuf ſhall be landed in Scotland, it is 

| thought, Edinborow caſtle ſhall be beſeged: and if they can take the Earl 
10 of Arſkin, they mean to uſe him for terror to the other. Which done, be- 
cauſe they think to have the reſt of the ſea coaſt at commandement, having 

two ſuch placis as Leth and Edinborow, they mind to leave good garriſon 

there, and convert the reſt of their force towards England; making their 
accompt, that being hable to have foting there, they ſhall have litle to ds to 

fubdue the Scots. They are verie erneſt in conſail here for money, and with 
20 great ado (as it is ſaid) have gotin a grant for the finding of twenty thouſand 

men in the war of Scotland; which in the ſpring ſhall be ſent thither, un- 

der the conduct of the Duke d. Aumall. We are informed, that the Conte 
Ringrave hath ſent to Straſbourg to preſt men to be imployed in the ſpring. 

THE xx111 of this preſent, the King and the two qQuenis retorned from 
Chamburge to Bleais : from whens, it is thought, he will remove ſoner 
then was determined 7 Paris, for the appeſing of the garboil and tir there ; 

whiche are thought, if there be not ſpedy order taken, will grow to ſome 

ant extremite : for the preventing whereof the Admiral is appointed to repair 
| to Paris, before the King's coming. There is order taken, for the leſſen- 

zo ing in part of the King's ordinary charges here, that all poſts and poſtma- 

ſters ſhal be diſcharged of the fees whiche they had of the King; which 

amounted to the ſomme of 100000 crownes yerely : and that the ſame, 

for the ſupplying of their ſaide gage, and to recover the loſſe of their fee, 

ſhall have liberty tincreaſetheprice of every poſt the fourth part; whiche, 

having bene hitherto but xv ſols, is now inhaunſed to xx: fo as the 

charge wil be roche increaſed for ſuch as ſhall ride in poſt throughe this 

countrey ; wherof we thought good t informe your majeſtie. There bedai- 

P ly attendaunt at the court diverſe captains, bothe for the lande and the ſea, 
amongs whome there is much talk of war; and yet they jay, they cannot 

40 receive one denier ; and indeed it is comonly talked, that the fame is not te 


he bad as yet. 
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THE ſuſpicion of the incertain termes between your Majeſtie and the 
French King cauſethe us allredy to be noted, and others who were of our ac- 
quaintance abſent themſelfs from us. And ſince the taking of Steward, no 
Scottiſhman dare talk with us ; wherby a great part of the commodite we 
had to learn things for your Majeſtie's ſervice is taken away : whiche we 
beſeche your majeſtie moſt humbly to conſider; and to be pleaſed to think, 
that theſe things do cauſe, that we cannot as we wold underſtande things 
of any great moment: wherein, to th'uttermoſt of our fimple know- 
ledges, we ſhall not faile to travaill. And therefore (under your Majeſtie's 
grave correction) we thought it our parts in moſt humble wiſe to put your 
Majeſtie in remembraunce, that it ſhall be very neceflary for your High- 
nes's ſervice, in this ſuſpicious time, to intertain ſome ſtranger in this court 
ſecretly; who, without note, may better learn ſuch things as from time to 
time ſhall occur, then we ſhall be hable to do. 

Wx are informed, that there be in preparing in Germany fix thouſand 
men to be levyed for the Earl of Arran's ſervice, and of the Congregacion 
in Scotland. Of ſuche ſhips as were ſent hence with men and victualls into 
Scotland, it is faid, that twelve of the ſame are by tempeſt drivin back again 
to Dieppe, and as many by the like hap arrived in Denmark; whiche, ne- 
vertheleſs, ſomme thinke were ſent thither of purpoſe. And albeit upon 
Montpeſat his returne, and newes brought of the coming of th Empe- 
rour's Ambaſſadours, there was ſmall apparaunce of /:king the ſame here : 
yet they have ſemed to make no accompt thereof; for that they think, the 
Almains ſhall not be hable to do any thing againſt them, being devided as they 
are and in diſcention, as the French do reaport. 

THERE was lately at this court at Chamburg an Engliſb or Scottiſh 
young gentilman, with no berd or very litle at all; who, upon his arryvall, 
was 4 good time ſecretly with the French King and the Duke of Guiſe, and 
had given him a thouſand crownes in reward. He departed hens to 
Dieppe to take paſſage ; and it is judged, that he is a ſpye for the French in 
England. We are informed, that there ſhall one out of hande be ſent 
into England, ſo to pas into Scotland, to learn what likelyhod there is of the 
accord between your Majeſtie and the Scots, and of the marriage of your 
Highnes with the Earl of Arran. The news of the arrival of the Conte 
Helveſtein in England doth greatly perplex them here. We underſtand, 
that there is great ado in Paris for religion; and that lately there hath ben 
an other Preſident killed: that they do preach the word openly, and are 
mayntened by a nomber in ſo doing. For which cauſe the French King de- 
parteth hence within four days, as it is ſayd, to two houſes of the Duke of 
Longueville, under color of hunting, to take his journey towards Paris 49 
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aſſone as he may conveniently. One Robert Steward, a Scottiſh gentil- 
man, is taken at Paris for the killing of the Prefident Minart ; and it is 
thought, that he and another of his contreymen did that enterpriſe, 

WHEN we we had thus farre writen, there was delivered unto us, the 
xx1111 of this preſent, a lettre from your Majeſtiès Ambaſſadour dated the 
xv11 of the ſame ; wherby, amongs other things, he ſignified unto us your 
Hizhnes's pleaſure for our acceſe to the King of Spain's Ambaſſadour, to de- 
clare unto him certain things on your Highnes's behalf : which, according to 
your Majeſtie's inſtructions, we have accompliſhed. To whiche he gave 
ood eare, and to the points therof ſaid: that it was trewe, there were for- 
ty ſhips paſſed into Scotland; and that be was advertiſed of two more gone 
therewithall. And as for Aymouth; he ſemed to mervayle, the ſame was not 
otherwiſe raſed, but that the French had occaſion to reedify the ſame : and 
that thoughe bey offered to build there; yet if they did it not, and that your 
Higbnes letted the ſame, there was no breach of the treaty: and for the French- 
mens breaking with your Highnes ; that be thought, preſently they wold not, 
nor could not; but hereafter perhaps they wolde, as ſone as they ſaw time: 
and that they ſhuld not be hable /6 to trouble your Highnes at any time, but 
they woold be met withall; wiſhing, that this occaſion of Scotland had not 
ben taken for a cauſe of the breche. And here he made a digreſſion; and 
faid, that the fo/tes of titles wold breed great buſynes and inquietnes, and 
hinder the generall counſail, whereof there was ſuch nede: and laſtely that 
he woold do what he could, or might do conveniently, for your Majeſtie's 


ſervice. And this was his anſwer to our meſſage done unto him. 


THEY take themſelfs aſſured here, that your Highnes mindeth to breake 
with them: and therefor warning is given to the townes upon the ſea coaſt, 
to fland upon their garde, and to take hede to Engliſhmen, Le Marquis d 
Elbeuf, as we are informed, hath ſent word to this court, that he is afraid 
to take this journey in hand, for feare of England; and therefor he layed as 
yet at Calais. 

We have bene in hand with Myr Florence, for ſuche purpoſe as your 


Majeſtie's Ambaſſadour ſignified unto us: who fayethe, he will by the meanes 


of merchants, in caſe we be ſequeſtred, doo as moche as lyethe in him to ſend 
advertiſments to your Highnes. And for that he may be the more incoraged to 
do his indevor in this behalf; it may like your Majeſtic to ſignifie your ac- 
ceptation of his ſervice, with ſomme good hope to be conſidered. 

A are about alſo, in as good fort as we can, to practiſe with ſome others 
for like purpos. The French State at this time is ſo incombred, and in ſuch 
neceſſite, as it is thought, if ever there were any time of advantage over them, 


40 it is now, Wherefore whatſoever is to be done againſt them is to be done forth- 
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with; and afterward, having advantage over them, the meanes to aſſail or 
defend will be a great deale the more eaſy, honorable, and with leſs charge. 
LA MARYUE is he who is appointed to be ſent hens into England, 10 
pas into Scotland as before. The flownes of his journey cannot but furiher 
your Highnes's ſervice; and therefor, in our poore opinions, it ſhall not be 
amis to ſtay him as much as may be: for although they here have herd diverſe 
bruicts of your Highnes's procedings ; yet it is thought, they will not reſolve 
upon any thing before La Marques return. The French are very buſy about 
the fortifications of Calais. And albeit we knowe, your Majeſtie by your 


grave wiſdome can better conceive, what is mete for your ſervice, then our 


ſimple wittes can conſider; yet waying the neceſlite of the tyme, ground- 
ed upon the generall diſcours of others here, we have preſumed the ra- 
ther to write by way of our ſimple opinions in ſomme things: whiche we 
moſt humbly upon our knees beſeche your Majeſtic to accept in gracious 
parte. Thus farre have we written in the other lettres which we have 
diſpetched the ſame day of the date herof by the way of Fraunce. 

THe xix of this preſent there happened a mervailous chaunce and e- 
ſcape to the rrenche qQuene : who riding on hunting, and following the 
hart of force, was in her courſe caſt of her gelding by a boughe of a tree, 
and with the ſuddeines of the fall was not hable to call for helpe. And al- 
beit there dyd followe her diverſe gentlemen and ladyes of her chamber : 
yet three or foure of them paſſed over her, before ſhe was eſpied; and 
ſomme of their horſes rode ſo nere her, as her hood was troden of. Aſ- 
ſone as ſhe was reiſed from the grounde, ſhe ſpake, and ſaid, that ſhe felt 
no hurt; and herſelf beganne to ſet her heare, and dreſſe up her head, and 


ſo returned to the court: where ſhe kept her chamber, till the king re- 


moved. She feleth no incommodite by her fall; and yet ſhe hath deter- 
mined to chaunge that kind of exerciſe. 

THERE be diverſe merchaunts of Almaines here to demaund paiment 
of monye lent to the late King. It is accorded (as it is ſaid) that they ſhall 
out of hand be anſwered of the principall, and for the reſt have landes ap- 
pointed unto them, till ſuche tyme as the hooll intereſt ſhal be paide. 


There are alſo certaine other merchaunts who are comme from Lubec, 


and other places upon the ſea coaſts, to ſew forthe renovation of theire pri- 
vileges: whicheis graunted unto them. Bourg was not executed, till about 
the xx of this preſent : who before his deathe made ſuche an oration to 
the Lords of the parliament, as it moved as many of them as were there 
to ſhede teares. The xx1 of this preſent, a poſtilion, who came from Pa- 
ris with advertiſments from the preſidents and counſaillors of the par- 
liament there, and information to be given (as it is reaported) againſt more 
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then a hundrethe of the congregation, within a league of the court, in a 
thicket of wood, was ſlaine, and the next morning founde and brought 
to the court. 

BEING thus farre forwarde in this diſpetche, Monſieur de Deffend de- 
livered us your Majeſtie's lettres, conteyning your pleaſure for inquiry to 
be made of the ſtate of ſuche hoſtages as the rrenche ambaſſadour there 
hathe named, writen in a ſcedule which we received ther incloſed. His 
coming hath greatly amaſed them here. He hath brought advertiſment of 
men of war ſent into the north, of twenty ſhips upon the ſea, of the taking of 


291 


[0 10 two of their ſhips ſent into Scotland with men and victuall; and that un- 


doubttedly your Ma jeſiy mindeth to break with them. For the meting where- 

withall, they are (ſo far as we can perceive) alltogether inprovided, as well 

for men as money. Wherefore ſeeing things be in theſe termes; and that it is 

like, that they here will have a contynuall ey upon us, and perhaps ſequeſ- 

ter us; and alſo becauſe it is tyme to provide for men to give your Majeſtie 

intelligencis, whereof there be preſently about this court ſuch as your High- 

nes's Embaſſadour knoweth to be of the beſt for that purpos: we cannot but 

put your Majeſtie in remembraunce of interteinment to be given them; 

wherof we have for the preſent thought good, for your Maje/te's ſervice, 

0 20 fo put ſome of [thera] in comfort. If this be not done in time; they will 

perhaps abſent themſelfs from the court for religion s. ſake, and we ſhall not 

be of ſuch credit with them as were requiſite, and your Majeſtie loſe the com- 

modite of intelligencts from hence. How the proviſion is to be made for their 

recompence here, we referre to your Majeſtie's wiſe judgement. And ſo be- 

ſeche God long to preſerve your Majeſtic in healthe, wealth, and all pro- 
ſperite. From Bleais, the xxviſ of December 15 59, at night. 


Your wajeſtie's mooſt humble and obedient ſervaunts and ſubjects

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to be anſwered. Scottiſhmen here are greatly ſuſpected: they dare not almoſt orie. 
countenaunce ws, and with three of them there do watche nine Frenchmen. wn 
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IWe are loked upon, but not outfaced. The Cardinal of Lorraine hath lately 
ben at an abbay of his by Towars; ſome ſay, to make ſome conjuration, becauſe 
of the rumour ſpred abrode, the Duke of Gui/e's death and bis were ſworn, 

Wr have writen to the Quenis Majeſtic and youe toching th'hoſtages, 
and delivered our letters to De Laubeſpine the ſoner for that they ſemed 
to preſſe us therunto. We cannot as yet underſtande, but that they be eve- 
ry of them as good as any of thoſe which be there. It may like youe to 
conſider, how nere the ſea coaſt ſome of them dwell. We ſent Baynard over 
the xxv11 of this preſent with a diſpetche. We praye youe, S, to have an 
eye to him, and to kepe him there. For the reſt we referre youe to the quenis 
Majeſtie's lettres. And ſo with humble recommendation of our ſervice, 
we pray God to ſend youe good ſucceſſe in all your proceadings. From 
Bleais, the xx1x of December 1559.

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To THE QUEIN's MOOST EXCELLENT MAJESTIE. 


T may pleaſe your Majeſte to be advertiſed, that the third of this pre- 
ſent the King of Spain's Ambaſſadour ſent for us to ſupper. Whiche end- 
ed; according to his maner, he beganne to miniſter communication unto 


us toching the newes of this court. And after we had participated unto 20 


him ſuche occurrencis as we had; he ſaid, that he could not but tell us of 
the being of te Mareſchall Saint Andrews with him, on the behalf of the 
Queen mother, with meſſage, that if there were any thing whiche he wanted 
or founde himſelf not well uſed in, either for lodging or otherwiſe, that 
he ſhuld not nede to fend to any other then her. Wherupon the Mare- 


Hall toke occaſion to remembre to the Ambaſſadour his being and good in- 


treating in Spain, and ſo by degrees proceaded to talke of the peace: which 
(quoth the Mareſhall) is not to the ſatisfaction of every body, and fo 
ſtayde; Vea (quoth the Ambaſſadour) your own people: and declared the 


bruictes of the garboiles at Paris, Gaſcoigne, Lyons, and theſe partes; and 30 
that aſſone as he King ſhuld be at Paris, thoſe of other places for the cauſe 


of religion will ſtirre. Wherunto the Mareſhall onely anſwered, that there 
was order taken; as we have heretofore ſignified to your majeſtie : and 
ſo, pawſing a while, brake furthe and faid, that the Queen of England armed. 
She 
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She hath reaſon, quoth the Ambaſſadour : for what may ſhe thinke, when 
not onely you beare her armer, and ſend ſuche number into Scotland of men 
of war, minding to make fortification at Aymouth contrary to the treaty, 


but alſo take upon youe 79 write ber. file? We have (quoth the Mareſhall) 


10 


the right in us, and ymediatly after the death of Queen Mary the Queen did 
tale the title upon ber, as juſtly aperteigning to her. Why, quoth the Am- 
baſſadour, youe have paſſed a treaty with ber as Queen of England: and I 
know, that it was not King Henry's nor my maſter's meaning, but that a ge- 
nerall peace ſhuld be contynued throughout all chriſtiendome; therby the 
rather to have meanes to call a generall counſaill, whiche the tue Kings 
ment: and now if, upon theſe cavi/lacions, the war ſhuld ariſe; it might 
be thought, that youe letted ſo good an enterpriſe. 

AND here the Mareſball beganne to talke of your Majeſtze, without ſuche 
regard as, we truſt, God will ones cauſe them here to baue of the ſame; 
and not to let to ſay, your Majeſtie was illegitimat. Which terme although it 
were grevous unto us to hear: yet waying, that it is our partes t advertiſe 
the truthe of thingcs, as farre as we knowe ; we could not but write the 
fame. And here the Ambaſſadour told him, that your Majeſtie was King 
Henry the eighth's doughter ; by his will, and lawfull ſucceſſion, and conſent of 


20 the realm came to the crowne of England; by the lawe wherof it was not 


leaful for any ſtraunger fo inherit the realm: and that like as, contrary to 
the civill lawe, they had, as they ſaid, @ law ſalique to debar the rightfull 


ſucceſſion of women, and wold have the ſame to ſerve them ; ſo muſt they 


think, that the Jau provincial of England muſt ſtand in force againſt the 
inberiting of ſtraungers in that realm. And (faith he) if youe build at Ay- 
mouth, albeit youe offer no force to England; yet there wil be, perhaps, 
ſum broken heades about the letting of it : under colour wherof youe will 
ſay, England doth breake, and ſo take occaſion to make war. And bere the 
Mareſhall, after ſomme proteſtation of his owne honor and ſecrecy, tolde 


30 the Ambaſſadour, that the King ment not to breake, nor thought upon any 


war. Whiche ſeming to the Ambaſſadour to be the end of the Mareſhall's 
coming, the Ambaſſadour ſaid nothing therunto. And this was th effect of 
the talke paſſed betwene them : and the Ambaſſadour thought, that his 
coming was to make the mater apeare good 0 the King of Spain; and 
that if England did breake, the fault was not in them. He told us, that 
indede the King his maſter thought, that, the Pope being baſſe, they princes 
ſhuld conſtraine him to a generall counſaill. 

Wr herupon, with good wordes, as well thanked him for that it had 
pleaſed him to have th'eſtimation of us to tell us this moche for your Ma- 


40 jeſtie's ſervice, as alſo offered to do the like for his maſter's ſervice, if we 
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did underſtand any thing which toched him; and deſired to know of him, 
whither we might write this much, or not, to your Majeftie. He told us, 
that he had already fignified his bool diſcours to the King his maſter ; and 
that, if we thought good, we might advertiſe the ſame to your Majeſtic : 
whiche we judged our dueties to do. He wiſhed, that if your Majeſtie 
minded to breake, that the ſame might be done in order; and that ſum man 
of knowledge might be /ent hither, to drmand reaſon at the Frenchmens 
handes; what they ment, to give the armes of England, to uſe the title 
thereof, and to plant theimſebves jo in Scotland; therby to cauſe it to ap- 
pere to the world, that tbe French did injury, thoughe they offered no force. 10 10 
For (quoth he) it will not be generally liked, if he Queen take upon her 
the defence of Scotland : and what be they to be made fo great accompte 
of? men of no valeur. And aſſuredly (quoth he) if youe do not preſently 
fatisfy them in all things ; or if youe fall to compoſition with them, and 
herafter they miſlike the mater, or any of your doings ; they vill be the 
firſt that will make the gate open for the French to enter into England, and 
be the greateſt enemies your Majeſtie hath, and be ready to practiſe with the 
Prench, to countervail by ſome notable [thing] againſt England the diſgrace 
wherin they are entered with the French. And here he prayde God, he 
might not be found @ profet; and bade us herken to the end. So as he con- 20 20 
cluded, that onles the Scots did utterly expell the French, he knew not in 
what ſtede they /buld ſtand your Majeſtie ; and a great deal more honora- 
ble it were, that yaur Majeſtie's own cauſe did move your Majeſtie to take 
your commodite, now it is offered, than in taking upon you the defence of 
a people wherof there is ſo ſmall accompte to be made, 7 make war for 
their cauſe. 

Ax here beganne t'inquire of your Majeſtie's mariage : ſaying, that if 
the mater be concluded betwene your Majeſtic and Charles of Auſtria, that 
it were not amiſſe for your Majgſtie to ſend over hither, upon the arrivall of 
the Emperour's Ambaſſadours here: or if your Majeſtie marry with Scot- zo 30 
lang, that it ſhuld be well done, the ſame were knowne and ended ; for 
then ſhald your Maje/tie know your friends and your fooes, and how to order 
your affaires. In whiche point as we are altogether ignorant, ſo we fram- 
ed our anſwer therafter: and faid, we knew not what your majeſtic 
minded to do; but we truſted, that he who had hitherto aſſiſted your Ma- 
jeſtie wold not withdraw his good and gracious hand from the ſame. 


Well (quoth he) if ſhe minde to marry with the Emperour's ſon, he will 


not be contented to enter into the quarrel of Scotland. And here we 
thought good to ſay unto him, (as we did lately) that your Majeſtie minded 
to ſtand upon your defence; and other mater we knew not. Thus moche 40 40 


10 


i 
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alſo, being the ſubſtaunce of more mater commyned of betwene us, we 
thought it our duetics to ſignify unto your Majeſtie. 

As toching th'occurrences of this court. In th'end il cardinal Medici is 
elected pope, not without the ſupport of the puke of Florence : whoſe 
preſent greatnes hathe cauſed him at this tyme to medle in th'clection; 
whiche hitherto he hathe alwaies refuſed to do, being afraide that the 
greatnes of any of his frendis might prejudice his ſtate. This pope is judg- 
ed to be more Spaniſhe then Frenche : the newes of whoſe election was 
brought to this court the third of this preſent. The evil intreating of the 
Scottiſhmen here increaſeth: and lately the keys sf the court gates are taken 
from them. The ordenaunce of the poſts, wherof we wrote lately to your 
Majeſtie, is broken. It was the deviſe of an Italien, who (it is judged) 


made the greateſt fundation therof upon his owne gaigne : and indede 


the diſcommoditè amongs the poſtmaſters, and ſuche as ſhuld ſerve this 
King in poſt, was conſidered to be greate; and that the gaine could not 
countervaill the incommoditè whiche might happen to the prince. 

Tur grand prior arrived here from Rome the 1111 of this preſent: with 
whome we minde to do ſumwhat toching your nighnes Ambaſſadour his 
ſervaunt, of whome we can underſtand no certainty as yet. It is ſaid, 
that the Marques d'Albeuf departed from Calice the xx1x of the laſt 
monethe ; and it is judged, that he is er this arrived in Scotlande. 

THE great bruit of war is ſomewhat ceaſed ; and it is faid, that the 
ſmall accompte they make here of your Majeſtte's force cauſed the French 
to be careles of the ſame. Notwithſtanding, we are informed, that they 
practiſe all they can 70 levy men in Germany, to make proviſion of money, 
and to intertain their captains and ſouldiers. And they pay no money to any, 
but ſuche as they mind to imploy in their wars; ſuppoſing, that for money 
they ſhall alwayes find men: thoughe a great number be offended for not 
being payd 

Tux Frenche king the v of this preſent removed to Marchenoir, the 
pukeof Longueville his houſe, thens toChaſteodun;and from thens, with- 
in foure or five daies, returneth backe againe to Bleais, By diverſe late 
ordonances made by the parliament here, it is faid, that the French King's 
revenew is increaſed about two millions of franks. All th'officers of the 
King's houſe are diſcharged ; and non remaine in the court, of ordinary, 
but ſuche as be appoincted pour la bouche. 

Ir is holden a thing mooſt certaine, that aſſone as the French ſhall be 
hable, they mind to be buſy with England. Thoughe preſently they have 
not one denier in ſtore : for the earneſt calling upon by merchants to 


4 whome they are indebted, and with whome they are lothe to /o/e credit, 
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cauſeth them to ſeke all meanes poſſible to ſatisfy them by litle and litle 
fearing, that they ſhall ones againe have nede of them. It is aid, that 


there is an Ambaſſadour on his waye to this courte, either from the Turque 


or the king of Algiers. Rickrolf, ſonne to old Rickrolf a coronell of Al- 
maine who was this xing his penſioner, is arrived here to ſue for his fa- 
ther his penſion : which, as we are informed, is graunted unto him, 
AND wheras, upon the making of the late peace, there was an appoincte- 
ment made betwene the late pope, the French king, and the king of 
Spaine, for the joigning of their forces together for the ſuppreſſion of re- 
ligion; it is ſaid, that this King mindethe ſhortly to ſend to this new 


Pope, for the renewing of the ſame league: th'end wherof was to con- 


ſtraine the reſt of chirſtiendome, being proteſtants, to receive the pope's 
authorite and his religion; and therupon to call a generall counſaill. II 
cavalliero de la Cieva, who is appointed to repaire into England to reſide 
Ambaſſadour with your Majeſtie, in lieu of Monſieur de Noailes, hathe 
ſtaide hitherto upon the Pope's election: upon the knowledge wherof, he 
is ordered to depart hens out of hande. 

MONSIEUR Jarnac is diſpetched hens into Normandy, as it is 
thought, to put thinges in order there, and elſwhere upon the ſea coaſt, 
againſt all ſuddein attemptatis ; and alſo to do what he may for the fur- 
niture of ſhips, for the conveying of the Duke d' Aumall into Scotland. 

We ſend your Majeſtie herwithall a copy of th'order of the receiving 
of the Quene catholicque into Spayne ; together with an extract of the 
receiving of the king of Spaine, and of other thinges done there ſince his 
arrivall, We are informed, that the v of this preſent a poſt was ſent to 
the Mareſhall Termes, for his repaire to the court : for what cauſe, we 
cannot as yet, lerne. The reaport is here, that certaine of your Majeſtie's 

ſhips have taken two French ſhips ſent into Scotland with treaſur. And 
thus we beſeche God long to preſerve your Majeſtie in healthe, wealth, 
and all proſperite. From Bleais, the vi of January 1 559.

wold, and do meane to do herafter. For the better ſetting furthe wher- 
of they minde to chaunge all their Ambaſſadours, namly fuch as were of 
the Conſtable's appointing. 

Lex chevallier de la Cieva hath ſent unto us to know if we wolde any 
thing in Englande, for that he departethe within two or three dayes: by 
whome we thought good, for maner fake, to write a few lines unto My 
Lord Ambaſſadour and youe. Monſieur de Noaile's ſervaunt arrived 
here in poſt the 1111 of this preſent ; who for all other newes told us, that 
the caſtle of Edinbormw was rendered into the Queen Dowager's hands. 

THE pucheſle of Guiſe is brought to bed of a boye: to whome (as 
we are informed) the King and the puke of Lorreine ſhal be godfathers 
and.. . . godmother, 

IT may like youe, S', to remember, that now, upon the Pope's election, 
the ſtate of things are like to be altered, and many practices to be put in 
ure by the French, and others, for matter of religion : whiche as they may 
be of great conſequence ; ſo were it neceſſary, that ſomme man of good 
experience were ſent hither for the Quenis Majeſtie's ſervice; or ells that 
ſomme order may be furthwith taken, for the intertaining of ſuch as may 
be thought mete 70 be uſed on this fide for intelligence. Our caſes and the 

ſuſpictons already growne of us conſidered, it ſhal be, in our poor opinions 

(under your correction) very neceſſary to take order in tyme ; the ſoner 
the better. For like as we have good willes, to th'uttermoſt of our know- 
ledge, to learn what is to us poſſible; ſo wold we be ſory, that any thing 
of moment, and importaunce for her Majeſtie's ſervice, ſhuld, for want 
of judgement of things of the world, eſcape the Queen's Majeſtie's know- 
ledge. And thus having preſently non other mater to write, with hum-

Pos rsckirr. Having already ſealed the quenis Majeſtie's lettre, and in 
arredines to make up this, the Ambaſſadour of Spain ſent for us to diner: 
and upon our repaire unto him he told us, that De la Cieuvre (whome we 
have miſnamed in writing him Cie va) had even before us bene there with 
him, to take his leave; and declared, that the French King, his maſter, mind- 
ing to contynue in amity with England, had appoincted him to goo over 
to refide his Ambaſſadour ; with offering of ſervice, and ſuche like ceremo- 
nious words. The Ambaſſadour, by way of mirth, aſked him (as thoughe 
he mervailed) whether he went into England indeed, and what he ſhuld 
do there: ſaying, that it had not ben ſeen, that Ambaſſadours ſhuld ſo 
ſone be chaunged; alledging the ſmall while that Monſeur de Noailes had 
bene in England. Trew it was, quoth the other; and that when States 
chaunge, the miniſters were chaunged. And for Monſieur de Noailes ; he 
ſaid, that all the rumours wherwith this King and his counſail were peinez 
(for ſuch was his terme) came by his advertiſments; wherin he made 
things more then they were, wherby he might cauſe ſomme broile: and 
all (he ſaid) was, becauſe Noailes was not contented to be ſo ſoon revoqued : 
and therfore the King, his maſter, willing to intertain the amite, lyked to 
chaunge him from thence. Why (quoth the Ambaſſadour) he hath not bene 


there but a while, and he cannot have ſo good experience there, as others 
who have bene before him, and made long abode there. He anſwered the 30 


Ambaſſadour, that the ramours were not ſo great as was ſaid; and that the 
laſt which came thens came without lettres, becauſe the Ambaſſadour wold 
not write tout au rebours fo that he had written before. He ſaid, the Queen's 
Majeſtie made not fo great preparations as was bruicted; and that ſhe had 
but five ſhipsupon the ſea, and ſhuld ſhortly have three more; wherein ſhe did 
wiſely, conſidering ſhe had ſomme cauſe to ſuſpect the worſt, ſeing ey 
here ſent to the ſeas : and praiſed the Queen's Majeſtie's wiſdome therin. 
Nevertheleſs, the King here was aſſured, that /he wold not breake ; foraſ- 
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moch as lately two French ſhips of war, being at Dover rode,were taken 
and afterwards releaſed ; and alſo for that the French Ambaſſadour there, 
making requeſt for paſport to ſend over hither, was blamed moche by the 
Queen of England for ſo doing; and that ſhe aſſured him, that ſhe ment no- 
thing but peace He alto tolde the Ambaſſadour, that My Lord Paget ſnuld 
be ſent into Spain to the King of Spain, to informe him of the ſtateof things; 
that Edinborow was by the Lord Arſtin delivered into the Queen Dowa- 
ger's hands ; and that the Earl of Arran had ſubmitted himſelf the Queen 
of England's ſubject; who with the reſt of the congregation had accorded 

10 to give into her hands four of the beſt fortes in Scotland, and thirty thouſand 
CYOWNES in revenew. 

0 AND this was th effect of Cievre's talk with the Ambaſſadour. Whiche 
like as he, for the Quenis Majeſtie's ſervice (he ſaid) judged mete to declare 
unto us; ſo have we thought good to ſignify the ſame unto youe, to be 
declared to the qQuenis Majeſtie accordingly. Wherein we have not- 
ed, that Czeva's talk compared to the Mareſball's communicacion ſeme to 
accorde 1n one, for the practiſing to perſuade the King of Spain to think 
well of their doings. We pray God, that her majeſtie be not abuſed by fair 
weather ; and that more credit be not given to the French, then the reaſon 

20 of her Majeſtie's owne affaires Jeadeth her unto. For, as ſure as the Lord 
livethe, eyther they do but diſemble, to cin time, and to take their advan- 
lage; or els all men here, both ſuche as favour our doings, and ſuche as be 
men of diſcours and indifferent, are altogether deceived. And hitherto we 
never herd any diſcours to the contrary, but that they meane w017h all their 
farce to be buſy with England, aſſoon as ever they ſhall have any thing in 
their purſes to begin withall.

30 ] T may pleaſe your Lordſhips to be advertiſed, that about the x1 of this From Blow, 
preſent an Engliſhe merchaunt, named Hugh Barnſby, dwelling nere 188 
Temple barre in London, who hathe lately occupied the crafte of a cour- er, 


rier, came to this towne of Bleais in the cumpeny of one Tallett of Roan. rn de. 
And albeit he came not unto us; yet, we having knowledge of him, we 2%" 
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repaired to his lodging : and upon our inquiry made of the cauſe of his 
coming, he told us, that arriving at Roan, and finding few Engliſhe mer- 
chaunts there; and alſo underſtanding, that the ſame had conveyde them. 
ſelfs and their goodes thens into England, upon the bruict there of warres 


toward; he was conſtrained to repaire to this courte, to ſue for a ſaufcon- 


duct: for which purpoſe he had ſpoken to a ſecretary of the puke d Au- 


male, who for an hundrethe crownes had promiſed to get him one. He 
faid, his ſhip was freighted from Newcaſtle ; and that he had appoincted 
the ſame to arrive at Newhaven, where he loked ſhortly to heare newes 
of her. We uſed all the meanes we could to diſcipher him further, but 
could not lerne any other cauſe of his repaire hither then this. He re- 
mayned here three or foure dayes, and is departed : with what diſpetche 
in his ſute, we knowe not. He is, in our poor judgements, a ſimple man 
for any trade, and utterly without experience of trafficque on this fide: 
and it appeared unto us, that ignorance and feare of loſſe cauſed him to do 
that he did in repayring hither. Your Lordſhips by your wiſdoms ſhall 
there be hable by circumſtances to learne, what is to be judged of him. 
THERE is alſo come to this court one Whet:l, lately of Calais, with whome 
we have ſpoken. And albeit he hathe plainly confeſſed unto us, that he is 
comme by the way of Flaundres (where he offered ſervice to the pucheſſe 
of Parma) to this court, to offer ſervice to this King, and to ſeke interteign- 
ment ; yet can we not by any means learne, that he had before the writ- 
ing herof ſpoken with any of the counſaill here. He ſemed unto us tex- 
cuſe his doing, partly by his conſcience, as not favoring the quenis Ma- 
jeſtie's religion, and partly by not being ſatisfied in quene Marie's tyme, 
and neceſſitè preſently (having charge of wief and children) without ha- 
bilite to ſupply their wantes. We to our ſimple knowledges as well as we 
coulde adviſed him to beware what he did; putting him in remem- 
braunce of his countrey, and of ſuche things as might withdrawe him from 


ſerving of the French King; wiſhing him, if his conſcience wold not ſerve 30 


him to abide in England, that he ſhuld rather go into Italy or Spain, then 
to remaine here amongs the French, at whoſe hands he had received evil 
intreting. Whether he came hither furniſhed with commendation from 


any there, or what ſervice he may do to this King for the incommodite of 


his countrey, or what is in him to ſerve therunto, we referre to your Lord- 
ſhips grave wiſdomes ; who can finde the meanes, by the circumſtances 


of his departure thens and otherwiſe, whether it were likely he departed 


thens evill diſpoſed towardes his countrey or not : and as we ſhall lerne 
further of him, we ſhall advertiſe your Lordſhips with as moche diligence 
as We maye. 


WHER as 
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WuHERAs by our laſt lettres, of the x of this preſent, to the quene's Ma- 
jeſtie we ſignified, that the Marques d'Albeuf and Martigues were'driven 
back againe from their voyage towardes Scotlande : we do fithens under- 
ſtande, that, according to the ſame, the Marques, having bene within the 
ſight of Scotland, was by a tempeſt conſtrained with all his cumpeny to 
returne ; and with great daunger of his lief, and loſſe (as it is faid) of fix or 
ſeven ſhips, arrived to this coaſte the xv daye after his departure from Ca- 
lice : who is preſently at Diepe, for the rigging furthe and revictualling 
of his ſhippes ; which, being fore beaten with the weather, are thought ſhall 
10 10 not be ready till the end of this moneth. He hathe commaundement to 

make all poſſible ſpede to depart againe northward. And as for Marti- 

gues; we do not underſtand either his arrivall with the Marques here on 

this ſide, or where he is: nevertheles, the reaport goethe, that he is arri- 

ved in Scotlande, not without ſum loſſe by the waye, cauſed by ſhip- 

wracke. And wheras alſo in our ſaid laſt lettres we ſignified tharrivall 

of a poſt from Scotland the ninth of this preſent : we are ſithens enform- 

ed, that he came not thens, but that he was ſecretly ſent from the Marguis, 

to informe the King of bis returne backe with his ordenance and artillery 

ſaved ; whereof he carryed great ſtore with him. Whiche newes as it hathe 

20 20 moche perplexed them here; ſo have they, ſithens the newes came, ſent for 
all ſuch noblemen as be men of war, and all the knights of the order: for 

what cauſe, we cannot learne. And wheras alſo in the ſame lettres we 

wrote of the ſending for in poſte of the Mareſchall Termes ; we are in- 

formed, that the cauſe therof is an accuſation againſt him made by Mon- 

fieur de Villebon, toching th'overthrow at Graveling. Whiche Villibon 

alledgethe, that the Mareſchall his long tarying behind at Dunkirke was 

the cauſe of their overthrowe : and the Mareſchall on the contrary ſide 

ſaiethe, that if De Villebon had remained with him at Dunkirk, the ſame 

had not happened. This mater betwene them (as we are informed) ſhal 

30 30 be debated in counſaill. | 

Ox ſignor Bouſſier, an Italien Buſhop, is from this King the x111 of 
this preſent diſpetched in poſt towardes Rome, for th'acknowledging of 

th'obedience of this King to the Sea Apoſtolique. And one Bajas, a Ma- 

ſter of the requeſts, is alſo diſpetchid thither on the behaulf of the quene 

mother. It is ſaid alſo, that either Monluc, or ſomme other ſhal be ſent 

from hens to the Turque. It is reaported, that the marriage between the 

Queen's Majeſtie and Charles of Auſtria is already concluded : whiche they 

ſeme here to miſlike ; as 7hey do alſo the coming of th'ambaſſadours from 

th Emperour and th Empire (who be the zuſhop of Trent, nepheu to the 

49 40 cardinal of Trent, and the conte Kingſtein) for the demaunding of Metz, 
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Toul, and Verdun: which, as we are informed, doth not a litle trouble 
them. The places in Luxemburg to be rendred by the Frenche are given 
up, and king Philip his miniſters have reſtored Chaſtelet into the Frenche- 
mens handes. 
— THE Cardinal of Lorraine lately (as we are informed) ſent ſecretly a 
gentleman with a bag full of commiſſions for perſecucion to be done about 
Poitiers ; and therewithall gave him certaine lettres which he caried a- 
part in his boſom. This gentleman by the way was met by foure or five 
others ; who aſked him, what he caryed: wherupon he ſhewed them the 
bag with commiſſions. This is not that (quoth they) we loke for: and ther- 10 
withall taking out the ſecret letters in his boſom, ſaid, that if his maſter 
were there, they wold uſe him otherwiſe; but as for him, he might paſſe 
by, for they had nothing ells to ſay to him. The Duke d Aumale is ſent 
for to comme to this courte. Il Duca Datri, a Nepolitane of this king's 
order, who hathe heretofore for the ſervice of the Frenche loſt his duk- 
dome to becomme their penſioner, is here at the court to ſue for his pen- 
ſion, whiche (as it is ſaid) is like to be taken from him. 10 
THESE men here, amongs other deviſes for ſparing of charges, have 
(as we are informed) determined, upon ſome reaſonable compoſition, to 
render furthwith unto the puke of Savoy Turino, and other places where 20 
they kepe garniſons in Piemont: for which purpoſe the x111 of this pre- 
ſent a poſt was diſpetched thitherwarde. And alſo wheras ordinaryly this 
| King kept at Marſeilles fourty galleis ; we underſtand, that all the ſame, 
| feving twelve, ſhall be diſcharged thence: which cauſeth men here to think, 
that they mind to wit haraw all their chargis from Italy and other placis into 
their cofers, to be the more hable to proſecute their entrepriſes elſewhere on 
| this ſide. Ha 
| Br lettres out of Italy it is reaported, that the pope mindith to uſe all 
hisauthorite with other princes for the calling together of a generall coun- 
faill; and that he wil be there preſent himſelf. He hath ſent il ſignor Ju- 30 
liano de Medici to this King and the Quene mother, bothe to viſit them 
upon his election, and to ſignify unto them his diſpoſition to the coun- 
faill. He hathe done the like towardes th'tmperour and the king of 
Spaine. And il cardinall Morone, who during the laſte pope his tyme 
was for the mooſt parte in priſon, for ſuſpicion of hereſy, is now quit at 
liberty, and the chief manegiar of this pope his affaires. 
| Tux newes of the coming hither of an ambaſladour from the King of 
| Algiers is confirmed, and the newes of the wynnyng of Tripoli is hitherto 
| incertaine. Upon the coming of the King of Navarre by Bourdeaulx, 
8 four ſhips well appointed for the voyage of the Levant ſea are ſtayed to go 40 
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into Scotland: and it is thought, that the ga/leys of Marſeiles ſhall be em- 
ployed upon the narow ſeas this ſummer. And thus having non other oc- 
currences preſently to write, we beſeche the Lorde to governe your Lord- 
ſhips with his holly ſpirit.

OF late a capitaine about the great Prior hath made earneſt inquiry, 
whether any nobleman in England be hable of himſelf to make war, and to 
levy his own ſubjectis. He was anſwered, that the greateſt man in England 
was not hable of his owne authorite to /evy three hundred men, to be em- 
ployd without the Queen's Majeſtie's ſpeciall commaundement ; and that 


20 the meaneſt ſubject in England will not go with his lord, in any quarrel 


tending againſt the Queen's authorite ; with ſomme further declaration 
of experiences, of late yeris, of ſomme who have had the great ſwaye of 
th'affaires of the realme in their handes. The queſtion is ſtraunge: what 
may be conſidered therin, youe can judge better then we, and make the 
ſolution. We can heare nothing of Mumies; and we are aſſured, that 
he was not at Marſeilles. | 

Ueon the coming of th Emperour's ambaſſadours furriers hither, My 
Lord Ambaſſador's lodging was appoincted by the puke of Guile to be 
vieud for them. Wherupon we repaired to the puke, declaring our daily 


30 expectation of My Lord ambaſſadour, and requiring we might have our 


lodging free. He ſaid, that we had two lodgings (and ſo indede we have, but 
ſuche as are not worth half a good one) and that we ſhuld not in th Am- 
baſſador's abſence nede two houſes, We ſhewed him, that we had two 
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lodgings; becauſe that bothe were ſo litle and of fo ſmall receipt, as we 
were forced to take two when we could not get one to ſerve our turne; 
and that upon th Ambaſſador's coming, we ſhuld be conſtrained to ſeke 
two others, if we could not have ſomme greater houſes then we had. For 
all our faire ſpeche and demonſtration unto him, we could get nothing 
at that tyme; but that the mareſchall of the lodging ſhuld be ſpoken 
withall, and that we ſhuld be traictez felon la raiſon. Thus we ſtaide 


| (and, notwithſtanding, ceaſed not to ſollicit the furriers) from ſuing to 


the puke. Nevertheles, in th ende, by the puke his appoinctement, Mon- 
fieur de Villebon hath the lodging which we kept for my Lord Ambaſſa- 
dour. Who (upon th'arrivall to his lodging, without warning given ther- 
of, to convey our ſtuff away) becauſe he could not have the key of a 
chamber which we had abrode with us; albeit he was informed, that we 
had pacquets therin of the quenis Majeſtie's affaires; yet he ſent for a 
ſmithe, and cauſed the doar to be broken open: and ſo calling the boy 
of the chamber to him (who ſemed to finde the mater ſtraunge) Villibon 
faid, that his maſter's writings ſhuld be ſauf; and willed the boy to take 
and put them up, till the next morning in a ſtudy thereby, and to kepe 
the kay : whiche he did. The ſame chambre is not for himſelf, but for 
one of his gentlemen. 

THvs youe may ſe, how we are handeled without any regard: and 
driven we were to the poinct to leave th'one lodging or th'other, and to 
disfurniſhe ourſelfs. The faid Villebon his gentleman dyd ſeme to tri- 
umphe at the mater, not letting to revile all our nation : whiche, beſides 
the diſhoneſty of the loſſe of our lodging, giveth ſomme teſtimony of 
their good diſpoſition towards us. And albeit we were in this ſort by 
commaundement thruſt out : yet, waying that it was not our parts to 
indure ſo evill handeling, we wold not fo give over; but told the furriers 
plainly, that if they uſed us thus, we wold not only depart, but have their

ambaſſadour in England in remembrance: telling them, that it was a 30 


thing to be noted ; ſeing that all other ambaſſadors were (as they are in- 
dede) better lodged then we for their commodite, and yet not the mean- 
eſt of them ſought to be diſquieted. Wherupon the next daye the mare- 
ſchall of the lodging came unto us, as thoughe he deſired to pleaſe us; 
and wold have had us to have removid from the lodging whiche we kept, 
and have given us another of no greater receipt. We ſaid, we were ſo toch- 
ed by that which was taken from us, as we wold either have that againe, 
or non at all. The mareſchall told us, that he ſpake not unto us of him- 
ſelf, but from the mowthe of betters. And ſo yeſterday, becauſe we wold 


not willingly receive ſuche a foile to the diſhonor of the Quenis Majeſtic 40 
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and hir Ambaſſadour, we repaired to the cardinall to complaine our ſelvis; 
and declared unto him at ſomme lenght, how the furriers had uſed us, 
and how the Quenis majeſtie's honor, her Ambaſſadour, and we were toch- 
ed in it, ſpecially by the bold and unhonorable handeling of us by Mon- 
ſieur de Villebon: wherin we did ſum what earneſtly ſet forthe our wrong, 
diſiring to have redreſſe; not imputing any fault to the puke his bro- 
ther, but that we ſaid, we thought he knew us not. He excuſed his bro- 
ther, yelding to all our reaſons; and ſaid, that he beleved us better then 
the mareſchalls or furriers, and therefore wold ſe redreſſe in the mater. 
He gave us very curtoiſe words: if his dedis correſpond, youe ſhall under- 
ſtand by our next, God willing. We write this trifling mater ſomwhat 
more largely unto youe, becauſe it may happen youe ſhall heare of it 
there. 

Tux cardinall of Medun and one Monſieur Gee, a knight of th' order, 
are deade. The puke of Guile's ſonne was not chriſtened till yeſterday, 
His godfathers were the king and the puke of Anjou, his yongeſt bro- 
ther; and his godmother Madame Margaret, the xing's yongeſt ſuſter. 
The puke of Lorreine was loked for to be the godfather, in ſtede of the 
puke of Anjou; but it is thought, he will not be here before lent, if he 
comme then. We referre youe, for the reſt of th'occurrences on this ſide, 
to our lettres ſent at this tyme to My Lords of the counſaill. And fo, with 
humble remembraunce of our duety, we pray God ſend youe happy ſuc- 


ceſſe in all your proceadings, with moche increaſe of honor. From Bleais,

Sin, before we had ſealed up your other lettre ſent herwithall, the 
mareſchall of the logis this day, about 1x of the clocke, came to marke the 
houſe againe for us whiche Villebon had taken from My Lord ambaſla- 
dour: et quia præter ſpem evenit (ſcimus) hoc, we perceive, that Mer- 
curiusand Mars joined together (which wwe compare to the Cardinal of Lor- 
raine and the Duke of Guiſe) do belp one of them to qualifie another. But 
ſeing they could be contented to do us ſhame ; and, when they ſe we will 
not take it at their hands, can ſeke to pleaſe us againe: we ſe well, that to

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ſerve their turnes they can diſſemble; and if they ſee men can be contented 
to bear with therr luſtines, they will willingly treade them under their foote. 

AnD, Sir, it is aſſured us, that three weks agoo theſe men here were ad. 
vertiſed, that the Queen's Majeſtie will breake with them, and do provide 
for it. Nevertheleſs, they will take no knowledge of it ; but, ſeking all the 
meanes they can to uin time, do diſſemble the matter. Rokindolf and Fau- 
kinberg are upon their diſpeche into Germany, to levy men. And howſo- 
ever their want here is great; yet they will have, one way or another, 
meanes to do ſumwhat: thoughe it can be to no great purpoſe as yet, 10 
waying their poverty; and the longer they contynue quiet, the better /ha/l 
they be hable to do as they meane. They have great ey to Porteſmouth : and 
many captains who were without hope of interteinment, and loked daily 
to be caſſed, are now received, and promiſed to have charge. We are cer- 
tainly informed, that the Marquis hath with him on ſhipbord threeſcore 
pects of great ordenance, to be conveyed into Scotland; of the procedings 
whereof there is now litle diſcours, becauſe of the ſmall news which cometh 

from thence hither. 

AMONGs other ſhewes at the receiving of the quene catholique at Gua- 
dalajara, upon one of the firſt pillers, in the entry of the houſe where ſhe 29 
was received, this verſe of the 45 pſalme was writen : AUDI FILIA, ET 
VIDE, ET INCLINA AUREM TUAM j ET OBLIVISCERE POPULUM TUUM,

Whiche miſliking moche the Frenche, hathe given them cauſe to make 
great diſcours of the meaning therof ; judging, that they ſhall not have al- 
together that which they loked for at xing Philip his handes by meanes of 
his wief. It is faid, that th Emperour's ambaſſadors (who are not yet ar- 
rived, but daily loked for) amongs other things, minde to require Mar- 
ſeilles. There is here an Albanois captain, named Theodore, who hath 
long ſerved this King, and amongs others is /mally ſatisfied here. He is noted 30 
tobe a man of good ſervice: which if the Queen's Majeſtie like to uſe ; it 
is thought, he wil be ea/ily worne, confidering his uſaige here. We beſeche 
youe eftſones to remember ſuche as for whome we have writen unto youe 
heretofore. The time paſſeth, and we daily more and more are noted. And 

_ fo, with humble remembraunce of our duetyes, we pray God guide youe 
in all your proceadings.

One Thomas Steward, who hath fo vily made report of the 
Queen's Majeſtie and of the Earl of Arran, flandeth hourly upon his diſ- 
peche into Scotland, and paſſeth through England. They here have great 
confidence in him. It is he who hath accuſed all the Scotſmen here. 


To THE RIGHT HONNORABLE 8$IR WILLIAM CECILL KNIGHT, 
PRINCIPALL SECRETARY TO THE QUEENE'S MAJESTIE. 


R Secretarye, After my verie hartie commendations, I arryvid heere 
at Dover this morning, findinge the winde verie ill to paſſe to th 
other fide. But as ſoone as the ſame will ſerve, there ſhall want no reddi- 
neſſe in me (God willing) to gette over. At Graveſende I founde Pro- 
teſtant the French corrour, beinge comme downe that tyde ; and at Can- 
torbury I overtooke Combes, the rrench æmbaſſadour's man. Combes (as 
he tolde me) goith to Roan and Dieppe, for merchandize's ſake : but 
for that he is not unknowne unto youe, and in what ſervice the xrench 
Embaſſadour employeth him; I will leave to yow to conſider the likeli- 
hode of errande. 

Br the waye I had ſome talke with Proteſtant : and emonge other 
diſcourſes he tolde me (talking of Scotlande) that Martigues hath ben all 
this his miſſinge tyme in the northe iſles of Orkeney ; and that he is now 
ſalffelie arryved in Scotlande, with his v111 enſeignes of footemen, and 
well landid them all ; faving that, er one of the ſhippes cowde put all her 
men on lande, there roſe ſuch a ſtorme upon them, that they cowde diſ- 
charg but about 120; and the reſt, beinge as manye, remayninge yet 


30 
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aborde, wer dryven awaye with violent wether, having forced their ancre: 


and that at his comminge thence, there was no word what they wer be- 
comme, and therfore by common opynion loſte. Of this companye was 
captein one whome he callid Grynel ; but he was a ſhore. 

Hx told me alſo, that Martigues beinge landid, and all his ſtuffe taken 
owt, there came in the night one of the queene's rebelles (as Proteſtant 
tearmed him) and, cuttinge the cable, tooke awaye that ſhippe with 
him; but that there was nothing but the bare ſhippe, with her common 
equipaige. He ſaide, that the Frenche ſeek with all their conninge and 
meanes to dryve the Scotts out of the Fyfe ; and, to be the better able fo 
to do, they mynde to buylde a forte betwixt Saint Androwes and Glin- 
corne: that the Scotts loſt at this laſt confli 120 of their men, and the 
French but three: that the queene pouagiere is ſomewhat better reco- 
verid; and that all her ſtudye is, how to compaſſe to gette to her the 
Pryour of St. Androwes, and Kirkaudye ; whome ſhe wayeth more then 
a greate manye of the reſt, 
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He tolde me alſo, that comminge out of Scotlande, he ſaw at North- 
allerton Bonneus and a ſervaunt of Liddingtons ; and that My Lord Wil- 
loughby was in their companye, to bringe them (as he thought) to the 
courte ; and that he beinge ſooner horſid then th other, came before theim. 
He wolde needes perſwade me, that their comminge was to requyre ayde 
of the Queene's Majeſtie, and to labour her to take their parts againſt the 
Frenche. He ſaide, that La Marque was taken within the lymits of Scot- 
lande ; but, for that they that tooke him came galloping after them from 
our border, he judged'(as La Marque's man, who came to London with 
him, and ſpeakith verie good engliſhe, tolde him) that they wer of Ber- 
wike, and appointed fo to do: and yet he ſaide, that one of the Hamil- 
tons, a kinſman of the puke's, hadde him, and caryed him to the puke 
of Chaſtellerault. 

Sivs my comminge to this towne, I have heard the bruict revyvid of 
the rrench King's deathe. The poſtmaſter heere hath ben advertiſed ther- 
of of late from one George Glover, dwellinge at Roan; and the fame was 
confirmid ſins by a Spaignarde comming out of France, and paſſinge this 
waye. And upon ſundaye laſt heere arryvid a french gentleman, namid 
La Croix, of whome the poſtmaſter heere demaunded, what the bruict 
meant. He anſwered, that indeede the French king had ben of late verie 
ſicke, but that he was now well recoverid : and yet was this gentleman 
verie penſif; wherof was conceyved heere otherwiſe then he ſpake. By this 
it ſhulde appeere, that the French Embaſſadour hath had late newes out 
of France. 

AnD, Sir, in what tearmes we ſtand now, you know beſt, And ther- 
fore yf it ſo happen, that, upon any aſſault made by ours upon the French 
(which will breede unkyndneſſe) it ſhulde pleaſe the Queenis Majeſtie to 
write to me therof, and what is to be done, or ſaid to the French by me 
upon their knowledge of the ſame; foraſmuch as it ſemithe to me to be 
of great importance, that her nighnes courrour ſhulde comme through, 
yea and that I may have knowledg therof before the Frenche: therfore 
in that cace, I thinke it not amiſſe (in my ſimple opynion) and wold wiſhe, 
that, uppon any ſuch meſſaige comminge to me, the ports were ſtayde 
univerſally where it ſhulde neede, at the leaſt for two dayes, that the cor- 
rour might be with me before any other might paſſe over ; and that de- 
fence be made, that no man paſſe at that tyme but the corrour with her 
Highnes lettres to me. For uppon any ſuch execution, the ports being 0- 
pen, both the French ſhall have knowledg therof before me, and her Ma- 
jeſtie's lettres ſtayed before they comme to me, and alſo her xighnes af- 
faires therby greatlye hindred: which I leave to your wiſdome to be fur- 
ther 
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ther conſiderid. I have written ſomewhat of other things in My Lord 
admirall's lettre; wherunto I referre yow. And fol take my leave of 
yow : wiſhing yow, in healthe, long and proſperouſe lief. Frum Dover, 
this weinſdaye, xx1111 of January 1559.

T may pleaſe your iajeſtẽ to be advertiſed, that the xv11" of this preſent Mr Kylly- 
we depeched letters unto My Lordes of your Highnes counſaill by two —— th 
10 merchauntis ; th'one named Robert Frere of London, and th'other called Vn, 
William Milles of Briſtowe: the whiche we ſent alſo by the waye of 7% 1523 
Flaundres to your Majeſte's Ambaſſadour there, to be conveyed over; and 
therefore do preſently omit to make repeticion therof; truſting, that th ca. E. v. 
one of the depeches is before this tyme arrived there. = _ 
AND wheras we ſignified hertofore the coming to this court of the Bu- Original 
ſhop elect of Trent and the conte Keingſtein, Ambaſſadours from th'sm- 
pire and th Emperour, to demaunde the reſtitucion of Metz, Toul, and 
Verdun to th'smpire : the ſame ambaſſadors, the 24 of this preſent in 
th'afternone, arrived at Bleais; whether they were conducted from Paris 
20 by the puke de Namurs, and at their entry here received by the puke of 
Nevers, the grand prior, the conte d'Eu, Monſieur de Bourdillon, Mon- 
fieur de Courſolez, and two or three more of thꝰ order; who met them 
on horſbacke out of the towne, well accumpanied, but without bravery 
or any great ſhew at all. Th' ambaſſadors have in their traine about 130; 
wherof there be many gentlemen, and well in order. The cauſe of their 
ſtaye, after their entry into Fraunce, ſo long as they did, is ſaid to be th 
incertainty of anſwer on the frenche xing's behaulfe, to be made unto 
them toching their demaundes for the free townes. And it is thought, 
that the Frenche will not without force render them ; being, as they fay, 
30 of anciennete perteigning unto them ; and that albeit they have of late 
(as it were of new) recovered them, yet the righte therof hathe alwayes 
reſted in them : whiche if it were not, and that the fief therof depended 
upon th Empire; they are not for all that more bounde to render them, 
Vo. I, Tiil 
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then xing Philip is to render Cambray and other places, whiche hold like- 
with of th'empire. Wherupon if th ambaſſadors be not fatisfied 3 then (as 
we do underſtand) they will make ſomme offers unto th Almains, either of 


a greate ſomme of money for their hool right, or of a yearly revenue for 


th acknowledging of feaulty to th Empire; keping till the fame in their 
owne handes, as they have them preſently. So as th'end of this great am- 
baſſade (for ought we can lerne) is judged to turne onely to faire wordes 
and promiſes, to be performed by leiſure. Their lodging, ſpecially the 
conte Keingſtein's, being unfit for ſuche perſonagis, declareth no great re- 
gard had of their coming. 

Tux 26 of this preſent in th'afternone they came to the courte, con- 
ducted thither by the grand prior and Monſieur de Bourdillon; and ſo 
were brought into the King's chamber, where they had audience, the 
King and his counſaill preſent, and very few beſides ſuffered to remaine 
there. The Buſhop of Trent (as we d'underſtand) made a propoſition in 
laten, ſetting furthe the worthines of the late king, and of th'anciennete 
of the realme of Fraunce, with praiſing of the ſame; and ſo proceaded, 
after a great many ceremonious wordes, to declare the cauſe of their ſend- 
ing to be for the demaunding, in the name of th Empire and th Emperour, 
the three free townes. Whiche oration ended, the chancellour of Fraunce 
deſired to have their requeſt in writing, to be by the king and his coun- 
faill conſidered: which they having ready put in order, delivered unto 


him. Wherupon the chauncellour aſked, whether they had any thing 


ellis to ſay. Wherunto they anſwered, that after the xing had declared his 
pleaſure unto them toching theſe townes, they wold ſay that whiche 
they had further to declare unto him. And this was, as farre as we could 
learne, th'effect of their firſt propoſitions made to this king. 

Tux fame 26" day of this preſent, in the fornone, we thought mete 
for your Majeſtie's ſervice to viſit them, one after another: and faid unto 
them, that being left, by your Majeſtie's commaundement, to proſecute 
your Highnes affaires in this court, during th'abſence of your majeſtie's 
Ambaſladour ; knowing th'amitie whiche hathe of long tyme bene be- 
twene th Empire, th Emperour, and the nouſe of England; we thought it 
our partis to viſit them, and t'offer unto them all ſuche things as wherin 
we might do them any ſervice, either by our ſelfes, or by meanes of any 
thing which your Highnes Ambaſſadour had here; with ſuch other wordis 
of office as apperteigned. The Buſhop in few wordes, without any de- 
monſtration of affection, ſimply thanked us, in italien, of th'onour done 
by us unto him: and the conte, by a trucheman, faid unto us, that he 


hartety thanked us for our viſitation ; and that at his returne he wold not 40 
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falle to intimate the ſame to th ꝝmperour; and that, for his parte, he was 
ready to do your Majeſte ſervice, and us ſuche pleaſure as laye in him, 
with great demonſtration of affection; ſaying unto us, that he truſted, 
before his departure hens, to have us at his lodging, and to be better ac- 
quainted with us: wherof we thought good tadvertife your majefts ; 
mooſt humbly beſeching the ſame, upon our knees, to pardon us, if we 
have preſumed herin further then we ought to do; wherunto the conſi- 
deration of your Majeſtie's ſervice hathe moved us. 

Txt puke of Florence of late hathe found out a conſpiracy, imagined 
againſt him by fix gentlemen of his State; wherof he was put in doubt 
more then a twelmoneth agoo. They went to kill him by one of theſe 
three meanes; that is to ſaye, in his counſaill chamber, with daggers; in 
going abrode in the ſtretis, by harquebuze ſhot out of Puccio Puccio his 
houſe, (who was one of the conſpirators ;) or ellis, upon ſomme feſtivall 
daye, in laying a ſecret traine of gonnepowder under the grounde, to be 
blowne up, as he ſhuld be at churche, in the place he accuſtomed to fit 
to heare ſervice. Many were ſuſpected. And whiles the mater was in 
tryall, the bruict of th'impriſonment of diverſe gentlemen was faid to be 
for forcing of a nunnery. And in th'end, without torture, the mater was 
manifeſted ; and foure gentlemen, named Pandolfo Puccio, (ſonne to car- 
dinall Puccio) who was greatly favored by the puke, and the chief conſpi- 
ratour, Stoldo Calvacanti, (brother to Bapt. Calvacanti,who is in England) 
Lorenzo di Jacopo de Medici, (a kinſman of the Quene mother here) and 
one Puccio Puccio, were taken and executed. Bernardino di Rafaello 
Corbinelli and Ricciardo Millaneſi, two others of the conſpirators, eſcaped 
awaye. Some gentlemen more were apprehended, but founde innocent. 
Amongis other queſtions miniſtred unto th'offenders, it was aſked, whe- 
ther any prince had encouraged them herunto. They denyed: and faid, 
their meaning was to provide for the liberty of their countrey ; which, by 
the deathe of the puke, they judged facil to be brought to paſſe. 

Tux ſaid puke, becauſe that the port towne of Livorno is found an in- 
commodious dwelling place, namely in winter, being altogether envi- 
rouned with a marriſhe, wherby the ſame is moche diſpeopled ; and alſo 
for that, by meanes of uneaſy travailling in winter for laborers, plowgh- 
men and others of the countrey, the tillage of the grounde, and a great 
part of the commodite of the puke and his people is decayed, and his 
countrey not fully peopled : to provide for theſe incommodites, he hathe 
begonne, three miles of into the landward, at a place called Mantignano, 


to caſte the foundation of a little towne and caſtle, of half an Italien mile 
40 compaſſe, The ſaid puke conducted the puke of Ferrare, his ſonne in 
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lawe, to Piſa, and fo to Caſtelnuovo di Garfagnana; and very ſhortly 
dothe ſend his doughter to Ferrare; whiche the puke of Ferrare hathe re- 
quired, 

Tus new Pope, according to th'uſe of others before him, hathe taken 
to name Pius quartus; and hathe, to beginne withall, named pon Juan 
de Medicis, the puke of Florence's ſecond ſonne, and pon Luigi de To- 
ledo, the puke of Alva his brother ſonne, cardinalles, And it is ſaid, that 
pon Luigi d Eſte, brother to the puke of Ferrare, who is here in thiscourte, 
is like to be named a cardinall alſo, The diſpoſition of this rope to have 
a generall counſaill, and to be therat himſelf, contynuethe ſtill, There is 10 10 
great difficulty judged to be in th'indifferency of the place to be appoinct- 
ed for th'aflembly, and of the declaring of th opinions of the learned men, 
to be ſent from the princes thither. 

IT is ſaid, that wheras the laſte puke of Savoy borowed of ts Bernatis 
(a canton of the Suiſſers) diverſe ſommes of money, for the repaiment 
wherof he engaiged diverſe townes unto them, whiche they have kept 
ever ſithens; the puke preſent hathe not onely fallen to an agreement 
with them for payment of the principall of his father's debt, and for the 
receiving of the townes engaiged into his owne handes, but alſo hathe 
accorded to make an alliaunce with the reſt of the cantons (as hath bene 20 20 
heretofore) for defence th'one of th'other. And, amongis other thingis, we 
are informed, that Geneva is contented to render itſelf to th'andes of the 
puke ; upon condition, that he ſhall ſuffer them to contynew in their 
religion, till ſuche tyme as the ſame by the generall counfaill ſhal be or- 
dered and ruled univerſally. 

Tux Turque greatly threatenethe the Venetians: who albeit they do 

offer to ſee the cauſer of the killing of the Janniſſeris, whiche were ſet to 
garde the ſhip laden with corne at Conſtantinople, puniſhed ; yet the 
Turque is not therwithall ſatisfied, but maketh all the preparation he can 
againſt the Venetians: who, on their partis, ſlack not to make proviſion 30 N 
for the rencontre, and to furniſhe themſelfis of good captains bothe by 
land and ſea. 

Tux 20" of this preſent there was a man executed here at Bleais, who 
lately, with a companion, travailled abrode in the countrey, to ſeke faire 
children to uſe their blood for curing of a diſeaſe whiche, they ſaid, the 
King had; alledging, they had a commiſſion fo to do. Th one of them 
uſed to goo before, to make ſerche for them; and th other came after, to 
aſke if ſuche a man had bene there for ſuche a purpoſe: wherupon the 
people made lamentation for their children; and he toke upon him to 


helpe to diſcharge them, and to cauſe their names to be put out of the 40 
boke. 
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boke. And thus they abuſed, for their commodite, a multitude of peo- 
ple. In th end, after they had a good tyme uſed this practiſe from place 
to place; and, for forbearing to take the names, and ſtaying to let chil- 
dren blood, to ſee if the ſame were clere, gaigned moche money; at a 
towne in Berry they were miſtruſted, and required to the ſhewing of their 
commiſſion: whiche opened the miſtery of the matter; and th'one of 
them was therupon taken and executed, and th'other eſcaped awaye. 
Whiche was the cauſe of a proclamation, that all ſache as were ſuters a- 
bout the court for pardons ſhuld abſent themſelfis, and leave their ſutes; 
and alſo of another, that no man ſhuld be ſo hardy, upon paine of deathe 
and preſent execution, to ſaye any thing of the king his deformitie, cal- 
ling him camu, or otherwiſe diformed in his face; as he is indeede full 
of pimples and ſkallis (we meane not ſcawles) notwithſtanding. : The 
rrenche qQuene hath ben ſick, and hath had thre fits of a fever; re 
cauſeth her to loke very pale and weakly. 
Mx underſtand, that thꝰ only cauſe of De Cievre's ng into England 
is to uſe the Engliſhmen with faire wordis, and to gaine the tyme, till op- 
portunite may ſerve to do otherwiſe: and this is his chief commiſſion, 
the more t' abuſe your Majeſtie. The French make ſo ſmall accompt of 
theSkottiſmen, as they make no difficulty to atcheive their purpoſes in 
Scotland: theyr only feare is of your Majeſtie's ſhips and men of war; 
and the ſame not otherwiſe, but becauſe they are altogether unprovided ; 
makeing not moche more accompt of th'one, then of th' other. WE 
underſtand, that there be diverſe French ſhips adventurers ſent furth out 
of Rochel, who ſay, that they take their voyage towardis Braſil: under 
colour wherof, they have lately met with-diverſe engliſh ſhips, and have 
taken of them, being charged with wine, of ſomme three or foure tonnes, 
and of ſomme others more-orlefle, to furniſne their proviſion. And in 
caſe the ſhips had bene laden with more riche merchandize for their pur- 
poſe ; it is thought, the French old not have let them eſcape ſo good 
cheape. There be alſo many ſhips thereabouts . . preparation towardes 
Newland for fiſh. Whither it be for that purpoſe or not, and what num- 
ber they be; we truſt, your Majeſty is otherwiſe better informed: for the 
King here mindeth nothing ellis but peaxe, warre notwithſtanding. - 
Tux Marquis d' Albeuf is at... and ſomme thinke, he ſhall goo ftrong- 
er then he did lately. There \ is no certaine newes of Martigues, - Of late 
one of his captain arrived at the court; who ſayeth, that he himſelf land- 
ed in Scotland tothe number of foureſcore men, part of one of theenſeignes 
wherof he had charge: and that before he could lande the reſt, a ſtorme 
beganne to riſe, whiche loſte his ancars, and drove him thens backe againe 
Vor. I. K k k K 
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as farre as Hollande; from whence he came to the court through Flaun- 
dres. There is alſo a Scottes monk arrived here, who came out of Scot. 
land... agoo: who reportethe, that the Quene powzger was at Edinbo- 
row ; and that the Frenchmen by an outrode had taken Sterling caſtle: 
that your Majeſtie hath fourten grete ſhips upon the ſea, and a good num- 
bre of men of war northward, He arrived in Flandres, from whens he 
came hither by lande, 
IT is ſaid, that the puke of Savoy hathe required to have the townes in 
Piemont whiche the Frenche kepe, upon ſomme condition; whiche theſe 
men like not, and therfore have made refuſall to render them as yet. Bri- 10 I 
fac retorneth thens, and ſhall have the government of Picardy, which 
th'Admirall hath forgone ; and Monſieur de Bourdillon ſhal be ſeat in his 
place: and ſuch ſouldiors as cum thence ſhall goo with puke d'Aumalle 
into Scotland; who ſhall be accompanied with the puke Longueville, the 
prince of Mantua, and the conte Rokandolf. They heere have gyven or- 
der, as we are informed, for the making of four gret ſhips out of hand. 
Of late two noblemen of this court, in talke of the maters of England, 
queſtioned th one with th other, wherfore the Engliſhmen were permit- 
ted to have fo gret an eye fore upon this ſea coſt as Jarſey and Garnſey. 
One of them anſwered, that it was but a ſufferaunce; and that perhaps, 20 20 


er long were to, they ſhuld not trouble them any more. De Foix, De 


la Fumee, and La Porte, who were taken with Bourg, are ſet at liberty, 
and reſtored to all their livinges and goodes. The puches of Valenti- 
nois, to rid her ſelf of ſomme trouble, is contented (as it is ſaid) to reſigne 
to the puke d' Aumale, after her deathe, her chiefeſt houſe and lordſhips: 
wherupon the ſaid puke ſhal be called puke de van and his ſonne 
conte d' Aumale. 
THe ſmall credit the Frenchmen have with the merchantes (with 
whome they have uſed all the meanes they can to get monny, and can- 
not be credited) cauſeth them here to ſtay all the xing's revenues in their 30 30 
handes, and to paye no more then very preſent neceſſitie forceth them: 
wherby all men are diſcontented. And, for the laſte refuge, all ſtran- 
gers are anſwered, that if they can finde any offices or confiſcations to con- 
tervayl their debtes, that they ſhal be graunted unto them; and other 
ſatisfaction can they get none: whiche hath alienated the harts of all 
ſuch, as of long tyme have ſerved them. And amongis all the penſioners 
heere, only the conte Rokindolph is fatisfied and payd; and not onely 
his penſion, but alſo his demaines whiche he injoyed in France confir- 
med unto him. There is order given him for the levyeng of a regiment 
of footemen; and the like for two hundred piſtoliers, to be employed 49 40 
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towardis Scotland. The 18th of this preſent, the scottis cumpeny of 
men at armes were muſtered; amonge whome no monny was payd: 
and only Hamulton, Erle of Arrain his lieutenant, is diſcharged of his 
office. | 

Tae cardinall of Turnon, who hathe bene an old counſaillour in the 
tyme of King Frauncis, this Kingis grandfather, is ſent for to Rome, and 
named to be a counſaillour of th' affaires in this court at his returne. There 
is here a bruict againe of the wynnyng of Tripoli by the Spaniardis. We 
underſtand, that ſince the kingis being at Barleduc, a ſervaunt of the 
conte of Emden hathe bene thriſe here, and diſpetched home. It is 
ſuppoſed to be for the furniture of ſhips at that port, for conveieing of 
men out of Germany for Scotland. Chevalier de Cievre hath reaported, 
before his going hens, that ſuche men of war as the French king ſent 
hens into Scotland, are diſpetched thither onely becauſe (the warres being 
now ended) they ſhuld cauſe no trouble at home. The French convey 
all the ſtones at Guines by water to the fortification at Calles; wher, for 
all the bruict of fortifying, there is fo litle done, as theyr ingeneir ther, 
becauſe he cannot be paid, is departed from the rrench king's ſervice in- 
to Italy. It is ſaid here, that certaine ſhips of England have ſpoiled 
three ſhips; who, under colour of going to Brafil, went further upon ad- 
venture, and had before met with ſome engliſh ſhips, and tetorned the 
men in their ſhirts, and the ſhips home againe to Newhaven, from whens 
they ſet furthe. By letters of the 12th of this preſent, the French Am- 
baſſadour by the ordynary hath ſignified hither, that your Majeſte's ſhips 
have taken two scottes ſhips ſent into France by the ene Dowager, It 
is reapported, that there hathe bene of late, by meanes of the great tem- 
peſtis, diverſe ſhipwrackis of merchauntis veſſelles in all parts. 

THE Lord d' Aubigny of late made ſute to have the Erle Arrain his band 
of men at armes: which hathe bene refuſed him flatly. They wold have 
had him conduct men into Scotland: and he anſwered, he wold take no 
charge of Frenchmen. Upon whiche pikis, and other miſliking, he hathe 
given up his othar, his own band of men at armes; whiche are given to 


the conte d Ew; and ſo is departed from the courte. Hamulton is ſent 


for to cum thither; where, it is judged, he ſhall not receive good intreat- 
ment. The vrince of Janvile (it is faid) ſhall have th Erle of Arraine 
his campeny of men at armes; and kepe the fame, till it be ſeen, how 


the maters of Scotland ſuccede, and what end they ſhall have. Proteſ- 


tant the curror arrived here the 28th of this preſent. The Frenche 
King, as it is ſaid, the 5th of February removeth hens towardes Amboiſe; 


40 and wil be 15 dayes in going thither, And thus having non other oc- 
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currencis to ſignify unto your Majeſte, we beſeche God long to preſerve 
the ſame in kealthe, wealthe and all proſperite. From _ the 28th

Orginal. dour by the queene's Majeſtie; with whome I had ſome communication: 

whome Ientreteynid the lenger, to th' ende that I might learn his bumour, 

and ſomewhat aecipher bim. Which having done, in myne opinion, as much as 

half or three quarters of an houre's talke wold permit; I thought it my moſt 


bownden duetye to lette your Lordſhippes underſtand as much as T conceive 20 


of him; and of his ſending at this time: prayenge your nonnours, that if the 
ſame be any thinge paſſionate, or otherwiſe concei vid by me of him then heer- 
after ſhall appecte by his dealinges with you; yet that yow will do me that 
grace, as to thinke, that the-alleadgeaunce I owe to the qQueene's Majeſtie, 
the greate good ztale I beare to my countrey, and theſe mens diſguiſings and 
faunings, ſo well knowne, ta all your Lordſhips (which wwe have bought full 
deere, and therfor ſbuld btteare of them) make me preſently ſomewhat to 
aye therin. And the rather, for that / eare will be given to honied wordes, 
if ſveete languaige will perſuade, if ſpeaches well applyed and couched will 


be helevid, if large offers of things and eſect of nothing will worke ; not ſhall 30 


your Lordthippes know, that he that can do all theſe things it nau arrived 
1th you; nw ſhall yow well perceyve; that the enchanter is cum a lande, 
and will not faile to applye his hole powre to worke that that he can as con- 
ningly 
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ningly handle as anye man that I know in France, yea in Europe. 
I HAvE alreadye (but briefly) touchid him to your Lordſhips maiſter ſe- 


cretary, as much as the tyme and place wolde permitte. But having now 


better commoditie and cloſer meanes to ſaye ſomewhat more, your Lord- 
ſhippes ſhall underſtande, that this man hath ben from his yougth trayn- 
ed up in Italy, Spayne, Portugall, Almain, and all other places where wiſe- 


dome and experience ar to be learned. He knowith Scotland as well as the 


countrey man. Our countrey is not unknowne unto him. He ſpeakith ma- 
nye tongues. He hath not ben in theſe countreys to learne the tongues one- 


10 lye; but he hath fo by experience and good judgement bridlyd his awne

nature and affectionid paſſions, uherewith this nation is full fraught, that 
he is no more French by utward ſhew than Italien, no more Italien then 
Spanyarde, no more Spaniard in pride then Douch, nor ſeemith to be more 
maliciouſe nor ſuſpicious, then if he never dealte with anye that ar touch- 
id therwith. And as for ſobryetie; I neede none otherwiſe deſcrybe him, 
then he well ſhewithe. Having theſe things, rare in this nation; he is, in 
myne opinion, kepte in ſtore as a /elef veſſel, to be employed in ſuch a time 
as this is, and to be alone maker of a diſſemblid frenſhip and a ſoone broken 
peace. 

Your Lordſhippes do well know, in what tearmes thes men ſtand nom, 
and knowing that, the ſame can verie well conſider, what they can not de- 
viſe to pleaſe their neighbours for a tyme: which, emong others, we have 


felt, toour ſmart. And the men that now rule here are no ſtrangers unto your 


Lordſhips: their ambition, with defire to reign, doth appeere daily: their in- 
clination towards us is well knowne : the matters they have taken in hand 
in the name of their niepce, and to her behouf as they ſaie, ar large arguments 
of their intents : their new ordres and renforces for that entent, to be ready 
in April, confirmith the ſame. Which if they ſhulde now relinquiſhe, and 
ſhrinke from their begynnings ; they might 7hinke, their honour much touch- 
ed, and to have deſervid but ſmalle thanks of their maiſter in time to come 
and the rule of France to be little beholding to them, to ſpende ſuch ſoms of mo- 
ney, and conſume ſo many men, and ſo litle good come of it. 

Bur, amids all theſe their meanings and countings without their hoſt, 
conſideringe, how manye ſackes ar comme to the mylne at ones unlookid 
for, and that they have mo irons in the fire then they made accompt of ; having 
now to beſturre themſelfes for the good and quiette of thistheirawnerealme, 
which is mer velbuſiy to be fearid, the factions in religion ſpringing every 
where ; having alſo todeale preſently with the Empire, from whence are now 
Ambaſſadors ſent hither to demand reſtitution of their towns, as we hear ſay ; 


and that they ar not able to enbarke any Almaynes for their pourpoſe, wher- 
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of they erſt affurid theim felfs: theſe things fallinge out in theſe ſortes, he- 
ales many other matters not every where knowne ; they muſt now employe all 
their wittes, how to ſpeake faire, and ſo to winne tyme, til the brunt be over- 
blowne, and their coffres in ſomewhat better caſe. 
I pouBT not, but this Ambaſſadour commithe to the queene's Majeſtie 
furnisſhed with commiſſion large ynough ; with offer, in wordes, of as ma- 
ny things as all men hal at the firſt fight judge to be reaſonable, And e- 
monge other things, I judge, he will offre, that the xing his maſter aui 
revoke his forces out of Scotland, leaving there not above four hundred men : 
and that all that is done ſhal be forgotten, and all diſpleaſures pardonid ; 10 5 
all ſuſpicions of hoſtilite, and occaſions of pyke and unkyndneſſe taken 
awaye, and ſo becomme greate frends. 
THESE indeede ar goodlye offres, and godlye to be embracid; yf the 
I ue wolde anſwer to the beginning. But this beinge done, and all frendlye 
compowndid, the Queen s Majeſtie's provifions revokid, her ſhips laide up, 
her men retyrid, miſtruſt baniſhed, and we brought a bed with fair words; 
thoſe few Frenchmen remaining in Scotland ſhall fynde the meanes to be- 
trappe a few of the Queen's Majeſtre's friends there, whom they know to be 
their greatiſt party; and having them at their devocion, will litle care what | 
the reſt can worke againſt them; and by theſe meanes make their faction 20 20 
jo great, ſome for money, others for company, and mo for feare, that then 
ſhall it be unpoſſible to thinke to do that that maye now in effect be com- 
paſſid. And ſo by theſe meanes ſpall thoje four hundred men, which will be 
judgid at the firft fight farre unable to conquer Scotland, or do any great feate 
there, do more for this King's aſſurance of the Scots ſubjettion and our annoy- 
ance hereafter, then greate powres can be able to do as things ſtande now. 
And unles the Queen's Majeſtie fende the meanes to have as great @ party in 
Scotland as the French (which, i, ſhe give eare to this Ambaſſador's enc hante- 
ments, her Highnes ſhall never have) ſhe muſt looke aſſuridlye, that with- 
in few yeres /he ſhall have as dangerous eſtate, as (ſpeaking with reverence) 30 30 
any is this daye in Europe. 
Tux reamedye wherof is to take time as it ſerveth, and beate the iron 
while it is hote. Your Lordſhippes know, in what cace the French are, when 
they fall to entreateing; (who, as the proverbe is, ar plus battable que traic- 
table) and ſo thinke theim to be af a hw ebbe : and being ſo, now may her 
Majeſtie ſhew her greatneſſe ; now maye ſhe make theſe men call to remem- 
braunce the injuries done to her brother, King Edward the fixth ; wherem theſe 
rulers here were then miniſters andof counſel: who (King Edward having his 
realm in an uprore and commotton, and in danger of his perſon) came, con- 
trary to his promes and oth affirmid by his honor, to Bullen; and there carried 40 40 
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away certein peeces, which afterward cauſid the loſſe of the hole. But even 
as he ſtickid not then to ſtaine his honour and falſe his promeſſe, to compas his 
fourpoſe : ſo, I truſt, your Lordſhippes will be perſwadid, that the faire fla- 
terings and fwete languaige of this King's miniſters there with you do ſerve for 
nothing elles but to wyne tyme, and diſſwade her nighnes from theeſe 
forcemakings ; and ſo afterwards to worke their willes there with better o- 
portunite, and our greater danger. 

Bor I truſt, that your Lordſhippes will not thinke, that I aggravate 
theſe matters, as one more inclinid to war then to peace. But for the jaloſy I 


10 have of theſe mens double dealings, together with the lothfulneſſe that is in 


me to /ee us circumventid with craft under coulour of frenſbip, and deſyre 
I have to diſcharge my duetye to my countrey and my ſoverayne; being 
employed in this place of truſt, and where I ſee and heere more then 
abſent men can do; I cannot but utter my conſcience, together with my 
fimple adviſe unto your Lordſhips in theeſe caſes; moſt humbly befech- 
inge the ſame to conſider the mater, as to indempnitie of the cace a- 
perteynithe: to whoſe grave wiſedomes and judgements I referre the 


hole.

From the Queen Dowager ef Scotland, and the principal miniſters of 


20 the French in Scotland, this diſcours and adviſe is advertiſid hither : that 


the Earl of Arran, the Prior of Saint Andrews, the Earle of Argyle, the 
Lorde of Grange, Lidington, Boneus, and four or five more, be the hole and 
onely upholders of the rebellion, and the only impediments to the French pro- 
cedings. Wherefor the Queen Dowager doth conjel, that no meanes be left 
undon, nor unſaid, to avoyd the breach with England preſently ; not doubt- 
ing, but by more calme meanes, and hereafter in tyme leſs ſiaſpected, theſe 
few which be . . . . ſhall be taught by one meanes and other to know them 
ſelfes. Then, jayeth ſhe, France ſhall be better able to do what they meane, 
England leſſe able, for ſundry cawſes as ſbe allegith, to defend it ſelf or ayd 

zo others, Scotland in moſt eaſy caſe to be uſed and applyed as it pleafith them. 
And ſpeaking of England, ther is a lewd diſcours of the Quene of England 
(a very falſe proneſtication, or els God forbid) and of the ſequele and events 
which are to take place in England ſhortly ; with large aſſurance, that their 
pourpoſes ſhall by theſe meanes take good effect. 

IT is comme to my knowledge this morninge, for a trothe, that the 
Viſdame de Chartres is departed to God, at his houſe La Ferte, xxtv 
leagues from Paris: and therfore, if any of your Lordſhippes do mynde 
to ſend anye horſes or other preſent to him, it ſhal be better done to 
ſtaye them, then ſend them over hither to be loſte, at the leaſt till your 


40 Lordſhipps heere further herof, And fo I pray God longe to preſerve

bis own with I am ſomme what perplexyd, and, to be playne with you, ſomewhat 
nd affered, The fyrſte ys to reamember you, that yt ys mete, you do be- 
thynke you, what ys to be done yn caſſe the Emperour, French King, King 
of Spain do admytte the Pope's condytions for the generall cowncell : and 
that yn goode ſeaſon meyns be made, how hyr Majeſtie may be trewly 
and ſubſtancially advertyſyd, whether the King of Denmark, King of Swe- 
den, Pole, and the pryncis proteſtants, woll ſend theyre Legatts thyther :

AGEYNE yt may lyke you, that I put you yn reamembrance for my re- 
vocation, ſynce thys prynce hathe cheangid hys ambaſlador. Charitie, 

30 . reaſon, and policie caulythe on you ſo to do. Theyre ys a watche word 
gevyne me, that ſomme one uſyd abowte you yn veri goode truſt, and 

40 ſuche on as hathe to do with dyſſypherynge, ys a inſtrument for theſe men 
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here: therefore my poore advyſe ys, that you lay ſomme good watche 
for a tyme uppon ſuche as you knowe have to do with ſuche doyngs; and 
that they rehaunt and reſorte may bemarkyd, or ſome abowte them made 
overſeers off them. I pray you, syr, durynge my abode here, let ſomme 
abowte you wryte unto me frome tyme to tyme how thyngs paſſe; other- 
wyſe I ſhall be moche to ſeke, my credytt amongſt ſuche as I ſhall have 
to do with dekeyed, and hyr Majeſtie's ſervyſe moche hynderyd. Thus!

To THE RIGHT HONNOURABLE SIX WILLIAM CECILL KNIGHT, THE 
QUEENE'S MAJESTIE'S PRINCIPALL SECRETARY, 


R SECRETARY, this bearer Thomas Keys, whome I have namid in 


ving ben heere in this courte about his maſter's affaires, and now retourn- 
inge into Scotland, deſireth to paſſe through Englande ; and for that pour- 
poſe hathe requeſtid me to recommende him unto yow, for th' obteyn- 
inge of his paſſeport: which for dyvers reſpects, I thought, I cowde not 
refuſe to do; and ſo require yow to ſhew him your good favour therin 
accordinglye. | 

Wareras I wrote in my laſt lettres of the fourth of this preſent, that I 
was then readye to departe out of this towne towards the courte: I have 
thought meete for dyvers good cauſes, and for the Queen's Majeſtie's ſer- 
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my former lettres Thomas Kyre, ſervaunt to th Earle of Huntley, ha- 
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vice, to flay here two or three dayes longer ; as yow ſhall further under- 
ſtande, when I ſhall have better meanes therunto. I alſo advertiſid at 
that tyme My Lords of the counſell and other, that it was told to me that 


morninge for a trothe, that the viſdame de Chartres was departed to God. 


But I underſtande finds, that he is not yet dead, ſomewhat recoverid, but 
not without great danger. I heere, that th' Embaſſadours of th' Em- 
pyre, of whome I wrote before, have ben at the courte, and ſpoken with 
the King about their legacion. Who hath made them anſwer: firſt, as 
for the generall cownſell to be kepte, (wherof they alſo movid him) that 
he was yet yonge; and that in reſpect therof he will be contented to be 
ordrid by the rope and other great potentates, to whome he doth re- 
ferre the determination and orderinge of that matter. And as for reſti- 
tution of the free townes that he holdithe, he requirid reſpite of ſix monethes 
to make them anſwer theruppon. So that upon theſe anſwers they have 
taken their leave, as I heere, the ſeconde of this monethe, and ſo comme 
awaye. 

T HEAR ſtill fd Aumale's going, as ] have written; and now ] hear 
alſo, that he goeth ſhortly to Mets: and whether it be to defend that; or 
the better, under that coulour, to prepare himſelf and bis company againſt 
the time of his long ſpoken of vcyaige, I know not. T hear alſo, that the 
Marques d Elbeuf's going into Scotland is ſtay d: (whether it will proove 
ſo or no, I thinke yow ſhall be better advertiſed from that coaſt, then I 
can learne it heere; «whereof I looke to bear more, ſhortly too) and alſo, that 
La Broſſe commith ſhortly out of Scotland, and paſſeth through England. 
Theſe men (I underſtande) are ſomwhat perplex upon ſome points of Proteſ- 
tant's comming: for what it is, I cannot yet learne. IT hear alſo, that the 
cardinall of Lorraine ſaid, that th Earl of Huntley deſervid rather to 
be chaſtiſid as a rebell, than payed his pencion, and entretained as a friend; 
and that he that is not with him is againſt him. 

Mods 1E UR d' Aubigny hath (as I am enfourmid) gyven over his com- 
panye of fiftye men at armes. The cauſe therof, as I heere, was, that he 
demandid to have had th' Earle of Arrain's companye, being scottiſhmen; 
and faide, that yf he had not that, he wolde gyve over his ane; for that 


he wold not have the leading of Frenchmen ; wheruppon the puke of 


Guiſe tooke him at his wourde: and fo departid, diſcharged therof, in 
greate angre; his company beinge appointid ſtreight to the conte d' Eu, 
the puke of Nevers eldiſt ſonne; and th' Earle of Arrain's companye to 
the prince of Jenville, eldiſt ſonne to the puke of Guile, Sins which tyme 
I heere, that the faid d' Aubigny hath ben ſent for to the courte agayne, 
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and much made of; and is thought, that he ſhall have his companye a- 
gayne. Baron de la Garde, I heere, is gon to Marſeilles, and there is 
fallen ſicke. They ſpeake till of galleys for our ſeas againſt this next ſum- 
mer. The king is departid from Blois; and wil be at Vendoſme, (ſeven 
leagues thence) as I heere, theſe eight or ten dayes. 

IT hath ben tolde me fins my comminge to this towne, that 27 zs de- 
terminid, that ſoun after my arrivall at the court, I and mine ſhall be ſe- 
queſtrid. Whether it be true or no, I know not: but if it proove true, 
then /hall I have no meanes to write to any body, or otherwiſe deviſe how 
to ſend you worde thereof, but by the King of Spain's Ambaſſador ; where- 10 
of I am not ſure neither: for being in that taking, J. ſhall be ſo ftraitly 
looked to, that neither I, nor none of my men, ſhall have any conference with 
him or any of bis; as, I underſtande, Mr Wotton was handelid at two ſe- 
veral times of breach. And therefore if you have any word from me there- 
of by meanes of the ſaid Ambaſſadour, it ſhall be an adventure : if not from 
me, and that he will do ſo much as to let you know it by ſome good meanes ; 
(wherof I will move him at my firſt coming to the court) then the Queen's 
Majeſtie ſhall be the more beholding to bim; and he ſhall well deſerve thanks 
at her Highnes handes, and to be otherwiſe confiderid far his good inclinaci- 

on towards England; which he hath well ſhewed ſince he came to ſerve here. 20 
And therfore I muſt needs require yow to have an eye to thoſe Ambaſſa- 
dors and hoſtaiges with you. 

Uron myne audience of the Frenche king, I thinke I ſhall have occa- 
fion to depeche to yow ; and ſo maye yow heere from me ſhortly, if I 
be not reſtrainid : but if you do not, and that wind and wether hindre not 
the paſſaige; then may you imagin ſome ſuch thing to be happenid to me.

AND Sir, conſidering in what cace things now ar; and therfore for 
that yow can well conſider, how much it importethe, that you heere from 
me, and moſt of all, that I heere often from yow : I pray you, let me crave 
of the queene's Majeſtie and you, that her nighnes ſtick not at the ſpend- 
ing a litle money now in ſending to and fro; that things maye therby be 
the fuller underſtanden how they ſhall paſſe from tyme to tyme : wherin 
her nighnes ſhall fynde great ſervice, which cannot but ſerve her to good

And the meſſaige being done to 
he Coune®* the cardinall of Lorrayne (the xing and puke of Guiſe beinge abrode a 
3 huntinge) he made anſwer, that I might come when I wolde: but for 
15438 that the king taryed not there longe, and from thence wolde go to Ven- 
Parzsz, doſme, where he wold not remayne above a daye, and thence to Chaſ- 
oe teau Renart, there to abide but three or fowre dayes, and ſo ſtaye no tyme 
— at any place till he came to Amboiſe; he ſaide, that, theeſe being no pla- 
ces of receipt, I cowde have none audyence, till the xing came to Am- 
boiſe; where, he ſaide, he wolde be about vii 1 dayes hence. By this 
your Honnours can well gather, that they have no great fancy to hear 
me, nor to my coming to the court, though they have long defired to have me 
in their contrey: that they ſhift me off for audience, under coulour of no 
place meete to receive me, till the King come to Amboiſe. And yet am I well 
enfourmed, that Vendoſme is a good towne ; and fo is Chaſteau Renart a ve- 
ry good bourg : but ſuch coulours lack they none, when they are diſpoſed to da- 

hy with men: | 
Ar ur Jones being at the courte (for I ſent him to demaunde audience) 
Juch as wer of his familier acquaintance, as well French, Italien, as others, 
uſed themſelfes very firangely unto bim; and in ſted of frendly entretayne- 
ment, which he hath heertofore receyved at their handes, they now ſhrank 
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from him, and being ſaluted wold make no contenance again. Wherefore, 
my Lordes, I cannot but think, that this kinde of dealing pronoſtiketh ſome 
jalouſye they have conceived of the Queen's Majeſtie's doings to their litle 
commodity ; as indeede I have ben advertiſed, that they beginne marvelouſly 
to ſuſpect and miſtruſt now indede.

myne to My Lords of the counſell. And I hope, yow will not forgette to 
uſe your French Ambaſſadours in like fort : unleſſe you will ſay, that they 
here delay the matter as long as they can, thinking that my coming to the 
court will put them by ſome of their paſtymes, and therefore uſe them as long 
as they can, and fo by this meanes to beare with them; or elles that they 
wold hear how their new Ambaſſadour ſpeedeth in England, before they give 
me audience. I have thought good to ſend this depeche into Flaundres 
by an expreſſe meſſenger; as well for the ſpedier and fauf delyvery of it 
there to Mr Greſſam's hands, as alſo for further ſervice very neceſſary to 
be done, whatſoever ſhall come of this world; as yow ſhall further under- 
ſtand herafter. | 
AND, Sir, for that I have not heard out of England fins my departure 
from thence; I know not how your matters have paſſed there, nor how 
things go forwarde. But yf yow ſee, that things will not grow fo ſoone in- 
to tearmes that will cauſe a breach; T beſech you to conſider my cace, and 
the Queen's Majeſtie's ſervice, You know, and have ſeene from good 
authorite, how odzous I am to theſe men; and how they have ben put out 
of doubt (as yow know, and by whome) that I have ben the only fturrer 
and worker of all that is done : which they conceiving of me, you can well 
conſider, how able and meete T ſhall be to do any thing to their liking. 
You ſee, that in this ſuſpicious time they change their Ambaſſadour with 
you; both to have a new miniſter with the Queen's Majeſtie, who comonly 
at their firſt coming be very wellcome, and alſo to take awaye th' occaſion 
of ſuſpicion or other fault that you may perhaps have conceived againſt the 
other Ambaſſadour.

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I TRUST, the queene's Majeſtie doth not meane, that I ſhall ende my 
ſervice all at ones, and be made unapt to be received another tyme abrode, 
through the opinion that they here begin to have of me allready; which 
muſt needes happen unto me, if I abide the brunt, and tary out till things 
grow to extremities. To remeady this, yf it wolde pleaſe her nigh- 
nefle, by th example of theſe men in this cace, to ſend hither ſuch a one as 
were grateful unto them ; as either Mr Maſon, Mr Mewtas, Chaloner, 
or Sidney, of whom I know they have good opinion; it wold do no harme 
to her Highnes's ſervice: and ſo ſbuld not I depart alltogether with that 
10 opinion that beginnith to be rooted in them of me, and alſo put them to like 
charges for Ambaſſadors. Mary, if yow thinke, that things will grow to 
ſuch paſſe ſo ſhortly, that none can be ſent before the execution therof'; then 
is there no remeady, and in that cace I muſt take patience to abide that ſhall 
light uppon me : if not, then do J eftſoones require you to have ſuch regard 
hereunto, as may ſtand with her nHighneſſe honnour and my poore honeſty. 
I will not make anye longe diſcours unto yow heerof, but onely rough 
hew it, and ſo referre it to your good conſideracion: requeſting yow, that 
I maye be remembrid with oftener lettres from yow then heeretofore 1 
have ben, or elles manye things maye quaile heere; which wer no great 
20 advantaige to the Queene's Majeſtie.

defirous to hear from you or that happen) and allo in conſideration of that 
that I have written to my Lord Admiral touching the Marques departure, 
to ſende this by this bearar the right waye with diligence : who needith 
no retourn, for that he commith no more hither. When you write next 
hither, in myne opinion you ſhall do well to ſend a courour ; for he ſhall bet- 
ter paſſe then a private man. 

AnD Sir, in caſe it ſo happen, that either by occaſion from hence, or by 
ſome doing ther by you, things breake out to inimity; you ſhall do well to be 
informed, in myne opinion, at Mr Wotton's hands, how he hath been uſed 10 1 
heretofore twiſe in this court, when things have grown to ſtrange termes 
between us; and like as the French in like cafis do ſequeſter Ambaſſadors, 
that their Ambaſſador who ſhall be there, if you fall out, be uſed in like 


fort, and ſent to ſome place out of the common way from London and from 
the water fide. For the better uſing of whiche mater, youe ſhall do well 


to cauſe ſome gentleman to be appointed to attend upon the ſaid Ambaſſador ;

I may pleaſe your majeſts to be advertiſed, that the xx of this preſent EB 
ene I depeched an expreſſe meſſenger with lettres to the fame: wherby, 
Queen. amongs other advertiſments, I ſignified, that myne audience was differred 
—_— till the French King's arrivall at Amboiſe, which is v111 dates after I ſent 
= therfore ; together with my poor adviſe for your Majeſtie's proceedings at this 
Orrice, ÞY eſent. 
From we I Do underſtand ſithens, that upon knowledge ſent to this court from Scot- 30 
dee land gf the defaitting of five enſigns of Frenchmen (wherewith they are very 
greatly perplexed) the French King hath ſent commiſſion to the Marquis d' Al- 
beuf to take his voiage furthwith into Scotland; being fully perſuaded, that 
of he land not there, and come in time to the ſuccur of the French, that their 40 
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foting and intereſt is utterly loft. Captain Fohn Roſs hath aſſured them here, 


that in diſpite of all the ſhips of England be will land the Marquis ; who 
hath no more then ten ſhips in order. Wherfore it may like your Majeſ- 
tie in this caſe to conſider, of how great importance and hinderance to 
your affairis the Marquis landing may be, and therupon to take fuch order 
with my Lord Admirall, as that purpos may be letted ; wherby theyr en- 
terpriſis for this year are utterly quailed: and if afterward they old en- 
ter there again, they ſhall not be hable to do the ſame to any purpos. They 
have preſently given order for the making ready in all haſte of forty ſhips 


10 which be in Newhaven, and have ſent Monfieur de Fontaine to Breſt for the 


like purpos; which I am certainly informed cannot be ready theſe fix wekis : 
the burdin of them I know not; but ſhortly, Itruſt, to have ſome knowledge. 
They have here aſſembled their great conſail, for conſultacion of theſe mat- 
ters. One Leviſton a Scottiſh gentilman, as J am alſo informed, hath 
commiſſion, under color to be an evil Frenchman and a protiſtant, to paſſe 
through England into Scotland, to prattiſe more dangerouſly than any hath 
done hitherto, and to make marvailous great offers to the Earl of Arran. 
I wold wiſh, i he com by the court, that be were either ſtayed in England, 
or that the congregacion had knowledge to flay bim and to uſe him as La 


20 Marque was uſed. About execution done upon a gentilman in Gaſcoin for 


the word, a preſident was in great danger there to loſe his life, and the 
like garboil there as was lately at Paris; which doth greatly trouble them: 


for the appaiſing whereof one Monſieur d Auſonne, a knight of the order, 


is ſent thither, The puke of Savoy and the Mareſchall Briſac do not 
agree together in Piemont: wherupon this King hath ſent for the Mare- 
ſchall to returne furthwithe. 

Thus your Majeſtie ſeeeth the ſlate of things here preſently. Whereup- 
on albeit, I doubt not, your Majeſtic by your greate wiſdome can conſider 
what is mete to be done; yet I cannot but (under your Majeſtie's correction) 


30 fignify unto the ſame, that order be in any wiſe given for ſtay of the Mar- 


quis landing: for yf he did happen to have foting there, and ſoon after o- 
thers ſuccede him for his renforce; things wold not be fo eaſely, nor with 
ſo ſmall charge, broght to paſſe hereafter, as they may be now without any 
great difficulty. Stay them preſently ; and their foting in Scotland, and at- 
tempting any thing this yeere is utterly fruſtrate : and afterward ſuch 


provifion may be made, as they ſhall not be hable to do any thing to your Ma- 


Jeſtie's prejudice. N may like your Majeſtie alſo in time to take order, 
that Portiſmouth, Wight, and other your Majeſtie's pecis weſtward may 


be regarded; in reſpect that the French make their provifun of ſhips at 
40 Breſt and other placis right againſt the ſame. And becauſe I am not aſſu- 
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red to learn the certeinty of things here at Blois, and therefor may perhaps 

_ advertiſe ſome matter incertainly ; I thought good to diſpecbe this bearer 
expreſly away by Diepe, to be the better hable to underſtand how things g9 
there, and to learn further of things done elſewhere, and by word of mouth 
to inform your Majeſtie of the ſame. I he cannot paſſe that way ; which 1 
doubt, becauſe order is given, that neither a certain time before nor after 
the Marquis going any ſhall paſſe there; I have ordered him to take his jour- 
ney towardis Flanders, and to paſſe by Dunkirk, 

I AM informed, that the puke of Saxe, who was here in Fraunce, ſhall 
mary the puke of Mekelbourg his doughter ; and that he hathe ſent hither 
to make reſignation of all ſuche landes as he hathe in Fraunce. I under- 
ſtand alſo, that the Venetians have in arredines an hundrethe galleis in or- 
der, and the Turque likewiſe an hundrethe and fifty in like maner wellap- 
pointed. His ſonne Bajazet is allied with the third ſonne of Suria, and is 
renforced in the feld. Selim, his eldeſt ſonne, begynneth to levye againſt 
his brother a great army; and the Turque, as it is judged, will followe 
him with an other. And thus, having non other occurrences to fignify 
preſently unto your Majeſtie, I beſeche God long to preſerve the ſame 
in healthe, wealthe, and all proſperité.

UeoNn myne arrivall at the court, I repaired to his chamber; where

We fate 
downe accumpanied with the prince of Janvile, th' Ambaſſadour of Sa- 
voy, and diverſe other gentlemen. At diner there were few wordes be- 
twene us. The ſame being ended, the cardinall, taking me by th' and, 
retired into his bed chamber; where being ſet bothe of us in two chaires, 
and the chamber full of gentlemen ſtanding alofe, he beganne to ſaye: 
Monſieur Pambaſladeur, youe have bene long abſent : notwithſtanding, 
youe ar welcum. I excuſed my ſelf for myne abſence by my wief's ſick- 
nes, and myne owne privat affaires; ſetting furthe your Majeſtie's plea- 

ſure to have ſent me ſoner, had not theſe cauſes indede letted me. 
WELL, quoth the cardinall, your long abſence hens hath given the 
world mater to talke; and to thinke, that th amity betwene the xing my 
maſter and the qQuene his good ſuſter is ſomwhat doubtfull: and I can- 
not tell, quoth he, what hathe bene done of late declaring the breaking 
therof, contrary to the truſt my maſter had repoſed in her ; who mind- 
eth not, for his part, to infringe the ſame. And herwithall beganne to 
reherſe diverſe unkindnes; toching the ſpoiling of diverſe of the King's 
ſhips ſent towards Scotland ; of that they here underſtoode concerning 
your Majeſtie's preparation upon the borders; of your meaning to hin- 
der the chaſtiſing of their rebellis; and laſtely of vr Winter's taking of 
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two ſhips, and driving of two others to the ſhore : mervailing therat, ſeing 
the King here had ſtill contynued your good brother, as he wold do. 

Six, quoth I, if the quene my miſtres have done any thing whiche 
youe take to be prejudiciall unto youe; the cauſe riſeth not of her ſelf: 
and ſo declared unto him, according to myne inſtructions, the cauſe of 
the ſending of My Lord of Nortolke to the borders (ſpecially for that Scot- 
land wasnowe in armes) for the renforce of Barwick, and other your peces 
both by ſea and lande: and that though theſe preparations were charge- 
able unto your Majeſtie; yet waying th occaſions grew by their procea- 
dings towards youe, youe preferred your ſurety to your charges; and wiſh- 
ed, no occaſion were given, or, at the leeſt, that they moved not your 
Majeſty to doubt your peces, and their evill meaning towards youe. And 
as for Winter's doing, and all other things whiche he faid were lately 
done, I pretended ignorance: and faid, that trew it was, your Majeſtie 
before my departure had appoincted him to goo to the ſea; but it was 
for the victuailling of Barwicke, and furniture therof with municion, more 
commodiouſly by ſea then by lande: and that if mr Winter did contra- 
ry to th' amitye; he might be aſſured, it was without your Majeſtie's com- 
maundement. 

WELL, quoth he, let us not reſt upon theſe points whiche be certaine; 
and, I pray youe, what be the griefs wherwith youe finde your ſelf diſ- 
contented? Suche, quoth I, as the Quene my miſtres taketh it be better 
knowne to youe, then that they nede reherſall; and by ſomme part ther- 
of it apperethe, youe can reherſe more then that ſhe knoweth of. Nay, 
by my trouthe, quoth he : for my maſter taketh it, that he hath not done 

any thing wherby to toche his good ſuſter's frendſhip ; whiche he mind- 
eth by all good meanes to interteine : and it ſemethe ſtraunge, that with- 
out cauſe given, ſuche breaches ſhuld be manifeſted: and, quoth he, if 
we have done youe wrong, it ſhall be repaired. 

S1R, quoth I, the maters be more evident then nedeth any declaration, 
And here (after a litle pauſe) I repeted unto him, according to myne in- 
ſtructions, th' injuries done to your Majeſtic here in Fraunce, toching bear- 
ing of armes, ſeales, and titles aperteining to your Majeſtie: and that al- 
beit theſe and the like maters in apparaunce were plaine demonſtrations 
of ſuche ſecret pretences, as could not be avoided ; yet your Majeſtie had 
not conceived ſuch doubt of their amity, if other things of greater mo- 
ment had not followed (here the cardinall beganne to chaunge counte- 
nance, and bowed himſelf towards me): ſo as whatſoever excuſe may 
be made for your firſt doings; yet, waying their preparation for the warre, 

40 and the conſequence therof in ſending ſuche power into Scotlande, there 
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can be no excuſe nor pretence made, why your Majeſtie ſhuld not put 
your realme in defence. 

HEREW1TH he toke me by th ande, and wrang it hard together; ſay- 
ing: Monſieur l' Ambaſſadeur, we have cauſe to thank her majeſtie, that 
ſhe dealeth thus frankly with us, as to declare unto us her griefes; which 
we knew not of before: and, for our parts, we have bene moche inju- 
ried. And becauſe youe have declared unto me the groundes of yours, 
I will particulerly anſwer to the ſame. And firſt becauſe youe ſhall the 
better perceive my maſter's meaning for his doing in Scotlande, thus it 
is. About the concluſion of the late peace, the prior of St Andrews, 10 
th'erle of Argile, and th Erle of Glincarne, with their adherents, of their 
owne authorite went about to alter religion: which being advertiſed by 
the Quene regent, commiſſions were ſent to have the mater comme to de- 
bating and deciding ; becauſe we were deſirous to ſtay the mater with- 
out rigeur. They not onely neglected to come to reaſon, but refuſed t in- 
tend to the commiſſion; derogating therby th'authorite of the king and 
the Quene, wherby they deſerved ſevere puniſhment. Notwithſtanding, 
the king ſent pardon unto them, fo as they wold herken to reformation ; 
whiche they regarded as moche. And at the lenght the king himſelf 
wrote unto them ſeverall lettres, ſent by La Bros and the Buſhop of A- 29 
myens; whiche they utterly refuſed to receive: and in th'ende came ſo 
farre, as they wold order things as pleaſed them, and take th'authorite 
from the Quene regent, who was by a juſt parliament ſo ordeined; and 
by a parliament of a few of them, and by their complices, they ſeke to 
order the ſtate of the government themſelfs. Wherupon the king was in 
th'end conſtrained to uſe his force againſt them; moved therunto, both b 
for example fake to his one ſubjects, for ſurety of the quenis mother, | 
and honor of the king, and maintenance of the Quene in her right. And, 
quoth he, we have at no tyme ſent proviſions of men, victualles, and mu- 
nition thither, but we have cauſed our Ambaſſadeur t informe the quene 30 
therof; as lothe to cauſe ſuſpicion, and yet minding ſo to chaſtiſe her re- 
bellis there. And what have we done, quoth he, herin prejudiciall to the 
Quene your miſtres? and may we. not chaſtiſe our rebellis? and will the 
Quene take upon her the defence of thoſe who ſhe knoweth to be, and 
hathe called rebellis? for we have lettres with the words ſhe hath ſpoken 
to our Ambaſſadour, and that ſhe wold rather ſe them pinſhed then helpe 
them. 

Sm, quoth I, how they be rebellis, I know not; and moche leſſe, that 
the quene my miſtris hath called them ſo. Yes, that ſhe hath, quoth he. 


Well, quoth I, this is your caſe: but as for our caſe, we have cauſe to 40 
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doubt your great preparation for warre; howſoever youe colour the ſame. 
And here I ſet out at good lenght unto him the ſundry depeches of men 
of warre, victualles, municion, treaſor, and other things tending to great 
and long warre; together with their contynuall levying of men in ma- 
ny places. Where, quoth he, be they levyed? Youe know well inoughe, 
quoth I, where: in Almaine (quoth I) and other places. Well Monſieur, 
quoth he, I will ſpeak unto youe frankly, and beleve me: for I will fay 
unto youe as to God, that we have not levied one man in Almaine; al- 
beit we knowe, thepuke of Holſt hathe preſted 1500 horſmen for youe: 


” 10 and whoſoever dothe reaport the fame of us, doth it without cauſe; for 
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we have not taken order for the levying of one man there. 

Yove know better then I, I faid : but as for the maters of Scotland; 
it is knowne, that the fourth part of this preparation nedeth not, their 
caſe being as it is: for either in graunting their liberties and priviledges 
of the realme to the noble men, all troubles may ceaſſe; or ellis with a 
{mall power they might be brought to order. 'The profe wherof appear- 
eth by the Quene powagier's procedings, in having with a few ſeparated 
them, and driven them from Edinboroughe : whiche purpoſe I dilated 
as myne inſtructions led me. Wherfore (quoth I) your preparations muſt 
tend to ſumwhat ellis, 

To nothing ells, quoth he, then I tell youe: and the king is bounden 
in honour, and the Houſe of Guiſe for kinred ſake (whiche he ſet furth 
unto me) to ſee, that they be chaſtiſed for their rebellion, for example 
fake. Beleve me (quoth he) and, if youe prove the contrary, fay, I do 
lye as falſly as ever any man did, that there be not in all the world in 
Scotland above three thouſand men; and that the Marquis my brother 
in all his compeny, taking his houſhold for portion therof, hath not to 
cary with him above ſix ſcore men: and of ſuche as we have ſent alrea- 
dy many have periſhed: and do youe take theſe numbers ſufficient to 
conquere Scotland, or to be hable to ſubdue England? And as for their 
religion, I have (I thanke God) knowledge, thoughe I be a man of the 
churche, that there be many faults therin, and diverſe abuſes; whiche 
being taken away, I can like well to have things in an uniformitè. And 
were it not to take away th'occaſion that men, of their own authorite, 
wold ſeeke to reforme things to the prejudice of the King's authorite, and 
Yavoide rebellion at home; I could wiſhe things to be reformed, and put 
furthwith in better ſtate then they be: for Iam not fo ignorant, nor ſo 
led with errors that reigne, as the world judgethe, but that I ſe, there be 
many things amiſſe; and therfore do wiſhe a generall counſaill: wherin 
I do not let to imploy all myne habilite. And evon, three dayes paſte, 
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we have ſet furthe an edict to ſurceaſſe the puniſhment of men for reli- 
gion, and have licenced all men to live according to their conſcience; fo 
as they do not openly contrary the lawe. And of this purpoſe he made 
ſuche an oration as it were to long to write, evon as thoughe he had bene 
hired by the proteſtants to defend their cauſe earneſtly. And therfore 
ſeing we can accord (quoth he) to the Scotts to live according to their con- 
ſcience, and they not content herwith ; we muſte uſe them as rebellis, 
and fend force to chaſtiſe them, to teche them know their ſoveraine. 
Whether they be rebellis or not, I can not greatly diſpute, quoth I: and 
therupon declared unto him (toching this point of calling them rebellis, 19 10 
and proſecuting the cauſe againſt them) according to myne inſtructions. 
WHERUNTO he replyed not moche; but to one point ſaid, that th 
appoincting of the keping of certaine fortreſſis by the three eſtates was 
K but an abuſe: for they whiche made th appoinctement were but few, and 
the people who be one eſtate were not therat ; neither was the Quene pow- 
agier (being there as head of th'eſtats, and as their princeſſe appointed 
for the government, in th'abſence of the Quene her doughter) preſent, or 
conſented therto. And yet, quoth he, if they will herken to reaſon, the 
King and the Quene will not refuſe it them: and ſomme of them are fo 
wiſe (naming th'erle of Argile) as they have writen hither to acknow- 20 20 
ledge their offence, and to require pardon. And to another poinct he aſk- 
ed, whether your Majeſtie ment indeede to aſſiſte the Scottes in their 
doings; faying, that it wold not in th'end be good for your majeſtie, for 
diverſe reſpects: and toke occaſion to ſpeake toching your charges, and 
the ſmall reaſon your Majeſtic had to aſſiſte rebellis; for ſo he mooſt com- 
monly termed the Scottes. I aſſure youe, quoth I, that at my departure 
there was no ſpeaking of it; and ſo furthe, as is conteined in myne in- 
ſtructions for that poinct. £ 
WHERUNTo he gave good eare: and ſaid, that he truſted your Majeſ- 
tie wold contynew from hensforth in good amity ; the contrary wherof 30 30 
was not ment on their parts, and this whiche is paſt ſhuld be forgoten. 
And yet, if youe ſtrike on th'one fide of the cheke (quoth he) we muſt 
ſtrike upon another, if we can, if the mater comme to that poinct: and 
therfore let us take hede, that the world do not laughe at our doings: and. 
I ſuppoſe, that there be ſomme that wold be glad to have us together by 
the cares; whiche the King my maſter ſeketh by all meanes to avoide. 
And here he beganne to inſinuate himſelf unto me, by declaring what 
frendſhip I had found in Fraunce for myne owne particuler, and the good 
opinion the King and he had of me; and that they truſted not to be de- 
ceived therin, 49 40 
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AND then pauſinga while, As for th᷑ armes (quoth he) whiche the xing 
and Quene do beare; I mervaill, that we never herd of it till owe. Whe- 
ther you herd of it or not, I cannot tell, quoth I; but at the very begyn- 
ning I opened the mater to the conneſtable; and declared, that it was 
not correſpondent to th'amity. Yea mary, quoth he, he hathe writen 
unto me the talke your ſecretary hath had with him at his houſe the laſte 
daye. It is trew, that I ſent my ſecretary unto him, but I meane it not 
by that, quoth I: for within eight daies after my firſt arrivall to Paris, 
and firſt ſetting up of the armes at the palais, I declared the mater to the 
conneſtable ; who ſemed to mervaill therat, and faid, it ſhuld be reform- 
ed; telling me at that tyme, that the Quene of England bare th'armes 
of Fraunce: and I told him, ſhe had long done fo, as reaſon wold he 
knew well inoughe: and ſo in th'end the conneſtable ſaid, he wold move 
the mater to the king, to Meſſieurs de Guile, and the reſt of his coun- 
faill; and it ſhuld be reformed. Notwithſtanding, the more to my miſ- 
tres diſhonor, youe uſed the ſame ymediatly therupon, in all open ſpec- 
tacles and triumphes, and cauſed your heraultes to weare the ſame: and 
ſince, for more confirmation of your meaning in that mater, your altar 
clothes, your veſſell, and all things of apparaunce and ſhew, be garniſh- 
ed and ſet furthe with the ſame; which tendeth to a plaine innovacion. 
No, that it doth not, quoth he; for we uſed them before the treaty : and 
it is therin conteined, that omnia jura, actiones, petitiones &c, ſhal be 
utrique principum ſalvæ et integræ; et pari modo exceptiones &c, as is 
therin ſpecified. Why, (ſayeth he) youe beare th'armes of Fraunce : and 
why may not the Quene my miſtres beare th'armes of England, being 
of the ſame houſe? whiche the king dothe not beare with Fraunce, but 
hath the ſame joigned with Scotland in a quarter by it ſelf. 

Trew it is, quoth I, and I cannot deny, but that ſhe is deſcended 
from that houſe: and yet this is not to faye, that ſhe ought to beare 
th'armes without any maner difference, to uſe the fame as her owne, to 
make ſeales therof, and to uſe the ſtile of the Quene my miſtres. Youe 
know well, quoth I, that the xings of England have of long tyme juſt- 
ly borne th'armes of Fraunce ; wherof youe know bothe the grounde and 
the right; whiche youe have alwayes borne and ſuffered : yea and fith the 
begynnyng therof, there have bene many treaties paſſed betwene Eng- 
land and Fraunce, wherupon, and in reſpect of our title, youe have a- 
greed to pay us an yerely tribut ; as youe have done not long ſithens: and 
before that the ſame could be brought to good poinct, you know what 
warres have bene made betwixe us. So as the Quene my miſtres is taught 
(as well by th'example of her aunceſtors, who made many invaſions in 
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this realme to recover that wherunto they pretended title, as by that youe 
have alſo done to Naples, Milaine, and other countreis, wherunto youe 
make ſomme pretence) tothinke, that youe, pretending title to her realme, 
will aſſay to conquer it, when youe ſhall find opportunite, as ye wold 
have done to other countreis whiche I have now named. 

Tus ought not, quoth he, to ſeme fo ſtraunge and new a thing to 
youe: for at the treaty of the peaxe at Cambreſy we publiſhed the fame ; 
and your commiſſioners having knowledge therof, and finding the fault, 
did not miſlike, that the quene of Fraunce that now is (for taking away 
of contention) ſhuld write her ſelf qQuene of Scotland &c. and the Quene 
of England, Quene of England &c. Whiche as it ſemed altogether fained 
unto me (for I know them that were at that treaty to be wiſe and ho- 
norable perſonages) ; ſo I ſaid, I could by no meanes be perſuaded ther- 
unto; for if it had bene ſo, I ſhuld have herd of it: and if we on our fide 
could not have comme by the knowledge; I was aſſured, the spaniſhe 
commiſſioners ſhuld have knowne it, and wold have declared it (if it had 
bene ſo) to ſomme of ours; for it is a thing that tochethe us. They knew 
of it, quoth he, well inoughe. And what reaſon, quoth I, moved youe 
to aſcribe th'armes unto youe ? By my trouth, quoth he, I will tell youe. 


Youe know, at that tyme we were in warre with youe ; by meanes wherof 20 


we ſpared not to do any thing that might toche youe in honor, or other- 
wiſe. Yea Sir, quoth I, youe had alſo warre with Quene Mary: and ther- 
for what meanith it, that youe offer this injury onely to the Quene my 
miſtres, by whoſe meanes youe had peaxe? for if ſhe had not more re- 
garded the univerſall peaxe of chriſtendome, then her owne private com- 
modite, ſhe might have had Calice: and youe knowe, that king Philip 
wold have made no peaxe without us; for he wold herken to no condi- 
tions, till we were ſatisfied : and if we wold have contynued warre ; youe 
knowe, what commodite we had to do the ſame, being joigned with ſo 
puiſſant a prince, who wold not have accorded without us. 

Here he put his finger to his noſe; and ſcratched a litle where, I 
thinke, it did not itche. Youe complaine, ſayeth he, but we have mooſt 
cauſe to do it; and the xing mindeth to conſerve th'amity, whatſoever 
he do: and therfore, Monſieur I Ambaſſadeur, I pray youe, deviſe what 
will ſatisfy the Quene your miſtres, and ſhe ſhall be contented ; and loke 
what may be deviſed for her ſatisfaction and ſurety, and we will accord 
unto it. And for theſe injuries that have bene done us, and the taking 
of our ſhips ; we will omit them, and forget them. I know, if youe will, 
youe may do all this mater: and therfor put to your helping hande, and 
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benefit of your countrey, and your owne eſtimacion; and J, for my part, 
take away a great ſklander which may riſe to me and my houſe for ma- 
king of warre at this tyme. I will do that which falleth for me to do, 
quoth I. I pray youe hartely (quoth he): and will youe do it, loke what 
youe can deviſe to ſatisfy your miſtres, and deliver me your griefs in wri- 
ting; and youe ſhall perceive, that youe ſhall have reaſon at our handes. 

Six, quoth I, it is not for me to deviſe; I have no commiſſion therto: 
and, beſides, it is a thing to farre above my reche ; and it is for the quene 
my miſtres, who findeth her ſelf greived, to deviſe what may content 
her. But, Sir, youe have herd, what I have to faye: and I knowe, the 
qQuene my miſtres is ſory for theſe occaſions, and wold be glad to know 
how they might be met withall ; that it might of all ſides appeare, that 
peaxe isdefired; that Scotland might be peaceably governed, to the quenis 
profit and commodite, in ſort as it hath bene; and that the Quene my 
miſtres may, as ſhe defireth, remaine in peaxe and ſurety for her owne 


| realme. And if youe will drawe out in writing certaine offers, and de- 
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liver them unto me in articles, and conſequently ſend the ſame to your 
ambaſſadour, that all things may concurre; I will ſend a diſpetche with- 
all unto her Majeſtie. He promiſed to make them ready againſt the next 
day, and ſo ſend the ſame unto me. He preſſed me very earneſtly for 
th hoſtages; and told me, that the Marquis de Neile was but uſufructu- 
arius, and his brother the puke of Guiſe had all his landes; and as for 
the Marquis of Trans, he was not in moche better caſe: and, quoth he, 
Monſieur de Candall is worth them bothe. This is th' effect, and all to- 
gether (fo farre as my memory wold ſerve me to cary awaye) that paſ- 
ſed betwene the cardinall of Lorrein and me. 

Wir whome when J had ended, I was by him conducted to the king's 
great chamber: and he, leaving me with Monſieur de Rouſlein, entered 
into the xing's chamber; from whens certaine gentlemen were ſent to 
conduct me to the king: whome I found accumpanied with the cardi- 
nall of Lorrein, the puke of Guiſe, the puke of Nevers, and d'Aumale, 
the grand prior, the prince of Mantua, Monſieur de Trees, maſter of th or- 
dinance, and two or thre more of th'order. I preſented him with your 
Majeſtie's commendations and lettres: which peruſed, he inquired firſt, 
how your Majeſtie did; whether youe loved hauking and hunting, I told 
him, your Majeſtic was (God be praiſed) in good healthe; and that al- 
beit youe liked the paſtimes of both well, yet your nighnes was not al- 
together ſo addict therto as he. He then declared unto me, that he un- 
derſtode by his uncle the cardinall the maters I had to fay to him; and 


40 prayde me to remember th'hoſtages: wherin he faid, the mater was 
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delayde; and therfore I ſhuld do well to helpe, that the ſame might be 
reſolved upon. This was all I had to treat of with the King: to whome 
I thought it not expedient to reiterat the reſt of myne inſtructions; ſeing 
T had declared the ſame to the cardinall before, who had given him know- 
ledge therof. 

In going out of his chamber he aſked me, whether I wold not ſe the 
Quene his mother; wherupon I was conducted out of the dore by the puke 
of Guiſe: who entering into communication with me, agreable to his 
brother's talke in all things, (faving he faid, the Marquis ſhuld have 300 
men with him; wherby it ſemeth, they do in part diſſemble) he led me 
by th'and into the great chamber And ſo after he had ſumwhat toch- 
ed the chief points of the cardinall his talke with me; for concluſion, he 
pray d me to put my hand for th'acquieting of all things; and that your 
Majeſtie be ſatisfied accordingly. | 

AND from him I was conducted to the quene mother: whomel founde 
in her chamber, and the French Quene on her right hand ſet by her, ac- 
cumpanied with the cardinalls of Chaſtillon and Burbon, and the admi- 
rall; beſides a number of ladyes and gentlewomen. I preſented to them 
both your Majeſtie's commendations as apperteined: and to the quene 


mother I thought good to ſaye, that foraſmuch as it had pleaſed God to 20 


call to his mercy the late xing her huſband, your good brother and al- 
lye ; nothing conforted your Majeſtie more, then that it liked her tem- 
ploy her ſelf in the adminiſtration of this realme with the King her ſonne, 
your good brother; being happy to have ſuche a mother to leane unto, 
and ſpecially that now in his youth it liked him to be adviſed by her: by 
meanes wherof your Majeſtie had conceived good hope, that no occaſi- 
on of doubt for breaking of this amyty ſhuld be given by the king here 
or his miniſters; no more then your Majeſtie ment to do it on your part, 
as one determined perfectly t'interteigne th'amity ; notwithſtanding evon 


in the middes of this ſecurite there have bene lately great and evident ar- 30 


guments to the contrary; yea very plaine tokens of hoſtilite have bene 
notified here in Fraunce againſt your Majeſtie; as to beare your armes, 
ſo notoriouſly againſt your honor and right; to uſe your title and ſtile of 
England and Irelande, as well in Fraunce as in Scotlande; declaring a 
plaine innovation, being a thing whiche- hath not bene uſed but fithens 
your Majeſtie's coming to the crowne : which being wayed, together with 
the great and continuall preparations for the warre ſent into Scotland to- 
wardes our frontiers; ſhe ought not to finde it ſtraunge, that your Ma- 
jeſtie doth put your realme in force and defence. 
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SnE thanked your Majeſtie for your remembraunce and good opini- 
on of her: the reciproque wherof wanted not in hec; as it ſhuld be found, 
when occaſion ſhuld be miniſtred ; being ſory, that any cauſe ſhuld be 
given to the contrary, whiche ſhe wold for her part ſeke to avoide: that 
your Majeſtie ſhuld be ſatisfied; and that the king her ſonne was your 
Highnes good brother, and ſo wold contynew : praying me to ſet to my 
helping hand ; for ſhe knew, I might do moche in the mater: for ſhe 
wold be glad, and ſo wold the qQuene her doughter (and fo turned to- 
wards her, who therupon ſmiled) that all things wereamicably compound- 
ed. Yes, quoth the yong Quene, the Quene my good ſuſter may be aſ- 
ſured to have a better neighbour of me, being her couſin, then of the 
rebellis; and fo I pray youe to ſignify unto her. 

Monpay the xxv1 of this preſent, ſecretary Laubeſpine was ſent un- 
to me, to tell me, that the xing here minded to ſatisfy your Majeſtie in 
all things ; without either declaring unto me any particularites, or deli- 
vering ſuche memoriall of offers as the cardinall the day before promi- 
ſed to ſend me in writing: ſaying, that the xing wold write to his am- 
baſſadour with your Majeſtie ſuch mater as he ment to propone unto the 
ſame for meanes to ſatisfy your nighnes; and therfore wold not fend any 
thing by my currour: praying me nevertheles to ſignify unto your Ma- 
jeſtie ſuch tale as had paſſed betwene the king, the cardinall and me 
and others as he wold do the like to his Ambaſſadour: requeſting me 
to ſtay till wenſday the xxv111 of this preſent; and that then he wold 
ſend a currour into England, to accompany him whomel ſent. Itold him, 
that having bene ſo long without audience, I ſhuld ſeme negligent to your 
Majeſtie, if I did not out of hand advertiſe the ſame of my proceadings 
with them; and that I wold ſend away this daye: if he wold any thing, 
my curror ſhuld cary it. He told me, that if the xing, who was riden 
three leagues hens to a place called Senunſeau, returned as yeſternight, 
he ſhuld this day be diſpetched: in the meane tyme he prayed me to write 
to your Majeſtie, to commaund a herault or a currour to conduct their 
curror into Scotland; for they had writen to the quene powagier, for 
uſing of ſomme meanes for pacification of theſe maters. I anſwered, 
that there neded no ſuche thing; for their poſt might ſafely ronne with- 
out any let. The cardinall himſelf and De I Aubeſpine, without decla- 
ration of any cauſe, told me, that the Marques d'Albeuf was ſtay'd from 
going into Scotland: the — * I remit to o:the declaration of 
this bearer. 

HR your Majeſtie ſeth plainly ſet furthe theſe of al that hath 
40 paſſed betwene this king, the two quenis, the cardinall of Lorrein, the 
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puke of Guiſe, the ſecretary, and me: myne opinion wherupon, and of 
other their proceadings here, together with ſuch intelligences as J have lern- 
ed ſithens (whiche I have of purpoſe omitted to write) I have commit- 
ted to the declaration of this bearer mr Killigrewe: whome I have inform- 
ed of all the circumſtances of the ſame; and given him a memoriall ther- 
of, to be from poin& to poinct intimated unto your Majeſtic ; whome it 
may pleaſe your Highnes to credit in this behaulf. And foraſmoch as he 
hath here ſerved your Majeſtie to his great charge, wiſely, carefully, and 
honeſtly, and travailled for the furtheraunce of the ſame: it may alſo like 


your Majeſtic, bothe in reſpect therof, and encouraging of him further, 10 


of your moſt graciousand bountefull goodnes to conſider the ſame towards 
him accordingly. And ſo I beſeche God long to preſerve your Majeſtic 
in healthe, wealthe, and all proſperite.

IT maye pleaſe your good Lordſhippes tunderſtand, that the xx1 20 


of this preſent the king came to this towne, where I arrived the 
XX1111 of the ſame. And bicauſe I was appointed to have audyence heere, 
asI wrote to your Lordſhippes by my laſt lettres of the xx of this moneth ; 
the eveninge of myne arryvall, I ſent to the cardinall of Lorrayne to ad- 
vertiſe him of my comminge, and to know when it wold pleaſe the xing 
to gyve me audience, The cardinall ſent me worde, that if I wold comme 
to dyner to him the next daye, being the xxv, I ſhulde be welcomme; 
and then ſhuld I ſpeake with the king: which I didde. And how I pro- 
cedid with the cardinall, and after him with the king, and next with 


the puke of Guile, and laſt of all with the two Queenes, ſhall appeere 30 


unto your Honnours, as well by my lettres now to the Queene's Majeſtè, 


as alſo by mr Killigrew this bearer ; to whome I have communicated the 


ſame: wherunto I referre your nonnours.

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Bx this faire languaige of theſe men it may appeere to you, that both 
they and their Ambaſſadour Sevre are ſo well prepared and ſeboled to obſerve 
one order, and ſinge in one tune, in this their hard cace, as nothing that can 
be deviſed, or ſhall ſeeme meete to be ſaid and in wordes offered, to bring the 
Quene's Majeſtie to lay downe her forces, ſhall be left unſayed nor unoffer- 
ed; whereof, I truſt, your Lordſhips are long er this fully perſuaded, and 
fo take it. And your Lordſhips may well beleeve and thereupon reſt, that 
the cauſes that now move them hereunto, emong other, are : firſt their awn 
unreadines at home ; the litle meanes they have preſently to put themſelfs in 
10 order; their ſhortneſſe of finances ; the danger they feare might happen un- 
to theim by their awne ſubjetts by meanes of religion, they being once en- 
tred into war; the danger that they ſee plainly before their eyes of their 
excluding from Scotland; and fo thetmſelfs to be with the time noted, yea 


charged to be the cauſers theirof, and in that cace in no ſmalle danger of 


bonour, and ſomewhat els, Theſe things, with a greate manye other, have 
they to confider, for ſuch maters as are now betwixt us and theim, in this cace. 

Then have they other matters to think upon beſides, wherwith, being ones 
in warre (and having perhappes the after deale) others wold cloy theim : 
and namely they of th Empire may eſpye their tyme, and ſo proſequte their 
20 matters with more advantage ; beſides a ſea of other things that they are 
preſently encombred withall. They then knowing ſome of theſe things ; and 
ſeeing the reſt like enough to happen, 1f the Quene's Majeſtie procede in her 
doings; and ſpecially perceiving her preſent readineſs to be doing allready, 
and that her miniſters want but as it were their watch word to put the ſame 
in execution, make them with toth and naile to beſturre thetmſelfs with theſe 
bonied wordes, great perſuaſions, and large offres ; yea and, contrary to their 
aune nature, to be now brought to be made trattable : and at what point 
they are then, the world may eaſily judge, and your Lordſhippes ar not 
ignorant. But if this be not followed, and now in time handiled while it 
30 is hot; wwe ſhall, J feare, 1 feare, within few years ſay to our coſt, that all 
this of the French came but from the teth forward : and ſo contrarily being 
plied, and no eare given to their enchantings ; we ſhall compell theim to per- 
fourme in ect better things, then thoſe wherewith they hope with daliance 
and lippe labour to betrap us. 

They have alſo certein griefs whereof they complain too, which at other 
times wold be made matter enough to breede unquietneſs alone : and that is, 
Mr Winter's and others late taking of ſome of their ſhips of war. But ra- 
ther then that ſhuld occaſion any unkyndneſſe, as farre as I can perceive, 
they wolde be content to hear no more of it: which, emong other things, 
40 argueth their little luſt to have to do, but be rather loſers then lookers, This 
Vo“. I. 8 ff 
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their grief, with certeyn offres which they make to the Queen's Majeſtie 
to qualifye all theſe garboils, the cardinal of Lorrain tolde me be wold put 
in writing, and ſend me to be ſent to the Queen's Majeſtie. But the next 
morning the ſecretary I Aubeſpine,came to me from the carainal, and tolde 
me, that the King his maſter wold ſend thoſe things to his Ambaſſadour in 
England, to be by him declared to the Queen's Majeſtie, and ſo followed by 
bim. Wherby your Honnours may ſtille perceive the double dealing of theſe 
folk, as this ſaid bearer can further declare unto you. And to ſhew my 
poore opinion bereupon; T gather, that their wordes and meaning being farre 


aſonder, they will put nothing in writing that they meane hereafter to ſtand 10 


unto, or have remaine of authorite ; but work by wordes : which as they 
are hut uind, fo care they litle, how coldly they perfourme theim. 

My LoRDs, as I have heeretofore dyvers tymes written to your Hon- 
nours, and by my letters and judgement heald opinion, that all theeſe ſaun- 


' ings are but procurments to perſuade the Queen's Majeſtie and your Lord- 
ſhips to beleve, that all ſhall be friendly componded, and ſo be well; and 


uſing their old wont, wwinne time, and wery the Queen's Majeſtie with the 
great charges that ſhe ſhall be at in the meane time, without doing any 
thing; and ſo bring ber to revoke her forces, diſcharge her men, and lay 
up her ſhippes, and finally to breake up all theſe her nighnes proviſions : 
{a do I eftſones reiterate the ſame to your Lordſhippes ; being for my part 
fully perſuaded, that it is done for none other pourpoſe : and ſo will they 
lay up theſe matters in their ſtomake in ſtore till another time, when both 
by meanes and habilite they ſhall be better able to digeſt theim ; which ue 
muſt aſſuredly looke for. And though the French will needes, that theſe mat- 
ters be handled by commiſſioners, or otherwiſe ; and ſo promis ts end all 
things, even with ſuch condicions as the Queen's Majeſtie will deſyre theim : 
yet to avoid abuſe, myne adviſe were, that the Queen's Majeſtie's ſhips lack 
not to do what ſervice they can; and that by no meanes there be an ſuſpence

or ſurceaſle of armes in the meane tyme: for that is the thing that they 30 


ſele; and ſo will they paſs over ſo much time, that the Queen's Majeſtie ſhall 
be wery of it, and in the ende do no good neither. And becauſe the car- 
dinal of Lorrain hath conjured me to travail for the pacificacion of theſe mat- 
ters, as much as in me lieth: I beſech your Lordſhips to ſhew me ſo much fa- 
vaur, as to let the French Ambaſſadour there underſtand, that I have 0 
done, and. for that pourpoſe have written preſently over; and to bring theſe 


men to have a better opinion of me, than ſome have put into their heads of 


me in myne abſence. 
Fon ſuch. intelligences and occurrences as ar comme to my knowledge,

I referre your nonnours to this ſaid bearer's credit ; whom I require your 40 
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Lordſhippes to credict in that behalf: whome I do alſo recommend un- 
to yow, as one that hath painfully, honeſtly, and chargeably ſervid the 
quene's Majeſtie heere. And therfore I beſech your Honnours to have 
him ſo in your good remembrance to her aighneſſe, as that therby it 
may pleaſe her to conſider the fame towards him. And thus I take my 
leave of your Honnours: wisſhing the fame in health, honnour, and all 
felicite.

R $ECRETARY, the 22 of this preſent I receyved your lettre of the s. wictotus 
xv11 of the fame by my ſervaunt, and others from the queene's Thokmec- 


Majeſtie : and by him alſo a remembraunce which you delivered unto him; 3 ; 


of whome I have further underſtand the meaninge therof, according to n An. 
ſuche inſtructions as yow gave him. Sins which tyme, I have had audy- bot 
ence of the French king. And how I have proceedid in all points ſhall ap- 3 
peere unto yow by my lettres preſently to the queene's majeftie, with a 
peece of my poore adviſe theruppon in a lettre which I now write alſo to — 
20 My Lords of the counſell. Which, for that they comme all to your hands, oni. 
I ſhall not neede anye farther to dilate unto yow. Mary, yf I knew not, 
that yow had a greater care of the matter then I can have; I wolde heer- 
by pray yow, that I might put yow in remembraunce, that the ſame 
might be ſo wayed as (now that th'opportunitie ſervith) to th importance 
therof aperteinith : which is in ſo much the better cace for us, for that we 
be now prayed; and therefore ſhuld the matter be followed hotly, and theſe 
men heard at leaſure ; and ſo ſhall you bring theim or compelle theim to great 
things : which you muſt never looke for, if this occafion be let paſs. 
I xynDE my (elf greatly injuryed by ſome, covertly conveyed in your ſaĩd 
30 lettre; who, yow ſaye, maliciouſly diviſe of me and myneopinion touch- 
inge peace. Wherin I fynde-my ſelf ſo much ſclandered, asI know'my 
ſelf as well affected tothe furtheraunce of theeſe good pourpoſes, and frend- 
ly compowndinge of theſe unkyndneſſes: which yf my poore travaill and 
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labour may compaſſe; I truſt, they ſhall have cawſe to change that note, 
and thinke, that no man lyvinge ſeekith more a good peace then I do. But 
I will not trouble yow with myne awne diſcourſings, till the tyme worke 
my deſyre, and all our wealthe. I have referred the credi& of dyvers in- 
telligencesand occurrences to ur Killigrew's rapport; whome it may pleaſe 
yow to credict therin. Whome I do alſo recommend unto yow for ſuch 
ſervice, faithfull, painfull, and chargeable, as he hath ben employed yn 
heere with me, and in myne abſence; as yow maye have perceyved : and 
ſo beſeeche yow to bea meanes to het. Highneſſe, to have the ſame conſider- 
id towards him as it deſervethe; wherby her Majeſtic ſhall encouraige him 
to contynue, as he is, het humble ſervant, and to employ himſelf to his 
uttermoſtin her aighneſs's ſervice, And thus I take my leaveof yow : wiſſh- 
ing unto yow in healthe longe and proſperouſe lief.

RusTY and welbeloved, we grete yow well. And ſence the arryvall 
of Killigrew with your laſt lettres and advertiſements of the 27 of 


this month, the Frenchtmbaſſador hath had ſondry conferences, both with 


7 Mare 1569 us and our prevee counſell: and after long and many debates, he hath made 
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an apparance to us of a good diſpoſition to accord all thyngs, towchyng 
both us and the matters of Scotland ; but how the ſame maye be truſted, 
the event will demonſtrate. The ſomme of that which on our part hath 
bene offred ye ſhall beſt perceave by a ſommarye, ſent yow herwith, of 
ſuch articlees as have bene propownded to hym : in which he ſtycketh 
at nothyng, but to have four or five enſeynes remayn where our ſuerty is 
for many reſpects to have none, and to have a longer tyme gyven for the 
execution; wherin we ſee ſuch perrill dyverſe wayes, as we thynk our re- 
queſt reaſonable. 


MEANING therby to have no part of our tyme loſt, nor theres wonne: 30 


our pleaſure is, ye ſhall with all ſpede informe the rrench kyng and his 
counſell hereof, and doo your beſt to ſett furth the contents therof: de- 
claryng, that ſuerly we can not be perſwaded otherwiſe than by this means, 

; that 
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that the amyty will be ſyncere and without jeloſye; conſideryng theſe for- 
mer notable injuryes done by the uſage of our title. We ſend to yow the 
articlees in french, as they wer uttered to the Eæmbaſſador. And for expla- 
nation of the two poynts wherin the ſayd Embaſſador found lack, ye ſhall 
perceve by our counſell's lettres the reaſons that move us to ſtand uppon 
thoſe two poynts. 

WE have alſo preſently wrytten to the rrench kyng, and to his mo- 
ther, as by the coppies therof ſent to yow at this preſent ſhall appere; 
which indede the Embaſſador required us to doo. As for the procedings 
in the north, ye ſhall underſtand by this beror. And ſo we recommend 
the ſpedy proſequution hereof to your accuſtomed dilligence ; and aſſure 
yow, that we doo not forgett your good ſervice; as very ſhortly ye ſhall 
well perceave.

Fr ER our harty commendations, We have well conſidered your let- 
tres and advertiſements ſent to us by Mr Killigrew; and fynd the Em- 
baſſador's report here to accord with all your procedings had with the 
cardynall of Lorrayn firſt, and next with the french xyng, and fo with 
the reſt. Indede we ſee a grete apparance in the rrench Embaſſador by 
his words, that the French wold come to ſome accord : but experience 
hath taught us to deale in ſuch thyngs of importance with all the ſuerty 
that we can. And therfore being our ſelves, on the one part, moſt deſi- 
rooſe to have a ſtable peace; and, on the other, not without ſome ve- 
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hement ſuſpition, that the French have not that meaning, but rather ſeeke ©*** 


to redeme the tyme and avantage from us: we have therfore in her Ma- 


jeſtie's name, and by her conſent, after many debates with the Embaſſa- 


dour, anſwered hym; as by the contynue of certen articlees, herewith ſent 
to yow, ye ſhall more amply perceave. 

For better explanation wherof; ye ſhall underſtand, that he hymſelf 
doth not only allowe, but alſo hath gyven occaſion of deviſyng all that 
is therin conteyned, ſaving two or three poynts: the two latter wherof 
indeede be the ſubſtance of all the reſt, and without which we ſee not 
any ſuerty following. Firſt, he wold have had the matter for bearing of 
the armes to have bene brought in diſpute; how the ſame might be borne 
in ſome faſhion by the scottiſh Quene, in ſome part of a ſcutchyon; ſo 
as it ſhuld not prejudice the qQuene's Majeſty, and yet might declare hir 
nearnes of bloode, and hir title next after the Quene s Majeſty to this kyng-

band. 
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dom. This we cold not lyke: both for that indede hir father the king 
of Scottes, being nigher than ſhe, never bare the ſame; and for that alſo 
we will not, ne can confeſs, that by the lawes of this land ſhe is next heyre; 
and fynally (which ought to be moſt regarded) becauſe ſhe hath alreddy, 
by meanes of bearing hereof lately, prejudiced, and as much as ſhe cold 
injuryed the trew title of our ſoverayn Lady. Uppon this debate, he ſemed 
at length to be weary of that parte; and, uppon the redyng of the ſecond 
article, ſayd, he was content to allow the fame. 

Bxs px this poynt, he ſtandeth faſt uppon other two. The firſt is; thet 
he wold not have all the Frenchmen of warr revoqued, but wold have 10 10 
four or five enſeignes left in holds there: the ſecond is; he ſayith, it is im- 
poſſible to have the forces revocqued by fo ſhort a daye. For mayntenance 
of which two matters, ye ſhall underſtand: firſt, as long as there ſhall re- 
mayn any men of warr in Scotland, fo long ſhall that realme be owt of 
freedome; and fo being, diſcord will arriſe betwixt them and the French; 

which will be a new occaſion for them to augment there force, and fo 
conſequently enter into the ſame trade wherin now they be: which is 
ſo manifeſtly dangerooſe for this realme, as they may ſee by experience, 
it cannot be indured. Beſide this, it is more honor for the French 
Quene to governe Scotland by hir lawes, and by hir owne ſubjects, than 20 2C 
by force of ſtrangers: and although the nombers may be alledged to be 
few, in reſpect of the whole kyngdom ; yet it is manifeſt, in that kyng- 
dom, being in peace, and every ſubject lyving (as it becommith) diſperſed 
abrode and unarmed, how eaſy a matter it is for a fourth part of one en- 
ſeyne todoo as much hurt to the liberty of the realme, as now at this pre- 
ſent the whole army can doo which the French have there. Beſide this, ſe- 
ing the nobilite and the people there ar content conſtantly to affirme and 
acknowledg the Quene there ſoyerayne; and ſtand in nothyng, but in preſer- 
vation of hir right, and liberty of the kyngdom : why ſhuld there any ſuch 
act be left by the french kyng, that ſhuld not only be a manifeſt memory 30 
that he had not forgotten the ſame, as he will promiſe to do, but alſo be 
as manifeſt empechment of the liberty of the land; having bene allweiſe 
governed by lawes, and nether by ſtrangers, nor by armes ? 

IF all theſe reaſons maye not ſerve: yet ſuerly conſidering what the 
French qQuene hath ſo late publiſhed to the world ageynſt this kyngdom ; 
we can never be perſwaded, that, as long as any fort or haven of Scot- 
land be in the hands of men of warr of Fraunce, ſpecially why leſt 
the French Quene lyveth, this realme of England ſhall be in ſuerty, but 
allweiſe ſhall remayn in expectation of the lyke to come ageyne that now 
hath happened. For the mayntenance of this reaſon, ye ſhall doo well 42 
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alweiſe to inculk the manifeſt injury doone by uſyng of the ſtile of our 
ſoverayne Lady; clayming therby to be Quene of England, and ſo, as 
much as in her cold lye, depriving our ſoverayne Lady of this kyngdom. 
Which matter, being indeede ſuch a oppen, inexcuſable violation and 
wronge, can not be fo digeſted, but that we ſhall alweiſe uppon any oc- 
cafion of novelte dowt the ſame. And therfore ſuerly ye maye ſaye, that 
the Quene's Majeſty is ſo much greved with the injury doone, knowing 
the ſame to have no foundacion of juſtice, as ſhe is very ſorry to conſi- 
der, that it wil be hereafter the occaſion of dowtfullnes and ſuſpicion 
in the amytye on the french kyng's parte: and therfore it muſt now be 
ſo ordred, as all ſmall ſcruplees and ſparks be utterly removed ; if it be 
ment to have the peace firme and ſtable. Ye fee, we doo inlardg to yow 
this matter, for more explanation thereof; and yet remitt to your wiſ- 
dom the anfwer of ſuch other objections, as in this caſe wil be deviſed. 

For the other poynt, concerning the tyme of removing the forcees : 
trew it is, the tyme is ſhort; but yet both it is convenient to be ſoo, and 
it maye alſo well ynowgh bedone, or well begon within the tyme. [That] 
it is convenient for us, conſideryng the long contynuance of the qQuene's 
Majeſtie's forcees both by land and ſea there uppon the frontyers, and 
conſideryng alſo what hath of late paſt betuixt the Lords of Scotland and 


the puke of Norfolk (wherof we ſend yow herwith a breef note) it will 


30 


ſone appeare unto yow. And that it may be done eaſely ſhall appere, if 
they be willing therto, ſeing they may ſend commiſſion by a curror, e- 
ther to there Embaſſador here, or to hym and La Broſſe, or to La Broſs 
and the Buſhop of Amyens, or to ſome others in Scotland. And for the 
conductyng of there powers} they ſhall have not only ſalve conduct, but 
alſo tranſportation by the quene's Majeſtie's navy, and permiſſion alſo 
for certen nombers to paſs thrugh this land: fo as there nede no lack be 
found of tyme, if there be not lack of good will in them. 

THe French Embaſſador ſendeth at this preſent alſo thither. And al- 
though he perchance ſhall be content to differ tyme in advertiſing : yet, 
we praye yow, leſe none in ſeking audience of the French xyng; ſhew- 
ing unto hym, at what tyme we concluded this with the Embaſſador; 
which was the v1 of this month. And fo we wiſh yow well to fare, and 
to have good ſucceſs in your ſervice.

Sc wel QIR, notwithſtanding the ſhew that the French make of amite, defire 
conco8ecre- CF of peace, and ſatisfying of the Queen's Majgſtie; they go on with their 
v Cecil preparacions by ſea and land. The captains of both are for the moſt part 

3 Am- at the court, attending for diſpatche. Two of the Almaines are ſent, one 
7Mar.1560. into the Palisgrave's countrey, the other into Gueldres, to levy men; and 
rares ofhers are upon their diſpetche on all ſidis. Some of the men ſhall paſs through 


1 5 France to Diepe, or Calais; and the reſt upon the ſea coaſt of baſſe Ger- 
From 


Original, many: and yet I do not perceive, they are aſſured of any ſhipping, but at 
the conteſſe of Emden's hand. I have told the Ambaſſadour of Spain of the 
levying in Gueldres, being his maſter's contrey; to the intent he may adver- 
tiſe the Governour of Flanders, and his brother, to lay a flop in tbeir way 
there. They cannot be ready and inbarqued before May. If you do in the 
mean time what you may, you ſhall thereby have the advantage in your hand. 
It is ſaid, the Marquis d Alboeuf is ſtay d, becauſe he is not ſtrong enough; 
and that when he ſhall be renforced, he goeth forward with his charge. 

I think it moſt neceſſary, that forthwith inſtructions be ſent to My Lord 
Montague, or to the Ambaſſadour reſident in Spain, to move King Philip, 
that in caſe the French make invaſion upon England, that according to the 
old treaty be will declare himſelf enemy to the French. It may be ſaid, the 
Queen's Majeſtie taketh the treaty to be inviolable; with ſuch other good 
matter as you can deviſe better then JI. Which ſending as it ts of great 
importance, ſo the celerite thereof ſhall ſerve our torne beſt. And to be ſure, 
Iuold wiſh, that the like inſtructions were ſent three ways; one by poſt through 

France (for ſince my coming a poſt might have ron, and yet may ron through 
France into Spain ;) another way is by ſea, and the third by sir Thomas 
Greſſam his meanes: who having a packet, may deliveF the ſame to Mon- 
ſieur d Arras, upon his firſt diſpetche to be ſent to his brother here in his pac- 
ket, to be from him conveyed into Spain. 

The French ſent lately by four ways into Scotland letters of one effect; 
whereby you may ſee, what care they have for ſending thether ; one by a cur- 
ror that departed hence in Mr Killigrew's cumpany, another by Flanders, 
the third by Calais, and the fourth through England by Cornwall: which 
T do not ſo much feare for Scotland, as for practice of rebellion ; whereef 
ſome rumour hath ben here. One Wilſon, a Scottiſhman, arrived here, a- 
bout the fourth of this preſent, with letters from Scotland: he had paſſed 
to and fro through England unknowne, and once he paſſed as à ſcoler going 
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to Lovain. I mervail hereof, waying the number upon the borders; and 
ſpecially, how he had paſſed thus cloſely, without flay. Although the French, 


for ſome reſpectis, may be ſoffered to paſſe ; yet it is againſt the treaty, that 


any Scottiſhman paſſe without paſiport: and now all the danger is of the 
conveying of the French letters by them, as men leaſt miſtruſted. Beware 
of Talyans there; for theſe men uſe them for intelligence, and of late an 
Ttalyan was ſent over hither by De la Ctevre. It were well done, that or- 
der were taken, that not onely upon the borders good hede may be had, who 
paſſeth to and fro, but alſo upon all the ſea coaſts on this fide that none paſs 
10 without your knowledge ; for things going on as they db, the great matter 
the French defire is to have intelligence from Scotland; and nothing can more 
ſerve their turn againſt us: and be you aſſured, that no Scotsman paſſeth 
bence without my knowledge into Scotland, but it is to ſerve the French. 
| Yove ſhall underſtand, that the Duke of Guiſe and the Cardinal of 
Lorrain have diſcovered a conſpiracy wrought againſt themſelfs and their 
auttorite, which they have bruited (to make the matter more odious) to bs 
ment onely againſt the King: whereupon they are in ſuch feare, as themſelfs 
do were privy coatis, and are in the night garded with piſtoliers and men 
in arms. They have apprehended eight or nine, and have put ſome to the tor- 
20 ture. The Lord Davy Hamulton, Suſelis, and Stewart be removed from 
Bois de Vincennes, and are brought, with ſome other, muffeled hither to Am- 
boiſe. And to be ſhort, this court is in great trouble, and know not on which 
fide to torne them ; as upon the boulting out of like matter it happeneth emong 
the governors of a realm, as you can conſider : and, to color the matter the 
more, they bruit, that the King of Spain hath advertiſed, that this conſpi- 
racy is ment againſt the King. | 
The matter is preſently bote, and like enough to be hoter : ſo as if ever time 
were for to work your ſurety, and to do that you have nede to do; it is now. 
For the Queen Dowager hath advertiſed them here by Wilſon, that if ſhe 
30 be renforced by May (and ſooner ſhe cannot be, for all things be here un- 
ready) that till then ſhe hopeth to kepe good : but theſe things proceading to 
a garboil, they here ſhall have other matter to loke unto. And therefore I 
ſay again: chafe the iron, whiles it is hot, and you ſhall take away occa- 
ions of many inconveniencis; and gain the advantaige, now it is offered. 
John Ribaud and John Roſs arriving here yeſterday, are this day de- 
peched to the ſea coaſt, to put all their ſhips in arreadines with all ſpede. 
The Marquis and his wife are gone from Diepe to Feckam. I mervail 
the more at Wilſon's paſſing (who is diſpecbid this fixth of Marche back 
again) for that he went and came in poſt : by meanes of whoſe cuming, 
40 and his reaportyof the Lord Hume, the ſaid Lord, being anfivered with de-

lay in his fute, is thereupon better regarded than he was like to be. Here- 
of' have 1 thought good to advertiſe you expreſiy, becauſe I doubt (if things 
ſuccede as the houſe of Guiſe feareth) I ſhall not of a good time have the 
like commodity. 

Wilſon hath told them here, that he dare not land in Scotland, for feare 
of the Queen's Majeſtie's ſhips: and therefor mindeth to go firſt into Flan- 
ders, and to land in England about Eſſex, or Suſſex, as a Fleming, or elſe 
at Newcaſtle, from Calais or Newhaven; ſaying, that he dare not go the 
way he hath paſſed hitherto. He reported, that the Lord Hume hath an Eng- 
liſhman dwelling upon the borders in England to his ſervant, who is as his 
ſpiall, by whoſe meanes Wilſon ſhall be conveyed into Scotland. I do wiſh, 
that my Lord of Norfolk, and other, may not onely have an ey to the ſaid 
Wilſen, and other Scottiſhmen that paſs to and fro; but alſo to find ſome 
meanes to learn, what Engliſhman it is who ſerveth the ſaid Lord Hume. 

I CANNOT but put youe in remembrance, that in handeling of the mat- 
ter with Scotland, and in receiving of the hoſtagis (which be comonly ſhews 
of diffidence) the matter may be uſed in ſuch fort, as they have no cauſe ta 
think we do miſtruſt them, but as that which paſſeth between us may ſeme 
to procede of love ; for otherwiſe diverſe inconveniencis may happin, which 
you can confider : and I could, if I were there with you, (as I have bold- 
ly in other things) for myne opinion partly declare unto you the meanis how 
it myght be done. And as I wold be loth, that we ſbuld think any thing tod 
ſure, and thereby become negligent ; which nedeth not: ſo I dare aſſure yu 
of one thing, that this the Queen's Majeſty bath already done hath goten her 
fach reputacion and credit, as ſhe is more dradde and eſtemed abrade in the 
world, than her ſuſter was with all her great mariage and alliance. 

T have written to my Lord Admirall for the appointing of ſome man to 
remain at Dunkirk, for conveying of letters over into England ; and for 
the circumſtances therof I referre youe to his Lordſhip's lettre. And ſo 
I humbly take my leave of youe. From Amboiſe, the vii of Marche

Bix ready to ſeale up this lettre, I do underſtande, that the feare 
of this commocion ts ſo great, as the fixth of this preſent the Duke of Guiſe, 
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the Cardinal of Lorrain, the grand Prior, and all the knights of the or- 
der which wwere here, watched all night long in the court, and the gatis of 
this towne were all ſhut and kept : whereby you may percetve, how we are 
beſeiged. It ſhall not be amiſs, that the Queen's Majeſtie, by berſelf or o- 
therwiſe, do cauſe the conte Helveſtein to be moved to write to the Duke 
of Clevis, to ſtay that the Frenchmen may levy no men in his contrey ; where 
they here begin allready to pratiiſe for the ſame by a coronel, called Collard, 


born in Guelderland. 


10 SIR, vt may lyke you to be a meyne to the quen's Majeſtie, to geve 
Mr Jhons leave for a lenger tyme to be abrode ; allleit J be revoked, or 
the warr breake : whearbie he ſhall be the better able hereafter to ſerve 
hyr Majeſtie yn ſome ſervyſe and place of truſt; wyche he wyll be ve- 
rie mete to do, addynge ſomme more foreyne experience to the good parts 
he hathe alredy. He meaneth to retire himſelf to Dole in the conty of Bur- 
gundy for the exerciſe of his tonge, if be cannot continew in France. 


IR, after I had made up the pacquet, I was faine to open it, tincloſe su el: 
this lettre within it; ſignifying unto the Quenis Majeſtic and youe, Jmonna 
that I am certainly informed, that the Buſhop of Valence, of whome ry Cecil, 
20 I have writen to her Majeſtie, is a man of great experience and conning * Mar.ry60, 
practice; and, if it may be, will go beyond Cievre, of whoſe complexion he _ 
is. I wold wiſhe, that in no wiſe he went into Scotland. And Sir, it ap- 
perethe by his ſending, that they do nothing but ſend ſtore of words thither 
to abuſe you; and that ſeing they ſend no commiſſion to go through with 
any thing, that they do but trifle the matter to win time: for we do ſe 
bere, that they do never a whit flay their preparac ions for war, but rather 
increaſe the fame. What wil be the end of this conſpiracy, God knoweth : 
but this morning they begin to gather force, and there be cum diverſe hac- 
quebutiers to this towne; and have further given commandement, that all 
30 priſoners, deteined in any place within the realm of France for religion, 
ſhall be univerſally releaſed. 
I woLDE wiſhe, that whatſoever were treated of with the French toch- 


ing the Scots, that the Scots were made privy thereto; and that nothing 
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were accorded toching them, without their conſent and knowledge. © The 


Duke of Nemurs, and the Conte Mirandola, with diverſe others, were ye/- 
terday ſent abrode to make ſcowte watche. There is order given for the 
coming to the court of four hundred men at arms. The Admiral of France 
and Dandelot are greatly ſoſpected to be parties in this broile here towardes. 
Wilfon hath ſtay d hitherto, and(as hear) ſhall cum thither with the Bisſhop 
of Valence, whoſe name is Monluc. And ſo eſtſones I take my leave of 
youe. From Amboiſe, this v111 of Marche, at none, 1559.

To THE QUEENE'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTIE. 


IT may pleaſe your Majeſte t'underſtand, that the v1 11 of this pre- 
ſent I receyvid your Higneſle's lettres of the xv11 of February, by 
Guido Cavalcanti : to whome I have gyven myne adviſe, how he ſhall be- 


have himſelf heere. I underſtand by the ſame, that it hath pleaſed your 
. Highneſſe to beſtow uppon him a pencion of one hundred pownds: and, 


in myne opinion, as I take it to be well beſtowed ; ſo I thinke, that he is 
well able with his ſervice (yf he will employe it) to deſerve it. 

The vii and vi11 of this preſent I wrote to your Highneſſe of one ef- 
fect: and my packetts I ſent, th'one by the waye of Diepe, and th'other 
by Flandres. By that of the v1 1 1 I advertiſed of this bearer the zusſhope 
of Valence's comminge to your Majeſtic from this King; who then told 
me, that he ſhuld have his depeche about the x of this inſtant. But this 
morning he ſent me word, that he was commaunded to departe this daye 
before noone; withe requeſt to accompanye him with my lettres to your 
'Highnes, and to your officers at Dover: which I thought my duetie to 
your Majeſtie, and meete, in reſpect of th'amitie, to doe. 

Ta1s man is of the pryvie counſell here, brother to Monſieur de Mon- 
luc knight of this ordre ; wiſe, ſobre, and well mixed, and of longe tyme 
and often employed in ambaſſades, and other ſervices of eſtate and truſt. 
And beſides that he is well learned in divinitie, (anſwering to his callinge) 
-wherin he hath written much; he is well ſeene in other ſciences. I 

truſt, 
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truſt, he commith ſo inſtructid to your nighnes from his maſter, as he 
will oppen the waye, and gyve meanes to bringe all doubts of amitie in- 


to good tearmes : which for the quiet of chriſtendome, and banniſhinge 


of ſuſpicion from betwene princes, is much to be wisſhid; ſo the ſame be 
done in deede, and not delayed over with delayes, as hath ben ufid by 
ſome princes our neighbours to ſerve their tournes. Th'one wherof is as 
good and holſome, as th'other odious and dangerouſe, 

Tax v11 of this preſent the ſaid Busſhoppe came to me, and told me 
from his maſter, that even as your n ighnes had dealt freendlye and franke- 
lye with the king and his miniſtres in declaringe your griefs unto theim; 
ſo the King his maſter myndid to take the ſame waye with your Highnes, 
and alſo to declare ſome other to your Majeſtie; and for that pourpoſe had 
appoinctid him to go this journey: and truſted well, that there ſhulde be 
nothinge omitted of his maſter, nor undone of him, that might ſerve 
for the ſtablisſhinge of goode peace betwene your Majeſties; nor no wrongs 
unreadreſſed, that might occaſion anye bitterneſſe betwixt yow. 

EMONGE other things he told me, that the Queene powagiere of Scot- 
land had ſo often and earneſtlye written to this king for her retourne 
into this realme, with ſuch mone to be eaſidde of thoſe troubles and bur- 
thens there, which have dyvers tymes put her in great extremitie of dan- 
ger of lief, that the King his maſter cannot refuſe her her requeſt; and 


_ thinkithe, that ſhe ſhall ſhortlye comme into France: wherof, I judge,

he will motion your Majeſtie, and requyre leave for her paſſaige through 


your realme. I have written more of this man in a lettre to Mr Secre- 
tary, wherof it may like your Majeſtie to be enfourmid. 


This perſonaige's uſaige there, in reſpect of th'onnour of his place heere 


and degree of his dignitie, beſides th'onnour of this legation at this pre- 


fent committed unto him, I humbly recommende to your Majeſtic. And 


thus I beſeeche God long to preſerve your nighnes in health, honnour, 
and all felicite.

Sir Nichols CNR, I ſent unto youe the v11 of this preſent a pacquet by the waye of 
parent Diepe,and the eighth of the ſame another by the way of Flanders, much 
ary Cecil. what both of one tenure. This bearer I have therein deſcribed unto you. He 
From Am- 7s as coning as Cievre, or beyond him. You may perceive by his ſending, 
boil that they ds but protract the time with wordis; for he hath not comiſſion to 
Mr. 15% oo through with any matter. 

Parex WILSON, 4 Scottiſhman, hath paſſed to and from Scotland through Eng- 
en land without knowledge ; wherof I mervaill. The xxv111 of February he did 
bm hug take ſhipping at Dover; where I feare there be ſome falſe bretheren, for 
who will may paſs there without let : he landed at Diepe. It ſhal be well 
done to write to the captain of the caſtle at Dover to take hede to theſe 
things. The ſaid Wilſon myndith to embarque again in Flanders, and to dij- 
cend in the northe partis of Scotland, or elſe at Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and ſo 
paſſe our frontier. The French, for the ſure conveyance of their packets, have 
deviſed now to ſend all their currors by ſea, to land at Aberdine, Monros, 
or Dunde, and fo by the north parts. I wiſh the Duke of Chaſtelberault to 
be advertiſed hereof, and to have an eye to thoſe partis; for elſe they ſhall 
paſſe through the contrey. 

I RECEIVED a lettre from the Quene's Majeſtie by Guido Calvacant the 
v111 of this preſent. The hoſtagts, as I am enformed, be at Calais redy to 
paſs over. I have not accepted them. T ſaid, I wold underſtande of them, and 
then allow or diſallow, You may perceive, that they procede without order 
in this doing. The Marquis de Neile is not, if he may be ſtayed, to be releaſ- 
ed. By his abſence his wife may do ſervice in Bretaigne : his preſence take 
eth the ſame away. For all good contenance, they here make great pre- 
paracions. Ribaud and Roſs are diſpetched to make ready all the ſhips they 


can, both their own, and all other ſtrangers ; ſaving the King of Spain his ſub- 
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20 


jectis. They cannot be ready before May, and in the mean time you may do 30 


many things for your advantage. The Marquis ſtayeth, becauſe he is not ſtrong 
enough. It were well done, in myne opinion, that inſtructions were ſent 
to my Lord Montague, or to the Ambaſſadour refident in Spain, to have in 
remembraunce the o/d treaty between us, if the French invade us. 

A CONSPIRACY hathe bene here reveled againſt he Houſe of Guiſe. It 
hath moche troubled them. It is now ſomwhat appeaſed, and the xing 
goeth abrode on hunting. The French have ſent to levy men in the Paliſ- 
grave's contrey, and Guelderland, I wrote to my Lord admyrall by my 
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laſte, for the appointing of ſome diſcrete man to take a houſe to reſide at 
Dunkirk, for conveyance of letters over into England. The Queen's Majeſ- 
tie, by her doings hitherto, hath won much reputacion, and is more drad than 
her ſiſter was for all her great marriage and alliance. 

By this bearer his talk with me T judge, he will ſue to the Queens Ma- 
jeftie to have the Queen Douager of Scotland to paſſe through England. I 
wiſh the handeling of matters for hoſtagis with Scotland, which be tokins of 
diffidence, may be ſuch, as the Scots may think ue do not miſtruſt them, 1 
ſignified yeſterday and the day before diverſe of theſe maters, and other 

10 things, at more lenght. Becauſe tyme is ſhort (for the Buſhop is even now 
upon his departure) and that I truſt one of my late pacquetts wil be with 
youe aſſone as this; I make an ende, and take my leave of youe: pray- 
ing God to direct youe in all your doings.

8 T. may pleaſe your Majeſtie to be advertiſed, that the x11 of this pre- 
Throkmor- & ſent, at five of the clocke in the morning, Frauncis your curror arrived 
N here at Amboiſe ; by whome I received your Highnes and your coun- 
rrom am. ſaill's lettres, bearing date the vii of the fame: and upon knowledge of 
boiſe. your Majeſtie's pleaſure therin ſignified unto me, I ſent to the court for au- 
15Mar.1560 djence; whiche was appointed to be the next daye. So as the x111 of this 
1 preſent I repaired to the court: and after I had dined with the cardinall 
(who was accompanied with the chancelor Olivier, the prince of Janvile, 
— the Archbuſhop of Vienna, Marillac, the zuſhop of Orleauns, and diverſe 
others of the long robe; ) being retired with him into his chamber, the 
cardinall beganne to declare unto me, that the king and he had receiv- 
ed lettres from their ambaſſadour in Englande, brefely conteining th ef- 
feof certaine articles proponed to him there; whiche he hath advertiſed 

us, quoth the cardinall, youe wold more amply dilate unto us. 

I THERUPON declared unto him, that, upon my laſt audience, I had 
advertiſed your Majeſtie of their good diſpoſicion and inclinacion to peace, 
and to do that which ſhuld tend therunto ; and had uſed the beſt meanes 
and offices I coulde to perfect the ſame betwixe your Majeſtie and the 
King his maſter ; as, I truſted, the king ſhuld underſtand by your lettres: 
and that I thowght, they were advertiſed from their Ambaſſadour with 
your Majeſtic, how he had proceaded therupon; who, I ſaid, had made an ap- 
paraunce of the good diſpoſition of thexing here to accord toall things toching 
your Majeſtie and the maters of Scotlande : and that your majeſtic, mind- 
ing to let them underſtand from thens theſe things, had commaunded me 
to open unto the xing the meanes that may confirme the ſame, and eſta- 
bliſhe th'amity and perpetuall peaxe betwixe them ; which not being ac- 
corded, your Majeſtie could not be perſuadid, that th'amity could long 
indure without jalouſy and doubt; ſpecially conſidering to what ſuſpici- 
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on things have of late bene brought. I ſaid alſo, that by lettres which I 30 


had received from your Majeſtie I underſtoode, that their Ambaſſadour 
had travailled with the ſame, and your counſaill, to have all things frendly 
compounded and ended; and for that purpoſe had given occaſion of de- 
viſing certaine articles, wherof he had allowed part, and rejected others 
offered by your nighnes; and miſliked them in ſome part, without the 
whiche your Majeſtic ſawe, no ſurety could followe. 
| When I had ended the propoſition, and entered to the declaration of 
tarticles ; Monſieur I ambaſſadeur, quoth he, youe have here made a 
faire propoſition in words, as thoughe the quene deſired peaxe: and yet, 
methinkes, 
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methinkes, by your doings it ſemethe, that ſhe mindeth to breake. Wher- 
unto I made no anſwer: but going on with my tale, faid that your Ma- 
jeſtie deſired, that toching th articles proponed to their ambaſſadeur 
concerning th'articles devyſed ; wherin emongs other things he had ac- 
corded, that theſe innovations made by the king here and the qQuene his 
wief to the prejudice of your Majeſtie, toching the giving of your armes 
and uſing of your title, ſhuld be furthwith reformed and ceaſſe for ever: 
which thing being duely done indeede without delay, I faid, ſhuld geve 
a very good begynnyng to this mater. Wherunto quoth the cardinall: 
10 He hath gone beſides his commiſſion ; for he had no grounde from us to 
procede in this ſorte, nor accord herunto. He had indede commaunde- 
ment from the king to ſay in this mater of th'armes, that the ſame ſhuld 
be no hinderaunce to th'amity betwene your majeſtie and the King his 
maſter. But no mervaill, quoth he; for he hath from the begynnyng had 
ſuch a diſpoſicion to bring things to quiet, as he without reſpect to any 
thing elles hath clene forgoten himſelf, | 
S1R, quoth I, what commiſſion he had, I know not; but this is ſig- 
nified unto me to have bene done by him: and fo declared further un- 
to him, that your Majeſtie alſo required to have all the xing's forces to 
20 be out of hand revoqued from Scotlande, and to have occaſion of doubt 
taken awaye, and the Scotts auncient privileges reſtored: defiring alſo, 
that within the xx1 of this moneth, they ſhuld begynne to revoque their 
forces at the furtheſt ; by the xx1v, the third parte of the ſame; and 
within the xxv111 of the ſame monethe, the half; and the hooll, by the 
ſecond of Aprill next coming: which thing was very requiſit, to th'in- 
tent that the firſt great ſuſpicions conceived on the behaulf of your Ma- 
jeſtie do not give youe occaſion, for th'afſurance of your realme, to do 
otherwiſe then willingly ye wold do; wherby your good inclination to 
peaxe and amitye might be hindered and letted. And to th'intent that 
zo theſe things may take ſoner effect; your Majeſtie thought good (if the 
xing liked the fame) that there were ſent from hens commiſſion for that 
30 purpoſe, to ſome perſonage or perſonages either in Englande or Scotlande; 
as to Monſieur de Valence, or Monſieur I Ambaſſadeur; or ells to the Buſhop 
of Amyens, Mefſieurs de la Broſſe and Martigues, being already in Scot- 
lande; and chefely for thoſe points whiche concerne the revocation of 
the King's forces in Scotlande ; which ſhuld greatly advaunce the mater: 
and this ſemeth a better way unto her, then to tary till one can be ſent 
from hens; which wold require to great a tyme. Likewiſe I declared, 
that your Majeſtie was contented to graunt them ſauf conduct as woll be 
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40 ſea as by lande, and ſuffer them to paſſe ſafely in engliſhe botomes into 
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Fraunce: and if that any were diſpoſed not to paſſe by ſea, and had not 
the commodite fo to do; ſuche ſhuld be ſuffered to paſſe in convenient 
numbers unarmed throughe the realmeof Englande, and fo into Fraunce: 
whiche things being thus redreſſed, and put in execution; your majeſtic 
truſted, that all occaſions of doubts and ſuſpicions ſhuld clerely be ban- 
niſhed, and bothe your Majeſties might live in perpetuall peaxe. I faid 
alſo, that your Majeſtie was of opinion, that it were very neceſſary, that 
the king, if he deſired to have peaxe univerſally betwene the three realmes, 
(which your Majeſtie did earneſtly defire) did ſend over with diligence 
large and ample commiſſion to ſomme perſonaige to goo into Scotlande; 
and, finding the puke of Chaſtelerault, and others of the nobilite his ad- 
herents, ready to acknowledge the quene his wief for their ſoveraine La- 
dy, that the King in her right did cauſe ſomme perfect aſſurance and reſ- 
titution of the liberties of their countrey to be made unto them, the realme 
to be governed without force and armes, according to th'old lawes and 
liberties of the ſame, and by the naturall and natif people therof, or ells 
as it ſhuld ſeme good to the three eſtats to be aſſembled frankly and with- 
out conſtrain, to the benefit of the ſaid qQuene his wief: and then (I 
faid) having retired their forces as before, your Majeſtie promiſed to re- 
tire your forces newly aſſembled bothe by land and ſea ; ſo as alſo the king 


| here wold take ordre, that as well upon his ſea coaſts, as in other parts 


of his realme, there might be no more preparation for warre, nor that 
thoſe whiche be in hande dyd procede any further, and that furthwith 
commaundement were given to this effect: and to th intent the ſamepeaxe 
might alwayes continew, and that a more ſtraict amity might be eſta- 
bliſhed betwene your Majeſties; your Majeſtic alſo deſired, that the laſt 
treaty of peaxe might be ratiffied and confirmed. | 

Wren I had thus ended to tell him as moche as was, in my poor o- 
pinion, mete for me to declare toching your Majeſtie's pleaſure ; Sir (quoth 
he) youe have here made declaration unto me of diverſe articles: and be- 
cauſe they be of importaunce, and for that the ſame may be the better 
conſidered; I pray youe, I may have the fame in writing. Sir (quoth I) 
I have no commiſſion to do otherwiſe then I have done; that is, to de- 
clare thus moche unto youe by mowthe. Why, (quoth he) youe have 
here made mencion of dayes: and do youe thinke, that my memory will 
ſerve me to beare ſo many maters of importans away ; and that princes 
can procede in this facion by bare words? if we do no otherwiſe, we 
ſhal be long er we comme to any poinct. Sir (quoth I) as I told youe, 
I have no commiſſion thus to do: and yet for your memory ſake; and al- 
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ſo becauſe (it may be) I do not, for want of language, ſet out the mater 40 40 
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ſufficiently for your underſtanding; and alſo for that the maters may the 
ſoner be anſwered and ſatisfied, and things better conſidered; I was (I faid) 

contented to put th effect of that I had reherſed unto him in writing: 

proteſting, that I had no commiſſion therto; and that required, it might 

not be prejudiciall to your Majeſtie's cauſe now in hande, nor any advan- 

taige againſt me in your ſervice. God forbid (quoth he) that I ſhuld do 

ſo: I do it onely becauſe the mater may the better be conſidered, and an- 

ſwered accordingly. Wherupon being thus preſſed, and becauſe the ma- 

ter is come to the poinct to trye whether they meane plainly or not, the 

10 10 rather becauſe he ſemed not to confirme the doings of their Ambaſſadour 
with your Majeſtie ; (wherby it may apeare, that this maner of procea- 
ding is not plaine nor commodious for your Majeſtie) I could not, as me- 
thought, denye them unto him ; but thought good to draw out th'arti- 
cles (a copy wherof I ſend your Majeſtie herwithall) in ſuche ſort as may 
appeare unto your Majeſtie; ſo couched, as farre as my ſimple wit wold 

ſerve me, as methinks they can take no advauntaige by any of the ſame. 
I was herupon brought to the King: to whome in ſort as aperteined 
I delivered your Majeſtie's lettres, with your xighnes commendations ; 
and, after he had peruſed the ſame, declared unto him the mater I pro- 
20 poned to the cardinall. Wherunto he ſaid nothing, but onely preſſed me 
to put the ſame in writing. I anſwered him with ſuche proteſtations 
as I made to the cardinall, and promiſed to put the ſame in articlees, 
From him I was conducted by Monſieur de Randan (brother to the conte 
Rochefaukault) to the quene mother; to whome I in like maner deliver- 

ed your Majeſtie's lettres and commendations: who onely thanked your 
Majeſtie, and did make the like requeſt that the king and the cardinall 

made. Wherunto J agreed as before. 
In th end the cardinall ſaid, he was commaunded to declare unto me, 
to be ſignified unto your Majeſtie, a conſpiracye wrought againſt him and 
zo the puke his brother; the ſpring wherof roſe from Geneva: and wi 

many faire words ſaid, that the K ing his maſter, being deſirous rib or 
qQuene his good ſuſter ſhuld underſtande therof, had willed him to de- 
clare this mater unto me; to th'intent I ſhuld make your Majeſtie privye 

to the ſame. I told him, that it did bothe toche your Majeſtic, and the 
like hath happened to other princes: and as your Highnes wold not be 
ö glad of it, I knew well ynoughe, but be ſory of any unquietnes about 
- your good brother; ſo wold youe not let (if nede were) to ayde him a- 
, gainſt ſuche as ſhuld be medlars in ſuch a caſe, being fo prejudiciall to 
- all maner of ſtates. He faid, they had met with ſomme of them: and 
40 told me of xy111 men whiche were apprended the x11. of this preſens 
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by Monſieur de Sanſar, a knight of th order, nere Towers; every of them 


carying behinde him on horſbacke a bagfull of piſtoletts, ſhot and poWũ . 


der. And this is all that paſſed betwene the k ing, the quene mother, the 
cardinall and me. 

Be1NG thus retorned home to my lodgings, I uſed as muche diligence 
as I could to put th'articles in order, and ſent the fame in the evening to 
the cardinall ; praying him (for as moch as the currour ſtayde upon their 
anſwer, that the tyme paſſed, and the dayes mentioned in th articles came 
on apaſe) aſſone as might be to have anſwer likewiſe in writing from them, 
to be ſent to your Majeſtie. He ſaid, he wold the next morning ſhew them 
to the k ing, conſider them, and therupon give me anſwer : whiche I at- 
tended all the x1111 of this preſent: and not hearing from the cardinall, 
I ſent againe unto him for anſwer ; alledging the ſtay of your majeſtie's 
curror onely for the purpoſe, whome (I faid) your Majeſtic wold think 
long in retorning. He anſwered, the King had ſeen them; but ſeing he 


was not reſolved therupon, prayed me to have patience; without appoint- 


ing any tyme to ſend the ſame to me. 

WHERFORE waying, that the x111 of this preſent about midnight they 
diſpeched one to their Ambaſſadour there, without giving me knowledge ; 
and that, as it aperethe unto me, ?h'expedicion of your Majeſtie's affairis 
at this time is of great importance, not knowing what advantage they may 
have in prutracting the matter to your Majeſtie's incommodite: I thought 
it expedient to depeche this bearer herwithall, reteining your curror with 
me to be diſpetched hens with ſuche anſwer as I ſhall receive here; the 
rather becauſe your Majeſtie may not be abuſed with indirect dealing ; and 
that the ſame may underſtand in ti me what ] do bere, the better to pro- 
cede with the French King's miniſters on that fide. 

Now having ſignified unto your Majeſtie, what I have done toching 
your ſpeciall charge committed unto me; I do humbly beſeche your Ma- 
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20 


jeſtie (according to your accuſtomed favour and grace towards me) to give 30 


me leave to declare, what I have done further for the furtherance of your 
ſervice, and what I thinke (faving your Majeſtie's grave correction) in my 
poor opinion mete to be done by your Majeſtie. And wheras I underſtoode 
by King Philip's Ambaſſadour, that the fourtenth of this preſent there paſ- 


fed by this court a curror from Spain into Flanders, who caried lettres 


to one Monſieur de Glaion, a knight of th'order, of the Low-contrey, a 
man of experience, and of the privy oounſaill, to put himſelf in arrea- 
dines for his paſſing over into England to your Majgſtie; and that alſo an 


other, whoſe name and contrey he knew not, ſhuld be appointed to come to 


this court; both of them to travail to compound matter between your Ma- 40 
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jeſtie and the French King: perceiving alſo, that the Biſtop of Limoges, 
now reſident with the King of Spain for this King, ſent alſs a curror who 
arrived within four houris after the other ; who, it is judged, letteth not 
to deprave alltogether your Majeſtie's doings, and to turne the cat in the 
panne, and to make your Majeſtie's proceadings other than they be, for 
bis maſter's advantage : fearing leaſt the King of Spain, through ignorance 
of your Majeſtte's proceadings, might conceive thereof otherwiſe then well; 
J, upon continuall declaracion, made not onely in words but in dedes, of 
the ſaid Ambaſſadour here tewardis your Majeſtie and your ſervis, and 


10 miſliking of theſe mens doings, ſpecially in regard of the old amite between 


your Majeſtie's realm and the Low-contrets, thought it not amiſs (becauſe 
he might the better per/uade with him that ſhall cum out of Spain the juſt- 
nes of your Majeſtie's proceadings and requeſtis, and the frowardnes of the 
French in trifling of the matter with wordis) to make him privy to the 
articles delivered by me in writing to the prench king. Whiche as he 
toke in very thankfull and frendly part: ſo he letted not to ſay plainly 
unto me, that your Majeſtie could defire 1 no leſs than you did; that you had 
reaſon to demaund more a great deale; that the French in refuſing to ſatis- 


He your Majeſtie in the ſame ſhuld ſeme unreaſonable ; and that he was aſ- 
20 ſured, that his maſter underſtanding thus much, howſoever the French Am- 


baſſadour per ſivaded with him, wold miſlike their proceadings; and that 
he wold be the gladder, and more efteme your Majeſtie, if in theſe matters 


you do that you may db, and make an end to your advantage. He aſſured 


me, that Monfieur Glaiion was a wiſe man, and wold confider as well as 
any man the neceſits of amite between England and the Low-contreys, and 
how the one accorded in ſtate with the other. He ſaid, he thought the other 
wold not be here ſo fone, but that his maſter might in time be advertiſed of 
your Majeſtie's proceadings; and thought good, if I wold let him have a 
copy of the articles given by me to the French, to ſend the ſame unto him 


30 to the intent that he underſtanding your Majeſtie's juſt and direct procead- 


ings, his Ambaſſadour to be ſent hither might be inſtructed accordingly, and 
give leſs eare to the French perſugſions. ] judged it requiſit to promis him 
@ copy; wherewith, he told me, he wold diſpetche one into Spain in poſt. 

IT may like your Majeſtie underſtand, that Guido Calualcant (ſo farre 
as I can judge) beareth great affection to your Majeſtie's ſervice; for the 
furtheraunce wherof he repaireth often unto me, and followeth myn adviſe 
in his proceadings. He is in good grace with the cardinal of Lorrain 
and the Duke of Guiſe : who, he ſayeth, notwithſtanding their good conte 
nance unto me, ſaid unto: bim, in talking of the laſt matters proponed by me, 


40 that they wold ſell lands, goodis, and all that ever they bad, rather than they 
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wold agree to the articles; and yet he knoweth, if your Majeſtie land in them, 
they will condiſcend thereunto. Their caſe is ſuche for the preſent, as they 
cannot chuſe : for they have nothing ready for the war ; and, beſide, land 
in doubtfull termis at home; and have ſo many irons in the fire, as they can- 
not tell which way to turn them. He alſo informeth me, that emong all the 
ſtrangers of this court your Majeſtie's proceadings are jo liked, as your realh: 
hath more eſtimacion than when it had Calais: ſo as if the end ſuccede there- 
after ; it is judged veryly, your Majeſtie ſhall during your time be quiet, 
and theſe men afraid to enter into war with you. Mary, now is the time 
to preſſe them, and conſtrain them to do any thing for your Majeſtie's ſurety. 10 I 
Tuus your Majeſtie ſeethe, what opinion is here generally, and how 
the ſame is confirmed by the Ambaſſadour and Calvacant; upon whom, 1 
doubt not, your Majeſtic ſhall have cauſe to thinke your penſion well be- 
ſtowed. And for myne opinion; I cannot underſtand by any meanes, that 
theſe men, ſo long as they may dally their matters with wordis, will be 
brought 7 do any thing elſe: and good will have they to do nothing. What the 
importance of your Majeſtie's affatris, and the ſtate of your realm requirethe, 
the Lords of your conſail can well confider. Your Majeſtic hathe demand- 


eld reaſen at the Prenchmen's bands: and, beſere it came to pointis and ar- 


ticles, they ſaid, your Majeſtie ſhuld be ſatisfied; meaning onely to know 20 2 
th'uttermoſt. Whiche being declared 70 them, and nothing but honorable, 
reaſonable, and moſt juſte requęſtis, and without the which your Maje/- 
tie can hope to have no equalite at their hand;s: they firſt call back their 
Ambaſſadour's doing on that fide, and will not allow them ; and here will 
do nothing but trifel to winne time, and make as moche preparacion as they 
may for force. M herein ſeeing God hath ordeined them to be fo for infe- 
rior to your Majeſtie, as your Majeſtie having the advantage may without 
their let take and kepe the ſame, if good forſight be had; Ttruſt, your Ma- 
jeſtie will not let flip this occaſiom : which taken ; bothe ſuch as may hap- 
pen to treate with your Majeſtie for compoficion with theſe men, on the King 30 3 
of Spain's behaulf, wil be gladder to meddle in the mater, being to your 
Majeflie's honor and profit ; and theſe men, having felt that their willfull- 
nes in doing of injuries and refufmg reaſonable demandis hath done them 
hurt, will be glad to make an honorable end with your Majeſtie, and per- 
haps be content to grant more than is yet ſpoken. of. 
And when your majeſtic ſhall have thus ordered the mater 7th them, 
end brought them to ſatisfy you : then, for the prevention of their malice 
bereafter, and that they ſhall not another tyme take occaſion, upon a final. 
ground, to fall out with you (for fo Img as any of the Houſe of Guiſe ruleth 
in France, theſe pikis will never be forgottin ; but revenge 1 be fought, 40 4 
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if ever time ſerve) it may like your Majeſtie to deſire the King Spain, 
and, if it ſhal be thought good, the Emperor alſo to be à party with him 
(which, in reſpect of the honor of the matter, be uill perhaps willingly do; 
and joining-with them two, your Majeſtie and the French king ta make a treaty 
of a continuall peace betwene your Majeſtie and the ſaid K ing; with ca- 
pitulation, that whoſoever firſt breakethe, the other #700, with the aide of 
the prince injuried, ſhall ſet upon the begynner of the warre with their 
forces. Whiche thing, in reſpect of the ſtate of chriſtendome, ſhall comme 
well to paſſe for the Emperor: and King Philip, who hath his mind occu- 
10 pred for the commodite of his countrey upon Barbary, will by all likely- 
hood give good eare therunto; and the rather, when he ſhall underftande, 
that in reſpect of the ſtate of his Low-contreis, the French ſhall not dare 
to attempt any thing againſt the ſame, for feare of your Majeſtie. And this 
ane; I doubt not, but your Majęſtie ſball have time to dv other things at 
home, for the continuall preſervation of your Majeſtie's ſurety, and wealthe of 
your Majeſtie's realmes and ſubjects. 

Ap becauſe your Majeſtie may knowe the cauſe wherfore in all my. 
doings with theſe men ] have omitted to make mention of the third article, 
which is to have the matter brought to communicacion and treaty, only ufing 
te laſt point for confirmation of the laſte treaty : it may like the fame 
to underſtand, that having knowledge, before the coming of Frauncis 
your currour, that it was the point the French only defired, and whereby 
they might have moſt color to wwinne time; I thought it, in my poor opi- 
nion, unneceſlary to put the ſame furth ; left that in flicking thereunto they 
old have driven all the reſt to communicacion, under pretence that all was 
included in this article, And howſoever your Majeſtie is informed of 
the ſtrenght and defenſe of Leth ; it is here certainly underſtanded by a 
poſt that arrived from Scotland the eleventh of this preſent, that Leth (whe- 
ther it be for want of furniture of municion, want of victuallis, lack of 


39 ſtrenght in the pece, or for ſomme other cauſe) that the ſame, onles they 


within it have preſent relief, is not gardable ten days: and, indted, it is 
not taken here to be of force. 

AND for your wajeſtie's further renenibriimnce, whiche I know ned- 
eth not to your Majeſtie ; it may like the ſame, in caſe either Cievre or 
Monjieur de Valence deſire to have audience, and in their declaration to be 
made to your Majeſtie of the proceadings here betwene Monſieur le car- 
dinall and me, pon the arrivall of the curror difpeched by them from hence 
without my knowledge the xi xi of this preſent at midnight, do not give 
your Majeftie a reſolut anfwer toching the demands I have here proponed to 
40 them, and that to your Majeſtie's ſatisaftion, to anſwer them, that your 
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Majeſtie will tay treating further with them, ill you hear from your Ma- 
jeſtie's Ambaſſadour here, and be enformed what anſwer he receiveth of this 
fide ; and in that caſe to cauſe trait order to be taken, that neither Ci- 
evre nor any other ſend any depechis into Scotland: and if it ſo happen, 
that neither your Majeſtie by their anſwer to me here, nor by their miniſ- 
ters there ſhall perceive, that they mind furthwith to reſobve upon anſwer 
to the articles miniſtred by me to them, to your Majeftie's ſatisfattion ; that 
then it may pleaſe your Majeſtie to ſend to revoque me, and that to be done 
both with great ſpede and ſecretly ; and then to take your oportunite, with- 
out being any longer abuſed by them, thereby to conſtrain them to cum to bet- 
ter termis. | 

But one thing I am glad of, that Monfieur de Glation repaireth into 
England; who is as wiſe a man, and notable a warrior, as I do know any 
in theſe daies; and of great importance, being a Low-contrey man, as divers 
of my Lords do well knowe. And I doubt not, your Majeſtie can uſe him 
in ſuch fort, when he ſhall be arrived there, as you will winne him to be 


for ever affettionat to your Majeſtie and your realm: for he is a man wor- 


thy to be wonne, and to be made of; wherin I nede not to remembre your 
Majeſtie, 

IT may like your Majeſtie alſo t underſtande, that here is granted un- 
to the King here fix hundred thouſand frankis only, for the rigging forth 
of ſhips, and proviſion of victuallis too, Fobn Ribaud and Roſs continew 

till in the following of their commiſſions upon the ſea coaſts, for the prepa- 

racion of ſhips. And even now preſently the garboil here is very hote, which 
troubleth them ſore. It is judged, that it will rather increaſe then decreaſe : 
and here is already ſending out of horſemen piſtoliers on all ſidis. 

Th'Emperour, as it is ſaid, hathe made requeſt to the pope for his co- 
ronation ; whiche is graunted unto him, and the cardinall Morone ſhall 
goo into Almaine for the purpoſe: who ſtayeth as yet, for that his caſe 
is not throughly clered, for ſuche cauſes as were laid to his charge du- 
ring his impriſonment. The pope hath alſo, as it is ſaid, referred the ma- 
ter of the counſaill to th'emperour. The cardinall of Guile is retorned 
to this court. The cardinall of Bellaye peane of the colledge is deadde. 
The cardinall Turnon is like to be elected in his ſtede. The rope hath 
ſent to demaunde licence of this King to beſtowe the cardinall Bellaye 
his benefices: becauſe he died at Rome, he claimeth the diſpoſition ther- 
of partly by right. 

TH'ENTERPRISE of Tripoli is broken: for as a revolt was a cauſe that 
moved King Philip to ſend an army that wayes; ſo the ſame being pa- 


cified and quieted by Dracutraiz, who hath put himſelf into the towne 40 
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with two thouſand Janniſſeris, the Turque hath alſo ſent unto him a ſuc- 
cour of thirty gallees, to defend the ſea coaſt. The maters of the revolt 
being herby compounded ; king Philip his enterpriſe is failed, and his 
men of warre are conſtrained to retire themſelfs. And thus having non 
other occurrencis to write unto your Majeſtie, I beſeche God long to pre- 
ſerve the ſame in healthe, wealthe, and all proſperite. From Amboiſe, 
the xv of Marche 1559, at 1x of the clocke at night.

The Marisſhall Saint Andre was the fiftenth of this preſent, about ten 
of the clock, ſent furth with three hundred horſemen to Towars, for the ap- 
prehenſion of certain companies there. And the Duke of Namurs and the 
Admiral of France the ſame day, at five of the clock in the evening, was 
likewiſe ſent forth with two hundred others, for the empeching of another 
cumpeny not far hence,

20 IT may pleaſe your good Lordſhippes to be advertiſed, that the x11 of gir wictolas 
this preſent in the morninge I receyved your lettres of the vii of the Tironer 
fame, by Franciſco the currour, and others from the quene's Majeſtie. Lords of the 
Uppon receipt wherof, I ſent the ſame daye to the cardinall of Lorraine, l. 
to know when I might have audience of the K ing. He ſent me word, Fm © 
that the next daye, being the x111, I ſhuld be welcomme to his dyner ; 7. 1560 
and then I ſhuld ſpeke with the King: which I didde. | PAPER 
AFTER dyner I opened unto the cardinall ſuch things as I had in com--— 
miſſion from her Highnes, by her lettres and your Lordſhippes; together — 
repetinge ſuch articles as I receyved from the queene's Majeſtie, and had 
30 ben commenid of betweene ſome of your xonnours and the French Am- 
baſſadour there: addinge therunto, that I thought the K ing his maſter 
had ben advertiſed of the ſame from the ſaid Ambaſſadour; for that he 
had ſent one in the companye of her nHighneſſe courrour. After the 
cardinall had heard me; he ſaid, that their Ambaſſadour had not writ- 
ten heerof at any length, nor in ſuch ſorte as I had declared them, but 
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onelye had touched brieflye certein points, which he referred to my fur- 
ther and amplyer declaration heere unto them ; and that therfore, ha- 
vinge none otherwiſe heard of the ſame but by me, and that they ſeem- 
ed to be of importance, and manye ſmall points, as dayes, to be conſi- 
dered in the ſame (he ſaid) he cowde not well beare them awaye: and 
therfore prayed me, for their better remembraunce and conſideracion 
therof, and the better to make anſwer therunto, that I wold delyver them 
unto him in writinge ; and I ſhuld be anſwered accordinglye. 
WurERvuNTO I ſaid, that I had no commiſſion fo to do, but onely to 
declare the ſame unto the K ing and to him by mouth. Then I perceyve 
(quoth the cardinall) that notwithſtandinge your faire preface, and ſhew 
to have peax, yow meane nothinge leſſe: for how cann we remembre 
theeſe points (quoth he) unleſſe we have the ſame in writinge by ſomme 
meanes? and ſo things can be brought to no pointe, But after I had ſtand 
a while with him, that, havinge no commiſſion therunto, it was not my 
parte to deliver the ſame in writinge; yet, being earneſtlye preſſed by 
him to do it, I aid, that to th intent he might well perceyve, that the 
queene's Majeſtie my miſtris wold ſaye nothinge but that ſhe wold ſtand 
therunto; and for that I had declared certein things untohim, which ſhuld 
well appeere that I wold fortifye to comme from her nighnes; I wold 
adventure ſo farre of my ſelf, as to deliver unto him that that I had ſayd 
in writinge : with proteſtation nevertheleſſe, that I had no commiſſion 
ſo to do. And beſides that, for that I wold not take uppon to judge fo 
well of their tongue, as to be well able to ordre the ſame in ſuch tearmes, 
as though everye word and clauſe ſhulde be ſcannid; I proteſted likewiſe, 
that, in that cace, the fame ſhuld not be prejudiciall to the matter, nor 
to the qQueene's Highneſſe: but for their remembraunce, and the ſooner 


to have their anſwer therupon, I wold do it. 
Tuis done, he brought me to the king: and having delivered her Ma- 


tions to him at length. Who, havinge heard me, prayed me to put the 
fame in writinge for his better remembraunce, and it ſhuld be anſwer- 


| ed; even as the cardinall had donne before. I anſwered alſo as I had done 


to the cardinall, and fo tooke my leave of him at that tyme. From 
thence I was brought to the queene mother: to whome I preſented the 
Queene's Majeſtie's lettres, and declared unto her that that I had in charge 
to do. Who anſwered me as the K ing and cardinall had done before, 
with like demaunde and earneſt preſſinge to have the fame put in wri- 
tinge: to whome I accordid in forte as above. Herby it doth appeere, 


that they wer all ſcooled to anſwer after one forte, and agree all in on 40 
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demaunde; and to proceede to nothinge, untill they had the ſame deli. 
verid unto theim in wrytynge. 

AT my retourne to my lodginge, for the reaſons above rehearGd I uſid 
all the diligence I cowde to put the ſame in frenche, and ordre to be ſent 
unto theim : and that ſame eveninge I ſent it to the cardinall, with re- 
queſt to have anſwer therupon in like forte, as ſoone as it might well be; 
for that my currour ſtayde for nothinge ellis; and the rather, for that the 
tyme paſſid, and the dayes mentionid therin came on apace. He anſwer- 
ed, that the next morninge he wold ſhew the ſame to the k ing; and that 

0 0 theruppon wold conſider theim, and then make me anſwer. | 

Tux next daye in the eveninge (having not yet heard from him) I ſent 
to tell him, that I truſted well, he had remembred the matter; and ther- 
fore requyred to know the xing's anſwer, to th intent I might depeche 
my corrour therwith, whome I had ſtayed for nothing elles: and that the 
qQueene's Highnes wold thinke it longe er her corrour retourned therwith. 
The cardinall made anſwer, that the xing had ſeene the articles, but that 
he was not yet reſolved theruppon ; and that therfore I muſt have pa- 
cience. The copye of theſe articles, in ſuch ſorte as I ſent theim to the 
cardinall, I ſend preſently to the queene's Majeſtic with this depeche; wher- 

20 unto I doubt not but your Lordſhippes ſhal be made pryvye. 

Tuus your Honnours maye perceyve, how I have hitherto proceeded 
with the xing, the Queene mother, and with the cardinall of Lorrayne 
heere touchinge this matter. And though I have not receyved anſwer 
uppon thoſe articles; but perceyve, that the mater is drawen in ſome length 
of pourpoſe, as ] have written myne opinion thereuppon ro the Queen's Ma- 
jeſtie: yet have I thought it verie expedient for her majeſtie's affaires, and 
advancement of the ſame, to ſend awaye this depeche unto her nighnes 
and to your Lordſhippes, upon ſuch grounde as I have at better lengthe, 
and with my reaſons theruppon, writen therin to her Majeſtie; wherunto 

zo doubting nothing but your xonnours ſhall be made pryvie, I leave to en- 
large the ſame heeryn to your Lordſhippes. And wheras yow wryte, 
that experyence hath taught yow to deale with the Frenche in theeſe 
things of importaunce, with all the ſuretie that ye cann: in myne opy- 
nion, your Honours can deale no better nor ſurelyer at this preſent with them, 
than to go through with your Lordſhips beginnings, and not to flay uppcet 
any anſiver or fair perfwaſjons to have all that the Queen's Majeftie will 
require ; for thereunto wold theſe men bring things, and ſo ſhuld they have 
us upon their ſhoulders. 

In talke with the cardinall, and reherſall of the ſecond article for re- 

40 40 drefling of th armes &c; therunto I ſaid (as is expreſſed in your Lord - 
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ſhippes lettre) that their Ambaſſadour Cevre had agreed therunto. But 
the cardinall ſaid, that the ſaid Ambaſſadour had ben fo earneſt in thoſe 
matters, that he had forgotten himſelf; and that he had gon beyonde his 
commiſſion in accordinge to anye thinge. I hereby your Lordſhips may 
percerve, that notwithſtanding all theſe gaye offres with large promiſes, 
the offerers have not commiſſion to performe any thing; but that theſe mens 
meaningts ar, that they ſhall referre things flill to anſwers from hence: and 
how ſone two or thre monethes will paſſe with 2his faveete entretaing, 
experience begynnethe to ſhew ; and more will appeere, if we will dance 
after their note, and fo confirme the vehement ſuſpicion (as your Lordſhips 
do conceive it very well in your letters) that their wordes and doings are 
far aſonder, and ſeke nothing els then to redeme the time and advantaige 
from your Lordſhips. | | 
Mr Lords, it is not myne opinion alone, to have the Queen's Majeſtie to 
follow her oportunity whilſt it is offered; but the diſcours of all the world, 


: yeaof ſome the which hate not this fide, that the Queen's Majeſtie, with this 


her wiſe procedings in theſe caces, hath gotten her more fame and greater 
name through the worlde, then her predeceſſour pourchaſſed with her great 
mariaige: and, ſay they, if ſhe go through therewith in ſuch good ſort as 
ſhe hath begone ; ſhe ſhall not onely confirme to the world that good opinion 
that they concerve of her, but alſo be redoubted, feared, and honored of them 
all, and recover to our contrey that honour which of late yeares hath fallen 
from us, through our too much aſſuring our ſelfs. Seing then that this is 
the diſcours of the world, and we ſee at home plainly before our eyes, and 
every man confeſſith, that now is the time to proceede for our owne aſſurance, 
and to bring our neighbours in that cace, that the one ſhall love and feare 
us on thone fide, and the other not to be able to do any thing for our annoy- 
ance on th other fide ; by meanes whereof we muſt needes reſt in contynuall 
quyet, and ſo recover and reſt with honnour: why ſhuld we give care to 
theſe flatterings, that tend to nothing els (according to their old wont) but, 
inbegyling us, to ſerve their awne turnes? And wheras your Lordſhippes 
faye in your lettres, that if they be willinge to revoke their forces and 
do other things by the dayes appointed, it ſhall appeere ; ſeeinge they maye 
ſend commiſſion for that pourpoſe by a courrour, either to their am- 
baſſadour with yow, or to La Broſſe and zusſhope of Amyens in Scot- 
land: it doth manifeſtly appeere now, that they mynd: to do nothing at all 
therein; ſeeing they differre their anſwer here ſo long, and that the dates 
approch ſo nere: or els, if they minded to have a will to do any thing there- 
in, when they ſaw that the daies were ſo neere at hunde; they wolde either 


in talk when I uas with theim, on fins by anſwer have required a longer 40 
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time. And ſo by litle and litle the tyme tryethe, whether it be true or 
no, that they meane to do as they have offered the Queen's Majeſtie, to ſa- 
tigſy her in all points: and as they dally and halt allredy in this, fo will 
they not faile to do in all the reſt. | 
Mr Lords, becauſe that the ſame daye I had audyence, and after I had 
deliverid th articles to the cardinall, they depechid awaye one from hence 
to their ambaſſadour in England, without gyving me knowledge ther- 
of; which was but a cold dealinge: I thought it verie requiſite (to avorde 
protracting of time, to the Queen's Majeſtie's diſcommodity) to depeche a- 
0 10 waye this bearar heerwith, and to ſtay Franciſco heere till I have got- 
ten anſwer uppon theſe articles that I have delyverid; and lykewiſe to 
requyre your Lordſhippes, that in cace the Bus/hop of Valence be come 
to your Lordſhips, and will go about to ſeeme to ſatisfy the Queens Ma- 
jeſtie in wordes, and abuſe her with undirect dealing, that there be no an- 
fer made unto him, till the Queen's Majeſtie have anſwer from hence, up- 
on the articles that I have ſent to the cardinal of Lorrain : upon which 
articles the Queen's Majeſtie muſt ground her ſelf and her procedings, and 
for her aſſurance reſt to have the ſame accorded; ſeeing ſhe hath opened the 
fame firſt to the Ambaſſador there, and afterwards to the King and his 
0 20 miniſters here, without perfourmance whereof the Queen's Majeſtie can- 
not be ſatisfyed. 

AND whereas in theeſe articles deliverid to the cardinall I have /:f# 
out the thurd article of thoſe that were ſent me, that ſpeaketh of a com- 
munication and treaty to be made out of bande, for the paciſicacion, re- 
formacion, and ſatigſaction of all matters: the cauſe that hath moovid 
me ſo to do is; that theſe men perceiving, that that article maketh allts- 
gither for them, and is the thing that they ſeeke, and is in deed the great- 

et meanes to win time that can be; and conſidering alſo, that in that ar- 
ticle ar comprehended all the reſt to be componded by that communication; 
zo thes men woll have gon no further, but have acceptid that article, and ſo 
have put the matter into a treaty for the hearing and peraventure ending 
thereof. Which to do, waying that the commiſſioners muſt firſt be named, 
and then put theimſelfes, in order; the place and time not yet agreed up- 
on; and finally the will that theſe men have to do nothing in the ende to 
our comodity : theſe things requiring ſo great a time; no doubt, the ſame 
coud not be but too much to the Queen's Majeſtie's hinderance, and greatly 
to avance theſe mens entents ; which, by other good advert! 1/iments that I 
have, I underſtand, they do greatly defire and cover. | 
40 EMoNGs other things that I write preſently to the queene's Majeſtie, 
40 I have advertiſed her nighnes, that the K ing of Spayne myndithe ta 
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ſend ſhortly into England wonſieur de Glageon, a nobleman of his pry. 

vie counſell, and ordre (and who, as I take it, is not unknowne to ſome 
of your Lordſhippes;) and that he dothe alſo mynde to ſend another great 
perſonaige to this King: who (as I am enfourmid) ſhall have in com- 
miſſion to travaille with the qQueene's highnes and the p rench k inge, to 
bring things into good tearmes; wherin J have written myne opinion 
to her Highneſſe. And for that this man is a great perſonaige, as well 
in eſtimacion and degree withe his maſter, and alſo other wiſe well knowne: 
though I am ſure, your Lordſhippes have ſpecially in care his well recey- 
vinge alongſt as he commythe, and entretayninge there, as to ſuche a 
perſonaige aperteynithe ; yet I thought it my duetie, conſidering how 
much it doth conduce to th'amitye that is betwixt the queene's majeſ- 
tie and his maſter, to recommend the ſame to your Honnours: and the 
rather, for that I dare ſaye, theſe men will omitte nothinge to him that 
ſhall comme hither, that may do him honnour, ſownde to their com- 
mendation, and ſet furthe the good will they beare to the contynuance 
of th'amitye that is betwixte the k ing of Spayne and theim.

r. igC date the vii of this preſent: my proceading whearupon I do referre 
cue you to underſtand by my lettres ſent to hir Majeſtie, and to My Lordes 
of hir cowncell, at this deſpeche.

Original, Tusk men heere have their hands full; and are fo beſyed to provide 
for ſuerty at home, that they cannot intende to anſwear foreiners. If 
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nowe you loſe your tyme and advantage, you loſe your ſuerty and repu- 
tation for ever. Theſe men wolde be glad to have cauſe to thinke Leethe 
in any ſtrengthe; for I underſtand, they be deſperate of the garde of 
it, if it be well aſſaillid. 

I praye youe, have in conſideration, that yt ys mete, I be with ſpeede 
and grete ſecrecye from hence revoked. And for my better uſage therin, 
yt is neceſſarye, that I have commiſſion from thence to ſaye to the rrenche 
King, the rrenche quene, the queene mother, and to thoſe that rule, 
when I take my leave, that the qQueene's Majeſtie doth mynde to ſend 
ſhortly ſom perſonage of credytt and eſtimatione to reſide here as hir 
Ambaſſador ; and in the meane tyme, untill the other can put himſelf 
in redynes, the queene's Majeſtic is pleaſed, that mr Killegrew ſhall re- 
fide here, as hir agent: and that my commiſſion maye extend to faye 
thus muche to the french king, the rrench queene, the queene mother, 
and to thoſe that rule; and maſter Killegrewe's lettres from the queene's 
Majeſtie to the French king, the French quene his wyfe, for the matters 
of Scotland, and to the queene mother, to importe the ſame. For ſuer- 
ly my revocation will, in my opinion, worke them heere to condeſcend 
to your demandes; when they ſhall perceave, that you mynde flatly to 
breake : which they will ſuſpeRe ; though I ſaye, you meane to ſend 


another ſhortlye. 
S1R, yt ys now highe tyme to ſpende, and ſett a good face of the mat- 


ter: it wyl be the beſte ſpente money that of longe tyme hath bene ſpent, 
for, I truſt, it wyll occaſion a longe ſuerty and peace for Englande. I 
ſtick not therfore to ſende over now, as the tearmes do ſtand. This night 
a new hote alarme is offered ; and oure toune dothe begin agayne to be 


garded. It is a marvayle to ſee how they be dauntyd, that have not at 


other tymes bene afeard of greete armyes of horſemen, footemen, and 
the fury of ſhot of artillery: I never fawe ſtate more amaſed than this 
at ſomtyme, and by and by more rekleſs: they know not whome to 
miſtruſte, nor to truſte. This daye they licence ſom to departe: to mor- 
rowe they revoke theym. He hathe all the truſt this daye, that to mor- 
row is leſte truſted. You can imagine your advantage. 

IT ſhall not be amiſſe, that after you have ſente me my revocation, 
to cauſe a brute and ſhew to be ſpred, that you mynde to ſende hither 
ſom perſonage of credit ; and the fame there to be namid, thoughe you 
meane it not; to abuſe the French there. I have receavyd no ſuche 
copye of bir Majeſtie's lettres ſent to this K inge and the quene mother, 
as in hir Majeſtie's lettres to me ys mencioned. This Lettre here in- 


40 cloſyd is ſent to me, from whome I know not, to be ſent to th Erle Ar- 
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rain: belike yt ys ſom miſterye in cypher: I cannot throwghly under- 
ſtand the effect. Here is ſome talke off attemptis lately made by ſom 


of ours at Aymouthe: I wolde be glad to here the certaintye of yt. I 
feare, mr Secretorye, ſome there emongſt you do as the Atheniens did, 
when upon grete conſultacion they accorded to make warre, as a thing 
then moſt neceſſary; but after ſom charges ſpente, and other accidentis 
happenid unlooked for, they began to waxe weary of their former de- 
liberation: and yf it be ſo; I wiſhe, there were one Pericles emongeſt you. 

I xave delyveryd to this bearer thyrtye Frenche crownes, to bringe 
hime thither : whom yf youe retorne to me againe, youe muſt gyvehyme 
money to brynge hime hyther. Ones againe I muſt needes byd you 

beſturre you; for you had never ſuche a tyme: they can not tell, whiche 
way to turne them. Thus I praye,God keape youe in healthe; and I miſ- 
truſt not oure well doingis. From Amboyſe, the xy of Marche, at eight 
of the clocke at nyghte.

To THE QUENIS MOOST EXCELLENT MAJESTIE, 


Sir Nicholas I T may pleaſe your Majeſtic to be advertiſed, that the xv of this pre- 

kane ſent I had made a diſpetche ready to be ſent unto your Highnes: but 

Queen, there was ſuche neceſſitè here of ſending poſts to all places of this realme, 

From Am- as my ſervaunt could not be furniſhed of a poſt horſe that nighte ; but 

. was faine to ſtay till the xvi in the morning, when he departed hence 
Ek with my lettres. 

orriet. BY the whichel ſignified, what bufines was here towardis, and of the 

From the ſending furthe of diverſe noblemen with compenies of horſmen to take 

orginal. certaine rebellis. So amongs other things it happenid, that the x1111 of 

this preſent there came to Tours a capitaine named Caſtelnovo, a Baron 

of Gaſcoigne, of ten thouſand franks revenue, accompanied with five 

other captains, named le fieur de Ronnay, Garreau, Maſere, Lavignac, 

and Ydron; all of them eſtemed men of very good ſkill in the warres, 

with xxx others in their cumpeny, who were lodged in an ynne of the 

towne, named the calley. The conte Sanſar, a knight of th'order, was 
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ſent with a band of horſmen to Tours; as well to prevent any gteate 
aſſembly, as alſo to followe an order preſcribed unto him, for hede to 
be taken what men reſorted to the towne, and where they lodged. He 
underſtanding of th'artivall of Caſtelnovo, and of his lodging at the cal- 
ley, ſent to have that ynne for himſelf, and a gentleman thither to diſ- 
lodge the captaine and his compeny. Caſtelnovo refuſed to diſlodge: ſo 
as the conte himſelf came thither: and queſtioning with him, why he 
wold not chaunge his lodging; he was anſwered, that he knew not why 
he ſhuld give place: and aſked the conte, whether he had any com- 


10 miſſion from the King; if he had, he wold diſlodge; ells not. The 


conte told him, he ned not to uſe this bravery. The captaine anſwered, 
he knew he was the conte Sanſar; and that he knew, that Caſtelnovo 
was as good as he all maner of wayes. This mater of reaſoning paſſed 
ſo long betwixe them, as he (/aying, the conte ſbuld know, that he wwold 
not give him place) with his thirty in cumpeny ſet upon the conte and fif- 
ty in his cumpeny ſo fierſly, as the conte retired himſelf to get more force: 
and in the meane tyme Caſtelnovo and his gote themſefs out of the 
towne, and repaired to the houſe of le ſieur de Rannay, called Noyſay, 
three engliſhe miles from Amboiſe ; where they wer belet with a cum- 


20 peny of men: whiche not being ſtrong ynoughe, they ſent to the court 


for ſuccour. Wherupon the puke de Nemurs, and ſuche other horſmen 
as were ſent furthe, the xv of this preſent at nighte repaired thither : 
to whiche puke they were contented to yeld; and ſo were taken, and 
brought to the court. They ſaid, that they minded no hurt to the King; 
and that they had another King, whom they ſought to ſerve, and to have 
his lau eſtabliſhed. | 

THE xv1 of this preſent there were about fifty perſones more taken, 
for the mooſt part artificers: whiche being brought before the ing, 
and ſumwhat ſaid unto them; they were all, faving four of the chief- 
zo eſt, diſmiſſed and pardoned: to whome, for that they were ſpoiled, the 
King gave a Crowne apece to every of them; and to one, who was hurt 
in the head, five crownes. Herupon a proclamation was made of a par- 
don to all ſuche as were up, ſo as they wold retire and diſperſe them- 
ſefs; /aving to ſuch as were preachars, and came in armour towardis the 
King: for it was ſaid, that there were great numbers ready to aſſemble 
in foure quarters of the realme, whiche were already in ſmall cumpe- 
nies; by meanes wherof ſumtymes more and ſumtymes leſſe were by 
the xing's ſcoutes taken, the chief ſaid, and th'others ſet at liberty 
and pardoned. 
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AND nowe it was thought, that this was but a popular commocion, with- 
out order, and not to be feared; when, unloked for, the xv11 in the morn- 
ing, about foure of the clocke, there arrived a compeny of 1 50 horſmen 
well appointed, who approched the court gates, and ſhot of their piſ- 
tolets at the churche of the Bonhommes. Wherupon there was ſuche 
an alarme and ronnyng up and downe in the court, as if th'enimies being 
encamped about them had ſought to make an entry into the caſtle : and 
there was crying, To horſe, To horſe; and a watche word given by ſho- 
ting of a harquebuze, that all men ſhulde be in arredines: andthe dromme 
was ſtriken. And this continued an houre and a half, the horſemen ſtill 10 
ſhewing themſelfs: at the laſte, ſeing they were to fewe to reſiſte the 
King's horſmen, [they] fled awaye ; leaving twoolof their number behind 
them, whoſe horſes were ſlaine under them with ſhot from the caſtle. 

This beat cauſed upon a ſuddain a ſharp determinacion to miniſter juſ- 
tice : and the two laſt taken were the ſame fornone hanged, and two 
others for cumpeny : and afterwardes the fame day diverſe were taken, 
and in the evening nyne more were hanged: all which dyed very aſſu- 
redly and conſtantly for religion, in finging of pſalmis. Diverſe were drown- 
ed in ſacks, and ſomme appointed to dye upon the whele. Amongs 
all thoſe that were taken, Monſieur de Sanſar, a knight of th'order, found 20 
twenty five in a houſe together; and becauſe they wold not come furthe, 
he ſet the houſe on fier: wherupon they iſſued ; and one of them, ſeing 
his fellowes taken, returned backe and burned himſelf. The xv11 of 
this preſent there were twenty two of theſe rebellis drowned in ſacks, 
and the xv111 of the fame at night twenty five more. Emong all theſe 
which be taken, there be eighteen of the braveſt captains of France. As 
they be taken, they come before the counſaill; and there (after they have 
bene queſtioned withall and examined) they be one after another con- 
dempned to dye. 

. Having thus far n and fearing no further ¶ſeing there was 30 30 
no great force aſſembled) there came newes to the court of a worſe matter : 
that there is ſtir of Gaſcoins; who, as I am informed, are ready to repair 
hitherward : the Re in Bretain and Normandy ; where their fury and 
madnis is ſuch, as, it is ſaid, they have aſſailed the Marquis d Albeuf and 
bis cumpeny ; aubo, it is feared, is either hurt or flain. Whereupon they here 
have conſulted to fortify the caſtle, and'to intrench the ſame. 

"Thus your Majeſtie ſeeeth, in what caſe things are here, and what like- 
lybod there is in this ſtate of great trouble. I know, your Majeſtie, with 
out me, can way theſe things, and what advantage you have over theſe men; 
who are ſo troubled, as they know nat where to levy any farce againſt your 49 
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Majeſtie, and are befides in doubt one of another. I have' often called 
upon theſe men for anſwer to the articles exhibited unto them, and cannot 
get the ſame ; and therfore it is like, they minde but to protratt time, and 
cauſe your Majeſtie to loſe your commodite which you have in your hands. 
And whatſoever any Ambaſſadour or other ſhall perſuade, that they do 
offer as moche as your Majeſtie can require; yer your Majeſtir feeeth; 
there is nothing done in deed: and it is eaſy to perceive, that they meane 
nothing elſe but to win time. And albeit I wrote by my laſte, that the King 
of Spain ment to interpone himſelf in theſe matters, and to fend one to 

10 your Majeſte : yet, I truſt, your Majeſtie will conſider, that it ſhal be more 
honorable and commodious for youe, to cum to that communicacion ha- 
ving gained ſomewhat of the French, then to cum barely thereto having done 
not hing; wherby he ſhal be occaſioned to have a great deale /e/5 regard to 
your Majeſtie, though he have cauſe to defire your ſurety, than ſhall be for 
your honor and commodzte, as I lately wrote to your Majeſtie. 

And ſeeing that things grow here to dangerous and ſtrange termis; and 
that I know not, how long I ſhall have meanis to ſend advertiſmentis to 
your Majeſtie, which are requifit every hour : [may it pleaſe your Majeſ- 
tie,] ſaving your Majeſtie's grave correction, for two cauſes ſpecially, that 

20 I be revoqued; whether your Majeſtie mind to ſend one hither in my place, 
or not. The one is, that, if I be revoqued, they will be out of doubt, your 
Majeſtie will not be abuſed with wordis (for ſo long as they may treat of 
the matter, they will fall to none other point): and when they are out of 
hope of winning time; they will ſatisfye your Majeſtie, if ever they mind 
to do it. The other cauſe is, for that I do underſtand by the Ambaſſa- 
dour of Spain and others, that they do greatly ſuſpect me to have ben a doer 
in theſe troublis happened; whereby I am in much danger for mine own 
particuler. And therfore I truſt, your Majeſtie wil be pleaſed, with as 
muche ſpede as may be, to have regard to my revocacion. 

zo The French practiſe as much as they may for the ſtealing away of their 


hoſtagis in England, in going about to change them for others on this fide; 
whom I have not n can allow any of them, but the Viſdam of 
Amiens. The xv111 of this preſent the puke of Lorrein arrived here 
in poſte with xxx horſe. 

Wu I had thus farre writen; and had ment, becauſe I was not 
ſure to have any anſwer ſhortly to th'articles of your Majeſtie's demaundes, 
to have diſpetchid another then this bearer herwithall : having ſent to the 
cardinall this daye to knowe the fame; he ſent me worde, that the xing 
had concluded therupon, and determined to ſend the ſame in writing to 

40 the Buſhop of Valence, with commiſſion to procede therupon with your 
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Majeſtie, He was aſked, whither this was all the anſwer I ſhuld have; 
truſting, that ſeing at their earneſt requeſt I gave them articles in writ- 
ing, that I ſhuld have th'anſwer delivered unto me by the ſame meanes; 
for whiche cauſe I had all this while ſtay'd my curror here. The cardi- 
nall aid, I ſhuld not nede to loke for any other anſwer; and that I might 
ſend away my curror when I thought good, for they were minded to do 
as he ſaid before. 

This, in mine opinion, is a ſtrange kind of dealing ; that your Majeſtie's 
Ambaſſadour ſhall tell them what he hath to ſay, and receive no anfiver at 
their hands, but this barely; that I know not how to procede in any thing: 
and thus have they uſed me more then once. And, methinks, if they ment 
' plainly, they wold not uſe this way of proceding. 1 can hardly beleve, that 
the Bisſhop hath power to determin any thing; but to hear your Majeſtie, 


to prumis his travail to bring things to good paſſe, and by ſending to and 


fro to win yet more time. And I cannot but feare, that, whatſoever the 
Bisſhop ſhall do there, theſe men here will ſay in the end, he paſſed his com- 
miſſion ; as they did by De Cieure, as I ſignified by my laſte. But I truſt, 
your Majeſtic and My Lordes of your counſaill will require to ſee his com- 
miſſion: and if he have power reſolutly to conclude without further cere- 
mony ; it is not, in my ſimple opinion, [amiſs] to talk with him; and yet 
needful to go on with your procedings, the ſooner to bring them to reaſon: 
if he hath no ſuch commiſſion diffinittve; whereto his doings tend, your Ma- 
jeſtie can conſider. I have ben very credibly informed, that theſe men have 
faid, they know how to handle your Majeſtie; for by this their handeling 
of your Majeſtie hitherto, they have kepte you from putting any of your en- 
trepriſes in execution, and have cauſed you to prolong the ſame from De- 
cember hitherto, Whiche maketh me the bolder to preſume, to beſeche 
your Majeſtic mooſt humbly 7o beware, that their wiles and diſguifings 
cauſe not your Majeſtie to forgo your occaſion to provide for your honor and 
ſurety for ever. 

Tux xx of this preſent a capitaine amongs theſe rebellis, being before 
killed by ſuch as went to take him, was hanged before the court gate. 
He had in his cumpeny foure men whiche were his ſervaunts ; wherof, 
beſides himſelf, two were ſlaine, one taken, and the fourthe fled and eſ- 
caped awaye. This captaine, before he was taken, ſlewe three men with 
his owne handes; wherof one was a gentleman (as it is ſaid) of ſome 
apparaunce. There was a billet ſet up upon the gibet conteyning theſe 
wordes: La RANAUDIERE, SE FAISANT NOMMER LA FORREST, 
AUTHEUR DE LA CONSPIRA TION, CHIEF ET CONDUCTEUR DES RE- 


BELLES, This day alſo was proclaimed a generall pardon for all men that 40 
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be in this conſpiracy ; with order, that they ſhall every of them repaire 
to their dwelling places, not above three or foure in a compeny: if they 
were found aſſembled in greater compenyes, they ſhuld be exempt from 
the benefit of the pardon. Caſtelnovo hathe confeſſed, as J here ſay, 


that he ſhuld have conducted ſuch as ſhuld- have ſtirred in the duchy 
of Berry: that Maſieres ſhuld have led them of Gaſcoigne, and Ranau- - 


diere them of Province: and that the cauſe of their haſte was, to diſpeche 


their firſt enterpriſe for the killing of the Duke of Guiſe and the Cardinall 
of Lorrein ; which if they could have perfected, they minded then, he ſaid, 


10 fo have ſent to the reſt of the conſpiracy to have cum to aſſiſt them. And

yet, nevertheleſs, they are here in great feare, and know not what to db. 

Fohn Rybaud hath preſted and ſtayed fixteene hulks at the bay, the leaſt 
of five and ſome of fix hundred tonnis a pece ; and is repared to the court, 
both to give knowledge thereof, and to get money for the putting of the ſame 
in order: and I am informed, that they mind to furniſh furth in all to the 
nomber of thrleſcore and ten ſhips of war, as ſoon as they can get them; 
which is according to the proportion of their men of war. 

Here hath ben with me an Italian, named Attilio Trento, à gentleman 
who tolde me, that he was with your Majeſtie at Hatfeld ſoon after your 
Majeſtie's trouble, and about the time King Philip departed out of Eng- 
land to return into Flanders. For the good interteignment and honor he 


received of your Majeſtie, he bearethe ſuche affection and ſervice to the 
fame, as he is wholy dedicat to youe; and offereth to do your Majeſtie ſer- + 


vice here for your better intelligence how things go in this court, whereunto 
(be ſayeth) he hath very good means. And for that he hathe thus /berally 
offered himſelf to ſerve here, and that ſuch a one may ſtand your Majeſtie 
in very good ſtede, and in myne opinion mete to be inployd and intertained, 
as things may perhaps frame, or indeed howſoever things go; I have thought 
good tadvertiſe your Majeſtie therof: mooſt humbly beſeching the ſame 
to ſignify unto me by your next, what I have to do in this caſe ; and what 
penſion your Majeſtie will be pleaſed to appoint him, in caſe your Majeſtie's 


pleaſure be to intertain him. I have allready deviſed with him the meanis 


how he ſhall ſerve, and give your Majeſtie knowledge of the occurrencis of 
this court, whatſoever cum of this world. And thus having non other oc- 
currences, Ibeſeche God long topreſerve your Majeſtic in healthe, wealthe, 
and all proſperite. From Amboiſe, the xx1 of Marche 1559.

— _ H T maye pleaſe your good Lordſhippes t underſtande, that ſins the 
ron to the depech of my laſt lettres to the Queene's Majeſtie and to your Lord- 
nag ſhippes of the xv of this preſent, I have not ſlacked to call for anſwer 
roman. to thoſe articles that I had declarid to the k ing from the queene's a- 
boiſe jeſtie, and afterward deliverid to the cardinall of Lorraine in writinge: 
IHE N and ſo have I had anſwer from tyme to tyme, that I ſhulde be ſhortly 
orie anſwered, This morning, the xx of this inſtant, I ſent to the cardinall a- 
From he gayne for the ſame: and he made anſwer, that the K ing hadde concludid 
hone theruppon, and had determinid to ſend the fame in writing to the Bus- 
ſhoppe of Valence, that is now in England; withe commiſſion to pro- 
ceede theruppon with the qQueene's Highnes The cardinall was aſked, 
whether I ſhulde have none other anſwer then that; for that I truſted, 
ſeinge I gave him the ſame in writinge at their earneſt requeſt, to have 
had anſwer from the k ing by the ſame meanes; for which pourpoſe I 
had ſtayde my curror all this while. The cardinall anſwered, that I ſhuld 
not neede to looke for anye other anſwer upon theeſe matters; and that 
I might ſend awaye my courrour when I thought good, for that the King 
myndid to do as he had faide before. | 
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My Lordes, in myne opinion, his is but a cold kinde of dealing ; that 


they, having driven me off ſo longe for this anſwer, will now make it gf. 
ter this ſort, and make me privy to no part thereof; nor at the leaſt ſend 
me worde of it, but that I muſt wreſt it thus from them. What neede the 
queene's Majeſtic ſhall have of an Ambaſſadour in this court after this ſort, 
your Lordſhips can well confider ; when an Ambaſſadour doth no more but 
open his matter, and never recerveth anſwer again, as they have uſed of 
late more than once. But I conceive hereof, that they do it not in reſpect 
of the Ambaſſadour ; but that they think, it ſerveth better for their pour- 


Poſe, to uſe this waye of circumſtances and meanes to dally with the time, 30 


rather than to go bona fide the right waye. And whether the ſaid Busſbop 
ſhall have commi ſion to ende theſe things, I knowe not: but I ſcantly be- 
leve, that he hath ſuch powre ſent him; but only to talk and to argue of the 
ſame with the Queen's Majeſtie, without concluding or agreing to any thing : 
and having heard her anſwers and replications, he will perhaps ſay, that 
be «will writ to the King his maſter thereof, and do what he can to tra- 
vaile for an ende; and jo too winne yet more time. I wrote to the Queen's 


Majeſtie and to your Lordſhips by my ſaid laſt letters, that, in talk with 
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the Cardinal of Lorrain, when I ſaid (and as it was written unto me) that 
their Ambaſſadour Sevre had agree d to certaine things, he anſwered me, 
that Sevre had forgotten himſelf and paſſed his commiſſion ; for that the 
ſame was but to talk of maters, and conclude nothing. And ſeeing that he 
had none other powre, and yet uſed all thoſe gaye offres and per ſuafions, as 
though he had authority to do great things; the Queen's Majeſtie, nor your 
Lordſhips (T think) muſt looke for no more at this Bisſhop's bandes for this 
matter: and ſo will they redeeme yet more time, for that they are not yet 
ready. 

10 But I truſt, that the Queen's Majeſtie and your Lordſhips will require 
to ſee his commiſſion : and perceiving, that he hath powre to ende the ſame 
in deed, and that out of hande, without furder pending paper and ink to 

abuſe the Queerks Majeſtie; then he is not to be refuſed to be talked with- 
all, and yet (in my fimple opinion) to flay nothing your procedings abrode ; 
for that will make them the ſoner come to reaſon + and having no ſuch au- 
thorite, then to handle him, as to that cace apertaynith : wherin, nor in 
any thing els, I ſhall not neede to take upon me to adviſe your Lordſhips. 
But becauſe I have heard from good credict, that theſe men have ſaid, that 
they know how to handle the Queen's Majeſtie, and how to winne time of 


20 us; and that they have ſaid, that by this their handling they have kept the 


Queen's Majeſtie from yet executing that in March which els ſhe might have 
done in Decembre : it maketh me more earneſt with your Lordſhips to be- 
ware of their wyles; and, ftill grating upon the olde wonde, to requeſt your 
Lordſbips to let them win no more time with their diſguiſings for that is 
their very entent. 
HavinG receyved this anſwer of the cardinall of Lorrayne ; Ithought 
to ſend awaye Francis the queene's majeſtie's courrour therwith, 
together with ſuch other advertiſements and occurrences as I have pre- 
ſently written to her nighneſſe: wherunto I referre your Lordſhippes. 
30 There was this daye a generall pardon proclaymid in this towne for all 
thoſe that were of this late conſpiracy (wherof I have written now to the 
queenes Majeſtie:) remitting all that is paſt ; ſo that every of theim re- 
tyre home to his countrey or habitation furthwith by three or foure in 
a companye, and not above: and being fownde either to remayne in anye 
other place, or otherwiſe to gather together; then to be exempt from the 
benefite of the ſame pardon. And although things be thus calmed, and lit- 
tle ſpeaking now of any more of this buſyneſſe; yet the Duke of Guiſe and the 
Cardinall of Lorrain live flill in marvelous great feare, and know not who 
they may well truſt. And thus I pray God long to preſerve your monnoars 
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yn health, honnour, and felicite, From Amboiſe, the xx i of Marche 1 5 59.

IR, How things have paſſid heere fins my laſt wa of the xv of 
1 preſent, which I ſent by Barnaby, ſhall appeere unto yow by this 
rary Cecill, my lettre to the Queene's Majeſtie. Which I thought good and verie meete 
— depeche preſently unto her xighnes ; as well to keepe her advertiſed of 
' theſe garboils here, mete for her knowledg ; as alſo to let her underſtand, what 10 
rie Paſt theſe men make to anſwer thoſe articles which J delivered unto them, 
orie though ſome of the dayes therein mentioned for th execution of ſome part of 
From the the Queen's Majeſtie's demandes are now at bande. And unleſſe they think, that 
Original. the Queen's Majęſtie doth dally with theim, and will tary their leaſure up- 
on their fair wordes; I know not what they meane. In very deed, their pre- 
ſent buſineſſes are great and many; and they will excuſe thetmſelfes there- 
upon: but before the heate of theſe broiles beganne, they might have made 
anſwer unto them. And fins the fury of theim they have ſent me words, 
that they have not forgot me; and that I ſhuld have anſwer ſhortly : but T ſee 
it not. Therefore I muſt with ſtronger reaſons judge hereof as 1 have from 20 
the beginning ſaid and written; and put you out of doubt, that they meane 
nothing leſs than to accorde to the Queen's Majeſtie's demandes; but to redeme 
the time, till theſe garboils be overblowne and they ſomewhat more quiet, and 
their forces by ſea and lande in better readineſs. And Sir, whatſoever any 
Ambaſſadour or other miniſter ſhall perſuade, promis, or offer unto you; aſ- 
ſure your ſelf, when it ſhall come to th execution, they will be far enough from 
it : and then will they think, that with gay offres and fair wordes they may 
do with us what they will. But if the Queen's Majeſtie will go through with 
her doings; they ſhuld not only be brought to change that opinion, but alſo 
the Queen's Majeſtie ſhuld compell theim to agree to ſuch _ as ſhe will 39 
require of them, 
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AnD wheras by your laſt lettres unto me of the vii of this preſent you 
wrote to me, that the Duke of Norfolk's marching forward was differed 


_ firſt untill the five and twentieth, and then till the twenty eighth of this

moneth : though ¶ doubt not, but the ſame was done upon good confideration; 


yet waying the great charges, the great advantige the Queen's Majeſtie hath 
to go through with theſe matters (as things go) without great adoo, and that = 


the loſs of one day is now of great moment; and chiefly of all, that theſe men 
make no haſt, notwithſtanding ther wordes, nor find not in deed to yelde to the 
Queen's Majeſtie's reaſons ; it maketh me wiſh, that there were no longer 
dayes taken for th'execution of the matter. You know, there are not many 
enemyees in Scotland, nor thoſe few have not many places; nor thoſe places 
in ſuch ſort, notwithſtanding ſome rapports made unto you, as ſhall or will 
be able to ftande longe : and to hope for healp from hence, they be not in cace 
bere preſently to entend thereunto. You know, that ſince the firſt of Septem- 
bre I have till called upon this matter to be fallowid: and yet have theſe 


fair wordes worne out all this time. And if they were at that time in ill 


cace to withſtand the Queen's Majeſtie to go through with her entrepriſe , 
they be now in a great deale wors, and we in far better order to do it; 4 
therefore not to be flept, and give way to thes men by theimſelfes and their 


20 frendes to hinder it. Finally if the Queen's Majeſtie minde to do any thing, 


and wold wiſh to have oportunity to do it; now is that oportunity offred ; 
now may ſhe do what ſhe will, and being forſlowen will not be had again. 
Whereunto this ſturre will grow God knoweth : for T hear, that they begin 
to ſtur in a great many mo places. 

Mr. Secretary, you can well confider, how neceſſary it is, as theſe 
things frame, for the Queen's Majeſtie to hear oft from hence, and likewiſe 
requifit, that I hear from the Queen's Majeſtie : and therefore, in ſuch a 
time as this is, a hundred nor five hundred pounds wold not be ſpared, to 
know how theſe things paſſe from time to time; and thereupon the Queen's 
Majeſtie to bilde her doings, and in the meane time to proſequute ber begin- 


ings. And if things chance to grow to extremities here, by the encreaſe of 


theſe that riſe; I know not in what cace Iam like to be : and to go away from 
the court, I ſee great ſuſpicions and other inconveniences will follow of it. 
And therefore I thought good to depech away this whilſt Imay; and there- 
by to ſay further unto you, that if you hear not again ſhortly from me, that 
Jam in cace not able to write to you. And in cace the Queen's Majeſtie 
minde indeed to follow theſe matters, as I truſt ſhe will ; I marvaile much, 
why theQueen's Majeſtie doth not all this while revoke me. Which to procure, 
and call upon preſently, T am greatly occafioned ; and it wer meet for divers 


40 reſpefts, that I wer revoked : for I know not, in what ſu — Imay be in 
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here; for the Ambaſſadour of Spain hath tolde me, that theſe men conceive, 
that I ama great party in theſe garboils againſt them. And therefore Tpray 
you, Mr Secretary, to procure, with as much ſpede as may be, my fpedy re- 
vocation; and to have an eye to thoſe that be there, till I be retourned. 

I Ave at laſt gotten anſwer from Monſieur le cardinall this morning, 
after manye ſendings; having written thus farre towards a depeche. What 
it is, and how it is made, ſhall appeere unto you by my lettre to the 
counſell. Therefore yow muſt now prepare your ſelfs to ſtand ftowtly with 
the Busſhoppe of Valence therin, to whome the mater is committed to 
proceede theruppon with the Queene's Majeſtie. I underſtand, that John 10 
Combes is not a litle offendid with me, and that he taketh uppon him 
to know and ſaye what I have writen of him to her nighnes and the coun- 
ſell. How he ſhuld come by it, I know not: but it is very ſtrainge to 
thinke, how he ſhulde have any inclinge therof. Th'zmbaſſadour Sevre 
ſpareth no poſts; for every three or fowre dayes hither commith one from 
him. Florence de Diaceto, upon the miſliking of the offre that I mage him 
from the Queen's Majeſtie, hath entred himſelf again into this King's ſeruice 
with his old penſion (which is confirmed unto him, and aſſignation granted 
him for the arrearages of the ſame) and, as T hear, ſhall ſhortly be employed in 


- the matters of England and Scotland. 20 


SIR, I wrote this other daye to My Lord of Arundell in the behalf of 


two poore Engliſhe ſerving men that came to me heere, with requeſt to 


him to be a meanes to the queene's Majeſtie for her mercy to be extendid 
towards them. They committed a ſmall robbery in Kent about this tyme 
twelve monethes, as by that my lettre to My ſaid Lord I have written at 
more length. And ſome of their companye being taken ; theeſe men, to 
eſcape priſon and the danger of the law, came over into France: where 
they have lyved ever fins Halloutyde, wandring up and downe, knowing 
not what to do, nor not willing by any meanes to ſerve heere. They were 
counſeilled to comme to me, and to require me to pitie their cace. Wher- 
uppon J have written to My ſaid Lord of Arundell for theim ; and the ra- 30 
ther to him then to any other, becauſe th'one of theim liath ben his houſ- 
hold-ſervant heertofore. Their names ar William and Auguſtine Hay- 
ward, bretheren, born at Sevenocke in Kent. They ar handſome and comme- 
ly men, and like to be able to do good ſervice. I beſeeche yow, talke 
with My Lord of Arundell heerin, and to do ſomwhat together for to healpe 
the poor men to their countrey againe (wherin yow ſhall, I affure yow, 
do a great deede of charite);and that I maye by your next heere from yow 
againe touching theim: for they lye about me, till anſwer comme from yow 
of this my and their ſuite. And thus Itake my leave of yow; wisſhing yow, 49 
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in health, long and proſperous lief. From Amboiſe, the xx1 of March 
1559.

A BREEFFE CONSIDERATION OF THE WEIGHTY MATTER OF

THAT no. I. It is ageynſt God's lawe to ayde any ſubjects ageynſt land mond

for if the ayde be ſecrete, it will not ſuffiſe; if it be oppen, it is the breake een the 
of peace and entry into warres. III. It may be douted, that when ayde — 
ſhal be gyven, and monny ſpent, the French maye compownd with the .. . 
Scottes, and pardon that error, to joyne both ageynſt England; and more corr. Lin. 
to be dowted, if warr ſhuld be made oppen ageynſt the French: for — ” 
France had rather make a ſhamefull compoſition with Scotland, than n de 
leeſe it unto England. IV. It may be dowrted, that, to ſtaye the pro- % —_— 
greſs of relligion, the Emperor, the king of Spayne, the potentats in Italy, 1 
the pope, the puke of Savoye, will rather conſpyre with the French, 
20 than ſuffer theſe two kyngdommes to be conjoyned in one relligion. V. 
It may be dowted, that manny in England and Scotland alſo, that cold 
be content with the conjunction of them both in one monarchy, and to 
be delyvered of the French, will not willyngly accord to have them con- 
joyned in relligion, 
THAT yea. I. It is agreable to God's lawe, for every prynce and 
publyk ſtate to defend itſelfe, not onely from preſent perrills, but from 
perrills that be feared to come. II. It is not diſagreing to God's lawe, 
to uſe the ſame manner of defence that the ennemye uſeth in his offence. 
Theis two principles not denyed; it will eaſely follow, that England not 
zo onely maye, but ought by lawe'of nature helpe to expell the French from 
the conqueſt of Scotland. 
F1xsT, the crowne of England hath a good title to the ſuperiorety of 


Scotland, and owght to defend the libertyes thereof; as th Emperor is bonud 
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to deſend the ſtate of Millane, or of Boheme, being held of the empyre: 
and to prove this ſuperiorety, remayne undowted prooffes, under ſeale, of 
ſondry homagees done to this crowne by the Kings of Scotland ſucceſſyve- 
ly, of there acceſſees to the perlements of England, of the epiſcopall ju- 
riſdiction of the ſea of York over Scotland. In conſideration wherof, if it 
may appere, that the French meane to ſubdue Scotland, and ſo to ex- 
empt that realme from the amytye of England; it ſemeth, that England 
is of duety and in honor bound to preſerve the realme of Scotland from 
ſuch an abſolute dominion of the French. 

ITEM, beſide this intereſt that England hath in the crowne of Scot- 10 
land, from the quiett poſſeſſion wherof France hath onely by there warres 10 
kept the realme of England; it is moſt manifeſt, that France cannot 
any wiſe fo redely, ſo puiſſantly, ſo eaſely offend, yea invade and putt the 
crowne of England in daunger, as if they maye recover an abſolute au- 
thorite over Scotland. And before that be proved, it ſemeth not owt of or- 
der, thowgh not very nedefull, to make manifeſt, that the French ar to 
be taken as ennemyes in will, though not in manifeſt words. 

How long tyme they have bene ennemyes to England ; how brickle, 
how falſe, how dooble there pacts of peace have bene, the ſtoryes be wit- 
neſſees. Theis ſeven hondred yeres was there never King of England, with 20 
whom they have not made warres ; and now of late uppon what occaſi- 
on they made peace with England, is to manifeſt : it was by reaſon of 

wearyneſs and povertye; which was ſuch as the late French x yng forbare 
not to expreſs in his lettres to the Quene of England, mentioning the in- 
* zee pag. vaſions made in Bryttane by ſea *. And indede this is to be receaved as a 
Om principle, that Fraunce cannot be poore above one or two yeres, nether 
1.29, Ccanſolong be owt of warres. The revennues of the prench crownear thyngs 
unknowen. The inſolency of the French nation, being in hope of victo- 
ry, is not unknowen. The long old rooted hatred of the nowſe of Guile, 
which now occupyeth the King's authorite, ageynſt England hath bene 30 
often well underſtand. 

AND to come neror to the matter; it is manifeſt manny wayes, what 

manner a platt that Howſe hath made to bereave the qQuene's majeſty of 
hir crowne. In qQuene Marie's tyme, the French did not lett to divulge 
there opinions ageynſt this preſent lawfull tytle of the quene's majeſty : 
and, as it was well knowen, had not almighty God favored the quene's Ma- 
jeſty to come to the crowne with ſuch unyverſall joye of hir people; the 
French had proclaymed there title, both in France and Scotland. And 
lykewife in the treaty of the peace at Chaſteau in Cambreſy it appered, 

what they wold have compaſſed; (when they preſſed the Burgondions to 40 
con- 
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conclude with them, and overpaſs the treaty with England; alledging, 
that they cold not tell how to treate with England but to the prejudice of 


there right, the polphyn's * dowghter then having right to the crown of · * Thus the 


England) how bold they wold have bene, if at that tyme ſhe had bene 
Quene of France, and her huſband kyng as he now is; for then the wiſe- 
dome of the conſtable governed the raſhnees of the Guiſians. Sence 
the peace concluded, whileſt the rrench king lyved, what meanes they 
made at Roome to have made the quene's Majeſty to be declared illegi- 
timate, is manifeſt ; and ſo as it is knowen, that the ſame ſentence is 
10 brought into France under the pope's bulls, Lykewiſe at the confir- 
mation of the peace betwixt Spayne and France, at the ſolemnitees, even 
when the French king was flayne, it appereth, what manifeſt injurye 
and diſhonor they did to the qQuene's Majeſty, to aſſigne the armes of Eng- 
land and Irland to the French quene, and that in all there pagents: and 
being admoniſhed thereof by the Embaſſador, wold nether make collo- 
rable excuſe, nor leave it; but both contynewed therin, and alſo to deſ- 
pite the Quene's Majeſty's Embaſſador and Mr Mewtas, ſerved them with 
filver veſſell ſtamped with the fame uſurped.armes. How lightly they 
have eſtemed the quene's majeſty in all this tyme, appereth. For where 
20 they be bound by treaty to delyver four hoſtagees; notwithſtandyng that 
they have [been] preſſed therto, they have ſent but three: wherof one 
or two be ſuch, as if they had not bene here, but quietor, the quene's 
Majeſty had not ſuffred the diſhonor to have one of hir ſubjects murdred, 
and no redreſs therof: but (as it appered) when they had committed the 
murder, they diſdayned, and * * ſuch as did but ſeke to 
underſtand the offendors. 
Now the very cauſe why they ſtaye the proſequution hereof is this: 
there interuption and garboyle unlooked for in Scotland; which doth ſo 
30 occupy them, as they nether can ne dare to utter there former malicioſe 
purpooſe, untill that be ended. But ſuerly, beſide there old cankored 
malyce to this realme; this matter ſo enflameth the howſe of Guile, that 
they will not forbeare one daye longer, than of mere neceffite they ſhal 
be conſtrayned, to borde this realme with that fayned tytle: and to a- 
vance the ſame, it is knowen, that they have ſent a great ſeale into Scot- 
land with the armes and very ſtyle and title of England and Ireland. 
And what more manifeſt arguments can be, to ſhewe what they meane 
and intend, then theiſe? In prynceſs practiſees, it is mere chyldeſsneſs to 
tarry untill the practiſees be ſett abrode; for then wer it as good to tarry 
40 i thy trumpet found Wwarres, All things have there cauſes proceding 
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before: but nothyng hath his cauſees proceding more ſecretly, than the 
practiſees of princeſs; and of all other, none is ſo conning as the French. 

IT followeth to be conſidered, that now the French have no conve- 
nient waye to invade England but by Scotland: by Calliſe, they were ac- 
cuſtomed : by ſea is not ſo convenient for them, the ſame being to charge- 
able for them, to aſſayle. Wherfore if it be ſene, that they will purſue 

there purpoſe, and that by Scotland; then reaſon muſt force England 
to confeſs, that to avoyde this daunger fo apparant, can no wey be de- 
viſed, but to helpe that the French have not ſuch rule and overhand in 
Scotland, as that they maye by that realme invade England. 10 

LASTLY is to be conſidered, how dangerooſe it is for England to be 
invaded by the waye of Scotland. Firſt, if the French ſhall preſent to 
England a battell; ether they will doo it with ſtrangers, or French and 
ſtrangers. If they wynne, which God forbydd, they putt in haſard this 
crowne: and though they leſe, yet doo they not putt there owne kyng- 
dome of France in dawnger. And therfore it is dooble the dawnger for 
England to venterr a battell uppon the frontyers of England, to a bat- 
tell uppon the marcheſs of Calliſe or Bulloyneſs. 

A ConcLuston. It ſemeth the weigtheſt matter to be conſidered 
that ether hath or can chance to England, what is preſently to be doone 29 
for the ayde of Scotland : for if it ſhuld be nedefull, the delaye will aven- 
ture the whole; and if loſſe come, it is unrecoverable. Wherfore it wer 
good, that the cauſe were well and ſecretly wayed furſt by diſcrete and 
wiſe men, that have experience, affection to the Engliſh nation, ſpeciall 
love to the Quene's Majeſty's perſon : and that doone, to ſend, by ſome 
collor, for the nobilite, and to conſult with them; or els to ſend ſome 
truſty perſons, with creditt, to underſtand there mynds.

_ E your Majeſty's moſt humble and bounden ſubjects, ſervants, and 
Mes _ unworthy counſellors, have thought convenient, for the avoyding 30 
23Mzr.1560 Of long ſpeche, to declare the accord and conſent of our ſimple opinions 
corr.Liz, at this preſent tyme, towchyng the unjuſt attempts of France ageynſt 
cat. B x. your Majeſty, and the withſtanding of ſuch daungeors as otherwiſe we 
_ doo evidently forſee mſuing towards this realme, and ſpecially to the roy- 
je all perſan of your Majeſty our ſoveraign liege lady and Quene: moſt hum- 
cc, bly, with all maner ſubmiſſion and obeiſſance, beſechyng your majeſty to 


hand, accept this our doing, as from ſuch that, for the diſcharge of our alle- 
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giance and othes made to your Majeſty, thynketh the ſame moſt expe dient 
and neceſſary. 

FissT, we doo all certenly thynk, that the quene of Scotts, and, for 
hir fake, hir huſband and the nouſs of Guile be in there harts mortall en- 
nemyes to your Majeſty's perſon; and for your fake will beare diſplea- 
ſure to all ſuch as they ſhall thynk will, ether with power or counſell, 
mayntene your Majeſty's eſtate and contynuance : and conſequently we 
thynk, that they doo not beare any fuch mortall hatred to the ſtate of 
this realme for it ſelſe, nor meane to extend any hoſtilits ageynſt ſuch 

10 as ſhall, in reſpe& of there pretencees, negle& the due preſervation of 
your Majeſty, Hereuppon it followeth, that we cannot interprete the pro- 
cedings of the French otherwiſe but as the fame doo manifeſtly ſhew 
themſelves, and as all other nations do judg thereof : that is, that there 
mallice is bent ageynſt your Majeſty's perſon, for the ambition of theis 
our kyngdoms; and that they will never ceaſs, with there good wills, or 
without force of England, as long as your Majeſty and the scottiſh quene 
lyveth, to permitt“ yowr Majeſty to lyve in an aſſured peace; but will, * Thus he 
at the leſt, contynue there purpooſees by practiſe, ether abroode, or in 
this your realme, or in both. 

20 Now therfore confideryng how almighty God hath dyvers wayes pro- 
vided for your Majeſty's preſervation, and for the impedyment hitherto of 
there purpooſees ; we all, in dur ſymple opinions, thynk it moſt neceſ- 
fary, that your Majeſty ſhuld take hold of theſe opportunitees fo offred 
unto yow : and if yowr Majeſty ſhall not; we certenly doo feare, and can- 
not by any manner of meanes ſee the contrary, but that your Majeſty's 
realme ſhal be in ſome grete daunger, and principally the perſon of your 
Majeſty, and ſuch others your faythfull ſervants and ſubjects that ſhall in 
this yourmajeſty's quarrell aventure there liffees, as they be naturally bound- 
en; of which nomber we all offerr our ſelves to be a parte. And to make 

zo a ſhort reherſall to your majeſty of ſome evident daungeroos procedings 
of the French ageynſt your majeſty: theſe they be, in parte; wheruppon 
we have from the begynning of this conſultation layd the fundation of 
our counſells. 

FirsT we conſider the fowle and diſhonorable peace which they made 
with xyng Phillipp uppon all partes and ſydes of Fraunce; wherin they 
loft honor, contrees, people, treaſure, frends, intereſt, titles to come, and 
the fruct of manny millions of gold ſpent in three x yngs agees: and yet 
in this they preſerved there poſſeſſion, honor, and intereſt ageynſt your 
Majeſty onely, in keping of all your auncient poſſeſſions on the other fide, 

40 and onely {| * the honor of this realme; and in dede, of all there late 
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conqueſts, ſaved nothyng to themſelves of any vallor, but the poſſeſſions 
which they of late yeres gat from England and the realme of Scotland ; 
and therby left to themſelves no occaſion and oportunite of warr towards 
any part of the world, but towards this realme. This was the firſt fun- 
dation, whereuppon not onely we, but all the reſt of chriſtendome ſawe 
and reported what was herby ment by the French towards this kyngdom 
of England: in ſo much, that, as ſone as this was doone, or in doyng, 
they publiſhed oppenly there pretended intereſt and title to this kyng- 


dom. At Roome they practiſed manny wayes ageynſt your majeſty. In 


Fraunce they tooke your armes: and to ſhew the cauſe, they moſt in- 
jurioſely, and to your Majeſty's diſhonor, added therto the ſtyle and title 
of thes your nations of England and Irland; nombryng alſo the yere of 
there pretended reigne from the deth of your Majeſty's ſiſter, quene Mary. 

How they diſperſed this abrode in France, to your Majeſty's reprooffe, 
by grete nomber of grants, made both to vulgar and noble; to x yng Phil- 
lipp with confirmation of a treaty, therby to inſinuate the matter to hym; 
into Scotland alſo by manny manner of wayes, to animate them with 
opinion of new kyngdoms adjoyned to that crowne; it wer to long to 
recite : but we certenly doo determyne in our opinions, and we cannot 
otherwiſe lightly judg thereuppon, but by this purpooſe they did meane 


to notefye there clayme and pretenced title, and to make therby a pre- 


paratyff to there furder procedings. And whatſoever is ſayd by the French 
to clooke and collor this we doo utterly „ as falſe, fooliſh, abſurd, 
and not worth the hearyng. 

Now followed the contynuance of all there forcees and men of warr 
in Scotland, which had remayned there in all the warr tyme before. And 
ſuerly, if they had ment good peace in Scotland, or at leaſt good order 
towards the ſubjects there, they ſhuld in reaſon, as well have revoked 


them thence, as they revoked others owt of other placees: but this we 


well ſawe, they revoked not one man thence. What followed we have 
ſene: a diſcord betwixt the miniſters and men of warr of France and the 
nobiliteof Scotland,and.thereuppongrete nomberamoo provided in France; 
and parte conveyed thyther, and part on the waye by tempeſt putt back 
for the tyme, and afterward the reſt ſtayed by feare of your Majeſtys 
ſhipps ſent northward ; beſyde the preparation of grete ordynance for bat- 
tery, which onely was and is to ſerve ageynſt England: and therof no 


uſe can be conſtrued for there matters in Scotland ; having there alreddy 


no ſmall quantite in there poſſeſſion, and the Scotts haveing no one pece 
of braſs, 
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Nov follow ſome impedyments that have by the goodneſs of God 
happened: which ſuerly we thynk be ſuch, as without them they had 
or this daye reduced Scotland to there unjuſt devotion, and therby red- 
dy to have putt this realme, or the towne of Barwyk in ſome hazard; 
which being as yet unperfected, cannot be ſaved from any meane force 
but with an army. Firſt was the dethe of the rrench kyng, a man 
of grete activitè and corradge: with hym fell the fame and corrage of 
warr in France for a ſeaſon: with hym decayed the wiſe counſellor the 
conſtable, and ſuch others as depended upon hym: matters of no ſmall 
conſideration for the hurt of France; remembryng therwith, what man- 
ner a perſon ſucceded for there xyng. Next to this followed the alie- 
nation of the mynds of the people of Scotland from the manner of go- 
vernance of France, and therin the more part of a whole yere ſpent in 
hoſtilitè betwixt them; and conſequently an apparant diſpoſition in them 
of Scotland to be in amyty with the kyngdom of England, and to eſ- 
chew all hoſtilite hereafter that might follow. Thirdly followed ſuch 
impedyments as hath ſtayed the force of France owt of Scotland. Which 
thyngs if they had not chanced, and bene provided by your majeſty ; we 
ſuerly cannot ſee, but Scotland had bene or this daye fully conquered ; 
at the leſt all ſuch as had ſhewed frendſhip to England ſhuld have pe- 
riſhed, and the governance of that realme reduced into that ſtate, that 
England ſhuld never have looked for frendſhipp thence, but affured of 
more hoſtilite, than ever it felt from thence ſence Scotland and France 
wer firſt joyned in allyance ageynſt England. 

UPon theis and ſuch lyke conſiderations, it may pleaſe your navjeſty; 
we have alweiſe thought it both juſt, honorable, neceſſarye, and in ſome 
manner prooffitable, that your Majeſty ſhuld, for the preſervation of your 
owne realme, ayde the people of Scotland to remove thence the force of 
France, to the preſervation thereof in there free and naturall obedience 
to the Quene their ſoverain. JusT we thought it, becauſe the end of 
there comming thyther wold be to the daunger of this realme, which 
the French manifeſtly challenged to apperteyne to there qQuene; and fo 
by lawe of nature and man permitted to remove that which was ſo lykely, 
by there owne procedings and demonſtrations, to hurt and dammage this 
your Majeſty's eſtate. 

II. HonoR ABLE we alſo thought it to releve a realme oppreſſed ; being 
not onely next unto yow, but alſo of auncient tyme held of this crowne, 
and not denyeng there leefull obeyſance, but ſeking to preſerve there aun- 
cient rights and the ſucceſſion of the crowne in there naturall lignage. 
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What the honor hereof may be to remayn to your Majeſtie's poſterite, 
we leave it to the tyme. 

III. Nxcxss Axv we thought it. And in this poynt we doo moſt and 
principally reſt : for that no man can denye, but if Scotland be conquered, 


that is, if the crowne thereof be knitt to France, and the men of warr 


of France brought in thyther (as they have no place els where to beſtowe 
them, nor nooccaſion nor pretence other where to ſend them ;) this kyng- 
dome of England muſt alſo kepe a contynuall warr uppon the north 
partes, and be at a contynuall charge of a grete power of men to kepe 
Barwyk, although the French wold profeſs peace: and as ſone as a pow- 
er may be brought thyther, we ſee not, but a mayne invaſion ſhal be 
made by land ; which we knowe not how to repell indede, although we 
muſt make a good contenance thereof, the ſame being uppon a mayne 
grownd. And therfore this onely reaſon, above all other, moveth us not 
to yeld to the French one foote that may tend to the conqueſt of Scot- 
land, or that now may tend to the alteration of the harts of Scotland from 
goodwill towards England. And ſuerly though preſently we fele no 
daunger ; yet our experience, that have ſene battells gyven and loſt within 
a contrey, maketh us not vaynely to dreade, And indede when we 


cannot remember, that your Majeſty's auncetors ever had this avantage 20 


offred in Scotland, to ſee the alienation of there mynds, though not from 
there leefull duety to there Quene whileſt ſhe lyveth, yet from conjunc- 
tion with Fraunce ageynſt this realme in hoſtilite, as aforetymes hath bene; 
(wherin they maye, as we thynk, orderly ſtand, except we gyve contrary 
occaſion of hoſtilite ageynſt that realme, and yet obſerve there duety) 
nether can we ſee, that it ſhall be poſſible any wiſe hereafter in any age 
to come, if this be neglected at this tyme, that the lyke will inſue; ſpe- 
cially as long as the Scottes ſhall kep in memory our departure from them 


in this tyme of there nede, and when they ſought, which they never did 


in any tyme, the frendſhipp of England ſo effectually. 

IV. PRoFFITABLE we alſo thynk it for your Majeſty, in ſome part, 
to doo that now with ſpede that, if it be diferred, cannot be doone with 
all your treaſure of your land, nor can be redemed with any monny. And 
beſide this, we truſt ſuerly, your Majeſty ſhal be more hable, and that 
with leſs coſt, to defend the mallice of France in ſekyng to aſſayle yowr 
realme onely by ſea, having no other wey left them, than both by land 
and ſea. And beſide that, no man can denye, but it is proffitable to your 
Majeſty to transferr and divert the warr of France into scottiſh grownd, 
and to overpaſs tyme, and abyde it untill it come into engliſh grownd. 
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Now it followeth for us to ſhew your Majeſty our opinions to ſome 
thyngs objected. Firſt for the miſtruſt of the Scottes, we thynk there 
dayly appeareth cauſe to the contrary. They have hytherto ſtand in hoſ- 
tilite with the French: they have not onely refuſed offers of peace, but 
alſo to herken therto : they have ſhedd there bludds therin, waſted there 
ſubſtance: they offer your Majeſty hoſtagees: they have no ſure waye, 
but by your Majeſty's protection. Secondly it is thought a daungerooſe 
matter to enterrinto warr: and ſo ſuerly it is; and that hath alweiſe troob- 
led us, becauſe we ſee not the waye how to eſchew it: for if we ſhall 
truſt the French promiſſees; we ſhall confeſs our ſelves moſt unworthy 
conſellors, and agree to leave the realme as an oppen praye to hym that 
claymeth it. Indede, it may pleaſe your majeſty, that which we meane 
and ſeke, is to take awey manifeſt occaſion of a daungerooſe warr: for 
we deſyre to have them removed, that will ſhortly make warr uppon 
your Majeſty : and we doo not thynk, that leving any men of warr in 
Scotland for the ſervice of the French, if the Scottes ſhall not refuſe there 
due obedience, ſhal be ſavety for that realme ; but will brede very ſhortly 
the lyke daunger ageyne, and will immediately compaſs the good will 
of Scotland from England. We thynk it rather conyenient, that it be 
notefyed by ſome publick meane, that your Majeſty meaneth no other 
but good peace to Fraunce and to the people thereof, and fo to offer to 
them ſave and quyett trafficque in peaſible manner; and in no wiſe to 
invade any parcell of any territoryes of the French x yng, or to dam- 
nefy any his ſubjects: and that your Majeſty meaneth no other thyng, 
but onely to procure, for the preſervation of your owne contreys, that 
the men of warr brought into Scotland ſhuld not tarry there ſo nigh yowr 
realme: nether that ye will permitt, that the nhowſe of Guiſe ſhall fo am- 
bitioſely exalt there owne howſe, by attributyng to there nece the quene 
of Scottes the title of your Majeſty's realmes: and in all other poynts your 
Majeſty certenly meaneth, that all your ſubjects ſhall kepe good peace 
and amytye with all the yrench Kk ing's ſubjects, which ſhall not oppen · 
ly ſeke your Majeſty's prejudice in the ſame. 

As for the dyfferryng any more dayes, we ſuerly thynk the ſame very 
hurtefull: firſt overchargeable to your majeſty, conſideryng the former 
tyme ſpent : dangerooſe to leſe the Scottes, and overchargeable for them 
to recover ſo many broken appoyntments; and onely and playnely prof- 
fitable to the French, as well to them in Scotland, as to them which 
ſhall come: and fynally in the ſight of the whole world diſhonorable for 
your Majeſty to leſe your tyme, being ſo juſtly provoked by the French 


40 not to omytt it. And as for your Majeſty's honor, ye have doone more

than any prince in the lyke caſe wold have doone. Firſt ye have this xv1 
moneths indured there manifeſt injuryes and reprooves, and have alſo at 
ſondry tymes declared your greeffs ; and now the x111" of this month they 
wer declared, with certen deviſees of meanes how to remedy the ſame. 
Anſwer none wil be gyven to your majeſty : tyme is ſpent ; and two per- 
ſons of no eſtymation in the world, but for practiſe onely, ſent hyther 
to abuſe your Majeſty with delatory anſwers: wherof one of them maye 
be judged to be now ſent in diſdayne of this realme; being the nota- 
bleſt practiſor that the French ever uſed ageynſt this realme, and ſo ther- 
by the unmeteſt man to procure any good accord. 

Wr therfore moſt humbly and lowly beſeche your moſt excellent Ma- 
jeſty to take in gratiooſe and good part, that we thus freely, under the fa- 
vor of your Majeſty's protection, declare our opinions in this ſort. We 
thynk it convenient in our opinions, that your Majeſty's former determy- 
nations, as well for removing of the French out of Scotland, as for put- 
ting your realme in reddyneſs to defence, might be followed without de- 
laye. And if we may be otherwiſe perſwaded, or heare any ſufficient 
reaſon of any man to the contrary ; we offer our ſelves reddy, as becom- 
meth us, to follow the ſame : and otherwiſe we moſt humbly beſeche 
your Majeſty, it may pleaſe the ſame, that all other particular thyngs 
tending to the execution thereof may orderly follow. For els we cannot 
perſwade our ſelves, that ſuch good ſhall come hereof as we have truſt- 
ed; havyng alreddy ſene ſome lack that hath followed, for want of or- 
derly execution of thyngs determyned in ſeaſon: and if the ſame ſhall 
not followe ; we then doo wiſh, that theis our counſells had not bene gy- 
ven, nether indede can we allowe them: ſubmitting, nevertheleſs, our- 
ſelves moſt humbly to your moſt excellent Majeſty, to doo any manner 
of ſervice that ye ſhall command us, to the expence of our lands, goods, 
and lyffe ; as becommeth moſt humble, lowly, obedient, and naturall 
ſubjects; and as we doo acknowlege from the bottom of our harts, we 
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ought and alweiſe muſt doo. And ſo we referr our poore and ſymple o- 30 


pinions to the correction and reformation of ſuch as be wiſer: aſſuryng 
your Majeſty, on our fayth that we owe to God, we have no reſpect of 
any wordly thyng in theis adviſees, but the preſervation of your Majeſ- 
ty's honor, the contynuance of your eſtate, and the ſavegard of this realme 
from the gredy and ambitiooſe practiſees of the French, the auncient 
ennemyes of this crowne. God fave your Majeſty, to his honor, your 
own comfort, and to leave this crowne to your owne naturall iſſue and 
lignage, - s | 7

voient proceder de luy, tant a fatisfaire a Vobligation des haſtaiges qu il

Cx neantmoins, s eſtans les Eſooſſoys en ce temps de tranquillite re- 
bellez et diſtraictz de Fobeiffance du dict & roy, et de la royne ſa ſemme 
leur ſouveraine dame, pour la reduction deſquelz il a eſt6 contraint y en- 
voier quelques forces; la dicte dame xoyne d'Angleterre a drefle une forte 
et puiſſante armee par mer, et une autre par terre, et les a dez long temps 
envoyè du coſte d Eſcoſſe: fondant Yoccafion de telz preparatifz ſur la 
jalouſie que luy donnoient les diftes forces que le dict & y avoit ja, et 
celles qu'il pretendoit y faire encores paſſer; au moien desquelles elle craig- 
noit une invaſion en ce royaume, comme elle diſoit en eftre menacëe;

ſoit loiſible a Lung ny a l autre de fe donner loy, ny impoſer conditions; 
ne ſe pouvant telle fagon adreſſer qu'a leurs ſubjectz et vaſſaulz ſeulement. 


Et, qui pis eſt, cependant elle na laifſe d envoyer au dict pays d Eſcoſſe, 


dez long temps, fon armee de mer: laquelle y a uſe de pluſieurs depreda- 
tions ſur les ſubjectz du dict Sr Roy, tant, a ſon arrivee, de quelquesnavires 
de guerre qui eſtoient au frith pour la garde d'iceluy, que depuis de plu-

R SECRETOR YE, I have receavyd yours off the vii off Aprill by 
de Favory; by whome I ſent the xxv* of the ſame a paquett unto 
you off ſom importance: and alſo have receavyd the quen's majeftie's pa- 
quett, datyd the x1x'off Aprill, the xx11 of the ſame by thys corror Fran- 
ciſco. For many advertyſmentes I reaferre you to hyr majeſtie's letter: 
ſuche other thyngs, as by the abondance off goode wyll I dyſcorſe unto 
you by theſe, my hope ys, you wyll accepte them, as I meyne them, bothe 
to you and to the hole. 

Ix thys tyme of partialities and factions, where myndis be caried di- 
verſly with ſundry reſpectz and affections (which I am lothe to ſee) my 
pore opinion is, that youe proceade growndlye at home; and, for your 
better inſtruction and ſatisfaction, to uſe the meanes that in ſuche a caſe 
maye beaſte aſſuerre youe. I do remember, that sir George Haward was 
nouriſhed page with the olde puke of Guiſe, when the queene powager 
was yong in her father's houſe. The chief of his houſe, the puke of Norf- 
folke, is noted of ſome to leane another waye: and ſo the ſmaller doth 
concurre with the greater, or rather depende upon him. I doo note alſo, 
that emong yourſelfs you be eyther devided, or not united. Wherfore, 
me thinkethe, to diſſipher the truthe (whereupop youe muſte builde your 
reſolution) were beſte, that you did write particular and ſeverall letters to 
sir James Croftis, Edwarde Randall, Pellam, Brian Fyſwilliams, and to hym 
that hathe the charge of the battery; and in lyke forte to the Lord of Lyding- 
ton, the Lorde of Grange, Alexander Whytlowe, and one or two more, 
notyd in the scottyſhe campe of judgement and experience in the warte; 
and (as youe maye) not to lett one of them knowe, that youe wrytte to ano- 
ther: requirynge them wythe ſpede fryndlye and playnly to ſignifie unto 
youe, accordinge to every manne's beſte intelligence, the ſtate of the peece, 
and of as many circumſtances as ar to be conſideryd in a towne of warte 
beſieged; and further to requier of the foreſayde Englyſhe gentylmen to 
acertayne youe, how the ſtate of the scottyſhe campe is, how they agree, 
how they be victuallyd, myndyd and furnisſhyd to ſerve together, and of 
all thingis neceſſarye pertayning to a campe, to byde a ſiege, wythe ſuche 
circomſtances as depende therupon. As for the ſtate of oute campe ; you 
are and maye be at all tymes ſufficientlye informyd therof, by My Lorde 
Grayes letters, and by the particuler letters from the teſt before namyd. 

Vr youe ſhall perceave the ſtate of the tone of Lyethe and of the en- 
nemyes to be ſuche, as that they be lyke and hable to holde; the flats 
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and order of the Scottis to be ſuche, as there is no great truſt to be repoſyd 
in them for the atchyving of ſuche an enterpriſe; and that without the 
Scotis you ſhall not be hable to diſtreſſe your ennemye: then I wolde 
wyſhe you in tyme and ſeaſon, before theſe men put theyr force abrode, 
to growe to as honorable and proffitable an end with your ennemyes as 
you can; and to uſe the matter in ſuche ſorte, as youe maye retayne the 
good devoſion and affection of the puke of Chaſtellerault, th'erle of Ar- 
rayne, th Erle of Argyle, the priour, and the reſt of the congregation, to 
the quene's Majeſtie and her realme, and to have convenient regarde to 
theyre ſatisfactions. But yf theſe thingis prove falſe; and that there is 10 
no ſuche lacke in theScottes, or, at the leaſt, not ſo muche, but that thingis 
be in caſe good inowghe, yf they be followed; and that it appearyth, 
sir George hath ſpoken of the ſplene: I wold wyſhe hym revokyd by 
ſome conning meanes from his charge, and ſume fyt man and better af- 
fectyd placed in it. And therwithall, finding your ſtate in ordre good e- 
nough, go on, on Godis name, luſtely with the proceding : for theſe men 
"will not be ready (as youe ſhall perceave by their owne matter of recorde, 
which I have nowe ſent you thre ſundry wayes) untill July. 

As unto Barnabye's miſdemeinor; I knowe no meane to ſave my pore 
credytt therby, but to rydde my handis of hime; which maye argue, that 20 
I doo not alowe his lewdnes: and fo I praye youe take it. For, truly, I 
ame greatlye aſhamyd of it; and therfore have wrytten three or fower 
wordis to the Frenche ambaſſador, which I ſend youe unſealyd, and, yf 
youe thinke good, I praye youe cauſe Franciſco to delyver yt. 

I any wyle, mr Secretorye, bend your force, credytt, and deviſe, to 
maintayne and encreaſe your navy by all the meanes you canne poſſible: 
for in this tyme, conſiderynge all circumſtances, yt is the flower of Eng- 
landis garlande. Anymate and chearyſhe as manye as youe canne to ſerve 
by ſea. Lett them neyther want good dedes, nor good wordis. It is your 
beſt and beſt cheap defence, and moſt redoubtyd of your ennemyes and 30 
doubtfull frendis. There ys not ſo many perryllis in yt, as there is to 
depende uppon fortreſys ; neyther the charges be lyke. Suerlye yt is fo 
neceflarye at this tyme to enereaſe it and preſerve yt, as, rather then fayle, 
immunityes and privilegyes are to be grauntyd to thoſe that ſerve in that 
kynde of ſervice ; even lyke as thoſe wyſe, polyticke governers dyd graunt 
prerogatyves in England to the plowghe and plowghmen longe agoo, 
when the realme was deſolate and unlaboryd. And therfore, I beſeche 
you, be good to Strangwyſhe, and fynde the meanes to wyn hym to be 
a good and orderly ſubject: for aſſuer youe, Mr Secretorye, there is but 


2 fewe ſuche in that realme, ſo ſkyllfull to ſerve by ſea in all places and 40 
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at all tymes. Peter Kyllegrewe allſo, thowghe he have allſo faylyd, is for 
the ſane purpoſe to be cheryſhid. It muſt be your only acte: for the 
Lorde admyrall, by ſome procuermentis, is not beſt affectyd to them. 

By your letter of the x111"* of Aprill, ſent by Monſieur de Candall, 
which I receavyd the xxv11" of the ſame, I perceave, the skottyſhe 
pirate accompanyed with ſome lewede Englyſhmen be taken, and ſhall 
have as they have deſervyd. 

IN ASMUCHE as I ame enformyd, that the portis on this ſyde be ſtay- 
ed; and alſo that certayne letters addreſſyd unto me were taken and re- 
tayned, as I dyd advertyſe the quene's Majeſtie by my letters of the xxv* 
ſent by de Favory: I have ſince that tyme ſent unto the cardinall of Lor- 
raine, to knowe what the ſtayinge of the portis and my letters myght 
meane. Wherunto he made anſwer, that he neyther knewe of the on 
nor other; ſo as I might take my ſelffe well ſatisfied in that matter, and 
thoſe matters to ſtande in good tearmes, accordinge to the amytye. Wher- 
upon I have diſpatched this bearer ; and, notwithſtanding the cardinall 
of Lorraine's ſmothe woordis, I have willed this bearer to paſſe thorough 
Flanders, and to imbarke at Dunkerk for this tyme : wherfore yt maye 
lyke youe to have conſideration, of his chargys, becauſe the poſtes that 
waye be more in nombre. And nowe from hence forthe, unleaſe youe 
be perfectly actuortyſyd by ſome good meanes of your owne, or elz from 
me, that the portis be open on this ſyde; it ſhall be mete, that you ſende 
unto me by the way of Dunkerke; and that the meſſinger doo ſaye, 
that he is eyther Spaniarde, Frencheman or Burgonion. He may not 
faye, that he comith to me; but either that he is a marchant, or ellis 
that he comith to any other Ambaſſadour here; that he paſſethe into 
Spayne. This bearer, I think, maye fafely inowghe make one other voy- 
age this waye, coming by Dunkyrk. Maſter Harry Killegrewe hathe a 
Skottyſheman, if he be there, that might be well ſent, and lande either 
at Depe or at Bulleyn; or ellis you may fynde owt ſume truſty Frenche- 
man there of your awne. | 

AND now, Sir, as my truſte ys in youe; I praye youe, fynde the meanes 
to rydde me of this place and charge here. For aſſuerydlye I ame very 
ficke and feoble, and doo bothe feale evedentlye, and perceave by the 
opinion of ſuch as be learnyde, that I ſhall not recover my healthe in this 
contreye. I truſte, I ſhall not nede to be importunate in this matter ; but 
youe wyll of your ſelffis conſider the equitie of my caſe: for unleſſe it 
be by your meanes, I maye compare my ſtate to on commyttyd to the 
ſea in a bote withowte tackle or maryner, 
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Mz Secretary, as mr Killigrew and Jones have heretofore advertiſed 
toching th'arrivall here of Whethill, and of that (he faid) was the cauſe 
of his coming over; ſo lately hath he made very earneſt meanes to Jones 
to ſpeake with me, having confeſſed his fault and lewdnes in ſeking to 
ſerve on this ſide, ſeming in apparaunce very ſory therfore. And albeit 
he hath uſed as moche meanes, as his knowledge wold ſerve him, to re- 
maine a penſioner here: at the lenght (I beleve evon for very ſimplici- 
te, or ellis I am deceaved in him) he is diſmifled; and neither his landes 
at Calice, nor any penſion graunted him: for which two cauſes (he ſay- 
eth) being driven by neceflite, he came over. He repaireth from hens 
towardis home ; and for his folly is afraide to have trouble: and therfore 
will remaine in Flaundres, as he telleth me, till ſomme meanis be founde 
for him. I thinke, his deviſe be not greate; and yet I can not but adver- 
tiſe of him, and feare the worſt ; which is, that the Frenche may have 
deviſed ſume practiſe by hym. He hathe charge of wief and ſeven or 


eight children, whiche ought to make him more carefull. If he comme 


over ; he may be uſed, as his doingis ſhall appere to be upright, or ſuſpi- 
cious: but ſurely (in myne opinion) he is a man of no great capacite. 
AnD, Sir, I pray youe, after the repaire of this bearer to the court, 
to let me here from you as ſone as is poſſible. The tyme being as it is, 
brutes be of great efficacie ; which theſe men ſlac not to ſprede to theyr 
advauntage. The quene's Majeſte's doingis hitherto, and the hope of 
ſucceſſe thereof, hath cauſed ſume here to ſtirre coales; and I have not 
lettyd, though the quene's Majeſte be no medler nor doer with them, 
to ſet them on fyer: which to doo, the neceſſarieſt thing that can be, 
after well doing of our thingis, is to let me, for confirmation of a nom- 
bre here, to heare of the certaynetye of procedingis in Scotland as often 
as may be. I wiſh the next meſſinger to be my ſervaunt Davies, to come 
by Diepe, to learne how thingis goo there ; for I hear, that the portes be 
ſtoppyd: and though yeſterday the cardinall of Lorrayne ſayd contrary ; 


yet I durſt not, without more certayntie, adventure to hazard the cour- 


rour of this tyme: and therfore I have ſent hym by Flanders, praying 
youe therfore to have the more conſideration of him. And fo, referring 
youe for the reſte to the quenis majeſti's letters, at this preſent I take my 
leave of youe. From Amboiſe, the xxv111* of Aprill 1560.

Memorial HE Frenche queene hathe all this laſt yere borne the armes of Eng- 
—_ land, as queene of England. She hathe alſo intitled her ſelfe queene 
-May156o, Of England, by all manner of wayes convenient to notifie the ſame; by 
rares her owne ſpeche; by her usſhers; by her owne writings, private and pub- 
Oyxr:ce. like; by her ſeales; by inſcriptions in all her triomphes ; by her heralds. 
— The prenche king alſo, her husbande, hathe jointly in writings, graunts, 
Secreury and commiſſions with her, intitled themſelfes King and queene of Eng- 
Ceci. lande and Irlande; and have dated the fame with theſe woords, axxo REG-/ 
NI NOSTRI AN OL IX ET HIBERNIX PRIMO, All theſe things have 10 
bene contynually uſed the laſte yere, and chiefly ever renewed and in- 
creaſed after complaynte made; and that alſo even now. Since yt was 
declared tous, both by La Sevre and by the Biſhop of Valence, that theſe 
innovations ſhulde be redreſſed, triumphes have bene made at Tours and 
Senongeau, ſince Eaſter laſte. | 
AnD perceaving theſe things, ſo manifeſtly tending to the eviction of 
your croune ; and fynding therwith, that the Frenche had brought new 
forces into Scotlande, which is the only place where they may ſecke to at- 
chive theyr entrepriſe ; and furdermore alſo, that all the latter parte of 
the laſt ſommer they made greater preparations of warre, as well of vic- 20 
tuell and munition, as of men; and that parte of the ſame was tranſported 
into Scotlande, and parte was retourned by tempeſte; and all the reſte 
hitherto hathe bene ſtayed out of Scotlande, by meanes of your Majeſ- 
ties navy in the frithe: we ſee not, how ye might aunſwear almighty 
God, of whome ye holde your kingdom; or how ye might preſerve your 
ſelfe and your realme, and fatisfye your ſubjects, that abhorre nothing 
more then to be ſubjecte to France or Scotlande; yf ye ſhulde permit 
all theſe r renche proceedings, and ſpecially that the powre of France 
ſhulde take roote in Scotlande : which your Majeſtie may be ſure had don 
before this tyme long ; and then ſhulde this realme have felt ſuche dan- 30 
ger by them, as neyther the powre of Englande, nor the ayde of the king 
of Spayne could have reſiſted. For remedy wherof, your Majeſtic 
hathe don all that ye have don, and for no other purpoſe ; whatſoever 
the French doo brute abrode, to ſclaunder your doings; as in the end 


will appeere.

taken, and what packets they wer, I knew not; but prayed him to take n _ 
ordre, that I might have theim: ſins which tyme, and namely that 4 A 
fame daye, I had receyved ſure advertiſements out of England, that a b Secren- 
ſervant of myne namid Stephin Davy, whome I depechid hence the n 


x11* of Aprill with lettres to your Majeſtie, was ſtayed at Rue; his 
packets taken from him; and what was becomme of the man, I knew 
not ; whether he wer killed or no, as alreadye one of my men had ben 
by his brother's (the great eryour's) men: which I thought was a ſtrange 
dealing; ſpecially for that I thought, the like had not ben uſed in Eng- 


land upon their miniſtres: and that I took it unkyndly to have the ſame

concealid from me, having ſent before to him to know therof. And ther- 
fore I prayed him to make me good accompt of my ſaid ſervant and pac- 
kets, or ells that he wold not fynde it ſtrange, yf the like or worſe wer 
uſed towards their miniſtres in Englande ; wherof he might well aſſure 
himſelf: for lyke as th'amitie was reciproke; ſo wer we no more bownde 
to keepe it, they having gyven theſe occaſions of doubtfull ſuſpicions : 
and that it ſemid, that this their ſtaye of my ſervant and packets was a 
ſparcle to kindle a greater fyre ; which I wold gladly know, that I might 
be aſſured wherunto to truſt, and ſo advertiſe your Highnes. And ther- 
fore I prayed him to be frank with me in this cace, and to lette me know 
what they meant: yf the K ing wold follow the peace; then wer it meete, 


he didde that that belonged to peace: yf he meant to declare himſelf 
againſt your Majeſtie ; then had I other mater to declare unto him; and 


for that pourpoſe wolde comme myſelf to gyve it him tounderſtand, what 
paynes ſoever I took therin, though I wer verye unable to do it. 

Tux cardinall made anſwer : that indeed he had heard from the 60u- 
vernour of Rue, fowre dayes paſt, that he had ſtayed an Engliſheman 
there that came thither in the companye of two or thre ſuſpected per- 
ſons of Abbeville, hereticks, and of the late conſpiracy of rebellion: 
whome, for that he hid himſelf, and wold not at the firſt declare what 
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he was, and for that he vewed their fortiffications there, he ſtayd ; and 
wrote hither, to know what he ſhulde do with him; adding alſo, that 
he namid himſelf th'embaſſadour's ſervant, and that he was ſent from him 
with lettres to your Majeſtie : and that he the cardinall made anſwer im- 
mediatly to the faide 6ouvernour, that he ſhulde ſtay him, till he hearde 
further from him: but now that the King underſtode by lettres from his 
Ambaſſadour in Englande, and alſo from me, that he is my ſervant (for 
which pourpoſe the ſaid Eæmbaſſadour had depechid hither his secretary) 
ordre was taken that ſame daye in conſell, that lettres ſhulde be writ- 
en with diligence to the Governour of Rue for my ſaid ſervant's ſetting 
at libertie, reſtauringe his packets, and all other things, yf anye thing had 
ben taken from him: but ſaide, that he marvailled what he made there, 
being no hygh waye; and that yf he had kept the high waye, he ſhulde 
not have ben ſtayed. Therunto the cardinal was anſwered, that it was 
his high waye from the place from whence he came ; for he went firſt 
to Dieppe, to have paſſed from thence; and findinge no paſſaige readye 
there, went towards Boullougne alongſt the coaſt as his nygheſt waye: 
and that the Gouvernour cowd pretend no ignorance in him, nor his pack- 
ets; for the ſame wer directed in french, and enfronted to be the Embaſ- 


ſadour of England's lettres for your nighnes affaires; as he doth uſe all 20 


hys packets, to avoyde occaſion of ſtay by the waye. It may be ſo, quoth 
the cardinal, but I ſaw no packets.

AnD wheras Monſieur / Ambaſſadeur faith, quoth he, that this is our 


firſt begynninge to take packets: I am gladde, quoth he, that it is ſo; 
but it is not the firſt tyme that you have taken of ours. And what ſayth 
you, quoth the cardinall, by the late outrage done upon the ſea upon our 
men and packets? Therto he wasanſwered, that your Highneſs nor I cowde 
not do withall ; for that that was done upon the ſea, which is free for all 
men, and by pyrats their ennemyes: and that it doth appeere, that your 
Highnes took it not well ; for that their ſhipp was and is ſtayed at Dover, 
and the malfactours empryſonidd, and in danger of the lawe : and that as 
for the King's packets, they wer delivered ſtreight to his Ambaſſadour in 
England. I cannot tell, quoth the cardinall, what pirats they wer; but 
it was done in Dover haven; and there our men wer ſlayne, and others 
robbed, and yours not touched; and they that did it ar noted to be Eng- 
| liſhemen: but it doth appeere plainly ynough, what the queene mean- 
and. 

Ap wheras alſo Mons ' Ambaſſadeur wold know, whether the k ing 
meanith peace or warre: this is ſtrange, quoth he, that you aſke the king's 


entent in a matter that you ſeek to have yourſelfes, and wold have hap- 40 
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pen. For the queene and manſiear I Ambaſſadeur do know, haw often 
the King hath declared his meaning to peace; and that his ambaſſadoyr 
in Englande hath ſaid dyvers tymes to the queene, that he will gyve his 
headde to be cut of, yf the K ing begynne to breake: and the ſame ſaye 
I now agayn to Mons I'ambaſſadeur ; and that yf the queene offre one 
finger to comme to peace, the King will offre two and a half. And you 
alke now, whether the King meanithe peace or warre, when you have al- 
readye beſeegid his townes, and take daylye of his ſhippes on the ſea; for 
wythin theſe eight dayes you have taken xv1 or xv111 of our ſhippes. 
But, quoth he, howſoever the queene your miſtreſs deguyſe the mater, 
we know her entent; and we muſt do as well as we maye to ſeeke to be 
revenged, ſeing ſhe will be at this point; and we doubt not, but God will 
provyde for us well ynough. Yn the meane tyme it is (quoth he) honnour 
ynough for a Frenchman, to know that he hath an Engliſheman to his en- 
nemye. It is a poor revenge that hath ben uſed of late by your proclamacion 
in Englande againſt my brother and me: but we take it, ſaid he, that it is 
not the queene's doing, but the perſwaſion of thre or fowre about her: 
and as I truſt to ſee ſhortlye, that ſhe woll be better advyſed; ſo we hope, 
that, er it be long, ſhe will put to her hande to punisſhe theim for gyving 
her ſuch adviſe, and wiſhe to have followed the counſell of elder in go- 
vernement, and of more experience then they ar. And emong others, 
quoth he, I wold that Monſieur I Ambaſſadeur wer at home: not for that 
I wold have him from this his charge; but becauſe I am perſwadid, that 
yf he wer with the queene his miſtris, like as I have alwais counted and 
partely knowne him to be wiſe and of good judggment, and well gyven 
to peace; ſo he mught do muche good for the preſeryation of amytie,which 
others go about to overthrough all that they can, as th'experyence ſhew- 
ethe: and yf they contynue till in that trade, then muſt we do as well as 
we maye; and truſt, that Godde will not onely punyſhe rebells, but alſo 
their partakers as they deſerve. And as for Monſieur I ambaſſadeur's 
man, quoth he; he ſhall be let go, and ! Aubeſpyne hathe charge to 
make a depeche to the Gouvernour of Rue for that pourpoſe: and ther- 
fore willid, that his name ſhulde be gyven to I'Aubeſpyne, that it might 


appeere to be he. 
Tus diſcourſe the cardinall made the laſt of Aprill to ur Somers. The 


cardinall was requyred to ſend me the lettre, that I might have ſent it to 
Rue by one of myne, to have ſcene the delyvery ; or ells that the lettre 
might be to ſet him at libertye, and ſo to comme back to me agayne. But 
the cardinall ſaid, that ſeing he was ſo farre on his waye, and that his 
ſtaye was made upon good grownde and occaſion, that it wer better for 
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him to goe furth on his journey; and fo wolde not agree to that requeſt. 
His countenance and geſtures in this talk wer ſo demeure and grave, myx- 
ed with a kynde of pytifull plaint, that they wolde have perſwaded a man 
that had not well knowen him within and without, and knowne what 
a Frenchman is in a litle adverſité.

Sir Nicholas IT may pleaſe your Majeſte to be advertiſed, that herwithall J do ſend 
TE = 1 unto the ſame the minutes of ſuch lettres as ſince the ſixt of the laſt 
Queen. moneth (at which tyme I ſent your Majeſtè lettres by Barnabe my ſer- 
3 Mayr560. yaunt) I have written to your Majeſte ; both for that your Majeſte may 
eee perceive, how I have bene uſed by the late ſtaying of my ſervaunt Davyes 

„n, (who was depeched hens the x11" of Aprill with ſuch mater as it may

— doubt, that the like may happen to mr Tremaine, by whome I wrote al- 


bis Secrerz- ſo to your Majeſte, and Franciſco Thomaſo, whome I was for feare of 
Ing ſurprinſe conſtrained to ſend the longe way byFlandres,to your Majeſte's 
charge, the xxv111" of the laſte. 

Ax foraſmoche as they here have thus begonne to uſe your majeſte's 
pacquet (wherof there can be no ignorance pretended, foraſmoch as the 
ſame was endorſed in french, and ſaid to be for your nighnes affaires): like 
as th'importans herof is great, and a plaine declaration of their diſpoſiti- 
on towards your Majeſte ; it is to be thought, that whenſoever they have 
any affaires of importance in hand, wherof they ſhall feare I ſhall have 
knowledge, they will not herafter let to uſe the ſtaying of others, when 
it may ſerve to their purpoſe. So as if this be indur'd at their handes (ſe- 
ing non of their miniſters have at any tyme bene empeached in your 
Majeſte's realme, nor by any of your ſubjectes) and that your majeſts ſit 
{till withall; I ſhall not have meanes to ſend any advertiſmentes without 
empeachement: and ſo ſhall my being here ſtand your Majeſté in very 
(mall ſtede, being ſuch wayte layde upon me and my doinges as there 
is. And as the cardinal's deniall, at the firſt, of his taking was ſtraunge : 
ſo after he hath confeſſed his taking, I doubt moch, they have miſuſed the 
pacquet, and cannot but feare my ſervaunt ; ſeing they will by no meanes 
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ſuffer him to retorne backe unto me, nor ſend me the pacquet, but will 
nedes ſend him over into England, under color of deſire to let your pac- 
quet have expedition, If I could have had my man returned, I ſhuld 
by him have underſtode the maner of his taking ; or if my pacquet were 
reſtored unto me, I ſhuld have judged whether it had bene opened: but 
having neither of both, I know not what to think, onles they will kepe 
th'one and th'other from coming to light. Which it may pleaſe your 
Majeſte to conſider, and to be pleaſed, ſeing I am thus uſed at their handes, 
to revoque me. | 

Bur thoughe they have done this injury to hinder your ſervice, and 
the knowledge of their doings on this fide; yet are they fo ſlack with 
their preparations, as I am eftſones enformed, that it wil be the xv of 
July before they can have their ſhips in order. And for ſomme let ther- 
of (as I am enformed) there came newes the laſt of Aprill, that there 
was an inſurrection in Bretaign of five thouſand of their people; that 
lettres be writen to the puke d'Eſtampes for th'appeaſing therof: and 
the King himſelf goeth ſhortly into Normandy, as I am enformed. 
The laſt of Aprill the King of Denmark his ambaſſadour was diſpetched 
from this court, who hath had very great interteignment to his conten- 
tation: of whoſe doings on this fide I think the puke of Holſt preſent- 
ly with your Majeſte may be hable to enforme youe. The conte Rin- 
grave is now upon his diſpetche, and diverſe captains alſo for the levy- 
ing of men of warre; but of what numbers, I cannot lerne. And as 
for the ſhippes which they minde to ſet in order as fone as they can in 
July ; albeit there be, as I underſtande, a great number to be ſet furthe, 
yet ſhall there be of them but xxv men of warre and x1111 gallees wher- 
upon their force for the ſea ſhall reſt. 

THe ſeconde of this preſent there arrived at Senungeau, the court being 
there, a Frenchman dwelling in Abchurche lane, who paſſed at Rye and 
landed at Diepe as he ſayeth. He is a black man of complexion, burly, 
and with a grayiſhe bearde ; who hath ſpoken with the cardinall of Lor- 
reine, and hath ſemed to put him in great comfort of things on that 
fide. For albeit before his arrivall there were certaine triumphes at Se- 
nunceau, wherin (the thing being done upon the water) were ſet furth 
a ſhew of your Majeſte's ſhips in the firth, and your army about Lieth, 
and their wynnyng therof ; yet th'end of the pagend was, that the r rench 
King's ſhips and force were ſet forth, and wonne the fame againe, and 
overcame th'Engliſhmen. I had the ſame ſecond daye ſent Middelmore, 
a gentleman of myne, to thecourt : who finding the ſaid Frencheman there 


40 apparailled like an Engliſhman, he toke upon him to be one of Dud- 
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ley his compeny. Wherin the Frenchman being perſuaded told him, that 


he was come over to bring hither as good newes for Fraunce, and as 
evill newes for Englande, as ever was herd of. What this may meane, 
I know not: but it may pleaſe your Majeſte with My Lordes to cauſe in- 
quiry to be made of this Frenchman's ſtate and demeanour there, and 
whether he be indeede like to ſay any thing to purpoſe or not. As the 
pagend of the wynnyng againe of Lieth was played, there came newes 
in very dede, that the ſame was wonne by your majeſte ; and yet the 
newes this Frenchman brought was of ſuch effect, as it ſemed to revive 
them againe: and, as farre as I can conceive, the circumſtance of the 
mater tendeth to rebellion in your realme; the particularites wherof he 
will in no wiſe declare, but to the xing, the cardinall, or the puke of 
Guile. | 

I am enformed, that eyther Monſieur de Randan, brother to the conte 
Rochefokawe, a man of as good eſtimation as any is in this court, if 
he be not a knight of the order, ſhal be ſent into Englande to treate with 
your Majeſte further for pacification of theſe maters betwene the Frenche 


and youe, or ells Monſieur de Lanſac, who is a gentleman of the kings 


chamber, one of the maſters of the ceremonies, and lately comme out 
of Spaine. But I truſt, that ſeing all they have done hitherto with your 
Majeſte is but winde, that youe will repoſe no other truſt in any of the 
Frenche miniſters then ſhall tend to your Highnes ſatisfaction in dedes, 
and to the reaſon of your Majeſte's proceadinges for your ſurety at this 
preſent. 

Anpalbeit I have ſignifyed to your Majeſte, that there is no great doubt 
to be had of theſe men, ſeing they cannot be ready with their ſhippes 
till July: yet foraſmoch as within theſe v111 miles there be arrived out 
of Piemont three hundreth fotemen, who reaport, that there be alrea- 
dy in Fraunce a thouſande, and that two thouſand do comme after them; 
it may pleaſe your Majeſtie to cauſe My Lord Admyrall to have an eye 
to theyr doings on the ſea coaſts on this fide; for I doubt by ſuch in- 
telligence as I have, that the Frenche have ſomme ſecret and ſuddaine 
enterpriſe in hande.

with your good newes of Lethe. And for your other advertiſments toch- ** 
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ignorance on his parte. 


ing Davyes and Beaumont; as I think th 'uſing of th one on this fide Fo" ** 
ſtraunge, ſo can I not a litle mervaill what the other doth there with — 
youe. And for ſome better information of him; youe ſhall underſtande, —— 
that it was he at whoſe handes I had that wherwith I ſent my ſervaunt 
Davyes; as may apeir more at lenght by the qQuenis Majeſtie's lettre 
which I then ſent by him, and do now with othir minutes ſend againe 
to hir Majeſtie. And becauſe youe may better judge of him; I will firſt 
declare his uſage here towards me, and myne opinion of him, his ſtate 
here, and how I wold have him to be uſed. 

AFTERI had layde wayte for the Queen Regent of Scotland's letter ſent 
hens, with anſwer to hers ſent by a maronter ; it happened the fame to 
be delivered to the handes of Beaumont: who ſent the ſame to me ſe- 
cretly ; declaring, that he was appointed to cary it to Drepe, and to de- 
liver the ſame to Davy Hume, or to Harvy the monk, or to ſomme other 
whome he ſhuld thinke good: ſaying, that it was in cipher. Having it 
in my handes; it was uſed as I fignifyed to hir majeſte, and within two 
houres diſpetched. Which done by the diligence of Mr Somer, and the 
ſame made connyngly up againe; I went furth, as a privat man, and 
ſpake myſelf with him: and faid, that becauſe the fame was in cipher, 
it could ſtand me in no ſtede; and that I had not lok'd upon it, but one- 
ly ſeen his paſport for poſthorſe, which he ſent me therwithall : praying 
him, nevertheles, at his arrivall at Diepe, to helpe my man, who ſhuld 
mete him there, to paſſe with him that ſhuld cary the ſame: which he 
promiſed to do; telling me ſtill, that he ſhuld goo no further, And ther- 
fore I cannot a litle mervaill, ſeing the pacquet was to be convey d into 
Scotland, and that it was his ſpeciall charge, why he ſhuld deliver it to 
my ſervaunt to be convey'd over : and more ſtraunge it ſemeth to me, 
that he himſelf is there. For which cauſe I can not tell what to ſuſpect, 
eyther dubble dealing and diffimulation with me, or ells ſumplieité of 
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For the knowledge wherof if youe had writen ſomwhat more at 
large of him unto me, I ſhuld have bene hable, in conferring his doings 
here and there together, to have gone nere to have geſſed what the ma- 
ter ment, and preſently to have ſignifyed ſumwhat unto youe. And 
therfore to be the better inſtructed of his meaning, myne opinion is, that 
he be very ſecretly kept in ſome place where he may not be knowne (for 
if th Ambaſſadour there know of him, all is daſhed) and moch made of, 
and well uſed; and that youe queſtion with him, how it happened, that 
the lettre was by him delivered to my man, ſeing that he himſelf de- 
livered it to me, and received it of me againe; why he himſelf came 
over, onles it had bene to have caried the lettres into Scotland himſelf, 
wherunto he told me he had no charge; and where he toke ſhipping. Up- 
on theſe queſtions and his anſwers, youe ſhal be hable to judge of him. 
He hath fince my coming over diverſe tymes given me advertiſments, 
and alwayes ſhewid a good affection to the quenis majeſte's ſervice. And 
therfore I pray youe to uſe him well, and to let him underſtande, that 
I have writen unto youe in his favor; and to do as well as youe can, to 
ſee if he will take upon him to do ſervice in Scotland for theſe men, and 
ſo retorne into Fraunce, where he may ſerve the qQuenis Majeſte and 
hir miniſters: wherby, thoughe he be a man of no great apparaunce, 
yet having his wief here of the French quenis privy chambre, he may 
be hable to ſerve ſomme good torne, and to give advertiſments from tyme 
to tyme. In any wiſe I wold wiſhe, he ſhuld be well uſid with words; 
and alſo that the Quenis Majeſte ſhuld beſtowe upon him a preſent of an 
hundred crownes at the leeſt. 

AND as for my ſervaunt Davyes; upon ſuch talk as mr Somer had 
with the cardinal upon the receipt of your lettre, and alſo by the rea- 
port made unto him by th'ambaſlador Cievre his ſecretary, it is ſaide, 


that he ſhall be ſent over into Englande, and I ſhall neither have my 


pacquet nor my man to retorne unto me; wherby I ſhuld have ſeen, 
whether my pacquet had bene broken up; and if I had ſpoken with 
him, I ſhuld have bene hable, by the maner of his taking, to have ſaid 
more then I can now ſay. And therfore I remit the mater to youe, at his 
repaire to the court; whome I pray you, for my better ſattisfaction, to 
diſpeche unto me the nixt that cometh. Theſe be ſtraunge kinde of dea- 
lings, ſeing non of the French have bene fo uſed by any of the quenis 
Majeſte's ſubjects. If the mater be not ſumwhat ſtomackid, loke not to 
have any advertiſments from me; for they will not let to do the like 
with others. And therfore ſeing that nothing will be goten at theſe mens 


hands by ſufferauns, and that the meane to cauſe them come to reaſon 
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is to ſtand with them; I truſt, that youe will way, what is both in this 
mater and otherwiſe to be done. And by this my being beſegid here, and 
ſuch awayt as is layde upon me and my doinges, youe may perceive, that 
I have not of affection writen as I have, toching my revocation. And in- 
dede the longer I contynue here, the leſſe ſervice ſhall I be hable to do, 
and conſume myſelf with charges, and alſo fall further into ſicknes; which 
I have no hope to recover, being here. And therfore I pray youe, I may 
here from youe aſſone as may be, both toching Beaumont, Davyes, and 
myſelf; wherupon I may procede here accordingly. 

AND, Sir, I beſech youe, albeit the quene's Majeſte can conſider moche, 
that yet youe, that can conſider more (being ſpoken with reverence to 
her Majeſte, and without flatery to youe) do uſe all the meanis youe can 
to contynue the qQuene's Majeſte's force; and, thoughe youe do vanquiſh 
your enemyes, not to leave, forall that, your weapon out of your hand; 
and then to conſider, that Cirus, with all his poverty, was more eſtemed 
and better beloved of his people and others, then Crœſus with all his 
riches, keping them to himſelf: which I ſay unto youe, becauſe I think, 
youe will take the ſame in good part; and for that I thinke, nothing can 
ſo moch hinder the quene's Majeſte,as to be to harde. And therfore wiſh- 
ing, that now in the begynnyng ſhe ſhuld rid her ſelf of that reproche 
wherwith ſhe is touched (of hardnes and ſparing) generally, and cauſe thoſe 
who now enter into one danger forher to be contented to aventure their 
lives for her ſervice in many other, and give others courage to do the like, 


and to get the generall love of all men: I think, youeſhall do as greata ſer- 


30 


vice as yowe can do, both for ſurety of her Majeſte and your countrey, touſe 
your credit with her, to perſuade her to be liberall to ſuch as have ſerved her; 
in rewarding ſomme with honor and commodite, and ſomme with com- 
modite, according to their deſertis and good wills to ſerve her: and the 
rather, for that whatſoever ſhe doth now in the begynnyng ſhal be ta- 
ken for an example and demonſtracion of her diſpoſition herafter, and 
a cauſe of the good will or evill will of all ſuch as upon whome ſhe muſt 
in tyme of nede depend and make her accompt. And youe, that have red 
more then I, know, what inconveniencis have comme to princes for be- 
ing illiberall, and ſparing to beſtow upon thoſe who have hazarded ther 


lives in ſervice: and nothing can be more diſcommodious to a prince that 


truſteth upon the force of his ſubjectes, then to be reputed ingrate. And 
though it wil be ſomme charge; yet ſeing ther may be meanis ynough 
found to make the ſame up againe, let never ſuch regard be had to pro- 
fit in apparaunce, and the very profit indede be forgoten: that is to ſpend 


40 when tyme is. And in the late quenis tyme it was well ſeen, what great 
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husbandry did: even in ſparing of a peny they cauſed afterwardes a pound 
to be ſpent, and the ſame to no purpoſe. 

BEAUMONT is gentleman Archer of this King's garde, and hath for 
that place eight hundred francs, He hathe alſo a lordſhip during his lief 
of eight hundred francs, named Fims ; and hath had the charge of an 
hundred light horſe. His wief alſo hath an eſtate of four hundred francs; 
and is of the qQuene's privy chamber, with good allowance. And albeit I 
take him not to be of the wiſeſt fort of men: yet I think him not ſo ſim- 
ple, as without certaine cauſe to hazard fo good a living for a man of 
his calling ; and therfore I doubt, ther is ſomme packing : but if I had 19 
knowne the effect of his lettre ſent thither, I wold have gone nere to have 
deciphred him. If Davyes do retorne ; I pray youe, let him be the next 
meſſinger. | 

AND wheras I have writen now to the qQueene's Majeſtic of a man 
that is this daye arryved at this court, a Frenchman borne, and faith he 
dwelleth in Abchurch lane, a bourly man, a black bearde, caged of about 
fifty yeres, and that bringith great good newes to this courte, and the 
worſt that can happen to the quene's Majeſte ; as he hath diſcouvered 
this daye to my ſervant Harry Middlemore (whome I ſent thither for 
other maters) thinking him to have ben of mr Dudley's companye: it 20 
ſhal be verie well done, that this mater be ſo followed, as firſt it be learn- 
cd, yf there dwells anye ſuch in that lane ; what he is; and ſuch other 
circumſtances learned, as maye boult out, yf it be poſſible, what ar theſe 7 
his newes that he bringithe, and who ſettith him awork in theſe his do- 
inges: which, I miſtruſt, ar not the beſt; for that theſe men wer all in 
their dompes, upon advertiſements that they had this laſt night that Lithe 
as wonne, and fins this fellowe's cominge ar revyved agayne. He em- 
barked, as he faid, at Rye, and landed at Dieppe, and myndith to re- 
tourne againe ſhortly. 

IT maye pleaſe yow, and ſo I praye yow, to have good conſideracion 30 
of this bearar for his paynes and diligence; which, I aſſure yow, hath ben 
honeſtly and diligently acquited. I underſtand, that the ordinary hath ben 
uſed to be xxx" to Blois and back agayne ; and this is two poſts farther 
(for the which I underſtand that he hath had but xL marks) and is from 30

SirNicholas IT may pleaſe your Majeſte to be advertiſed, that the 111* of this pre- 
Throat J. ſent I depeched lettres unto your majeſts, with the duplicates of ſuch

— to do, by meanes of the ſtay of one of my ſervantis, with a pacquet of 
4May 560, the x II h of the ſame, at Rue; doubting, that mr Tremaine and Fran- 


Throkmor- Ciſco Thomaſo your curror, whom I depeched ſithens, might chaunce 


Oey to have the like miſhap. 
— AccoRDiNG to my laſt, Monſieur de Randan doth preſently repaire to 
Frome your Majeſte, He is a faire ſpoken man, brother to the conte Rochefo- 


original kawe, and to the abbot of Cormery (who ruleth altogether the cardinal 
of Lorraine) and a good courtiſan, very well eſtemed in this court, and 
of the faction of Guiſe. The chief cauſe of his coming is, as I am en- 
formed, upon the newes they have here that Lieth is wonne (wherby 
they take ther things in Scotland, and ſuch as may be priſoners ther to 
be in evill caſe) to treate with your Majeſte toching the ſame, and for 
ſome good ende to be made betwene your Majeſtè and Fraunce. Never- 
theles it is alſo ſhewed me, that he hath farther commiſſion ; and, amongs 
other things, to offer unto your Majeſte the realme of Scotland to be an- 


nexed to England, fo as your Highnes do mary with the Erle of Arraine : 


in which caſe, they will cauſe the rrenche quene to renounce her title 
to Scotland for ever. In recompence wherof they will require to have 
at your Majeſte's handes the renunciation of your title to Fraunce, to Ca- 
lice, and the claime both of the money to be forfaite for default of 
rendition of Calice, and to all penſions, arreragis, and other droicts dew 
to your Majeſte and your realme by Fraunce, and to make a treaty and 
alliaunce with your Majeſtic ; and, for ſatisfaction of the rrench quene, 
to graunt, that, in caſe the king dye, ſhe ſhall have as moch dowry as 
the revenue of the realme of Scotland cometh to. And as I do not ea- 
ſely beleave, the French will offer any thing ſo moche to your Majeſte's 
commodite as this is; which I wiſhe: ſo if any ſuch thing be indede 
offered; it ſhall not, in my ſimple opinion, be amiſſe by all meanes to 
kepe the ſame from the knowledge of the K ing of Spaine his miniſters 

and favorers there. 
WHERIN thoughe I be not hable to adviſe your Majeſté; yet I can- 
-not but put the ſame in remembraunce, that youe may now ſee, what 
it is to ſet a good contenaunce on the mater, as your Majeſte hath done: 
wiſhing, that as your Majeſte hath well begonne, and driven them to the 
point to offer, knowing youe are before hand with them, that the con- 
tynuaunce 
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tynuaunce of your procedings and force may be ſuch, as they may alſo 
be contented to receive ſuch things as may be for your Majeſte's honor 
and ſurety, and an aſſured and long peaxe. And your majeſts, for your 
better informacion in this point, may be well aſſured, or ells all men 
of judgement on this ſide are deceived, that the French be not in caſe 
to do any hurt; wanting all things neceſſary for that purpoſe, and de- 
firing ſpecially to make ſome appointement to be in quiet: as indede ther 
caſe preſently requireth, and it may well apere; when they are con- 
tented, for all ther bragges and ſhewes of great preparations, to make 
theſe great offers, and to ſend ſtill t'intreate your Majeſte: who for the 
preſent (howſoever ſome may perſuade youe) is in better caſe for finan- 
ces and other force, then eyther the rrench k ing or the king of Spain. 
Taz Frenchman dwelling in Abchurche lane, who is comme hither, 
as he ſayth, with as evill newes for England and as good for Fraunce as 
ever were, lay the 11* of this preſent that night upon a pallet in the puke 
of Guiſe his chamber: and, whatſoever he hath in hand to practiſe there, 
I underſtand, that this day he ſetteth forwarde towardes England; where 
I truſt he ſhal be met with all.

for their pleaſures; the ſhortneſle of fynances, and ſmall meanes to gette 
any in tyme, beſides a great many of other thinges that they cannot ea- 
fily digeſt, make theim to be rather content to yeld to as much as can 
be demandid of theim, then to fall now into the warre in deede. I 
judge, that one cauſe of this man's comming unto yow at this tyme is 


that forbicauſe they take it, that Lith is by this tyme in the queen's Ma- 


jeſtie's handes, and therby the quene pouagiere and the reſt to be at her 
Highneſs pleaſure, that he hath ſomme commiſſion, if that prove true, to 
treat of theim, and of their orderinge. It may be alſo, that he hath (as 
I have ſaid) other matters of offres to lay before her nighneſſe. But Sir, 
whatſoever the mater be, yow have theim now at ſuch an advantaige, 
that, aſſure yourſelf, yow may make what bargaine yow will with theim 
for yourſelfes. And fo do I truſt, that yow will uſe your victory, and ſo 


follow it, as well as it hath pleaſid God hitherto to ſend it yow ; which 


unleſſe yow do may in th'ende turne to your ſmall commodite: which, 
emong other of the world, we have cauſe to remembre in our tyme in 
England. 

I pouBT not but yow will cauſe ſuch regard to be had to this ſaid gen- 
tleman, for his receyving and during his being with yow, as to his place 
and credict heere appertaynithe : which I will none otherwiſe recom- 


mend unto yow. He is of the r rench King's chambre, and greatly eſ- 


tymid of the mouſe of Guiſe. I wold wiſh alſo, that during his being 
there, the court wer as well furnisſhid with gentilmen &c, as it may 
well be. I could be content to heere, that ſome of My Lord Graye's 
frendes had ben well in hande with this man for My ſaid Lorde's uſaige 
heere; and the rather, for that it was his brother to whome my Lord 
was priſoner: and to let him underſtand, that the mater is ſtomacked, 
and lay'd up in ſtore unburyed, till a good occaſion ſhall ſerve to requite 
it with the lyke or worſe, as taught by theim ſo to do. 

AND, Sir, hit hath ben ſaid here by the spaniſh a mbaſſador from the 
cardinal's mouth, that the realme of Scotland and the puke of Chaſtille- 
rault agreed with the late K ing (and that at the Scots deſire) that although 
this King had no yſſue by his wife the scottiſh queene, yet that he ſhuld 
have the gouvernance of that realme: and that ſo was the ſame paſſid 
by treaty, and the realme of Scotland annexid to the crowne of France. 
And becauſe that that treaty (yf any ſuch wer made, or other compact 
in writing) wer worthy to be ſene, and that Ambaſſadour anſwerid in 
that point; I pray yow hartely, that that treaty may be had, and that I 
may have a copy therof ſent me as ſone as may be, 
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By my late lettres of the thurd of this preſent, ſent to the Queen's 
Majeſtie and yow by Jeffrey, Mr Wotton's ſervant, I advertiſed of the 
late coming hither of a Frenchman with advertiſements out of England, 
who (as he faid) hath his houſe in Abchurch lane in London; and that 
he retournid backe againe ſhortly, This day I underſtand, that he hath 
ben fo ſcholid of theſe men, that he will tell none of his newes; though 
yeſterday he promiſid a man of myne, unknowne to him, to tell him 
ſome cauſe of his cominge: and this day he retournith backe againe to- 
wardes England. I pray yow, lay wayte for him, that he may be had. 
He is a bourly man, long black beard, eaged about fifty yeres. And 
thus &c. From Amboiſe, the 11110 of May 1 560. 


Sir, I will not uſe many wordes for perſuaſion. Youe can conſider 
ynough yourſelf, there is no way for the ſurety of the quene and our 
realme, if youe have expelled the French and have them in your mar- 
cy, as it is ſaid here, though I be not advertiſed therof, [but to provide, 
that the French do not reenter ther againe by no meanes. The way to 
perfait this aſſuredly is, that the Erle of Arraine do as Edward the rv 
did, when he landed at Ravenspurg: (he pretended to the duchy of 
York ; and having that, he wold not leave, till he had the diademe) for 
then of neceflite th Erle of Arran muſt depend upon the devotion of 
England, to maintein and defend himſelf. I feare all other deviſes and 
handelings will prove like an apotecary his ſhop: and therfore I leave 
to your diſcretion to provide by all meanes for this mater, both there 
and in Scotland; taking the propice occaſion of this new victory, being 
ſuch a help to all great enterpriſes as it is. And whatſoever contractis ſhal 
be betwene youe and the French, in apparaunce never foo honorable : 
yet never think to be aſſured of any thing they promiſe or accord unto 
for ther preſent neceflite; oneles the mater accorded and the caſe of your 
doings be ſuch, as whatſoever they ſhall herafter attempt, youe ſhall al- 
ways be hable to defend yourſelfs. And do not think, that the French 
will ever forget this diſhonor: and therfore provide for the mater in ſuch 
ſort, as if they ſeke to be revenged, they ſhall not be hable to do it. 
And conſider in your doings, that mora trahit periculum; wherof I wold 
wiſh the Scottes to be alſo put in remembraunce. 

SIR, for the ſurety of yourſelfs and of the Scottes againſt the Frenche, 
if they come with a power upon a ſuddein, it is good to provide, that 
they have no commodite to take any ſtrong place where they may reſt; 
and fo drive them to battaill: for which cauſe uſe your wiſe conduct, 
without ſuſpicion, that Licth with the conſent of the Scottes may be 
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raſed, and very few other fortes upon the ſea coaſt remaine in ſtrenght, 
but ſuch as be to empeche paſſage or entry. Voue can conſider the reſt. 
Methinks, the Lord of Grange, Ledington, Balnaves, and the chief doers 
of the congregation (which I wold wiſh ſpecially to be done and pro- 
cured by the prior of St Andrewes) ſhuld be perſuaded to ſet forward theſe 
purpoſes before: for there is no way for them to have any ſavety or ſure- 
ty, oneles thei make the Earl of Arran King ; and as it is their ſurety, 
ſo it is alſo ours. In this mater there muſt be uſed both wiſdome, cou- 


rage, and ſpede.

For the benefyt of the hole iſle, I wold 
tes. theyre were many ſuche; and then I durſte ſaye, it muſt nedes proſper, 
— and accord together. The quene's Majeſte hathe gratified many of ſon- 
dry contres and conditions: in my judgment, ſhe ſhall never gratyfy a 
N. vn. more worthie, nor more thankefull gentylman. Iff all K ing Henry the 
From the vII Ihk ryche furrs of fables and blake genetts be not ſpent, and made 
— fees amongeſt other things; I could whyſche, that he had two of the 
fayryſte: but howſomever you doo, let hym not departe ungratified nor 
unpreſentyd honorably. It may be trewly ſayd of hym, Calum, non 
animum mutat, qui trans mare currit. The Lord of Patarrow is a hon- 
neſt wyſe man; ſo is ur Wodd, his secretory. If you thinke mete to re- 
tayne amytie in Scottland, who ys ſo mete as the wyſyſte and moſt ho- 
neſte to be cheryſchyd ? 

In my ſymple oppinion, theyre is no occation wyll fo aptly and ſurly 
ſerve her Majeſte's porpoſe to entertayne the amytie of Scotland, as to 
grownd the ſame upon the league of religion; and theyrin will ryſe leſt 
dyftyculties amongeſt the Scotts. For to have any ordynary league with 
them, as betwyxte other princes and ſtates, theyr will aryſe gret dyffy- 
culti; as well for the untoward devotion of the quene theyre ſoverayne, 
who gretly miſlykyth th'englyſhe amyte, unleſe it were by faction to 
ſerve hyr porpoſe, [as for] the inconſtancie of the puke of Chatylleraults 
and therby the uncertaynty of his frendes, the doblennes and covetuſnes 
of Huntlye and therby the unaſſuerydnes of his folowers, the malice of 
the papiſtes, and the gredynes of many others of that nation: all which 
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thinges woll ſo empeache an nautentyque league makynge, ether with the 
prynce's concent, or by the agrement of the ſtates, that theyre is no ſuche 
iſſew to be truſtid on, or lookyd after. 

UPeon the Lord Jamis home commyng, the favorers of relygion of all 
conditions may amongſt themſelfs aſſemble and conclude a league for the 
defence thereof; which, being ſo amongeſt themſelffes accordyd, may ſerve 
hyr Majeſte as the principal fondation to bulde her amyté with them 
Which matter, I thynke, wyll be to them all moſt plauſyble, and quenche 
ſuche ſcrupulls as otherwyſe woll ariſe amongſte them for ſeremonies, for 
form, and mater in law, and for theyre ſoverayn's concent : the better 
conſyderation hereof I leave to your good judgment. Hyr, methynkythe, 
yt were well, that the Lord Jamis were not haſtyly dyſmyſyd from thence, 
but with ſomme pleaſurs theyre entertayned, yf he do not preſſe the more 
haſtely to reatorne. And in his home goying, it may plaeſe her majeſts to 
recommend his good uſage to the Eyrle of Rutland; and by the waye to 
ſuche others as you thinke mete for that porpoſe, as th rell of Weſtmor- 
land, and others.

good preſently to depeche unto your Majeſte herwithall: and though I 
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ſent unto him, and gave him lettres to your Majeſte's officers at Dover; druf. 


yet neither did he viſit me, nor participat any part of the cauſe of his go- 
ing unto me. 

AnD albeit I ſignified lately to your Majeſte, what ſtrange talke was mi- 
niſtred unto me, and others here with me, by the spaniſh ambaſſador and 
the conte Feria; yet, upon ſuch newes as is come hither of your Majeſ- 
tẽ's advantaige upon the French in Scotland, your force upon the ſea, the 
ſmall arreadines of thes mens preparation, and certaine other reſpectis, 
the faid ambaſſador hath uſed towardes me ſome more courteſy then I 
loked for, in viſiting of me being ſicke. The third of this preſent, he ſent 
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unto me his chief ſecretary (who is a Spaniarde) to viſit me; with whome 
I was ſomwhat plaine in declaring myne intelligencis here of the king 
of Spaine his doubtfull and unkind dealing with your Majeſte: and the 
next day I ſent Jones, on my behaulf, to viſit the ambaſſador: and the 
fifte of this preſent he came himſelf to viſit me, being ſick in my bed. 
Wnuo, upon communication miniſtred by him unto me toching the 
maters of Scotland, faid, thatlately the cardinal of Lorreine, in talking with 
him of your Majeſte's doings in Scotland, declared, that at ſuch tyme as 
the mariage betwene the scottis Quene and the polphin of Fraunce was 
perfected, for the which the puke of Chaſtellerault was the chief com- 
miſſioner, that the nobilite of Scotland by a writing paſſed amongs them, 
wherunto the faid puke his hand was, that the very crowne of Scotland 
(and not the matrimonial crowne) ſhuld be delivered to be kept at St De-

nis: and that when the polphin ſhuld be crowned French King, he ſhuld 


withall be crowned K ing of Scotland: and that wheras the late x ing Hen- 
ry deſired, that the realme of Scotland ſhuld fall to a ſecond ſonne to 
come of that mariage ; that the scottis nobilite, namely the puke of Chaſ- 
tellerault, defired, that thoughe ther were non iſſue at all, that yet the 
crowne ſhuld fall to the polphin; who ſhuld, being called by that name, 
have the realme of Scotland for ever, one polphin after another, as athing 
incident unto him, depending upon the crowne of Fraunce: and that the 
cardinal faid further, that, amongs other things, the puke of Chaſtelle- 
rault deſired the k ing to kepe amongs them French Governors; becauſe 
that, if any of them amongs themſelfes ſhuld have auctoritéè above the 
reſt, they ſhuld not accord, and always ther ſhuld remaine envy, diſdaigne, 
and partialites amongs them. Which the Ambaſſador ſeming ſcrupulous 
to beleve, the cardinal, he faid, promiſed him to let him have a copy of 
the compact betwene Fraunce and Scotland, to be ſigned by de I Aubeſ- 
pine, the secretary, his hand, Which mater as it is ſtraunge and doubt- 
full; ſo it may like your Majeſte to commaunde a copy of the faid com- 
pate to be gaten in Scotland, and one of the ſame to be ſent unto me, 
to be ſhewed as occaſion ſhall ſerve : for therby, the mater proving falſe 
or otherwiſe, I ſhal be more hable to anſwer ſuch as in this mater ſhall 
miniſter communication unto me, as your Majeſte's ſervice ſhall require. 
If the Cardinals reaport he falſe; then it may like your majeſts t'enforme 
Monſieur de Glaijon and the Buſhop of Aquila therof; to cauſe them to 
conceive better of the reaſon of your Majeſte's doings in Scotland. 

Tux ambaſlador of Spaine havinge knowledge of the ſtraunge com- 
munication ufcdby the conte Feria, told me, he mervailed, that the conte 
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his departure hens (wherof though he knew not the particularités, he 
knew ſumwhat; and that the conte had ſpoken things greatly to your 
Majeſte's diſhonor: ) and faid, that he knew, whatſoever they reaported here, 
that the King his maſter had great eſtimacion of your Majeſtẽ's amite, and 
wold, he was aſſured, do nothing that ſhuld miſlike your majeſte, or to 
prejudice the ſame; ſetting furth ſomme reaſons to perſuade me to think 
ſo; and I alledging the contrary, by ſuch intelligence as I lately have had 
and ſignified to your Majeſte, 

Tuus your Majeſte may ſee, what it is to be before hand; and that a 
good countenance, accompanied with force indede, doth more then ey- 
ther reſpect of preſent frendſhip, or ancient alliance: neither of which two 
wold have ſerved, if your Majeſte had bene in caſe and determined to be 
ordered eyther by Spaine or Fraunce. And as your majeſte knoweth now 
the meanes, and hath wonne the firſt point, to preſerve yourſelf and your 
realme in ſurety and honor, by your doings hitherto: foI truſt it will like 
youe to contynue in care how to bring thes things to a good ende, agre- 
able to th expectation is had of your MajeſtE's wiſdome, and therby to have 
a long peaxe ; which cannot be had, if the yron be not ſtriken and ploy- 
ed now it is hote. And becauſe the houſe of Guiſe are they who have be- 
gonne theſe maters ; at ther handes is the perfection to be ſought for your 
Majeſte's ſatisfaction, wherunto of themſelfs they have ſmall good willes. 
Nevertheles waying ther troubles on all ſides, and that ther chief marke 
they ſhute at is to rule and governe in Fraunce ; there is nothing good for 
them but peaxe: and therfore it is judged, that after the French be dri- 
ven out of Scotland, if your Majeſts contynue your force, and ſtomacke 
the mater, youe may cauſe them comme to reaſon; and you have no nede 
but to axe and have; and that whatſoever your majeſte can honorably de- 
viſe, they will find the meanis to cauſe it to be graunte.

Sa Majeſtè neantmoins deſyrant et entendant, que le Roy ſon bon frere 
en fut deuement adverty, et ſgeut quelle reſponce elle a faict a la dicte 
proteſtation: encores quelle eſtyme, que le dict ſieur de Sevre en ayt ad- 
verty le Roy ; toutesfois, au regard de la bonne intelligence qu'eſt entre 
leurs Majeſtes, elle m'a commande de me trouver vers le Roy ſon bon 
frere, pour luy donner a entendre, que comme il a proteſte de ſon inten- 
tion la par ſon Ambaſſadeur, ainſy elle m'a donne charge de luy notiffier 
fa volunte en bonne longeur, comme elle eſtoit lors declaree a fon Am- 
baſſadeur; et qu'il n'a pas tenu a elle, que les choſes n'ayent eſte reduictes 
Ja piega en meilleures termes entre eulx, ains aux auctheurs des injures 
par beaucoup de moyens a elle offertes; a quoy elle n'a encores trouve 
(de fait) aulcune ſatisfaction du couſte du Roy.

AME glad to underſtond, that my lettres have ſo well arryved, but MrPeyroro 
more glad to perceyve them to have byn ſo welcombe unto youe; in cb 
reſpect wherof, ye may make your reconyng not to want aviſes, ſo longe _ 
as I ſhall contynue in the cyty, and have matter worthy the wrytynge. From Lon- 
The diſgrace of your ſervant comynge hitherwardes with your diſpatch , 5 
I herd of at the retorne of Fraunces the poſt: wherof as I was ſorry; 2585 
10 ſo, to be playne to youe, I dyd afoirhande feare the fame or the lyke to wn. pers 
happen, beynge before advertiſed of a lewde part playde by a pyrat at x. . 
Dover; who without the queene's ajeſtie's conſent or knowledge, as the Wm 
veray order of the fact ſelf declared ſufficiently, entreated but homely on os 
the rrenche ambaſſatour's man retournynge out of Fraunce. Suche ſi- 
roppes ſometymes muſt be ſupped up, though ageyn the ſtomake, as a 
remedy for collour : wherof, as I wene, this is not the firſt ye have taſted 
ſithence ye came into thoſe parties, and therfore better lerned nowe to 
diſgeſt them. 
vou opynion of kyng Philip concurreth muche with one of myn 
20 owne, as I have good witnes; ſpecially when I diſcant ſomtyme ther- 
upon, as the Itallion ſaeth, con malitia. Marry that joyning together, 
in th'ende, I feare me, will fall out ſymply to our advauntage; for the 
matches wil be unequall, reſpectyng the dyverſyty of our humours, and 
the difference of our caſes. I thinke, he can be content to ſe us together 
by the eares, and to gyve us the lokynge on, till we ſhall have fully tryed 
our owne forces; and then peradventure hopeth, that we may be deſyer- 
ouſe of his ayde: wherof if we ſhuld have nede, God knoweth with 
what conditions it wold be opteyned at his handes. Nevertheles in the 
meane ſeaſon, to manteyn the ſuſpition of thes miniſters that have ſpo- 
30 ken with great teath, it cometh preſently written out of Spayne, wher- 
of myne eyes can be recorde, that th'enterteynement there to our am- 
baſſatours nether hathe byne nor yet is ſuche as in tymes paſt hathe byne 
ſene: with this further addition, © it ſeamethe Spanyardes were never in 
Englonde,” and ſomwhat more, by heareſay, not to be commytted to 
lettres. Howbeit, all may be to th'ende youe ſpeak of: and for my part, 
I cane ſay therin no more, but God ſend it ſo to be; and that I may lyve 


to ſe as honeſt and ſyncere dealyng betwene princes, as betwene pryvat 
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freendes. But I feare me, that day wold be to longe; and that er it come, 
my beard will be more grayer, then nowe my head is by a great deale. 

SyR Thomas Chamberlayne ſignifieth to me, howe he heareth no 
newes of Englond, but ſuche as the Frenche ſelf do there gyve out; the 
ſubſtaunce wherof is, that we have byne the auctours of all theyr ſedy- 
tions and tumults bothe at home and in Scotlande. So as ye may fe, 
they have not forgotten theyr old wont and cuſtome to ſay as they thynke 
may beſt ſerve for theyr purpoſe. He compleynith there of lacke of ad- 
vertiſement from hence, more a great deale then youe may juſtly ; for 
the xi day of Aprill, in which his lettres bare date, he had receyved 10 
no lettre out of Englond ſithence his departure. Which want to ſup- 
ply, I have beſtowed the ſcribelynge of a ſhete of paper or twoo unto 
hym, and addreſſid alredy the fame towardes Spayne. 

Oo scottiſhe matters be come to theis poynts: that we be entrenched 
within arquybuſe ſhot under the walles of Lyth, and, if all covenant 
be kept, have er this day made the battery, and gyven the aſſault ; which 
was agreed upon to be bothe done in one day, as mooſt for our advan- 
tage. Pellame, emonge the reſt of our capytaynes, cometh hither from 
the campe, mooſt praiſed for his knowledge and diligence in bryngynge 
our enterpriſe to this forwardnes; and ſpecially for a mount by him in 29 
one night rayſid, to beat downe a tower from which they in the towne 
for a tyme dyd muche annoye our men with ordynance, even into theyr 
trenches. The day of the aſſault was appoynted the vii of this moneth; 
to which many of our natyon willyngly offered themſelves, and five 
hundred of the Scotts. God ſend them as happy good lucke, as they have 
foreward corradge; and then, I truſt, Lyth ſhall not be longe Frenche. 
We make adeſygnment alſo uponEdenborough caſtell, wheare the queene 
lyethe; and it is thought a veray feciable enterpriſe, and of ſhort tyme. 
About the laſt of Aprill appeared a great fyer in Lyth, contynuynge more 
then one hoole night: which ſome ſay came by chaunce, and hath burnt 30 
almooſt the thirde part of all the howſſes : ſome other, that the garriſon 
there havinge made the circute of the towne les, for ſome warlyke pol- 
licy, choſyng firſt out of the buyldynge ſuche tymber and ſtuff as they 
wold occupye, thought good to ſet fyre on the reſt to conſume it; that 
whatſomeyer chaunced, the ſame might herafter gyve them no annoy- 
aunce. 

THE Busſhope of Valentia, after ſome tyme that he had tarryed at 
Barwyck, was at lenght admytted to have acceſſe to the Scottes of the 
congregation. Whome to perſwade to his purpoſe, he left no part of wiſe 
and grave ſpeche forgotten; but, as it appeareth, with ſmall frute of that 49 
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he came for; ſome of the beſt ſort of them refucyng to have metyng 
with hym, unles they might firſt ſe th'autoryty of his commyſſyon: 
which he utterly denyed to make them to underſtonde, before he had 
ſpoken to the queene powager ; which by no meanes might be opteyned. 
Wherupon, as I lerne, he bad them fair well, ſomwhat zusſhope lyke, 
with the text of the goſpell, that he wold ſhake of there emonge them, 
the duſt of his ſhowes, as a witnes that they had not harkened to his 
freendly admonyty ons and warnyngs; addinge therto ſome threatnyngs. 
I cannot tell, whither I mencioned to youe in my laſt the hurt of Bryan 
Fitz-willams ſhot into the thygh with an arquibus, and alſo of vr Ar- 
thur Grey in the ſhoulder. 

THE QUEENE heir armethe as faſt as ſhe can to the ſea; belyke fear- 
yng, that youe do the ſembable there: and alſo muſtereth all the realme 
thorroweout, from ſeventeen to threeſcore yeare old ; havynge takyn good- 
ly orders as well therfore, as alſo for the traynynge of them to the know- 
ledge of theyr marche and weapons, Every ſhere hath his muſter-maſ- 
ter apart, and thoſe men of ſkyll : as Colby for Suffolk, Malby for Nor- 
folk, Wynybanke for Kent, Turner for Efſex, Stukeley for Berkſhire, 
Morgan Jones for Hampſher, Maſterſon for Gloucefterſher, Blunt for 
Warwickſhire, Urmeſby for Lyncolne, Digby for Rutland, John Fitz- 
willyams for Northamptonſhire; havynge allowaunce after x by the 


day for thies firſt muſters, which be thought ſhal be fynisſhed in fix weks.

THe Duke of Holſt, ſome ſay, ſtondethe upon his departure hence:

ee we grete yow well. Sence your departure we have received three 
From e ſondry advertiſments; the firſt by your letters of the xv111 of March, 
original the ſecond, dated the x of Aprill, by vr Culpepar (in which ye made 30 
_— mention of letters wrytten the xxx of March, wherby ye ſignifyed your 


band. acceſs to our good brother the king catholicque ; which letters never 
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eam to our preſence :) the third, dated the xv1 of Aprill, cam now with- 
in theis two dayes by the King's pacquett to the Biſhop of Aquila; which 


was the dooble of the letters dated the x of Aprill. 


AND for that we ſent hence letters to yow by Franciſco the curror 
by ſeas, and the dooble thereof thrugh France by the meanes of our 


Embaſſador, dated the xv111 of Aprill; by the which ye might well 


underſtand how our thyngs had then paſſed, and in what termes they 
ſtoode: and now conſideryng the proceding there with yo ſemeth ſuch, 
as we ſee not that yow ſhall doo any further good to treate with the 


xyng our good brother; who, as the puke of Alva fayth, hath remit- 


ted the negotiation hereof to his Embaſſadors on both partes, that is to 


 fay, thoſe which be here, and the others in France; we have thought

convenient to revocque yow the Lord Montague, and to order that yow 
sir Thomas Chamberleyne ſhall reſide there for a ſeaſon, untill (at the 
commyng of yow the Lord Montague) we may conſider how to re- 
vocque yow, and to place ſome other in your place: and for that pur- 
pooſe doo we preſently ſend theſe letters her included to our good bro- 


ther the K ing catholicque, the copy whereof we doo ſend herwith. 


AND before yow ſhall make delyvery thereof, ye ſhall, as ye may ſee 
it convenient, declare to our good brother, that we have perceaved by 
your letters his grete good will and affection to us, and to our kyngdom, 


that hath gyven us ſuch adviſe as we thynk ſuerly he hymſelf hath thought 


to be the beſt for us, as thyngs be made by the rrench practiſe to ap- 
pere to hym: but yet we dout not, but when he ſhal be well informed 
from Monſieur de Glaſion and his Embaſſador here, how fraudulently 
and dangerooſly we be uſed here by the French miniſters, both in this 
our realme and in Scotland, and into what perill our realme ſhuld come, 
if we ſhuld preſently relent to the French, without ſome more ſuerty of 
a good accord; we truſt our good brother will not diſallow, that we 
be erneſt in removing ſuch manifeſt dangeors to our realme, as the ſuf- 
ferance of the french men of warr be in Scotland, 

Bu r becauſe we thynk the objections wil be uſed there, as ſome- 
tyme they be here; we will breefly informe yow thereof, with reaſon- 
able anſwers thereunto. Firſt it may be objected, that three thowſand 
Frenchmen nede not be a terror to the realme of England, Indede, they 
onely nede not much to be feared : but conſideryng the plantyng of them 
uppon the ſea coſt, and nere to our borders; and having in their hands 
all the forts and havens next to us, into the which they might receyve 
every daye new forcees, either out of Almayn, or France, or both ; and 
addyng thereunto, how quickly they might ſubdue the principall of the 
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nobilité of Scotland, and fo, partly by force, partly by practiſe, reco- 
ver the reſt of the power of Scotland furthwith to joyne with them, 
and, as it wer for the recovery of the favor of France, to make inva- 
ſion into this realme, as that whereunto moſt falſely they pretend a right, 
in name of the scottiſh quene; it followeth moſt evidently, that, ex- 
cept theſe their purpooſes ſhuld be impeched, this our realme cold not 
have bene without invaſion by the waye of Scotland or this tyme. For 
howſoever the yrench miniſters can ſaye, that they meane no hurt to Eng- 
land; we cannot in any wiſe truſt there ſpechees, when all there dedes 
be dayly contrary; yea when all there doings be ſo manifeſt to deceave 
and to trapp us, as it is ſhame to report it. 

THEIR Embaſſador hath here in England affirmed, that the rrench 
Kyng wold ceaſs all his injuryes, and wold forbeare the taking of our 
ſtile; and that his wiffe ſhuld rather be ſent into Scotland, then to uſe 


the ſame; and wold revoke his men of warr, faving four or five en- 


ſeynes; and wold receave his ſubjects in Scotland to favor: and for per- 
fectyng hereof required, that perſons might treate. We wer ſo well con- 
tented herewith, as we furthwith ſent to our army, which then was re- 


10 


mayning in our realme, that they ſhuld not march nigh to the borders, 


but ſhuld ſtaye; for that we wer in good hope to have the daungers of 20 


our realme removed by fayre meanes and treaty : and ſo ſent into France 
to underſtand the very diſpoſicion of the French xyng ; where the an- 
ſwer cold not be obteyned ; but it was affirmed, that there Embaſſador 
had exceded his commiſſion : and, after more delaye, it was ſayd, they 
had ſent the Biſhop of Vallence with full authorite, by whom we ſhuld 
be reſolutly anſwered, and to our contentation. 

Tu Is delaye we bare, and wer content to reſt in expectation what the 
Biſhop wold doo, and to our grete chargees. He, at his comming, pre- 
tended a grete authorite to heare and end all greves: and being confer- 


red withall, after much tyme ſpent, he cold ſhew no commiſſion at all 30 


to treate or accord: and for anſwer to our requeſts made to the french 
Kyng, he wold never make us any anſwer; but alweiſe ſayd, he had no 
direction thereto, In the end, he deſyred to goo into Scotland, where 
(he ſayd) he wold doo much good, and pacefy all thyngs: and being re- 
quired to lett us knowe, whyther he had any commiſſion or authorite; he 
ſayd he had none, but a letter of creditt from the French xyng to the Queen 
powager ; having no letter nor wryting from the scottiſh quene, in whoſe 
name all thyngs are governed in Scotland. 

ALL this whyle we yet ſtayed our army. And fynding this manner 


L 


of proceding; we cauſed the Queen powager to be gently required, that 40 
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ſhe wold come to ſome accord, and, receaving the obedience of hir dowgh- 
ter's ſubjects, remove awey the forcees thence; and if any perſon there wold 
withdraw his obedience from hir dowghter the quene, the ſhuld have our 
power, if ſhe wold, to joyne with hirs to the chaſteſyng of any ſuch : but 
hereunto no direct anſwer cold be gotten. And then, perceaving the yere 
entred into the ſpryng, the preparations of the French on all partes, the 
grete chargees ſuſteyned by us in keping of our force to the defence of 
our realme; and underſtanding allo, at the ſame tyme, of new tryumphees 
of the French quene in uſurpyng of our armes and ſtile; and being cer- 
tefyed out of Almayn, what practiſees wer made nigh the ſea coſts for 
ſhipps and men of warr to be tranſported in the begynning of this ſom- 
mer: we cold not by any meanes deviſe, how this danger of Fraunce 
cold be avoyded, but to procure the removing of the men of warr out 
of Scotland; and yet thereby not to withdraw the right of that contrey 
from the quene; but rather accorded with the Scottes, that by no man- 
ner of act hir ſoverayntee and right to that realme ſhuld be taken awey 
or ſurpriſed, as the French wold have manny to thynk our intent ; where- 
1n the world ſhall well perceyve our contrary purpooſe and intent. 

AFTER this came hyther monfieur de Glaſion, as we wrote to yow 
in our other letters; to whom alſo we made anſwer as before we ſignify- 
ed unto yow. And ſuerly if there might appeare any favety to our 
realme (being contynually challenged as it is by the French, and there 
preparations ſo great, and the yere comming on) for us to revocque our 
army out of Scotland, we cold be moſt gladd thereof: and to that end 
we doo offer, that if there may be a general ſurceance or revocation, we 
will gladly accord thereto. And where the French doo ſtill pretend there 
neceſſity to kepe there army in Scotland: it is manifeſt, that it nedeth 
not, ſo as they will receave the nobilite of the land into there favor and 
obedience; which they humbly ſeke and deſyre, ſo as they may be out 
of the daunger of the men of warr. And for the manner of concluſion 
hereof, we offer to appoynt men to treate ; and we wil be glad to have 
therein the adviſe and ayde of our ſayd good brother's miniſters, 

Bur till the French delaye the matter: for, about the xv1 of Aprill, 
the rrench K ing ſent one Florence Diaceto hither ; (a man of ſmall weight 
to deale in theſe caſees) who cam with a meſſadg of no vallue, requir- 
yng that he might alſo paſs into Scotland, where he wold doo much good: 
and being required to ſhew what commiſſion he had to treate of any 
thyng there, he cold ſhew none; but of hymſelf began to deviſe new 
matters, of marriadge betwixt France and England; and wold nedes re- 
torne into France, with an opinion of hymſelf to doo great thyngs, to

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| Jcord betwixt France and us. But herein we wold not deale 
with hym, but left hym to his owne deviſees. 


* WavLesT he was thuſs buſyed in theſe kynd of matters, the embaſ- 
+ . ſador that here is commeth to us with a great ſolemnitè, and maketh a 


long harang to us; and his ſpeche being ended, delyvereth the ſame in 
wryting ; the coppy wherof we ſend to yow, and lykewiſe an anſwer made 
to the ſame: which when ye ſhall compare, ye ſhal be the better in- 
ſtructed in the procedings, and ſhall thereafter the better ſhape your ſpeche 
and procedings. 

W 1 THIN three dayes after this preſented by hym, there commeth an- 
other gentillman out of France; who ſayth, that he hath large com- 


miſſion to the Queen powager from her doughter the French quene : 


whereof indede we wer very glad, and wer content to licence hym to paſs 
thrugh our realme; and gave commandment, that he ſhuld be favely 
conducted; and gave order, that, if the Quene there wold come to any 
reaſonable order, whereby we might perceyve our frontyer out of daun- 
ger, there ſhuld be an accord made. But what cometh of this, we yet 


| know not. 


WHAT hath comme of the treaty by the piſhopp of Valence, we un- 
derſtand : that, when he was growen to a reaſonable appoyntment with 
the Scotteſs, and they lacked nothyng, but aſſurance for performance 
thereof, requiryng to ſee his commiſſion, he was forced to confeſs, that 
he had nothyng but a letter of creditt to the Queen powager: who wold 
not be induced to make any qualification of hir former authorite, nor of 
abatyng of the french force, although the Biſhop of Vallence did much 
entreate hir therto. So as what ſhe will furder doo uppon this laſt pre- 
tended commiſſion, we heare not: but we thynk ſuerly, that our many 
delayes and great courteſyes ſhewed to hir by our miniſters, being uppon 
the felds and forbearing to doo any violence, gyving themſelves by our 
commandment to treaty and talk, and not to force, hath bene ſome great 
occaſion to ſtaye the French from reaſonable accord. And therefor now 
our miniſters, fynding no fru& thereof, but contrarywiſe immeſur- 
able expencees to us, doo gyve themſelves to approch the towne of Lethe; 
and except they will come to reaſonable appoyntment, will do there en- 
devor to take the towne ; wherein there be three thouſand and fyve hun- 
dred men of warr: ſo as what God ſhall pleaſe to doo therein, we truſt 
our purpooſe, being onely for ſavety of our owne kyngdom, ſhall content 


his goodnes. 


Now we underſtand newly, that one Monſieur de Randan, brother to 
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goo into Scotland, and there to make a full accord. Well, we lyke-well all 
good offers: but when we ſee ſo many meſſengers, and fo little end there- 
of, we have occaſion to miſtruſt there doings ; and therefore although we 
will refuſe no offer, but will agree to any reaſonable motion, yet we meane 
not to neglect our ſuerty: and fo, we thynk, our good brother will allow. 
And for furder perſwaſion to our good brother, we wold that ye ſhuld 
take occaſion to remember hym and his counſell, how farr it is beyond 
all examplees, that France hath ever had comfort by the Kyng or his 
progenitors ageynſt England; how often and cuſtomably, on the other 
ſyde, hath England ayded the King's progenitors ageynſt France. In this 
late age how often hath the crowne of England ſpent their treaſure, and 
the people there bloods, remayneth with Engliſhmen in good memory, 
both for ſervice done in Spayne, at Torney, at Layſaye, laſtly at St Quin- 
tyn's. All which ye maye require very well not to be forgotten.

I N my lettres of the third of this preſent I advertiſed your Majeſté of the $,xicrous 
coming over of Meſſieurs de Randan or Lanſac; and in myne others hes. auf 
of the fourth I did both advertiſe Monſieur de Randan his coming, and queen. 
ſuch cauſes therof as I did underſtand. But having made further inquiry, he. 
becauſe the other offers ſeme great and not altogether likely, I am by good ber 
meanis informed, that the chief cauſe of his going is upon occaſion of let- Pipers 
tres ſent hither by Monſieur de Sevre ; wherby he ſignifieth, that eyther . U. 
your ſucceſſe in Scotland is evill, that youe are afraid of King Philip, or "THY 
that youe are not hable to goo through with your maters ; and therfore —_ 
hath writen, upon ſuppoſall youe will fall to compoſition and be deſirous dus. 
to live in quiet, for ſomme good perſonage to be ſent over to take your 
Majeſtè at the bounde. 

Ir your Majeſte do uſe the French as they have uſed youe, and give 
them, in ſomme recompence of a great many faire tales and promiſes, a 
few good wordes to comfort them withall, and notwithſtanding uſe the 
advantage youe have; your Majeſte's wiſdome is therin greatly to be eſ- 
temed: but if otherwiſe, I cannot but be ſory, that before things be brought 
to perfection on your part, they ſhuld ſtill abuſe your Majeſtè wyth de- 
ceiptfull wordes, and have therby leaſure to worke ther willes with the 
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tyme; ſeing that mere neceſſitè, and not good will nor deſire of peaxe, 
driveth them to thes points; and your Majeſte may be aſſured, that theſe 
three hundreth yeris Fraunce was not in fo evill caſe as it is. And aſſu- 
redly, whatſoever they ſay, they make as moch preparacion as is poſſible 
for them for ſhips, horſmen and fotemen, and all things neceſſary for 
the warre : and for putting of things in order, ther be preſently at Diepe 
the pukes d'Aumall and Bullion, the Marquis d'Elbeuf, and Monſieur de 
Villebon. And ther are already arrived at the coaſt four compenyes of 
men at armes, and the Marques men prepared for Scotland; and dayly 
they loke for ther men from Piemont and Metz. And albeit ther great 
force will not be ready till the end of July ; yet have they ſomme enter- 
priſe in hand, which as I am enformed they mind to execute before. Whi- 
ther theſe doings accord with ther ſayings, and do not rather confirme, 
that they want nothing but force and tyme, I truſt, your Majeſte can con- 
ſider. And though they be thus buſy in preparacions ; yet trouble and 
unquietnes at home, great ſcarſcite of finance and other things neceſſary 
for any great enterpriſe are ſuch, as I truſt, they will not, at the leſt this 
yere, bring things to any paſſe to be hable to empeche youe. 

THERE is one Vincent, a captaine of the ſea, who, as I am enform- 
ed, hath taken upon him the charge of the conveying of three ſhips la- 
den with wyne and ſome powder into Scotland, and to diſcharge the 
ſame at Lieth or Dunbarre. Notwithſtanding that there be inhibitions 
made, that no man ſhall kepe in their handes any of your majeſte's pro- 
clamacions; yet I have cauſed them to be printed in Fraunce, and made 
currant both in Normandy, Bretaigne, Paris, and othir placis. I do fend 
unto your Majeſtè two of the ſame, and alſo the proclamacion ſet furth 
againſt the youſe of Guile here (of the points wherof I lately advertiſed 
your Majeſte) together with an anſwer to a publicacion ſet furth for the 
indiction of a provincial counſail here in Fraunce for reformacion of ma- 
ters of religion; wherby your Majeſte may perceive, in what caſe your 
adverſaryes ſtand. | 

T1LL the ninth of this preſent, I never herd word from my ſervaunt 
Davyes which was taken at Rue : which day I received from him a let- 
tre, wherby he ſignifieth, that arriving the x1v* of the laſt at Diepe, he 
ſought to have paſſage ther ; which by the Governor there was denyed 
him. So as after he had ſtayde two dayes, and was eftſones by the Go- 
vernor told, that if he wold tarry five dayes longer he ſhuld depart ; my 
ſervaunt, doubting that ſumwhat was ment towardes him, went thens 


towardes Boulein, purpoſing to take ſhipping ther: and ſo paſſing by Rue, 
which is in his way to Bullein, he was ther ſtay'd by the captein of the 
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towne ; his malet, lettres, and all he had taken from him, and he him- 
{lf committed to ward. And notwithſtanding he declared himſelf tobe 


my ſervant; and that the endorſement of the pacquet he carried for your 


Majeſte declared, the ſame was for your Highnes; he was after convey'd 
from Rue to Crotoy, a caſtle and priſon nere St Valery: where he ly- 
eth, as he writeth unto me, ſo miſerably handeled, as, if he be not 
in tyme releived, he thinketh he ſhall be paſt nede af relief. It may 
pleaſe your Majeſte to conſider this caſe: for if it be paſſed over with 
wordes, it may chaunce to him as it dyd to my other ſervaunt by the 
prior his meanes; and being thus ſuffered, I doubt, they will do as moch 
as they may to be as bold with me, and ſuch as be here with me. Your 
Majeſte may herby judge (ſeing youe have ſo many hoſtages and Am- 
baſſadors there, and ther folks in Scotland in ſuch daunger, and yet can- 
not cauſe them refraine theſe malicious and cruell dealings) what they 
wold do, if they had non of theirs on that fide. 

THEsE men are very glad tunderſtand, that the Quene powagier is 
in the caſte] of Edinborough; ſuppoſing, that howſoever things goo in 
Lieth, that yet they ſhall be impatronized of that fort to retire them- 
ſelfs to: which is the chief thing which the French in ther late lettres 
to the Quene powagier have deſired. Wherfore it may like your Majeſ- 
te to do what is poſſible ſpedely to put her out of poſſeſſion there, and 
not to make any accompt of her nor of the French ther, then of your 
enemyes in watre ; and therfore (in my poor opinion) it is beſt to uſe 
them therafter: for having her thens, youe are aſſured of your affaires 
in Scotland ; and otherwiſe ſhall have cauſe to doubt, and to kepe your 
hooll army there longer then nedeth, to the hinderans of your enter- 
priſes elswhere. 8

gl R, after my hartieſt manner, I have ſtayed your ſervant Daviſs ſence

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harted men, and flatterors will follow that waye. And now, when we 
loked for beſt fortun, the worſt cam. Apon tewsdaye the 7 of this month, 
our men offred an aſſalt to Lethe; and being not ſaltable, they were re- 
pulſed 407th loſs of a thouſand men: never a captayn was ſlayne, nor any 
of any vallue but officers and ſerjeants of bandes.

I have had ſuch a torment herin with the Queen's 
Majeſtie, as an ague hath not in five fitts ſo much abated.

leyſure to wright unto yow, nether of that, nor many other thinges at 
this preſent; but yt ſeamed 70 ſom, that her Highnes did bear to much 


with his rehatygn : Iwyll mak a memory of the hole, and fend yt by

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the next aſſured. Maſter Secretary, being otherwyſe occopied about 


erneſt matters, wylled me to wright this myche unto yow, as folloith. 
Vt was long are the zuſchope of Valence cold have ſave condyt of the 
Lordes of Scotland to repaire unto the quyne Doujar, bycauſe they did 
miſtruſt the ſuffitiencye of his authorite ; but yet at lengyth yt was grant- 
ed. So as he went and ſpak with the quyne in the caſtell of Eden- 
bourgh, and after came unto the Lordes; where he was well receaved, 
and his oration dillygently harde. But the next day, when yt came to 
talke of the matters that were in controverſye, he was ſo myche mys- 
lyked by his awne fault, that My Lord of Maxwell had the garde of 
hem, tell he might be providid of thinges neceſſary for his retorne a- 
gayne: the cauſe was, for that he fayd he had no authorytie to demo- 
lyſe the towne of Lyth, and ſend bake the ſoldiars.

Since my departure, battery 
was layd, the breche made, and the aſſault given; which we have loſt by di/- 
order: whereof I cannot as yet wright unto yow ſufficiently: but this, 
together with the Biſchope's relation unto the Queens Majeſtie, cauſed her 
to renew the opinion of Caſſandra. Nevertheleſe, I am wylled to aſſure 


yow, that our men there ſhall have ayd out of hand.

He founde the court at Chinon; and 
having delivered to the cardinall my lettre, the cardinall cauſed another 
to be ſent unto me for anſwer, which I think you will find very ſtrange; 
the copy wherof I ſend unto your Majeſte herwithall. Wherunto I have 
thought good to write ſuch anſwer as may apere unto your Majeſtie by 
the copy wyche I ſend you herwith, and to depeche the ſame by mr Jones 
and Mr Somer unto the cardynall and the puke off Guyſe hys brother, 
becauſe I am not hable myſelf to ſtirre abrode out of my bed ; having gi- 
ven them commiſſion to ſay unto the cardinall and the puke of Guiſe 
th'efte&t of your Majeſte's anſwer to the French ambaſlador's proteſtati- 
on: wherupon what ſhall ſuccede I will advertiſe your Majeſtè by the 
firſt, In the meane tyme I thought it my duety to ſignify unto your Ma- 
jeſte, how farre I had proceded toching th'effe& of your laſt lettres: moſt 
humbly beſeching the ſame to accept in good and gracious part, that I 
am not hable myſelf to do that in your ſervice, wherin ther ſhuld on my 
behaulf want no paine nor travaill, if I were by any meanes ſtrong ynoughe 
to ſtirr abrode. 

AND wheras I wrote lately unto your Majeſte, that Monſieur de Ran- 
dan was to come over; and that he ſhuld attend at Bullen for ſome know- 
ledge from the french Ambaſſadour on that fide, and therupon to goo 
over: I do underſtand, that under colour of fayning himſelf to be ſick, 
he remaineth preſently at Paris: upon what conſideration, I knowe not. 
I am alſo informed, that there is order given for fouor enſeignes of fote- 
men to be at Diepe the xx of June, and to be embarqued the laſt of

the ſame, Notwithſtanding, by all the beſt intelligence that I have, if 30 


theſe men meane to ſett any force indede to the ſea, they can by no meanes 
be ready to enter on ſhipbord till towardes the later end of July. Garci- 
lazo de Vega is arrived nere the court ; but as yet neyther he, nor the 
Ambaſſadors of Venize who remaine at Bleais, have had any audience: 
and it is thought, the King will give non of the three audience, till about 
the 22 of this moneth, at Remorantin. 

IT may pleaſe your Majeſte further Yunderſtande, that, upon the per- 
uſing of your nighnes anſwer to the Frenche a mbaſſador's proteſtation, 
amonges other maters wherwith they had injuried your Majeſte, I judged 


that the late ſtay of my ſervaunt with your nHighnes lettres was not to 40 
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be forgoten: and therfore thought good to cauſe his ſtay and uſage to 
be drawne in ſuch ſort as your Majeſtè may perceive by the copy of 
the ſame ſent herwithall; which I do mooſt humbly beſeche your Ma- 
jeſte t'accept in good and gracious parte. 

Because I was informed, that the French uſed all the expedition 
they coulde to put in arredines their ſhips; being for that purpoſe upon 
the coaſt of Normandy the pukes of Aumale and Bullion, the marques 
d' Albeuf and Monſieur de Villebon; notwithſtanding the late takin of my 
ſervaunt Davyes, I aventured, to be the more aſſured of their preparations 
and doings, as ſecretly as I could to ſend another ſervaunt of myne to 
Roane : and by him do underſtand, that the v1" of this preſent ther was 
great ſtirre and ſecret aſſemblees at Roane, being there about twenty 
thouſand men that favour the goſpell. For th'appaiſing of which ſtirre, 
Monſieur de Villebon repaired with about five thouſand men to Roane, 
and upon his cominge thither cauſed ſomme places of the towneto be fur- 
niſhed with ſcaffolds and gibets for execution: which being ſet up the 
v1” of this preſent, were the ſame night pulled downe. Wherupon the 
vii® and v111" of the fame ther was ſuch trouble up and downe about 
ſerch for thoſe who had pulled downe the ſcaffolds and gibbets, as the 
ſhoppes were ſhut, and all traficque within the towne ceaſed; and ſuch 
awayte layde for comers and goers, as my ſervaunt had hardly eſcaped, 
without great friendſhip, out of the towne: and it is thought, if the ma- 
ter grow to force, that de Villebon ſhal be to weake. The Marques 
d' Albeuf and the puke d'Aumale were at a caſtle neir Rone; from whens 
they durſt not remove, becauſe of theſe troubles. Notwithſtanding, they 


ſent their compenyes of men of armes and ſouldiors to Rone, to ſerve un- 


der Monſieur de Villebon. There is alſo at Rone the cardinall of Burbon,

Nevertheles, ther hath bene ſet up in diverſe places of the cyty the ver- 
ſets in french which I ſend your majeſte herwithall. 

WHrarT wil be th'ende of this garboile, is doubtfull: but I have layde 
as good awayte as I can, to underſtande how thinges procedethe, and to 
what iſſue theſe troubles will comme. And albeit, before I ſent my ſer- 
vant to Roane, ther was great ſtitre for preparation and victualling 
of ſhippes and men of warre: yet upon his coming thither, they left of 
their doings altogether, and ſtay'd their preparation of ſhips and furni- 
ture of victualles. Now, whether the occaſion therof was upon the trou. 
bles at Roane; or that they will not ſet furth till they have more ſhippes 
and men of warte, I know not: but the bruict goeth, that they do ſtay 
till their gallees be come about; and that the ſhippes in Breſt haven and 
other places be arrived at Newhaven. And it is ſaid withall, that when 
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they be ready, they will do rather ſome enterpriſe upon Englande, then 

ſet furth towardes Scotlande: and therfore for the tyme, they do ſtay ſtill, 

till they be ſtronger. It is faid alſo, that the Frenche have ſomme en- 

terpriſe in hand for the ſurprinſe of Garneſey and Jarſey : wherunto, I 
- truſt, ther is regard had, without any remembraunce from me.

:2Mayr;60, a commiſſion, dated the 20 of Maye, directed to the Biſhops of Vallence 
w n. and Amyens, Labroſs, Doyzell, and hymſelf laſt ; authoriſing them all, 
Na xvin or two of them, to treate, and accord all thynges. I dout, whyther the 
N ſecond, third and fourth, being in Lythe, maye have leave to come to the 
in his own treaty: ſo as it wil be handled by two onely. As I perceyve, the matter 
band. ʒyil be committed to vir Wotton, Mr Sadler, mr Percy, ur Careu and me; 
ſo as the firſt and laſt muſt anſwer for the nomber of twoo. I thynk, My 
Lord of Norfolk ſhall enter in with a greter army, and my Lord Talbott 
with hym: if we cannot compaſs our honeſt and reaſonable deſyres ; he 
ſhall, or muſt do it. We onely ſeke ſuerty; which cheefly dependeth up- 
pon the liberty of Scotland, and yet uppon a leefull liberty. My Lord ad- 
myrall goeth within theis five dayes to the ſea, and onely cruſeith; althowgh 
we be content the French ſhall thynk otherwiſe. 

YESTERDAYE Watſon (quondam Lincoln) Pates (quondam Wigorn)

nate. Moo will, or muſt follow, ad terrorem. Boner is in the Marſhalſee. 
If the French begyn oppen playe we maye not diſſemble with theis men. 
Chapperon is ſtayed by the Lords of Scotland; who had commiſſion to 
be delyvered to the Biſhop d'Amyens and La Broſs, to corpownd the 
matters of Scotland: but becauſe they douted, whyther treatyes ſhuld hurt 
them, they have differred; and ſtayed hym from delyvery of it in Holly- 
rood houſe. What will follow of my going towardes Scotlande, I know 
not, but I feare the ſucceſs, quia the Queen's Majeſtie itſo evil diſtoſcd to 
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the matter; which troobleth ws all: but herin yo have your part. I ſent 
yow the copy of La Cevre's proteſtation by Daviſs.

10 TT may pleaſe your Majeſtic, the x111* off May, pon Garcilaſco, a ir Nictows 
gentylman off the king off Spain's chamber, ſent from hys maſter ew 
to thys prynce yn legation, aryvyd here at Amboyſe. The ſame nyght Ween. 
Monſieur de Shantonett's secretory dyd come unto me (as ſent from them — 
bothe) to vyſyte me, and to declare, that pon Gacrilaſco was aryvyd, umiy1g0, 
who was ſent frome the xynge hys maſter to the rrenche x ynge yn Throkmer- 
negociation abowte the quarells betwyxte the Frenche and your Ma- . 
jeſtie; and therefore myndyd, before he departyd hence, to comme and \;, — 
vyſyte me, and to conferre with me. For anſwer, I requieryd the secre- „ . 
tory to geve them bothe my moſt hertie thanks for theyre gentyll vyſy- ori 
20 tation; and to excuſe me, that I dyd not vyſyte them, as I was deſyerus — 
yff my helthe had ſervyd me. The nexte day, beynge the x1111" off 
May, I dyd ſend on off myne to do on my behalffe the lyke offyce un- 
to them. 
Tux fame day at afternone pon Garcilaſco and Monſieur de Shanto- 
nett came to my lodgynge to me: and, after ſomme lytyll tyme ſpent yn 
ceremonies, Don Garcilaſco ſayd, the xynge hys maſter, your Majeſtie's 
goode brother, had ſent hym to the prenche kynge, to travell, by the 
advyſe off hys Embaſſador reſydent here Monſieur de Shantonett, with

I ANSWERYD, as your Majeſtic dyd alweys eſteme the xynge hys ma- 
ſter your goode brother, an aſſueryd frend and unfeynyd alie; fo thys ſyn- 
cere maner off procedynge wolde confyrme and augment your Majeſ- 
ties goode oppinion off the xyng hys maſter, your goode brother: aſ- 
ſuerynge hym, that you were faulen ynto theſe rygorus termes with the 
Frenche moſt unwyllyngly, and with greffe; and that your honor, ne- 
ceſſytie, and the ſavetie off your realme and people occacionyd theſe 
your doyngs; as, I truſtyd, Monſieur de Santonett cowlde well at large 
enforme hym. As to hymſelffe, I fayd; that I dyd well perceave, that 
hys order yn procedynge wolde well approve the goode reaporte that your 
Majeſtie's Embaſſadors with the x ynge hys maſter had ſyngnified to your 
Majeſtie off hys goode inclination towards your affayrs and your realme; 
wheareoff alſo they had by theyre late letters made me pryvie. 

THEN fayd Monſieur de Shantonett: Monſieur I Ambaſſadeur, we be 
comme to you to taulke frankly and frendly with you; and therefore, I 
pray you, lett us trewlie underſtand, what be the poynts you reſte up- 
pon for your miſtreſs's ſatysfaction. I anſweryd : The fame artycles 
that I ſhewed you were propoſyd by me to thys prynce, hys mother, 
and cowncell, the x111'* off Marche laſte, be the ſame that I demand 
nowe to be performyd: and bycauſe you ſhall the better perceave, that 
the quene my miſtreſs dothe ſtey hyr ſelffe uppon thoſe poynts, with- 
owte variation; and yn that I repute you bothe to be ſuche mynyſters, 
as wyll not ſeparate my miſtreſs honor and ſuertie frome the xynge your 
maſter's, wyche yndede be unſeperablie conjoynyd together ; I wyll ſhewe 
you the quene my miſtreſs anſwer to the rrenche eEmbaſſador's proteſ- 
tation: wyche Frenche proteſtation, Monſieur de Shantonett, you told 
me, when we were laſte together, you had ſene. And ſo they red your 
Majeſtie's anſwer to the ſayd proteſtation; wheareoff they deſyeryd a 
copie. I tolde them, that when the ſame was delyveryd to the Frenche 
kynge, and my secretories were reatornyd frome thecowrte, bothe wyche 


were now theyre abowte that matter, I wold delyver them a copie. They 


ſemyd to alowe your Majeſtie's anſwer very well. 
Tux fayd Monſieur de Shantonett : Monſieur I ambaſſador, do you 


not reamember, that when I was here laſte with you, I told you, that 


the cardynall off Lorayne dyd fay, that the Scotts had made a treatie 
with Fraunce yn the late xyng's tyme, that the realme off Scottland 
ſhulde be governyd by whatt mynyſters yt ſhulde pleaſe the Frenche; 
the Scotts requierynge off themſelffes, that the realme myght be go- 
vernyd by Frenchemen, for the partialites amongſt themſelffes? The 
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cardynall ſayd alſo, that yt was agreyd by the nobylytie and the eſtates, 40

that the crowne off Scottland ſhulde be by certayne off the beſt off the 
nobylitie browght hyther to the x ynge polphyne and queene, and fo 


to be leſte here to be gardyd at Saynct Denis with the crowne off Fraunce ; 
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and that by all theyre conſents the realme off Scottland ſhulde be frome 
henceftorthe anexyd to the crowne off Fraunce, fo as alweys the vol - 
phyne off Fraunce ſhulde be x ynge off Scottland. Nowe, Monſieur Am- 
baſſador, ſayd Monſieur de Shantonett, yff thes be trewe; then ſe, wheare 
you ar: the quene your miſtreſs dothe deſyer and offerythe hyr healpe, 
that the people and realme off Scottland ſhulde be ſubgetts and obeydy- 
ent to the quene theyre ſoverayne; and the rrenche x ynge and qQuene 
dothe requier to have them thus far forthe obeydyent, as to have them 
performe and kepe no newe burdens nor extraordynary commandments, 
but ſuche as the puke off Sattyllorowe and all the nobylytie, with the 
conſent of the reſte off the ſtates, dyd agre unto, and dyd treate and 
conclude with the late rrenche xynge and the realme off Fraunce; as 
apperythe by the publyke inſtruments ſynyd with theyre hands and ſeal- 
yd with theyre ſeals, and ſent ynto Fraunce by certayne off ſondrie eſ- 
tats and condycions frome the hole realme, at the mariage off the quene 
off Scottland. Monſieur I ambaſſador, I ſpeake not thys, ſayd Monſieur 
de Shantonett, as thowhe I dyd beleve yt to be trewe ; nether do ſpeake 
yt altogether a la volee: for I aſſuer you, ſayd he, thys I thynke wyll 
be on of theyre beſt poynts that they woll preſſe, yff yt be trewe that 
they alledge, or altogether not trewe; and therefore pon Garcilaſco and 
I wolde knowe your oppinion, what we ſhulde ſay and anſwer to thys 
matter: for, Monſieur ambaſſador, ſayd he, yn all treaties amiablie 
amongſt pryncys theyre ys and owght grett regard to be had to the ob- 
ſervation off treaties, and lytyll favor to be ſhewed to the violation off 
them ; unles you procede by the wey off armes, and then theyre ys no 
place for taulke and reaſons; for jus eſt in armis. 

I answERYD: Monſieur I ambaſlador, that part wyche you dowte 
woll be by the Frenche moſte replied uppon, and (as yt ſemythe) bryng- 
ythe with yt to you and pon Garcilaſco moſt dyffycultie to anſwer, dothe 
yn my oppinion requier no anſwer; for yt ys but to contend de lana 
caprina, ſeynge theyre ys no ſuche treatie betwyxte Fraunce and Scott_ 
land. I wyll not denie, I ſayd, but, paraventure, the Frenche woll cauſe 
ſuche a inſtrument to be made yn forme, and ſolemly ſynyd, ether by 
I Aubeſpine or ſomme other xotori, to abuſe you withall: and yet, me- 
thynkythe, they ſhulde not uſe ſuche impudencie. You be bothe ſo con- 
ſyderate, that you wyll deſyer to ſe the verie oryginall, and not beleve 


40 a tranſcrypte off the adverſary party. Well, ſayd Monſieur de Shan- 
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tonett, I pray you, ſend to the qQuene your miſtreſs, to procuer a trew 
certificat frome the puke off Shattyllorowe and others off the nobyly- 
tie, ſynyd with theyre hands and ſealyd with theyre ſeals, off the trea- 
ties paſſyd betwyxte Fraunce and Scotland; and that ſuche as be lyvynge 
off the scottyſhe Ambaſſadors and commyſſioners may allo certyfy theyre 
knoledge off the trewthe and cyrcumſtancis off thys matter, what was 
done by them when they were here at the mariage off the polphine : 

for, ſayd Monſieur de Shantonett, yn thys matter I preſſe you not with- 
owte ſome grownd ; and therefore the ſoner we have thys matter dyſcuſ- 
ſyd, the better we ſhall procede. I told them, I wold ſend unto your Ma- 10 
jeſtie at my nexte dyſpatche abowte thys matter: and yn the meyne tyme 
I requieryd them, yn caſe the Frenche dyd ſubornate any ſuche treatie 
with colors off truthe, that they wolde ſuſpend theyre judgements and 
credytt, untyll they myght here frome your Majeſtie and the ſtates off 
Scottland. Thys was the ſubſtance off ower conference. 

AFTER the wryting of this above, a perſonage who ſince my coming 
over hath ſundry wayes well ſerved your Majeſte, and by whome I have 
from tyme to tyme received very good advertiſmentes, who is to be con- 
ſiderid by your Majeſte (as I ſhall be hable, at my repaire to the ſame, to 
declare unto youe more at lenght) hath bene with me at my lodging, 20 
and informed me, that, having bene all allongſt the fea coaſte from Gaſ- 
coigne to Breſt, where he hath conſiderid the ſtate of marine affaires for 
the warres, he findeth that, moch agreable to the quene powager's let- 
tre ſent into Leth, this k ing hath not above twenty four ſhips for the 
warre, and of the ſame not paſt eight of any force; and he beleveth, 
by all that he can underſtande, that they ſhall not be hable to ſet out 
ſo many. He telleth me alſo, that, in paſſing by Daulphine and Pro- 
vence, he underſtoode, there was great buſineſſe there towardes, about 
Vienna and Valence: and that, wheras three thouſand men were ap- 
poincted to repaire thitherward out of Piemont, for ſtay of ſtirre there 30 
for fault of payment and evill handeling othirwiſe, there will not be go- 
ten of the ſaid three thouſand but fix hundred: and that, notwithſtand- 
ing all th'apparence of quietnes about the court, the xvi of this preſent 
there were ſix who had determined to have killed the puke of Guile, 
as he ſhuld goo on hunting; which they ment veryly to put in execution, 
had not one of the ſixe diſcovered the ſame ; wherupon the five are fled 
awaye: which mater hath ſtriken a mervailous feare at the puke of 
Guiſe's hart, and the cardinall's: which Cardinall hath a coche in ma- 
king which ſhall cary in it twelve fawkonets, fix upon a fide, for defence 


by the waye: and the feare they have is ſo great, as the furriers are com- 40 
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manded to make lodging in one place, when the E ing goeth cleane con- 
trary and changeth his journeys. The priſoners which I ſignifyed were 
eſcaped priſon at Towers are, as I am by this ſaid man informed, abrode 
ſtirring of wars. Before th'ende of June, he telleth me aſſuredly, that there 
wil be thirty thouſand men at the leſt in the felde, who will eyther put 
downe the houſe of Guiſe, or loſe their lives. He informeth me alſo, that 
the ſtate of Geneva and mr Calvin, underſtanding the King of Navarre 

his ſlacknes, have ſent unto him to charge him with his promis made 
unto them and the ſtates of Almaine for religion: and had ſignifyed, that 

wheras they have hitherto pray d for him in their comon prayers by name; 

that in drawing back they will notify his doings to the world, and declare 
him as canem ad vomitum. Wherupon the ſaid king, as he ſayeth, hath 

cauſed reformation to be begonne throughe Gaſcoigne and Guyen, and 

hath aboliſhed the uſe of the maſſe. 

ALL which things conſidered ; and that theſe men have nother money 
nor men, nor know not where to find any in tyme; thoughe they have 
ſhips, not being hable to ſet out ſo many as they make accompt of: I do 
not in my ſimple judgement ſee, how they ſhal be hable by any meanes 
this yeare to annoy your Majeſte. For having preſently no hope of any 
great force, not being hable to levy any men at home, for the feare they 
are in; your Majeſte ſhall not nede, whatſoever any man ſay unto you, 
to be afrayde of them. And thoughe they were in redines to ſet out as 
moche as they are hable ; yet are not their forces in ſuch fort, as ſhuld 
let your Majeſte to goo throughe with your enterpriſe in Scotland, and fur- 
ther to take your advantage, and to vanquiſhe your enemyes if they ſtirre 
abrode. And ſeing they are fo troubled preſently as they be at home; the 


further the yeir goeth on towards ſomer, the more feare ſhall they be in: 


ſo as your Majeſte hath all th'advantage that may be. 

AND wheras Mr Secretary wrote lately unto me, that I ſhuld inquire 
of the practiſe here of one O Brien of Ireland; I am informed, that they 
here have accorded with him to put this maner practiſe in ure: that 
the French mynding to uſe all poſſible meanis to get into their handes 
Dunbriton, the ile of Arraine, or the ile of Argile ; the Iriſhmen, which 
inhabit anenſt the ſame, by meanis of the ſaid O Briens ſhall with ther 
force and help of victualles ſuccour the French in ther enterpriſe. Wher- 
unto it may pleaſe your majeſte to cauſe the puke of Chattilleraut and 
th Erle of Arraine and others to have good regard, and alſo My Lord pe- 
puty, on your ſide, for your realme of Irland. He telleth me alſo, that the 
French have an other practiſe ; eyther to betrap the prior of St Andrews 


40 and Erle of Arraine, or ells to cauſe them to be poiſonned: with adver- 
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tiſment wherof a caſcoigne preacher, the cure of Shery, is depeched out 


of Fraunce to give them warning herof. Nevertheles, it may pleaſe your 
Majeſte to let them underſtond of it from youe; and alſo to give all the 
Lordes of the congregacion warning, to beware of the Buſhop and peane 
of Glaſco and ther well-willers; for they and ther frendis, and ſome o- 
thers that ſhew fair facis to the congregacion, be great favorers of the 
Frenche. I am alſo enformed, that if yowr Majeſtẽ's pleaſure be, in 
caſe the French have warre with your Majeſte, or that they mind to ſend 
force to annoy the concregacion in Scotland, that they which profeſſe the 
goſpel in theſe partes upon the ſea's coaſte will deliver unto your Majeſ- 
te Nantes in Britaigne, Angiers, St Malos, St Michael's Mount, and as 
many portes as they can get into ther handes by any meanes ; which ad- 
vertiſment this faid preacher caryethe, as I am advertiſed, to the Erle 
of Arraine, to be by him offered to your Majeſte. I am alſo credibly 
informed, that the Grand-prior going on his way towardes Marſeilles, 
was aſſailed and like to be killed, and very hardly eſcaped to Marſeilles ; 
where he remaineth, and dare not goo abrode: wherby your Majeſte may 
perceive, what generall hatred the youſe of Guile is in in this countrey. 

Uyon knowledge of the ambaſſadors of Spaine's repaire to the court, 


the xv111" of this preſent I ſent Midelmore my ſervaunt thither ; both 2 


to talke with them upon their audience, and to lerne otherwiſe as moche 
as he could: who ſpeaking with them on my behaulf, th' Ambaſſador 
Monſieur de Chantonet declared unto him. The xx 1* Maye at one of 
the cloke in the afternon came to the courte the ambaſſador of Spaigne 
and pon Garſilaſco, and had audience in the cardynall of Lorrayne's 
chamber; the ſayd cardinall and the puke of Guyſe, his brother, beinge 
preſent. Fyrſt the ambaſſador towchyd in generall wordes, howe muche 
yt greavyd the King of Spaigne, that England and Fraunce ſhoulde 
have warre togethers. Wherunto withowt further patience, the cardinal 
came to declare the late viaige of the Busſhop of Vallance, and th'effe&t 
therof as he ſayeth. The ſayd Busſhop, under faffe conduicte frome the 
Quene's Majeſte, went unto Barwyke: wher he receavyd a paſporte frome 
My Lord Grey, for ten dayes, to paſſe further into Skotland ; as well 
to ſpeak with the Quene, as alſo to treate with the people. Where he 
colde never be ſufferyd to ſpeak with the quene, but in the company 
off two Englyſhemen and on Skottyſhemanne: and yet he ſpake with 
hir, at the leſt, five or ſix ſondry tymes, He could not come to the ſpeche 
of the people, before the laſt daye of his paſporte. At what tyme he de- 
mandyd the occaſyon of their ſturre and revolte againſt their k inge. 
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Wherunto the people anſweryd ; fyrſt, that Lethe beinge ſo kept with 40 
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French force dyd lett the traffyck of marchawntes, and hynderyd muche 
the proffettes of the contreys: ſo as their deſyer was, the fame myght be 
raſyd, Wherunto he made anſwer, yt ſhulde be raſyd ; and alkyd fur- 
ther, what ells movyd their ſturr. They made anſwer, that they wold 
have all the French forces in Lethe and ellſwhere in Skotland retyeryd 
frome thence : which was alſo promyſyd by the ſayd Busſhop. Who go- 
inge on further with the matter, aſkyd what ells they wold have; and 
they made anſwer, that the governement and juſtice of the contrey might 
be in the handes of the nobylyty there: which the nusſhope grawntyd : 
10 but that the ſame ſhold neyther be in the handes of the puke of Shatille- 
rault, nor his ſonne the Earle of Arrayne's; for that they were principalls 


of that rebellion. The people deſyeryd further, that they might have 


three or four townes where the goſpell myght be preachyd at lyberty. The 
Busſhop's anſwer therto was, that he had no commiſſyon to treate of any 
ſuche matter; but that the xynge his maſter's pleaſure muſt be further 
knowen therin, before he could ſaye or promyſe any thinge therin. After 
all this the pusſhope aſkyd of theme, yf they wold be true and faythfull 
ſubjects unto the K inge: and their anſwer was, that all theſe former poynts 
performyd and aſſueryd, that they wold obey as of dutye they owght 
20 to doo. Then the Busſhop ſayd, I muſt nowe on the behalffe of the K ing 
my maſter demande of youe ſome thinge ; which ys, that youe gyve hoſ- 
tages of that your promyſe to be his true and faythfull ſubjectes: which 
they were contentyd to do, ſo as their former demandes myght be per- 


formyd. 


Tuus Meſſieurs, ſayd the cardynall, youe may ſee the skottes nation 


pacifyed, ſavinge in this poynt of relygion: and many of theme have rety- 
eryd themeſelffes to their howſſes hereupon; ſo as there was not of skot- 
tiſh force before Lethe above fifteen hundred men, at the Busſhop's com- 
yng frome thence, wherof the nomber ys muche decreaſyd fince his com- 
zo mynge awaye, but all the reſt of Englyſhemen. Here you ſe the offers 
we make; which the Skottyſhe in maner accept, and the quene of Eng- 
land wyll gyve no eare unto; but contynueth hir forces there, notwith- 
ſtandinge oure often motion for the contrary. Nowe maye youe here and 
ſe the large offers we have made to have peace with the quene of Eng- 
land: and I wold gladly knowe of youe, what collor or cloke ſhe canne 
have to make warre againſt us; theſe things before ſpoken of accomplyſh- 
yd. Wherfore we entend to morrowe to diſpetche a curror towards the 
King of Spaigne, to make him acquayntyd with theſe our doings, and 
to have his advyſe what herein we ſhall doo, as lothe to take any ſuch 
40 matters in hand withowt his knowledge and conſent; and wether we ſhall 
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ſuffer the Quene of England to overronne our people there, after havinge 
offeryd all reaſonable conditions of peace : or wether we ſhall gyve order 
for the ſpedy ſuccoryng of theme: which unleſſe yt be donne er yt be 
longe, the ſame ſhal be to no pourpoſe: and Lethe beinge ones wonne by 
the quene of England, we ſhall hardly after, or never come to any reaſon- 
able appoyntment with hir. And in attendinge this our courror's retorne, 
we meane to paſſe the tyme awaye in the contrey of Normandy ; hopinge 
by that tyme to have our forces redy to embark. As to the armes and ty- 
tell of England; they ſaye, that the quene's Majeſte hirſelff confeſſethe 
in ſuche boke as ſhe hath cauſed to be ſett forthe and pryntyd, that the 
ſame was borne and geven befor the peace was made: and ſince the trea- 
tye doth beare, that every on maye give, uſe, have, occupye, and enjoye 
all ſuch other things as be not therin expreſly defendyd ; that they maye 
by the vertue of the ſayd treaty gyve the armes, as before the ſame they 
dyd. Notwithſtandinge, as well for that poynte, as all other matters of 
_ preſent controverſye, they are contentyd, yf the quene be ſo pleaſyd, to 
appoynt commyſſyoners, as many or as fewe as ſhe wyll, for the better 
voydinge of the ſame: all which Monſieur de Randan hathe, as the car- 
dynall ſayeth, full commyſſyon to go throwgh with. The cardynall 
aſkyd of the ambaſſadors their opinion of all theſe matters: who made 
anſwer, that they dyd here but their tale; and that they muſt firſt un- 
derſtand the Quene of England's anſwer, before they ſhewe their opinion 
therin. | 

Uro this diſcourſe your Majeſtè may perceive, that howſoeyer the 
miniſters of theſe two princes uſe the mater on that fide, that here on this 
ſide the mater is uſed very partially: and the end of all is no more, but 
to perſuade k ing Philip, that ſeing the Buſhop of Valence hath offered 
as moch as the Scotts can deſire (as the cardinall ſayeth) religion onely ex- 
cepted, they wold conclude, that the ſame is the onely grounde your Ma- 
jeſtẽ buildeth upon, and the cauſe of all this trouble; thinking therby both 
to pleaſe K ing Philip and his miniſters on this ſide, and to cauſe them to 
have an evill opinion of your majeſte's proceadinges. And now, whether 
ther paſſed any ſuch mater on that fide or no, your Majeſtè knoweth bet- 
ter then I: but howſoever it be, your Majeſte may perceive, that theſe 
men can in wordes uſe all thinges to ſerve their purpoſe, without reſpect 
to honeſty or truthe. 

Bes1DEs the danger the puke of Guiſe was in the xv1" of this pre- 
ſent; the xixi of the ſame there be aſſembled together about Remoran- 
tyn fix thouſand men, for the ſame cauſe that thoſe who this lent paſt 
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came to this towne to trouble the court made all the ſtirre here: and ſome 40 
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alarme ther hath bene at Loches, where the king is preſently. 

As I fignified lately unto your Majeſts, that upon the receipte of your 
Majeſte's lettres of the 1111 of this preſent, which came to my handes 
the Ixh of the ſame, I ſent mr Somers to the court with a lettre to the 
cardinal of Lorreine (the copy wherof I ſent unto your Majeſtè the x111't 
of this moneth) to know of him, what direction the king wold take 


_ Yunderſtande thoſe things at my handes which on your majeſte's behaulf 
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I had to fay unto him, becauſe I could not, by reaſon of my ſicknes, 
repaire to him my ſelf; from which cardinal I received ſuch anſwer as 
may appeir to your Majeſte by the copy of his lettre ſent unto me, which 
I ſent your Majeſte with my laſt : fo I thought good, for the ſpedier exe- 


cution of my charge, contynuing till in my weaknes not hable to ſtirre 


abrode, as I ſignifyed to your Majeſte the x11" of this preſent, to ſend 
Jones and Somer to the court. Who arrived there the x1111" of this 
preſent; the ſame being at Champigny, a houſe of the puke of Mont- 
penſiers, xv1 leagues from hens; where they proceded with the ſaid car- 
dinall in this ſort following. 

Tun firſt delivered my lettre of credit unto him, the copy wherof 
I ſent alſo with my laſt to your Majeſtè. Which after the cardinall had 
red, they faide ; that I hoped, upon my firſt lettres, wherby I requeſted 
him to know the King's pleaſure how I might diſcharge my commiſſion 
which I had from your Majeſte, that it wold have pleaſed the K ing to 
have ſent ſome perſonnages authorized to have come and herd the ſame 
of me, and to have therof made reaport to his Majeſté; for that I was, 
and remayned ſtill, in caſe not hable to comme myſelf: but, perceving by 
his lettre anſwering myne, that there was no certaine ordre therin taken, 
for that I wold not differ my charge in doing according to your Majeſ- 
te's inſtructions, ſeing he referred the mater to me, I had ſent them both 
unto him and to Monſieur de Guile, to declare on my behaulf that which 
your Majeſte commanded me to declare to the K ing your good brother; 
praying them to let the King underſtande the ſame at their hands, being 
ſory my caſe was ſuch as I could not do the King and them to under- 
ſtande the ſame my {elf. 

HERE they pawſed, to ſee if the cardinal wold fay any thing, Who 
ſitting ſtill without giving them anſwer, as one diſpoſing himſelf to heare 
more, they ſaid; that becauſe the mater was of importaunce and of good 
lenght, and that they wold not truſt overmoche to their owne memo- 
ryes, and wold be ſory, eyther to excede their commiſſion, or to leave 


any part therof undeclared; I had thought expedient, for their better di- 


40 rection, to cauſe that which they had to ſay to be writen out in french, 
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and ſo to be red unto the ſaid cardinal and puke; praying him to give 
them the hearing. The cardinall liked the maner well; and, without 
more wordes, commaunded them to rede : wherupon he ſent one of his 
gentlemen for Monſieur de I'Aubeſpine ; who came after a leafe of your 
Majeſte's anſwer to the french ambaſſador his proteſtation was red, and 
ſtoode by till they had ended. 

WHEN in reding they came to mr Cotton's ſonne his detention; the 
cardinal aſked, in whoſe handes he was. They faid, in Madame de Re- 
zacre's handes, and was taken an infant at Calice; and that Monſieur 
de Guile ſaid, that he wold make no warre to wemen nor children: 
wherupon his liberty was claimed. Yea but, quoth the cardinall, he was 
a priſoner of warre. Sir, quoth they, we have no commiſſion to reaſon 
to any mater; but to this mater we could ſay more, if our charge dyd 
ſo beare it. When the mater of the harquebuze ſhot at my lodging 
was red, the cardinall fell into an admyration ; and ſmiling aſked Lau- 
| beſpine, whether he herd of any ſuch mater: who anſwered, no: and 
then, from whens the ſame were diſcharged : and Jones and Somer aid, 
from the caſtell. By my faith, quoth the cardinal, I had never herd of 
it. The like admiration he ſemed to have toching the pirats; and aſk- 
ed de VAubeſpine, whether he herd any like mater: who ſtill anſwer- 
ed, no. When they ſpake of the proviſion of ſhips and forces, and le- 
vying of men in Almaine, he ſmiled: and in hearing of the repetition 
of the mater of Rome, he loked upon Laubeſpine, turning up of his 
eyes. And in hearing of all the reſt, he never ſpake to any other points: 
but being ſet upon his bed, torned from one fide to another, as a man 
that had bene weryed ; and changed colour very often: and in rubbing 
of his face with his handes (as one doth who, being ſlepy, wold awake 
himſelf) and in caſting of ſighes, when the maters that toched his owne 
houſe were ſpoken of, he gote himſelf a good colour, thoughe at their 
coming firſt to him he was ſumwhat pale. And when hit came to the 
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concluſion, wherunto he gave good eare, he heard paciently th'order 


your Majeſte had deviſed for treaty; and ſemed not moch altered with 
that your Majeſte had determined not to put your right and title in diſ- 
pute. But when it came to the poin& wherin reparation for leaving of 
th'armes &c. is ſpoken of, and the maner how your majeſte is pleaſed 
the ſame ſhall be done, he frowned and bent his browes mervailouſly ; 
which he dyd not in hearing of all the tale before. 

WHEN all your Majeſte's anſwer to their proteſtation was redde ; he 
deſired to have that which Jones and Somers red left with him, to ſhew 


to his brother de Guiſe. They faid, they had not commaundement ſo 40 
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to do. Why, quoth the cardinal, do youe think, that I am hable to com- 


prehend all theſe maters? and how ſhall the king then be hable to un- 


derſtand the fame? and, quoth he, we offer, and youe offer: and to come 


to a poinct, it was reaſon, as our ambaſſador hath delivered his proteſ- 


tation in wryting, that ſo we ſhuld receive the quenis anſwer in like mas 
ner. Sir, quoth Jones and Somers, it was offered Monſieur de Cevre your: 
Ambaſſador, and he refuſed it; ſaying, he had no commiſlion to receive 
it. No more had he not, quoth he, and therfore dyd as he ſhuld del 
and ſaid ſomwhat more in excuſing of the ambaſſador, and ſo till preſ 
ſed the having of the anſwer in frenche. So as in th'end, ſeing he was 
earneſt, and faid that without it the xing cold give non anſwer, Jones 


and Somers faid, that that which they had red was onely for their re- 


membraunce and diſcharge; and, befides, they thought, neither I nor 
any about me made ſuch profeſſion of the tongue, as to take upon us 
to deliver a mater of ſuch importance in french, to be conſidered by the 
King and his counſaill: mary they thought, that if he wold have the 
ſame, he might have it in an indifferent tongue. What ? quoth he. Ma- 
ry laten, quoth they. Well, quoth he, I can underſtand ſum laten, and 
the xing pretely well; and herewithall demaunded the fame in laten. 
Jones and Somers ſaid, they had it not: but, if he were pleaſed, they 
wold diſpeche one expreſſely to me for the ſame, to have it in ſort as it 
came out of Englande, and fo deliver it to him the next daye. But, 
quoth he, it can be no better in laten, then it is there in french, And 
after he had eftſones required them to uſe diligence herin; he then told 
Jones and Somers, that he had received lettres out of Englande from 
their ambaſſador, wherby he ſignifyed, that this anſwer ſhuld have bene 
delivered long agone: and therfore, quoth the cardinal, I mervaill that 
all this while I have not herd therof: the protracting of this mater may 
greatly hinder the princes intentes: and here dyd aggravate this ſtaying, 
as he called it. 

IT was anſwered, that there was no fault in me ; and that receiving 
your Majeſte's lettres from England but the 1x", I depeched one unto 
him who delivered him my lettres the x at Chynon, which is xv11 
leagues from Amboiſſe; wherunto he had ſent me no direct anſwer, nor 
informed me what I ſhuld do therin: which conſidered, together with 
the diſtaunce of the place, Jones and Somers faid, I for my part had 
uſed diligence. And yet ſtill the cardinall grated upon delay and loſſe 
of tyme, and wolde not heare to the contrary. And, quoth the cardi- 
nal, for our parts it may be knowne, that we do nothing but that we 
wolde the world ſhuld knowe the king's good meaning: we have ſent 
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Monſieur de Randan ; who, he ſaid, was by that tyme in England, and 
had given him commiſſion, ſealed and ſigned with handes, todo as moch 
as might be to fall to appointment. And thus praying Jones and So- 
mers to uſe diligence for the anſwer in writing, the cardinall was ſent 
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for to comme to the king, who with the puke of Guiſe was. retorned 


from hunting. 

Jones and Somers, having about them the anſwer in laten, went to 
their lodging; and the xv day met the cardinall at St Maure, whether 
the K ing removed: where they declared, that to ſatisfy his defire and 
their promiſe, they had ſent for your Majeſte's anſwer to the proteſta- 
tion, which they had received in laten; and fo delivered it to the cardinall : 
praying him, that, for declaration that they had done their duety, it wold 
like him to write ſome anſwer unto me; which he ſaid he wold do furth- 
with. And ſo going to his chamber, he cauſed a lettre to be diſpeched 
and delivered to Jones and Somer (the copy wherof your Majeſté ſhall 
receive herwithall) without ſaying of any thing to Jones and Somer : 
and ſo the cardinall departed out of his chamber. This is all which 
I have hitherto done toching your Majeſte's charge committed unto me 
by your lettres of the 1111 of this preſent. 


| I wRoTE unto your Majeſte, that I had ſent a lettre to the King of 20 


Navarre, with one of your late proclamations; which was delivered to 
his secretary at Towrs the xv111" of the laſt, Wherupon the king wrote 
me an anſwer, which he ſent, with the copy of my lettre to him, to the 
cardinall, to be by him ſent unto me; which the ſaid cardinal dyd by 
a gentleman, with a lettere unto me from himſelf: the copyes of all 
which lettres I ſend your Majeſte herwithall ; wherby youe ſhall perceive 
what I wrote to the king, and how he and the cardinall were privy to 
th'anſwer. Wherin, for ſome confirmation of that I have heretofore tolde 
your Majeſte of the ſaid K ing, I ſay no more; but that the prince is more 


10 


happy that hath ſuch a ſubject to commaunde, then ſuch a frend to ſtay 30 


upon. I ſend your Majeſtè herwithall an extracte of a lettre ſent to 
this court: wherby your Majeſte ſhall perceive, what ſtirre there is in 
Daulphine and Provence; and how your adverſaryes are fo troubled at 
home, as they are in ſmall good caſe to let your Majeſtè from the doing 
of that youe deſire: wherby youe may conſtraine them to go to a pro- 
fitable and honorable end by force, if they will not otherwiſe herken to 
reaſon, and do in dede, more then in words, So as, whatſoever perſua- 
ſion or feare is put into your mynd, your Majeſtè hath advantaige ynoughe 
over them; and the tyme ſpecially here doth accomodat it ſelf unto youe. 
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Tux xv11" of this preſent, there arrived at this court one in poſt out 
of England from the guſhop of Valence: and, upon ſuch newes as he 
brought, I am right credibly informed, that the puke of Guiſe hath rea- 
ported with ſome bravery, Oh, la xoyne d'Angleterre, ſe ſentant femme, 
commence a refroidir. But I truſt, he ſhall find himſelf deceived; and 
that though your Highnes be a woman ſexy, that yet youe eſteme your 
honor and ſurety as moch as the greateſt xing, and have the couraige of 
a man: who is never knowne to be indewed with magnanimitẽ, but when 
the adverſary is braveſt; for then conſtancy holdeth him up, and never 
ſufferith him to abaſe his kingly couraige: and as all great enterpriſes are 
hazardous, and can not be atchieved but with ſomme perill; ſo the things 
moſt hardly wonne do moſte increaſe honor and credit. I beſech your 
Majeſte moſt humbly upon my knees to beare with me in writing unto 
your Highnes, as though I ſhuld take upon me to inſtru your majeſts; 
who can better by your wiſdome judge then I can do, how dangerous it 
is for a prince to leave of an enterpriſe upon a litle contrariets, and to give 
th'enemy couraige, in leaving of upon a repulſe, herafter to do that hepur- 
poſeth againſt youe. For though at home your Majeſte's clemency is moch 
to be liked, yet in a mater of danger and warre there is no rigor to be 
omitted that may by any meanes ſerve to the ending of your enterpriſe. 

ALBEYT I dowte not but your Majeſtie doth moſt graciuſlie accepte 
the goode ſervyſe, payns, and labors off Mr Thons and uur Somer, ſervynge 


here yn this my chearge with me, and meynythe to have conſyderation 


off them accordyngly : yet to anymate them yn theyre well doyngs, it 
may pleaſe your majeſtie, that they may reaceave ſome advertyſment off 
your well acceptynge theyre ſervyſe, or that ſomewhat may be wrytyne 
to me on your Majeſtie's behalffe to ſhew them; and alſo that you woll 


be pleaſyd, that I may geve ether off them xx lib. frome your Majeſtic, 
as off your gyfte,

can not wyllyngly forebeare theyre howſys contre, and pleaſurs, fix wekys; 
nor ſuche as dothe preferre a preſent off a coberd off plate, or a fayre 
cheyne, to the honor off the realme, the ſuertie off the prynce, and the 


proffytable condycions wonne with tyme, dyffycultie, payne, and ſtowte- 


nes. I cowlde wysſhe, that ether you cowlde be yn two placis at once, 

or that ſavely and conveniently you myght be wheare the treatie ſhulde 10 
be handelyd : for fo I wold truſt, that your care, travell, devyſe, and con- 
ducte ſhulde make a goode end; for yn that ys all. 

Now ys theyre yn hand, and yn grett towardnes, the honorable 
peaſe, the ſavetie off the prynce, and ſuertie for Englond theſe many yers: 
God woll perfecte yt, as he hathe well begonne yt and ſett yt yn the hyghe 
wey. Theyre ys no chearge nor expenſys to be ſtooke att, to brynge thys 
matter to a goode ende: you knowe, Mr Secretory, peaſe woll enley all 
theſe expenſys yn ſhorte tyme: and therefore lett your mynyſters here 
frome you, and you frome them. Reamember, by your laſte treatie and 
peaſe at Cambreſye, what yt ys to make a patchyd and unſeaſonable peaſe ; 20 
and therefore make no harveſt yn May. Thanks be to God, as you ſhall 
perceave by thys dyſpatche, theſe men be yet eaſie ynowghe to deale with- 


all. 
THowGHE I can nether conjecture nor dyſſypher the wonders men- 


tionyd yn the Lord Montague's and sir Thomas Cheamberlayne's let- 
ter, the copie wheareoff I ſent you lately by the spanyſhe curror: yet I 
do well perceave, that the x ynge off Spayne and hys mynyſters procede 
more amyablie, and make a better ſhewe off frendſhypp, then he and 
they dyd, to the quene and hyr mynyſters. I do conjecture on off theſe 
cauſys to occacion theys newe, ſodyne kyndnes: ether the dowte he hathe 30 
off your goode compocition with Fraunce withowte hym ; wheareby hys 
danger, as he takythe yt, may enſwe: or the ſuſpecte off a revolte off hys 
lowe contres : or ſome intellygence or dowte that he hathe off ſome o- 
ther amytie and aliance, that you have or ar yn hand to have, wyche may 
be prejudyciall to hym, with ſome Almayne prynces. For yt can not be, 
that hys grett ſoveraynetie wyche he pretendyd, and hyghe words ſo late- 


ly by hys mynyſters utteryd, cowld fo ſodenly, withowte ſome grett 


cauſe, cheange ynto ſuche amytie and equalitie. But you may ſe, what 
yt ysto beare a goode face on the matter, and to ſhewe that you depend 
uppon none off them, otherwyſe then theyre amytie deſervythe. 40 
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Arp thowghe you perceave, that the Frenche meyne and go abowte 


to geve order for the quen s ſatysfaction by on meyns or other: yet, Syr, 


beware you do not caſſe your forcis, nether to deſyſte frome your prepa- 
rations yn any place, untyll they putt theyre promyſys yn excecution; 
for ſtandynge uppon your gard, you ſhall make your bargayne the better, 
and compell your adverſarys to make goode yn dede theyre dyſceatefull 
words. After thys maner you muſte deale with theſe men. The cardy- 
nall off Loreyne, amongſt other matters (wyche you ſhall perceave by the 
Quen's letter) ſayd toIhons and Somers, that Monſieur de Randan was ſent 
ynto Englond with hands and ſeals inowghe to fatysfyce the quene. Thys 
was a ſtrange ſpeche: for theyre nedythe no hands nor ſeals, but the xyng's 
and the quene's hys wyffes, to auctoryſe any man or matter for the quen's 
Majeſtie's ſatysfaction; the others have no efficacie: and therefore, I am 
ſuer, you wyll looke well to the matter. 

PARAVENTURE the often and thyke ſendynge, with words only, that 
thys prynce hathe lately uſyd to hyr Majeſtie, dothe ſomewhat moleſte 
hyr ; but I feare, leſte ſuche meyns to gett cuppords off plate and cheyns 
off golde frome hyr dothe more troble hyr. Syr, theyr ys no remedy : 
howeſomever yt ys lykyd, yt muſte off neceſſytie be done. And why do 
not you theyre fynd the meyns to ſend on for another hyther, with words 
as they do, to drawe by on meyns and other ſome thynge frome them? 
The Spanierds have metely well lernyd that leaſſon. Do not you reamem- 
ber, that yt ys on off the cheffe inſtructions that Phylyppe de Comins 
gevythe yn hys ſtory to a prynce that woll well manage hys ſtate, toſend 
to Embaſſadors for on, or twyſe for ons? They and theyre trane have 
many ears, and manie eyes. They and theyrs do traverſe the contre, when 
your Reſydent and hys dothe and ys forcyd to lie ſtill, Mo myniſters at 
home be traynyd therebie ; and ſuche as knowe ſomewhat before be made 
by newe rulers, newe tyme, and a newe cowrte, to knowe that they knewe 
not. Syr, the prynce and hys cheffe cowncelers be by ſuche ſoden and of- 
ten legations dyſcoveryd and dyſſyphryd; for they be compellyd to utter 
themſelffes and to ſpeake more then they wold, and fo your mynyſters 
ſhall here more then otherwylſe they ſhulde. 

I 1Ave preſently ſent unto the quen's Majeſtie the prenche Embaſla- 
dor's proteſtation, newlie pryntyd here at Towers. It were well done, yn 
my oppinion, that you ſhulde forthewith cauſe the quen's anſwer to be 
pryntyd bothe yn latyne and yn frenche, and to joyne the rrenchs zm- 
baſſador's proteſtation and yours together yn on volume; for ſoyt ys mae. 
Marie, you muſte ſorte the artycles otherwyſe then they be: viz. the in- 
fractions and doleancis together as they cheanſyd fyrſt, and the reſte as

yt ys ſortyd: wheareunto you muſte add ſome fytt ſhorte preface. And 
yff you thynke goode ſendynge them yn that order to me, I wyll aſſay 
to have them pryntyd here at Paris. In my oppinion, yours ys verie well 
tranſlatyd, bothe yn frenche and latyne. You muſte frame that materi- 
all poynte off the late apprehencion off my ſervant Davis, and the break- 
ynge upp off the quen's paquetts, ynto the ſame phraſe yn frenche and 
latyne ; with ſome engrevynge that matter, as the other ys. 

Davis, my ſervant, uſyd grett dylygence at thys tyme; for your let- 
ters off the x iI I reaceavyd the xv11" off the ſame, As to the paquetts 
for Spayne, I wyll uſe the beſt meyns I can to ſend them thyther with 
ſpede. Mary, I mervell, the spanyſhe curror was not theyre aryvyd, be- 
fore Davis was dyſpatchyd; for he partyd hence the 11 off May. I 
ſent you another paquett by another expreſſe meſſanger, namyd Ihon 
Hyland, who dewllythe at Dunkyrke, the x 111" of May. 

WñàrARx you ſend me word, that you underſtond not by my me- 
moriall, what ys ment by Bewmond and hys wyffe: you requieryd me, 
be mr Wotton's ſervant, to ſend you word, howe Cocborne's wyffe dyd 
here; and that was my menynge yn the memoryall. But ſynce Cocborne 
ys now theyre, and that I underſtand hys doyngs; I wolde the matter 
ſhulde be ſo handelyd, as he myght retorne hyther ageyne with credytt, 
and do you theyre ſome pleaſure, And, me thynkythe, thys ys the wey : 
let hym be frome thens ſecrettly dyſpatchyd ; and lett the puke of Nor- 
folke and the Lord Grey have inſtructyons to wynke at hys paſſage ; and 
lett hym cary thys letter off the cardynall off Lorraine and the puke off 
Guyſe ynto Lethe wyche I ſend you herewith: yt ys the tranſcrypte off 
the ſame wyche he delyveryd me, and had yn chearge to cary. Iff La- 
broſſe or any other do aſke hym, how yt dothe happyne to be ſo mang- 
elyd, and lefte nakyd : he may ſay, that he was ether yn Englond or 
yn Scotland fo ſtrayghtly ſearchyd, as he, ſuſpectynge the worſte, was 
dryvyne ſo to cutt awey all ſuperfluos papier, to hyde the reſte, uppon 
any cerche, yn hys pryvie parts. And fo with other cyrcumſtancis you 
muſte ſo inſtructe hym, as he may be by them lykyd for hys enterpryſe, 
and truſtyd; and that he dyd, at hys comynge frome hence, promyſe the 
xyngeand the cardynall to retorne with anſwer, or to loſe hys lyffe ; and 
to leve yt to theyre choyſe, whether they woll wryte or geve hym cre- 
dytt to retorne ynto Fraunce; wyche he truſtythe todo as faythefully, as 
he browght them theyre letter. And you muſt inſtructe hym, what newes 
he ſhall tell them; fo as he may come yn credytt amongſt them: and he 
muſt ſpeake off the sysſhopp off Valence, and dyverſe other thyngs, that 
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muſt ether be trew or ſeme trewe. Theyre ys grett connynge requiſyte to 40 
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play Sinon's parte well. By thys meyns he ſhall retorne unto you, and 
enforme you trewly off the ſtate off Lethe. Mr Kyllegrew muſt have 
the handelynge off hym. The mo inſtruments you have to dyſypher the 
trewth off that matter, the better ytt ys for you. |

THE xv1" of this preſent, pon Garcilaſſo arryved at this towne ; *=#**- 


the King being then abrode a huntinge, x11 or xv leages off. The next 
daye, he and Monſieur de Chantonet, the king of Spaine's ambaſſadour 
reſident heere, came to viſite me, having kept my chambre and bedde 
2 monethe before without ſturringe abrode, Where after manye good 
wordes of office paſſing to and fro, Monſieur de Chantonet told me, that 
for the great deſyre the King his maſter had to ſee chriſtendome in quyet, 
after ſo long and cruell warres; and heering, what unkyndneſſes have of 
late ryſen betwene this K ing and the queene's Majeſte ; he had ſent the 
faid non Garcilaſſo hither, and Monſieur de Glajon into England, to 
underſtand eyther's griefs, and to do what lyethe in him to compownde 
the mater; and ſo to ſtaye further inconveniences, yf it maye be: and 
that therfore they came to me, to underſtande the fame at my handes 
before their audyence; to th intent to be the better inſtructed therin, 
againſt the matter ſhnld come in queſtion : aſſuringe me, that, in con- 
fideracion of the good and long laſting amitie that hathe ben betwene 
the realme of England and the xouſe of Bourgundye, the King his maſ- 
ter wold travaile all that he cowde for th'onour, ſatisfaction, and ſure- 
tye of the queene's ajeſts, his good ſuſter; and for concluſion, wold 


fayne know, what wold ſatisfye her uighneſſe.

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Ar TER I had anſwerid to the firſt pointes in ſuch good forte as I 
thought meete; I anſwerid to his concluſion, that as I had longe ago 
tolde him (Monkeur de Chantonet) what wold fatisfye the queene my 
miſtris; for the better prouf wherof I had deliverid him the ſame in 
writing in ſuch ſorte as I had delyverid it to the french king before, and 
wherof I have alſo heertofore ſent yow the double: fo ſaide I now to 
him agayne; and that the queene my miſtris reſtedde yet ſtill upon 
the ſame. Mary, when her Highnes ſaw, that notwithſtanding her con- 
tynuall calling upon the French King, as well by his ambaſſadour in 
England, as by me heere, ſhe cowde gette none anſwer; and perceyy- 


ing well, that all the ſtaye to make anſwer tendid to none other thing, 


but to redeeme the tyme, and to wery her nighnes with charges; ſhe 
was conſtraynid (to come to reaſon) to proceede as ſhe hathe done. And 
yet, quoth I, in cace the French king will comme to the reaſon of thoſe 
articles (without perfourming wherof the queene my miſtris is per- 
ſwadid, there canne be no ſurety for her nor her realme) the wil be con- 
tent to ſitte downe agayne, and for the reſt fall to ſuch agreement as all 
ſhal be well. And to th'intent that they might well perceyve in dede, 
that the Queene doth contynue {till of that mynde, I ſhewed them the 
anſwer that her Highnes hath made to a proteſtation which the French 
Ambaſſadour declared to her nighnes and her counſell the xx* of the 
ſame: which anſwer was heere declarid to this King and his counſell, 
the xv of this preſent, by my secretaryes, for that I was not able to 
go to the courte myſelf. This in effect paſſid betweene theim and me 


at that tyme : which I openid the rather, and franklie, unto theim; to 


th'intent that, upon their audience and talk of theſe maters, and alle- 
gations made by the Frenche in their awne cauſe, and perhappes wrong- 
ly charging the quenis xighnes, they might replye in her behalf; as in 
ſhewe of wordes they ſeemid to me to be willinge to do. 

THe xx" of this preſent, they had audyence at a caſtell of the xing's 
called Loches, vii leagues from this towne. The next daye after their 
audyence, I ſent to Monſieur de Chantonet ; requeſting him to let me 
underſtand, what had paſſid betweene the King and his miniſters and 
theim touching the queene's Majeſte's cace. He ſent me word, that they 
had had audyence; and that after declaration of parte their inſtructions, 
the cardinall of Lorraine interrupted them in their tale, and anſwered 
in this ſort. I. That the french King had ſent the Busſhoppe of Valence 
into Scotland, to commen with the queene powagiere, and to treat with 
the people ; which he cowde not be ſuffred to do, but in the preſence 
and heeringe of two Engliſhemen and one Scotte, though he ſpak with 
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the queene dyvers tymes. II. That he demaunded of the people the 
occaſion of their ſturre and revolte againſt their xing. The people an- 
ſwerid, that foraſmuch as the towne of Lithe was armed and kept by 
French forces, it did hinder the traffick of merchants and commodityes 
of the countrey ; and therfore deſyred, that it might be raſid: wher- 
unto, quoth he, the zusſhop made anſwer, that it ſhuld be raſid. III. That 
he demaundid, yf they had anye other grief. The people anſwerid, 
that they wold have all the french forces, as well of Lithe, as elswhere 
in all the realme of Scotlande, cleane ridde from the countrey. This, quoth 
the cardinall, the zusſhoppe promyſid ſhuld be done. IV. That he pro- 
ceedid further with theim for further griefes, yf any wer. The people 
made anſwer, that they wold have the gouvernement and juſtice of the 
contrey in the handes of the nobilite of that realme, This was alſo ac- 
cordid unto by the gusſhoppe, as the cardinal faid; ſaving that he ex- 
cepted the ſame to be in th'andes of the puke of Chaſtillerault, nor his 


ſonne th'xarle of Arran, the eryour of St Androwes, nor th'Earle of 


Arguile, as principall of that rebellion. V. The people deſyred further, 
quoth he, that the goſpell might be ſuffred to be preachid in three or 
fowre townes. To this point the zusſhoppe, quoth he, anſwered, that 
he had no commiſſion to treat of any ſuch mater, without knowing 
the K ing his maſter's further pleaſure. VI. That the Busſhoppe aſked of 
theim, yf they wold be true and obedyent ſubjectes to the x ing. They 
anſwered, that the former pointes being perfourmid, they wold doo their 
dueties in that behalf. VII. That therupon the zusſhoppe demaunded 
hoſtaiges of theim for the perfourmance of their alleadgeance: wher- 
unto the people, ſaid the cardinall, accorded; their other demaundes 
being perfourmyd. Thus, quoth the cardinall, it maye appeere, that 
all thinges ar agreed upon with the Scotes, ſaving onely for religion; and 
that heerupon moſt of theim ar retyred home; but that the queene of 
England will gyve no eare heerunto. 

THEEsE pointes the cardinall declared to theeſe ambaſſadours, with 
ſome diſcours upon theim, as a true mater paſſid betweene the pusſhoppe 
of Valence and the people of Scotlande. Upon which mater the car- 
dinall aſked their opynion. They made anſwer ; that as they had heard 
the king, ſo wold they heere the queene of England, before they cowde 
ſaye any thing therupon. Which their anſwer, methink, was ſomewhat 
cold; ſeing they wer made pryvye to as well the queene's demaundes, 
as alſo to her anſwer to the French proteſtation, and further gyven to 
wit all the hole matter before by me, and what wold fatisfye her nigh- 
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Now, My Lord, and mr Chamberlain, yow underſtand thus farre how 
the cardinall hath proceedid with theeſe ambaſladours ; and that he hath 
ſo handled the mater ſmothly to theim, as thowgh all the hole ſtaye of 
this agreement to be made with Scotlande ſtickethe onely upon religi- 
on: wherunto that people will not agre, as he ſaid, being encouraiged by 
the queene's Majeſte to ſtand in it. But as yow have heard this from the 
cardinall; which he hathe uttred, perchance, upon ſuch advertiſementes 
as he hath receyved from the ſaid Busſhoppe, and perhappes as a thing 


of his awne deviſe, to induce th Embaſſadours to beleeve, that it reſteth 


now but upon religion, and in that cace to perſwade E ing Philip to ſaye 
ſomwhat more in the mater: ſo ſhall yow heere the verie negotiation 
of the faid Busſhoppe made with the Scotes, as it is come to me from mr 
Secretary, and alſo from one that was preſent at every worde that the

Busſhoppe ſpake, and conducted the Busſhoppe both out of England and 


backe to the courte agayne; wherby yow may judge, how litle great per- 
ſonaiges be aſhamid heere to put thinges furthe to ſuche a prince as the 
King of Spayne is, to ſerve their awne tourne by. But before I begynne, 
I muſt in few wordes faye, that there is not one word true of all that the 
cardinall faide to th Ambaſſadours of this negociation. 

AT the ſaid Busſhoppe's departure hence hit was ſaid to me, that he 
hadde commiſſion and powre to compownde with the queenc's Majeſté 
for all hergriefes, and to ſatisfye her in the mater of the ſaide articles which 
I proponid heere ; and alſo that from thence he ſhulde go into Scotlande, 
where he hadde like authorite to bring all thinges to a good end. At his 
comminge into England, he had neither commiſſion ſufficient to end any 
thing, nor to ſatisfye her Highnes in theſe articles, but onely to talk of 


the mater; which was not a litle ſtrange. From thence he went into 


Scotlande; and for his better paſſaige, her Majeſte gave him mr Henry 
Killegrew to conduct him, and to retourne backe againe with him. At 
his arryvall in Scotland, the Lordes there made much difficulty to ſuffre 
him to come to the queene powagiere; becauſe they miſtruſted the ſuf- 
ficiency of his aucthoritè: but at the length being graunted, he went in- 
to Edinbourough caſtell to the queen, and after to the Lords of Scotland; 
of whome he was well receyved, and his oration diligently heard. But 
the next daye talking of the matters that wer in queſtion, he was ſo much 
miſlyked, that My Lord Maxwell had the garde of him, till he might 
put himſelf in ordre to retourne backe agayne. The cauſe was, for that 
he faid, he had none authorité to raſe Lythe; no more had he commiſ- 
ſion to ſend awaye the rrench ſoldyours. In th'ende, ſeing none other 
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ſo gotte a new occaſion to treate ones agayne with theim. Vn which 
treaty or parley he graunted, by the conſent of the queen powagiere, 
that Lythe ſhulde be raſid; in cace the Scotes wold break their league 
with England, revoke their pledges, and gyve hoſtaiges to the queene 
Dowagere for their obedyence, and alſo delyver the caſtell of Dombrit- 
ton into her poſſeſſion. Theſe thinges being alltogether miſlyked of the 
Lords of Scotland, the parley was broken ; becauſe the Lords of the con- 
gregation cowde not revoke their pledges, nor breake their league with 
the queene's Majeſte, without her Highneſs's conſent : and as for Dom- 
bretain; the puke of Chaſtellerault, who hath the keepinge of it, cowde 
not delyver it, but by the conſent of the three eſtates; by whome it was 
delyverid unto him, as the caſtell of Edinbourough is delyverid to the 
Lorde Erſkyn. And thus this Busſhoppe's journey and commiſſion end- 
id: and ſo came back againe to London the xi of this moneth, with- 
out doing or offring anye kynde of thing but this. After his retourne 
to the Queene's Majeſte, and having declared, that the Scotes wold ſcant 
gyve him credit; he ſayde, that he was agreedde with the Scotes in all 
maters, ſaving the mater of the league betwene her Majeſtè and theim; 
which they wold not diſſolve, without her pleaſour had. This is farre 
from the mater of religion, which the cardinal alleageth to be the cauſe 
that thinges wer not then compowndid by the Busſhoppe ; wherof, I aſ- 
ſure yow, he never ſpake one worde. 

Now conſidering theeſe two together, let the world judge, what up- 
right dealing is emonge theim that make a ſhew to the worlde of their 
ſimple and plaine meaninge, and fo wolde perſwade men of theim. But as 
theſe ſhiftes, and a great many mo that they have uſid in this behalf, have 
ben devyſed for nothing ells but to wynne tyme and draw thinges in length: 
ſo, yf I had a ciphre, I cowde make yow well underſtande by good au- 
thorite, that they have uſid of late the ſtrangeſt deviſes that ever you hearde 
of for that pourpoſe, when they ſaw in deede that our army wold needes 
go into Scotlande and beſege Lithe. 

As for our uſaige in Flandres by the miniſtres there, it is not ſuche as 
the ſhew of th'amitie importethe : their frendſhippe towardes us is cold ĩ- 
nough ; and theſe men have there what they will requyre. And for myne 
awne particuler, I have ſome cauſe to ſpeake of it. For I bought four 
horſes in Fraunce three monthes ago; and ſent theim to be paſſid by Dun- 
kerke, with my certifficate to the Ducheſſe of Parma that they wer myne 
and with lettres from Monſieur de Chantonet, and other from the Bus- 


ſhoppeof Aquila to the zusſhoppe of Arras, in the favour of their paſſaige: 


40 but all that ſeemith to take no place, for my horſes lye ſtill at Dunkerk 
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to my no ſmall charges; which is but a colde dealing emonge ſuche as 
name theimſelfes our ſo good frendes. 

IsEN r yowotherlettres of late, and with theima packet from thequeene's 
Majeſte ; which was the ſame depeche that Franciſco Picher brought to 
yow by ſea. And becauſe Ihave not heard from yow of the receipt of theim, 
and yet there came a spaniſhe courrour out of Spaine to this Ambaſſadour 
within'theſe three dayes, I doubt of theircommyng to your handes. Ipraye 
yow, let me heere by your next, as well of your receipt of theim, as of 
theſe, and the tyme of their delyvery. This other daye I receyved two 
packetes to be conveyed to yow from the queene's Majeſte, which I ſende 
yow herewith: wherin ar good newes for yow, My Lorde Montague; for 
I underſtande, therin ys your revocation. And * &c. From Amboiſe, 
the xx III of Maye 1 560.

3 T may like your good Lordſhip to be advertiſid, that I arrivid at Loches 
Sir Nicholas L upon thurſday about five of the clock, and ymediatly repaired to the 
Twokmor- Ambaſſadour of Spaine s lodging; where I founde him with pon Garci- 
=_ a dozen gentelwomen of the court at ſupper. Which ended, becauſe I ſaw 
2;May1569 th' ambaſſador buſy in interteigning of his gheſtes, and becauſe I thought 
Thromor” good to declare that I had to ſay to him at good lenght, wherby I might 
es: had the better occaſion to heare what he wold ſay to me; I told him, I 

xi. had ſomme mater to ſay to him, but becauſe the ſame was of ſome lenght 
From the and importaunce,l wold omit the declaration therof till the next morning. 
ONT” AT which tyme I repayred to him and told him, that I had to fay 


to him and pon Garcilaſco together: which notwithſtanding, he willed 


me to tell him myne errand ; which I dyd (thoughe your Lordſhip gave 
me no ſuch commiſſion) to wynne credit with him ; and fo declared as 
moch as your Lordſhip gave me in commaundement. When J had end- 
ed my tale, he faid very little therunto, but that he had cauſe to credit 
your Lordſhip as moch as Monſieur le cardinall ; whome, he ſaid, he knew 
well ynoughe. He ſaid alſo, that he wold advertiſe that which I had faid 
to him into Spaine, having already ſignifyed that which Monſieur le cardi- 
nall had faid to him for Monſieur de Valence his journey. He told me, 
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and had eſcaped out of the gallees ; and that he thought he was killed for 
his offence. I ſaid herunto, that upon his apprehenſion your Lordſhi p made 
ſute for him in ſuch ſort, as youe deſired not to defende him againſt juſtice; 
and that being an ambaſſador his ſervaunt, reaſon wolde, the cauſe ſhuld 
have bene heard: and ſo declared the proceſſe of that mater at good lenght 
unto him; ſo as he ſaid, that if a man of his had bene ſo uſed, he wold not 
have bene very quiet withall. The cardinall alſo to excuſe the mater of the 
taking of Davyes ſaid to him, that he was gone out of his waye, he ſaid the 
poſtewaye: but after I had declared alſo the truthe of that mater, heſaid, he 
knew not what to ſay, but that it was a ſtraunge kinde of dealing, He told 
me alſo, that the cardinall toke for hisadvantage, that it is confeſſed in the 
anſwer to the prench proteſtation, that the French uſurped the armes and 
title before the concluſion of the peaxe; alledging for himſelf the clauſe of 
the treaty which ſpeaketh of the right and claime of the partyes, I aid 
herunto, that this was as moch to ſay, as, ifhis ſervaunt in Burgundy ſhuld 
Dave deceived him a twelmoneth agoo, and yet he had not till this tyme 
knowledge therof, that he ſhuld not ſay he had deceived him and done 
him wrong, ſeing he knew not of it till now, nor ſemed not to know that 
it toched him. For Dunbreton ; he ſaid, the French did it to be aſſured of 
the puke of Chatellerault. | 
HavincG thus moch ſaid to my charge, he pawſed a while. He de- 
clared unto me, that he knew not what to ſay to theſe maters : for, quoth 
he, your quene doth ſhe knoweth not what, and ſhe is not aſſured what 
ſhe will do; for ſhe ſayeth, ſhe deſireth peace, and yet doth the contrary, 
For, quoth he, how can it ſtand with reaſon, that the Scottes ſhuld make 
a league with her, being ſubjectes, without the conſent of their Soverains ? 
and, it cannot ſtand by reaſon, that it ſhuld be ſo: and here beganne to 
reaſon to the mater (for the mater it ſelf without further conſideration) 
comparing the ſtate of the prince to the ſubjectes; ſaying, that it was con- 
tra jus divinum et humanum. And what, quoth he, myndeth your quene 
to do? will ſhe aſſiſt the ſubjectes againſt their prince? and here made a 
diſcourſe, that the French King ought, by reaſon of his wief, to rule in 
Scotlande as liked him. And, quoth he, the quene taketh upon her 
to reduce the Scottes to their obedience, and will in the meane tyme take 
it her ſelf: and therfore, quoth he, I wold wiſhe the quene ſhuld declate 
her ſelf; for we be here as indifferent, and we can not tell what ſhe mean- 
eth. And here he begane to ſet out the erench and spaniſhe force; ſay- 
ing, that we were not hable to reſyſt eyther of them: alledging finatices 
with us, the French ſmall expences this twelmoneth, their meanes to 
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contynue warre, and our poverty, and want of experience for the warre; 
fearing moch th end of theſe maters; ſpeaking altogether contrary to us, 
and for the French advantaige. | 

I ToLD him, I was ſory, I was not fo well learned as I wold wiſh my- 
ſelf to be, to be hable to reaſon with him in theſe maters: but ſeing he 
had faid ſo moch unto me, I told him, that he knew well ynoughe the 
reaſon of the qQuene's Majeſte's proceadinges from the begynnyng ; and if 
he wold reaſon in this caſe as a philoſopher, and goo to the perfection of 
thinges, that he ſhuld finde abſurdites on all ſides; but if he wolde reaſon 
according to pollicy, and for the Quenis Majeſte's ſurety and of her realme, 
wherof he ſemed to have great care, he ſhuld perceive, that her Majeſte 
had good reaſon to do that ſhe dyd, thoughe it might ſeme contrary, as 
he knew better then I: ſaying, that I mervailed, knowing the French in- 
direct proceadinges as he did, that he could be contented to uſe the ma- 
ter ſo moche to their advauntaige. And, quoth I, whoſever will ſay, that 
the ſubje& ought not to do thinges for their countrey without the conſert 
of the prince, I will fay fo alſo generally: but, quoth I, there be lawes, 
cuſtomes, ordonances, and treatyes which are to be obſerved; and as the 
prince may not paſſe his juriſdiction, ſo the people (the prince being ſpecially 
borne for his countrey) paſſing the ſame is not to be ſuffered: and, quoth 
I, whatſoever is ſaid here, I think youe ſhall ſhortly knowe more. 

I MARY, quoth he, I wold be glad to ſee the treaty betwene Fraunce 
and Scotlande ; for then ſhuld I be hable to reaſon the better with Mon- 
fieur le cardinall. But, quoth he, the further I goo into your caſe, the 
more abſurdite do I finde : for onles ſhe meane to wonne Scotland for her 
ſelf, I know not what ſhe meaneth. And what will ſhe do, when the 
French be out; which, quoth he, I thinke will not be ſo eaſely done? ſhe 
will not kepe Lieth herſelf: and if ſhe do not, wherto ſerveth all theſe 
charges ſhe is at? I ſtill replyed upon the quenis anſwer and her pro- 
ceding from the begynnyng, which he knew well ynoughe: yet ſtil he 
ſaid, they could make no league with the quene. 

IrREN aſked him, who made the league with the Frenche at the Quene's 
mariage; and whether they had not as moch authorite for the ſtate of 
their realme as they have now. He ſaid, it was ſo then, when the quene 
was yong; but now ſhe ought to rule her owne thinges: and here he ſaid, 
that King James maried the doughter of Englande without conſent of 
his countrey. I ſaid, the caſe was not like, nor the hazard for his countrey 
ſo moche to be wayde ; and yet ſomwhat there was to do about that ma- 
ter, in ſort as the French quene can of right claime nothing to England

as ſhe dothe. And, quoth I, if I were hable to reaſon to theſe maters. 1 
could ſay ſomwhat more: but Sir, quoth I, the xing of Spaine hath um- 
ed alwayes to be our frende; and fo being, he will, I doubted not, con- 
ſider our caſe as it 15: for howſoever youe be perſuaded of the mater, be- 
cauſe of the Scottes, by the French; it is our ſpeciallcaſe: for if the French 
have to do in Scotlande, we ſhall not be in quiet. 

Yea but, ſaid he, there is an other meane. What, quoth I? Mary, 
faid he, to do as youe have done: youe know, there is a league betwene 
England and the Lowe-countreys ; th'one wherof cannot ſuffer th'other 
to be in danger: fortify your frontier towardes Scotland, and ſtand ſtill 
upon your defence, Why, quoth I, it were then as good for us to make 
warre; for the charge is all one. But, ſaid I, if the King mynde to be 
indifferent, let him provide, that the Frenche arme not at all which will 


torne, it may be, in th'ende to the k ing his owne diſpleaſure : and for us;

we do that we do, to live herafter the more aſſuredly in peace. Here he 
ſet out at good lenght the French power and financis, and as moch as he 
could to their advauntaige; ſetting out the x ing of Spaine's diſpoſition to 
provide for our ſurety : and yet ſtill came to the poinct, to have the French 
rule in Scotlande, and that the quene powagier ſhuld be regent there. 

I saw him ſo moch to ſpeake for the Frenche, and faid unto him: 
Sir, do youe make this mater a mater of diſpute? and do youe thinke, that 
it is reaſon, we ſhuld ſo ſmally regard our ſelfes, as to indure all the inju- 
ries offered by the French (who are the begynnyng of all theſe troubles) 
without reſiſtence? No, quoth he, do not think, that I ſpeak this to youe, 
but to know the trueth of the mater: for I am to the French an Engliſh- 
man, and to the Engliſh a Frenchman ; becauſe I may underſtande the 
better both their griefes, to help them to fall to accorde. But, quoth he, 
I do not reſt ſo moch upon that I underſtande at the French handes, 
as upon that I ſhal be advertiſed of from Monſieur de Glaſon and the 
Buſhop of Aquila: but, quoth he, the quene mult ſpeak reſolutly, and 
tell us her meaning; wherupon he harped very moche. 

I sA1D ſtill, he knew her meaning, both by the articles and th'an- 
ſwer: and, quoth I, if youe loke rightly to our caſe, youe ſhall finde, 
that we are onely injuried and conſtrained to procede as we do: and, 
ſaid I, conſidering our caſe, waying the French dealinges, we have as 
moch right as we can have on our fide. He ſaid, it was ſo; but yet ther 


was no reaſon, that the ſubjectes ſhuld make leagues without the prince's | 


conſent. What wold youe have us do? Mary, quoth he, that youe 
ſhuld have done a good while agone, and not have ſtayed fo long; that 
is, to drive the Frenche out of Scotlande, and then to have talked of the 
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mater: and youe know, quoth he, what I have herin faid unto youe ; 
but, now that the mater is come to reaſoning, the further we procede, 
the more abſurdite we finde. 

AFTER diverſe other maters ſpoken of to and from, wherof I ſhall 
informe your Lordſhip at my retorne, I departed for that tyme. And 
repayring to him to ſupper, he told me, that he thoght he ſhuld finde 
ſome fault in that was told him by the Cardinal of Lorraine, upon ad- 
vertiſment from Monſieur de Glaijon. I aſked, whether he had receved 
lettres out of England: he ſaid, no. He told me, that theſe men had 
money, and meanes to have more by merchauntes. I ſaid, ſo had we to, 10 

as well as they, He ſet out the daunger of our enterpriſe in Scotlande ; 
and faid, that occaſions being changed, and that we had overſlipped our 
occaſion, that we muſt change our counſaill. He ſaid, he feared, that 
when they ſhuld do what they could to bring thinges to an equalite, that 
we wold kepe Scotland to ourſelfes. 

I sA1D, he knew our caſe, and the quenis meaning cleane contrary, 
He ſpoke moch of the danger towardes us, when theſe men ſhall be rea. 
dy. I faid, we were provided for them; and toke occaſion to ſpeake of 
the ſetting furth of more ſhippes, and ordres in the ſhires. Wherunto 
he ſaid, that, for ſhips, we ſhuld do well ; but our men by lande were 20 

not trained. Theſe men, he ſaid, made all the preparation they coulde; 
and, he thought, when they were ready, wold empeche us in England 
to withdraw us from Scotland, if we diſpeched not the mater in tyme; 
and ſo taking occaſion to ſet furth King Philip's good will towardes us: 
wherunto I accorded; and forgate not to put him in remembrance of 
the Low-countreys, and of ther danger: which he confeſſed ; but the 
thing he reſted upon was, that we ſhuld have Scotlande altogether at 
our devotion; whiche he ſemed to feare; and wold not be —_ to 
the contrary, but that it was our meaning. 

In th'end we departed, as thoughe he could be contented, we ſhu,“ 30 
make more ſute to King Philip. Who wold uſe us to ſerve his own turn : 
for he wold have the French to have ſome in Scotland ſtill to trouble us, 
and to conſtrain us to ſeke his aid. And indede I lerne otherwiſe, that he 
is as much afraid of us, if we join with Scotland, as he is of the French; 
whom the Ambaſſador miſtruſteth alltogether : and howſoever the mater 
goeth, he wold not have me to ſpeake with the other Ambaſſador. His 
Secretaries ſay plainly, that if we won Leth, we may make what compo- 
fition wwe will; and if ue be abuſed to leave off, we are undone. And the 
Secretaries ſay, that religion is a great ſtay of King Philip; and yet that 
he wil be glad, if we have the better / the French, to wink at our doings. 40 
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Every body that I talk withall nsteth us long in doing; and ſay, wwe may 
do what we will; and that we are undone, if we let our advantage ef. 
cape. hn, | 

THESE men make all the haſt they can to the ſea; and the rather 
upon the neues of Leth: and yet it is certainly judged, they cannot be _ 
dy till the time your Lordſhip knoweth f. A gentleman is ſent to Mar- 
ſeilles to revoque the Grand- prior; who, indede, was in great danger at 
Valence. There be there fourteen gallees, which ſet furth th'ende of this 
moneth; and they will not be in the naraw ſeas, before th'ende of Au- 
guſt, Monſieur de Villebon is to weake for them of Roan, and hath 


bene driven thens. The matters in Province go forward more and more. 


The Conte Chargny ſaid opinly at the table, that theſe troubles for religion 


did ſpred in England and Germany.

I nave delivered your pacquetes as they be for Spaine; and of your 
Lordſhip's owne lettre and myne (the copy wherof I ſend your Lordſhip 


herwithall) I made a third, directed in ſpaniſhe; and have writen in 
ſpaniſhe upon the other : all which are promiſed to be ſent within theſe 
two dayes. I have writen to My Lords ambaſſadors, as your Lordſhip 
ſhall perceive. I ſend your Lordſhip a copy of that was delivered by the 
cardinall to Monſieur de Chantonet. For your lettres ſent to mr Greflam ; 
the Quenis pacquet is thought to be ſent into England, in mr Greſlame's 
abſence from Flaundres. He thinketh veryly, they have had good re- 
capito. Your horſes caſe is this: that if youe have no licence to conyey 
them into England, youe cannot retorne them into Fraunce; for the 
law is all one in this caſe, as he ſayeth. He will write eftſones toching 
them by the firſt. 

THe court reſted not in any logeable place, till this night; which hath 
cauſed me to ſtay Martin till now. Upon friday the King removed from 
Loches to Monttreaſor, and this day to St. Aignan. To morow he goeth 
to Selle, where he remayneth monday ; and upon tueſday goeth to Re- 
morantin, where he ſtayeth (as it is faid) fourteen or fifteen dayes. To 
morowe in the morning I goo towardes Bleais, to execute the reſt of my 
charge; from whens I will write what I ſhall underſtand, if occaſion 
be that I may not come my ſelf. In the meane tyme I thought good 
to depeche this moch to your Lordſhip: which had bene longer, if I 
had thought this herwith writen not to have bene more then nedeth, 
but that I wiſhe your Lordſhip to be informed of the chief partes of myne 
intelligences, thoughe not of all together; truſting, youe will accept this 
my ſcribling for this tyme.

HIS gentleman commithe agayne to your xighnes, with great hope 5; xicsou 
to do great thinges. As J heere, he is addreſſid and referred alſo to Throkmer- 


ton to the 


Monſieur de Randan in this mater. I can ſaye no more, then I have al- Gen. 
redye writen to your Majeſtie, of theeſe men's ſtill ſending theſe ſmall ren An- 
commiſſions, with wordes onely; as it hath well appeerid, and proved — i 
true. And ſeing, by thoſe meanes of wynnyng of tyme by fayre wordes kt. 
and perſwaſions, they have alreadye wonn two or three monethes at the n en. 
leaſt; which is the onelye meanes they practiſe to ſerve theimſelfes by, _ 
eyther in the meane tyme to ſeek to wynne King Philip, or be redy ES 
theimſelfes, or bothe (as hath by good auRorite ben fownde out of late, an 


as your Majeſtie knoweth); I cannot but hartely praye God, that the. 


| fame be yet tyme ynough taken heede to and avoyded. 


Fox, yf that it may ſtand with your Majeſte's favor that I ſaye myne 
adviſe heerupon, I cannot be perſwadid, that if they meanit in deede to 
Vor. I. 6 H 
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ſatisfy your Majeſtie in your demaundes (without which your nighnes 
canne make no good ende, in my ſimple opynion) that they wold ſend 
ſo meane men as theſe that have comme to your Highnes about theſe ma- 
ters, and ſome of whome have never ben traynid in ſuch commiſſions, 
nor know not what the mater meanethe but by their inſtructions, to 
compownd thinges of ſo great moment as theſe ar; but wold rather have 
ſent ſuch a great perſonaige as the Mareſchal St Androw, or ſome lyk, 
in whome wer both more auctorite and alſo more ſhewe, to conclude 
ſuch great maters. And though in deede they had, or wold ſend ſuch a 
great perſonaige: as long as they go to work as they do, that is, to ſend 
men (as they ſaye) with full auctorité to ſatisfy your Majeſte, and not 
make me, your Highnes Ambaſſadour, pryvye to the fame, and as well 
to impart ſomewhat of the x inge's meaning therof unto me (as one that 
repreſenteth that eſtat that I do) which wer well ſuting to true and faith- 
full meaning, but alſo make me pryvy to ther commiſſion and inſtruc- 
tions, and ſo be meanes to me to ſet my healping hand unto the mater, 
to bring the ſame out of jalouſy and ſuſpicion, ſeing they ar now the 
cravers of this accord: and ſeing they have not done this, nor mynde, 
as farre as I can perceyve, to do it; but rather ſeek to hyde from me 
their ſendinges unto your Highnes, and fo ſteale over their miniſtres, with- 
out my knowledge, with their accuſtumid deviſes; I can by no meanes 
beleeve, that they meane better faithe now, neyther by Randan, nor by 
this man, then they did by Sevre or Valence. And therfore yf I wer 
wourthy to gyve adviſe, I wold ſaye to your Majeſte: that unleſſe it may 


appeere, that they wold go otherwiſe to work then thus, by ſending 


theſe meane perſonages who can have but ſclender commiſſions; and al- 
ſo mak me privy heere, that they meane as they ſaye; and that I may 
advertiſe the ſame to your xighnes therof, as a thing to me declared heere, 
and ſeene their commiſſion ſufficient indeede to perfourme theſe thinges; 
that your Highnes doth gyve theim plaine warning, that you will heer 
no more coming after this ſort, nor admit none to your preſence that 
ſhall comme from hence otherwiſe then as I have ſaid. 

AND wheras this King doth now appoint and nominate the quene 
powager, the Biſhop of Amyens, Labroſſe, Doyſell, and Randan, and 
Sevre, to talk of thes matters, yf the ſame be handlid on the borders; 
which is a good part this man's errand: yf your Highnes gyve eare ther- 
unto, then do yow as they have ſought this great while to bring your 
Highnes unto ; for therby ſhall your Majeſte ſurceaſſe from proſequuting 
that that I tak to be now well forwarde, and alſo gyve waye and meanes 
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to bring thoſe great men out of Scotland, gyve theim tyme to put ſol- 40 
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duyours &c. into Scotland, labour [to win] K ing Philip, and make theim- 
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ſelfes readye. Theſe thinges have they long ſought to fynde, and is the 
onely meanes and ſhootanker to advance their meaninges, and undo your 
Majeſte: and as long as theyre commiſſions be but to talke, as all hether- 
to have ben, they are not to be hearde. Marye, yf their auctorits and 
power be indeede to determyne and agre abſolutlye with your majeſts, 
without coulour of ſending back agayne for this Kinge's conſent for eve- 
ry tryffle, according to their cuſtume; then ar they, ſpeaking under 
your Majeſtie's correction, to be talked withall, or ells not. 

I s£ND your Majeſtie heerwith a copy of th'offres which Valence 
made to the Scottes, as it was delyverid in writing to the spaniſhe am- 
baſſadours by the cardinal of Lorraine; which they have ſent to the xing 
of Spayne. Whether they be true or not, I cannot tell: but as I deſyre 
to know the trothe; ſo wold J wiſhe, that he wer alſo advertiſed of the 
truthe of the ſame, as they paſſid, from your xighnes; to th'intent, he 
be not to much ledde by theym and their deviſes; wherof I tak this be 
one, rather then a thing of truthe. The crant-priour is ſent for from 
Marſeilles. x1111 galleys ar looked for in the narrow ſeas in th'ende of 
Auguſt, and not before. I heare, that Villebon is to weak for theim 
of Roan, and hathe ben driven from thence. 

My poor adviſe is, that yow admit none to manage this communica- 
tion but th'smbaſſador Sevre, the Busſhope of Valence, and Randan: 
for the mater being handlid at London neere your Highnes, yow ſhall 
know and fee daily what paſſith, and judge better what is beſt for your 
nighnes. And admitting th'other; then muſt it bè upon the borders, 
farre of; and there will be the Queene powagere and the reſt, to the 
loſſe of great tyme ; and then will Labroſſe fynde the meanes to comme 
awaye into France; there ſhall the French have all th'intelligences that 
ar to be learnid meete for theim. Yn this meane tyme your Highnes

From Am- at this tyme ar to be forboren ; and wherof, he faith, he receyvid good 
=_ 160. ſtore, at this his laſt being in Englande, at ſome men's handes. I wold 
Throkmor- Wiſhe, that he wer uſed alſo by yow, as though yow had great hope, 
con'sPapers. that he will do ſome good thing in this matter: for he ſpeketh of great 
x. hinges, and hath, he faith, ſpeciall commiſſion from the cardinal and 
ben te Duke to talk with the queene's nighnes and with yow pryvatly of cer- 
original teyn maters, and to none other. He deſyreth much to talk with her High- 
ea, nes apart; which, me thynkythe, yt were not amyſſe he dyd. It ſhall 
be well done, you taulked theyre abowte the cowrte, and exchewe the 
matche off the quene powager, La brofle, and ſuche as be yn Scottland, 
for dyverſe reſpectes; and, for all your taulke, go on with your matters 
luſtelye. They woll preſſe the quene grettlye to have an abſtinence, and 
grownde the ſame uppon hyr owne promyſſe. TI have ſent your pa- 
quetts ynto Spayne. 

I HAvE writen to yow heertofore for the copy of the treaty or ſuch 
inſtrument as was made, if anye wer, betwixt the French and the realme 
of Scotland, at the tyme of the mariage made heere. And becauſe theſe 
Embaſladors of Spayne preſſe much the ſight therof, upon which hang- 
ethe a great deale of mater; I wold marvelouſe fayne, and fo pray yow 
(for great cauſe, as I have written heertofore) that I maye have it to ſhew 
it to theſe Embaſſadors: which I eftſones pray yow maye not be forgot- 
ten, and that with all the ſpeede yow maye ; for they ſtay much up- 

on that mater. 

By your lettre of the 1111 of May yow write theſe wordes, as anſwer 
from king Phillip: that if the quenis majeſte do not invade the 
e Frenche, then will king Philip ayde her; yf ſhe do invade theim, 
e then the treaty betwixt him and France will compell him to ayde 
te theim :” wherby I am induced to think, that there is a league offen- 
ſyve and defenſyve made betwixt theim which I have not yet heard of. 
It ſhall be more then neceſſary to look to that: for if it be true; yow 

maye conſyder, that when that league was made, your miſchief was a 
working.

10 TNPRIMIS, conſidering, * mad Kyng and his wiff hath pretended Memoria 
title to this realme, and hath notefyed the ſame to the world by all man- © 

ner of meanes poſſibly; and conſideryngallo, they havenoneſoredy a waye ,,,, 156 
to invade this kyngdom,as by having power in Scotland, or Placees| in Scot- n 
land redy to receave there power uppon any ſoddayne, it is neceſſary, not 97710 %, 
onely that this pretence be falſefyed to the world, but that the realme of Ln the 
Scotland be ſo governed, as therin no force of men of warr be ſuffred to u e 
remayne, nor no placees of ſtrength or recept for ſtrength by ſea be ſuffred . 
in the Frenchmen's hands: for otherwiſe, whatſoever ſhal be promiſed 
in words, there can be no ſuerty, as Tong as the French have any power, 

20 or reddy meanes to make power to invade England. And although 
theſe thyngs may ſeme ſomewhat ſtrange to demand of the French, con- 
fideryng, Scotland apperteneth to the rrench quene: yet conſidering, the . 
French have firſt gyven this occaſion by there manifeſt injuryes, and that 
there can be no ſuerty to England without this, therfore of mere neceſ- 
fite the ſame muſt be demanded of them; and they that have doone ſo 
great a wrong muſt be content to render ether amends, or grant to ſuch 
conditions as maye aſſure England not to feare the lyke.

Is the bearyng of the armes and title be ceafſed, and the great nom- |

ITEM , to th'ende the Lords of Scotland may perceyve, we meane to 
deale honnorablie and uprightly with them, our ſayd commiſſioners ſhall 


by theyr good diſcretions conferre, and open playnly unto them our whole 


meaning in this treatie, or at the leaſt ſuche parte thereof as our ſayd com- 
miſſioners ſhall think may any wayes touche the ſayd Lords and theyr 
countrie ; and fo deale openly and playnely with them therein, in ſuche 
forte and degree as our fayd commiſſioners ſhall ſee cauſe ; and ſhall per- 
ſwade with them, that all the travell and practiſe of the French is, ſo to

Ai if the Frenche will neds preſſe to have ſume nombre of ſoldiours 


to remayne in Scotland, for theyr countenance and reputation in the 


worlde; bycauſe the matter in ſumme reſpect toucheth cheefely the Scotts, 
our ſayd commiſſioners, if no perſwaſions ſhall ſerve to remove the Frenche 
from this requeſt, ſhall in the ende, uppon conference hadd with the ſayd 
Lords of Scotlande of this matter, agree ether with the French, or ſhall 
permitt the French to accord with the Scottes, to have ſuche conveni- 
ent nombres of the ſayd Frenche to remayne, and in ſuche places as by 
the adviſe and agreement of the Scotts ſhal be thought may be no dan- 
ger to the fredome of that realme, and to the ſuretie of ours. And her- 
in ſhall our commiſſionars endevor themſelves by all manner of meanes 
to induce the Lords of Scotland to accord to as much as may ſeme rea- 
ſonable, both to be demanded of the French, and to be for the ſuerty of 


the Scotts. 


ITEM if it ſhall cume to paſſe, that the removing of the forces on both | 
ſydes ſhall be agreed uppon ; our ſayd commiſſioners, as tyme and occa- 


fion ſhall leade them, may accorde with the Frenche, both of the tyme and 
manner of removing, and of the nombres that ſhall be permitted to paſſe 
by land or by ſee, in ſuche ſorte as they ſhall thinke moſt convenient for 
our ſervice ; foreſeing, if cauſe ſhall fo requere, that hoſtages be gyven on 
all parts, both for the removing of the force, and for the Frenche ſhip- 
ping awaye at the day that ſhall be agreed uppon betwene them, as well 
for performance of all covenants tending to the removing of the force, as 
for any other matter of the treaty. | 
AND foraſmuche as the demolition of certaine fortifications within 
that realme ſhall ſerve to good purpoſe, both for the Scotts themſellfes, 
and for the ſuretie of our realme allſo : our commiſſioners ſhall travayle, 
ether by themſelves or by the Scotts, tobring the Frenche to agree to have 


40 ſuch of them raſed as the Scotts ſhall notefy unto our ſayd commiſſio- 
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ners to be moſt for theyr ſuretie; wherein theyr opinion is to be follow- 
ed, in all the reſt, ſaving for Aymouth : the demolition whereof our 
commiſſioners muſt and ſhal of themſelves earneſtly preſſe, if the ſame 
be not allredy well demoliſhed ; uſing nevertheleſs theyr diſcretion there- 


in, as the caaſe ſhall require, and imparting the ſame to the Scotts. 


Ir Ex if the Frenche ſhall peradventure refuſe to treate with our ſayd 
commiſſioners, or that our ſayd commiſſionars ſhall perceave it not con- 
venient to treate with the French, for the governance of Scotland, and 
that the French ſhall preſſe to accorde thereof rather with the Scotts 
themſellfs, then with our commiſſioners; our fayd commiſſioners ſhall 
in that caaſe, having gyven theyr good adviſe therein to the ſayd Scotts, 
forbeare to entermedle therein with the French, referring that matter to 
be ordred and treatyd of by themſellfs. 

ITEM our ſayd commiſſioners ſhall uſe all the beſt meanes and per- 
ſwaſions they can to bring the Frenche to permitt, that the league pre- 
ſently betwene us and the Scotts may continue as it is nowe: or, if that 
cannot be brought to paſſe, or ſhall not ſeme mete to be required, that 
yet at the leaſt the ſubſtance thereof, tending to the preſervation of the 
libertyes of Scotland, may be agreed by contract betwene us and our no- 
bilits of the owne parte, and the yrenche King and quene of Scotts with 
the nobilite of Scotland on the other; that in caſe ether of the realmes 
ſhall be invadyd by any nombres of men of warre, being ſtrangers and 
not borne within ether of the kyngdoms of Eygland or Scotland, or 
any violence uſed or prepared againſt the ſubjects thereof to the ſubver- 
ſion of the liberties of the ſame; that, in that caaſe, a mutuall defenſe 
of ether of the kingdomes and ſubjects of Scotland may be, during the 
abſence of the Quene of Scotland owt of that realme.

ITEM our fayd commiſſioners ſhall require, that the peace and trea- 
tie made in Chaſteau Cambreſy may be newely confyrmyd; and ſhall 
allſo demaunde the reſtoring unto us of Calleys uppon the breache of 


that treatie, and that all the matters doon or attempted by us or ours in 40 
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Scotland may be paſſed over. And in caaſe our ſayd commiſſioners may 
agree with the Frenche in the reſt, they ſhall not breake of for the not 
reſtoring of Calleys; although they ſhall uſe all the vehemency that they 
can to obteyne it. 

Iren where the rrenche King and quene have of late taken uppon 
them to uſe our ſtyle and beare our armes, contrary to all right, to the 
prejudice of us and our honnour: our ſayd commiſſioners ſhall ear- 
neſtly preſſe, that, for ſume ſatisfaction herein to the world, a publick 
revocation may be made thereof both in France and Scotland, and the 
ſame notifyed abrode; or, yf that cannot be brought to paſſe, that at 
the leaſt the ſayd rrenche K ing and quene ſhall revoke it in the treaty, 
and be bounde by covenant in the fame to ceſſe any more to uſe and 
uſurpe the ſame hereafter, uppon payne of breach of treaty, As touch- 
ing the tyme of contynuance of this treaty, our ſayd commiſſioners ſhall 
uſe theyr good diſcretions, either in prolonging thereof, or uſing as muche 
expedition therein, as to theyr wyſdomes ſhall ſeme moſt convenient. 

ITEM our ſayd commiſſioners ſhall, if they ſee it nedefull, and that 
the Scotts can not obteyne to lyve in freedom of there conſcience, per- 
{wade with the French, that they maye ſo doo; or, at leſt, that the pe- 
nalty of the lawes may be ſuſpended ageynſt ſuch as ſhall lyve accord- 
ing to there conſcience, without breaking of commen tranquillite or al- 
teration of any thyngs hereafter; and fo ta remayn unto the end of the 
next perlement in Scotland: wherunto if the French will not be indu- 
ced, and the Scotts will not therin accord with the French; then our 
ſayd commiſlionars ſhall forbeare to conclude with the French. 

ITEM if it ſhall fo fall owt, that our commiſſionars ſhall commen 
with the other three that be now ſuppoſed to be in Lethe; they ſhall 
permitt the other two or the quene powager to wryte to them in that 
behalf, and anſwer alſo to be gyven therto; ſo as our commiſſionars be 
rivee to the lettres, and that no fraude be therin: and if any of the 
three ſhall chance to be owt of the towne, our commiſſionars ſhall al- 
ſo conferr with them; with proviſion that none of them ſhall enter a- 
geyne, untill the matter be fully accorded. 

ITEM if duryng this treaty, and the being of our commiſſionars in 
Scotland, it ſhall appeare to them, that any manner of matter ſhal be 
furder requiſite to be treated and concluded, ether betwixt us and the 


French kyng and quene, or betwixt us and the nobilite and counſel of 


Scotland, that may tend to the conſervation of peace and amyty betwixt 
our realme and Scotland; our ſayd commiſſionars ſhall therin treate and 


procede as to there wiſedoms ſhall ſeme meteſt for the ſuerty or weale 
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of our realme, or for the better order and government of both our fron- 
tyers and borders. 

| In all other points and circumſtances that may conduce this our mean- 
ing to effect, and bring ſume good concluſion of accorde to the honnour 
and ſuretie of us and our realme, our ſayd commiſſioners ſhall uſe theyr 
good diſcretions, as they ſhall ſee may beſt ſtande with our ſervice and 
be agreable to the tyme, according to theyr wyſdomes. And conſider- 
yng the difficultee of this treaty is ſuch, as the lyke hath not bene in any 
man's memory, and that manny occurrents may arriſe now unthought 
of, wherin [it] ſhall not be convenient to uſe delaye by ſendyng hither for 
our reſolution ; we be content, uppon our good opinion conceaved of the 
fydelite and good meaning of our ſayd commiſſionars, to approve there 
procedings therin accordyng to there diſcretion, without there abode or 
delaye for anſwer from us; except it be in ſuch caſees as they ſhall evi- 


dently perceave and ſee, that delaye of tyme by ſending and reſendyng 


ſhall not hurte nor offend our ſervice.

Mr Killi- Y my haſt I promyſed to wright yow more at lengyth, which he- 
—_— cd therto I was not well able to performe. When I aryved with the 
— Buſchope of Valence at Barwic ; after he had ſpoken with the good puke, 
he perceaved, that the qQuyne's fave condyt did ſerve no forther then her 
_—_ - awne realme, By reaſon wherof he was concelled, for his more aſſurance 
Throkmor 
con'sPapers. in his paſſage, to ſend for the Lordes fave condut ; bycauſe they were al- 
wn. readye in the fyld, and incamped before Lyth: which was don. One 
r. of his awne men went with lettres, bothe to the quyne pougiar and the 
Lordes of the congregation; but brought hem no other aunſwere, ſave a 
lettre from the Lordes, that yf he might or wold make his authorytye 
knowen unto them, wherby they might aſſure themſelves, that he had 
ſuffytient power to determyn and put in execution thinges reſolved, he 
ſhold not only have fave condyt, but alſo have that honor don hem as 
appertayned to ſuche a meſſenger as he was. 

Tur Buſchope, nothing contented with this aunſwer, required My 
Lord of Northfolke to wright unto them; and forther defired, that I 
might goe myſelfe to the quyne pougiar, to procure ſom meanis for his 
cuming. Which I ded: and ſpake with the quyne pougiar (who gave 
me a cheyne of x' 4); brought hem fave condyt from the Lordes to re- 
payre into Scotland; but with thefe conditions, that he ſhold firſt make 
his credyt appere unto them as ſuffytient, before he went to the Quyne 

- pougiar; alſo that he ſhold not by the way comon ſecretly with Frenche 
or Scottiſch. 

Tust conſiderations ſemed hard unto o hem, and were ſomwhat my- 
tizated by the credyt My Lord of N orthfolk had with the Lordes of Scot- 
land: for by his meanes, altho the zuſchope did break his fave condyt 
at Hadington, going in, by ſpeaking with a Scottichman, yet was yt 
not layd to his charge, nor he conſtrayned to ſe any of the Lordes of the 
congregation, untyll he had ſpoken with the quyne at the caſtell of E- 
denbourg. Whence we came ſone after to the Lordes; where he dely- 
vered his lettres of credyt unto certayne of them (as the Erle of Arayne's 
father, hemſelfe, and others) and appoynted the next day to parlay of 
ther matters: in which day he ded but make his oration unto them; 
which was well handeled for contenting all parties. 

Bur when they came to treat indead, yt appered by his wordes, that 
he had not authorytye for the raſing of Lyth : which poynt the Scottis 
wold have firſt reſolved, befor they ſpake of any other thing. And for 

| that 
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that he confeſlyd ſo myche ; they reſolved to here hem no more, but 
comyttide the tuition of hem to My Lord Maxwell, tell horſes might 
be prepared for his departure. The zuſchope defirus totalke agayne, found 
meanes to wright unto My Lord Gray, that he might have leave to ſpeak 
with the quyne; hoping by that meanes to ſatisfie ther deſire. This was 
granted; and a new day, and comyſſioners of bothe partes appoynted 
to treat agayne; Mr Sadler and Croftes being preſent as wyttnes of ther 
parlay. Which grew to this paſſe: the Buſchope and thoſe of his ſyde 
granted to the raſing of Lyth, and avoyeding the Frenche; but inſtead 
therof, to have Dombar, Inſchyfe remayne, Dombretayne and the Blake- 
neſſe reſtored to the quyne, and hoſtagis delyvered to the Quyne pou- 
giar by the Lordes, for aſſurance of ther obedience; alſo the league they 
had made with Ingland to be annulled, and ther hoſtagis revoked : apon 
which poynt they treatid, and came not to the reaſt; for they brake of 
ther. Vt was aunſwered by the Lordes, that yt lay not in them to undo 
that with Ingland which they had don, nor to revok ther hoſtagis with- 
out the conſent of the quyne of Ingland. By meanes wherof, and of the 
want they jugged of his lawfull authotytye, the zuſchope departid ; and 
ſo went to the quyne, and the next day came to Barwic, and ſo hether; 
where he complayned of me unto the Quyne: th'aunſwer wherof, to- 
gether with his playnt, T wyll ſend yow by the next, for that I have yt 
not as now with me; wherby yow ſhall perceave more in the diſcours. 

CoNCERNING our army: at ther going in by Domber, they were 
ſkyrmyſched withall, and men hurt and flayne on bothe partes; wher 
they had the worſt. Peter Mynkeft, Tremayn's leuetenant, died after- 
ward of a hurt he gat ther. From thence our men went to Salt-Preſton, 
and ſo to Muffelbourg ; where ther meat them the Lordes of Scotland, 
to the nomber, I think, of five thouſand men: and fince that tyme tell 
this day our men and thers campe together, not lyke too but one na- 
tion, as fryndly as brothers; our campe well vittellid and plentiuſly by 


the Scottes to this howre. | 
Taz campe removed from Muſelbourg to Leſtarec, a myle from Lith; 


where too thouſand of the Frenche did ſkrymych with them, from v11r 
in the morning tell 111 in the afternone. Ther was flayne and taken that 
day of the Frenche abowt ſeven ſcore men, wherof ther was taken ſix 
captaynes and leuetenantes. We loſt that day no man of name, but a half 
ſcore ſoldiers. All this ſkirmyche was mayntayned by the ſholdiers of 
Barwyc, ſchott to ſhott ; wherin our men had ever the beaſt, and gat 
great prayſe. The French at lengyth was charged by ser Henry Perſye, 


40 Andrew Tremayne, and Kuenet, who was ſhott thorow the hand that 
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day: Tremayn's horſe kylled under hem, and too more ſince that tyme. 
Carr, that was with yow in France, was ther hurt in the foute with a 
harchebuſe. The Frenche had bin all overthrowen that day, yf Mr Bar- 
nabe had charged with his troupe. He ſent to My Lord Gray for leave; 
who, for lake of good information of the matter, denid yt, payne of 
lyve. Had he charged, ther had not one man eſcaped ; for he was got- 
ten betwixt them and the towne. Want of experience in ſuche caſes, 
what yt dothe! 

AFTER this ſæyrmych our men incamped there, and approched the 
towne by way of trenches ; for ther hole nombers were not aryved: I 
thinke they were at that preſent as many Frenche within the towne, as 
Inglyſch fottmen. Apon monday after low-ſonday, our trenches were ſo 
fare from the campe, our men that warded ſo neglygent, that by meanes 
of a scottisch hwore the Frenche were advertyſed ; and fo ſayllyed owt, 
bothe on horſbak and on fotte, aſſelled our men bothe before and be- 
hynd, and flew, toke, and hurt of ours one hundryth. Captayne Bart- 
ley was taken, and his anſene alſo; but no gentylman hurt, fave Briand 
was ſhot thorow the league with a harquebuſe. In the retire, the Frenche 
were ſore galled with our ſhott, and many ſlayn and hurt. Artur Gre 
that day charged; being unarmed, and followed but of x11 men, brake 
the Frenche; and haveing over ridden many, was by one of them ſhott 
thorow the ſholder. Since that day we had many ſkyrmyches ; but to 
no effect, tell the day of thaſſaut: which was don fince my departure. 

WuvIE I was ther, our men, bycauſe the towne was ſo great, ſo well 
fortyfyed and maned as ever I ſaw towne, and oure nomber ſo ſmale (not 
twyle ſo many as they were within, when they were moſt) yt was thought 
beaſt to fortyfye in one parte, and to remove the campe to another: the 
forte's name was Mont-Pellam, which captayne Vaughan keps with one 
thouſand men. Before that was ended, and a certayne ſtyple of ther bett 
downe with our ordynance, we cold in no wyſe have removed our campe: 
but when our artyllyry did once play, that was ſone don, and our campe 
removed towardes the weaſt part of the towne: where, at my departure, 
E leyfte them within harkebuſe ſhotte ; of the towne, I meane. 

Tux ſame night before I came thence, they fallyed owt of the towne, 
to have kylled our pioners; but they were ſent bake agayne, to ther great 
loſs. Captayne Markam was that night hurt of our ſyde, and certayne 
ſoldiers; but none ſlayne. During myne abode ther, our men, I meane 
ser Henry Percy, the Lord Reven, Grange and others, at a rode to Dom- 
bar, toke captayne la Haye and Captayn Peronet pryſoners, with xxxv111 
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more, the moſt part horſemen well appoynted, with the loſs of one man 40 
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of ours: ther was beſides ſlayne of them v111 for that one. For the 
day of th'aſſault, as yt is called; I aſſure yow, we loſt not ſeven ſcore men 
ſlayne; no gentyllman. The hurt men were theſe: captayne Reade, 
captayne Sotton, captayne Conins, and certayne other gentyllmen. Th at- 
tempt was unſeaſonable; for, beſides other faultes, the flankers were not 
taken away. I reffer all other circumſtances of th'affayres ther unto theſe 
incloſed, which this meſſenger hath imboldened me to ſend yow. 

Or late certayne of our chatholykes have offendid the lawes, touch- 
ing matters of religion; ſo as ther were comyſſioners apoynted for th'in- 
quire. Bonar is in the Marſhalſe, Watſon in the Towre, with others: 
Pates, Scote, Story, and mo in the Fleat : Coxall and Heth not yet cum 


before the comyſſioners, nor Ely; but they ſhall. Ther be four queſtes of 


inquire for London, and ſo throwt the realme, for the lyke cauſes. The 


terme is deferred tell Mychel th arcangell. Touchinge that you wright

the cardinall ſayd to the spaniſh Imbaſſador, yt is all falſe : for the Buſ- 
chope was with the quyne fix dayes, alone every day; and lay alſo ſom 
tyme in the caſtell, and had no man preſent when he ſpake withe her. 
But as ther was faulte founde in his comyſſion ore he departed hence, 
ſo did yt appere to them ther: which in ded was the cauſe he did not 
goe thorow ; as yt may now well appere, that they have power.

FTER our right harty commendations, by your lettres writton un- The L. 
A to the qQuene's Majeſtie by this bearer it appereth, the cardinall of we con- 
Lorrayne complayned unto the King of Spayne's ambaſſadour of the — 
evill uſing of the Bisſhop of Valence, both here and in Scotlande; al- ©". 
leadging, that neyther coulde he be ſuffred to ſpeake with the quene —— 
pouagier owt of the hering of two Englyſhe gentlemen, that were all- a <6 
wayes appointed to be abowt hym for that purpoſe, nor yet have liber- Throkmer- 
tie to ſpeake to the people of Scotlande, untill within a day or two be- ron"sPapers. 
fore his ſafe conduct was expired: and that, albeit he offred both the fz. 
raſing of Lythe, the avoyding of the Frenche owt of Scotlande, the com- . 
mitting of the governement of that realme to the nobilitie thereof, and origni 
in effect whatſoever elles the Scattes dyd or coulde demaunde yet, bycauſe 
he fayd, he had no commiſſion to graunt theyr requeſt touching reli- 
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gion, the matter was broken of, and the whole accorde cleane diſappoint- 

ed. And this wolde the cardinall have the worlde beleve to have cumme 

to paſſe by the quene's Majeſte's meanes and procurement: wherein what 
his good meaning is, may eaſely be geſſed. 

Bur to th'ende theſe ſnameleſſe untrothes ſhold not fo ſmothely goo 
away unaunſwered ; we have thought meteto let yow underſtande, howe 
cleane contrary this matter hath byn reported. The nisſhop of Valence, 
at his going towardes Scotland, was accompanied from hence with cer- 
tayne Englyſhe gentlemen, to th'ende he might be the better intertayn- 
| ed bythe way, and the more ſurely entre into Scotlande. At his comming 10 
hither, be never was forbydden, when and as often as he required, and 
as occaſion ſerved, to ſpeake at all tymes and howers, in company or 
alone, withowt any manner of let or contradiction, with the quene 
hir ſellf, or any of thoſe in her company. And allthough he ſundrie 
tymes excedyd the lymittes of his ſave conduct, and gave cauſe to have 
ſume ſtraightnes offred unto hym : yet was there no manner of advaun- 
tage ſought againſt hym, as there might with good reaſon have byn; 
but, contrarywyſe, all the gentlenes and frendly intertaynement ſhewed 
hym that coulde be deviſed. And in th'ende, when he had doon there 

what he lyſted, or as muche as he coulde, he was agayne frendly accom- 20 


_ panyed hither; and had as muche curteſy ſhewed hym by the way as 
coulde be deviſed. And none other cauſe was there, why the Scottes for- 


bare to gyve care unto hym, but onely for that, whatſoever is nowe re- 
ported, he had indede no manner of commiſſion to aſſure them of any 
one point that is nowe reported to have byn offred by hym. For being 
demaundyd, what commiſſion he had to ratefy thoſe thinges he promiſ- 
ſed, and he anſwering ſtill, he had authoritie large enough for that pur- 
poſe; in th ende, after muche a doo, when he was earneſtly preſſed to 
bring forthe the ſame, he coulde ſhewe nothing elles but a bare lettre of 
credit to the Douagier, withowt any other commiſſion or authoritye at 30 
all to conclude or agree to any of thoſe thinges he had offred. And this 
was the very and onely cauſe the Scottes dyd nether credit his wordes, nor 
wolde gyve eare to his perſwaſions. But nowe that there is ſume better 
Irxkelyhood, that the Frenche will procede more directly; it is ment, 
tat the matter ſhall be allſo effectually followed for the quene's Majeſ- 
ces parte. | 
Ap bycauſe we doo farther here, that uppon this complaint made 
dy the cardinall, both hymſellf and the K ing of Spayne's Ambaſſadours 
: allſo have writton thereof unto the ſayd Kk ing; we wolde ye tooke oc- 
cafion, both to declare your knowledge herein unto the ſayd k inge's m- 49

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baſſadours with ſuche good woordes as yow ſhall think moſt convenient 
for that purpoſe, and allſo uſe the lyke to any ſuche as yo ſhall have 
occaſion to common withall touching this matter. And for the ſame 
purpoſe we have allſo writton th'encloſed lettre unto sir Thomas Cham- 
berlayne, hir Majeſte's Ambaſſadour in Spayne, conteyning in effect the 
very matter of theeſe; to th ende he may reporte the ſame, either to 
the xing of Spayne, or otherwyſe as he ſhall ſee cauſe: which lettre we 
pray yow to fynde the meanes to convey unto hym, as ſone, and by 
the ſureſt way that yow may. And thus we byd yow right hartely well
